direction by the occurrence of an event in the history of maritiimne 
discovery, compared with which all others sunk into insigmfi- 
cance. 

This event was the discovery of America, by Christopher Colum- 
De esl Age bus. The “ie ation of this daring mariner, his dis- 

; “ appointments Aud dangers, his difficulties and his 
brilliant saecess, or the melancholy story bf his sad reverses, and 
the exampie uttered in him of the ingratitude of kings, if is not 
the purpose of the writer to narrate. He refrains from recounting 
so temptingly interesting a narrative, because it would lead hire 
too far from his purpose, which is only to narrate suceinctly the 
progress of navigation and discovery to the time of the first colo- 
ny seftled in Virginia,—and because the same ster has been se 

well told by Robertson, Irving, and others, that it ought to be fa- 
ahniad to all. 

Notwithstanding the advances in navigation which have been 
enumerated, the art of ship-buiiding was slill in such a rude and 
imperioct state, that the vessels in whieh Calumbne emharked on 
an unknown sea, a modern mariner, with all the advantages of 
modern science, would scarcely venture in, to cross the Atlantic, 
The large est was a vessel of no considerable burden,* and the tw 
others scarcely superior in burden to iarge boats, and the united 
erews of the three only amounted to ninety men, Inchiding cilicers, 
and a lew v gentlemen, adventurers a isabeila’s court. 

Bot notwithstanding these inadequate means fer the prosecution 
of maritime discovery, the ardor otf Sateen was so much ex- 
cited by the brilliant achievements of Columbus, the greedy thirst 
for gain, and hope of finding some country aboundin ne in ae io- 
gether with the eager desire which still prevailed of discovering 
some passage through the great continent of peel Which might 
lead to India, that in twenty-six years from the first denon of 
land by Columbus, the Spaniards had visited all ef the islands of 
the West Indies--they had sailed on the eastern coee of A menca 
from the Rio de la Plata to the western extremity of the Mexican 
Guli—they had discovered the great Southern nuns and had ae- 
quired considerable knowledge of the coast of Florida. {i is also 
said that these voyages in search of a nearer passage to the Last 
Indies, had extended much farther north, but not however until 
that country had been discovered by the seamen of anotaer Be. 
tion, of whose exploits in the ficld of maritime adventure we shall 
presently speak. 

The great interior was still unknown, the whole western and 
the extreme southeastern coasts were still undiscovered, and the 
jong line of coast from florida to Labrador had only been seen, 


and touched upon ia a few places. 
Kugland did not at an early period make those advances in nay- 
gation, to which the eminent advantages ae ‘a c insular situation 
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invited, and gave no promise of that maritime distinction, and 
he fc wealih, to which the wise policy of hep subsequent 
lers have led her to attain. From the times of the con quest to 

thé discovery of America, England had been engaged in perpe etual 
Wars, either foreign or domes tres : and thus, while the se outhe rr por- 
tion of Ikuro ope and the free cities be the Rhine were advance ing so 
rapidly in opulence and power, Iingland was destitute ef even the 
ecrm of that naval strength to w hich she is so much indebted for 
her present greatness. Livery article of foreign growth or fabrie 
which she consumed, was waited to her shores in the barks of 
other nations, and the subsequent mistress of the seas sca urcely 
dared to float her flag beyond the lunits of her own narrow juris- 
diction, Scarcely an English ship traded w vith Spain cr Portugal 
before idicel: beginning of the fifteenth centur y, ana if required an- 
other half century to give the British mariner courage enough to 
venture to the east of the Pillars of Hercules.* 

leeble as the marine of England then was, her reigning monarch 
Henry VIE. did not lack the spivit rean ired for uni Jertalk ing grea 
enterprises, and accident only depriy ed him of the glory of being 
the patron of the discoverer of America. Columbus, after the 
failure of his own native country of Genoa to encourage his great 
enterprise, and his second rebuff from his adopted country, Portu- 
gal, fearing another refusal from the king of Castite, to whose 
court he then directed his steps, dispatched his brother Barthole- 
mew to lingland ic solicit the aid of Henry VIL, who being. then a 
peace, was supposed to Kens leisure to underta ake a gre ate enter- 
prise which promised such renown to himself and emolument. to 
England. Bartholomew was: captured by pirates on his voy age, 
and robbed of all his effects, which, with an iliness that follow 
prevented him from presenting himself’ at courts aiter he ¢ med 
in England, until he could provide himself with suitable apparel 
Feb . by his skill in drawing mi: aps and sea-chacts, He 
reb. 13, 1485.7 , h ; ee lee id 

brought himself to the notice of He ¥ DY present. 
ing him with a map, and upon his representing te h ima the propo- 
sal of Columbus, he a accepted it with “a joyful count Bee and 
bade him fetch his brother.” So much de! ay had been produced 
by the circumstances mentioned, that Bartholomew, hastening to 
Castile, learned at Paris, from Charles, king of ao that his 
brother Christopher’s efforts had already been crowned with the 
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x 
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most brilliant success. 


When we reflect upon the difficulties which were thrown ia the 
way of Columbus at the court of Ferdinand and Jsabell a, even 
atier they became convinced of the practicability of his scheme,

Fortunately, perhaps, for mankind, the courage. of England was 
June 24, 1497, Bot pat to the test of making the first great ads ven- 
ture; and whether she would have succeeded in 
that or not, she was not destitute of sufficient courage te under- 
take an enterprise of very considerable magnitude at that day, 
secon after the existence of land in eur western hemisphere had 
been discovered. 

The merit of this new enterprise is also due to a native of Italy, 
and his motive was the saine which prevailed in most of the ad- 
ventares of the time.-—the desire to discover @ new route to India. 

Giowv anni Gahoto, hetter lnawn hv his anoheised name of Toahn 
Cabot, a Venetian merchant who had setiled at Bristol, obtained 
from Henry a charter for himself and his three sons, Lewis, Sebas- 
lian, and Santius, allowing them full power and autherity to sail 
inte all pla ees in the eastern, western, or nerthern sea, under the 
banners of England, with five ships, at their own proper costs and 
charges, to discover countries before unknown to Christians, to 
plant the banners of England in i 8 ch places, and to take pos- 
SESSION OF them, to hold as vassals of England, to have the FSi 
Sive monopoly of the trade of Mie sui : places, paying to the king 
one-fifth of the clear profits of every voyage. All ether persons 
were prohibited from visiting such places, and the Cabots were 
bound always to land on their return only at Bristol. ' 

Under this patent, containing “the worst features of colonial 
monopoly and commercial restriction,’ Jolin Cabot, and his cele- 
brated son Sebastian, embarked fer the west. The ebject of Cabot 
being to discover the passage to India, he pursaed 2 course more 
northwardly than‘any selected by ie evious navigators, hg the 
first land he reached was the coast of Newfoundland, which on 
that account he named Prima Vista; next the Island of St. John; 
and finally the continent, among the “polar bears, | Me rude Sav- 
ages and di smal cliffs of Labrador ;” and this seems tc have been 
the only fruit of the first British voyage to America. 

In the following year a new patent was given to John Cabot, 
Fab. 3? pageant Ihe eicip nae miastconducted ON his ae nturous 
and distinguished son, Sebastian. Jn this expedition, 
which was undertaken for the purnases of trade as well as dis- 
covery, several merchants of Loudon took part, and even the king 
himself. Cabot sailed in a. northwest course, in nepes or tinding a 
northwest passage to India, as far probably as the A8th or bOth 
degree of latitude, until he was stopped by the quantities of ice 
Sah he encountered, and the extreme severity of the weather;

he then turned his course southward and followed the ceast.-ac- 
cording to some writers to the coast of Virginia, and in the opiuion 

of some, = far as the coast of Florida. The only commodities 
with which he returned to England, as far as our accounts inform 
us, were three of the natives of ile newly discovered countries. 
He tound, poe his return, the king immersed in his preparations

for a war with scotland, which prevented his engaging ia any 
further cron hie of his discoveries, or entertaining any design 
of settlement. 

It is net our purpose to notice the Portuguese discoveries under 
Cotereal, the French under Verrazzani and C aoa 140 th eir abor- 
dive atternmpt at setUements in Canada asin New ing) land.

The pregress of maritime udvent ture extended rapidly. The 

evidence exists of several English veyages having been made not 
only to the coast of North oar ‘a, but the Levant, the harbors 
of northern Africa and rag ete visits to the fisheries

or Newfoundland had become frequent; and the commerce 
from that source ke veep ecome of aah imporiance, and had been 
the s sf Na of such long and oppressive exactions, as to require 


the action we parliament for their prohibition. 

India was still the great ebject with the mer chants, and tk 
1550, COvery of a nearer passage than that offered by the Cape 
ae alot, Goad Hope, the great desideratuim with mariners. a 
northwestern passage had been attempted thrice by the Cabets iv 
Vain; a northeastern expedition was iit ted out, and sailed under 
the command of Willoughby and Chancellor. Willoughby with 
his ship’s company were found in their vessel frozen to death in a. 
Lapland harbor; Chancellor with his vessel entered the port of 
1554. Archangel, and “discovered” the vast emp re of Russia, Hi 
then unknown to Western Europe. This discove 
the hope of establishing an intercourse by means o 
1563, cress the continent to Persia, and thence to 
empire of Cathay. 

Elizabeth afforded UPEY encouragement to the maritime enter- 
rises of her subjects, and espec ially encouraged the newly estub- 
lished intercourse with Russia. The hope ef discovering a 
northwest passage was by no means as yet relinquishe: d. 
Martin Erobishe aN) aks frer revelving in his mind the $2 bject for tif- 
teen. years; believed that it might be accomplis sed, and *' deter- 
nined esis resolved within himself te go and make full proof there- 
ef,” “knowing this to be the only thing in the world that was ieit 
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yet undone, whereby a notable mind might be made famous and 
fortunate.” Frobisher was too poor to supply himself with the 
means of carrying his designs into execution ; but after much solici 

iation at court he was patronised by Dudley, Earl, of Warw hele 
who supplied him with two small barks, the one of twer aty and 
the other of iw map tive tons one and a pinnace oi ten tons. 
With this little fleet he set sail. The expedition was entirely unfor- 
tupate. One of his barks deserted and returned home, the pinnace 
went down ina storm, “ whereby he lost only four men?” with such 
amall vessels and crews did the hardy mariners of that day ven- 
ture to cross the Atlantic. The Admiral’s mast was ens aud 
the top-mast blown overboard, by the same storm in which he lost 
the pinnace; bat, nothing daunted, he persevered, and entered Hud- 
son's Bay: ‘The only thing aecomplished by the voyage was the 
taking possession of the cold and barren wilderness in the name 
of Hlizabeth, carrying home some of the gravel and stones, one 

’ the latter of which, resembling gold, or probably having some 
gold artificially mingled with it atter it reached London, caused 
the gold reuneYs 1 nearly to go mad, and the merchants to under- 
take one of the wildest oe ee recorded in the annals ef dis- 
covery; besides this show of gold, which was pronounced very 
rich for the quantity, the only other acc quisition Was a poor naiive, 
whose simplicits y was paar upon by the most treachcrous de- 
vices, until he was decoyed to the Enclish vessel, and then seized 
by feree, and carried away from his iriends. He bit off his tongue 
from despair, and died soon atier his arrival in Engiand, from cold 
taken on the voyage. 

The mania which the story of the little bit of gold produeed in 
1577 L sondor n caused-a fleet of sev eral vessels to be fltte d out, of 

which‘ the queen herself furnished one, to bring home the 
rich produce of these icy mines. The ships returned with black 
Ca Ake but no gold. 
The spirit of avarice was not to be stopped in her career by a 
1578 single failure; a new fleet of tifteen yesseis was litted out 
" and to Martin Frobisher was given the command. A col: om 
was to be planted for the purpose of working the mines, wil: 
twelve vessels were to be sent home with ore. After almost ia- 
credible ditliculties, encountered amid storms and “mountains of 
floating ice on every side,” the loss of some vessels, and the descr- 
tion of others, they reached the northern Potosi, and the ships were 
wellladen with theblackearth; but the colonists, being disheartened 
by their hardships, declined settling on the coast, and all returned 
toingland, We are not informed of the value of the proceeds of 
the cargo. 

Waile the British queen and her merchants were indulging 
themselves in fancies as brilliant and as evanescent as the iecberys 
which encumbered the scene of the delusion, Sir Humphrey Gilbert, 
siban of insuperable energy aud fearless enterprise, forme: da design 
of promoting the fisheries, and engaging in useful colonization. 
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With this view he obtained a patent of the same character with 
June 11,1578. most of those which were grantee to the early pre- 
: moters of colonization in America, conferring une 
bounded privileges upen the proprietor, and guarantying no 
rights to the colonists. The first expedition, in which Gilbert had 
expended much of his private fortune, failed-—from what 
cause 1S Uncertain. 

The second expedition, undertaken four years afterwards, was 
1583 stul more un sua eE for it lost to the world the gallant 
~* and accomplished projector of the pBeeltion. Five vessels 
salied from igo: hy on Tuesday, the 11th of June, 1583. Two 
days afterward, the vice- adinizal ‘complained of sickness aboard, 
and returned with the finest ship in the fleet te Plymouth. The 
admiral, nevertheless, continued his course with his little squadron, 
and took possession, with the fendal ceremony, of Newfoundland, 
io be neld by him asa Hel ot the crown of England, i in accordance 
with the terms of his charter. 

The looseness of morals displayed by the mariners of that day 

is truly disgusting, and increases our wonder at the daring of men 
eelie could ene so far from home, in such frail barks, with 
almost a certainty of encountering on the great Mehiay, in their 
a low-men, greater perils than were presented by ail the terrors 

fthe deep. Robbery by sea was too common, and often com- 
mitted in violatien of whe most sacred obligations, even upon per: 
sons engaged ia the very act of relieving the distress of the depre- 
dators.* Gilbert seems He have been cursed with a remarkably

rictous and insubordinate company. The sick end disattected 
were left at Newfoundland to be sent ho NE wiih the Swallow, and 
the admiral proceeded va three remaining barks. 


On Tuesday the 20th of ae: they sailed from the harbor of 
St. Johns, and on the = in about latitude 44 de orees, the largest 
remaining vessel, by the carelessness of the crew, PuIEN ¢ and went

to pieces, and the vanes barks were iorced by a high sea and a lee

shore to struggle for their oxyn preservation, which they accom- 
plished with difficulty, — alleging, at the same time, that th 1e ? ou 
see none of the crew of the wreck floating upen timbers, but all 


seemed to have gone down when the ship broke Wes A Paw, Nowe 
ever, escaped to Newfoundland in the ship’s s pinmace, as Was aller- 
wards discovered. 

This calamity, followed by continual storms, in an unknewn ani 
shoaly sea, enhanced by an extreme scantiness of provisions, and 
want of clothes and comforts in the twe little barks whieh yet 
remained, induced the admiral, at the earnest solicitn- 

tion of his men, to return p tomeward, Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert was veheincnt y persua ded t ine » crew ot the Golden Hind 
to rernain with them uring ihe vy on age: but, as same malicious 


taunts had been thrown out by some € Vv ul Ldisposed person, acc using 
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hirn of being afraid of the sea, he chose to continue to sail in his 
little pinnace, the Squirrel, which was burdened beyond her 
& strength. 

After the vessels had left the Azores to the south, and reached 
the latitude of England, they encountered violent and continued 
ot On Monday, the 9th of Se ptember, the Squirrel was nearly 
cast away, but recovered, and the admiral was seen sitting abait 
wW ith a book in his hand, and heard to cry out to those in the Hind, 
* We are as near to heaven by sea as by land.” That sare night, 
at 12 o’clock, the Squirrel being in PO aa her Hight suddenly 
disappeared, and her hardy crew, with their gallant commander, 
» Sleep forever in the deep. The Hind reached Falmouth 
‘in satety, but alter encounteri ing eminent peril te the last 
moment.” 

The etd! spirit of the mariners of that day is amazing. Nir 
Walter Raleigh, the step-brother ue Sir G umphrey Gilbert, so far 
from being intimidated by the.melancholy fate of his relative, or 
disheartened by the unprofitable and disastrous termination of 
most of the voyages to America. undertcok in the 
very next as an expedition to the coast of the 
‘present United States. lie easily obtained one of the usual un- 
limited patents from Wlizabeth, and, | leaving the cold north, with 
its parren snow’s, its storms, icebergs, and certain evils, together 

with its imaginary wealth, he spread his sails for the sweet south, 
w here > he was sure to ay ae a fertile soil and a delightful climate, 
the ugh his ship’s company might not all be enriched by the dis- 
covery of cold. 

On the second of July they found shoal water, “and smelt 
sweet and strong a smell, as if they had been in the midst of 
some delicate earden abounding with all kinds of odoriferous 
flowers.”

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Ralph Lane was appointed by Raleigh governer cof the eco lony 
which consisted of one bundred and eight persons. Sir Nicha: d 
Grenville took command of the eae. and several learned and 
accomplished men attended the expedition, one of whom has trans- 
mitted to posterity many Titers ae particulars of the nature of 
the country, and ‘the habits, manners, and government of its in- 
habitants. 

The English scon began to maltreat the harmless, unp? etending, 
July 11, 1586 and simple natives, and they, en the other head, to 
i ; eTOw Jeal ious of the power of the overbearing 
strangers. They soon learned the inordinate passion of the new- 
comers for gold, and, ta mie advantage of their credulity, inflicted 
upon them the labor of many fruitless expeditions in search of 
pretended mines,—shoping ¢ at the same time, by these divisions, to 
weaken the power of the little colony to such a degree inet they 
might be able to destroy it in detachment ; but the En nglish were 
too cautious for this, and went too short a distance, and in force 
too pow erful for the Indians to enc ounter With the great disparity 
ol arms. ‘ue prearest AUVaALLage Which accrued irom these e€xpe- 
ditions, and indeed from the whole atternpt at a settlement,-was 
the discovery of ee: sapeake Bay. 

The little colofy, finding no gold, and receiving no supplies from 
England, had begun to despond, when most unex pecie dly. Sir 
Francis Drake arrived, oa his return irom id S ERECuia: n against 
the Spaniards in South America, with a fleet of three and twes 
ships. The sagacity of Drake perceiv edin a moment what was 
ne oe Ssary for the colony, aoe his genercsity supphed them with 
provisions, vessels, and other things necessary to maintain their 
position, extend their researches, and, if necessary, te return to 
England; but the accomplishment of his purpose was defeated by 
a violent storm which suddenly arose, and nearly wrecked his 
whole fleet, driving the vessel of provisions intended for the colony 
to sea, and destroying the vessels Which had been set apart to be 
left for hee use. He would have supplied others ; but the colony,

This little colony, during its sojourn with the Indians, had ac- 
quired something of their fondness for the use of tobaceo, and 
learned to regard it with almost the same superstitious reverence 
as a powerft il medicinal agent. Upon their return, they introduc ‘ad 
the use of this plant into Iingland; and a weed at first disgusting 
and nauseating to ail who use it, has become gr adually the favor-

A few days atter Lane's departure, an Englis sh vessel arrived o

serted, returned home. Sir Richard Grenville arrived soon after 
with three ships, well furnished with stores for the colony ; but not 
finding it, he also returned, leaving fifteen men on Roanoke Island, 
to keep possession in the name of Great Britain. . 

The genius of Sir Walter Raleigh was not of a nature to suc- 
e587 curnb to slight failures, or ordinary difficulties. The sne- 
ceeding year another colony was sis spatched to settle in 
Virginia ; and that ae inight consider their settlement perma- 
nent, and Virginia their home, many persons with wives and fami- 
Jies were sent. 2 4 

A charter of incorporation was granted for a town, to be 
called the City cf Raleigh, a name revived in after times 
in the present metr opolis of North Carolina. John White was 
appointed gov eee and, with eleven assistants, constituted the 
administration for the control of the colony. Ample provisicn was 
made by ihe ae and liberal proprietor for the comfort of the 
colonists, and : 2 plentiful stock of instruments of husbandry pro- 
vided, to enable them to supply their own future wants, and estab- 
lish themselves on the only footing which could possibly be expected 
to be permanent. 
go, she company embarked in April, and arrived in July 
at the yy ace where they expected to find the fifteen un- 
fortunate men whom Grenville had left. But their erounds wei 
grown up in weeds, their tenantless dwellings had become the 
abode of the wild animals of the forest, and their scattered bone a8. 
blanching in the ‘sun, Were the last sad memorials which es their 
fate to their anxious countrymen.

The colony soon beeame involved in difficulties with the natives, 
July 28 partly from accident, and partly from the previonsiy en- 
gendered hostility of some ot the tribes.

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a, singic individual too often involves in a quarrel] all of the citizens

cf the littl communities: nothing is extenuated, and nothing is 
attributed te accident ; but suspicion in the injured party supplies 
the place of malice in the ageressor. These difficulties made the 
colonists feel more ae their dependence upon England, and 
forced upon thern a melanchol y foreboding, that without frequent 
and eilectual assistance from the mother country, they could not 
long sustain themselves in a strange and distant land, the natives 
of which ae become bitterly hostile. Under this impression, 
when their last ship was about to c depart from England, they forced 
their sa nee governor, by excessive importunity, to desert his 
charge, in order that he might lend his personal aid and influence 
ine a7 in sending them succor from home. He sailed with the

wife of one of ihe assistant governors, had presented him with th 
hase ie first white child born on the continent of North nines 

. This child was christened Virginia Dare, and, with her 
mother, was esteemed a sufficient et -dge of the exertions of the 
governor in aid of the colony. and of his speedy return. 

White found all England engaged in anxious preparation to 
ingg, Meet the threatened Spanish invasion, but this did not pre-_ 
“~~ vent the generous Raleigh from dis Sieg gee him with two 
ships of auppiics for’the*relier" of the colony. But the spirit of 

ain overcame the spirit ef humanity, and even the ee ties of 
ik iis parental affection: instead of going at once to the colo- 

pri 22. ny, he emyloved himself in t 1 yp 3 S 
ny, he employed himself in taking Spanish prizes, and 
was at last himself overcome and rifled, w hich compelled him te 
return to England, much to the chagrin of the noble proprietor, 
and probably ‘the destruction of the neglected colony. 

The Invincible Armada of Spain had to be overcome, and the 
safety of England herself to be secured, before another etlort 
could be made to succor the little colony at Roanoke ; and when 
this was accomplished, leisure found the nobie patron of the en- 
terprise too mu a impoverished by his previous unprofitable exer- 
tions to fit out, at his own expense, another expe ditt on. He was 
obliged to assign an extensive portion of his powers te a company 
of merchants and others who mi ight carry his schemes into execu- 
tion ; but with his profuse liberality, the active spring which had 
quickened previous expeditions was gone, the spirit of gain rather 
than of glory presided over the destinies of infant America,and it 
1590, Was not until another year had elapsed, that White was 

sent in quest of his subje cts and his daughter.

already poleeeded a popnilation considered Becliin lant, ln couse- 
quence of the inadequate means of ee attorde ie by y ber juoited 
commerce and ineflicient agriculture. ‘The Ipauine anid timid 


character of James I. threw out of employment many of the brave 
spirits who had served under Elizabeth, and leit therm the choice 


of only two means of acquiring wealth or distinetion,—-and these 


were either to draw a mercenary sword in the quarrels of stran- 
gers, or to serve their king and country by transplanting their 
energy and enterprise to a new world. 

BARTHOLOMEW Gosnoup chose the latter. He was a person of 
rank and intelligence, and had already acquired distinction by his 
courage and skill in arms. He solicited his friends for aid for 
many years in vain, but at length attracted the attention of the 
distinguished adventurer Capt. Jonn Sorru, Euwarp Marr, Wive- 
FIELD, & me erchant, and Roserr Huyr, a clergyman, who, after tak- 
ing a year for re Hoe entered zealously into his projects

Sir Ferpinayp 
Gorena, a man of wealth, rattle and intluence, had been iniormine 
himself, by conversation with several American Indians who had 
been carr: ‘ed to England by previous voyages, and by every othe 


means in his power, ef the nature of the counti ry; and from fis 
information he obtained became exceedingly anxious to possess a 
domain on the western side of the Atlantic. He persuaded 83 Ir

Ricuarp Hackiyr, the distinguished compuer of narratives of mari- 
time adventures, and one of the as signees of Raleigh, had not ye 
relinquished his hopes of a permanent settlement in America, not- 
-withstanding the frequent previous vee couraging failures, and 
cheerfully joined in this new scheme of American colonization. 
The exertions of these energetic and i nee individuals 
speedily raised a company, and procured a charter from King 
James. 


As this was the first charter under which a permanent settlement was made, it may 
be worth attention to notice some of its promiuent features. ‘Lhe charter bears date on 
Une tenth ot Apru, sixteen hundred and six.* Jt grants allthe country from four-and- 
thirty to five-and-forty degrees of north latitude, and al] islands within one hundred 
miles of the coast. This immense extent of co: antry was divided by the charter one een 
two companies, for the more speedy accor iplishment of their purpose,—which have been 
ever since designated as the Londou and the Plymouth companies. The London com- 
pany wished to establish a colony between the 34th and Alst degrees of latitude, and 
the Piymeuth between the 38th and 45th, und the grants were made in conformity to 
their wishes! Bat as there was room for collision between the 38ih and 4]et degrees of 
latitude, the colony which first scttled wes to possesa the land for Afty miles north and 
south of its location, and the other colony was een, to settle witbin one hundred 
miles of the colony first planted. Each of the colonies was to be governed by a council 
of thirteenT persons, under the management and direction ef a council of thirteen in 
England, winch was to reguiate both colonies. The council in the colonies were to 
govern according to laws, ‘ordinances, aud instructions prescribed by the king himself. 
he colonies had full power given to search for and work mines, paying to the king a 
fifth part of the gold and silver obtained, and a fifteenth of the copper; and they were 
further allowed to coin Try) to pass current in the colonies. They were also empow- 
ered to levy a duty of twe and a haif per cent. neon the property of the king’s subjects 
trading within their limits, and five per cent. Aaa all others so trading, for the ase oi the 
colony for twenty-one ycers, and afterwards the use of the kine. 

Certain articles of necessity were allowed 3 be carried to the colonies frorm any part 
of the kinz’s dominions free of duty for the first seven years; and the coionists aad 
heir descendants were to have forever the privileges, franchises, and immunitics of 
native-born Engtishmen. 

The Engiish coancil was to have power to name the persons who were to compose 
the colonial council, and the latter elected their own president, and supplied vacancies 
in their own body. ‘The religion of the church of England was established ; lands were 
to descend as at common law} manslaughter, adultery, and dangerous tumults and 
seditions, were to be punished with death. The president and council constituted the 
supreme tribunal in all cases. ‘Ihe property of the colonists was to continue in joint 
stock for five years. ‘ 
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-One hundred and nine years from ihe discovery of the North

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and sixty tons burden, sailed for the coast of Virginia with a 
colony of one hundred and five men. ‘They were detained for six 
weeks in sight of England by adverse winds. The voyage was 
prosecuted under the command of Captain Newport, who. sailed 
by the old route of the Canaries and the West indi lia islands; thus 
consuming the valuabie time and provisions of the colonists, in a 
voyage unnecessarily long and circuitous. He did not arrive in 
the Chesapeake until the 26th of April. 

Dissensions had sprung up in the course of the voyage, which 
there was no competent ‘authority to quell, as the absurd affecta- 
tion of diplomatic mystery on the part of King James bad sealed 
up lis instructions, and the names of those who were f constitute 
the council, in a box which was not to be opened until aiter they 
arrived in Virginia. 

The southern cape of the Chesapeake received the name of 
Wienry, and the northern that of Charies, after the names of the 
sons of James. After landing on Cape Henry, the box of instrac- 
tions was opened, and Smith* was found to be named as one of 
the council, but he was excluded by the jealous malignity of the 
rest. Wingfield was chosen president. : 

Soon after passing the capes, they reached the mouth or a large 

and beautiful river, which they named after theiy sove reign James, 
but which the natives calied P desi! About fifty miles from 
the mouth of this river, they selected a pot jor their settlement, 
Mawr. which they gaye the name of James Town. There

couid not, perhaps, be a company more unfitted for the 

duty which it had to perform, than ihat which now commencec 
the foundation of the British empire in America. The colonists 
Were in a wilderness, surrounded by savages, without a fortifica- 
tion to repei their incursions, possessed of a scan iy supply of pro- 
visions, without means of planting,—and without a habitation to 
protect them from the weather, save such as they might them- 
selves erect; yet in the whole company there were but four car- 
penters, and fwelve ern to fifty -four genilemen. At first, how- 
ever, this rare collection of pioneers fell to work with spirit, each 
to his appropriate duty. The Cig ae who seems to have deen 
a very weak man, and ill-suited for his station, was too jealous of 
his own men to allow exercises at arms, or a fortification to he 
erected; and the only protection provided, was a sort of hail 
moon formed of the boughs of trees, by the exertions of Kendall. 
Newport, Smith, and twenty others eke sent to discover the head 
of the river. In six days they arrived ata town called Powhatan. 
beloaging to King Powhatan, situated at the falls of the river, 
near the site of the present city of Richmond. They were kindly 
treated by the Indians. When the expedition returned, they found 
that Jamestown had been attacked hy the savages, and seventeen

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mien wounded, and a boy killed. They were attacked while at 
work, and their arms out of order; so that the whole were only 
saved from destruction by the timely aid ef the vesseis. After 1! his 
experience of his folly, the president permitted the place to be 
fortified ; and the laber necessary to effect this, with so smal 
eee while it was neeessas , at hhh same time, to guard their 

verkmen by day, to watch nis right, to prepare greund ior cern, 
aad lumber to ‘blade the slaps may ; be better conceive d than de- 
scribed. After a stay of six weeks, Newport phepanied to depart, 

and the council afiecting a tender1 oo r the character of Sraiih

under these charges, now oe that he might not be utterly 
ruined by a trial, to send him -homet to the council, to be disposed of 
as they might think proper.

accusers suborned witnesses, who, instead of answering the expee- 
tations of their emplevers. only exposed the subornation. as 
company were so incensed et the infamous conduct of his acen- 
sers, that they condemned the president to pav him £200, hie h 
avhen received, he eceetous threw into the common stoc de 
Newport sailed on the 15th of Jane, leaving ene hundred men in 
Virginia. 


The condition of the men Vhus lefi, was the most melanchely that can well he na-~ 
agined. ‘They consisted, for the most part, of men entirely unused te lavor er hard 

ship; who were doonied to encounter every Kind of difize vity, ia the midst of summer, 
in a hot and sick! ly climece. In ien days irom the dopurti re of Ny swport. searce ten 
men cold stand, from sickness and weakness. ‘The food was scanty im antitv, asd 
of the most unwholesome quality. The eliowanee of each man ad hs alfa pint of 
wheat, and 2s much barley, bowed in water, which was served out from a commoa 
kettle, and which having been closely stowed in the ship's 8 hold for twenty-six weeks, 
in a warm and moist atmo sphere, was reduced to a cordition ey thing bat tempting. 
Smith, the narrator of these sulierings, poe wi remarks: “If we had been as free 
from all sins, as from gluttony and drunkenness, we might hi ave’ been canonized far 
saitits.” As might be supposed in such an iohoteans ute state of af ais, ereat mortality 
prevailed, and fitty were buried between May and September; and those that survive 3 
relied principally for their subsistence upon sturgeon and sea- eraus. The suffering, in 
this state of affairs, must have been greatly aggravated by ihe knowledge that ihe 
president was indulving himseif in every luxury w hich the steres afforded—-and-his de- 
tection in an atterapt to escate in the pinnace, from the suffering colony... ‘Tais last 
act of treachery was mere than the little colony could endure; and weik as it was, it 
deposed him, and Kendall, his accomplice. Ratcliffe was made president. The coun 
eil do not seem to have exercised the power granted them in their charter, of filing “a 
vacancies, and it was new reduced to three Nateliffe, Smith, and tartin; Gosneid 
had perished, Newport sailed for England, and Wingfield and Aendali bad been 
deposed. 





The president and Martin being unpopular men, and very defi- 
cient ia judgment and enercy, committed the control of aff 


airs 
nearly entirely to Simith, who, by his example and his shall in 
managing mech, speedily reduced atfairs to order, jadGueed the men 
to w otk, ‘and provided comfortabie habitations. His next object 


was to obtain a supply ot corn for the ummediate necessity of te

Kecoughtan, aa indian village, situated near the site of the present 
town of Hampton—alier first trying every means to Soa 
their provision. Smith new constituted tue only hope, not only for 
the existence of the colony, as such, but for the hves of the in- 
dividuals of whom it consisted. Their recent w liane ‘SS owas 
not a suficient warning to them to preserve order, and to husband 
their resources with prudence, now that plenty was provided; but 
they lived as wastefully as if they had boundless magazines at 
command. Smith, seeing this, caused the pinnace to be fitted up 
fer a cruise; and, in the mean time, availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to beceme acquainted with the country lying on the 
Chickahominy. 

During one of these temporary absences of Smith, Wingfield 
and Kendall, whe had lived in disgrace since they were fered 
laid a plot to carry off the pinnace to BEngland, which the fortn- 
nate return of Smith, before they had time to effect their purpose, 
prevented. but not even then were ihey defeated without firing 
on the pinnace, by which means Kendall lost his life. 

Smith having gained possession of the pinnace, asce nded the 
Chickahominy vand procured an abundance of corn. Winter com- 
ing on soon after, afforded an amply supply of game and wild fowl, 
so that plenty was once more restored, and thought no longer en- 
tertained of { going to England. 

Little souls caunot look upon the greatest exploits of nobler 
creatures, Lees suffering a eaptious and jealous malignity toe 
detract from their merit. The very beings whom Smith had pre- 
served by his good conduct, now murmured against him their 
absurd complaints—because he had not discovered the head of the 
Chickahominy, although he had returned only to supply them: with 
food. His spirit could not brook reproach, however undeserved, 
for any thing which was yet possible to be accomplished. He 
again a scended the Chickahominy as far as was practicable in the 
pinnace, and leaving it in a position which he supposed to be safe, 
he advanced yet higher, with two whites and two indians, ina 
eanoe. He left his men with his little boat, and taking only his 
Indian guide, advanced into the forest with his gun to procure 
them provision. Uniortunately, in disobedience to his orders, the 
men in the pinnace went ashore, and one of thera was taken by 
the Indians, who learned from their prisoner whither the capt: ain 
had gone. The savages pursued him, and slew the men Icft with 
the canoe while they slept. They next sought Smith, but found 
him no easy prey; for, tying his guide to his arm as a buckler to

keep off their arrows, he defended himself sc gallantly that they 


dared not approach him, until, falling accidentally into a marsh, he 
was at length forced by cold and fatigue to surrender. The sav- 
ages conducted him to their chief, Opechantke ie ch, king of 


Parnunkee. Smitn endeavored to impress the king with a high 
idca of his powers, by presenting him wiih a mariner’s compass, 
explaining its uses, and instructing him in the rudiments of asiron 
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omy, by explaining the motion of the earth, its shape, and the 
motion of the sun, moon, and planets; truths which it 1S ; difficult 
to believe he could make the savage comprehend, especiz oy as he 


had but little knowlec aoe of their language. It is more probable 
that the king was ple: 2sed with the ivory case of the compass, nd 


the mysterious play of ae needle, which he could see but not 
touch, and which moved without an apparent cause. Accord- 
ingly, we find when his peu had tied Smith to a tree and were 
about to slay him, the king did‘net attempt te prevent it by 
explaining the motion of - earth around the sun, it merely held 
up the compass, the sight of which seems to have been suilicient 
to disarm their wrath. 

For six or seven weeks Smith was led about in triumph by 
these simple neoPre and exhibited to the tribes between the Jaines 
and Potomac rivers, during the whole of which time he was in 
hourly Sari aie of being put to death; but was generally 

well treated, and provided w ith most of the luxtiries which their 
sirante ate tia afforded. At ee he was brovel it hefnre their am. 
peror, Powhatau, who received him with all the formal pomp and 
state ee to his sa wos court. A long consultation was held 
by the counci! there assembled, vpon the disposition to be made 
of him, w ie a ee vd unfavorably. He was seized by a num- 
ber of the savages, and his head laid upon two great stones which 
had been paar there for the purpose. Jiis executioners had 
already raised their clubs to dash out ins brains, and thus at once 

end his toil and bape and cut off the only hope of the ony. v5 
when an advocate appeared, as unexpected as would have been 
the appearance of an angel sent immediately from heaven te ast 
his release. This was Pocah ontas, the emperor’s favorite daugb- 
ter, who generously stepped forth and entreated, with - ars, that 
Smith might be spared. And when she found this unavailing with 
the inexorable judg ges, she seized his head, and piaced it under her 
own, to protect it fromthe blows. This sigltso moved Powhatan, 
that he permitted Smith to live, intending te retain him te make 

trinkets and utensils for his family and hims al But a tew days 
afterwards Powhatan told him they would be friends again, and 
sent him back to Jamestown, with an ofler of a large district of 
Lae ae in exchange for two great guns and a grindstone; but the 
party who were to earry these things found them se HEN and 
were so much terrified by the effect of the guns, when discharged 
at a tree, that they were well satisfied to return with nut then, 
having received a few paltry Rage and trinkets. Smith’s return 
running off with the pinnace; which

for the death of the two men he a left in the canoe, and whe 
- were slain by the savages; but he was tuo prompt for the conspit 
ators, whom he seized and kept close prisoners until he had 
an opportunity of sending them to England for trial. The 
colony was now only preserved from perishing by the kind-

ness of Pocahontas, who brought ample supplies every four or 
five days. 


During this time the little colony had not been forgotten by the company in England, 
but Newport, scon bie his return, was again dispatched, i in company with another ves. 
sel, commanded 1 by Francis Nelson, furnished with all things which eculd be moagimed 
necessary either for the crews or the coionists. Nelson, when in sight ef Cape Keury, 
was driven by a storm so far to sea, that he was obliged te land m the West Indies 
to refit and renew his supply of water. Newport arrived without an accident. Before 
the arrival of this supply, Smuth had established a regular mtercourse with the savages, 
and bought their provisions at moderate prices, W which the high prin ee es im which he 
was held by them, and the awe which his name mspired, enavied him to fix for himseli. 
But now the poor colonists were so grateful te the mariners whe had come to their re- 

jef, that they were permitted to trade at such prices as they thee nt proper, by which 
means, it followed, in a short time, that a pound of copper would not purchase what had 
before sold for an ounce. Newport thought proper to pay a visit of ceremony to Pow- 
hatan, who received the party with areat dignity and state. During this visit, a 
eontesi of wits took place between the two a in which Powhatan evinced infinitely 
greater diplomatic skill than Captain Newport; and by working upon his pride, was 





‘very bear consummating a highly advantageous beroaimi: but he m his turn was out- 


witted by the ingenuity of Smi ith, who, havi ng passed many baubles before his eyes, 
and finding that his etiention was attracted by some blue beads, affected to value thems 
exceedingly , and intimated that they were not to be worn except by the greatest per- 
sonages: bis inflamed the desire of the emperor to such an extent, that he pheemuly 
gave several hundred bushels of corn for a pound or two of these rare jewels, whose 
beautiful color resembled the pure € therofheaven. ‘Thesame stratagem was afterwards 
played off by Smith, with equal success, upon Opechankancugh, king of Pamunkee. 

Uniortunately, when Smith and Newport returned to Jamestown with this new sup- 
ply, and added it te their former store, it took fire aud the greater pari was consumed, 
together wita many of their dry-thatched éw elias S, a pottion of their palisade fortinca 
tons! and some of their arms, bedding, and apparel 

Instead of returning home with ali possible ex cpedition, N ewport rera: ined yYourteen 
weeks in the colony, consuming the precious provisions which should have been aber 
to the support of the unfortunate individuals he was to leave behind him, Unfortu- 
nately, too, he had brought out some gold refiners in his ship, who having discovered 
a glittering earth near Jamestow my, thought it gold; ; and all ‘hand Ss were diverted from 
their useful toil, for the ani of lading his ship with this worthless article. ‘i'o such 
an extent did this mania prevail, that Smith says, ‘‘there was no taJk, no hope, no work, 
but dig gold, wash gold, refine gold, load gold.” Newport, having completed his cargo, 
at length returned home. soon after his pepe ues the Phenix, the vessel of Nelson, 
which had been given up for lost, arrived, with ali his men in safety, and a good stock 
of provisions; which he Geely ane fairly gave to the colonists to the extent ef his 
ability. Whe mext isabject for consideration was the return cargo; to obtain which, 
the peace wished Smith to examine the commodities to be found in the country abeve 
the falls ; others wished the lading to be of the same gold with which Newport was 
freighted; but Smith, more prudent than either, succeeded in loadine the Phenix 
with Baar which was the first available cargo sent from Virginia to England. 


Smith accompanied the Phenix, as far as Cape Henry, in a 
June. 160s, small open barge with fourteen men, with which 
equipment he proposed to accomplish his leng cher- 

ished object of exploring the Chesapeake and its tributary waters. 
It is not our purpose to follow him through his two wonderful 
voyages, undertaken for this purpose, but we will merely present 
an outline of his course from the pen of an able modern author,* 
from whom we have before quoted. “Two voyages, made in an 
open boat, with a few companions, over whom his superior cour- 


age, rather than his station as @ inagistrate, gave hind authority,”

sccupied him about three menths of the summer, and embraced a, 

avigation of nearly three thousand miles. The slende mee ior 
his means has been contrasted with the dignity and ulility of his 
discoveries, and bis name has been placed inthe highest De with 
the distinguished men who have enlarged the bounds of geograph- 
ical knowledge, and opened the way by their investigations for 
colonies and commerce. lie sur veyed the bay of the Chesapeake 
to the Susquehannah, and lett only the borders of that remote 
river to remain for some years longer the fabled dwelling-piace 
of a giant progeny. The Patapsco was discovered and explored, 
and Smith probably entered the Waeeed of Baltimore. The majestic 
Potomac, which ai its mouth is seven miles broad, e: specially in- 
vited curiosity; and passing beyond the heights of Mount Vernon 
and the City of W ashington, he ascended to the falls above George- 
town. Nor did he merely explore the river and inlets. He pen- 
etrated the territcries, established friendly relations with the 
native tribes, and laid the foundation for future beneticial inter- 
course. The map which he prepared and sent to the company in 
Lenaon IS SLL extan lL, and delineates corre Guy ine Lrear outlines 
of nature. The expedition was worthy the romantic age of 
American history.” The map is indeed astonishingly accurate. 
We cannot forbear addiug the corroborating testimony of the dis- 
tinguished Rebertson* npon this subject, w hich is also quoted and 
approved by Marshall.t “He brought with him an account of 
that large portion of the American continent now comprehended 
in the two provinces of Virginia and Maryland, so full and exact, 
that after the progress of information and research for a ce mOURY 
and a half, his map exhibits ne inaccurate view of both countrie 
and is the criginal upon which all subsequent descript aie 
been formed.” 

When Smith returned to Jamestown he found that little nad 
been done, and a whole summer, which was a season 
of plenty, was wasted in idleness by the folly and 
imbecility of the president, whose conduct was se outrageous that 
the company had been at last forced to depose and imprison him. 

Smith was now elecied president, and his energetic conduct 

Soul dg speedily brought affairs into good order, and vepaired 

Pi T+ as far as possible the injuries occasioned by the mis- 
conduct of his predecessor. 

Soon after Smith’s election Newport again arrived, with the 
preposterous order, supposed to have been procured by his own 
representations, not to return without a lump of gold, ‘discovery 
of a passage to the sot:tn sea, or one of the lost company seat out 
by Sir Walter Raleigh. He alse absurdly brought some costiy 
articles for the royal household of Powhatan, which served only to 
inflate the pride, without conciiiatiny the aifection of that prince. 
Some Poles and Dutchmen were also brought for the purpose et

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manufacturing piteh, tar, glass, ashes, &c., which would ay eeg 
well enough if the colony “had been in a condition always to ¢ lef 
famine, but which it was in: possible to accomplish ne w, when 
every man’s exertions were necessary to procure @ si iflicieney of 
food. Notwithstanding pane es strances, New port insisted 
upon his trip of discovery above the falls of James River, for the 
purpose of di: ee - bole to ce south sea, although Powhatan 
had assured them that the story they bad heard of there be ng ¢ os 
sea, in that direction was uiterly false. The party returned, as 
Smith had predicted, « disappointed and disheartened. Since this 
project had failed, Smith having first A iis a supply of provisions, 
which Newport and the rest with all their vain boasting and their 
costly presents had failed to do, and knowing that it was as im- 
possible to find a lump of gold, or one of Raleigh's S company, as it 
vas to find the south sea on James River, set himself te work to 
supply a cargo of tar, pitch, boards, ashes, and such articles 
as they had it in their power to procure, although with great 
dificulty and labor. So efectually did he exert himself, and so 
much authority had he acquired over the delicate gentiemen under 
his control, whose tender hands blistered with the use ef the axe, 
that in a short time he had provided a sufficient cargo for Captain 
Newport, PS at length departed, leaving two hundred setae in 
the colony. By the return of the vessel Smiih wrote to the coun- 
eil a letter detailing the cause of their mishaps, assuring of bey 
they need not expect a sudden acquisition of wealth, and that 
nothing was to be obtained but by labor. Le complaince of the 
want of gee amcnt ® and economy in the expenditure for the benefit 
of the colony, which prevented them from reaping an advantage 
of greater value than a hundred pounds judi ciously €Xpe ended 
would purchase, from an actual outlay by the company of two or 
three thousand. He also especially complained of the habits and 
CHEE GE of the men sent out, and entreated them when they sent 
gain, rather to send “but thirty carpenter 3, husbandmen, g garden- 
— fishermen, blacksmiths, masons, and diggers up of tree-reots, 
well provided, than a thousand such as they had; for unless they 
could both lodge and feed them, they would perish with want before 
they could be made good for any thing.” 
From the departure of the ship until the next arrival, the men 
1609, Werte only preserved from perishing by the most ache and 
unremitting exertions of their preeeent, the detail of 
whose conduct in his intercourse with the sa vages, and his man- 
agement of the ill-assorted, disorderly. turbulent spirits under his 


control, is one of the most interesting stories in history, and proves 


him to have been a man of extraordinary abilities. 


Authough the fond anticipations ef the Virginia company had been entirely disap- 
pointed, a spirit seems to have prevailed, which was rather disposed to surmount all 
difficulties by increased exertion, than to succumb tothe accumulated misfortunes which 
had already been encountered. 

The company seemed to have perceived their ervor in expecting a sudden acquisition 
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ef wealth from their American possessions ; and the defects im the government estalr- 
May 23, 1609. lished by the first charter. To remedy these evils a new charter waa 
h obtained. in which many individuals and corporaie bodies were imctuded, 

of great wealth, power, and reputation 

By the new charter the power haneh had before been reserved by the king wa now 
transferred to the company itself; which was to have the power of choosing the supreina 
council in England, and of legislating in all cases for the colony. The powers of the 
governor were “ent ar ped from th ose of a mere president of the conneil, te supreme me 
absolute civil and imilitary control: the instructions and regulations of the suprem 
council being his only guide or check. ‘There can be no doubt but that this was the 0: ty 
practiceble government which could be oitered to a colony in the Fituatio n and composed 
of the mzterials which then existed in Virginia. ‘The members of the council had ¢ only 
been so many petty tyrants,—the indolent and weak thwarting the exertions of me 
industrious and inteliiyent, and the cowardly and factions disputing the autberity « 
impugning the motiyes of such as were brave and honorable. In truth, whenever a 
thing yood had thus far been done, it wag by the exercise of absolute authority by a mind 
superior to the rest; and whatever had gone wrong, might with truth be attributed almost 
as much to the opposing views of the various members of the counci!, as to the dispusi- 
tion of some to do wrong. 


Lord De La Ware received the appointment of governor for life 
under the new charter, and an avarice which would listen to no 
possibility of defeat, and which already dreamed of a flourishing 
empire in America, surrounded lim with stately officers, suited by 
their tities and nominal charges to the dignity of an opulent king- 
dom. ‘The condition of the public mind favored’ cclonization ; 
swarms of people desired to be transported; and the adventurers 
with cheerful aiacrity contributed tree-will offerings. The widely 
diffused enthusiasm soon enabicd the company to dispaich a lect 
of nine vessels, containing mere than five hundred emigyrar ts. 
Newport was made admiral, and Was joint comunissioner with Si 
ih Benes Gates and Sir George Somers to administer the affairs of 
the colony until the arrival of the governor. But these three indi- 
viduals, with a ceremonious punctilio characteristic of little minds, 
seeking that distinction from artificial positions im society waich 
they cannot obtain by their own merit, could not agree in a con- 
test for precedence, and hence were compelled, as a compromise, 
all to go in the same ship: thus expos: ne the colony to al 
danger of anarchy rather than that one should appear by the 
he occupied to be a greater man than file other. 

They accordingly embarked with their commission, their direc- 
tions, and much of the prevision, in the Sea Venture, When near 
the coast of Virginia they encountered a vioieat storm which de- 
stroyed one small vessel, and drove the Sea Venture so far to sea 
that she stranded on the roe tes of the Bermudas. Seven ships 
arrived in safety.

When Smith heard of the arriv: al of this imrnense tleet, he at first supposed it belonere 
39 Spain, a and was sunt to take pos sion of the So} Ony : he accorduigly mace all thing 
ready, with his usual promptiess se eneley of charar ar to give them & Warra reece ph On, 
and little: fear was entertained of the result. Smith ke by this time by his good con- 
duct brought the suvages so coimpietely into subjection, by their admiration for his quali- 
ties and fear of his power, ihat they hed become subje ets and setyants, planting and wors- 
ing for him as he required; and now, when it was thought he was about to be attacked 
by the Spaniards, they lent lia all the aid tu their power. 

The company in Evgiand had not attended to the wise advice of Smith in the selec- 
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. tien of theic colonists, for if must be remarked that he had no friend et tome, while his 


enemies were suffered there to make their own representations. In the uew batch of 
ciheers Ratcliffe and Archer were sent back, who had been sent home ia disgrace for 
their idle, dissolute, and mutinous conduct. They prejudiced the nunds of the other 
officers so much agamst Smith, on the voyage, th at the -y hated him mortally beicre they 
had seen him. The historian of the times regrets that the flest was not composed of 
Speniarda instead of Englishmen, and thinks it wonld have been better for the coieny. 

The newly-imported “unruly gallants, packed hither by ther friends to escape 
ili destinies,” taking sides with Ratclitte, Archer, and their confederates against the 
president, whose commission they affected to consider as having been superseded by the 
new comnimission, conducted themselves very riotously, and refused te remain in subor- 
dinetion to any authority. Smith bore this for some time patientiy, expecting evers 
moment the arrival of the new coinmission, and wishing, when that event happened, to 
depart for England, and leave the scene of his great sufferings and glorious exertions 
being willing to quit the service of a company, who could so unceremeniously digpeine 
with his authority, for the purpose of putting individuals over him who had no claiins 
upon them, and who knew nothing of the management of the colony. Fortunately the 
commissioners had been stranded, and did not arrive, aod Smith conid no longer. suficr 
affairs fo remain in confusion. After his resolution was taken, he guickly laid by the 
heels the most factious, who had been perpetually plotting his destruction, and engaging 
in ail kinds of mischief, until he could have leisure to do them justice. 

The number still remaiming at large in Jamestown being too great for that position, 
and more than could be well supported or easily man: ived, he dispatched West with « 
hundred and twenty of the best men he could sclect, to form a settlement at the falls; 
and Martin, with nearly as many more, to Nansemond; providing them with a iuic 
proportion of food and other necessary articles. Martin managed badly; his jealous 
fears induced him to attack the savages in his neighborhood, who had treated him 
well, and take possession ef a large quantity of their corn and other ges rty-—watle 
his cowardly caution or criminal tenderness permitted them to rally, and in their turn 
attack his inen with impunity, to kill and wound several, and retake ail they had Josi. 
Fie sent to Jamestown for a reinforcement, waich he did not employ when he received, 
but hastened thither himself, cowering under the protection of Smith’s prowess, and 
leaving his men to their fate. 


The president set out for the falls, 2 on days after West had 
departed, and found that he had located himself in an exceedingly 
inconvenient station, subject te a, and surrounded by 
other intolerable inconveniences. He offered a fair proposition to 
Powhatan, for the purchase of his place called Powhatan, whieh 
he was willing to accept; but the disorderly spirits he had sent 
thither, who were dreaming that the country immediately above 
them was full of gold, to which they wished no one to have access 
but themselves, refused the place or to ratify the contract, despis- 
ing alike his kindness and his authority. The pres ide ant, with his 
five men, went boldly among them, and seized et ingleaders of 
the mutiny; but the whole number of a hundred and iwent 
gathering in upon him, forced him to retire, but not without sciz- 
ing one of their boats, with which he took possession of the shi 
in which their provision was lodged. [ortunately for Smith, he 
was sustained by the mariners, who had learned his characte 
from his old soldiers and their own observations of his conduct, 

as well as by several of the officers, who had learned the error 
of their ae prejudices, deserted his adversaries, and beceme hiz 
firm iriends. The Indians cume to Smith, whom they considered 
as their tric ad and protector, compiairing bitterly of the maltreat- 
ment of the party at the falls, s tating that they were worse than 
their old enemies the Monceans, from whom it was the duty of the 
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party io protect them; and seeing their turbulent disobedie ice, 
they offered their aid to chastise them. Smith remained nine 
days longer trying to heal these difleren ces, and io convince them 
af the absurdity of their “gilded hopes ef the South sea mines.’ 

But finding all in vain, he set out for Jamestown. Such vision- 
ary and disorderly poate were the first civilized ina bitants of 
the present polished , intelligent, and hespitable city Richmonc 
No sooner was Smith’s voyage comme ‘nced down the river, than 
the savages attacked those ne left behind him, and slew many, 
and so frightened the rest, that they sullered the prisoners they 
held in custody toescape. The terrified wretches fled for safety 


to Smith, whose ship had grounded, and submitted, without stipu-

‘Jation, to his mercy. He seized six cr seven of the ringleaders, 


and imprisoned them; the rest he placed in the savage fort Pow- 
hatan, which from the beauty of its position, the excellence of its 
houses and at gene and other SOP aes was called Non- 
such. He also satished the savages. This fair prospect was 
again ae by the imbecility of We: a who listened to the deceit. 
ful tales and whining entreaties of the prisoners, and released 
them, which again threw all things into disorder ; the evil dis- 
posed being the more encouraged in their mutinous conduct now, 
by the possession of ak provisions and stores, which had been 
returned to them at the time of their previous submission. They 
abandoned Non- a and returned to their former inconvenicnt 
station at West's fort. ‘mith, finding it impossibie to restore tran- 
quillity, again set sail down the river 

In his progress an unfortunate ace ident occurre :d, which deprived 
the colony of his ervices, and was near depriving s hum,plj, lite. 
His powder-bag a eeidentally exploded while he was sleeping, 
and tore the flesh from his body and thighs in a horrible manner. 
The pain was so acute that he threw himself into the river to cool 
the burning sensation, and was near drowning before he could be 
recovered. He had yet to go nearly one hundred miles in this 
situation, befcre he could reach a surgeon, or have any soothing 
es ation applied to his wound. 

When he returned to Jamestown, the time for the trial of Rat- 
cliffe and Archer was appro onching, and these worthies, fearing the 
result, hired an assassin to anne him in his bed, but the heart 
of the wretch failed him ere he could fire the fatal shot. Failing 
in this, their next hepe was to save their lives, by possessing them 
selves of the government; but in this they were disappointed by 
Smith, who, having in vain urged all those he thought most 
worthy to accept the presidency, resigned it to Mr. Perey, who 
was about to sail for England, but was induced to stay under the 
es embarrassing circumstances. to prevent the BURKS me con- 
iral of the colony from falling into the hands ot the miscreants 
who aspired to it. 

Smith, finding himself disabled by his w mee the pain of which 


almost deprived him of bis r reason, and seeing that there was nat 
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sviicient surgical! skill in the colony to restore him, ns termined to 
depart for England. He well knew that, in his disah ed state, the 
colony was no place fer him ; for it had required his utmost exertion 
in heaith to suppress faction at nome, keep the Indians in awe, : ie 
by the mest unceasing activity, supply the colony with provision. 

He deparied under the most mortifying c sircumstances; © his coim- 
mission was suppressed, he knew not why—himself < and soldiers 
to be rewarded, he knew not how—-and a new commission granted, 

they knew not to whom.” After his determination was “know = 
the ships, which were to have departed the next day, were retained 

three weeks, while the mutinous capiains were perfecting scme 
colorable charges to send home a against him. Never had the eclony 

sustained such a loss. His conduct and his character will be best 
given in the language of those who knew him best. <A. writer, 
who was with him in his troubles, speaking cf the attempt to 
usurp the government immediately before his Cepartiure, says:

“ But bad that unhappy blast not happened, he would quickly 
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but once left them and us to our fortunes; and have made the 
provision from among the savages, as we neither feared Spaniard 
savage, nor famine; nor would have left Virginia nor our jewel 
author ity, but at as dear a price as we had boust if it aud paid for 
it. What shall I say but thus: we left him, that in all his proceed- 
ings, made justice his first pide, and cas e his second, even 
hati ing baseness, sloth, pride, and | indigmit y; more than any danger, 
—that never allowed more for t Himself, than his soldiers with a 
that upon no danger would send them where he would not lead 
them himself ;—-that would never see us want what he either had, 
or could by any means get us ;—that would rather want than bor- 
row, or starve than not pay ;—that loved action more than words. 
and hated falsehood and covetousness worse than death; whose 
adventures were our lives, and whose loss cur deaths.”

Wen Smith left the colony, it contained four hundred and 
ninety odd persons. The harvest was newly gathered, and there 
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was provision for ten weeks in the stores. The savages were in 
e good state of subjection, and readily yielded at a reasonable price 
Wy’ hatever they could spare, All thines were In such a condition 
that pradent management might have ensured the most brillant 
success, but the wildest confusion’ and anarchy prevailed. The 
‘new president was so ill that he could not attend to business. and 
tw enty others endeavored to hold the ae Hh orwell When 
the saveges found that Smith was gone, they speedily attacked and 
broke up the establishments at Powhatan at Nansemond, driving 
im the remnant of the men their butcherics left, te subsist upon the 
Fapedty wasting provisions of Jamestown. Hatelitfe with a ves- 
sel and thirty men ee totrade with Powhatan, was by his 
carelessness cut off, and he himself with all his company pevished 
except tivo, who Were saved by the humanity of Pocahontas, 
West with a crew of thirty escaped in a ship to become virates,? 
The miserable company, now left without control or authority. nee 
composed with a few exceptions of “gentlemen, tradesmen, servy- 
ing-men, libertines, and such-like, ten times more fit te spoil a com- 
monwealth, than either begin one, or but help to maintain one,” 
now gave free rein to ail their evil dispositions. Each one sought 
only to gratify his passions or preserve his own life, without regard 
to the wants or sufferings of the rest. Vhere was no wnion, no 
concert, no harmony. Vice stalked abroad in her naked deformity, 
and her handmaids, misery and famine, followed in her train. The 
savages attacked and slew the whites upon every occasion, and 
forming a systematic plan to siarve the remain der, they would 
supply no farther provisions; afier they had bought every disnosa- 
ble article at the fort, even to most of their arms, at sueh a price 
as they chose to exact. The corn was speedily consumed; next 
followed the domestic animals, poultry, hogs, goats, sheep. and 
finally the horses; all were consumed, even to their skins. The 
only resource was in roots, acorns, berries, and such other unwho!le- 
some stuf as could be found; nay. se Sanches Was the huncer, 
thet savages who had been slain and buried were Gisinterred to 
be consumed, and even some of the whites who had perished were 
used to preserve life by the rest. Of nearly five pet that 
Smith left, in six months only sixty emaciated beings remained 
alive ; and these were without the possibi lity of support for longer 
than ten days. | 
When Gates and Sumner were shipwrecked on the Bermuda rocks. their good man- 
agement saved the life of every individual. and a large proportion of their provision and 
steres, On this isiand, although uninhabited, nature was so bountiful. and x presented 
spontaneously such a rich varieiy of productions suitable to the sustenance of ee that 
three huodzed and fiity men lived in ease and abundance ve for nearly ten months. “Lhe 
disagreeable idea of remaining thus upon an island, cut off from al! intercourse with the 
rest ae the weorid, stimulated them to the exertion necessary to build two barks, with 
such rude instruments as they possessed, from the wreck of their old chi ip and the cedurs 
of the island. In these they embarked for V Iginla, ee to find, in the comforis

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and plenty of a flourishing toleny, ample solace for all their toils and difficulties. What,

prosperous yoyage flan they could have vepected in their crazy ves els.) to 
beet, instead of the warm and joyful welcome of their covatrymen, in the full faitise 
of health and plenty, only the Pas cravings of a few mis srable wretches, begging for 


a sufficiency of food to preserve their existence, Not aileleip ating this melancholy situ. 
ation, they had only previded themselves with enough provision fer their voyage, and 
were unable to relieve the necessities 0 Q their fellow-creatures, whose sufierings It was 
so painful te witness. Tt was impossible,in this situation, to remain longer in the colo: ny, 
2) were embarked on boara the vessels, Jamestown was abandoned, and it wes with 


difficulty that its departing citizens could be prepenicd from setting fire ta thie habitations 


in which they had sufte sed so much misery. All tiie provisions which could be rais sed 


cid not amount to more than would support tens for 16 days, at the most liniited altow. 
anee; vet with this they set out wi mn the hope to reack Newforndland, where they 
expected to ke relieved by the British fishtny-vessels. 

But although it had been the will of Heaven to permit the colo- 
nists to receive an awful chasiisement for their mis suoueiide. yet. \it 
was not Hepner by the Ruler of all human affairs that the colony 
should be entirely abandoned, and so much labor and suffering be 
useless to mankind, or so fine a country left in its original wild 
and unimproved condition. Before Gates and his associates had 
reached the mouth of James River, they were met by Lord De La 
Ware, with three ships, having on board a number of new seiilers, 
an ampie stock ef previsions, ‘and every thing requisite for detence 
or cultivation. By persuasion and authority he prevailed upon 
Fanci GakGAO. them to return to — vestown, Where they found 

their fort and houses and magazines in the same 
situation in which they had been leit. A society With-so bad a 
constitution, and such a weak a disordered frame, gee -d skilful 
and tender nursing to restore it to vigor. Lord De La Ware was 
fully competent to his Halton He held a long consultation to 
ascertain the cause of the previous ditliculties, and concluded, 
after listening te their mutual accusations, by a speecn tull ot 
wholesome advice, recommending the course they should pursue, 
and assuring them that he should not hesitate > to exercise his ae 
ful authority in fa eS the insubordinate, dissolute, and idle. 
By unwea vied assiduit y; by the respect due to an amizble and 
be meneent ait titer by knowing hew to mirgie severity With 
indulgence, and when to assume the dignity of his office. us well 
as when to di splay the gentleness natural to his own temper, he 
vradually reconciled men corrupted by anarchy to subordination 
Pail discipline, he turned the attention of the idle and profligate to 
industry, and sue the Indians again to reverence and drend the 
English name. Under such an administration, the colony began 
Match 2s.\1G14. ae more to assume a promising appearance, 
when, unhappily jor it,a complication of diseases 
nega on by the ¢ imate ob ee ‘id Lord De La Ware to quit the 
country, the government) of w hich he committed to Mr. Percy. 
The cole Ww at iis time consisted of about two hurdred tren; bet 
the ‘Dae hia of the governor was a disastrous event, which pro 
duced not Tt a despondency at Jamestown, but chiiled tie zeal-

tion in the popular rind in England, which was exhibited in the 
nanner ll Ww hich popular feeling delights to display itself—by 
exhibiting the Virginia colony as a subject of derision upon the 
stage. 

Retore iy departure of Lord De La Ware, the company’ in 


England had 1 dispatehed Sir Thomas Dale with supplies; and it 
x was well he arrived so soon, for the company were al- 
May 10. a ae 

ready fast relapsing to their former state of idleness and 


improvidence, and bod neglected to plant corn, which he caused 
to be done immediately. The company haying found all their 
previous systems of government ican cvanted to Sir Thomas 
Dale more absolute authority than had been granted to any of his 
predecessors,-—impowering him to rule by martial law, a short 
code of which, founded on the practice of the armies in the Low 
Countries, (the most rigid schoo! at that time in Europe.) they sent 
out with him. This system of violent and arbitrary government 
was recommended by Sir Francis Bacon, the most enlightened phi- 
lesopker, and one of the most eminent lawyers of his age. It 
proves ine dépih of his sagacity; for it would have been absurc 
to apply the refined speculative theories of civil government to a 
set of mutinouns, undisciplined, idle, ignorant creatures, shut up in 
a fort, surrounded by hostile nations, and dependent upon their own 
exertions for support. surely, in such a case a strong government 
was as necessary as in a ship at sea, and more so than in erdinary 
military stations, where habitual discipline preserves order and 
ensures respect to the officers. 

The governor who was now intrusted with this great but neces 
sary power, exercised it with prudence and moderation. By the 
vigor which the e summary mode of military punishment gave to 
his administration, he introduced into the colony more periect order 
than had ever been established there; and at the same time he 
tempered its vigor with so much discretion, that no alarm seems 
to have be en given by this innovation, 

In May, Sir Thomas Dale wrote to England fru il inforrmation of 
the weeioe of the colony, but recommending in strong terms 
the importance of the place. His favorable representations were 
fully confirmed by Lord De La Ware and Sir Thomas Gates. The 
hopes of the company were resuscitated, and in August, Gates 
arrived at Jamestown with six ships and three hundred emigrants. 
The colony, which now consisted of seven hundred men, was sur- 
rendered into the hands of Gates; and Dale, by his permission, 
made a settlement with three hundred and fifty chosen men upon 
a neck nearly surrounded by the river, which, in houor of Prince 
Henry, he called Henrico. 

One of the greatest checks to industry which had hitherto existed in the colony was 
the commnuniby uf preperty in the prow ielsins and stores. Tbe idle and aseipered, seeing 
that they were to have u fuli share, had no stimulus to exertion, and the indusirious 
were dishcurtencd by seeing the larger portion of the truits of their indus gtry consurm ed 


by the idic members of ihe “tittle socie ty. So discouraging was this state of things to 
exertion, taat irequently, in the hest times, the labor of thirty did not accomplish more 
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than was done under a dilferent system by three. Gates perceived the evil and applic d 
the remedy. He distributed a certain portion of land to each individual to be worke 
for his own benefit, still paying, however, a small portion of his produce to the gener 
store to provide agaiust contingencies. This policy was found so advantageous that 
every encouragement was atforded to individual enterprise in ibe acquisition of wealth, 
But little respect was paid to the mghts of the Indians ; for some depres ads a 1 oF in|

from tie tribe of Apamatuck, they were dispossessed of their corn and their cubis 
which, “ considering the position commodious,” were nnceremonious sly ap propt ‘luted by 


the Englisa to their own benelit. 


The ‘colony now having extended considerably, assumed @ more re cular form, by pur- 
March 12, 1612. suing amore consistent system of police Y 3 ana be ‘ TT ng t6 promis Me 
permanency, a new charter was granted by James. ‘This ¢ oniuined 
and enlarged all the privileges and immunities w chich had been previon sly granted, 
extended the time of exemption from duties, and enlarged their territory anc jurisdiction 
to all isiands and seats UAE three hundred miles of the coast. ‘This Guide the 
newly discovered, fertile Bermudas, which were scon after sold by the company to one 
hundred and twenty of its members. 

This new charter made some changes in the constitution of the company, by giving 
more power to the company itself and Jess to the eceuncil; it also conferred Lie power 
of raising nioney by lottery for the benefit of the colony, which was the first introduc- 
~ March, 162 tion of this pernicious system of taxation into England, and whiek was

soon aiter prohibited by act of Parliament, but not until the company 
had raised nearly thirty thousand pounds by the privilege. 

As-tne new system of policy nad Increased the iIndepenuence ano preserved ine num- 
bers of the colony, so had it increased its strength and the respect of the savages. One 
‘vwertul tribe now voluntanly sought British protection, and became British subjects 5 

nother was brought to a close and fr riendly alliance by a tenderer tie than fear coatd 
iilord. 





Canvtain Argall, in a voyage to the Potomac for the purpose of 
purchasing corn, fell in with an old chief named lepazaws, to 
whom Powhatan hed intrusted Pocahontas, which he disclosed te 
Argall, and citered to sell her to him for a copper eee: The 
bar zain was made, and Pocahontas being enticed on beard by the 
eunning of her guardian, was carried cif without cnee suspecting 
the treachery of the old hypocrite. The authorities at Jamestown 
availed themselves of the possession of this lucky prize to endeavor 
to extort from Pow hatan a high ransom: but the old emperor, 
thouzh be ene ved his daughter, seemed to be so highly af- 
fronted at the salhieon it offered him, that he preferred Ha 
those whe had robbed him of his daughter ‘o purchasing ber fre 
dom. But while this matter was in avitation, a treaty of a differ- 
ent character was going forward between the young princess her- 
self and Mr. Rolie, a highly respectable young gentleman ot 
Jamestown, who, struck by her beauty, and fascinated by her man- 
ners, So far superior to - rest of her race, wooed and won her 
affections. and obtained a promise of her hand. The news of this 
amicable adjustment of all ditficulties soon reached the ears of 
Powhatan, and met with his cordial approbation. Ele sent the 
unele and two brothers of Pocahontas to witness the n LU ap 
monics at Jamestown, which were solemi Need with, great Pema 

ceording to the rites of the English church, from this ma Triage 
several of the most ‘h gals ay voted ‘Yarilies in Virginia trace 
their descent. see by would it have be en for both races, if this 
amalgamation had been promote d by other instances, but this is 
the only case upon record. This marriage secured the permanent 
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friendship of Powhatan, and all under his influence ; and the 
Soe ahominies, his next neighbors, when they heard of it, sent 

yuties, and submitted by solemn treaty to become subjects to 
Gn ig James, and to submit to his governor in the colony,-—to pay 
tribute,—and furnish men te fight against whatever enemies should 
attack the caleny; only stipalating that at home they should con- 
tinue to be governed by their own laws. 

We have ‘already mentioned a partial distribution ‘of Jands by 
Su Thomas Dale, ior the purpose of encouraging individual indus- 
try; it may be well to explain more in detail the tenure by which 
jands were held by individuals. At the favored Bermudas plan- 
tation, near the mouth of the Appomattox, either on account of 
the greater merit, longer service, or some favorabie circumstances 
attending the expense of the emigration ef the cel ants, the lands 
were held by a rent of two and a “half barrels of corn annu ally to 
the general stock, and one month’s service, which was not to i 
in time of sowing or of harvest.

ted them, and twe busheis of corn from the peblic store, and with 
this scanty allowance were required to support themselves by one 
month’s labor; the other eleven being required by the company. 
This species of laborers had decreased | in 1617 to fifty-four, includ- 
ing all classes; and these were finally released entirely from their 


vassala age by Sir George Yeardley, in 1617. The original bounty 


to emicr ants coming at their own expense, or that cf cthers than 


the company, had. been one hundred acres of land; bat after the 
colony became better settled, if was red ee to fifty. the actual 
occupancy of which gave a right te as many more. ‘The payment 
of twelve eee! unds and ten shillings to the treasure r of the company, 
entitled the adventurer to a grant of one Bat ded acres, the occu- 
pancy of w hich also secured a right to 48 many more.* 


The labor of the cclony, which kad been for a long time misdireeied in the manufar- 
ture of ashes, soap, glass, ard tar, in which they could by uo means compete wita 
Sweden and Russia, and also in planting vines which require infinite labor and atten- 
tien, and for which subsequent experiments have indicated “hte climate tu be unfit, was 
at lencth directed, by the extended use of tobacco in England,t almost cxciusivery to 
the cultivation of that article. This commodity always finding a ready price, and af- 

1615. fairs being now so regulated that + each one could enjoy the fruits of tis fabar, 

was cultivated so assiduously, as to take off the attention of the planters ton 

rauch from raising corn, so that it beeume scarce, and supplies had again to be inoked 
fer from England, or purchased of the lidians.

ticle of universal desire, it became, to a great extent, the cireuiating medium of the eol- 
ony. Not only private debts, but salaries and officers’ fees were paid in tobacco; am 
the statute-book to this duy rarely mentions the payment cf money, that it does not add, 
as an equivalent, “or tobacco” 


Early in the year 1614, Sir Thomas Gates had returned to Eng- 
land, leaving the colony, itel then consisted of about four hun- 
dred men, under the command of Sir Thomas Dale, whe in his 
turn desiring to visit England and his family, le ft the colony in 
1616, under the protection and control of Sir Thomas Yeardiey. 

With Dale, Mr. Rolfe and his interes‘ing bride, Pocahontas, 
sailed. Ly a communication from Smith, her amiable and valua- 
ble conduct was made known at court, and every attention was 
shown her, both by the queen and many of the nobility. This ex- 

cellent princess, w hose deportment was so far superior to that 
a bieh the condition of her race would authorize one to expect, 
that it won for her universal admiration and esteem, was destined 
never more to behold her father or her native land. She died at 
Gravesend, where she was preparing to embark wiih her husband 
and child for Virginia. Peace to her gentle spirit! Her memory 
will not perish while the commonwealth of Virginia endures, or 
noble and generous actions are valued by her sons. 

Yeardley’ s administration was similar to that of his predece 
SOrs, enforcing obedience from his own men, and the res; nee * the 
Savages. Ile was succeeded, in 1617, by Captain Argall, who was 
a rough seaman, accustoined to the despotic sway of his own, a, 
naturally tyrannical in his disposition, cruel and covetous, in short, 
a person utterly unfit to be trusted wi ith the administration of the 
arbitrary government which then existed in Virginia. For al- 
though we have considered such a government the only practica- 
bie one which could have been then established, yet it required the 
utmost firmness in the governor, tempered by mildness, prudence, 
and discretion, to make it tolerable. Such had been the case under 
the administration of Gates, Dale, and Yeardley, and under them 
the colony had prospered more than it had ever done before ; but. 
such was not the disposition of this new governor. Instead of 
holding the severity of the laws in terrorem over them, and not 
actually resorting to the extent of his power, excep! in cases of 
extreme necessity, he sought to bring innocent actions within the 
letter of the law, which indeed was not very di ifficult with the 
bloody military code which then existed. Theve arbitrary exer- 
tions of power were principally used in the gratification o 
inordinate pee which, in its indiscriminate grasp, sought not 
only to clutch the pre operty of the colonists, but also trespassed 
upon the profits cf the coinpany. Not satisfied with pervert 
the labor of the tree colonists to he own use or pleasures, he con- 
sumed the time of the servants of the company upon his own 
plantations. At length his conduct was so il ae in the case 
of one Brewster, who was left by Lord Delaware to manage his 
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POCAHONTAS. 


The ahove is copied from an engraving said to be an exact copy of an original draw- 
ing of the ‘‘ Lapy Repecca,” or Pocahontas, as she is usually called.

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estate, and who only sought to prevent Argall from viterly despoil- 
ing if, ‘that neither the colony nor company could bear his tyranny 
longer, but he was deposed and Sir George Yeardley sent in his 
place. Yet he contrived to escape punishment, by the misman- 

some and the connivance of others, and preserved all 
rotten booty. 


One of the first acts of Yeardiey was to emancipate the remaining servants of the 
colony. The labor now being faces exch man enjoying the fruits of his own indastry, 
yeiq and anxious to inerease his store, there was no fear of scarcity, and no time or 
1615. ; i sh 
xtunity for mutiny among the scattered and indu strioas planters With 
. CPE : . 
the increasing strength and independence* of the colony, all fear of tne savages had 
vanished. Ii is manifest that in these altered circumstances, a modification of the de- 
spotic government eught to have been made, because its severity was no longer neces- 
sary, and while the power existed it might be abused, as the colony seriously experien- 
eed im the case of Argall. ‘he only use of government is to eusure the satety of the 
state froin external foes, io secure gusiice and the free dis position Gi persou and property 
to each individual, and sometimes to aid in the prosecution ef such ebjects of general 
ulility as individual enterprise cannot accomplish. ‘Lhe moment the colonists began 19 
take an interest in the country, by the enjoyment of their own labor, and the possesston 
of property, it was right that they shorld have some share in that government, in the 
prudent conduct of which they were most interested. Yeardley was aware of this, for

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sembly consisting of two members from every town, borough, or hundred, besides the 
governor and council, which met at Jamestown, near the end of June, 1619. In this 
assembly seven corporations were represented, and four more were laid off in the course 
of the sanie summer. 

In this first North American legislature, wherein were “ cobated all matters thought 
expedient for the good of the colony,” several acts were passed which were pronounced 


hy the treasurer of the corapany to be “ well and judiciously carned,” but which are

“unfortunately lost te eee This was an eventful year to the colony, for in addition 


to their essembly, a college was estabiished in Henrico, with a liberal endowment. King 
James had exacted £15,000 froin the several bishops of his kingdom for the purpose of 
educating Indian chil dren, and 10,000 acres of land were now added by the company 5 
aud the ‘original design was exteuded to make it a seminary of learnmg also jor the 
English. One hundred idle and dissolute persons, in custody for various misdemeanurs, 
were transported by the authority of the king and against the wishes of the company to 

Virginia, ‘They were distrib: uted through the colony as se cate io the PD iananaeh and 
the degradation of the colonial character produced by s & process, was endured for 
the ussistance cerived froin them in executing the varicus ese of industry, that were 
daily extending themselves. This beginning excited in the colonists a desire for us sing 
mare extensively other labor than theirown, an opportuiity for the gratification of which, 
luiiortunately, too scan ceeurred. In this eventful year, too, a new article was intro- 
duced into the trade of the conipany withi the « colouy, by the good policy of the treasurer, 
Sir Edward Sandys, which produced a material change in the views and feelings of the 
colonists with regard to the country. At the accession of Sir Edwin to office, after 
twelve } years labor, and an expenditure of eighty thousand pounds by the company. 

here were in the colony no more than six hundred Per scte: men, women, and children, 

Tn one year he provided a passage for twelve hundred and sixty-one new qeanly: 
Among these were ninety agreeable young women, poor but respectable and incorrnpt, 
to furnish wives to the colonists. The wisdom of this policy ts evident.—the men hac 

hitherto regarded Virginia only as a place of temporary sojourn for the acquisition o 
wealth, and never dre; amed of making a a permanent eM ace ina ph ice Where it wus 
inpessible to enjoy any of the comforts of domestic Iife. hey had consequentiy nono 
of those ends aring ties of home and kindred te bind ma to the country, or attuc) 
them to its iaterests, which wre so necessary to make a good citizen. This new com-

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inedity was trausperted at the cxpense of the colony, and sold to the young planters, 
and the following year anciher consignment was made of sixty young maids of virtuous

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education, young, handsome, and well recommended. A wile in the first lot sold cay 
erally for one hundred pounds of tobacco, but as the value ef the new article beca: 
kuown in the market, the price rose, and a wife would bring a hundred and fifty pound 3 
ef tobacco. A debt for a wife was of higher dignity than other debts, and to be paid 
first. As an additional inducement to marriage, wiarried men were generally preferr 

in the selection of officers for the colony, Domestic ties were formed, Habits of ee 
ensued, comforts were mere aoe, and happiness diffused 3 the tide of ernigration swelled : 
within three Genre fifty patents for land were granted, and three ieusand five hundred 
persons found their way to verany ia.

Amcrica so deeply, that it will be difficult to erase it save by the destruction of 
society. This was the introduction cf twenty African slaves by a Duich y¥ vessel, which 
availed itself of the freedom of commerce, which had been released from the shackies 
of the company’s mnonopely in the early part’ of this year, to rivet forever the bonds of 
slavery upon a portion of their fellow-creatures and their deseendsnis. T'he indented 
and eoyenanted servants which had been tong known in Virginia, and whose condition 
was httle better than that of slavery, was a smail evil and easily re cab ell) because they 
were of the same color and country with their masters; when they were em ancipated 
they leaped at once from their shackles to the full dignity of freedom. No one scorned 
to associate with’them, and no one spurned their alliance 3 if honorable and worthy in 
other respects, they were equal to their masters, end might even rise to distinction. But 
wot so the pour African. Nature has fixed upon him a stamp which cannot be erased 
or forgotien, the bade of his bondage is borne with bim, when his fetters have Sa Ae 
ku tnt.

The overbearing disposition of King James created a powerful 
populer party in England, which being unable to establish a liberal 
povernment at home, was determined to secure for free principles a

safe asylum inthe colonies. The accomplishment of this determina- 
tien was acceleraied by the disposition of the king to intermeddie

leaders. Upon the resignation of Sir Edwin Sandys of’ his office 

Pe he as treasurer, the king deterimined to try the extent

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of his influence in the election of a suecesser to 
this first office in the company. He a ecordingly sent in a nomina- 
tion of four individuals, to one of whom he desired the office to be 
given; but he proved unsuccessful in his ae at dictation, and 
none of his nominees were elected, but the choice fell upen the Ear} 
of Southampton. 

The company having thus vindicated its own privileges, pro- 
ceeded next to guaranty freedom to the colonists, by & constitution 
remarkably liberal for the time and circumstances. Vhis charter 
ef freedom, the principles of which the Virginians never eould be 
patie subsequently to relinquish, has been preserved te posterity 
in “Summary of the ordinanee and constitution of the treasurer, 
vennal and company in Iingland, for a council of state, and 
another council to be inal the General Assembly in Virginia, 

contained in a commission to Sir Francis Wyatt (the first governor 

oder that eral a “ constitution) and his council,” dated July 
2H, 1621, . 
The cunncil of state was ta be chosen by the treasurer, council 
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and company in England, with the power of removal at pleasure ; 
their duty was to advi ise and assist the governor, and to constitute 
a portion of the General Assembly. This General Assembly was 
to be called by the governor once a year, and not citener, uniess 
on very extraordinary and important occasions; it was te consist, 
jn addition to the counei! of state, of two burgess Ses, Out ol every 
town, hundred, or other particular plantation, to be respectively 
chosen bv the ‘inhabitants s; in which council all matters were to 
be decided, determined, and ordered, by the greater part of the 

VOICES then pre escnt, reserving to the governor always a negative 
voice. “And this General Assembly was to have full power, to 
treat, be a and conclude, as weliof all emergent occasions con 
cerning the public weal of the said colony, and every part Mer or 
as also to make, ordain, and enact such general laws and orders, 
for the behoof of Ge colony, and the good government thereo!, 
as from time to time might seem necessary.’ 

The General Assembly and council of state were required 
imitate and follow the policy of the form of government, laws, 
evstams, and manner of trial, and of the administration af iuetiac

used in the realm of EE Xngland, as near as might be, as the com- 
pany itself was required to do, by its charter. No law or ordi- 
nance was to continue in force or validity unless it was solemnly 
beavis E in a general quarterly court of the company, and returned 
under sea ie and it was promised that as soon as the government 
of the colony should once have been well framed and settled, that 
no orders of court should afterwards bind the colony, unless they 
svere ratified in the same manner by the Genera] Assembly. 


When Sir Francis arrived, he found thai healivense and security amous the colo. 
nists, which is the inevitable consequence of a leng peace. Old Powhatan had died ia 
1618, honored by the esteem and respect of ail who knew him—his own people holding 
3a grateful remembrance his prowess and policy in youth, and bis mildness in age---and 
his English friends and brethren admiring his firm support of bis dignity, bis paternal 
affection, his mild simplicity, and his native intelligence. He was succeeded m his 
power by Opechauncanough, his younger brother, w ho was cunning, treacherous, revenge- 
ful,andcrael. Hie renewed the former treaties, with every assurance of good faith. and 
wore the mask of peace and frendship so successiully as completely to lull the whites 
to security. But this cr: afty prince had always viewed with peculiar jealousy and haie 
the progress of the colony. te had given much trouble, aad envaged in frequent hos- 
tilities, while he was king of Pamunkece, and it was not to be sup; 108€ ¢d that he would 
patiently subinit to the continued and rapid eneroaci:ments of the whites upon his lands, 
to the entire extermination or banishment of his people, now that he possessed the erm- 
pire of his brother. But to meet them in the field was impossible, the disparity ia arms 
was too great, and the munbers in fighting men now equal; the attermpt would be mad- 
ness and desperation, and lead to tlh: aL extermination of his race which he wished to 
avoid. Mis ouly resousce was to strike some areal and sudden blow which should anu 
hilate the power of the colony at once. Ile had applied to a king who resided on the 
Eastern Shore, to purchase a subtle poison which grew only in his dominievs, but this 
king being on good terms with the whites, and wisking to enjoy their trade. refused to 
wrativy lim. blis next resource was 1» a general massacre, to take effect u ipon all oj 
the scattered plauatations en tue said day. The situation of wie whites evened ihis 
desicws 2 they not only placed contidence im the words of the savages, whieh had now 
been so lon faithfally kept, but in their wenkness and cowardice. ‘They id extended 
their plantations over a space of one hundred and forty miles. on beih sides of James 
River, und mude some settlements in the neighborhood of the Potormac : in short, wher- 
ever a rich spot invited to the cultivation of tobacco, there were they established, and 
an absence of neighbors was preferred. The planters were careless with their arms, 
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never using their swords, and their fire-arms only for game. The old law making it 
criminal to teach a savage the use of arms was forgotten, and they were fowlers and 
hunters for many of the planters, by which means they became well acu: ainted wiih 
the use of arms and the places in which they were kept. Qne great object with the 
settlers, and with the company, in whose instructions we find it “perpetu: div enjoined, 
had been the cou ets ion of the Indians to the Chiistian reli ion. ‘L'o promote this pious 
object, they had always heen received in the most friend ly manner; they becume mar- 
ket people to the planters, and they were fed at their tables, and lodged in their bea- 
chambers as friends anid brothers. 
Opechancanongh had renewed the treaty with Governor Wyatt, 
and took every other means in his power to avoid suspicion. Ile 
ones a, messenger, about the middie of March, that the sky shonld 
fall eve he would violate the treaty of peace ; only two days before 
the fatal 22d, the English were guided in Sadeiyh and kindness 
through the forest by ane uns suspected Indians; and a Mr. Browne, 
who had been sent to live among them to learn their language, 
was sent safely to his friends ;—nay, so well was the dread secret 
kept, that the English boats were borrowed to transport the In- 
dians over the river to consult onthe “devilish murder that ensued ;” 
and even on the day itself, as well as on the evening before, they 
came as usual unarmed into the settlements with deer, turkeys, 
fish, fruits, and other provisions to sell, and in ae places sat down 
to breakfast with the English. The concert and secrecy of this 
ereat plot is the more astonishing, when we Gh ie that the savages 
were not living together as one es and did not lave for most 
purposes unity of action, but were dis persed in little hamlets con- 
tainir S from thirty to two hundred in a company; “yet they all 
had warning given them one from another in ail their Te cens 
Nee] 4 though far asunder, to meet at the day and hour 
ACM oe, Tose. | 1 " t Aa ia 
appointed for the destruction of the English at 
their several plantations; some directed to one place, seme to 
another, all to be done at the time appointed, which they did 
accordingly: some entering their houses under color of trading, so 
took their advantage ; others draw ing thera abroad under fair pre- 
tences, and the rest suddenly falling upon those that were at their 
labors.” They spared no age, sex, or Tegndatien! and were so sud- 
den in their indiscriminate slaughter that few could discern the 
biow or weapon which brought them to destruction. Ths elv fami- 
liarity with the whites led them with fatal precision to ti} > points 
at which they were certain to be found, and that “ et ‘morning 
fell under the bloody and barbarous hands of that perfidious and 
inhuman people, three hundred and forty-seven men, women, and 
children, principally by their own weapons.” Not content with 
this destruction, they brutally defaced and mangled the dead 
bodies, as if they would perpetrate a new murder, and bore oif 
the several portions in fiendish tnumph. Those who had treated 
them with especial kindness, and conferred many benelits upon 
them, who confided so much in them that ts the last moment they 
could not believe mischief was intended, fared no better than the 
rest. The ties of love and gratitude, the sacred rights of hospi- 
tality and ree ciprocal friendship, oaihs, pledges, and promises, and 
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even the recent and selemn profession of fidelity to an ail-merciful 
and omnipotent God, were broken asunder or forgotten in obedi- 
ence to the cammand of their chief, for the execution of a great 
but Siaboli eal stroke of state policy. With one, and only one, of 
all who had been cherished by the whites, did gratitude for tveir 
kindness and fidelity to his new religion prevail over his allegi- 
ance to his king and affection for his people. A converted Indian 
who sh with a Mr. Pace, and who was treated by him as a 
son, revealed the plot to him inthe night of the 21st. Pace imme; 
diately secured his house and rowed himself up te Jamestown, 
where he disclosed it to the governor, by which means that place 
and ail the neighboring plantations, to which intelligence could be 
conveyed, was saved from destruction; for the cowardly Indians 
when they saw the whites upon their ¢ uard immediate ly retreated. 
Some other places were also preserved by the undaunted courage 
of ihe occupants, who never failed to beat off their assailants, if 
they were not slain before their suspicions were excited. By these 
means was Virginia preserved from total annihilation in a single 
hour, by this well-ronce ‘ived, well-cencealed, and well-executed 
plot of her weak and ae adversaries. ‘he larger portion of 
the COG my Was saved: fora year after the massacre it contained 


two thousand five Pea persons ; but the consternation pro- 
Cuced by it, caused the adoption of & ruinous policy. instead of 
marching at once peldiy to meet the adversary, and driving him 


from the country. or red teins him to sub jection by a iP gody retalia-

tion, the co ionists were huddled together from their eighty planta- 


fluns into elght, {he college, mai ufactories, aad ot ther WOPKS Oi 


public utility. were abandoned, end cultivation confined to a space 
almost too limited, merely for subsistence. Tf ‘hese crowded qiiar- 
ters produced sickness, and some were so disheartened that they 
sailed for Uingland. | 

In England this disastrous intelligerce, so far irom dispiriiing the cornpany. excited 
their sympathies to such a degree. that if arouvea them to renewed exertion, and amore 


cbstinate dete at iii to secure, at all hazards, a country which had cost so mach 
bleod and treasure. Supplies were promoptiv dispatched 3 and even the king wes moved 
wt t hagne t ’ 


to the generosity of giving some old rusty arms from the tower, which he never meant 
to use, and promising furt! 1eLr assi¢ tance, W hich he never meant to render. 

Serious discussions now took place in the courts of the company as te ihe course proper 
to be pursued with the Indians, aud soine advocated their entire subjection, ip imitation 
of the example of the Spaniards, —winieh policy would surely have been more merciful 
than that war of extermination which was eurricd into efte et, whether by deliberate de- 
ost or a system of temporary expedients does not appear. Smith oflered the company 
to protect all their planters from the ve to the Potomac, with a pe: nneaent furce of 
one hundred soldiers and thirty sailors, with ene small bark, and means to build several! 
ada ; and there is no doubt but oe ny would huve accomplished it, hy which means 
the planters could have eniployed themselves onich more successfully in attending te 
their at than When they tad to ie perpetual watch, and oeccasior sally te take up 
arms to defend themselves or iuake an alteck upon the every. Smith received for 
answer that the company was unpovershed, but that he had leave to carry his proposal 
into etfect, if he sould find means in the colenv and would ¢ give ; hal 
hooty he should aequire: upon which answer ha obse 


the campaay half tho 
rves, that except some little corn, 
he would not sive t twenty pounds for all the beoty to be made from ‘the savages far 20 
years, The colonists, alihou; gh they could not be soon again lulled to their termer se- 


curity, speedily recoverei from their recent Oanic, and on “July of the same year sallied 
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forth with three hundred men to seize the corm and inflict other punishment o1 the 
Indians. But they suffered themsclves to be deccived by false pretences until the coin 
was removed from their reach, so that they got but little; they succeeded, however, in 
burning many of their villages and destroying much of their property, by which they 
suid they were likely to sufrer much during the ensuing winter. We find that a law 
was passed en the following session, by the General Assembly, requiring thet on the 
beginning of July ner the inhabitants of every corporation should f an upon the adjoin- 
ing savages, as hed been done the last year; and enac ting that those who were burt 
should be cured at the public charge, and such as were maimed should be maintained 
by the country, according to their quality. We find it also further enacted in 1625, 
“that the war begna upon the Lndians be effectually followed, and that no peace be 
concluded with them; and that ull expeditions undertaken against them should be pras- 
ecuted ue diligence.” This state of tierce warfare continued to rage with uninterrupted 
fury until a peace was concluded in 1632, under the administration of Gov. Harvey. 
tn the course of this warfare the Indians were not treated with the same tenderness wit! 
which they had generally been before the massacre, but their habitations, cleared lands, 

and pleasant sites, when once taken possession of, were generally retained by the victors, 
and the vanquished forced to take refuge in the woods and marshes. 

While these events were transpiring in the coleny, an important 
162 change in the character of their government was about to 

ie 6 7 i * 

take place in England. The company had been unsuccess- 
ful: the fact could no longer be denied. hey had transnorted 
more than nine thousand persons, at an expense exceeding a hun- 
cred thousand pounds ; and yet, in nearly 18 years, there were only 
about two thousand persons in the colony, and its annu a exports 
dia not exceed twenty thousand pounds in value. The king took 
advantage of the present unfortunate state of affairs, to push nis 
plans for the dissolution of the company. “He ec: arefally fomented 
the dissensions which ¢ srose, and encouraged the weaker party, 
which readily sought the aid of his powerful arm. Ie had long 
disliked the democratic freedom of their discussions, and had of late 
become envious of their little profits on the trade of the colonists, 
which he felt every disposition to divert into his own colle rs; and he 
determined to make gocd use of the present st ate ot despondency 
in most of the company, and unpopularity with the public, to eiicct 
his designs. Wishing, however, iD cain his end by stealth, and 
1622 secret influence with their officers, rather than by open vio- 

“ lenee, he again tried his strength in the nomination of four 
individuals from whom the spa were to choose their treasurer. 
But he was again signally defeated, and the Earl of Southampton 
re-elected by a large majority, the ae s candidates receiving only 
eight votes in seventy. 

Failing in this, it was maniiest that the company was not to ae 
brow beaten into submission to his dictation, and he only considered 
how the charter of the company might be revoked, w ith the ae 
violation to the laws of England. To effect this with plausible 
decency some allegation of improper « conduet was to be made, and 
Lome nabeees f ferreted cut. The first of these objects was effected 
by iwo lone petitions by members of the royal faction in the 
company, setting forth at full length every evil which had accrued 
to the colony, trom its earliest establishment to that hour, and 
charging all upon the mismanagement of the company. For 
many of these charges there was too much truth, and the faults of 
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the company could be easily seen after the accidents had hapnened ; 
but whether they were not necessarily incidental to the s Rae ion 
of things in Virginia, or they might have been avoided by the hing 
or @ corporation dillerently constituted, are questions diflie ae te 
answer; but these petitions contained, mingled with these truths, 
a great proportion of glaring falsehood as to the physical and ies 
condition of the colony. They had been prepared and presented 
with’ @reat sécrecy': but the'c company contrived to obtain copies of 

them, ‘and refuted their slanders by the most irrefragable testimony, 
many facts being in the cognizance of the members themse Ives,’ 
and others established by the evidence of respectable persons w ho 
had long resided in Virginia. ‘This mass of evidence was laid 
before the king, in the vain hope that he might be induced to dis- 
regard the petitions; but part of his object was now gained, the 
charges were made, the next step was to procure a semblance of 
proof: : for this purpose, in a few days, in answer to the i BEB Nan in 
one of the petitions, he issued a commission, under the great seal. 

to seven DeEPSONS, to inquire inte all m: iters resnec as v irginia, 
from the heginning of its settlement. 

The better to enable these commissioners to conduct their inves- 
tigations, by an order of the privy council, ail the records of the 
company, of whatsoever nature, were seized, the deputy treasurer 
was imprisoned, and on the arrival of a ship from Virginia, all the 
papers on board were inspected. 

The report of these commissioners has never transpired, but it

anecey | for by an order in council he made 
known, that having taken into his prine ely consideration the dis- 
tressed state of Virginia, occasioned by the ill-gevernment of the 
company, he had resolved, by a new charter, to appeint a governor 
and twelve assistants to reside in England; and a governor and 
twelve assistants te reside in Virginia; the former to be nominated 
hy his majesty in council, the latter to be nominated by the governor 
and assistants in England, a and be appointed by the king in COUNGH ; 
and that all proceedings should be subject to the rey ‘al direstion. 
This was a return at one step to the charter of 1608. The com- 
pany was called together to consider upon this arbitrary edict, 
under an alternative eae to the one given to witches upon t ees ; 
trial: if they could swim with a heavy weight about their ne 
they were burned as guilty; uU they sunk and drowned, they were 
acquitted: the king gave the com pAey the privilege of accepting 
his proposition and resigning its charter, or of reiusing and having 
the charter annulled. 


The company, which had refused to gratify the king i in the cheice of its oMecers, was 


less disposed to comply with this suicidal requisition. ‘ihe astounding order was read 
ever three several times belore they could convince themselves that their ears informed 
them correctly of its purport. At length the vote was taken, and one hundred and 


twelve votes were against the re linqay shinent, and tw enty-six, the precise number of the 


king’s faction, in favor of it. The compuny asked further time for a more deliberate 
decision, as there had not been sufficient notice, few membera were present, and it was 
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ene of those matters of importance which could not be decided, by the terms of their 
charter, except at a regular quarterly meeting ; but the council would uot liste nm to the 
proposition, ordering the company to meet again in three days, and give a clear, ea 
and gnal answer. In meeiene: >to this order, an extraordinary court was suaiinened, 
and the question of surrender submitted to their consideration, upon which onlv nine of 
ihe seventy present voted in its favor; an answer was returned that they weuid defend 
their charter. ‘The knowledge of these proceedings transpiring produced a shock to the 
eredit of the company, whic oh palsied fer the time the spint of comumierciai enterprise 5 
to remedy this evil the privy council declared that the private property of every one 
should be p ee and secured by additional guarantees if necessary ; that they sh noel 
proceed with + their regular business ; and all ships bound for Virginia should sail, Te 
endeavor to discover something more authentic against the company than his secret 
conclave of commissioners had yet been able to obtain, the king now thought proper to 
Oct. 24. 1623, 8°" aI John Har vey; John Pory, Abraham Pierscy, Samuel Matthews. and 

* John Jefferson, as commissioners to Virginia, “ To make more partica- 
lar and diligent inguiry touching divers matters, which concerned the state of Virginia; 
and ta order to facilitate this inquiry, the governor and couneil of Virginia were ordered 
to assist the commissioners, in this scrutiny, by all their knowledge and influence.” 


The commissioners early in the ensuing year arrived in the

Although they feit 
little interest in the controversy, they felt great interest in defend- 
ing themselves from defamation, and their country from false and 
malicious representations, well calculated to disparage and depre- 
ciate it in the estimation of those with whom they wished it to 
Feb. 20.

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messes and sufferers in those times, had frarmed, out of their 
daty to their country and love of truth, the following answer 
given to the praises of Sir T. Smith’s government, in the said 
declaration.” 

They next draited a petition to the king, which, with a 
letter to the privy council and the other papers, were com- 
mitted to the care of Mr. John Pountis, a member of the coun- 
cil, whe was selected to go te Mngland to Tepresent the gen- 
eral interests of the colony before his majesty and the privy 
council; and whose expenses were provided for by a-tax of 
fonr pounds of the best merchantable tobacce for every male 
person sixteen years of 2ge, who had been in the car natn for one 
year, This gentleman unfortunately oa on his passage. The 
letter te the privy council marks very strongly the value which 
they set even at that early day upon ihe right cf legislating for 


themselves; the principal prayer in it being, “that the Lan 
may not have absolute power, and that they might still retain the 
iiberty ef popular assemblies, than which, nothing could more con- 
duce to the public satisfaction and public unity.” 


A. contest of wits was commenced between the cemmissioners and the Assembly 
Tne former, under various p eink withheld from the latter a sight of their commission, 
‘and the other papers w ith which they had beea charged; and the governor and the 
Assembly thought proper to preserve an equal mystery as to their own proceedings. In 
this dilemme Mr. Porys who was one of the comreissioncrs, and who had been sceretar y 
to the compe any, and discharged from his post fer betraying its councils to the earl of 
Warwick, new suborned Edward Sharpless, a clerk of the: ceuncil, to give him ¢ copies 
of the procee dings of that body and of the Assembly. ‘This treachery was discovered, 
and the clerk was punished with the loss of his ears; while an account was sent home 
to the company, expressive of the greatest abhorrence at the baseness and treac hery of 
Pory. ‘The commissioners finding ‘their secret manwuvring deleated, nert endeavored, 
by the most artful wheedling, to induce the Assenibly io Se the crown for a revo- 
cation of the charter. In reply to this the Assembly asked for their authority to make 
such a proposition, which of course they could not give without betraying their secret 
anstructions, and were compclied to answer the requisition in generai terms and proies- 
sions. ‘I'he Assembly took no farther notice cf the commissioners, Dut proceeded with 
their ordinary legislation. 


Thirty-five acts of this Assembly have been preserved te the present time, and exhib, 


with great strength, the propriety and good sense with which men can pass wy ws for the re- 


gulation of their own interests and cencerns. One of these acis establishes 2t once, im the 
most simple and intelligible language, the great right of exemption from taxaiion without 
representation ; it runs in these “wotds :—* ‘The governor shall not Jay any taxes or imipo- 
sitions upen the colony, their lands or commodities, other way than hy the auihority ef 
the General Assembly, to be levied and employed as the said Assembly shall appomit.” 

By a subsequent act it was declared that the governor should not withdraw the ihabitants 
from their private labors to any service oi his own, upon any color whatsoever and in case 
the pablic service required the employin tof many hands, belore the holding of a General 
Assembly, he was to order it, and the levy of amen was to be made by the governor and 
woe oe of the council, in such manner as would be least burdensome to the peop 
ai ea mast free frorn partiality. To eucowrage good conduct, the eld planters who had 
en in ie eslony since the iast arrivel of Gates, were exempted front tavauian o¢ mili- 
ary duty. Many acts of general uulity were passed; the members of the Assen:bly 
were privilege d from urre at 5 lands were to be surve yed a their beaundaries reeordcd. 
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presume to be disobedient to the present government, or servants to their private officers, 
masters, ur overseers, at their uttermost perils. 

Wise regulations were likewise made to prevent surprises by the Indians; every honse 
was to be fortified with palisadoes: no man should go or send abroad without a party 
sufficiently arraed, or to work without their arms, with a seutinel over them; the inhabi- 
fants were forbidden {a go aboard ships or elsewhere in such numbers as to cudanyer the 
safety of their pipiens. every plunter was te take cure io nave sufiicient arms and 
aninunition in good order; watch was io be kept by night; and no planter wasto suffer 
powder to be expended in amusement or entertainments. To promote corn-planting, 
and ensure plenty of provision, no mit was fixed to its price ; viewers were appoimted 
to see that every man planted a sutliciency for his family, and ail trade witi the savages 
for corn.was strictly prohibited. 


Maving thus given a specimen cf colonial spirit, and colonial 
legisiation, We return to the little intrigues of James, who was 
striving by every means in his power to become possessed of the 
control of the colony; partly to gratify his love of arbitrary auther- 
ity and of money, and partiy te gratify his royal self-complacency, 
by framing a code of jaws for a people with whose character and 
condition he was utterly unacquainted, and who, from the speci- 
mens recently given, appeared to be fully competent to the man- 
agement of their own affairs, withont the dictation or advice of 
this royal guardian; who, while he displayed the craft without 
the talent of a Philip, aspired to the character of a Solon. The 
recent acts of the king led to a solemn council of the company on 


’ the state of their affairs, in which they confirmed by an everwheim- 


ing majority the previous determination to defend their charter, 
and asked ior a restitution of their papers for the purpose er 
paring their defence. Vhis request was pronounced reasonable 
by the attorney-general, and complied with. While these papers 
were in the hands of the company, they were transcribed, and the 
copy has been fortunately preserved, and presents a faithful record 


of many portions of Virginia history, which it would be otherwise 


impossible to elucidate.* 
The king had caused a quo warranto to be issued agai inst the 
Mi iu ico. Company Seee after the ae if of his com- 
missioners to go to Virginia, and the cause was 
tried in the King’s Bench, in Trinity Term of 1624. A cause 
which their royal master had so much at heart could not long be 
doubtful with judges entirely dependent upon his will for their 
places; it is even credibly reported that this important case, 
whereby the rights of a powerful corporation were divested, and 
the possibility of a remuneration for all of their troable and 
expense forever cut off, was decided upon a mere technical ques-

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In the mean time the commissioners had returned, and reported 
very favorably of the soil and climate of Virginia, but censuring 
deeply the conduct of the company,—recommending the govern- 
ment ef the original charter of 1606, and declaring that a body so 
large and so democratic in its forms as the company. could never 
persevere in a consistent course of policy, but must veer about as the 
ditlerent factions should prevail. In this it must be admitted that 
there was much truth, and all hopes of profit having for some time 
expired, and the company only being kept up by the distinguished 
men of its members, from patriotic motives and as en instrument 
ef power for thwarting the king, in which capacity its present 
unpepularity rendered it of little use—it was now suffered to 
expire under the judicial edict, without a groan. The expiration 
of the charter brought little immediate change to the actual Bay, 
ernment of the colony:—a large commitiee was formed by th 
king, cousisting principally of his privy council, to discharge the 
fanetions of the extinct company ; Sir Francis Wyatt was reap- 
pointed governor, and he and his council only ermnowered to 

govern “as fully and amply as any governor and council re: sident 
there, at any time within the space of five years last past’-— 
which was the exact period of their representative government. 
The king, in appointing the council in Virginia, refused to appoint 
embittered partisans of the court faction, but formed the gevern- 
ment of men of moderation. 
So leaving Virginia free, while his royal highness is grac 
pleased to gratify his own vanity in ia alate za new code of 
to reguiate her affairs, we pass on to a new chapter.

ae Charies lL The king troubled himself little about 


_ the political rights and privileges: of the colony, and suiered them 
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ia grow to the strength of established usage by his wholesome 
neglect; while he was employed in obtaining a monopoly of their 
tobacco. This valuable article, the use of which extended with 
such unaccountable rapidity, had early attracted the avidity of j 
King James. ‘The 19th articie of the charter of 1609 had ex omnia 
the company, their agents, factors, and assignees, from the pay- 
ment of all subsidies and custems in Virginia for the space of one 
and twenty years, and from all taxes and impositions forever, upon 
any goods imporied thither, or experted thence into any of the 

saiins or dominions of England; except the five per cent! usual} 
Bs the ancient trade of merchants. But notwithstanding the ex- 
press words of this charter, a tax was laid by the farmers of the 
eustoins, in the year 1620, upon the tobacco of the colony ; which 
was not only high of itself, but the more oppressive because it laid 
the same tax upon Virginia and Spanish tobac -co, When the latter 
sold in the market for three times the price of the former. In the 
same year the same prince was guilty of another violation of the 
charter, in forcing the company to bring all of their tobacco into 
England; when he found that a portion of their trade had been 
diverted into Holland, and establishments made at Middleburg 
and Flushing. ‘The charters all guarantied to the colony all of 
the nents , privileges, franchises, and immunities of native born 
Pinglis hmen, and this act of usurpation was the first atiempt on 
the part of the mother countty to monopolize the trade of the 
colony. ‘The next year the king, either his avidity being unsatis- 
fied, or not liking the mein and precarious tenure by which his 
gains were held, inveigled the Virginia and Somer Isles com- 
pany into an‘ arrangement, by which they were to become the sole 
importers of tobacco ; being bound, however, to import not less 
than forty nor more than Sixty thousand pa of Spanish vari- 
nas, and paying to the king, in addition to the sixpence daty be- 
10re paid, one-third part of ‘all the tobacco landed in the reaims. 
The king, on his part, was to prohibit all other importation and all 
planting in England and Ireland; and that which was already 
planted was to be confiscated.

When the company petitioned parliament to prolongits e oe

the dread star-chamber. This was scon followed by another, in 
whicu he carefully set forth the forfeiture of their charter by the 
company, and the immediate dependence of the colony upon the 
crown; concluding by a piain intimatien of his intention to become 
their sole factor. 

Soon alter this, a rumor reached the colonies that an individual 
was in treaty with the king for an exclusive contract for tobacco ; 
one of the conditions of which would haye led to the importation 
of so large an amount of Spanish tobacco, as would have driven 
that of the colonists fromthe market. The earnest representations 
of tke colony on this subject caused an abandonment of the scheme ; 
but in return, the colony was obliged to excuse itself from a charge 
of trade with the Low Countries, and promise to trade only with 
England. But the king’s eagerness for the possession of this 
monopoly was not to be baflled thus. He made » formal proposi 
tion to the eclony for their exclusive trade, in much the same 
language as one tradesman would use to another: and desired 
that the General Asse mbly might be convened for the purpose of 
Mar. 26, 1698. Genera As ‘his proposition. The answer by the 

; General Assembly to this proposition is preserved. 
it sets forth in streng, but respectful language the injury which 
had been done the p Janters, | by the mere report of an intention to 
subject their trade to a Sade they state the rcasons for not 
engaging in the production of the other staples mentioned by 1 the 
king; and dissent from his proposition as to the purchase of their 
tobacco; demanding a higher price and better terms of admission, 
in exchange for the exclusive monopoly which he wished. 

In the mean time, the death of his father rendered it necessary 
1e@239 for Sir Prancis Wyatt te retura to Murcpe, to attend to his 
"~"* private affairs; and the king appointed Sir George Yeard- 
lev lis suc cessor. This was itself a yeh ett cuarantee of the 
political priv ileges of the colony ; as he had had the honor of ealling 
the first colonial assembly. But in addition to this, his powers 
were, like those of his pi redeéessor, limited to the executive au- 
therity exercised by the governor within five years last past. These 
ircumstances taken in connection with the express sanction 
given ce G iarles to the power of a legislative assembly, with re- 
card to lis profiered contract for tobacco, sufficiently prove that 
he had no design of interfering with the highly prized privilege of 
self-government enjoyed by the colonists: and fully justifies the 
Creneral Asse mbly in putting the most favera’le construction upon 
the king’s ambiguous words, announcing his determination to pre- 
serve inviolate all the “former interests” of Virginia, which oceur 
in his letter of 1627. 

Thus were those free principles established in Virginia, for 
which the mother country had to struggle for some time longer.

Much allowance is te nF mace for this trespass upon religious freedom before we at- 
tribute it te a wilful vio ne on of nutural liberty. The times and circumstances oaght to 
be considered. ‘Vhe ae fad crown into life while the violent struggles between the 
Romish and Protestant churches were yet nie. The ancient tyrann’ y and oppression 
ef the Holy See were youn fy ee in the memory of all; its cruelties and harsh ijutoleranee 
in England were recent; and yet continuing in the countries in which its votaries iad 

the control of the al government. ‘The hgbt of Protestantisrn itself was tie first 
dawn of religious freedom; and the thraidom in which mankind had been held by 
Catholic fetters for so many ages, was too terrible to risk the possibility y of their Roe 
quiving any authority in government. Evye-.witnesses ef the severities of Mary were 
xe alive i in England, and “doubt ess many of the colonists nad heard fearful relations ef 
the relivious s:utheriuys during her reign, prob: vbiy some had suftered in their own families: 
most of them had emigrated while the excitement ayainst the Papists was still raging 
th dipeland with is createst fury, and continually ker pt in action by the discovery, ¢ 
pretended ¢ discovery, of Popish plot 3 to obtain possession of the government. Was ‘ 
wonderful, then, that a colony which, with a remarkable uniformity of sentimeni, pro- 
fessed a different religion, should be jealous of a faith which soug ht } by every means in 
its power to obtain supreme control, and used that eentrol for the extermination, by the 
harshest means, of all other creeds ? 

The colony in Virginia was planted when the incestuous and monstrous ecnnection 
of ghurch and state had not been severed in any eivilized country on the globe; ata 
periscd when it would have been heresy to attempt such a divorce, beeause a required 
all the aid of the civil power to give meu sufficicut ireedota to “ profess, a by argn- 
Ment to maintain,” any other creed than one—and that one the creed of Moree. The 
anxiety of the British government upon this subject, so fur from being vunatur “al, was 
highiy jaudable, since all iis efforts were necessary to sustain its new-born power of 
professing its own creed.

neny a the first acts of their legislature relate to provision for the 
te . Glebe lands were early laid off, and livings provided. The 
GE iho were considered not as pious and charitable individuals, but 
as ofiicers of the state, bound to promote the true faith and sound 
morality, by authority of the community by which they were paid, 
and to which they were held responsible for the performance of their 
duty. Ihe very first act of Assembly which was passed, required 
that in every settlement in which t! ig peopie met te wership God, 
a house Bend be appropriated exclusively to that purpose, and

laws. In the acts of 1631-82, we find many acts conveying the 
idea advanced of ministers being considered public officers ; and 
churchwardens required to take an oath, to present offences 
against decency or morality, which made them ia effect censors 
of the public morals. In these acts, it is made the duty of minis- 
ters to teach children the Lord’s prayer, commandments, and H C 
articles of faith; also te attend all persons dangerously sick, 
instruct and comfort them in their distress; to keep Ue tan of 
christening, marriages, and deaths; and to preserve in themselves 
strict moral conduct, as an ddvancemient to religion and an ex- 
ample te others. W e tind, also, ea acts passed providing for 
the payment of ministers, until the session of 1657-58. wheu 
church and state seem to have been etlectually divo ‘ced ; for, 
though no act of religious freedom was passed, but all were still 
expected, rather than compelled, to conferm to the church of Ing- 
lard, yet the compulsory payment of ministers was abandoned, 
and all matters relating to the church were left entirely to the 
contro! of the people. : 

From the review which we have given of the religious condi- 
tion cf England and the colony, it must be manifest thai the ten- 
der of the cath of supremacy to Lord Baltimore, was not only 2 
religious but a civil duty in the council, which they could by no 
means have omitted, without a violation of their own oaths, laws, 
and charters. But if any further proof were necessary, to show 
that it flowed from this source, and not from a di isposition to rel 
gious intolerance—it is afforded by the liberal invitation given*in

many inhabitants, to meet 7th of May.” C Could as much aerate? 
deliberation, and publicity be given to action against a, tyrant wh 
had a! lready trod den liberty under foot ! or is a transport of ppt 
lar rege so slow in action? The next entry upon this subject is 
the following : “On. the.,28th, of, April, 1635, Sir John Harvey 
thrust ont of his government, and Capt. John West acts as gover- 
nor, till the king’s pleasure known.” It appears that before the 
Assembly met which was to have heard complaints egainst Har- 
vey, he agreed in council to go to England to answer them; and 
upon that, West was elected governor. 

How long West gov erned is uncertain; but it appears by a 
paper avin the records, that Harvey was governor again in Jan- 
uary, 16 It appears that Charles regarded the conduct of the 
colds 1S an unwarrantable piece of insolence. little short of trea- 
son, and would wot even hear them, lest the spectacle of so noble 
anexample might inflame the growing discontents in his own 
st om, which finally rose to such a pi iteh, as not only to take the 

same unwarrantable liberty of deposing him, but even laid violent 
han s upon his sacred person. He accordingly sent the commis- 
sioners home with their grievances untold, and conned was rein: 
stuted in Bis power W ithout undergoing even a trial. T HO e conduct 
of the colony appears to have been a salutary lesson to him, ana 
probably feared that for the next of (fence they would take 
ane into their own hands; for we hear no complaints of him 
during his adiministration, which expired in November, i639. Sir 
Francis Wyatt succeeded him. 

In 1634 the colony was divided into eight shires,* which we ere 
to be governed as the shires in England: leutenants were te be 
appointed in the same manner as in England, and it was their 
especial duty to pay attention to the war against the pes 
Sheriffs, sergeants, and bailitts, were also to be elected as in 1 
land. In 1628-9 commissions were issued to hold monthly cour 
in the different settlements, which was the ecrigin of our coun'y 
court system. 

At the first assembly which was held after the return of Wyatt 
several acts were passed, which, from the inattention of historians 
to the circumstances of the times, have received universal repro- 
bation, but which, wher properly considered, will be teund to »:

Sothe whole quantity made wou!d come te 1,500,000 tbs., without strinping and 
smoothing ; and the next two years 170 lbs. tobacco per poll, stripped and smoothed, was 
to be made, which would m: ake, in the whole, about 1.300.000 Tbs., and all crediters 
were to take 40 las. for a ht hay be » By a second sue it wes declared that “no man 
should be obliged to perform above half his covenants about freighiing tobaceo in 1639." 
Nothing cowl be more absurd than such acts at the present day, and hence they have 
been pronounced absurd at that time. But let us look to the circumstances. Bxcept 
the little tobacco made in the Nomer Isles, Virginia at that time hed the monopoly uf 
the English market. ‘The taste for tobacco was new, existed with few, and « could not 
be suldenly extended ; consequently the tonsi umptiou could not be increased: ia propor- 
tion to the increase of supply, but those who used it would obtain it at a price propor. 
tionably jess. Thus a superabundant supply so glutied the market as to reduce the 
afticle to a price ruinous to the planters. On the other hand, with those who had 
acquired a taste for tobacco, it was nearly indispensable, and if less than a usual crop 
was made, the demand enhanced the value of the remainder beyond that of the full 
crop; hence the propriety of burning half of the good tobacce. This secras to have 
been perceived, and we have seen no fault found with the first portion of the act; but 
the latier part, forcing creditors to teke less than their full dues, has been pronoun iced 
flagrantiy unjust. Bat if this had not been done, what would have been the condition 
of the planter ? If he had made 5 hundred pounds, and owed fifty, the burning and 
his creditor would deprive hin of his whole crop, while the creditor receiving the fifty 
pounds 2f its enhanced valuc, would veceive Mvie than duuvie wuat was duehim. “Ths 
weald have been highly oppressive to the debtor, and made the whole act redound en- 
lirely to the benefit of the creditor. Whereas, making him take forty pounds in the 
hundred, when that forty was enhanced to more than the value of the bundred, was no 
hardship. 

In the early stages of the colony, the planters wanted as comforts of life from Eng- 
jand, and not money, for money could purchase nothing in A cullen Ti would have been 

vasteful extravag hinge to have brought it. The Virginians had but one article of export, 
-—all trading vessels came for tobecca,---hence that would purchaae every thing, and 
hecamie, on that account, usefal to every man, and an article of cniversal dé esire, as 
money is in other countries, and hence the standard of cui and circulating medium of 
the colony. We find, when money first began to be introduced, as the kee pi ng accounts 
in tubaeco was inconvenient to the fortign merchants who caine to trade, am act was 
passed with the fellowing preamble -— Whereas it hath beeu the usual custom of 
merchants and others dealing intermutually in this colony, to make all bargains, con- 
tracts, and to keep all accounts in tobacco, and notin money,’ &c. It then goes on to enact 
that in future they should be kept in money, and that jn ali pleas and actions the value 
should be represented in money. This was in 1633. But it was found so inconveniont 
lo represent vaiue by an arbitrary standard, the representative of which did not exist mi 
the coloay, that another act was passed in January, (11, declaring that,—* Whiercas 
many and great. inconveniences ae daily arise by dealing for monev, He it evacted and 
confirmed by tae authority of this present Grand Assembly, thet all money-debts made 
since the 26th day of March, 1642, or which hereatter shall be imade, shall not 
pleadable or recoverable in any court of justice under thia government.” An exception 
was afterwards made in 1642-3, in favor of debts contracted for horses cr sheep, but 
money-debis generally were not even made recoverable again until 1656, We inns see 
that tobacco was the currency, and an excess as injurious as an over-issue of bank-paper 
depreviating itself in the market, or, in common parlance, causing every thing to rise 
We see, moreover, the cause of the excessive care taken in burnin: w bad tobacco, since 
that was as important to the uniformity of their currency as the ex xelusion cf counter- 
felts in a money currency. All the yrewings, censorsh) Ips, inspections, regulations of the 
smount te be cultivated by each planter, each hand,—the quantity te ho gathered from 
cach plant,—the re; gulations prescribed as to curing it,—are to be regarded more as mint 
aos than as rerulat ONS of agricultural industry. Indeed, we find the attempt

the cases, the debt is paid nominally, or in words, but not in value, whereay in Vir 
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pinia it was not paid nominally, as it had been contracted for 80 many pouniis of 
tobacco, but it was paid in fewer pounds, rendered of greater actual vs alue than ths 
debt would have amounted to if paid in pownds befere the burning of half the quantity 
made. 

Wyatt remained governor only for one er and a few months, 
when he — succeeded by Sir William Rerkele y: Historians who 
have not been aware of the intermediate adminisiration of Wyatt 
und have panes no complaint of Berkeley, have delighted to deck 
his character in the gayest colors, in contrast to the black charac. 
ter which they have drawn of Harv ey. There. can, be no, donbt 
that he was esteemed an accomplished and chivalfic gentleman}; 
out his secession brought no increase of political freedom to Vir 
ginia, and his commission did not differ from. those of his prede 
cessors. On the contrary, the instructions which he brotght, su 
far from granting new francl nises, imposed new, severe, and wn 

warranteble restrictions on the I berty of trade; Eeneland claiming 
that monopoly ef colonial commerce, which was ul ltimately enforce: 
ed by the navigation act, end which was a perpetual source of 


eoniention, witil all diferences were finally healed by the revo- 
lution.

that the oppression of the late company was quite extinguished. The governor prods 
bly receiver d some benefit from ihesé considerations, for he is praised for gy ae his i 
kent in an act in which he preferred the public freedom to nis particular profit A near 
vr approuch was made to the laws and customs of BK nels and ip proceedings of courts ait 
triais ef canses. Betrer regntutions were prescribed for dise ussing and deciding Jen 
titles. The bounds of parisies were more accurately ae sd. A. treaty with Ma 
land, opening the trade of the Cliesapeake, was matured; and peace with (he Undine 


confirined. Taxes were proportioned more to men’s estates aud abilities than te i 
nambers, by which the poor were much relieved, * but which through the sirangent> 
thereof could not but require much time and debating.”” “‘Vhey published a list of Ui’ 
acté in order to shoW to the colony that they bad not swerved from “the true intent 
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(heir kappy constitution,” whick required them to “ enact good and wholesome laws, 
and rectify and relieve such disorders and grievances as are incident to all states and re- 
publics; but that their late consultations would redound greatly to the benefit of the 
colony and their posterity.” In the conclusion of that list, they state, that the gracious 
inclination of his majesty, ever ready to protect them, aud now more particularly assi- 
rea to them, together with the concurrence of a happy Parhanent in Hoagland, were the 
motives which induced them to take this opportunity to‘ establish thetr liberties and 
priviloges, and seitle their estates, often before assaulted and threatened, and lately inva- 
ded by the corporation; and to prevent the future desigus of mionopolizers, contractors, 
und pre-emptors, ever usurping the benetit of their labors; aud they apprehended that no 
time could be misspent, or labor misplaced, in gaining a firm peace to themselves and 
posterity, and a future inimunity and ezse to themselves from taxes and impositions, 
which they expected te be the fruits of their endewvars.” 

The Indians had been driven back, and weakened by a perpet- 
ual succession of hostilities, from the time of the great massacre, 
until the year 1644. During the latter years of this period, we 
have little account of their proceedings, but the rapid increase of 
the settlements had driven them from the rich borders of the 
rivers in the lewer country, higher into the interior, and the new 
grants were every day driving them still farther from the homes 
of their fathers. This incessant warfare, while it weakened thon 
1644, 28% nation, had increased their cunning aad skill in par-

tisan warfare. Opechancanouch, though now so old that 
he had to be carried in a litter, and so feebie that he could not 
raise his eyelids without assistance, still retained sufficient streng!': 
of mind te embody a combination of the various tribes under his 
control, and make a sudden and violent attack upon many of the 


frontier settlements at once. Little is known of the circumstances

attending this second great massacre. An act of Assembly o: 
1645, making the eighteenth day ef April a holiday and day of 
thanksgiving, for escape from the Indians, marks the period of the 
massacre. Other evidence makes the number of their victims 
three huindred.* The precautions which the whites had been 
taught to take by the previous massacre, in trading with them only 
af particular places, in always going armed, in never admitting 
them to the same familiarity, ctfectually prevented them, with all 
their caution in approach, and violence of attack, from commitiniy 
as great slaughter as they had upon the former eccasion. The 
whites do not seem to have been stricken with a panic now as for- 
merly, but quickly sallied upon their assailants, and drove them 
back se rapidly that their vencrabie chieftain himsclt 5 i

ley, at the head of a squadron of light cavalry. Tle was 1e¢ 
to Jamestown, and manifested, in fis imprisonment, the same 
haughty dignity which had always distinguished him.

The only subject 
which calied oe any snow of regret from him was a flash of an- 
ory indignation, at being exposed in his dying hours to the idje and 
curious gaze of his enemies. 

So litiie regard was now paid to the Indian hostilities, that, on 
the following June, Sir William berkeley sailed for England. and 
the council elected Richard emp to occupy his post until his re- 
turn. In the mean time, the warfare with the Indians continued 
without remission. [t appears by an act ef the latter part of the 
year 1644, that many of the inhabitants, probably on the frontiers, 
had been collected in large bodies; but leave was then given them 
to dispose of themselves “for their best advantage and conve- 
nience, provided that in places of danger there should not be less 
than ten men allowed to settle.” 

sir William Berkeley again took possession of his government 

an in June, 1WGAbn ; and in the following year a treaty of 

Oct. 5, 1646. 
peace was concluded with the Indians, by which 
Necotowance, the successor of Opechaneanough. ackn owledged 
that he held ie kingdom of the crown of England, and agreed 
that his successors should be a app yointed or confirmed by the king’s 
governor; on hs other hand, the Assembly, on behalf of the cold- 
By , undertook to protect him against rebels and ail enemies what- 
oever. In this treaty, the Indians were permitted to dweil on the 
oe ide ef York River, but ceded to the whites all the country 
from the falls of the James and York to the b bay, forever; and any 
Indian coming upon that territory was to sutter death, unless he 
bore the badge of a messenger. The Indians were also to surren- 
der all prisoners, negroes, ‘and arms taken. Other articles ee 
added, prescribing the form of intercourse. Thus were the abo- 
rigines at length finally exeluded from their father-land, leaving 
no monument of their having existed, save the names of the wa- 
ters and mountains, and the barrows containing the ashes of their 

ancestors.* 

Thus the cclony of Virginia acquired the management of all its 
concerns; war was levied, and peace concluded, and te rritory ac 
quired, in conformity to the acts of the representatives of tne neo- 
ple; while the people of the mother country had Just avgnired 
these privileges, after a long and bloody conflict with their former 
sovereign. Possessed of security and quiet, abundance of land. a 
free market for their staple, and, practically, all the rights of 
independent state—having England for its guardian against for- 
eign oppression, rather than its ruler-—the colonists enjoyed all the 
prosperity which a virgin soil, equal laws, and egies Sas a

by its own enactment, prohibited all intercourse swith Virzinia’ till 
ihe supremacy of the commonwealth shouid be oe ——al- 
though the order, when it was found to be injurious to eormmerce, 
was “promptly repealed, even while royalty still flourished at 
Jamestown. 

A powerful fleet, with a considerable body of land forces on 
board, sent out to bring the colonies to submission, having subdued 
Barbadoes and Antieua, east anchor before Jamestown, Sie Wil- 
liarn Berkeley and his hardy colonists had not been inaetive: the 
growing strength of vs coiony had recently heen increased by the 
acquisition oe many veteran eavaliers trom the king’s army, and it 
ROW PRESCI ted no contemptible force. Several Dutch shi ips shiek 
Were ying in the river, and which. as tradi: if contrary to th 
prohibition of Parliament, were armed, to provide against surprise 
by the commonwealth's fleets, were also pressed into service 
This show of resistance induced the commissioners of Parliament 
to hesitate, before they attempted to reduce the colony to obedience 
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by force, and to offer them fair and honorable terins of submission. 
The terms oilered being such as completely satisfied the Virgini- 
ans that their freedom was to be preserved inviolate, and their 
present happy constitution guarantied, while they Were to sufler 
nothing tor Noni conduct, they readily acquiesced, since they gained 
all by such a surrender which they could eflect by the most successful 
warfare. It ay ypears that they never anticipated any thing more 


rt 


than the pr esokbation of their own liberties from wanton violation 
from the new and untried power which now held the reins of 
government in Iingland, and could searcely have been mad 

enough to hope to effect any thing favorable to the king by their 
resistance. 


The articles of surrender are concluded between the commissioners of the comron- 
wealth, and the council of state and Grand Assembly of Virginia, as equal treating with 
equal. It secures— 

ist. ‘That this should be considered a yoluntary act, not forced er constramed by a 
cenquest upon the country ; and that the colonists should have and enioy such freedoms 
and privileges as belong to the freeborn people of England. 

QAly, ‘Fhat the Grand Assembly. as formerly, should convene and transect the affairs 
of Virginia, doing nothing contrary to the aaaieiia of the commonwealth or laws of 
England. 

ddiy. That there should be a full and total remission of ail acts, werds, or writings 
against the Parliament. 
4thiy. That Vi ing ,ia should have her anciont bounds and limits, granted by the eliar- 


ters of the former kines, and that a new charter was to be sought {rom Parliament to 


that effect, ageinst such as had trespassed upon their ancient rights. ['This clause 
world seem to fe ained at some of the neighboring colonies. } 
Sthiy. Phat all patents of land under the seal of the colony, granted by the governer, 


shoul ld remain in full force. 
bthly. That the privilege of fifty acres of land for every person emigrating to the 
colony, age remain in full force. 

7thly. That the people of Virginia have free trade, as the people of England enjoy, 
with all places and nations, according to the laws ef the commonwealth; and that 
Virginia should enjoy equal privileges, m every respect, with any other colony in 
America. 

€thly. That Virginia should be free from all taxes, c customs, and inpositicns whatse- 
BVEF 5 and that none shoutd be apeses upon them without the consent of their Grand 
Assembiy ; and no forts or eastles be erected, or garrison maintained, without tieir com 
sent. 

Sthly. ‘That no charge should be required from the ceuatry on account ef the expense 
incurred in the present ‘fleet, 

l0thly. That this agreement should be teadered to all persons. end that such es saeuld 
refuse to subscribe to it, should have a year’s time to remove themselves snd cilects frosis 
Virginia, and in the mean time enjoy equal justice. 

The remaining articles were of less importance. This was followed by a aepe le 
mental treaty, for the benefit of the governor and council, and suca soldiers as had 
served against the cammonwealth in England,—allowing them the mest he Srable 
terms. 


If this was a conquest, happy would it be for most colonies to 
be conauered. very privilege was secured which conid possibly 
he asked. and the sees oi the eolony were established mare 
thoroughly than they had ever been; and the conauest was oaly 
less favorable to Virginia than her declaration of independence, 
by having her rights depending upon the pledged faith af another 
nation, instead of having them entirely under her own couiret. 
The correspondence between the rights naw secured, and the rights 
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mentioned in the Declaration of Independence as violated by the 
British king, is remarkable. 

All matters were thus happily and amicably fle tio: and, 2s 
sur William Berkeley was too loyal a subject to be willing totake 
fice under Parhament, Richard Bennett, one of the conimissioners, 
was elected governor. A council was also elected, with powers 
to act in Fegan to the instructions they should receive from the 
Parliament. the known law of England, and the Acts of Assembly, 
and such other powers as the Assembly should think proper from 
time to time to give them. It was declared, at the same session, 
that it was best that officers should be elected by the Burgesses, 
“ the representatives of the people ;” and atter discussion upon the 
propriety of allowing the governor and council to be members ot 
the Assembly, it was determined that they might, by taking the 
same oath which was taken by the Burgesses. The Assem! bly 

thus tan no written constitution as their cuide, took upon them- 
selves the office of a convention of the people, and granted or re- 
sumed powers as it might seem best for ve rood of the country. 

The whites and the remnants of the neighboring Indian tribes 
continued to be upon good terms, and the latter were kindly and 
humanely treated -by the guardian care of the Assembly. A slight 
irruption of the Rappahannocks seems to have been soon termi- 
nated. But anew scene in the history of the colony now present- 
ed itself The Rechahecrians, a tierce and warlike tribe, came 
down a the mountains, and took up a strong position on the 
fails of James River, with six or seven hundred Warriors, This 
excited no little uneasiness, as it had been very difficuit to extir- 
pate the Indians who had formerly possessed the spot. The first 
expedition against them failed; a new one was prepared, and 
the subject Indians being called upon tor aid, furnished a hundred 
warriors, most of whom, with t! heir chief, Totepotomo}, fell fighting

When bennett retired from office, and the Assembly elected Vid. 
Vee al ies ™ ard Digges his successor, tue commissioners oc! 

the commonwealth had. litile to do with contrel- 
ling the destinies of Virginia, but were engaged in settling the 
affairs and adjusting the boundaries of Maryland. 

Tbe Assembly reciting the articles of agreement with the com- 
Mitek’ 13, 1638. missioners of Parliament, which admitted that 

the election of all officers ot the colony apper- 
tained to the Burgesses, the representatives of the people pro- 
éeeded to the plop aor of a governor and council until the next 
Assembly ; and the choice fell upon “worthy Sameel Aes ies 
an old pla ater, of nearly forty years standiny,—a most deservi 
ecommouwealth’s man, who kept a good house, lived bravely, ane 
was @ true lover of Virginia. ‘ tat this worlhy old centier an 
seems to have conceived higher ideas of his powers than the As- 
sembly was willing te aliow. The Assembly had determined not 
to dissolve itself, but only to adjourn until the first of November

They then proceeded with their ordinary business, making, how- 
ever, one important change in the constitution—which was, to 
require that all propositions and laws presented by a committee 
should be first discussed by the House of Burgesses ia private, 
before the admission of the governor and council. The governor 
and council, on the first of April, sent a message declaring that 
they thought fit then to dissolve the Assembly, and requiring the 
speaker to dismiss the Burgesses. ‘To this the Assembly returned 
for answer, that the act was illegal, and without precedent, aud 
requested a revocation of it, as they expected speedily to finish 
their business. The house then declared, that any member who 
should depart should be censured, as betraying the trast reposed 
in him by his country ; and that the remainder should act in all 
things, and to ail intents and purposes, as an entire house; that 
the speak cer should sign nothing without the consent of a majority 
of the house, and that the members should take an oath not to 
disclose the acts or debates of that body. The governor replied - 
to tne communication from the house, that he was willing that the 
house should conclude its business specdily, and refer the dispute 
as to the legality of his power to dissolve, to the decision of the 
Lord Protector. ‘The house unanimous ly decided this answer to 
be unsatisfactory, expressed an earnest desire that public business 
micht be soon disp satched, and requested the governor and council 
to declare the house undissolved, in order that # speedy period 
might be put to public : aifairs. In reply to this, the governor and 
council revoked the order of dissolu! ion, upon their promise of a 
speedy conclusion, and again relerred the matte r of disputed right 
to the Lord Protector. The house, still unsatisfied with this an- 
swer, appointed a committee to draw up a report in vindication 
of the conduct of the Assembly, and in support of its power. in 
the report. the Burgesses declare that they have in themselves full 
power of election and appointment of all officers in the country, 
until they should have an order to the contrary trom the supreme 
power in England ; that the house of Burgesses, the representa- 
tives of the people, were not dissolvable by any power yes extant 
in Virginia, except their own; that the former election of gover- 
nor and council was null, and that, in future, no ene snould be ad- 
mitted a counsellor unless he was nominated, appointed, and con- 
firmed by the house of Burgesses. 

They then directed an order to the sheriff of James City coun- 
ty, who was their sergeant-at-arms, that he should execute ne wa 
rant, precept, or command, directed to him by any other power or 
pike than the Speaker of the louse. They then ordered, that 
“as the supreme power of the country of Virginia had been de- 

slared resident in the Burgesses,” the secretary of state should be 
required to deliver up the public records to the speaker. An cath 
was prescribed for the governor and council to take, and the same 
governor was eiected and most of the same council. ‘Thus were 
all difficulties adjusted, and popular sovereignty tuily established

“Hee the death of Cromwell, the House of Bargesses utiani- 
eh has. mously recognised his sen Richard, and adopted A 
address praying z a confirmation of their former priv- 
ileges, In which address the governor was required to join, after 
solemnly acknowledging, in the presence of the whole Assemb ly, 
that the supreme power of electing officers was, by the present 
laws, resident in the Grand Assembly ; which was alleged to be 
required for this reason, that what was their privilege now might 
belong to their posterity hereafter. 
Matthews died, leaving the colony of Virginia without a gover- 
March, 1660. 2° about the same time that the resignation of 
tichard Cromwell iett ingland without a head.

ny the suspension of the reyal government in England, Virginia attained uu- 
limited oe of commerce, which they regulated by independent laws. The ordinance 
of 1050 was rendered void by the act of capitulation; the navigation act of Cromwell 
was not designed for her oppression, and was not enforced within her borders. Only 
one confiscation appears to have taken place, and that was entirely by the e authority of 
the Grand Assembly. he war between England and Holland ne cossarily inte rrupte rd 
the intercourse of the Dutch with the English colonies; but, if after the fe aty of peace 
the trade was considered contraband, the ‘English restrictions were entirely disre garded, 


--- Cormiissioners were sentio England to undeccive Cremwell with regard io the 


sR course Virginia had taken with reference to the Bede of Maryland, with 
regard to whica he had heen misinformed; endto present a remonstrance demanding 
unlinited freedom of trade’; which, it appears, was not refused, for some montlis before 
the Protector’s death, tie Virginiaus invited the ** Dutch and all foreigners” te trade with 
them on payment of no higher duty than that which was levied on such English vessels 
as were bound for a foreign port. Proposals of peace and commerce be: ween New- 
Netherland and Virginia were discussed without scruple by the respective colonial gev- 
ernments ; and at Jast a special statute of Virgiiia extended to every Christian nation, 
in amity with England, a promise of liberty of trade and equal justice.

‘Thus Virginia 
stablished Hpon her soil the supremacy oft the popular branch, the 
one of trade, the independence of religious societies, the secu- 
rity from foreign ta xation, and the universal elective franchise. [tf 
in the following years she departed trom either of these principles, 
and yielded a reluctant consent to change, it was from the influ- 
ence of foreign authority. Virginia had herself established a 
nearly independent democracy. Prosperity advanced with free- 
dom; dreams of new staples and infinite wealth were indulged ; 
while the population ef Virginia at the epoch of the restoration 
may have been about thirty thousand. Many of the recent emi- 
grants had been royalists in HKnegland, good officers in the war, 
men of education, of property, and of condition. But the waters 
of the Atlantic divided them from the political strifes of a 
their industry was employed in making the best advantage of the 
plantations ; the interests and liberties of Vi irginia, the land which 
they adopted as their country, were dearer to them than the mo- 
narchical principles which they had espoused in England; and 
therefore no bitterness could exist between the partisans of the 
stuarts and the friends of republican liberty. Virginia had long 
been the home of its inhabitants—* Among many other blessings,” 
said their statute-book, “God Almighty hath vouchsafed increase 
of children to this colony; who are now multiplied to a consider- 


able number;” and the huts in the wilderness were as full as ihe 


birds’ nests of the woods. 

Tbe genial climate and transparent atmosphere delighted those 
who had come from the denser air of En: oland. Every object in 
nature was new and wondertul. 

The hospitality of the Virginians became proverbial. Labor 
was valuable; land was cheap : ; competence promptly followed 
industry. There was no need of ascrambie; abundance gushed 
from the earth for all. The morasses were alive with water-iow! ; 
the forests were nimble with game; the woods rustled with covies 
of quails and wild turkeys, while they sung with the merry notes 
of the singing birds; and hogs, swarming like everinin, ran at large 
in troops. It was “the best poor man’s country in the werid.” 
“If a lappy peace be settled in poor [ngland,” it had been said, 
“then they in Virginia shall be as happy a people as any under 
heaven.” But plenty encouraged indolence. Nodemestic manu- 
factures were established; every thing was imported from England. 
The chief branch of industry, for the purpose of exchanges, was 
tobacco planting; and the spirit of invention was enfeebled by the 
uniformity of pursuit.

As Virginia he ad pg lek > her spo a government substan- 
tially free, the political changes in Ein ola d eould have little effect 
upon her repose, provided no ation ht Was aaa interfere with 
the freedom of her trades, or her local governme she seemed 
content to be’ under the protection, rather than eine of what- 
ever power the people of England thought proper to place at 
head of afta: ws, provided that power did not seck to extend 
conceded authority. In this mood she had adhered to Charl 
until the Parliament, by ifs commissi aah promised a preserva- 
tion of all her privileges; she acknowledged Cromwell upon a 
similar promise, and his son Richard under the sanie idea; upon 
his resignation she held herself aloof, thus proving how periect 


and how indepen dent was her own local government, until the

voice of England should declare who should rule; and upon the 
accession of ae tles if, she gave in her allegiance to him. As in 


ail these British changes she remained unconcerned and unmoved, 
so the last caused neither extraordinary joy nor regret. The colo- 
nists, thus free from external sources 6 uneasiness, preceeded to 
legislate npon internal matters; providing rewards for the en- 
couragement of silk and other staples; negotiating with Carclina 
and Maryland for the adoption of uniform measures for the im- 
prov ement of tobacco, and diminishing its quantity; and provid- 
ing for the erection of public buildings, the improvement of James- 
town, and other subjects of ceneral ut tility. 
While the ae ha sts Were proceeding in this use 
foc hay red. by the intelli Hisenice of the re- 
O1 Une ‘nt seaplavid AC, odious with new prec hibitions: and 
armed with new pe naities. The Virginians had long enjoyed a 
very benelicial trade with wn countries besides Ungiand, and 


had early perceived its advantages, often urging the propriety of 
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its continuance, and contending that “freedom of trade was the 
life of a commonweaith.” But the object of the navigation act 
was to confine its trade exclusively to England, ior the euccurage- 
ment of English shipping, and the emolument of English merchants, 
as weil as the promotic m. of the king’s revenu : with ont regard to 
the gross injury done to the a by depiiving her of the benefit 
of competition in her harbors. The colony remonstrated in vain, 
and continued boldly her trade with all such foreigners as would 
venture to encounter the risk of being taken by the fnglish erui- 
sers, and encountering the a of the act. 

Jt appears to have been for some time the practice to send felons 
and other obnoxious persons to the colony, to expiate their offences 
by serving the planters for a term of vears. At the restoration 
many of the veteran soldiers of Cromwell, to whom it was antici- 
pated the return of the encien régime would not be particularly 
la AS a were Shipped to Virginia to work off their spicen in the 

cultivation of tobacco. It appears that this new business was not 
as agreeable to them as they had found the psalm-singing and 
plundering of the royalists, under the command of their devout 
leaders : und they accordingly quickly organized an insurrection, 
by the operation of which ‘they were to change places with such 
of their masters as were left alive by the provess. But this out- 
breaking, whieh seems to have been well planned and extensively 
organized, was prevented by the compuunctien of one of their asse- 
elates, whe disclosed the w hole affair to the governor the evening 
before it was to have gone into efiect; and adequate means were 
Feb. 13 taken to prevent the design. Tour of the conspirators 

were executed. But tnis evil of importing jazl-birds, as 
they were called, increased to such an extent that it was prohib 
ited by the General Court, in 1670, under severe penaities. 

The increase in the amount of tobacco raised by the increase of 
Jane 5, 1666. the colony and the setilement of Marvland and 

Carolina, tar outstripped the inehease of taste for it, 
rapid as that was, and caused such a glut of the commodity that 
its price fell to an amount utterly ruinous to the planter. In this 
the exclusive privilege of purchase which England enjoyed, not- 
withstanding the extensive contraband trade, no doubt eels 
contributed: but this the planters could not preveut, and thei 
only remaining resource was in diminishing the amount cf ets 

raised. To eflect this various schemes had been devised, but they 
were all liable to be evaded, and were, if successful, too partial 
in their npETAtion to effect the object desired. Nothing could be 
efficient, short of a total cessaiton from planting for one year, and 
this was at last accomplisned after long negetiations with Mary- 
land and Carolina. 

Many other staples had been reeommended from time te time to- 
the platters, and even encouraged by box nties and rewards, ana 
this year, it was thought, would give them mere leisure to atten Tt 
to the subject. But it is not probable that many engaged in the 
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ecupations preposed, which required the investment of capital, 
ihe acquisition of skill, and the aid of time to render them profit- 
abie; and the year’s leisure only served to increase the growing 
disconient, especially as towards its end Maryland began to be 
suspected of bad faith. 

There were other causes of discontent which probably prevailed 
between diferent classes of society. Loud complaint was made 
of the manner in which taxes were levied, entirely on persens 
witheut regard to property, which, as there must have been a very 
large class of poor iree persons now existing, from the frequent 
emancipation, and expiration ef the terms of those who came over 
as servants, besides those who were free but poor when they came 
tc the country, must have created considerable excitement. An 
effort was made te remedy this evil by laying a tax on property, 
but ineflectually ; the only result being a ‘small export duty on to- 
bacco, in aid of the ceneral revenue. 

While the taxes bore thns hard upon the poorer portion of the 
community, they also had just Hs eet to complain of exclusion 
from the right of suffrage by an act of 1670, and froin the Legis- 
lature, to which none but treeholders could be chosen; as well as 
ot the enormous pay which the Burgesses appropriated to them- 
selves, of one hundred and fifty pounds ef tobacco per diem, and 
one hundred for their horses and servants. ‘The forts were also 
complained of as a source of heavy expenditure, without any 


benetit ; their chief use, inceed, being rather injurious, as they kept 
oif traders who violated the navigation acts, 
But these evils in domestic legislation were trivial, com ipared 


with those produced by the erinunal prodigality of Charles, who 
wantonly made exorbitant grants to his favorites of large tracis 
of lands, without a knowledge of localities, and consequently with- 
out regard to the claims or even the settlements of others. To 
cap the climax of royal rnunificeace, the gay monarch, in, perhaps. 
a merry mood, granted to Lords Cul PSpe and Ariington the whole 
colony of Virginia, for late years, with privileges effectually 
royal as far as the colony was concerned, only reserving some 
mark of homage to himself. This might be considered court, 
perhaps, as a small bounty to a faverite, but was taken in a very 
serious light by the forty thousand people thus uneeremonious ly 
transferred. The Assembly, in its extravagance, only tock from 
them a great proportion of their profits; bat the king was filchine 
their capital, their lands, and their homes, which they had inherited 
from their fathers, or laboriously acquired by their own strenuous 
exertion. 
The Legislature sent three deputies to England, to remonstrate 
ith the king against these igerabic grants, to endeavor ta pro- 
cure his assent to some charter which might secure them agains? 
such impositions for the future; and if they should fail in the firs: 
of these objects, to endeavor te buy out the righis of the patentees. 
‘lo bear the expense cf these three deputies, Mr. Ludwell, Mr. 
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Morryson, and Mr. Smith, the enormous annual tax of fifty pounds 
of tobacco was laid upon every titheable person for two years, 
which, though it was for a popular object, was considered as of 
itself an He ilerable grievance, at which we cannot wonder when 
we reflect that many who had to pay this tax did not own_a foot 
of land. The amount can only be accounted for, by supposing 
much of it was to be used as secret service money, with such of 
his majesty’s minions as could enly see justice through a golden 
meadium. : 

These deputies exerted themselves with remarkable success, 
and procured from the king an order for a charter, precisely in 
conformity to the petition which they presented, and providing 
against the grievances of which they complained ; especially 
grants from the crown without information from the governor and 
council in Virginia that such grants would be of no injury; de- 
pendence immediately upon the crown of England, and not on 
any subfeudatory; and exemption trom taxation ithiut consent 
ofthe Grand Assembly. His inajesty ordered the solicitor-general 
and attorney-general to prepare a bill embodying these and thie 
other matters embraced in their petition, in due legal form, lor his 
signature 3 but the matter, notwithstanding the most assiduous 
attention of the deputies, was so long del ayed in going through 
the official forms that it was finally stopped, before its completion, 
in the Hanape er office, by the news of Bacon’s Rebellion. 

Soon afier the deputies left Virginia, the ditticulties of the colony 
had been increased by the addition of an Indian war, which, ale 
though not now, as formerly, 4 maiter causing danger of destruction 
to the whole colony, and requiring ail its strength to repel it, was 
yet a subject of great terror and annoyance to the frontier. 


A standing army of five hundred men, ene-fourth of which was . 


to consist of cavalry. was raised by the Legislature, 

and every provisien made for their support and regu- 
lation; but eae it Was raised. and in a complete state of prepa- 
ration to march against the Indians, it was suddent y dis banded by 
the governor without any apparent cause. This was followed by 
earnest petitions to the governor from various quarters of the coun- 
try, to grant a commission to. some person to chastise the Indians, 
the petitioners offering to serve in the expedition at their own ex- 
pense. This reasonable request was refused, and the people, sce- 
ing their country left defenceless to the inroads of a savage ior. 
Weertbled of themselves in their primary capacity, in virtue of 
their right of self-defence, to march against the enerny. Jhey 
chose for their leader Nathaniel Bacon. Juuor, a young gventleman 
of Lignly respectable family and education, who, although he had 
returned to Virginia but three vears betore, from the completion 
of his studies in England, had already rex ceived the honor of & 
colonels rank in the militia, and aseat is the Legislature for Hen- 
rica, in Which county his estate luy,—exposed by its situation to 
the fury of the Indians. ile stood high in the colony, and was 
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for sucu an enterprise. Afier Bacon had been selected. bv (iis 
volunteer army as their leader, his first step was to a pply to the 
covernor for a commission, in le sr, if possible, to have the sanc- 
tion of the les aA authorities fer his eonduct. The governor 
evaded this rational and respectful request, by saving that he could 
not decide upon so important a matter ecw his council, which 
he summaned to ans af the same time artfully hinting to Ba- 
con the injury which he might probably do if meself by persevering 


in his course. Bacen dis spatched messengers to here estowi to 


receive the commission, which he did net doubt weuld be ult’- 
mately granted; and as public impatience would not abide the 
dilatory proceedings of the governor, and he was probably net- 
tied at the insinuations addressed to his sellishnesxs, in the gov- 
ernors communication,g—he proceeded on his expedition, authorty- 
ed only by the will ef the people, the danger of the country, 
and the anxious oh of those who trusted their lives to lis 
control. 

Sir Wilham Berkeley, (whose conduct, notwithstanding tbe 
high encomiums bestowed upon him, scems to have been m: larked 
in ‘ordinary times enly by a haughty condescension, which in hs 
excellency was called suavity of manners, and in those times of 
difficutiy, “by vacillating imbecility,) alter temporizing in the m 
conciliating manner with Bacon until his departure, now cenounc- 
ed him and his followers as rmutineers and traitors, for daring te 
defend their eoumng aiter his excellency had refused them a cors- 
mission; and gethering together such forces as he could ecllect. 
consisting prince ipally of the wealt hy aristocrats in the settled 
country, Who probably liked the mode of taxation which wus 
least injurious to them, and who suflered little from Indian ineur- 
sions upon the frentier, he marched to put down the rebellions 
troops. He had not proceeded further than the falls of James 
River, when he received inielligence of a rising ia the neighbor- 
nood of Jamestown of a more formidable nature than Bacon's, 
which compelled him to retreat and take care ef aflairs at home. 
This new ebuilition of feeling was headed by Ingram and Walk- 
late. and was probably produced by the indignation of the common 
people at the absurd conduct of the governor in first r refusing a 
commission te Bacon, and then marching to destroy him, while 
engaged in so useful an occupation. Be this as it may, we find 
them insisting upon dismantling the forts, which were intolerably 
oppressive, Without producing any good effect against aun enemy 
Whose progiess was by stealth, whese onset was sudden an 
furious, and whose retreat was immediate. Against such an en- 
eMmV active operations in the Held were re: quire: i, and the teh 
prosecution of the war in his own country. The forts, pro hahiy 
were regarded by the poor as instruments of power in the bands 
of the rich; which they kept ap by oppressive. acts, while thes 
took mewsures to put down Bacon's S operations, which constituscd 
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the only hope which the people had for protection. ‘The governor 
was obliged to yield to the storm. The forts were ordered to be 
dismantled, and the obnoxious assembly was disseived, and writs 
issued for a new election, in which, for the first time, freemen, as 
rereaneal from ireehoiders, were elected. 

In the mean time, Bacon had been very successful! in defeating 
the indians, destroying their towns, and taking them captive: and 
was returning leisurely to Jamestown when he heard of the 
revolution there. ‘This Bees him to leave his little army, and. 
with a few followers, embark tor Jamestown; but he was taken 
on his voyage by Gardiner, sci was cruising to intercept him, ard 
sent a prisoner to the governor. Bacon had been elected a mem- 
ber fer Henrico in the new legislature, and was pardoned and per- 
mitted to take his seat upon his confessing the impropriety and 
disobedience of his conduct, praying pardon of the oe eek and 
promising future obedience. Credible report says, that he was 
induced to make this full and humiliating acknow foeaeae upon 
B promise by the governor, not only of pardon, but of a eammis- 
slon : and, indeed, without supposing it the result of a compro- 
mise, it is difficult to account either for this act or his oils quent 

conduct. The causes which induced his next step are not suff - 

ciently explained by the historians of the times, but it was proba- 
bly preduced by the solicitations of his friends in the legislature, 
who found that they could gain no redress of grievances. He 
collected troops in the country, and marched to “Jamestown ; he 
surrounded the state house with his enraged soldiers, lemanding a 
commission tor him; which, by the earnest solicitation of tbe 
council and assembly, was at length obtained from the governor, 
together with a full act of indemnity for his present conduct, and 
a letter, highly applauding his designs and his proceedings, ad- 
dressed to the ‘king, and signed by the burgesses, the council, and 
the governor. 

Thas relieved from all former sources of fear, and provided 
against fature contingencies, Bacon again sallied forth towards the 
irontier. But the governor had not long been relieved from his 
presence before he dissolved the assembly, and retiring into Glov- 
cester, again declared Bacon a rebel, and his army traitors, and 
raised the standard of opposition. Upon being informed of this, 
Bacon immediately jell back by forced marches upon Gloucester, 
aud compeiled his puissant excellency to retreat with precipitation 
to Accomac. This county was at that time considered as a distinct 
Re arikeny although under the control of Virginia, and Bacon, taking 
advantage of this against an unpopular governor, called a eon- 
vention for the purpose of settling the government, declaring that 
the governor had abdicated. 'T his convention met at Middle Plan. 
tation on the 84 of August, 1076, and declared that the govern- 
ment was vacant by the abdication of Sir William Berkeley, and 
that, by invariable usage, the council or the people might fill the 
vacancy until the king’s pleasure should be known. Writs were

then issued by five* members of the council for a new election of 
burgesses Th he convention next declared Sir William Berkeley 


yulity of aiding and abetting certain evil disposed persons in 
fomenting and stirring up aver people t o civil war; and that they 
would aid in decent ering all such evil disposed persons, aud op- 
posing their oe until the king be ially informed of the state of 
the ease; and that they would aid Bacon and his army against the 

common enemy, and in suppressing the horrid outrages and mur- 
ders daily co: mmitted by them. 

Bacon having now provided a regular government for the coun- 
try. proceeded once more against the Indians, who had formed a 
confederacy and gained several advantages since his retreat. He 
ess red the Pamunky, Chickahominy, and Mattaponi towns 
and their corn, in retaliation of the late excesses. ‘The Indians 
retreated before him, with occasional skirmishes, until they reach- 
ed their place of general rendezvous near the falis of James River. 
lic there found their whole foree posted on an eminence over- 
hanging a stream, which, from the sanguinary nature of the con- 
flict, has been since called Bloody Run. They were protected by 
a stockade fort. sbi ch was stormed by the impc stuous ardor of 
Bacon and his followers, who made er oat slaughter among them, 
encumbered as hie y were With their old men, women, and einildnetnt 


in the mean time, Berkeley had not met with ihat Warm recep- 
tion which he had anticipated among the loyalists of Accomac; 
but, on the tis hand, hevhad been oe ed with a strong and 
spirited remonstrance against the objectionable acts sue Parhament, 
and a requisition that they should be suspended, at least so far as 
regarded ‘ato rtion of the coun itny. ow the matter’ termi: 


nated we are a informed. 
it governor was not allowed to remain undisturbed in Acco- 
til he could again succeed in raising 2 force which might 
e. Bacon's party was in Possession of all the vessels 
in the colony. 2 vad two of nis friends, Giles Bland and William 
Carver, went with their force to cut off supplies from the governor, 
or, as his flee surmised, to surprise him. But if such was their 
object they were defeated, for Captain Larimore, from whom one 
of the vessels had been taken, gave intimation to the Sovernor s 
friends that he would betray his vessel into the hands of a party 
Sulliciently strong to keep possession. The proposal was acceded 
to, and at ‘midnight six and twenty men, obeying Larimore’s signal, 
were along side val his aakp and had possession almost before the 
crew were aroused from their slumbers; the other vessels were 
then eusily taken. Thos, Sir William. finding himself in posses- 
sion of the whole naval force of the colony, while Bacon was 
‘on his expedition against the Indians, he collected together 
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Parke, vol. IT, p. 179, seys, “by Bacon and four other members of the council,’ 

but the me ‘yale of the council was Nathauiel Bacon, sen., and the general was Na 
thaniel Bacon, jun. delegate for He nrico.—-Hening, vol. [L. p. 524-5. 
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a force of some six hundred men, consisting mostly of aristocratic 
gentlemen and their scrvile dependents, and took possession once 
more of Jamestown. As usual, his first act in returning to power, 
was to disavow his acis in favor ef Bacon as made ginder duress, 
and again to declare him a rebel, and his soldiers traitors. 

Bacon was on his return from his successful campaign when 
this news reached him: most of his tollowers had dispersed, but 
he hastened on with the remainder, witheut regard to their 
fatigues in the recent campaign. Ue arrived before Jamestown 
late: in the evening, fired his artillery and sounded a defiance, and 
then coolly dismounted and laid off his trenches. His men that 
very night, by the aid of trees, earth, and brushwood, formed 
tolerable breastwork, and the next morning advanced to the pali- 
sadoes of the town, and fired upon the guard, without loss. Sir 
William Berkeley, well knowing that time would increase the 
force of his adversary, while it diminished his own, next resolved 
to try the effects of a sally; and some of his men at first behaved 
with some show of courage, but the whole body soon retreated in 
disorder before the weil-directed fire of Bacon’s men, leaving their 
drum and their dead as trophies to the victors. Bacon would not 
allow the victory to be followed a as it would have placed his 
men under the range of the guns of the shipping. To prevent the 
use which might be made by aa auxiliary, he planted several 
great guns so as to bear on the ships, which served also to alarm, 
thouch they could not annoy the town. 

Now the marked difference which existed between the charac- 
ter of Bacon’s troops and those of the governer was exhibited, 
and that, too, in a manner well éaleulated to exhibit the character 
of Bacon's Pe ee Berkeley's troops, consisting princ ipally 
of mercenary wretches, whom he had scraped together by the 
hopes of plunder, deserted every day when they found that the 
governct was determined to defend the place, and that they were 
likely to get more blows than booty in the contest, until at last the 
governor was left with little more than twenty gentle men, whose 
sense of honor would not allow them to desert his person. Bacon's 
troops, on the other hand, were daily reinforced by accessions from 
the country people, who elearly considered him as an intrepid sol- 
dier, who had delivered them trom the butcheries of the savages: 
and a patriot, who was now endeavoring to put down an odious 
and oppressive government. 

The governor, finding his followers reduced to so small a num- 
ber that it would be madness to attempt to defend the place, at 
lenoth yielded to the carnest solicitations of those ance him, and 
deceiving oe adversaries as to his real design, by exhibiting evi- 
dences of a contemplated attack, he went on board a ship at mid- 
night, and Was’keen next mor ning riding at anchor, beyond the 
reach of the euns in the fort at Jamestown. Bacon, wiih his tol- 
lowers, after their week's siege, marched into the empty fown the 
next morning, the governor ‘and. his party having carried off ar 
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destroyed every article of value. The possession of Jamestown, 
in this situation, was of no advantage to Bacon or his followers. 
The men whe bad left their homes ‘to defend their country from 
the incursions of the Indians, could not remain together for the 
purpose of defending the capital from their hostile governor, who 
was quietly waiting in the river fer them to depart, in order that 
he might again resume possession. What could be done ia ia a 
town which could not be defended, and, if defended, was of i 
vali ie to the possessors ; but which was all-important to the ene- 
my? The answer to this question was manifest, and Bacon's 

roposal fer its destruction was received with acclamation ; seve- 
ral ot his followers, who owned the most vaiuable houses, apply- 
ing the firebrand with their own hands to their own property. 
‘The sight of the flames started Sir William Berkel ley on a cruise 
to Accomac; and Bacon having overcome all opposition to the 
government established by the cenvention, dismissed the troops ta 
their homes. 

We have little account of Bacon’s proceedings after this successful termination of his 
labors ; we presume he did not do much, as he was ill of a disease caught by slee; ing 
exposed in the trenches before Jamestown, which in a short time terminated his exist- 
ence. He died at the house of a Mr. Pate, in Gloucester county. Thus died ne 
distinguished individual, who overcame both the-forcign and domestic eneraies of bi 
country, and left it enjoying the blessings of a free government. Had he lived precise if 
a century later, be would have been one of the di istinguished heroes of the revalution, 
and historians would have delighted as much in eulogizing his conduct, as they have, 
under existing circumstances, in blackening his character. He accomplished ail which 
it was possibie for him to do. He never opposed the British government, but only 
foreign enemies, and domestic mal-administration, which he succeeded in dé feating. 
He scoms always to have acted by the consent and wish of the peopie, and never te 
have sought self-agorandizeoment. It was manifestly impossible for him to elevate him- 
self to absolute pewer in Virginia, without the coi nsent of the government of England, 
and the people of Vi irginia; and the idea of resisting both of these powers was absurd 
For all the cvils which accrued to the country after his death, and the restoration of 
Sir Wiliam Berkeley, he has been unjustly made respousible, white he has received ne 
eredit for his good oe or ee eneficial acts. passed by the legislature during his 
ascendenecy. in short, we can sce no difference between his course, and that Cen d 12 
ihe previous expu iston no Sir are Harvey from the government, er the subsequent treat- 
trent of Lerd Din sete and many other royal rovernors, at the conime ncement af 
resolution, Tire ¢ only difference between the patriots of 1076 and 1776, was in the estab- 
lishment of a free governinent, subject to the general control of Great Britain, which was 
all that could be done in 1676, and the establishinent of a free government independent 
of Great Britain, which was accomplished in 1776. The unfortunate death of Bacon, 
and the power of the mother country, destroyed in a great meusure the benefit of the 
exertion of the little band of patriots of the first period, while the benehts of the luiter 
have continued to cxist. The loyal writers, after the re-establishment of Berkeley, 
sought to hide his pusilan uimity by extolling his virtaes, aud blackening hts adyersary, 
in which they have been blindly follewed by other writers, who have attributed the 
subsequent misery to the previous rebellivu, instead of to the avarice, malignity, and re 
venge of the governor and his party, see king to overawe and sanpress popular indigna- 
tien. and break the stre ngth of the popular party, by the forcible exertion ef arbitrary 
authority, as well as to avenge themseives for the indignities te which ther own folly 
sublevted them. On the other tand, the patrivig of the re Svolution bh: ave only received the 
just reward of their mony inthe lavish praises of a gratefal posterity ; aud the loyal 
periy of their day has been justly nanded down te universal execzration. 

The death of ks by leaving the republicans without a hi ud, 


revived the courage of the governor so iar, that he ventured in bs 
ships to move about upon the bay and rivers, and attack the inhabit- 
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ants wherever he could find them defenceless, and snatch a little 
piunder to gratify his needy followers; always retiring when the 
opposite party appeared te oppose bim. This preaateny ies of 
Wwariare pre ue the quiet pursait of agricultural labors, and 
Gestroying al! the comfort and happiness of society, wi ithout’ pre 
ducing any beneficial result, soon grew wearisome to both parties. 
Sir William Berkeley, whose eruelties, especially to his prisones 
had gone far to keep up the enthusiasm of popular excitemen 
finding that his name had ceased to strike that awe which-ha bitual 
respect for one high in authority had facmehly given it, and that 
his punishments excited indignation rather than terror, felt disposed 
to take advantage, by milder means, of the returning pacific dispo- 
sition en the part of a people whose stubbern te Mpers cou id not 
be brought into obedience by force. Wiih this view, he treated 
his prisoners with more liberality, published an act of general in- 
demnity, and proposed a treaty of peace to Ingram and Walklate, 
the principal leaders of the Sale party since the death of Ba- 
con. So anxious were the people to he relieved from the nresent 
confusion and anarchy, and the governor once mere to rule with 
uncurbed sway, that a treaty was speedily concluded, only stipu- 
lating, on the part of the governor, a general oblivion, and indem- 
nity of ue offences; and, on the part ef his opponents, a surrender 
of their arms, and a restoration of such property as they had taken. 
‘Thus easily did these unfortunate men deliver themselves again 
into the lion’s srk aiter having defeated him at all points, and 
inflieted deep and irremediable wounds upon his inflated vanity, 
and pompous mock-dignity. The governor, when he had his ere- 
mies in his power, instead of trying te heal the wounds of the 
bleeding state by mildness and conciliation, only added to its suf: 
ferings by a bloody retribution for all the trouble which he had 
been made to endure. Fines ant a confiseations, for the benefit of 
his exeellency, became the order of the day, and an occasional! 
execution, as an extra treat to his vengeance, Ue at first attempted 
to wrest the honest juries of the county to his purpese, but i _ ain. 
-—ten prisoners were acquitted in a single day. Pinding that his 
enemies were thus likely to escape his grasp. by the unflinching 
integrity and sense of justice prevailing among the people, he 
determined to avoid the use of a court constituted upon principles 
of the English constitution, which he found so little subservient to 
his will, and tried his next victims under martial law. He here 
found a court of more congenial spirits. ‘The cominissioners of 
the king give an account of some of these trials, such as they 
were carried on even after their arrival, which mark well the 
spirit ef the times. “* We also observed some of the royal party, 
that sat on the bench with us at the trial, to be so forward fn 
iumnpeaching, accusing, reviling, the prisoners at bar, with that in- 
veteracy, as if they had’ been the worst of witnesses rather than 
justices of the commission ; beth accusing and condemning at the 
same time. This severe way of procecding represented to the 
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assembly, they voted an address to the governor, that he would 
desist from any further sanguinary a nen s, for nene could teil 
when or where it would terminate. So the governor was prevailed 
on to hold his hands, after hunging twenty-three.” 

A notable way which the governor ac lapted to replenish his purse, 
after the disasters of the war, was to relieve the rebels from a trial! 
in one of his courts-martial, in which ee were to be condemned, 
upon their paying him a great portion of their estates, by way of 
compromise. ‘This method of disposing of men’s estates, Witheut 
trial or conviction, was protested against by his majesty’s commis- 
sioners, as a gross viclation of the laws of E eh but which Sir 
William’s friends seem to Unk only a just retribution for the 
losses sustained by himself and the royal party during the rebellion. 
Enormous fines, payable in provision, were also found a convenient 
method of providing for the king’s troops which had been sent over 
to subdue the colony. 

iiis majesty’s commissioners fortunately arrived in time to stay 
the wrath of the vindictive old man, who would. as an eye-wit- 
ness says, “he veri ily believes, have hanged half the county if they 
had iet him alone.” ‘Yhey urged him in vain to publish the king’s 
proclamation of a general pardon and i ndemnity ; ; and then pro- 
ceeded to hold ahi cominission tor ie and redre sssing griev- 
anees. As the proceedings of the governor diflused a gloom, the 
generality of which was co-extensive with the immense miners 
that 4 were engaged in the rebellion, so did the proceedings of the 
commissioners spread a universal joy. Crowds or persons now 

came forward to present their grievances—widows and orphans to 
ask for the confiscated estates of their husbands and tathers, who 
had been butchered by the military tribunals of the governor ; 
others came in to complain of the seizing of their estates W ithout 
the form of a trial; and many, who had subinitted themselves upon 
the ue 's proclamation of indem N and pardon, complained 
of subsequent imprisonment and contiscations of their property. 

The commissioners state in their repowe to the king and council, 
that “in the whele course of their proc eedings ihe ‘ had avoi Wed 
receiving any complaints of pablic grievauces, but by and under 
the iin of the most credible. lov al, and sober persons of each 
county with caution; that they did not do it inany mutinous manner, 
and without mixture of their old leaven. but in such sort as might 
become. dutiful subjects, and sober, rational men te present.” 
When they found that all their representations to Sir William 
Berkeley, to endeavor to induce him to restore the contiscate ‘d CS: 
tates, which were in the possession of himself or his most fiith{u! 
iriends, were in vain, they ascertained as many of the possessors 
as possible, and made them give security to take eare of them 
until his majesty should determioe as to the restivution whir i they 
should recommend him to make. ‘The commissioners also devised 
several matters of utilitv for the peace, good government, ‘nd 
safety of the colony; which they recommended his majesty te 
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adopt. Sir William Berkeley reiurned in the fleet to England, 
me ing Sir Herbert Jettrics, who had been sent over wit ‘h the 
ommissioncrs, as governor. Upon his arrival, he tound that bi 
cruel conduct in Virginia was locked upon with horrer by mos 
of his fermer friends anc mi council, and was not sustained by 
i

Thus ended the life 
Sir William Berkeley—a governor, whose early character historiar 
have delighted to honor. and whose subsequent conduct they Hats 
sought to excuse: but of whom we can find nothing better upon 
record, than the negative merit of net opposing the iegislature in 
its schemes of government in the early partof his reign; but wiose 
latter years are disgraced by cowardly imbecility, and stained with 
erime.

‘The 
fourth act looks very little hke an encouragement of rebelion—recitin ie that tumuli, 
riots, and urlawful assemblies, had at been frequent; they make it the duty of 
every officer, civil and mibtary, in the country to aid ins suppressiag therm, and the duty 
of all citizens to assist such officers under penalty of purmsament tor refusal: and the 
governor is specially requested to assemble a force at the pablie eee with all possi 
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expecition, to Suppress such turmalts, and inflict cosdign 7 H 
which, says the ¢ Swill conduce i the great saicty ond ghee ot this counts 
a us the bet : er nit defend ourselves against the burparcus and common enemy.’ 
This single act sheds more rea upon the history of the times, and eshibts more plaic Ny 
the ce: ory of the views of the principal acturs, than any, or perhaps all, other docu- 
ments 5. we see in it the reason why no private persons took advantaye of dna aun: ves 
state of affairs to disturb the public peace, and that there was notamult sr armed fers 
except the regular arnry, raised by the assembly and put under Bacon's comissiac ¢ ie 
no rebellious assembly, except the miscreant crew raised by Burkeley in opposition w 
the governinent es tablished by the people. 

Haviny thus provided for safety from foes without and for peace within, the assembly 
next preceeded to the investigation of abuses by civil officers, Under this bead they 
meade several provisions jor the prevention of abuses, which have been found so well 
devised, that they have continued in use to the present day.

Although the people of Virginia had laid down their arms, they 
were not blued: but continued to manilest, through their Legista- 
ture, the same undaunted tenacity of their rights which had ever 
characterized them. This was exhibited towards the iing’s com- 
inissioners in one of the boldest defences of privilege which the 
records of any nation can exlibit, and shows how strongly imbued 
with the spirit of freedom the people must have been, when they 
eould snuff the approach of tyranny at such a distance, and put 
themselves on their defence against their friends, lest their ene- 
mies might hake advantage of their concessions. ‘The king’s com- 
missioners were empowered to cali for Ret one and papers, for the 
purpose ob prossenting more efiectually their inquiries info the 
grievances of the colony. in conformiiy with their powers uy 
called upon. the, secretary,of the Legislature for ,its Journals, but

privileges. At this time, the governor and commissioners had 
compiete physical power over the colony, by the entire absence ot 
any thing like organized appaaion, and from the presence of the 
Kine’s troops; and availing tl hemseives of this power, they did not 
hesitate to wrest the journais of the Asse embly from the hands of 
its officer by force. Upon which the Virginia Assembly published 
a bold and manly declaration, setting oar “that his majestys 
ee having called for and forced from the clerk of the 
Assembly, all the original journals of the Assembly, which power 
they supposed his majesty would not grant them, for that thes y fin i 
not the same to have been practised by any of the kings of Ling- 
land, and did therefore take the same to be a violation ol Abe iP 
privileges s, desiring withal satisfaction to be given them, that the 
might be assured no such violation of their privileges should he 
offered for the future.” The king was so much displeas sed witht 
this declaration, that although he pardone od the members of tur 
Legislature, he directed the record of it to be erased, and requires!

Whenever they shali think it necessary for his royal servie 
Nir Herbert Jeffries deserves the merit due to an eaahiee 
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treaty with the Indians, and a successful cpposition to the pett 
intrigues of the loyalists. He died in 1678, leaving the colony in 
the hands of the lie ~atenant-governor, Sir Henry Chic kerly, during 
whose administration magazines and forts were established at the 
heads of the four great “vers, to overawe the savages, se as ued 
acti passed probibiting the importation of tobacco irom Carolina 
and Maryland, for the purpose of tr anshipment, which practice, it 
shies had suffered it to continue, might have proved very pretit: able 
to the colony, besides putting the tobacco tra: de more exclusively 
into its own hands. In the succeeding spring. Sir Henry delivered 
the government to Lord Culpeper. The rst act of his lordship 
was to declare full and unqualified indemnity to all for their con- 
duct in Bacen’s rebellion, and allowing reparation to those who 
should be reproached for their conduct upen that occasion. This 
popular act, added to the pleasing and conciliatory manners of his 
lordship, see won upon the good-natured simplicity of the Assem- 
biy. that they passe sd au act which probably no force could have 
extorted from them. 7 hey raised the duties and made them per- 
petual. instead of annual, as before, and, what was at once sur- 
rendering up the great buiwark of that freedom, for the safety of 
which they ‘had. been-so long contend ing, they made the duties 
henceloi th subject to his ma Neely ’s sole direction and disposal. 

Vhe king rewarded Culpeper’s address in obtaining this acquisi- 
tion to his power, by the addition of a thousand pounds to his 
salary, and one hundred and sixty Pomme s per annum for his rent. 
The As: ‘sme too, as if they could not de enough tor a royal gov- 
enor who could eondesceud to smile upon them, granted his excel- 
lency a regular duty proportionate to the tonnage of every vesscl 
trading to Virginia. Culpeper having thus obtained a consider- 
able increase to his revenue by his trip to Virginia, proceeded to 
= eae to enjoy it, leaving the colony once more with Sir Henry 
Chickerly. 

Tae discontents of the peopic again began to extend to a degree 
which could scarcely be kept within bounds. The troops which 
had been sent over to suppress Bacon's rebellion were still kept 
up. There were no barracks. and the people positively retused ts 
receive these idle and troublesome drones into their houses, al- 
though they were regularly billeted by the government. ‘The low 
price of tobacco, too, was a never-failing source of complaint, ax 
well as the commercial regulations which aided in producing it. 
The colony had urged Culpeper to exert his influence at court to 
procure a cessation from planting, to w hich they had for some: time 
in vain endeavored to obtain the assent of Carolina and Maryiand. 

To these evils another was now added, which struck another 
biow at commeree. he idea had been conceived that the colony 
conid no: prosper Without towns. and to promote their growth the 
plante rs, living principally on the = ‘sot the mogniticent Chesa- 
peake, and tue broad nav imable rivers of Virginia, were required 
to bring their produce to particular spots for the purpose of being 
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and 
commission for the benefit of such idlers as might congrecate in 
the tewns. These acts were euforced by heavy penalties, and as 
they contributed very much to the benefit of the town’s people, t 
nen ‘ale for the violation was rigorously enforced. These pro-e- 
eutions drove n any traders from the country, and the poor pl:mnt. 
ers, to whom it was physically impossible te convey their crop. to 
these paper-towns, were doomed to see their crops rotting on tier 
hands by this injudicious legislation, or, if they attempted to evade 
the law, have them wrested from them in the shape of penal ies. 
These several subjects of complaint induced the people of sever! 
counties to petition the deputy governor to call an assembly, te 
endeaver to ne a remedy for the evils. At the meeting of the 
Assembly, there was much debate and declamation upon the con- 
dition of the country, but no measure of relief was adopted. Dy 
order of the king, however, the two companies of infantry were 
paid otf and disbanded, which put an end to one of the s subjects oY 
difficulty. The dissolotion of the Acsembly without cffecting

This exception was, in effect, nothing mure or less than a new tax of the most odious 
und oppressive character, and the colony plainly recoynised it as such, and refused ty 
regard the exceptions, but paid the revenue as other debts, according to the new stand 
urd. And the governor, afraid to bring suc h a case befure any court of law, which he 
weil knew would expose his contemptible meanness, and yet afraid to allow his procla- 
mation to be openly disregarded, which would have put an end at once to the authority 
of his edicts, was compelled, by the dilemma, to lower the value of the coin as suddenly 
as he had raised it. This was at once realizing all the worst anticipations of the lecis- 
isture as to the arbitrary Guctuations in the standard of value, besides being highly un- 
s ist and oppressive to such persons as had mace payment of debts according to the new 
tandard, and such as had given credit during the time of the alteration. The goy- 
ernors had, by some means, been suffered to exercise the power of dissolving the Assem- 
bhes, and this having now grown into a usuge, was a favorite method of silencing their 
clamers ; and they having rashly mode the provision fer the revenue perpetual, and put 
the control of that subject into the king’s Bands, were bound hand and foot, and could 
not control executive usurpation by Stopping the wheels of government. The governor 
vow made use of this dangerous power and dissolved the Assembly . The governor, this 
left without a watch er control over his actions, proceeded to a vigerous exercise of ex- 
ecutive powers. The unfortunate plint-cutters, who had merely been imprisoned, ani 
such of them dismissed from time to ime as would give assurance of penitence, aud 
promise a peaceable demeanor, were now proceeded against with the utmost rigor, for 
What the king was pleased to call their treasonable conduct. Bat the noblest victim tor 
{yrannical persecution was Robert Beverly, the former clerk of the a ae who had 
refused to give up its pepers without authority from * his masters, the house of Burgess. 
es.” For some reason, if seems that an inspectioa of journals was densa by the 
council again In 1682, and Beverly again refusing to deliver them, was thrown into pri- 
son, ima king’s s ship, the Duke of York, then lying in the river, his persecutors pene 
afraid to trust him to the keeping of the jails among eS pag men. While he was im 
prison, 2 committee of the council was appointed to seize the papers, which he, pile e+ 
iug this event, had secreted, ‘The pretences ion this iuprisbament vere the most frive 
fous that can well be imagined ; he is accused of fomenting discord, and stirring up the 
lute partial imsurrections, but the only spectiic act of which he w as accused, was seiting 
on foot petitions for an Assembly. Under these arbitrary proceedings, he was detained 
i risuner, denied the weit of atlas corpus, sad hurried about frei prison to prison, 
tui the ee nor at last thought proper, ulier two years searciing for chi inges, to coin: 
mence a regular prosecution. 

The accusation consisted of three heads :—

his was all which could be charged avzainst this faithful officer, after so long an in- 
prisonment, and so long a preparition for the prosecution, But of course they will any 
hear scrutiny, being only a fitrasy veil thrown over their designs, rather indicating AIS 
to hide the naked deforinity. of the prosecution, than actnally concealing it. 


Before this notable prosecution was ended, Lord Culpeper for- 
feited a Bou ies and was superseded by Lord Howard, who 
tack the oaths of office on the Wih Be February, 1084. His fest 
measure Was to call an assembly. w nibH as a popalar act, induced 
the colony to hope some degree of mild ess in his administration 3 
but these hopes were seon dissipated. He pursued the untor tumate 
plant-cutters with renovated vigor, and such of them as had been 
PREC PLCC din/a proclat qaation of general pardon were Now executed, 
and their estates, after paying olficer’s fees, appropriated to the 
governor's own use, 
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The assembly met and refused to proceed with business for the 
want of a clerk, as their former clerk was in prison, and they re- 


fused to elect anether. In this situation of affairs the matter seems 
to have been compromised, the governor no doubt despairin: 
his conviction upon the absurd charges made, Fide Beverly and 3 ix 


friends willing to end bis long imprisonment and suflerings, be ask- 
ing pardon, at the same time not giving up ihe papers or the ain 
ciples fur which he suffered. Be this as it may, Beverly threvs 
himself upon the mercy of the court, declining to employ counsel or 
rake any defence, and was pardoned. Probably ae ‘se long-con- 
tinued sufferings, with ether persecutions afterwards endured. in- 
jured the constitution of Bev erly, for we find that he died p prior to 
April, 1687. His noble conduct induced king James, the then reizn 
ing monarch, te deprive the Burgesses of the election of their owt 
muda ordering the governor tc elect him, and requiring the AsceunN

This body, which met in November, immediately 
took into consideration these arbitrary exactions, and passed spir- 
ited resclations in reprobation of them, and made provision for the 
defence of the citizens from similar encroachments in future. ‘Yo 
these acts the governor applied his negative, without assigning any 
reason. Lord Howard, not satistied with thus stopping the legisia- 
tion of the colony, proceeded in effect to acts of executive Ahn 
lion, by issuing a ane 1, in obedience, he said, to the king’ 
instructions, repealing several acts of the legislature, which were 
themselves repeals of former acts. and declaring the acts repraled 
by that body to be revived, and in full foree, as before the piesa 
of the repealing acts. This proclamation the assembly pretes 
gece as ii egal’ and unwarrantable, as utterly subversive o% the 
government, annihilating the right of the popular branch, anc 
op ee all to bow in humble submission to the merc vy of the pre- 
rogatiye. The spirited conduct of the Burgesses conld not be en 
dured by the governor. and he prorogued therm.

ern frontier, alleging that these measures were equaliy necessary 
for the protection of all. In conformity to these orders a message 
was received from governor Dungan, requiring the quo ota of Vir- 
ginia; but the legislature refused to appropriate a man or a far- 
thing for purposes from which they were to derive ne benefit, but 
ae an injury, as the protection of the north-western frontier 
ould drive the ladians further south, where they might commit 
theix depredations upon the unprotected citizens with more im- 
punity. 

While the colony was contending against their governor, a revo- 
7689. Iution in England had dethroned the sovereign, and placed 
William and Mary upon the throne. This change, while it 
placed the council, which had made many loyal professions to 
eames, in an awkward position, was an event preduqme inalloved 
joy to the people of Virginia, as they could now hope fur justice te 
be done to their oppressive governor. 

Soon aiter this occurrence, the war broke out between the allied 
powers and Louis ALY. of France, and the colony was ordered to 
place itself in the best posture of defence. 

The complaints of the Virginia legislature against their gover- 
nor at length were taken up by the privy ¢ council, and although the 
charges against Howard were not tried, yet redress against his 
usurpation was granted, at the same time that the pee upen 

whieh they contended that their rights had been violated, were de- 
nied to be correct. Howard pleading ill-health, was not deprived 
of his commission for not returning to the eciony ; but as it was ne- 
cessary that there should be a governor upon the eve ef a war, 
Sir francis Nicholson was sent over. His conduct was mild and 
conciliatory, and consequently popular; among other highly benefi- 
cial acts passed under his government, was one for the establish- 
ment of a college, which was very liberaily endowed. 

Fie was succeeded by Sir Edmund Andros as governor-in-chief, 
Sept. 20, 1692. tit is maprese hue to ha ave been actuated in his 

adminisiration by a sound judgment and a liberal 
policy; to have becu exact, diligent, and methodical in the manage- 
ment of business; of a concilia tory deportment, and great gener- 
osity. Sir Francis Nicholson was again made governor-in-chiet, 
in November, 1698. He was an ambitious man, who had served 
in the capacity of a governor and deputy governor in several of 
the colonies, and taken great pains tobecome popular, and tomake 
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himself well acquainted with the situation of all the colonies, 
their wants, their trade, and their capabilities, with a view to 
unite them, jf possible, under one government, over which he hoped 
to obtain the appointment of governor-general. The pressure of 
war, with the combined ores of the French and Indians, which 
seemed now about to fall upon the colonies, and rendered some 
— necessary for tle purpose of defence, seemed highly favora- 
le to his desivgn. 

The Fiench, at an early day, conceived a correct idea of the 

importance of the British colonies in America. The Count De 
@ailier, governor of Montreal, during his residence in Canada, after 
a long experience, derived from observations on the spot, had formed 
the bold project of separating in two the English colonies by the 
eapture of New York. The success of this scheme would mani- 
festly have destroyed that concert so necessary to harmony and 
efficiency of co-operation, and left the other colonies liable to be 
cut sa in detail, and would eee establish the safety of 
Caneda. by enabling the French to keep in check the nowerfu! 
savage confederation, composed of the Five Nations, which had 
lately, by a furious irruption, laid waste the country, even to the 
gates of Montreal and Quebec. This plan of Callier’s was adopted 
AIO C an by the French vovernment. <A fleet was sent to the 
sept. Lode. ese Nine lay st Ne Lon Fs 
ay of New York, with orders to retain pos Sessi on oO 
it until Deca hae Ww vhen, if no further orders were received, it was 
to sail for Port Royal, land its munition and stores, and return to 
France. The land fapee were to have marched from Quebec by 
*the route of the Sorel River and Lake Champlain. This expedi- 
tion was defeated by a destructive inroad of the Five Nations, 
which carried death and desolation over the whole country, even 
to the very gates of the ue This unforeseen occurrence ren- 
dered it necessary to retain the whole force at home, in measures 
of self-defence, and saved New York, without her having to strike 
a blow in her own behalf. 

The British government, daily becoming more sensible of the 
_importance of the North American colonies, and secing the danger 
io which they were exposed by the plan of De Callier, set on foot 

a plan of general defence in the year 1695, adjusting the quotas 
of each colony to the ratio of its population, and forwarding the 

scale to the different governers, to recommend for the adoption of 
the respective colonial assemblies. Several of the colonies re- 
jected this scheme, because several of those which were thought 
most exposed wished to empley it as their own interest dictated. 
Among the refractory was Virginia, which couid not be pre- 
‘ailed. upon, by ail the art and ing venuity of the governor, aided by 
his great enthusiasm in this | his favorite plan, to vote a ete fo 
the enterprise, to his inconceivable chagrin and mortification. 
ping son. finding his own efforts utterly unavailing, laid the mat- 
vr before the kine, and urged the propriety of forcing Virginia to 
see her true interests upon this oceasion. William, in reply, recem- 
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mended a new consideration of the matter by the General Assem- 
bly, alleging. upon the authority of Nicholson’s report, “ that New 
York was the barrier of Virginia against the Indians and French 
of Canada; and as such, it was but justice she shoula defend 
it.” The assembly deemed it hut due respect to his majesty to 
take the subject again into consideration, but found no reason to 
change their former epinion, declaring “that neither the forts then 
in being, nor any others that might be built in the province of 
New York, couid in the least avail in the defence or security of 
Virginia; for that either the French, or the northern Indians, might 
invade the colony, and not come within a hundred miles of sach 
fort.” 2 | 

The failure of this great subject irritated the governor beyond 
expression; and excited in his mind the most inordinate antipathy 
to the assembly. He charged the conduct of the assembly to a 
spirit of rebellion, and inveighed against what he called its parsi- 
mony, in the most unmeasured terms, ollering to pay the quota of 
Virginia out of his own pocket, and boasting afterwards that he 
had done it; but, at the same time, taking the obligation of the 
gentleman to whom he gave the bills, that no use should be made 
of them until the queen should remit money to pay them. This 
affectation of generosity was designed to gain popularity with the 
other cclenies.

the various colonia! governors, with the dates of their appoint- 
ments and removals. and a synopsis of their characters. This 
brevity arises from the fact that it was mainly a time of 


preaer 5 
which usuall ly leaves but little of striking incident to record, of 


marked interest to the general reader.—alth ough a narration of 
laws, and causes which advance or retard the welfare of society, 
or those things which exhibit a true portraiture of it, would arrest 


the attention of the political economist, and, to some decree, of all. 
Again, the annals of Virginia, during this pericd, are briet anc 
unsatisfactory ; and, doubtless, much highly raluable material ix, 


in consequence, ee lost. Probably a Hooueh inspect jon of 
documents in possession ef the British government would throw 
much light upon this period, and the colonial history of Virginia 
generally, aud settle some points which, for lack ef information, 
are now in controversy. 

Gov. Nicholson continued in office until 1705, when he was su- 
perseded by Edward Nott, who survived his appointment but a 
few months. The death of Nett devolved the government on Id- 
mund Jennings, the president, and the council. A commission, 
meanwhile, had issued, appointing Brigadier Gen. Hunter lieuten- 
ant-vovernor, under the Earl of Orkney; but he having been 
taken on his passage by the French, Col. Alexander Spotswood 
was appointed his successor. His administration commenced in 
i710. He was an accomplished and enterprising man; and had 
his suggestions to the British ministry been fully and promptly 
executed. they would have proved highly useful to the interests of 
Gritain in America, at a time when “Fran ice was endeavoring te 
wrest from her the trade and riches of the new world. Early in 
his administration, Spotswood, at the head of a troep of horse, 
effected a passage over the Blue Ridge, which had previously been 
considered an impenetrable barrier to the ambition of the whites. 
and discovered the beautiful valley which lies beyond. In com- 
memoration of this event, he received from the king the henor + 
knighthood, and was presented with a miniature golden horse- 
shoe, on which was inscribed the motto, “ Sic jurat transcendere 
moates’—“* Thus he swears to cross the mountains.” 

In 1723, Spotswood was suce -eded by Sir Hugh Drysdale. In 
1739, when hostilities were commenced against Spain, and seen 
after against France, Spotswood was again called into service, 

and honored with the command of the colonial troops ; but he did 
not live to enjoy t the returning smiles of royal favor. Drysdat: 
was succeeded in office by Gooch, a brigadier-general on the Bri'- 
ish establishment, who passed acts ef the Assembly for the firs? 
time in 1727. During his epanioisiietion, he commanded the co! 
nial troops in the unsuccessful expedition against Carthagena. | 
1743, ilied the Rev. James Blair, the first president of Wilbain and 
Aiary. He was aii eminent and learned divine, to Whose @xer- 
tions the institution owed much of its prosperity. His death oe- 
casioned a vacancy in the council, which was: filled by William

Vairfax, son of the proprietor of the Northern Neck. Col. Wri. 
3yrd, also a member of the council, died about this pericd. He 

was a wealthy gentleman, of extensive acquirements, and one of 

the commissioners who had been appointed to ron the LV 

between Virginia and North Carolina. His journal of the survey 


which has fe eo naee to our times, is “ marked by a spirit of unat: 
fected humor, that does equal honor to his heart and understand- 
ing.” 


In April, 1745, Gov. Gooch made an address to the grand jury 
of the General Court, in opposition to the Pr esbyterians, Ntethod- 

ists, and other denominations of Christians, who had at this time 
become numerous in Virginia. It illustrates the state of religious 
intolerance at that time, and. singular as it may seem to us of the 
present day, if met w ith the approval of the most gifted minds in 
the colony, “among Whom were some that afterwards became dis- 
tinguished champions of an unqualified freedom in every thing that 
related to the human mind.”* 

In the year bat one public buildings in Williamsburg were 
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seal of gov ernment ie some more central part of the colony. In 
the session of 8, the assembly appointed the following named 
gentlemen a On to revise the colonial laws :—Peyton Ran- 
dolph, Philip Ludwell, cero Whiting, Carter Burwell, and Ben- 
jamin Waller. Gooch, who had been governor of Virginia for 
upwards of 20 years, sailed for isngiand in 1749, “ amidst the bless- 
ings and tears of the people, see whom he had lived as 2 
wise and beneficent father.” The government now develved on 
Robinson, the president of the council. At his death a few davs 
after, Thomas Lee, who had succeeded him in the presidency, ws 
advanced to the chair ei government. 

In the year 1752, Governor Dinwiddie arrived in Virginia. Since 
the fhilure of De Gallier'’s design upon NewYork, in 1692, the 
Freneh in Canada and Louisiana, acting in coneert, continued to 
extend their forts and strengthen their power bya! be ances with the 
Indians: thus at once endeavoring to unite thei possessions, fo 
monopolize the Indian trade, and to limit the Briss sh settlements 
Goy. Dinwiddie, viewing with just alarm the encreachments i 
the French, in Oct., 1758, dispatched George Washington, then 
but 21 years of age, on a mission to the French commandant of 
a fort on a branch of French Creek, about 15 miles south cf 


Lake Firie. 


This commission was delicate and hazardous, and required experience in the modes 
of travelling through the woods, and a knowledge of the Yndian character. The dis- 
tance was nearly 6U0 iiiles, over rugged ax yuna and mostly through a howhng wil- 
deraess. The party consisted of eight persons; Jacob Vanbraam, interpreter, Mr. 
Gist, guide, and four others, two of whom were Indian traders. After much toil in an 
inclement sezsen, IN Marcaing over snow-covered mountains and evossing rivers on frail 
rafts, ihe ¥ at Jen eth reached the jun agetion of the Monong ahela with the AR ev7aAnye 
W ashington e examined the place, and by his recommendation the fortification was erect ted 
there that afterwards became so much celebrated.

Twenty miles below the Forks of the Ohio, at Logstown, ke called together some of 
the Indian chiefs and delivered to the:n the governor’s message, soliciting a guard to the 
French encampments. ‘Phe principal sechom was Tanacharison, alias Ane Half King. 
The sachems having met in council, Washineton addressed them, explaining the objects 
of his mission. The Hatf-hing made a pacitic re ply, and, in company with ru and 
three other Indians, Washington finally set off and reached the French fort. M. de St. 
Pierre, the commandant, received him courteously. W ashington presented his commis- 
sion and Jetter from Gov. Dinwiddie. "his letter asserted that the lands on the Olio 
belonged to the British crown, and urged a speedy and peaceful! departure of the French. 
Si. Bicme’ s reply was respectful, but “uncomplying and determined. He suid that the 
message should have been sent to the french governor in Canada, aad that he would 
not retire unless ordered by him. While there, Washington was very politely enter- 
tained ; but the French commandant used artifice to detain the Indians. Finally, after 
much perplexit y. the whole party embarked in a canoe on their return, and proce dded 
down as ae as Venango, which they reached in six days. The passaze was full of 
peril from rocks, shallows, and drifting trees. At Venango they found their horses, in 
an emaciated condition. To lighten their burden, W ashington proceeded on foot, in un 
Indian walking dress, in company with Messrs. Gist and YVanbraam, the horses bein 
under the direction of the drivers. After three days travel, Washington, with Mr. Gist, 
left the party and went on ahead, each with a loaded knapsack and a gun. "The next 
day they met an Indian, whom they engaged to pilot them to the forks of the Allegany. 
The Indian acted very suspiciously, aud it Was soon conjectured trom his conduct thut 
he intended to murder them. ‘I'hey managed, however, to get rid of him, and travelled 
all night. ‘The next evening, at dask, they arrived at the Allegany river. W ean and 
exhausted, they passed the nighi on the bank, making their bed a the snow) and ‘ax 
posed to the inclemencies of the weather. When morning arnved they prepared to 
cress the river. 

“There was no way of getting over,” says Washington, © but on a raft; which we 
set about making with bat one poor hatchet, and finis shed just after sunsetting. This 
was a whole day's s work. We next got it launched, and went on board of it: “then set 
off, But, before we were half way over, we were oe m the ice in such a manner, 
that we expected every moment our raft would smk, and ourselves perish. T pat out 
my setiing-pole to try to stop the r: uit, that the ice might pass by ; when the rapidity of 
toe ee threw it with so much violence against the pole, that it jerked me out into 
ten feet water. But I fortunately saved le by catching hold of one of the raft- 
logs. Notwithstanding all our citorts, we could not get the raft to either shore, but 
were obliged, as we were near an island, to quit our raft and make to it. 

This was a desert island. ‘They passed the night in extreme suffering, from the im- 
tense cold, and Mr. Gist’s hands and feet were frozen. When morning dawned, a 
gleam of hope appeared. ‘The ice had congealed to the eastern shore sufficiently hard 
to allow them to cross to it. At length, after an absence ef sixteen weeks, they arrived 
at Williamsburg. 


The intentions of the 'rench being now understood, the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia acted with energy to resist their encroachments 


The journal of Washington was also published. It was reprinted 


in London, and considered by the government as unfolding the 
hostile views of the French, and the first proof of their intentions. 
A reciment was raised in Virginia, under the command of Colonet 
Joshaa F ry, for the purpose of erecting a fort at the forks of the 
Ohio. W Ashington was appointed second in command, with tne 
rank of Jie utenart-c colonel. A small party of Captain Trent's 
company was hastily sent forward to cornmence the fori, but were 
iuterr upte d by the arrival of Ca; ptain C ontreereur, with a thousand 
French and Indians, who drove away the English, and ereeted 
Port Daquesne. This was the first act of open hostility. The neays 
reached Colonel Washington while he was posted at Wills crees 
(at which place Port Cumberland was afterwards erected) with 
three companies, waiting the arrival of Colonel ry with the 
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remalider of the regiment and the artillery. He wrote immedi. 


ately for Rea and pushed ferward with his companies 


towards the Monongahela, as fast as the process of cutting a new 
road through the wilderness would permit. His intention was to 
reach the mouth of Redstone, there to wait for the arrival of the 
artillery and reinforcements under Colonel Fry, and then drop 
down the Monongahela by water, to the Forks. He had designed 
tc descend the Yough’ egheny, but after an examination of the 
fails, abandoned the design. 


“Learning that the French were coming out to meet him, W ashington hurried for- 
ward to the Great Meadows, and threw up a hasty intrenchment. This place is ten 
niles east from Uniontown, a few reds south af the present national road, between the 
fifty-second and eye toiles from Cumberland. oe eae as it is, by elevated 
ground on both sides, within one hundred yards of the fort, it would seem to be injudi- 
riously chosen for defence ; but Washington knew the French and Indians could bring 
no araliery and the meadows being entirely frec from tunber, the enemy would be com. 
pelled to emerge upon the open plain, beyond the protection of the woods, before hy 
could efficiently attack the fort. Washington learned trou Tanacharison, tiie half-king, 
a chief of the Six Nations, 2nd from Mr. Gist, that La Force was out, from Fort 
Duquesne, with a party of French and Indians, and their tracks had been seen within 
See miles‘of the Great Meadows. We immediately dispatched a party ef seventy-fivc 
en horseback, to reconnoitre their position, but they were not to be found. Washington 
writes on 29th May, 1754: 

“About nine o'clock the same night, I received en express from the half-king. whe 


was encamped with several of his people about six miles off, that he had seen the tracks 


uf two Frenchmen crossing the road; and that, behind, the whole body were lying not 
far off, as he had an account of that pumber passing Mr. Gist’s. T set out yee ferty 
men before ten, and it was from that time till near sunrise before we reached the In- 
dians’ camp, having marched in small paths through a heavy rain, and a nieht as dark 
@s it is pessible to conceive. We were frequently tumbling ene ever another, and 
often se lost that fiteen or twenty minutes’ search would not tind the path again.” 

“When we came tothe haif-king, I counrelled with him, and got bis assent to go hand 
in hand and stmke the French. Accordingly he, Monocawacha, and a few other in- 
dians, set out with us, and when we came to the place where the tracks were, the half- 
king sent two Indians to tollow their tracks, and discover their lodgement, whic! a they 
did at half a mile from the road, ina very ebscure place surrounded with rocks. { 
thereupon, in conjunction with the half-king and Monocawacha, formed a disposition 
to attack them on all sides—which we accordingly did; and, after an engaceinent ot 

bout filteen minutes, we killed tea, wounded one, and took twenty-one prisoner T fe 
princi il officers cee ara M. rou licn and M. La Force, of whom your Hien has 
often heard me speak, as a bold, enterprising man, und a person of great subtlety and 
cunning. With these are two cadets.” 

“In this engagement we had ouly one man killed, and two or three wounded, (among 
whom was Licutenant Mi wggener, slightly)—a most miraculous escepe, as our right 
wing was much epoca to their fire, and received it all.” 

in bis journal he had also noted: 

‘As J marched on with the prisoners, (afcer the action,) they informed me that they 
had been seut with a summons for me to depart—a specious pretext, that they miciit 
discover our camp. and reconnoitre our force aud situation. This was so evident, that 
f was astonished at their assurance im tellmig me that they came as an embassy. By 
their instractions, they were to obtain a knowledge of the roads, rivers, and country, as 
far as the Potomac. Instead of conmag as auabuss: dors—=putlic, and in ai open iaan- 
nerv--they caine secretly, and sought edt sa miost hidden retreats, much better suited for 
Geserters than winbassadors. flere they eneany ned; here they remained coucealed for 
whole dave together, within five sone of us. They sent out spies te reconnoltre our 
camp. The whole body then moved back two mites. Thence tiey sent messengers, 
es duected in the instructions, te acquaint Mi. Contrecaur with the place we were in, 
and with our disposition, that he might forward his detachments to e fore e the suminons 
AR SOOM as it shiaald be giveu.

And in a subsequent letter to Governor Dinwiddie, Washington says, speaking of 
some deserters from the French: * ‘Vhese deserters corroborate what the cthers said, 
and we suspected. La Force's party were sent out as spies, and were to show that 
suintmons if discovered or overpowered by a superior party of ours. "Lhey say the 
commander was blamed for sending so small a party.’* 

“Washington having sent bis prisoners to the governor, prepared his intrenchments, by 
erecting a stoc kade, jor receiving a more formidable attack from the French, which he 
had good reason to expect. ater they should have heard of the loss of Jumonviile’s 
purty. To this stockade he gave the name of Fort Necessity. Celonel Fry had died 
in Virginia, and the chief command devolyed on Colonel Washington. Captain Mackay, 
of the royal army, with an independent company of one hundred men, arrived at the 
Great Meadows. Washington, leaving him jn command of the fort, pushed on over 
Laureil-hill, euiting the road with extreme Jabor through the wilderness, as far as Gist’s 
plantation, ‘This tedious march eccupied them two . eeks. During the march, they 
were joined by the flalf-king, and a numerous body of Todians, with their families, who 
espoused the English cause. 

6A Aan detachment was at length announced, as being on their march from Fort 
Du iquesne, under the command ef Monsicur de Villiers. It was at first determined to 
receive them at Gist’s; but on further information ef the enemy's ferce, supposed to 











‘* No transaction in the life of Washin gtou has been so rnuch misrepresented, ar sa 
Hy understoced, as this skurraish with Jumonville. It being the first po flict of arms 
n the war, a notoriety was given boat , partic ularly nm iurope, altoget herd ispropar tioned 
to pad importance. Wy ar had not yet been dee lared between Greet Britein and France, 
and, iadeed, the diplomatisis on both sides were making great professions of friends! ior 
it was the policy of each fution to exaggerate the proc seedings of the other on thei 
enlonial frontiers, and to make them a handle tor recrimination pe complaints, by 
throwing upon the adverse party the blame of committing the first acts of aggression. 
Hence, aed the inteilizeuce of the skirmish with Jumonville a ee Paris, it was ofli- 

cially published by the government, in connection with a memoir and various papers} 
and his death was called a murder. It was said, that white bearing a summons, as a 
civil miesseager, without any hostile intentions, be was eyed and assassinated. "The 
repert was industriously circulated, and gained credence wita the multitude, Abr. 
Thomas, a poet, and scholar of repute, seized the occasion to write an epic, entitied, 
* Jumonvitie,” in which he tasked his invention to draw a tragieal picture of the fate 
of his hero. The fabric of the story, and the incidents, were alike fetitious. ut ths 

tale passed from fiction to history, and to this day it is repeated by the Frencii histu- 
rians, who in other respects render justice to the character of Washiagton; and who 
can find no ether apology for this act than his youth aud inexperience, and the ferocity 
of his men. 

“Tne mistakes of the French writers were not unknown to Washington 3 bat, cv 
«cious of having acted in strict conformity with his orders and military usage, he too 
no vains to correct them, except in a single letter to a friend, written several yess 
afterwards, which related mostly to the errors in the French aceount of the subsequcit

armphantly vindicated against the charges of the French. 
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be nine hundred men, it was determined to retreat to Fort Necessity, and, if possible, 
te Wrilis’ creek. ae provisions were short, their horses worn down, and it was 
with excessive labor and fatigue that they reached the fort, after a foreed march of twe 
days. ere only a small quantity of flour was found; but supphes were hourly ex- 
pected, and it was therefore determined to fortify the place as well as circumstances 
would pernuft, and abide the event. 

“On the 3d July the enemy appeared, and commenced firing frora the weeds, but 
without effect. Washington had drawn up his meu outside of the fort, with the 
view of inviting an encounter in the open field. This the French and Indians 
declined, hoping te draw him into the woods. {[t rained constantly during the day, 
and the muskets becarme wet, and were used with dilficully. Washington’s troops 
Withdrew within the trenches, and fired as opportunities occurred. In thé evehing 
the French proposed a parley, which Washington at first declined, SE rec Hee a ce 
to gain an entrance to the fort. and discover his weakness ; but he afterwards consente 
to send an officer to them, Captain Vanbraam, a Dutchman, who preiended to un- 
derstand Freuch, was sent to them, and returned with proposais, in the Trench jan- 
guage, for capitulation. These proposals, after being modified in some particulars by 
the besieged party, were agreed to. The garrison was to be permitied to leave the fort 
with the honors of war, taking their bagyage, exce a Hie artillery, \ with them. They 
were not to be molested by the French, nor, as far % could be prevented, by the In- 
dians. Since their cattle and horses had been killed in ine action, Beek were to be permitted 
to conceal stich of their effects as could net be carted away, and to leave a guard with 
them until they could return with horses to take them away: but on condition that 
they should not, within ove year, atternpt any establi shment there, or on that side of the 
mountains. The prisoners taken at thetime of Jumonville’s death,* were to be re- 
turned, and Captains Vanbraam and Stobo were to be retained by ite French as hos- 
tages, until the return of the neers} On the foilowing morning, Washington, with

tion Me its resources. When taken, there were found spon him papers, Im part disclos- 
ine the designs and policy of France. 

Viewi: ng him in the character of a spy, Governor Dinw.suie threw him into prison a 
Wilhamsburr. ‘To redeem this man, was the principal design of De Vil a in demand- 
ing these hostages. La Force escaped from prison, aid the people of the country were 
alarmed. "The opinion,” s says Burke, “that before prevailed of his e nite address 

and activity, his desperate conrave, and fertility in resources, was by this new feat wrougnt 
into a mingled agony of terror and astonishment. Already had he reached King and 
Queen courtho use, without anv knowledge of the country thrust which he passed, 
without a compass, and not daring to ask a question, when he attracted the notice of a 
back-woodsman. Their route lay the same way ; and it orcurred to La Force, that by 
the friendship and fidelity of this man, he might escape in spite ef the difficulties and 
dangers of his situation. Sore questions proposed by La Force, relative to the disiance 
and direction of Fort Duquesne, confirmed the woodsman in his suspicions, and he arrest- 
ed him as he was about to cross the ferry at West Point. In vain did La Force tempt 
the woodsman with an immediate offer ef money, and with promises of wealth and pre- 
ferment, on condition that he accompanied tim to Fort Duquesne. He was proof ag ale 
every allurement, i inconsistent with his duty, qe RG led him back to Willi: umisburg. The 
enndition of La Voree, after this attempt, became in the highest degree distressing. He 
was loaded with a double we Biatid of irons, and c eatiee to the fluor of his dunveon. 

“Such was Bi situation ol affairs when Colonel \¥ ashineton, after his resivnation, ar- 
rived in Williamsburg. flere, for the first time, he beard of the imprisonment and per- 
gecution of La Fo ree, and ne feit hiaasell compelled to remonsirate with Wr. Dis widdia 
agaius! them, as an infractien of the asticles of capitulation, and of the laws of honor 
acknowledgei by soldiers. Elis application was st trongly backed by the sympathy of the 
peonle, wilien now began to ran strongly ia favor of the prisoner; but the governor was 
inexorable. Meanwhile, the hostages, Stobe and Vaabraam, had been ordered, ea 
greater security, to (Que bee, aid iy retailation of the suferigs of La Force, they too wer 
coniined in prison, but without any additional severity. Almost at the same ae cene 
that La Force had broken his prison, Stobo and Vanbraam, by efforts equally extraor- 
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the garrison, left the fort, taking such baggage as they could carry, and rapsper ie 
the wounded upon their bales: "The Indiaus, contrary to the stipulation, annoved hem 
exeeedingly, aud pilfered their baggage. — After a toilsome march, they at length arrived 
at Wills’ creek, where they found rest and refreshment.” 

‘rom thence Washington proceeded to Williamsburg, and com- 
municated the eveuts of “ihe campaign to Governor Dinwiddie 

As soon as the House of Burgesses assemble > they passec da 
wote of thanks to Col. W ashineton and his oflicers, for their brave- 
ry and gallant conduct. Thus ended the first campaign of Wash- 
ington. “ Although as yet a mere youth, with small experience, 
unskilled in war, aad relying on his awn resources, he had behaved 
with the prudence, address, courage, ee firmness of a veteran 
commander. Rigid in discipline, but sharing the hardships, and 
solicitous for the welfare of his soldiers, he had secured their obe- 
dience and won their esteem, amidst ‘privations, sulferings, and 
perils, that have seldom been surpassed.” 

Gov. Dinwiddie resolved to prosecute the war, but being wholly 
ignorant of military attairs, his preliminary measures, in underta- 
king io organize aa army, Were injudicious. . In August, he wrote 
ie W ashington, who was at. Winchester, to fill up the a 

f his regiment by enlistment, and lead them without delay te 
Wills creek, where Col. Innes, with some troo ps from the Caro- 
linas and New York, w ere building Kort Cumberland. From 
thenee, it was the governor's project that the united forces should 
immediately cross the Allezanies and drive the French from Fort 
Duquesne, er build ancther fort beyond the mountains. Washing- 
ton, astonished at the absurdity ot the scheme, contemplated at a 
season when the mountains would be covered with snow, and the 
army enteebled and destitute of supplies, made such a strong re- 
ionstrance that the project was abandoned. 

The governor was opposed by the assembly, who would not yield 
to all his dems: ids, and he never ceased to complain of their “ re- 
publican way of thinking.” Ue had lately prorogned thetn, to 
p unish their obstinacy ; and wrote to the minist ury that he was sat- 
istied the French would never be effectually opposed unless the 
colonies were compelled, inde pendently of assembiies, to contribute 
to the common cause. When the Burcesses again met, they COn- 
tributed £20,000 for the public service, Which was soen increased 
to £39,030 by specie sent from [neland. 

In possession of funds, the governor now enlarged the army to 
ten companies ot 100 men each, and placed them upon the estab- 
lishment. of independent companies, by which the highest officers 
inthe V irginia regime ent.amonug Whom was Washingt on, would be

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captains. He thereupon resigned his commission and retired from 
the service. 

Karly in the ensuing spring, (1755,) Major-Gen. Edward Brad. 
deck arrived in the country ae the 44th and 48th regiments of 
royal troops, under Sir Peter Halkett and Col. Dunbar. The. pec 
ple seemed elated with joy, and in their imagination the erate 
French seemed about {o be driven back like a torrent upon the 


frontiers of Canada. Col. Washington, who now was to take an 


active part in the feartul scenes to be enacted, accepted the ap- 
pointment of aid-de-camp to Gen. Braddock. At Wills’ Creek, 
(Fort Cumberland,) the reyal forces were joined by about 1000 


Virginians, but the army was detained for want of horses, \ "agzons,

and forage. By the energy of Dr. Franklin, then postmaster-gen- 
eral of the provinces, the deliciensy was suppied, Thearmy mov- 
ed at length on the 8th and 9th of June, but scon found them- 
selves so encumbered with baggage and wagons, that it was de- 
termined, at the suggestion of Washington, to divide the force,

Col. Barton, and Major Sparks, went forward, 
leaving Col. Dunbar to follow with the remainder of the troops and baggage. Col. 
Washington, whe had been very ul with a fever, was left in charge ef Col. “Dunbar, but 
with a promise from Geu. Braddock that he should be brought up with the advanced 
corps be Ha e th ta) reached Fort Dag uesne. Ife joined it at the mouth of the Youzh’- 
ogheny, ths Sth July.

6 Washi ington wasolten heard to say during his lifetime, that the most beautiful spec- 
tacte he ever beheld was the display of the British troops on this eventful morning.—- 
Every man was neatly dressed in iull Sands the soldiers were arranged in columus 
and marched in exact order; the sun yleamed from their burnished arms: the river 


flowed tranquilly on their maht, and the deep forest overshadowed them with selemn

grandeur on their lef. Oticers and meno were equaily inspirited with cheerin: x hopes and 
confident anticipaiions.” - 

“In this manner they marched forwerd until about noon, whea they arrived at the 
eecond crossing plaee, ten mites from Fort Duguesne. ‘They halted but a little tine, and 
then began to ford the river aud regain its northera bank. As soon as they had crossed 
they caine upon a level piain, CEN ouly a few feet above the surface BAW river, and 
extending northward uearly bali a nile irom its margm. Then commenced a gradual 
ascent at an angle of about three d: -erees, Which terminated in hills of a considerable 
height at no great distance beyond. "Mhe road froin the fording place to Fort Duquesne 
led across the plata and up. this ascent, and thence proceeded through an uneven country

obviously without etfect. 
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«The general hastened forward to the relief of the advanced parties; but befcre he 
could reach the spot which tbey occupied, they gave way and fell back upon the artil- 
lery and the other columns of the army, causing extreme confusion, and strcking the 
whole mass with such a panic that no order could afterwards be restored. The general 
and the officers behaved with the utmost courage, and vsed every elfort tor: ally the men, 
and bring them te order, but all in vain. In this state they coutinued nearly three hours, 
huddled together i im confused bodies, firing irregularly, ee down their own officers 
and men, and ¢ oing no perceptible hat Le £0 the enemy. The Virginia* provincials were 
the only troops ie seemed to retain their seuses i and the 2y behav ‘ed with a bravery and 
resolution worthy of a better fate. hey adopted the Indian mode, knd fousht each 
man for himself, behind a tree. his was prohibited | by the general, who endeavored to 
form his men inte platoons and colunins, as if they bad oe n mancuvring on the plains 
of Flanders. Meanime the French and Indians, coneealed in the ravines and Behind 
trees, kept unpa deadly and unceasiug discharge of musketry, singling out thei gbiachss 
taking deliberate aim, and producing a carnage almost unpara lleled ia the auna!s of. 
modern warfare. ‘lhe general himself received a mortal LA ey T and inany of his best 
officers fell by lis side. 

* During the whole of the action, as reported by an officer who witnessed his conduct, 
Col. Washingtoa behaved with ‘ the greatest courage and resolution.’ Capta ins Orme 
and Morris, the two other aids-de-camp, were wounded and disabled, and the duty of 
distributing the general’s orders devolyed on him alone. He rode in every direction, and 
was a conspicuous mark for the enemy’s sharpshooters. * By the all-powerful dispensa- 











* Washineton said—* Phe Virginia troops showed a youd deal of iiavery, and woe 
nearly all killea; for, £ believe, out of three companies that were there, scarcely 39 men 
are left alive. Capt. Peyrouny, and all his officers down to 2 corporal, were killed. 
Capt. Polson had nearly as hard a fate, for only one of his was left. In short, the das. 
tardly behavior of those they call regulars, exposed all others that were inclined te do 
ther duty, to almost certain death; and, at last, in despite of all the efforts of the officers 
to the contrary, they ran as sheep purs sucd by dogs, and it wes impossible io rally thea.

t “ There had long existed a tradition that Braddock was killed by one of his own men, 
and more recent developments leave little or no doubt of the fact. A. recent writer says: 

«When my father was removing with his family to the west, ene of the Fausetts 
kept a public house to the eastward from. ane near where Uniontown now Sele as 
the county seat of Fayette, Penn. This man’s house we lodged in about the tenth of 
October, 1781, twenty-six years and a few months after Braddock’s defeat, and there it 
was made any thing but 2 secret thet one of the family dealt the death-blow to the 
British generat. i 

“<"Phirteen years afterwards [ nvet Thomas Fausett in Fayette co., then, as He toid 
me, in his ith year. ‘fo him I put the plain question, and received a plain reply, «I 
did shoot him!” He then went on to insist, that, by doing so, he contributed to save 
what was left of the army. In brief, in my y youth, I never heard the fact either doubted 
or blamed, that Fausett shot Braddock.’ 

“Hon. Andrew Stewart, of Uniontown, says he knew, and often conversed with ‘Tom 
Fausett, who did not hesitate to avow, in the presence of his friends, that he shot Gen. 
Braddock. Fausett was a man ef gigantic frame, of uncivilized haif-savage propensi- 
ties, and spent mest of his life among the mountains, as a hermit, living on the game 
which he killed. He would oceasionally come into town, end get drunk, Sometimes 
he would repel inquiries into the affair of Braddock’s death, by putting his fingers to his 
ips and ete ae a sort of buzzing sound; at others, he would burst into tears, and 
appear greatly agitated by CONMICiNY passions. 

“In spite of Braddock’s silly order, that the troops should not protect themselves 
behind trees, doseph Rausoe hadi taken sacle position, when Braddock. rode up, in & 
passion, aud struck him down with his sword. ‘Tom wae who was but a short dis- 
tance from jus brother, saw the yagke transaction, and unmediately drew up his rifle 
and shot Braddock through she lungs, partiv iu revenge ar thie outrage upon his brether, 

and partly, as ue always alleged, to net the general out of the wav, and thus save the 
remainder of the gallant band, who hud been sacriticed to his fae and want of 
experience in frontier warfare.”—-Day’s Penn. 
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tions of Providence,’ said he, in a letter to his brother, ‘I have been protected beyond: 
all human probability cr expectation, for I had four bullets through my coat, and tyro 
horses shot under me, yet [escaped unhurt, although death was levelling my companions 
on every side of me.’* So bloody a contest has rarely been witnessed. ‘The number of 
oficers in the engagement was 86, of whom 26 were killed, and 37 were wounded, 
Vhe killed and wounded of the privates amounted to 7it On the other eich the 
enemy's loss was small. Vheir force amounted, at Jeast, to 850 men, of whom 600 were 
Indians. According to the returns, not more than 40 were killed, Vhey fought in 
deep ravines, concealed by the bushes, and the balls of the English passed over their 
heads. 

“The remnant of Braddock’s army being put to flight, and having re-crossed the 
river, Col. Washington hastened to meet Col. Dunbar, a snd order up horses ayd wagons 
for the wounded. ‘Three days were occupied in retreating to Gist’s pen ntation. ‘The 
enemy did not pursue them. Satiated with carnage and plunder, the Indians could not 
be tempted from the battle-feld, and the French were too few to act without their aid. 
The unfortunate general, dying of his wounds, was transported first in a tuinbril, then 
on a horse, and at jast was carried by the soldiers. He expired the fourth day, and was 
buried ia the read near Fort Necessity. A new panic seized the troops ; disorder and 
confusion reigned; the artillery was destroyed ; the public stores and heavy baggage 
were burnt, no one could tell by whose orders; nor were discipline and tranquillity re- 
stored, till the straggling and bewildered companies arrived at Fort Cumberland. 

“ Such was the termination of an enterprise, one of the most memorable in American 
history, aad almost unparallelec d for its disasters and the universal disappointment and 
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bitter invectives everywhere poured arainst its principal conductors, and the re- 
proaches heaped upon the memory of its ill-fated commander, yet the fame and charac- 
ter of Was imeoen were greatly ine ed by it. It was known that he gave prudent 
counsel to General Braddock, which was little heeded. During the march, a body of 
Indians offered their services, which, at the earnest request and re -corapmendation of Wash- 
ingten, were accepted, but in so cold a manner, and the Indians were treated with so 
much neglect, that they withdrew, one after another, in disgust. On the evening pre- 
ceding the action, they came again to camp and renewed their offer. Again Col. Ww ash- 
ington interposed, and urged the importance of these men as scouts and outguards, their 
knowledze of the grounds and skill in ee among woods. Relying on the prowess 
of his regular troops, and disdaining such allies, the general perempte sly refiised to re- 
ceive them, in a tone not more decided than ungracious. Had a scouting party of a dozen 
Indians preceded the army after it crassed the Monongahela, they would have detected 
the enemy in the ravines, and reversed the fortunes of the day.”’t 

After the defeat of Braddock, Col. Dunbar, who succeeded to the 
command, marebed his troops te Philadelphia. The whole fron- 
tier, even to the Blue Ridge, was now harassed and herror-strick- 
en by the bloody incursions of the French Indians. Coil. Wash- 
ington, in his capacity as adjutant-general of militia, circulated 
orders for them to assemble in their respective districts for exer- 
cise and review. Volunteer companies were organized, ani the 
martial spirit of the people revived. Addresses were made to 
them from the pulpit, in one of which, the eloquent Samuel Davies 
of Hanover, after complimenting the bravery shown by the Vir- 
ginia troops, added the following encomium, which seems almost 








* When Washington went to the Ohio, in 1770. to explore wild lands near the mouth 
of the Wenhawa River, he met an aged Indian chief, who told him, through an joter- 
preter. that during the battle of Braddock’s tield, he bad singled him out as a conspicu- 
ous object, fred his nite al him many tunes, and directed his young warriors fo do the 
sanie; bat nove of his balls took etfeet. He was ihen pe rsuaded that the young hero 
was under tire special guardianship of the Great Noirit, and ceased firing at him, He 
had now come a long way to pay homage tothe man who was aie particular favorite of 
heaven, and whe could never dic in battle.

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prophetic. “As aremarkable instance of this, ] may point out to 
the public that heroic youth, Col. Washington, whom I cannot but 
hope Providence has hitherto preserv e din so signal a manner for 
some lLmpaortant service to his country.’ 

In censequence of the epee state of affairs, Gov. Dinwi ult 
convened the Assembly on the 4th of August. They voted £46, 
000 for the public service, and enlarged their regiment to are 
companies. Money was also granted to Col. W ‘ashington and the 
other officers and privates, “for their gallant behavior and losses,” 
in the late disastrous battle. T’o Col. Washington was given the 
command ef all the ferces raised and to be “raised dn Vir ginia, 
with the unusual privilege of selecting his own field-officers. He 
now applied himself with his wonted energy to the discharge of 
the high responsibility conferred upon him. Lieut. Col. Adam Ste- 
phens, and Major Andrew Lewis, were the field officers next in 
rank. Washington’s head quarters were at Winchester. After 
putting affairs in train, he performed a tour of inspection among 
the mountains, visiting all the outposts in the frontier, from Fort 

Cumberland to Fort Dinwiddie, on Jackson's river. He then start- 
ed tor Wiilamsburg, to conter with the governor on the plan ot 
a ie when he was overtaken below Fredericksburg by aa 

one s, announcing a new irruption of the savages upon the back 
setilements, He ha stened back, mustered a force, and gave a 
timely and effectual check to the invaders, but not su ch as to quiet 
the fears of the settlers, many ef whom, with their famill ilies, fled 
into the lower country, and increased the general terror. 

Phe defects of the militia system were such as to put the eee 
tience of Col. Washington to a severe trial. He represented i 
strong language, to the government of the colony, these dete, 
and their fatal consequences, and at last prevailed. A new la 
vas passed pro oviding a remedy, but too late in the year for him fe 
undertake offensive operations. 

In April of the ensuing year, (1756,) when the Assembly again 
met at Williamsburg, Col, Washington hastened thither to mature 
a plan for deience during the summer. Had the several colonies 
united, the intruding French might have been driven from the 
Ohio; but local jealousies prevented a union, and Virginia saw 
that the most strenuous exertions were necessury to defend their 
long line of frontier. The Assembly determined to augment the 
army to 1500 men. A bill was passed for drafting militia to sup- 


ply the deticieney of recruits. Col. Washington returned to Win- 
y a Co 


chester. But a few men were stationed there, most of the regi 
ment being seattered at renee posts for the better protection of 
the frontiers. The enemy. encouraged by the successes of the pre- 
eeding year, were continu: sally on the alert, and accounts were 


‘daily received of fresh massacres by them Seo uting parties, and 


even forts were attacked, and some of ihe bravest truops kiile od. 
Serious appreheasions were felt for the safe sty ot Wine incishoan ihe 
nuinber of troops was wholly insufficient for the protection of the 
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settlers. Col. Washington, deeply affected by the scenes he wit- 
nessed, addressed a letter to the governor, in which he said: 


“ { see their situation, I know their danger, and participate their sufferings, without 
having 1f in my power to give them further relief than uncertain promises. In short, J 
gee inevitable desiruction in so clea a light, that, unless vigorous measures are taken 
by the Assembly, and speedy et onuiae sent from belaw, the poor inhabitants now in 
forts must unavoidably fall, while the remainder are flying beiore the barbazous foe. 
In fine, the melancholy situation of the people, the httle prospect of assistance, the gross 
and scandalous abuses cast upon the officers in general, which is reflec {ing on me in par- 
ticular, for suffering misconduct of such extraordinary kind, and the distant prospect, 
if any, of gaining ‘reputation in the service, cause me to lament the hour that gave me 
R Couimiission, and would induce me, at any other time than this of imminent danger, 
to resign, without one hesitating moment, a command from which I never expect to 
Feap either honor or benefit ; but, on the contrary, bave almost an absolute certainty of 
incurring displeasure below, while the murder of helpless families mzy be laid te my ac- 
count here. * 

“The supplicating tears of the women, and moving petilions of the men, melt me 
with such deadly sorrow, that I solemnly declaze, if I know rey own mind, I could offer 
myself a willing sacrifice to the butchering enemy, provided that would contribute to 
the people’s ease.” 

These agonizing sensations were heightened by base calumniecs 
against the army, “and indirect! y against the commander-in-cnief. 
which seemed for a while to gain public credence. 


“ By degrees,” says Sparks, “the plot was uuravelled. The governor, being a Scotch- 
pian, was surrounded by a knotof his Caledonian friends, who wished to profit by this 
alliance, and obtain for themselves a larger share of consideration than they could com- 
mand in the present order of things. The discontented, and such as thought their 
merits undervalued, naturally fell into this faction. To create dissatisfaction in the 
army, and cause the officers to resign from disgust, would net only distract the councils 
of the rajing party, but make room for new promotions. Col, Tmnes, the governor’s 
favorite, w ould ascend to the chief command, and the subordinate places would be re- 
served for his adhereuts. Hence false rumors were set afloat, and the pen of detraction 
was busy to disseminate them. ‘The artifice was easily seen through, and its aims were 
defeated by the lea ders on the patriotic side, wlio looked to Col. Washington as a pillar 
to support their cause.” 


The campaign being solely a defensive one, no opportunities 
were se for obtaining laurels. The scenes of the past year 
were nacted, the savages continued their murderons incursions, 
fare as ern same tardiness in enlistments, the same troubles with 
the militia, and to increase the difliculties, the governor, tenacious 
of his authority, intrusted insufficient power to Col. Washington. 


. © Totally unskilled in military atfairs, and residing 209 miles from 


the scene of action, he yet undertook to regulate the principal 
operations; sending expresses back and forth, and issuing vague, 
contradictory orders, seldom adapted to circumstances-—trequently 
impracticable. The summer and autumn were passed in skirmishes 
with the Indians, repairing the old forts, and building new ones. 
By the ; ones of Col. Washington, a large fort was begun at 
Winch ester, as a depository for the military stores, and a rallying 
point for hee settlers and troops, should they be driven from the 
frontiers. Itiwas called Fert Loudoun, in honor of the Marl ef 
Loudoun, who had now suceeeded Gen. Shirley in the American 
eonimand.” Traces of this fortification remain to the present day. 

As the year drew to a close, Col. Washington drew up a paper 
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of the military affairs of the province, which he transmitted to 
Lord Loudoun. Jt contained a history of the war and valuable 
suggestions for futwre operations. It was courteously received. 
In March, (1757,) Washington attended a meeting, at Philadelphia, 
of several governors and principal officers, summoned by Lord 
Loudoun, te consult upon a comprehensive plan for the next cam- 
paign. It was decided that the principal eliorts shouid be made 
on tne lakes and Canada border, while the southern and middle 
colonies were left on ine defensive. Col. Washington strenuously 
recommended an expedition against Fort Duquesne. Had his 
views been adopted it would have saved the expense of another 
campaign, and secured the borders tee the savage incursions. 
From this conference Washington returned to Winchester, where 
he kad spent the two preceding ‘years. His routine of duties was 
the same. The Indians still continued their hostilities, 

The assembly, prorogued to the 27th of October, (1757,) was dis- 
solved on the 9th of November, and writs were issued for a new 
assembly to meet on the 22d of the same month. A day of 

tasting aiid piayer Was appombed. 

While the As sembly were deliberating upon measures of de- 
fence, the French general, Montealm, took the posts of Oswego 
and Ontario, and his savage ailies continued their murderous in- 
reads upon -the frontiers. Col. es at the head of about 


-390 provincials, attacked one of their towns situated about 25 


miles above Fort Duquesne, kilied 40 Indians, and rescued eleven 
prisoners. 

Dinwiddie sailed for ee in January, 1758, mach to the 
satisfaction of the people of Virginia. Originally a petty clerk of 
customs in ihe West ate he had brought himself under the 
notice of government by the detection of an enormous system of 
frand on the part of his principal, and was thereupon immediately 
rewarded by the appcintment of governor ef Virginia. In this 
situation, charges were brought against him of extorting illegal 
fees, and appropriating the public funds to his private pt apes. 
His public course was vacillating. his deportment arrogant, and he 
was wholly devoid of those qualities becoming his station, and 
particularly requisite at the perilous time he was inirusted with 
such high powers. Lord Loudoun had been commissioned as’ 
his suceessor, but his military duties at the north heyy him 
from entering upon the duties of his office. His place was filled, 
te mporarily, by John Blair, president of the council, until the arri- 
val..omthe 7th of Jane, of.Gov.Brancis Farquier 

Mr. Pitt having acceded to the British ministry | in the spring of 
this vear, U1 758.) he vesolved to prosecute the war with energy in 
America. Gen. Forbes was appointed to the command of an ex- 
pedition against Fort Duquesne. To further his plans, he wrote 
a circular iethe to several of the colonies to incite the m te action, 
and offering certain supplies at the expense of the king. . The 
Virginia Assembly augmented their force te 2000 men, They 
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were divided into two regiments: the first under Col. Washing. 
ton, whe pbs continued commander-in-chief of all the Virginia 
troops; the second under Col. Byrd. Early in July, W ashington 
marched from Winchester with the principal se of the Virginia 
troops, to ort Cumberiand. Six companies of the lst regiment 
proceeded by another route, and joined Col. Boquet at Raystown, 
the general place of rendezveus for the 6000 troops destined fer 
the conguest of Duquesne. While at Fort Cumberland, Col. 
Washingion learned that Gen. Forbes thought of constructing a 
new read to ge EC instead of following the one made by 
Braddock. He made the most strenuous objection against the 
plan, “when,” as he said, there was “scarce time left to tread the 
beaten track, universally confessed to ie the best passage through 
the mountains.” His efforts were in vain. Col. Jdoquet was or- 
dered by Gen. Forbes, who was absent, to send forward parties to 
Work upon the new road. “Six weeks had been thus spent, w hen 
Gen. Forbes arrived at Raystown, about the middle of September. 
Forty -five miles only had been gained by the advanced party, then 
CUUSLIUL lig a fort at Loyal Hanna, the maii- aQrliry being still at 
Raystown, ann the larger part of the Virginia troops at i ort Cum. 
berland. At that moment oo whole army might have been before 
the walls of Fert Duquesne, if they had marched as advised by 
Washington. An easy victory would have ensued ; for it was 
ascertained that the French at that time, including Indians, num- 
bered not more than 800 men.” 

From Loyal Hanna, Colonel Boquet rashly detached Major 
Grant, a British offeor, with a force of 800 men, to recenncitre in 
the vicinity of Fort Duquesne. 

*« This officer reached a hill near the fort during the night, and having posted his men 
in different columns, he sent forward a party to examine fhe works and discover thé 
situation of the enemy. Ife also detached Major Andrew Lewis with a baggage guard 
about two miles in his rear; and having made such other arrangements as he deemed 
necessary, he believed himself secure, and, with mere parade than pruder nee, ordered the 
véveilie, or ziarm, to. be beaten. During afl this tine pilenge reigned in tae fort, which 
Grant imputed te the terrors imposed by his appearance. But the calm was a dreadful 
precursor of a storm, which burst with resistless fury and ‘unexpected ruin. ‘Phe mo- 
ment the Indians and French were ready for the attack, they issued from the jort, spread- 
ing death‘and ¢ dismay among the provincial troops.” As soon as the attack was an- 
nounced by. the firing of guns, Major Lewis, with his rear-guard, advanced to the assistance 
of Grant, leaving only fiity men, under the coiusmand of C aptain Duliet, to guard the 
baggage. ‘Their united forces, howe ‘ver, were unable to w theiend the impetuous assault 
of the savages, whose warwhoop is always a forerunner of havoe and destruction. ‘Che 
fire of the rifle requires coolness and deliberation, whereas the tomahawk and sealping- 
knife are fitted for sanguinary dispatch. No quarter was given by the Lidisns. Major 
Grant saved his life only by surrendering to a French otheer. In the same wav the 
brave Major Lewis escipe 4, after defending himself against several Indians sueces- 
sively, The two principal officers being now ia the hands of the enemy, the rout be- 
tame general among their troops, In them pursuit, the Lidians exercised every cruelty 


which savage ferocity could inflict upon the hapless victims whom the sad fortune of 


the day delivered into their hands. ‘he situation of the retreating troaps, af this tune, 
raust appear truly desperate. ‘hey were in an enemy’s country, far from any dnygiish 
settlement, as well as from any iniimediate prospect of succor 3 routed and dispersed by 


a bloody aud vindictive foe, whose intimate Romiones of the woods and supertor agil!'y 
geemed to threaten a total destruction of the part y- Their escape, however, was eflected 
by the prudence and heroisay of orem Bullet, of the baggayve guard, by a mancuvie 
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no less fortunate for his men than honorable to himself. This officer, immediately on 
discevering the reut of the a ak dispatched on the strongest horses the most neces- 
sary part of the baggage, and disposing the remainder on an advantageous part of the 
road, es a kind of breastwork. he posted his mien behind it, and endeavored not only t0 
rally the fugitives as they came up, but by a well-directed fire to check the violence of 
the pursners. Binding ‘the evemy growing too strong to be witlistood by his feeble 
foree, he ordered his men, according to previous agreement, {o reverse their arms and 
march up in frent of their assail: ants, hoiding out a signal for capitulation, as if going to 
surrender. The in npatience of the Indians to bathe their toma hawks in En: olish blood, 
would scarcely allow them to suspend their attacks, while the latter appeared in the act 
of suing for mercy. The moment they had arrived within about eighty yards of the 
enemy, ‘Bullet gave the word to fire:—-a dreadful volley was mstantly poured upon the 
Vice: and was followed by a furious charge with fixed bayonets. ‘Fhe enemy were 
unable to resist this bold aad unexpected attack, and believing that the army of the 
Enghsh was at hand, they. fled with precipitation ; nor did they stop until they reached 
the French regulars. Bullet, instead of pursuing them, wisely retreated towards the 
main body of the army, collecting in his roarch the wounded and wandering soldiers, 
who had escaped from the field of batile without knowing whither to direct their course 
In this faial sii about twenty officers, and two hundred and se yenty-three private 
soldiers, were either killed or taken prisoners, 

“'Phe Virginia troops on this occasion behaved with courage, and suffe hae aa in 
ihe action ; but the callant conduct of Captain Bullet is almost without a 1 paral Hel in 
American history. His situation, after the defeat of Grant, to an officer of less discern- 
ment must have appeared desperate. ‘To resist the triumphant savages with a handful 
of men, would seem maduess; and te have fled without any hopes ef escape, would 
have been folly. In this dilemma, with scarcely time to deliberate, Bullet adopted the 
only plan w hich could preserve himself and his men from the most cruel death, or the 
Ivsl ‘distressing captivity.” 


Yoe dilatory and unwise methed of carrying on the expedition 
alarmed the Virginia Assembly for the fate of the expedition, and 
they resolved to reeall their troops and place them upon the pro- 
tection of their own frontier. But subsequent information occa- 
sioned them to revoke these resoives. 

On General Forbes’ arrival at Iiaystown he called a council of 
war, and, at his desire, Col. Washington drew up a line of march. 
Washington, at his own request, was placed in the advance. with 
a division of 1000 men. “The month of November had set in 
before General Forbes. with the artillery and main body of the 

army, arrived at Loyal Hanna. More than 50 miles, through 
pathile ss and ragged wilds, still intervened between the army a and 
Fort Duquesne. A council of war was held, and ‘it was decided 
to be unadvisable, if not impracticable, to prosecute the campaign 
any further till the next season, and that a winter encampment 
among the mountains, or a retreat to the frontier settiements, was 
the only alternative that remained. ‘Thus far all the anticipations 
of Washington had been realized.” A mere accident reversed this 
decision. Three prisoners were t taken, who gave such representa- 
tions of the weak state of the garrison that it was determined to 
past on. 

i the 25th of Noveinber, wae 3, the army took peaceable pos- 
ession of Fort Duquesne, or rather the place where it stood, for 
a enemy had burnt and abandoned it the day before, and gone 
down the Ghio in boats, This fortress, after being repaired a nd 
garrisoned, was named Fort Pitt, now the site of the flourishing 


city of Pittsburg, whick place was then considered within the 
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gurisdiction of Virginia. The remains of Major ey 3 men 
\vere buried by Gen. Forbes in ene common tomb, the whole army 
assisting at the solemn ceremony. 
Gen. Forbes returned to Philadelphia a, where he died in a few 
weeks, aud Washington soon directed his course to Wilhamsburg, 
as a member of the General Assembly from Frederick count 
The capture of Daquesne restored quiet and general joy eliseigin 
out the colony. The war was soon prosecuted at the North with 
vigor. In the succeeding summer of 1759, Niagara and Crown 
Point fell into the possession ot the British crown, and on the 18th 
of September, Quebec surrendered to the brave and gallant Wolfe. 
The treaty of ontainbieau, in November, 1762, put an end to the 
war.

fore the war. and during its continuance the delicate question 
ose, of the proportions which the several colonics should pay for 
th re common defence. The British ministry proposed that deputies 
should meet and determine the ‘amount necessary, and draw on 
the British treasury, which in turn sheuld be reimbursed b 
egual tax on all the colonies, to be laid by Parliament; but the 

colonies were afraid to let the lion put his paw in their. pockets, 
even to take back his own; and this being no time to raise a nl- 
ties, the colonial legislatures were left to their own discretion in 
voting supplies, which they did with a liberality so disproportioned 
their ability, as to excite the praise, and in some instances to 
induce a reimbursement on the part of the mother country. Vir- 
ginia had always resisted any interference on the part of Parlia- 
ment. especially in the navigation acts, and asserted as early as 
1624, that she only had the undoubted right ‘to lay taxes and im- 
positions, and none other, and afterwards refused to let any meim- 
ber of the council of Governor Berkeley, in the height of his popu- 
Jarity, assist them in determining the amannt of the public levy. 
Again in 1676, even stronger language was used and acquiesced 
in by the King, to whom it was immediately addressed. 

“The slight taxes imposed for the regulation of commerce, and 
the support of a post-office, were borne by the colonies without a 
murmur, being considered only a fair compensation for a benefit 
received. In March, 1764, the ministers declared it ‘ expedient to 
raise @ revenue on stamps in America, to be paid into the k ng S 
exchequer.’ The discussion of this was postponed until the ne 
year in Parliament, but commenced immediately in America, sa 
the proposition was met by every form of respectful petition and. 
indignant remonstrance ; which were, however, equally unavailing, 
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and the stamp act passed in 1765. The POssae of this act excited 


imiversal and indignant hostility throughout the colonies, wh uch 
Was displayed in the torms of mourning ‘and the cessation of busi- 
ness; the courts refused to sanction the act by sitting, and the bar 
by using the stamps. In the succeeding ° Vicon. eo ene 
Patrick Henry introduced and carried, among others, the following 
resolution :— 


© Resolred, That the General Assembly of this colony, together with his majesty, or 
substitute, have, in their representative capacity, the only exclusive riz aht and pewer 
to lay taxes and impositions upon the inhabitants of this colony: and that ev¢ ery at- 


tempt to vest such power in ay person or persons whatsoever, other than the General 


Assembly aforesaid, is illegal, unconstitutional, and unjust, and has a manifest tendency 


to destroy British as well as ‘American freedom.” 


“ Aiter the passage of Henry's resolutions, the governor dissoived 
the Assembly ; but the pe be re- aieeeca the friend s, and excluded 
the epposers of on resolutions. The spirited conduct of Virginia 
fired he arder of the other colonies; they passed similar resolu- 
fons, and a general Congress was proposed. The deputies of nine 
states met in New York on the Ist of October; they drafted 2 
declaration of rights, a petitien to the king, commons, ‘and. lords 
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The stamp act was repealed, and Virginia sent an address of 
thanks to the king and eg aun 

Francis Fauquier, Lieut. Governor of Virginia med | in 1767, and 
the government devolved on John Blair, until the arrival ef Lord 
Bottetcurt, the following year. 

“The joy of the colonies at the repeal of the stamp act was 
short-lived. British ministers imagined that they could cheat the 
colonies ont of their opposition to peo without representation, 
by laying an import duty instead of a direct tax ; and accor dingly, 
a duty was laid upon glass, tea, paper, and painter’s colors; but 
this was equally against the spirit of the British constitution, and 
met with a warmer and more indignant resistance on the part of 
the colonies, who now began to be lieve they had little hope from 
the justice of parliament. The legislature of Vir; ginia passed very 
spirited resolutions, which it ordered to be sent only to the king ; 
upon the passage of which the governor dissolved it; and the 
members immediately met and entered unanimously into a non- 
inmpor tation agreement. 2 

The British ministers perceived their error, and determined to 
pause in their violence ; to effect this object the governors were 
directed to inform the colonies, that his majesty’s ministers did not 
intend to raise a revenue in America, and the duties objected to 
should be speedily repealed. These assurances, made to Virginia 
by Lord Bottetourt, agovernor whom they highly respected, served, 
with his own good conduct, for a time to allay her suspicions of 
the ministry ; but the course they pursued towards Massachusetts 
Was more than sufficient to rekindle her jealousy. She passed a 
protest, deciaring that partial remedies could not heal the beeen 
disorders, and renewed their non-importation agreement. In 1771 
Bottetourt died, and Virginia erected a statue to his memory, which 
still stands in the town of Williamsburg. Wm, Nelson, then 
president of the council, occupied the chair ef government until 
the arrival of Lord Dunmore, in 1772. The delay. of Lord Dun- 
more in New York for some months after his appointment to the 
gubernatorial chair of Virginia, excited the prejudices of the col- 
ony, which his sending a man of some military distinction as a 
elerk, and raising a salary and fees for him out ef the colony, were 
by no means calculated to dissipate. The first legislature that 
met compelled the governor to dispense with the emoluments of

the British ministry. While Virginia was employed in animating 
her sister states to resistance, her governor was employed in the 
ignoble occupation of fomenting jealousies and feuds between the 
provinces, which it should have been his duty to protect from hol 
a calamity, and Pennsyivania, by raising difficult questions of 


boundary, and exciting the inhabitants of the disputed territory to 
ferswear alle giance to the latter provine e; hoping thus, by afiord- 
ing a more immediately exciting question, fo draw off the atten- 
tion of these two important provinces from the encroac hinends of: 
Great Britain. This scheme, as contemptible as it was iniquitous, 
wholly failed, through the geod Bens and magnanimity of the 
Virginia council. Lord North, full of his feeble and futile schemes 
of cheating the colonies out of their Hae s, took off the obnoxious 
duties with the exception of three pence per pound on tea; and, 
with the ridiculous idea that he might fix the principle upon the 
colonies by a cb lea eae which should strip it of all that was 
odious, offered a draw-back equal to the impert duty. This in- 
duced the import ation of tea into Boston harbor, which, being 
thrown overboard by some of the citizens, called down upon their

to proceed. The Congress met in Philade Iphia, on the 4th of Sep-

tember, 1774. While. Vi irginia was engaged in her ettorts for the 


general ¢ cee she was not without her peculiar troubles at home. 
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“Lord Dunmore marched the army in two divisions: the one un- 
der Col. Andrew Lewis he sent to the junction of the Great Kana- 
wha with the Ohio, while he himself marched to a higher ae 
on the latter river, with pretended purpose of destroying the In- 
dian towns. and joining Lewis at Point Pleasant; but it was be- 
heved with the real* © object of sending the whole Indian force te 
annihilate Lewis’ abesernHeNtl and thereby weaken the power and 
break down the spirit of Virginia. If such was his object he was 
signally defeated oat the gallantry of the detachment, which 
met and defeated the superior numbers of the eae, at Point 
Pleasant, after an aftebling hard-fought day, and the loss of nearly 
all its officers. The day. after the victory, an express arrived from 
Dunmore with orders for the detachment to join him at a distance 
of 80 miles, through an enemy’s country, without any conceivable 
object but the destruction of the corps. As these orders were 
given without a knowledge of the victory, Col. Lewis was pro- 
ceeding to the destruction of the Shawanese vil ages, when he 
was informed the rovernor had made peace. 

“When the treaty was commenced, Cornstalk, the celebrated Shawanese chieftain, 
made 2 speech, in which he charged upon the whites the cause of the war, in conse- 
quence, principally, of the murder of Logan’s family. Logan was a Minge chief. 
‘For magnanimity in war, and greatness of soul in peace, few, if any, i any nation, 
ever surpassed Logan.’ ‘ His fourm was striking and mauly, his cour ite snance calm and 
noble, and he spoke the Engiish language with flaency and correctness.’ Logan did 
not make his appearance amceng the Indian de paties. ‘ He disdained te be seen among 
the suppliants. But, lest the sincerity of a treaty should be disturbed, from which so 
distinguished a chief absented himselt, he seut, by Gen. Join Gibson,t the following 
speech, te be delivered to Lord Dunmore.’ 

“<¢T appeal to any white man tos ay if ever he entered Logan’s cabin hungry, and he 
gave him not meat: if ever he came cold and naked, and he clothed him not. During 
the course of the last long and bloody war, Logan remained idle in his cabin, an advocate 
for peace. Such was my love for the whites, that iny countrymen pointed, as they passes, 
and said, ‘ Logan is tlie friend of white men.’ I had even thought to have lived with 
you, bui forthe injuries of one man, Colonel Cresap,{ the last spring, in cold blood, and 
nuprovcked, murdered ali the relations of Logan, net even sparing my women aud child. 
ren. There runs not a drop of my blood in the veins of any living creature. This 
called on me for revenge. J have sought it: [have killed mary: I nave fuily ginited 
oy vaneeance: for my country I rejoice at the beams of peace. But de not harbor a 
thought that mine is the joy of fear. Logan never felt fear. He will not turn on his 
heel to save his life. Who is there te mourn for Logan ?--Not one.’ ” 


The affairs between Britain and her American colonies were 
now verging to a crisis. ‘The hostile attitude of the latter, soon 
occasioned orders to be issued to their governors to remove the 
military stores out of their reach. Accordingly, on the 20th of 
April, 1775, Dunmore secretly removed the gunpowder from the

strong corroboration of these Suspicions. 

7 The authentic ity of this speech has been much questioned. ‘The reader wilt find 
the deposition of Gen. Gibson in the American Pioneer, which grves full and satisfactory 
confirmetti on of its monuineness. 

Various evidence is given, in the Pioneer, that it was Capt. Michael Cresap, ne? 
Col. Cresap, wiio murdered the Indians on the Ohio. 
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megazine at Wiliiamsburg, tothe Magdalen man-of-war, anchored 
off Yorktown. There pon 1, the volunteers of Williamsburg imme- 
diately flew to arms, and could with difficulty be restrained from 
seizing the person of the governor. The people of the town sent 

a deputation to Danmere, who remonstrated with him for this act, 
ieee at a time when they feared an insurrection of the slaves. 
His reply “ was everywhere considered as a mean and seandalous 
evasion.” Fearful of the conseguences. of his conduct, he estab- 
lished a guard of negroes at his palace: Uxasperated to the high- 
est degre ee, he openly swore, “ by the living God,” that if any injury 
was id to himself, or the ofliccrs who had acted under his 
direction in the aflair of the gunpowder, he would JaaGee free- 
dom to the slaves, and ratiees Willhamsburg to ashes. These 
savege threats wrougnt the indignation of the people to the high- 
est pitch. which spread lke electricity throughout siey eee 
Over six hundred people of the upper country armed themselves, 
assem led at Fredericksburg, and oilered their services to defend, 
if REGGR SAT Williamsburg trom the threatened attack of Dunmore. 
‘Thousands also, in all paris ef Virginia, stood ready, at a moment’s 
warning, tolend theiraid. in the mean time, those ardent patriots 
Peyton ‘Randol oh and Mdmund Pendleton, transmitted their. advice

to the Iredericksburg meeting to abstain, for the present, from 
hostilities, until Congress should decide on a general plan of resist- 
ance. 

“Gn the receipt of this advice, they held a council, consisting of ever one hundred 
members, who, by @ majority of one only, ec peace to disperse for the present. hey, 
however, drafted an addres 58, Which Was almost tantamount to a declaration of tudepend. 
ence, in which they ‘firmly resolved to resist ‘at attempts against their rights and privi. 
leges, from whatever quarter they might be assailed. ‘Chey pledged themselves to each 

other te be in readiness, at a moment’s warning, to reassemble, aud, BY FURCK OF ARMS, 
to defend the laws, the liberties, ond the rights of this or any sister coLony, from 
unjust and wicked invasion. They then sent dispatches to troops assembled in Caroline, 
Berkeley, Frederick, and Dunmore counties, thanking them for their offer of service, and 
acquainting then: with their determinations. ‘The address was read at the he ad of each 
company, and unanimously appr: ved, It concluded with these impressive words GOD 
SAVE THE LIBERTIES OF AMERICA?” 

The volunteers of Hanover, however, determined to recover the 
powder, or perish in the ablempt. With Patrick Henry at their 
head, they marched from Hanover town to Doncastle’s ordinary, 
within 16 miles of the capitol, their numbers swelled by accessions 
of volunteers from ‘King Wiltam and New Kent. They here 
disbanded, (May 4th,) and returned te their homes, Patrick Henry 


having received ample compensation for the powder from Rickard 


Corbin. the king’s receiver-general. Two days atier the above, 
Dunmore issued a proclamation against “a certain Patrick Henry, 
of the county of Hanover, and a number of deluded tollowers,” and 
forbade all persons to countevance hiro, or others concerned in like 
combinations. On the llth, Henry jeft Virginia to attend the 
Continental Congress, of which he was a member. 

By this time, every county in Virginia was fairly aroused to the 


dangers that ies them. County committees were formed, wha 
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anticipated measures of defence, by arming and raising minnute- 
men, and taking all practicable means to faice an pibeiual resist- 
ance.) The people sympathized with the sufferings of the Bos- 
tonians, and the citizens of Williamsburg assembled, and unani- 
mously resolved to subscribe money for their aid. ‘The news of 
the battle of Lexington reached Virginia about this time. 

The proclamation of Dunmore had scarce made its appearance, 
when some persons privately entered the magazine aud carried 
away a great number of arms and military equipments... New 
causes of irritation between the governor and the peop were con- 
tinually arising. 

When Patrick Henry marched down to make reprisals for the 
gunpowder, Dunmore dispatched a messenger to the Fow ey man- 
of-war, anchored off Yorktown, for aid. A detachment of 46 ma- 
rines and sailors was sent to Williamsburg. where they remained 
about 1Gdays. Previous to their landing at Yorktown, Capt. Mon- 
tague sent a letter from on board the F ‘owey to Col. Thomas Nel- 
son. threatening to fire upon the town if the troops were molested 
or attacked,—a message which still further increased the indigna- 
tion of the people. 

On the ist of June the governor convened the Assembly, and 
addressed them in a speech. With this commenced a political 
correspondence between him and the House of Burgesses, which 
was, on the part of the latter, a clear and forcible defence of the 
rights of the colonies. On the 8th of June, the governor, with his 
family, fled on board the Fowey, off Yorktown, fron ill- grounded 
apprehensi ions of his safety at Wilhamsburg. Several communi- 
cations passed between him and the Assembly, relative to public 
business generally, the late disturbances respecting the removal 
of the gunpowder, and the governor’s proclamation and course of 
conduct, 

Dunmore “ refused, upon invitation of the oe to return 
to his palace or to sigi bills of the utmost importance to the colony, 
and refused to perform this branch of duty, unless the Assembly 
would come and hoid their meetings under the guns of his ship at 
Yorktown. In this emergency, the governor was declared to have | 
abdicated, and the president of the council appointed to act in his 
place. His lordship, on the termination of the intercourse between 
himself and the Assembly, which was towards the close of June, 
sailed down the river.” Thus ended the royal government in Vir- 
ginia. 

The Assembly now dissolved, and, pursuant te agreement, the 
delegates, on the 17th of July, met in convention at Richmond, to 
organize a provincial form of government and a plan of defence. 
The following illustrious characters composed the coramittee cf 
safety :—Edmund Pendleton, George Mason, John Page, Richard 
Bland, Thomas Ludweli Lee, Paul Carrington, Dudiey Digges, 
James Niereer, Carter Braxton, William Cabeil, and Joh 1 Tabb. 
The convention made arrangements to raise treops for iofence, 
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and the general committee met at Hanover Town, in Hanover 
county, on business connected with the military establishment, 
and then adjourned to Williamsburg ann the last of $ September. 

Previously, the committee of s atety ecomme nued to the dis- 
trict committees to direct the contr ve in each district to pro- 
vide, among other things, a stand of colors, bearing on ene side 
the name of the district, on the other, “ Vir Sinia for Constitutionai 
Tnberty.” 3 

In October, by Dunmore’s orders, a party of men, under cover of 
their men-of-war, landed at Norfolk, and forcibly earricd on board 
their vessels the press and types of a newspaper imbued with the 
patriotic oles: of the day. Shortly after, Dunmore marched 
to ea ae se in Princess Anne, destroyed some fire-arms denosited 
there, and took prisoner Capt. Matthews, of the minute-men. About 
this time an attack was made on Hampton, by some vessels com- 
manded by Capt. Squires, who had threatened to burn the town. 
The anenly were beaten off with loss 5, While not a single Virginian 
was killed. 

In the mean time, numbers of armed people from the upper 
country were arriving at Willi Ses Dunmore, hearing that 
the 2d Virginia Regiment t and the Culpeper Battalion had been 
ordered to Norfolk, direeted the Kingfisher and three large tenders 
to move up to Burwell’s Ferry, to prevent their crossing the James. 
These vessels, on their arrival, finding an American skipper at the 
landing, commenced firing upon her, and in a peremptory tone or- 
dered her-to come alongside the Kingfisher. Some Virginian 
riflemen, on the bank, directed her master not to oney the order. 
Upon this the man-of-war commenced a brisk fire upon the vessel, 
but without effect. Twice the Kingfisher sent a pee boat full 
of men to take possession, and twice they were e beaten off by the 
unerring aim of the riflemen. Foiled in this attempt, the enemy 
the next day attempted to land a boat filled with a2 mee men at 
Jamestown. They: were again repulsed by some rifle sentinels on 
the shore. In this month C November) Dunmore, as a superior 
force, surprised about 200 militia of Princess. Anne, on their march 
to join the troops. Their colone}, with several others, was made 
prisoner. 

Under date of November 7th, Dunmore issued his proclamation, 
in which he proclaimed martial law, declared all capable of bear- 
ing arms who did not resort to his majesty’s standard traitors, and 
otiered freedom to all slaves * appertaining to rebels” who would 
join his majesty’s troops. On this Dunmore had staked his best 
hopes. Had he had a tormidabdle force at hand to execute his threats, 
some epprehensions might have been excited. But as it was, it 
only harmonized public opinion, increased public irritation, and 
engendered a burning detestation of the means to which their late 
governor unbiushingly stooped to awe them into subinission. His 
Jordship set up his standard in Nortolk and Princess Anne, issued 
orders to the militia captains to raise a body of troops te oppose 
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the colonial army, prescribed, and, in some cases, extorted an oath 
of allegiance. A multitude of motley partisans flocking to his 

standard, he designed to destroy the BIO AS OR collected at Suf- 
folk for the Virginia troops. ‘To prevent this, Col. Wocdford, on 

the 2eth of November, detached 215 light troops, under Coi. Scott 
and Major Marshall, to that place, and on the 25th arrived there 
with the main bed dy of the Virginia troops. 


Aboui this time evidence was bronght to light of a diabolical scheme, matured by 
Dunmore, against that colony of which he prétended tu be a fnend. ‘This was a co- 
operation of the various Indian tribes with the tories on the frontiers. John Connelly, 
& Pennsylvanian, an artful, enterprising man, was the projector cf the intrigue. In 
July be nearly matured the plan with the governor. Ample rewards were offered to the 
militia captains inclined to the royal cause, and willing to ‘act under € onnelly. ‘To con- 
neci its extensive ramifications, he was dispatched ‘to General Gage, at ‘Boston, and 


returned about the 1oth of October, with instructions from the lutler. “hese invested 
bim with the rank of Lieut.-Colonel of a regiment of Ap ae ic be raised on the fron- 
dicr. Fort Pitt was to be the rendezvous of all the forces to acm under hin, among 
which were severalcompanies of the Royal [rish, then at Fort Gage, in the Hiinois country. 
From thence they would march through Virginia, and join Dunmore on the 20th of 
Apni at Alexandria, where an army was to land under the cannon of sh ips-of-war and 
possess themselves of the town.

The only avenue from Suifolk to Norfelk—to w hich place he 
was destined—by which Col. Woodtord could march, was by t 
Great Bridge, about 12 miles from the latter. The enemy were 
posted there in a stockade fort, on his arrival with the Virginian 
troops. Woodford constructed a breastwork within cannen-shot 
of the fort. i 

On the Sth of December, Capt. Fordyce, at the head of a party 
of British grenadiers, in attempting to storm the breastwork, was 
repulsed by a a most destructive and bleody fire. After this, Dun- 

aore, with most of his followers. took refuge on board his vessels 
The Virginians marched into Norfolk, and annoy . ihe enemy 
firing into their vessels. In retaliation, Dunmore cannonaded the 
town, and on the night of the Ist of January, 1776, iba a party, 
who, under cover of their cannon, set tire to the houses on the 
river which had sheltered the provincials. The committee of 
safety ordered Col. Robert Howe to destroy the remainder of ee 
town, to prevent the British trom mi viking it & permanent pos 
Norfolk, then me most populous town in Virginia, contained near 
§.006 inhabitant 

Celeneis \ Wood! ord and Stevens assisted Col. Hewe in the com- 
mand at Norfolk. Besides the two regiments already raised, the 
Convention resolved to raise seven more. Sixot these were placed 
on the continental establishment, to whose oificurs Congress granted 
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commissions, in erder, begi nning with Col. Henry, of the Ist, and 
ending with Col. Buckner, of the 6th R egiment.* 

Col. Patrick Henry resigned his commission, much to the regret 

of the regimen t, and was thereupon chosen a member of the Con- 
vention from Hanover. 

The General Convention of Virginia met at the eczpital, May 
6th, 1776, and appoinied Edmund Bos ndleton, President, and John 
Tazewell, Clerk. Since the flight of Dunmore, the House of Buar- 
gesses had met twice, pursuant to adjournment, but on neither 
occasion was there a quorum. They now met on the same day 
with the Convention, but “did neither proceed to business, nor 


-adjourn as a House of Burgesses.” Considering their meeting as 


illegal, not in conformity with a summons from a governor, they 
unanimously dissolved themselves. “Thus was the totteri ing fabric 
of the royal government utterly demolished in Vi irginia ; to swbsti- 
tute in its stead a structure of more elegant and more solid form, 
was now the task of the Convention.”

tions in favor of peace and union with the mother country, adopted 
unanimously the following resolution : 

“That the delegates appointed to represent this colony in General Congress, be in- 
structed to propose to that respectable body, to dec/are the united colonies free and inde- 
pendent Siates, absotved from alt allegiance to, er dependence on the crown or pazhia. 
ment of Great Britain; and that they give the assent of this colony to such declaration, 
and whatever measures may be thought necessary by Congress for f orming foreign alliances, 
and « confederation of the AEROS: at such time, and in the manner that to them shail 
seem best: provided, that the power of forming governments for, and me regulations of 
the internal concerns of each colony, be left to the colonial legislatures. 

The convention appointed a committee io prepare a Declaration

of Rights, and a Plan of Government, for the colony. ‘The former 
was adopted on the 12th of June. On the 29th a constitetion 
was unanimously adopted; “the first which was framed with a 
view to a permanent separation trom Great Britain since those of 
Sonth Carolina and New Ha mpshire, which alone preceded it, 
were to continue only until a reconciliation could be etiected be- 
tween the mother country and the colontes. This plan of govern- 
ment was proposed by the celebrated George Mason,t and had 
been adopted in committee before the arrival of one which Mr 
Jefferson, then in Congress, had prepared. They however ac- 
cepted Mr. Jefferson’s preamble, which is nearly the same as the 
recital of wrongs in the Declaration of Independence.”

On the 5th of July the convention adjourned. ‘Though the ses. 
sion was brief, it was an important one. Among other acts besides 
the formation of a government, they a an ordinance for erect- 
ing salt works in the colony: for establishing a board of com- 
missioners to superintend and direct the naval aifairs of the eclony : 
for raising six troops of horse: for arranging the counties into 
districts for electing senators, &c. They also resolved to expunge 


from the litany such parts as related to the king and royal family, 


and snbstituted, in the morning and evening service, such forms of 
Expression a3 were better suited te the new state of affairs 
The Declaration of Independence, so strongly recommended hy 
the Virginia convention, was passed in Congress on the 4th ot 
July, 1776; and, agreeably to an order of the privy council, it was 
proclaimed ou the 25th of the same month at the capitol, the 
eourt-Louse, and the palace at Williamsburg, amidst the acclama- 
tions of the people, and the firing of cannon and ewe 
The energetic measures that had been adopted by the Virginia 
troops in precluding the flotilla of Dunmore from obtaining sup- 
plies, had at last obliged them to burn the intrenchments they had 
erected near the ruins of Norfolk, and seek a refuge on board their 
ships, Where disease and hunger pursued them. The presence of 
his lordship in the lower country had given countenance to the 
disaffected, who were there numerous. A vigorous course was 
erdered to be pursued towards them. Col. Woodford. stationed 
at Kemps’ Landing, (row Kempsville, Princess Anne,) humanely 
executed these orders, which were intrusted to him by the commit- 
tee of safety, through Maj. Gen. Chas. Lee. 
Dunmore, with his fleet, left Hampton Roads aboe nt the Ist cf 


June, landed and erected fortitic: itions' on Cw rynn’s island, within 


the limits of what is now Matthew’s county. On the 9th of July 
he was attacked by the Virginians, under Brig. Gen. Andrew 
Lewis. and forced to abandon the island. Shortly after, Dunmore 
dispatched the miserable remnant of his followers to Florida and 
the West Indies, and saifing himself te the north, farever lett ihe 
shores of Virginia. 

The nefarious plot of ida engp was only part of an extensive 
scheme of operations, which the British had meditated in seeing 
an alliance with the ev woke By their instigation the (Indians 
were harassing the frontiers of the southern states to such a de- 
gree that a combination was formed to destroy their settlements 
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on the borders. Col. Christian, on the part of this state, marched 
with a body of Virginia troops into the Cherokee country, burnt 
four of their towns, and compelled them to sue for peace. 

On the 7th of October, 1776, the Assembly of Virginia met ior 
the first time; Edmund Pendleton was chosen Spe aker of the 
House of Delegates, and Archibald Carey of the Se ngte. One of 
the earliest of their labors was the a of all acts of Parliamen 
against dissenters, which was the first direct blow struck at the 
established church in the state. 

In the session of this fall, the Assembly appointed Thomas Jef- 
ferson, Mdmund Pendieton, George Wyihe, George Mason, and 
Thomas Ludwell Lee, Esguires, a committee to revise the State 
laws, and prepare a code more suitable to the new state of affairs: 
the execution of the work devolved on the three first. 


or 


At the north, the war was progressing with various success. ‘The Amcricans had 
been defeated at Lone Island, New York came into the possession of the British, 
and General Montgoinery feil before the walls of Quet reC, and his army retreated 
from Canada. ‘Washington's army, reduced to 3,500 effective men, retreat ted through 
New Jersey, be fore the “overwhelming force of the enemy, and Ha ae the Delaware. 
Ch tiu Pai or December, Nera hoy 
of Trenton and Princeton, the eas on aie: 26th of December, and the Jast on the 3d of 
January, at this the darkest period of the revolution, reanimated the hopes ef the friends 
of liberty. 

The principal object of the British in the campaign of i777, was to open a commu- 
nication between New York city and Canada, and to separate New England from the 
other states. Early in the year, Burgoyne was sent for this purpose, with 7,090 men, 
from Canada. He was arrested by Gen. Gates, and on thie l7th of October, was com- 
pelled to surrender his whole army tohim. ‘The capture of Burgoyne spread joy through. 
out the country. Washington, in the mean while, was in anxious suspense, watching the 
operations of Sir Wm. How ve, who had sailed from New York w ith 18,000 men, and a 
large fleet commanded by Lord Howe. Apprchensive it was a ruse, designed to draw 
him to the south, and leave the north open to iheir attacks, Washington proceeded to 
Bucks co., Penn., and there waited the destination of the enemy. 

The British fleet sailed up the Chesapeake, and landed the army in Maryland which 
soon after defeated the Americans at Brandywine and Germantown. in the former 
action, the Virginia brigades, under Wayne and Weedon, distinguished themselves 
The British did not follow up these victories with viger. While the Americans lost o: aly 
a few hundred men, these conflicts improved them in discipline, and better fitted them 
for the contest. 


Although the seat of the war was for so long a period transfer- 
red trom Vi irginia, her soil was doomed soon to be again trod by 
the foot of the invader. Previous, however, to giving an abstract 
of the military operations which occurred here in ine last few 
years of the revolutionary struggle, we shall glance at a few mat- 
ters too important to be omitted in even hie brie! sketch of her

While the events above alluded to were transpiring at the 
north, Virginia was exerting every nerve, in furnishing additional 
men and ineans, for the common cause, and adopting energetic 
measures against the disatlected within her own bosom. Among 
them were many British merchants, settled in the towns, i in whose 
hands was much of the trade. ‘These were compelled to leave the 
state, or be taken in custody. An oath of Wegiane e to the com- 


monuwealth, was alzo required of all free-born male inhabitants 
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over 16 years of age. At, this time, a taste for elegant literature 
and profound research prevailed throughout Virginia. The learned 


Dr. Small, of William and Mary Colleg re, had chiefly contributed 


to the diffusion of that taste betore the! war, through the encour- 
agement of Gov. Fauquier, “the ablest character who had then 
ever filied the chair of government in Virginia.” A literary and 
scientific society was instituted, amid the excitement of revolution. 
ary scenes, of which Mr. John Page* was president, and Prof. 
James ; Madisont one of the secretaries. They held a meeting in 
the capitol, and several valuable philosop ahieal papers were read. 
The calls of war, unfortunately, prevented a ripe development of 
the association. 

A loan-office was opened at Williamsburg, to effect two resolu- 
tions of Congress for the obtaining a loan ‘of continental money 
for the use of a United States. Another loan-oflice was estab- 
lished by the state, for borrowing, on the part of the commonwealth, 
one million of dollans; to supersede the necessity of emitting more 
paper money. 


it was fortunate fer Virginia that she had at this time, on er western borders, an 
sndividual of rare military genius, in the person of Cot. George Rogers ae “the 
Hannibal of the West,” who not only saved her back.settlements from Indian fury, but 
planted her standard far beyond the Ohio. The governor of the Canadian settlements 
in the Hlinois country, by every possible method, instigated the Indians to anney the 
frontier. Virginia placed a small force of about 250 men under Clarke, who descendi ng 
the Ohio, hid their boats, and marched northwardly, with their puevisions on their backs. 
These being consumed, they subsisted for two days on roots, and. in @ state of famine, 
appeared before Kaskaskias, unseen and unheard. At midnight, they surprised and 


took the town and fort, which had resisted a much larger force; then a ring the golden 
moment, sent a detachment who with equal success surprised thtee other towns. Koche- 
biave, the obnoxious governor, was sent to Virginia. CE his person were found written 
instructions from Quebec, to excite the Indians to hes tilities, and re ae ard them for the 
scalps of the Americans. The settlers transferred their allegiance to Virginia, and she, 
as the territory belonged to her by cor nyGeee and charier, in the autumnal session of 1778 
erected it into a county to he called Ilinois. Insulated in the heart of the Indian eoun. 
try, in the midst of the most ferocious tribes, few men but Clarke could have preserved 
this acquisition. Hamulton, the governor of Detroit, a bold and tyrannical personaze, 
determined, with an overw -hetmin ys force of British and Indions, to penetrate up the Ohio 
to Fort Pitt, to sweep ai the principal settlements in his way, ai besiege Kaskaskias. 
Clarice despaired of keeping possession of the country, bat he resolved to preserve this 
post, er die in its defence. While be was strengthening the fortifieations, le received 
information that Hamilton, who was at Fort st. Vincent, had weakened his foree by 
sending some Indians against the frontiers. ‘This nfornaetiont to the genius of Clarke, 
Pisclosed. with the rapidi ity of an electric flash, not only safety but new glory. ‘To resolve 
to attack Hamilton before he could collect the Indians. w Be the work of a moment—the 
only hope of saying the country. With a band of 1 50 gallant and hardy y comrades, he 
marched across the country. it was in February, 1779. When within nine miles of 
the enemy, it took these intrepid men five days to cross the drowned jands ef the Wa- 
bash, having often to wade up to their breasts in water. Had not the weather been 
remarkably ‘mild, they must have penshed. On the even| ng of the 33d, they landed 


in sight of the fort, before the enemy knew any thing o their approach. After a siege 
of eighteen hours it surrendered, without the loss of a man to the besiegers. The 
governor was sent prisoner to WVihamsburg, and consiwerable stores fell inte the posses. 


gion of the congueror. Other auspicious circuinstaunces crowned this result. Clarke, 
oooh aa a colvoy from Canida, au their way to this post, took the mail, 40 prisoners, 
and geods 3 to the value of 45,000; and to crown all, his express from Virginia arrived 
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+ Afterwards governor of Virginia. © t Subsequently bishop of the Episcopal Charels 
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with the thanks ef the assembly to him and his gallant baad, for their reduc! tion of the 
country about Kaskaskias. This year Virginia extended hee western cstablisiment 
through the agency of Col. Clarke, aud fea several fortifications erected, among w fsa 
was Fort Jefferson, on the Mississippi. 

On the 2d of January, 1781, the assembly, m conformity to the wishes of Couress, 
ceeded to the United States her iarge territory northwest of the Ohio. To this lberal 


measure, Virginia was induced by a desire of accele rating the general ratification of the 


articles for the confederation of the Union, 


On the accession of Sir Henry Clinton, in the place of Sir Wil- 
liam Howe, to the chief command, the war was carried on with 
greater energy. The reduction of the south seemed an object less 
difficult, and of as much value as the north; hence the plan of 
conquest was somewhat altered. Georgia was threatened with 

subjection by an expedition under Lieut. Col. Campbell, while Sir 
Henry Clinton prepared, in person, to invade } South Carelina. 

The central position of Virginia had hitherto, in a measure, 
saved her from the incursions of the enemy. Sir Henry Clinton 
saw that the resistance of the southern states would depend much - 
upon Virginia. and he was determined to humble her pride and 
destroy her resources. For this purpose an expedition was 
planned, and early in May, 1779, their squadron, under Sit oe ce 
Collier, anchored in Hampton Roads. Fort Nelson, j ns t below 
Portsmouth, was abandoned to them, and on the 13th. the British 
general, Matthews, tock possession of Portsmouth. The enemy 
destreyed large quantities of naval and military stores at Gosport 
and Norfolk; burnt Suifolk, and many private houses, and dest roy- 
ed upwards of 100 vessels. he army shortly embarked for New 
York with their plunder. 

“This destruction of private eal eae which ought to be held 
sacred by eivilized nations at war, called for the interference of 
the Assembly. <A resolve was passed in that Henk requiring the 
governor to remonstrate against th sk pao mode of carrying on the 
var. The fall of Charleston, and the success of Me dritish arms 
in the south, under Lord Cornwall a saotlennield much evil to Vir- 
gima. Her reduction was dete rmined on by the commander-in- 
chief, and a plan, apparently big with success, was laid for that 
purpose. As soon as Clinton was informed of the defeat of the 
southern army by Lerd Cornwallis, he dispatched Brigadier- 
General Leslie, with a force of about three thousand men, against 
Virginia. The co-operation of this detachment with the army 
under Cornwallis, who was expected to enter Vi irginia on the south, 
appeared fully a oe to the object in view. 

“Leslie arrived in the Ches apeake bay in October, 1780, and 
landing at Portsmouth, took possession of such vessels and other 
prore erty as could be found on the coast. The defeat of Maj 
Fergusen, who had been ordered to manauvre threuch the north- 
ern Sab Ps of South Carolina, and was expected to jein Cornwallis 
at Charlotte, caused the latter to alter His plans, and prevented his 
“junction witn Leslie. Some time elapsed before Leshe could ob- 
tain information of the situation of Goimahateltis and the circum 
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stances that occurred to prevent the important junciion with that 
officer. Meanwhile the governor of Virginia was earnestly em- 
Pp toyed in pre] yaring to oppose the invaders. Thomas Jeflerson, 
successor of Patrick Henry, was then governor of the state, and 
the assembly, composed of men selected for their wisdom and 
patriotism, was in session. At this crisis, General Greene, who 
had been appointed to succeed Gates in the command of the south- 
ern army, arrived in Richmond, on his way,te the south. As much 
reliance had been placed on the supplies to be received from Vir- 
ginia, Greene was not a litile embarrassed to find her in such a 
weak and exposed situation. After making such arrangements as 
he deemed necessary, he continued his journey to the south, leav- 
ing Baren Steuben to direct the defence of the state. General 
Gates had removed his head-quarters to Charlotte, and there he 
surrendered into the hands cf Greene the command of the southern 
army. In the mean time, General Leslie, leaving the shores of 
Virginia, sailed for Charleston, where he found orders requiring 
Lia. to repair with his army to Camden. On the 19th of Decem- 
ber he began his march, with about fifteen hundred men, to effect 

@ Junction with the army under Cornwallis. This he Secomp lished 
Siilout difficulty. On the 11th of January, Cornwallis advanced 
towards North Carolina. Wishing to disperse the force under 
General Morgan, who had been man@uvring in the western parts 
of the state, he dis spatched Colonei Tarleton in pursuit of him. 
The splendid victory of the Cowpens checked the ardor ef the 
pursuers, and revived the drooping spirits of the Americans. The 
southern army was, however, unable to face their enemy in the 
field; and the movements of Cornwallis indicating a design te 
bring Greene to action, compelled the latter to retreat towards 
Virginia. This he safely accomplished, notwithstanding the viger- 
ous pursuit of the British general, who had destroyed his bageas re 
in order to effect his mevernents with more cea The van of 
the Britisk army arrived just after the rear of the American had 
passed the Dan, which forms the div iding line between the two 
states. The next day General Greene wrote to Mr. Jeflerson, 
governor of Virginia, and to Baren Steuben, giving information of 
his situation, and requesting reinforcements, 

* Marly in December, 1780, Governor Jefferson received a letter 
from General Washington, informing him that preparations were 
making py the enemy at New York, “for an expedition to the south, 
which wus probably designed against Virginia. On the 30th, 
BE ert entral Arnold, with near fifty sail of vessels, arrived in 

the Chesspeake, and embarking in lighter vessels, proceeded up 


‘James River. On receiving news of this appreaching squadren, 


Mr. Jefferson dispatched General Nelsoa to collect and arrange a. 
force with as muecu haste as possible, while Baron Steuben, with 
about two hundred men, marched to Petersburg. On the 4th of 
January, Arveld landed his force, consisting of about nine hundred 
men, at Westover, the seat of Mr. Byrd, and marched to Richmond 
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without epposition. Thus was the metropolis of Virginia exposed 
to the insult and depredation of a traitor; her stores and archives 
plundered. and her governor compelied to seek security by imme- 
diate flight: From Richmond, Lieutenant- ( ae Simeoe was 
alia to Westham, where he desiroyed the only cannon fcun- 
dry in the state.’ At this place they also a. the military 
stores, Which had, on the alarm caused by Arnold’s approach. been 
removed from Richmond. Atter two days spent in n pill aging public 
and private property, General Arnold returned to Westover, where 
on the 10th he re-embarked his men, and descended the river. On 
his way he landed detachments at Mackay’s mill, and at Smithfield, 
where they destroyed some public stores; and on the 20th, arrived 
at Portsmouth. 

“« Major-General Steuben, assisted by General Nelson, having 
collected a considerable force, marched in pursuit of Arnold. But 
the movements of the latter were too rapid to be interrupted by 
the tardy advances of undisciplined militia. They were, however, 
abie to prevent. similar incursions, and by remaining in the vicinity 
of Portsmouth, they confined the enemy to their entrenchments. 
On hearing of the invasion of Virginia ‘by ae traitor Arnold, and 
his ene ampment at Portsmouth, General Washington formed a plan 
to cut off his retreat. He intimated to Count Rochambeau and 
Admiral D’ Estouches, the jinporta ance of an immediate movement 
of the French fleet to the Chesapeake; and at the same time de- 
tached the Marquis De la Fayette, with twelve hundred men, to 
Virginia: The French admiral, not entering fullv into the views 

of Washington, detached only a small part of his squadron, who, 
feof their ‘inability to effect the desired purpose, porunricd to the 
fleet at Rhode Island. The situation of Arnold had induced Sir 
H. Clinton to detach to his aid Major-General Phillips, to whom 
the command of the British forces in Virginia was committed. 
The united detachments under Arnold and Phiilips eres a body 
of about three theusand five hundred men. Being able to act on 
the offensive, Generai Phillips left one thousand men in Portsmouth, 
and proceeded with the remainder up James River, for the purpose 
of completing the destruction of the internal strength and resources 
of the state. Opposite to Williamsburg he landed, and from thence 
aa to Yorktown a detachment, who destroyed the naval stores in 

hat place. Re-embarking, they ascended the river to City Point, 
wey James River receives the waters of the Appamattox. At 
this place Phillips landed, and directed his march to Petersburg, 
vhich stands on the bank of the last-mentioned stream, about 
twelve miles from its junction with the former. 

' i. irgidia Was at this time in a defenccless situation; all the 
re aly force of the state was under Greene, in South Carolina, 
ace ier whole reliance was upon militia, of whom about two thou- 
sand were now in the field. This for ce, half of which was stationed 
on each side of James.River, was under the command of Baron 
Steuben and General Nelson. Steuben directed the southern divi- 
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sion, on whom the defence of Petersburg devolved, and f from. which 
piace he was compelled to retreat by the superior force of Phillips. 
During his stay in Petersburg, General Phillips destroyed the ware- 
houses, and spread terror and devastation, the constant aticndants 
of British invasion, through the town. Leaving Pete rs rg, he 
crossed the LA al oy into Chesterfield, and d letaching Arnold to. 
Osborne’s to destroy the tobacco at that place, he prowbedid him- 
self to Chesterfield court-house, where he destroyed the barracks 
and stores which had been formed there for th accommodation of 
recruits designed for the southern army. The two divisions of the 
army uniting ae marched into Manchester, where was renewed 
the scene of pillage and devastation transacted in Petersburg and 
Chesterfield. The fortunate arrival of the Marquis De la Fayette 
at Richmend, with a body of regular troops, saved the metropolis 


-from a similar fate. From Manchester, General Phillips proceeded 


down the river to Bermuda hundred, opposite City Point, where 
his fleet remained during his incursion. Here he re-em barked his 
treops. and fell down the river, while the marquis followed on the 
north side to watch his movements. He soon Jearned that Phillips, 
instead of returning to Portsmouth, had suddenly relanded his 
army on the south side of the river, one division at Brandon, and 
the other at City Point, and was on his march to Petersburg. It 
oe occurred to the marc quis, t that @& junction with Corn- 
wallis, who was then approaching Virginia, was the object which 
Phillips had in view, and to prevent which he determined to thr ow 
himself, by forced marches, into Petersburg before the arrival of 
that general. Phillips, however, reached that place first, = La- 
fayette halting, recrossed the river, and posted himself a few 
miles below Richmond. The death of General Phillips, soon latter 
his arrival in Petersburg, devolved the command of the army 
again on General Arnoid. 

“Cornwallis was now on his way to Petersburg, and having 
crossed the Roanoke, he detached Colonel Tarleton to secure the 
fords of the Meherrin, while Colonel Simcoe, with the rangers, was 
sent for the same purpose to the Nottoway. ‘he enemy oe 
his passage over these rivers without interruption, and on the 2th 
of Nay entered Petersburg. In addition te this united ride, whick 
seemed fully sufficient to crush every germ of opposition in Vir- 
ginia, General Leslie had again made his appearance on the coast, 
with a reinforcement of two regiments and two baitalions, part 
of which was stationed in enna under the command of tha 
officer. The Marquis De la Fayette continued near pidimond, 
with a force of about four thousand men, nearly three-fourths of 
whom were nilitia. Steuben, who was on the south side of James 
Rv er, proc ‘eeding with ¢ ie six hundred levies to reinforee Gen- 

ai Greene, was suddenly recalled, and ordered to take 2 position 

at the Point of Fork, where were deposited some military stores. 
General Weedon was requested to coilect.a foree near Fredericks- 
burg, jor the purpose of protecting an important raanutactory of 
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arms at Falmouth. In addition to these different forces, General 
Wayne was on his way to Virginia, with a detachment from the 
northern army of abeut nine hundred men. The strength of the 
enemy Was, however, too great fer any force Virginia could bring 
into the Meld, and her tate, as far as anne numbers and disei- 
pline could influence it, seemed now to be c lecided. 

“Cornwallis, alter resting tour days in Petersburg, proceeded 
down the south side of Ap pemalion and mee rivers, until he 
came opposite Westover, where he determined to cross. Lafay- 
ette, informed ot the enemy’s movement, left his encampment 
below Richmond, and retreated behind the Chickahomony River, 
keeping the direction towards Iredericksburg. The enemy pursued 
him across ihat stream, anxious to bring him to battle before his 
junction with Wayne. Lafayette, however, escaped the i lmpend- 
ing blow, and hastening across the Pamunky and Matta pony, the 
confluence of whose streams form York River, he endeavored to 
gain the road on which Wayne was approaching. The British 
commander, failing in his project of bringing the marquis to battle, 
thought proper to change his course, and determined to penetrate 
with his detachments the interior of the state. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Simcoe was directed to attack Baron Steuben at Point of Fork, (a 


_ point of iand iormed by the » Junction of the Rivanna and Fluvanna 


rivers.) and destroy the stores at that place: while Colonel Tarie- 
ton advanced to Charlottesville, where the General Assembly was 
then convened, 

_“Simeoe succeeded in driving Steuben from his post, and i destroy- 
ing the magazines uader nis protection ; while patieben. a ushed on 
to ‘Charlottesville, eager to add to his numerous exploits the capture 
of a corps of republican legislators. His approach, oe ever, Was 
discovered by the Assembly in time for the mem bers to make their 
escape. Mr. Jetierson, the governor, on hearing of their approach, 
sought an asylum in the wilds of the mountain adjacent to his 
house. After destroying some military steres, which had been 
deposited in Chaz Jotiesville as a place of saiety, Tarleton proceeded 
down the Rivanna, towards the Point of Fork, near to which 
Cornwallis had arrived with the main body of the army. Unitis nig 
with his BEY the diflerent detachments, the- British commander 
marched to Richmond, which he entered on the 16th of June. 
Meanwhile Lafayette had formed a junction with Wayne, and 
was watching with a cautious eye the mov ements of the toe. 

« After halt ing a few days in Richmond, Cornwallis resumed his 
march towards the coast, and on the 25th of the month arrived in 
Wilhamsbure, while the marquis, with « force of between tour 
and five thousand men, tolowed close on his rear. From that place 
the reh commander Kolae neg Colonel Simece to the Chicka- 
homony, lor the purpose of destroying some boats and stores on 
that river. Colonel Butier, w ¥ a detachment from the American 
camp, Was iminediately sent against this party, and a severe con- 
flict ensued, in which each side claimed the victory. After remain 
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ing about a week in Williamsburg, the British commander pre- 
pared to cross the river, and selected James City island as the most 
eligible place to effect a passage. In the mean time, Lafayette 
and the intre pid Genera! Wayne pressed close on his rear, with a 
fiew to sti files a5 soon as the enemy should be weakened by the 
van having crossed the river. Under a nos belief that the 
separation of the enemy’s force had actually taken place, an attack 
was made on the whole strength of the British army drawn up in 
order of battle. The approach of night saved the Americ ‘an army, 
ne effected a retreat after losing, in killed, wounded and prison- 
rs, upwards of a hundred men. From a belief that a grand at- 
ar was intended on New York by the combined army, Sir H. 
Clinton had ordered Cornwallis to take a position near Portsmouth 
or Williamsburg, on tide-water, with a view to facilitate the trans- 
portation of his forces te New York, or such aid as might be 
deemed necessary. In obedience to this command, Cornwallis 
selected York and Gloucester as the most eligible situations, where 
he immediately concentrated his army. The bold and discerning 
mind of Washington soon formed a plan to strike his lordship while 
encamped at York—a plan no less wisely devised than successfully 
executed. The arrival of the French tleet in the Chesapeake, at 
this juncture, contributed essentially to the completion of his de- 
signs. Count De Grasse, on obtaining intelligence from Latay- 
etie of the situaticn of the enemy, immediatel y detached four ships 
of the line to bleck up York River. Washington, fearful that 
Cornwallis might attempt to retreat to the south, sent orders to La- 
fayetie to take etiective measures to prevent his escape ; and also 
wrote to Mr. Jefferson, who was still governor of Virginia, urging 
him to yield every aid which his situation could afford, and w hich 
the importance of the object required. On the 14th of September, 
General Washington arrived in Williamsburg, which was now the 
ead-quarters of Lafayette, and proceeding te Hampton, the dee 
of siege was concerted with the Count De Grasse. About the 25th 
of the month the troops of the north arrived. and formed a junction 
with those under De la Fayette. ‘The whole regular {force thus 
combined, consisted of about twelve thousand men. In addition to 
these, there was a body of Virginia militia under the command of 
the brave and patriotic General Nelson. The trenches were 
opened by the combined forces on thie 6th of October, at the dis- 
tance of six hundred yards from the enemy’s works. On the 19:h 
the posts of York and Gloucester were surrendered to the combined 
forces of America and France.” 

The news of the surrender of Cornwallis spread universal joy 
througheut the country. Vhe termination of the war was ev idently 
near,—a war for constitatioual liberty. In its trying scenes, Vir- 
ginia was amoung the foremost. When the colouies had gone toc 
far to allow a hope tor an honorable submission, she was the first 
to adopt a perlectly independent constitution—-the first to recom- 
mend the Declaration of Jndependence: her great soa was the first 
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amone the leaders of the armies of the nation, and her officers and 
soldiers, whether in ithe shock of battle, or marching half-clad, ill-fed, 
and barefooted, amid the snows of the north, through pestiiential 
marshes, and under a burning sun at the far south, evinced a 
bravery and fortitude unsurpasscd.

AuTEouGH active military operations were prolonged in various 
parts of the country, especially at the south, ‘afier the ¢ capture o 
Cornwaliis’s army, it may be said that the war was effect tually 
extinguished in Virginia by that memorable event. Most of the 
tresps whick had been raised for the defence of the state were ina 
short time disbanded, and although the negotiations for peace be- 
tween the two countries were rather slew in their progress, yet 
the conviction soon beeame general. that the signal defeat of the 
enemy at Yorktown would lead to that happy result. The states- 
men of Virginia took an active part in the discussions which fol- 
lowed the treaty of peace, growing out of the acknowledged in- 

competency ef the articles of confederation to bind the states to- 
gether by ties sufficientiy strong. The firmest patriots were alarm- 
ed at the symptoms of approaching dissclution, and none were 
more conspicuous in their efforts to avert that catastrophe than the 
great man who led the armies ef the Republic, and achieved its in- 
dependence. The Convention which assembled in Richmond, in 
June, 1788, to ratify the federal constitution, was composed of some 
of the most illustrious men in the state. ‘he names of Mar- 
shall,* Madison,* Monroe,* Mason,t Nicholas,{ Henry,§ Ran-

“The de- 
bates as given to the public, though no doubt imperfect, exhibit a 
display of eloqueuce and talents, certainly at that time unequailed 
in ihe country.’"§$ 

Yet it may appear strange to the present generation, that such 
was the diversity of opinion which prevailed, and so serious Were 
the apprehensions entertained by many, that too much power was 
conceded to the general government by ne instrument proposed 
for adoption, that it was only ratified by a lean majority of ten, out 
of 168 members, who voted on the final question. ‘The opposite 
political opinions which were developed on that occasion, were 
strongly impressed upon the public mind, and traces of their influ- 
ence may he easily distinguished in the subsequent history of par- 
tiesin Virginia. The name of federalist, which was originally ap- 
plied to those who were in favor of adopting the Constitution, 
was afterwards used to designate the party which favored that 
construction of the instrument ES -d to give greater elficlency 
to the powers it conferred; while those, for the most part, w ho 
were hostile to the new form of government, preferred to be distin- 
guished by the title of democrats, or republicans.|||| These dis- 
tinctions, were aerated and widened by the subsequent action 
of Congress, and especially by the passage of the Alien and Sedi- 
tion laws, in Mr. Adams's adbinicretion: These measures en- 
countered the most decided opposition in ese Mr. Madison,

Hil Phe great orator, Patrick Henry, was one of the most prominent op ponents to the 
adopticu of the feceral constitution ; but after its adoption, he determined to support ihe 
governme an in the exercise of iy powers which he velteved to have been legitunately 
conferred, bat against the giving of which he had so earnestly contended. Accordingly 
he was fe to the Legislature, in the spring of 1799, resolved te sustain in that body 
the constiiutionshty of the Alien and Sedition laws. His death, which occurred before 
the meeting ot the Legislature, spaced bun the great and perhaps unequal conflict.—See

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elected to.the state legislature for the séssion of 1795, pre pared 
his celebrated report, which received the sanction of that body, 
by a considerable majority. This sel ever since its adoption, 
has been regarded by the state-rights, or democratic party, as a 
political text-book, or authoritative bipisit ion of the tederal con- 


stitution; yet it is affirmed by their o; a Nee that its reasons and 


deductions have been frequently applied to eases which were not 
within the contempiation of its original framer. or of many oth- 
ers, who sanctioned its application to the Alien and Sedition 
laws. . 

Passing over the minor events in the annals of the state, it may 
be sufficient to observe, that she gave a constant and cordial sup- 
port to ths measures of her presidents. Jefferson and Madison, 
which were preliminary to the war of 1812, declared against Great 
Britain. During the existence of that war, she conttibuted liber- 
ally her treasure, and the services of her people, to the defence of 
the country. ‘To say nothing of the distinguished men and nu- 
merous recruits with which she supplied the land and nava I tore 
ov ine Union, iStances were nol w ahi UL ike dispiay ul hereic 
valor within her ewn borders, in rep yelling the predatory and -san- 
guinary depredations of the enemy. Hampton, Craney Island, the 
White House, and various other points on the Potomac, will long 
be remembered as scenes of gallant enterprise or patient endurance 
of the hardships of war. Her sons from the mountains and yal- 
leys of her extensive we ster domain. m arche ed with alacrity to 
the seaboard, and submitted, without mara) ing, te the toils and 
perils of the camp: and hundreds paid the forfeit of their lives in 
a climaie which, to them, habit and nature had rendered uncon- 
genial and fatal, 

Although the state was a cordial and zealous supporter of the 
war, and ‘perhaps suffered less than some of the more exposed of 
her sister commonwealths, yet she was by no means disinclined to 
peace ; although, in the opinion of many, the terms upon which 

that blessing was acquired were not precisely con 5 bi with the 
objects for whieh th e war wag declared. This, however, is one of 
the usual contingencie Athyn hich the mortal conflicts of nations 


‘are waged. They fiz! ht for principle, but are obliged to make 


peace from necessity ; and there is no truth which is taught us by 
experience more salutary, than that peace, even with its at- 
tendant disadvantages, is more tolerable than war, which p! aces 
every thing at hazard, and is alw ays followed by multiplied hor- 
rors. 

Nothing, perhaps, occurred af sufficient cousequence to be no- 
ticed by the ceneral apnalist or historian, after ‘hie peace of 1815, 
until the per! ‘od which brought about the General Convention of 
1829, assembled for the purpose of revising the state constitution; 
a frame of government which had been established prior to the 
Declaration of Independenee, and which was, theretorc, consecrated 
in the affections of a large portion of the people by being asso- 
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ated with revolutionaty scenes and recollections. It isnot te be 
denied, however, that some of the complaints of those who were 
elamorous for reform, were in themselves reasonable, even if no 
serious inconvenience and mischief had been experienced in prac- 
tice. The grievance which had been most earnestly dwelt upon 
in the ROPE! ar discussions, Was the great inequality of representa- 
tion in the state legislature. Counties of unequal size, wealth, 
and population, were r Ada a in the state councils by an equal 
number of delegates; and although perhaps the interests of large 
sections or divisions were fully protected in the praciical operation 
of government, yet the sense of local wrong was too powerful to 
be Tesisted. The call of a convention was sanctioned by a ma- 
jority of the people, and that body assembled in Richmond in Oc- 
tober, 1829. No set of men of more varied talents, or ef riper 
experience ahd wisdom, had been organized as a public body in 
Virginia, since the meeting of the state convention which ratified 
the federal constitution ; and there are many conspicuous names 
found in the proceedings of both those disting wished assempblies.* 
Liow striking iy dierent Were the results of ine deliberations oF 
the two conventions! The first in the order of time contributed 
essentially to cement unicn of the states, by the substitution of 
a solid fabric of government for a feeble contoderation, Which, in 
the language cf the day, had been apily compared to a “rope ot 
sand,” The labors of the latter, in the opinion of able rainds, have 
not only resulted in no essential good, but in mn ch praeaee) mis- 
chief. Whether the opinion be or be not well-founded, it is not 
necessary to decide; but it is certain that the eared constitu- 
tion has dissatisfied many, and that prepositions have already been 
made to the legislature to adopt preliminary measures ior a third 
convention. 

Virginia havi ng the most extensive territory of any of the states 
ef the Union, and being the largest sla veholder, has “aaa becn 
peculiarly este re in regard to that Species of property, As, far 
back as the first administration of Gov. Monroe, at the cormmence- 
ment of the present century, a well-organized insurrection of the 
slaves in the immediate vicinity of the seat of government, was 
only prevented from resulting in the most frigbttul consequences 
to the persons and property of the whites, by the timely interposi- 
tion of Providence. From the best authenticated accounts, found- 
ed upon evidence taken at the time by the constituted authorities, 
a large body of slaves, suppesed to be a thousand in number, heac- 
ed by skilful leaders, and provided with the means of oifensive

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warfa Te, assembled by preconcert, in the night, about six miles 
from Richmond, and resolved to attack the town before daybreak es 

No suspicion having been excited, the police was feeble and inert : 
the inhabitants were lulled into perfect ee and nothing, it is 
believed, saved them from thassacre and pillage, but a sudden and 
Vioient storm, accompanied by heavy rains, w hich rendered impas- 
sable a stream lying between the insurgents and the city. A 
young negro, attached to his master and family, was seized with 
compunetion for his criminal designs, and swam the stream, at the 
hazard of life, te give information of the plot. The w hole city 
was TES pare ia were ordered out—-the insurrection was sup- 
pressed, and the ringleaders expiated their offence on the gallows. 
The severity of the punisument inflicted upon these unhappy suf- 
ierers, it was supposed, tor a long period of time, would prevent 
any similar disturbance in the state : but aa in ‘the year 
1831, during the administration of Gov. F loyd, a still more alarm- 

ing insurrection oceurred in the county of § Sauthiath apton, which 
was atiended by the most tragical resulis, A fanatical slave by 

the name of Nat Turner, with his brotner, who was stiii more fa-- 
natical, and who styled himself the prophet, rallied a band of des- 
perate followers, and, in open day, carried death and desolation - 
inte all the surrounding neighborhoods. Whole families of men, 
women, aud children, were slaughtered without merey, under cir- 
cumsianees of peculiar barbarity ; and the insurrection was only 
suppressed by the prompt interference of the military authority. 
Alter the fullest investigation, the conduct of these sanguinary 
wretches could not be accounted for upon any ef ihe usual mo- 


tives which govern men in a servile condition. As slaves, they 


were not treated with particular unkindness or severity; and the 
only plausible solution of the pee is te be found in the sng- 
gestions of a wild superstition, excited by the unnatural and ex stra. 
ordinary appearance of the sun at that particular period-—a ae 
nomenon which was recorded at the time, and is still well recol- 
lected. 

This painful and startling event made a deep impression upon 
the public mind. Men began to think and reason about the evils 
and insecurity of slavery; the subject of emancipation was dis- 
cussed both publicly y and puiy ately and was prominently introdeced 
into the popular branch of the legislature at the ensuing session 
of 1831-32. The Ilouse of Delegates contained, at that time, 
many young members of shining ‘abilities, besides others of ma- 
turer years ily more established reputation; and the debate 
which sprang up, upon the abstract proposition declaring it expe- 
dient to abelis ie slavery, was characte mized by all the powers of 
argument und all the vraces of eloquence. it W6S @ topic emi- 
nently fitted to arouse the strongest Passions Of our nature, and to 
enlist the long-cherished prejudices of a portion of the Virginia 
people. Atter’an animated contest, the question was settled by a 
kind of compronuse, in which the evils of slavery were distin otly 
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recognised, but that views of expediency mes that further 
action on the subject should be postponed. That a question s 
vitally important would have been renewed with HOES success at 
an early sag Ws period, seems more than probable, if the cur- 
rent opinions of the day can be relied on; but there were obvious 
causes in operation which paralyzed the friends of abolition, and 
have had the effect of silencing all agitation on the subject. The 
abolitionisis in the northern and eastern states, gradually increas- 
ing their strength as a party, became louder in their denunciations 
of slave sry, aud more and more reckless in the means adopt ed for 
assailing the constitutional rights of the south. The open and 
avowed security given to fugitive slaves, not only by the efforts of 
private societies, Dat by public official acts in some of the free 
states, together with the constant circulation of incendiary tracts, 
calculated to endanger the safety of slave-helding communities, 
have awakened a spirit of proud and determined resistance ; and 
it is now almost impossible to tell when the passions shall have 
sufficiently cooled for a calm consideration of the subject. 

ii Virginia has not successiuily rivalled some cf ibe inore 
wealthy and populous states in the cause of general education, 
and in works of internal improvement, she has at least devoted te 
those important objects all the rescurces she could command with- 
out impairing her credit by too great a pecuniary responsibility. 
It is an honorable trait, that she has been careful to fulfil her en- 
gagements in the most embarrassing times. 


MISCELLANIES, 
HISTORICAL, STATISTICAL, AND DESCRIPTIVE. 


Tue annexed concise geographical and statistical description of Virginia, is abridced 
from Sherman & Smith’s Gazetteerof the United States, and contaims the resulis of the 
Statistics and census of 1840, published by the general government. 


Virginia is 370 miles long, and 200 broad at its greatest width, containing 64,000 
square miles. or 40,960,000 acres. The population in 1790, was 747,610 in 1809, 
886,149 ; in 1810, 974,622; in 1820, 1,065,366; in 1830, Beles in 1840, 1,239,797, 
of which 448,987 were slaves. Of the free white population, 371,223 were white 
males; 369,745 ditto, females; 23,814 were colored males; 26,020 ditto, feuales. 
Employed in agriculture, 318,7715 in Cer aes GL Son era li SMe els and trades, 
54,147; navigatine the ocean, 582; ditto, canuls, rivers, and lakes, 2,952; learned pro- 
fessions, &c. 3 3,564. 

‘The state is divided into 123 counties and 2 districts —Fastern and Western. ‘Tho 
Eastern district comprises that part of the state cust of the Blue Ridge, and has 67 
counties. Population in 1840; whites, 309,395 5 free colored, 42,2945 slaves, 395,250; 
total, $06,842. The Western district comprises that part of the state west of the Bine 

tidge, and has 56 counties. Population: whites, 371,570; free colored, 7,545; slaves, 
is yy 37 « - total, 439,855. 

Richmond is the capital of the state, situated on the north side of James River, vt 
the head of tidewater, and just below its lower falls. ‘This state has a great varivtw

of surface and soll. From the Atlantic to the lower falls on the river, which includes a. 
tract of from 110 to 130 miles in width, the country is low and flat, in some places 
marshy, but extensively sandy, covered with the pitch- -pine. Onthe margin of the rivers, 
the soil is often rich. This is denominated the low country, and is wihealthy frem 
August te October. Between the head of tidewater and the Blue Ridge, the country 
becomes uneven and hilly, and more so as it approaches the mountains. Phe soil in 
this region 1s some ofit sandy and poor; some of it is fertile, particularly on the margins 
of the rivers. ‘Towards the mountains the country is stony and b roken, though the soil 
is often rich. The first ridge of mountains in this state is generally about 140 miles 
from the ocean. Beyond this the country is mountainous, traversed by sneeessive 
ridges of the : \leghany, which occupies a greater breadth of country in Vi irgimia than 
in any other state. Between the varieus ridges, however, there are long valleys or table- 
lands, parallel with them, often of conside ae breadth, and eo: ntaining some of the 
best and most pleasant and in Virginia. The farms are here smaller than in other parts 
of the siate, better cultivated, and there are fewer slaves. The climate in this region 
is very healthy. 

The soil in the tidewater country 1s Benerallyy poor, producing Tnadian corn, oats, and 
pees. Wheat is raised in some parts of it, and a little ricein the swamps inits southern 
part. etween tidewater and the mountains is the tobacco- country ; but in the northern 
upland counties wheat has extensively superseded tobacco; and south of James River, 
sufficient cotton is raised for home consuniption. The sontheastern counties om 1ce 
apples and peaches in great abundence. Among the mountains, the farmers raise large 
numbers of cattle and hogs. Indian corn is cultivated Urnoublen the state, he 
country west of the mountains, towards the Ohio, is rough and wild-—sometimes, but not 
generaliy, fertile ; but very rich as a mineral tegion. 

There were in this state in 1840, 326,138 horses and mules ; 1,024,148 neat cattle; 
1,293.1;2 sheep; 1,992,155 swine ;, poultry to the value of $754,698. There were 
produced 10,109,716 bushels of wheat ; 87,430 of barley ; 13, 451,0 ey of oats; 1,482,799 
of rye: 243.822 of buckwheat ; ae Ta 501 of Jndian COrN 5 9 538.374 pounds of 
wool; 10,597 of hops; 65,020 of wax: 2,944, 600 bushels ef potatoes; 364,708 tons of 
hay 3 25,594 of hemp and flax; 75,3- Aieh v pounds of tobacco : 2,956 of rice; 3,494,483 
of os 3,191 of siik cocoons; 1,541,933 of sugar. The products of the dairy 
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were valued at $1,450,458; of- “ Aone $400,760; value of Jumber produced 
$038, 092 ; 13,911 eallons of wine were made. 


The mineral w ealth of Virginia is very great. Gold, ecpper, lead, iron, coal, salt, lime. 
stone, and marble are found, together with a number of valuable mineral springs. An atten- 
tion to the business of Ane has mecenily been excited, and in 1540, 2,000 persons 
were euiployed in it. The belt of country in which goid is found, extends through 
Spotsvivania county and the.adjacent country, and in a southwest direction passes 
into North and South Carolina, Georgia, and Alabama. ‘The gold in this state is not 
sufficiently coneentrated to render it profitable, excepting in a few places, to engage Im 
miniog it, The coal fields in Virginia are very extensive, and afford ee tle bitumin. 
ous and anthracite. Large quantities ; have been obtained and hi d irom the vicinity 
of Richmond. Salt springs have been found in various places, and sult has been ex- 
tensively manufactured on the Great Kanawha River, near Charleston. The state 
abounds in mineral springs, which are much resorted to; the principal are, the Wiste 
and Biue Salpliar, i in Greenbriar; the Salt and Red Sulphur, and Sweet, in Nonrne ; 
Hot and Warin,in Bath; Be rkeley, in Morgan; Fauquicr White Sulphur, in Panguter: 
Shannondale, in Frede rick ; ; Alum, in Rockbridge : Jordan’s White Sulphur, in Freder- 
ick; Red, in Alleghany; Giayson, in Carroll; Bottetourt, in Roanoke ; Holston, in 
Scott; Augusta Springs 5 a d Daggers Springs, in Bottetourt. 

The staple prods ae ne of ihe state are wheat and tobacco. The Potomac River 
Separates this siate from Maryland. James River is the largest which belongs te this 
state. It is 500 miles in Jeneth, and flows from the mountains in the tterier, behind 
the Blue Ridge, through which it passes. It is navigable for sioops 120 miles, and for 
boats much further, and enters into Chesapeake Bays’ Pie Appomattox is 130 iailes 
ae and enters James River (QU muics above Hampton Koads, and ts navigable 12 miles, 
to Petersbure. The Rappahannock mses in the Blue Ridve, is 130) iniles long, is nave 
wa sble £10 niles for sloops. ane eciters unto the Chesapeake. York River enters the 
Chesapeake 39 miles below the Rappahannock, and is naviable 40 mies for shins. “The 
Shenandvah enters the Petomuc just before its passage through the Btae Ridge. OF the 
rivers west of the mountains, the Great Kanawha rises in North Carolina, passes throne) 
this state, and enters the Ohio.

The lower part of Chesapeske Bay lies wholly in this state, is 15 miles wide at its 
mouth, and enters the Atlantic between Cape Charles and Cape Henry. Norfolk, 8 
miles from Hampton Roads, has a fine harbor, much the best in the state, spacious, safe, 
and well defe: aded ; ; and it is the most commercial place in Virginia ; but Rici mond and 
Petersburg are -more populous, and have an extensive trade. Besides these, Wheeling, 
Lyncbbarg, Fredericksburg, and Winchester, are the principal ees, 

“Phe exports of this state, in 1840, amounted to $4,778,220; and the imports ie 
$545,685. There were 31 commercial and G4 commission houses et gaged in foreign 
trade, with a capital e SMe eh & 2,736 retail drygoods and other stores, with a cup- 
lial of $16,684,413 ; 1,454 persons employed in the lumber trade, with a capital of 
5 SS HY cane engaged in internal transportation, who, with 103 batchers, 
packers, &c., etployed a capital of $100,680; 556 persons employed in the, fisheries, 
with a capital of $28,383. 

The manufactures of V irginia are not so extensive as those of some states inferior to 
it in territory and population. ‘There were, in 1840, domestic or family manufactures to 
the ainount of $2,441,672 ; 41 woollen manufactories and 47 fulling-mills, employing 
222 persons, producing articles to rhe amount of $147,792, with a capital of $112,350;

Years since, and the following statement was pub- 
lished with the ceseription of tt > During the usurpation of Cromwell, the colony of Vir- 
ginia refused to acknowledze HS UPR Ror NE ¥, und declared itself independent. Snortly 
alter, findiie that Cromwell threatencd to send a tleet and an army te reduce Virginia 
to subjection, and fearing the ability of this feeble state to wit Gs ind this force, she 
Beni, a w Sittall SID, aiessenger to Charies IL, then an exile in Breda, Flanders 
Charles accepted fie tavitation to come over, and be king of WViryinia. and was on the 
eve of embarking when be was recalled to the throne of Bneland, 4s soon as fhe was 
restored to the crown of Mnyland, in gratitude for the loyalty ef Virginia, he caused her 
cout of arms to Le quartered with those of England, Scotland, and Lre ‘land, as an inde- 
pendent aneniber of the empire.

The above coin is clearly confirmatory of these facts. Hence the origin of the phras: 


* Old apamens frequently applied to Virginia. 

History does not confirm all these statements, pcre it establishes some, and sufh- 
ciently discloses, in the conduct of Virginia during the Protectorate of peas & CAUSE 
for the origin of the name Old Dominion, frequently applied to Vireinia. The facts, as 
gathered fram a variety of crecitable historians, appear to be these: 

After the death of king Charles I., and the installation of Oliver Cromwell as Protes- 
tor, the colony of Virginia refused to acknowledge his authority; and Parliament having 
subdued opposition elsewhere, were not disposed to submit to such a resistance of its 
authority by the 20,000 inhabitants of Virginia. It issued au ordinance declaring them 
notorious robbers and traitors ; prohibited all intercourse with the refractory colormsts, 
either by the people of England, the inhabitants of the other American settlements, or 
with foreign nations; and finally, sent over a fleet, under Sir George Ayscue, to over- 
power the previncial royalists, and extinguish the last traces of monarechial authority 
that still lingered in extremities. of the empire. The commissioners appointed to ac- 
company this expedition were empowered to try, in the first instance, the efficacy of par- 
dons and other conciliatory propositions, in reducing the colonists to obedience ; but if 
their pecifie overtures should prove ineffectual, they were then to employ every species 
of hostile operations. 

From Barbadoes, Captain Ayseue dispatched Capt. Deunis with a smail squadron to 
the Chesapeake, to land his forces, and drive Sir William Berkele y out of Virginia; for 
during the whole pee struggle of Charles I. and the Parliament, the Virginians 
were firm on the side of their king, and enacted a declaration, * that they were born un- 
det a miViiaivily,y and Weula never degeuerace roiu the conditioi ur tacit birth, by bein ig 
subject to any other government.” After the king was beheaded, they acknowledged 
the authority or the fugitive prince, and actually continued the provincial government 
under a commission which he sent to Sir William Berkeley from his retreat at Breda. 
The young prince was not, however, actually invited over to establish a kingdom in 
Virginia ; though, according to C larendon, Sir William Berkeley was so assured of the 
loyaity of the eer es and so impressed with confidence of ultimate success, that he 
wrote to him, “almost inviting hum to America!” In these aets consisted the enmity 
of the Faniement to the governor; and for this open dehance ef its power, Virvinia 
was to be ravaged by a fieet in her waters, and insidious assassins on her soil. Histo- 
rians diiler greatly as to the proceedings of Sir William, atter the arrival of the feet 
withia the Capes of MnEtBic. Several, as B evenly, (p. 45 3) Otvatin oa (i. 375 3) Burke, 
(European Settlements, ii. 223 ;) Graham, (1. 99,) have esserted that he ae a great 
show of resistance, es by the Dutch ships in the harbor, and the royalists, \ who 
were a imajority of the population. 

Bancroft, (2. 223,) citing contemporary authorities of the highest value, says, no 
sooner had the Guinea frigate entered within the waters of the Chesapeake, than (quo- 
ting frem Clarendon) all thoughts of resistance were laid aside. It marks, centinues 
Bancroft, the character of the Virginians ; that they refused to surrender to foree, but 
yicided by a voluntary deed and mutual comp: BGG EMS By the articles of surrender a com- 
piete indemnity was siipulated for all past offences; and the colonisis recogaisit Ao the 
authority, were admitted into the bosom of the English commonwealth, and expre 


wi 





‘assured of an equal He eee a in all the privileges of the free people of eer and. in 


Bemcvlas it provided that the Provincial Assembly should retain its wonted func ions 
and that the people of Virginia should have as free trade as the people of ee and to 
all places and all nations,” and ‘shall be free from all taxes, customs. and tmapesitions 
whatsoever, without the consent of their own Assembly.” Berkeley disdained oe make 
any stipulation for himself, with those whom his principles of loyalty taught him co re- 
gard as usurpers. Without leaving Virginia, he withdrew to a retired situation, where 
he continued to reside as a private individual, universally beloved and respected till a 
new revolution was to summon lim once more to defy the republican forces of Pngland 
and restore the ascendancy of royalty in the colony. 

This was in March, 1652: and atfairs continued much im this state until 1669. In 
the mean tiave, Richard Binet: Bid Disces, and Samuci Mis tthews, had been sever- 
ally elected by the Burzesses, ae of Virginia, under Alanis NOs to Oliver Crom- 
well, and on his death 1, 163k, to Richard Cromwell. Buatin 1660, Gov. Matthews died; 
and the progie, dim cunaerited with some commeceial restrictions imposed bv the Proiec- 
torate, did not wait fora vew commission from Fneland, bat elected Sir William Berke- 
ley, ana * by anobliging violence compelled hun to aceept the government.’ rhe, howevers 
refused to act under the usurpation of the Cromwells, and would not consent, unless loey 
joined with him in joining their lives and fortunes for the king who was then an exile.

“ This,” says Beverly, “was their dearest wish, and therefore, with a unanimous 
voice, they teld hint that they were ready to hazard all for the king.’ Now, tins was 
actually before the king’s return to lingland, and proceeded from a broad pruiciple of 
loyalty for which they had no example. Sir Vilham Bovkeley embraced their choien, 
and jorthwita procial immed Charl les hee king of Bagiand, Scotland, freland, and Vir. 
gima, and caused ail processes to be issued in his name. Phus his niujesty was acti. 
ally fe ng in Heer before he was in Fagland. Op the restoration of tae King he 
gent Sir William a 7 cornmission, and eranted him permission to visit England. 

He was received a the monarch with much kindness; and there is recorded a tradi 
tion, that the king, in compliment to that colony, wore at his coronation a robe made of 
the silk which was sent from thence. Such is a condensed narration of the causes and 
incidents which gave to Virginia the honored title of the ** OLp Dominion,” 


SLAVERY AND TOBACCO. 


The following relates to the intreduction of slaves, and the cultivation of tobacco, 
with their influence en the character and condition of the inhabitants of Virginia. It is 
drawn from the Life of Jefferson, by Prof. George Tucker, of the University of Virginia; 
a work written with perspicuity and candor, and incidentally elucidating important points 
in the civil and political history of the state. 


~- Pag) ORT alr ales Pal is as pA 
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in 1744, at the period of the bitth of ir. Jefferson, tie settlements had extended 
200 miles from the sea-coast, and in the northern part of the colony, had passed the Blue 
Ridge. ‘The population was then about 200,000, of whom from a quarter to a third were 
slaves. 

The cultivation of tobacco, and the intreduction of slaves, soon after Vi irginia was set- 
tled, have hac a marked mftluence upon the habits, character, and fortunes of the coun- 
try. The introduction of tobacco, in Wngland, about 2U years before the settlement of 
Jamestown, ied to a rapid extension of its use. A demand being thus created, und a 
heavy price paid, encouraged the first settlers of Virginia to cultivate it for m: arket, to 
the neglect of other crops. It long continued the sole atticle of ex (port, and from the m- 
adequate supply of the precious metals, it became Me general measure of value, the prin- 
cipal currency of the colony. In 1752, the quantity exported had increased to ebout 70 
millions of pounds, since which time the product has somewhat diminished. 

“As this plant requires iand of the greatest fertility, and zis finer sorts are produced 
only in virgin soil. which at soon exhausts, its culture has been steadily athens west- 
wardly, where fresh land is more abundant, leaving the castern region it has impeverish- 
ed to the production o of Indian corn, wheat, and other grain. Its cultivation has thus 
sencrally ceased in the country below the falls of the great rivers, avd in its progress to 
the west, the centre of the tobaceo region is new two hundred mies trom the coast. 

“ The businexs of cultivating tobacco, aud prepariig jt for market, requires Hi contin- 
ual attention, and so much, and so many afaik ot handling, as to allow to the planter little 
time for any of the other useful processes of husbandry ; and thus the management of his 
dairy and orchard, and the usetul operations of manuring; | inrigation, and cultivating arti- 
ficial ora sses, are either conducted in « slovenly way, or neglected altogether. The to- 
bacco district nowhere exhibits the same external fuce of verdure, or anarks of rural 
comfort is taste, as are to be seen in those countries in which its culture has been 
abandoned. 

“ But the most serious consequence of the tobaceo cnitivation is to be found in the in- 
crease of slaves: for though it did not occasion thetr tirst introduction, it creatly en- 
couraged their inn pe rtation afterwards. [tis to the spirit of commerce, which in its un- 
istineuianed at of gain, ministers to our vires no less tham ta ons necessur y wants, 
that Virginia owes this portentons SCORSSIDN ti »her ponutation, A Dutch ship from the 
coast et Gruinca entered James ani iy LG20, thirteen years after the first settlementot 
Jamestown. and soid twenty of hier slaves to the colonists. 

* The large grofits which coutd be made from the labor of slave:, while tobacco sold at 
three shillings sterling a po yaad, equal io about ten tunes ia ordinary price naw, vreaily 
encouraged their turther inportation. by giving to the planters the means of purchasing as 
well as the inclination; and. the effeet would have been much greater, if iley had not 
been continuaily supplied witli daber irom tae paupers, and sometimes the convicts, who 
were broughi from England and su: sll tu the planter rs for a term of years, to defray the 
expenses of their truusportation,

«This supply of English servants, together with the gradual fail m the price of tobacco, 
had so checked the importation of slaves, that in the year 1671, according to an official 
eommunication from the governor, Sir William Berkeley, while the w hele Porm ation 
was but 40,000, the number of indented servants was 6 QUO, and that ofthe slaves was 
but 2,000. ‘Lhe importations of ihe latter, he says, ab not exceed two or three cargoes in 
seven years, but that of servants, of whom he says, ‘most were Isnglish, few Scoich, and 
fewer Irish,’ he estimates at 1,500 s annually. 

“ But in process of time, slave labor was found preferable to that of indented while ser- 

vants, partly because the negro slaves were more cheaply fed and clothed than the labor- 
ers who were of the same race as the masters, but pr incipally because they were less able 
to escape from bondage, and were more easily retaken. The colonial statute book af- 
fords abandant evidence of the frequency and facility with which the indente d seryanis 
ranaway from their masters ; and the extent ofthes aischief may be inferred from the se- 
verity of its punishment. In 1642, runaway servants were lable, for a oe offence, ts 
be branded on the cheek ; though fifteen years afterwards the law was so fa mitigated ag 
to transfer this mark of ignominy to the shoulder. In 1662, their term ate service, which 
did wot often bce dedi four or five vears, might, for the Gene e of running away, he pro- 
longed, at the discretion ofa magistrate, aad the master might superadd ‘ moderate cor- 
pereal papsiotent > In the following year, this class of persons, prompted by the con- 
viets who hed been sent over after the restoration of Charles the Second, formed a con- 
spiracy ef insurrection and murder, which was discovered just in time to be defeated. 
Seven years afterwards, in 1670, the governor and council took upon themselves to pro- 
hibit the further importation of convicts, whom they call ‘ jail birds;’ and they assign 
this conspiracy as one of their motives for the order. ‘“Vhe privilege, too, enjoyed py we 
servant of complaining to the magistrate for the harsh treatment of his master, either as 
to food, clothing, or punishment, formed, no doubt, a further ground of preference for 
slaves, whe had no such inconvenient rights. 

“ Under the united influence of these circumstances the number of negro slaves so Jn- 
creased, that in 1732, the legislature thought proper to discourage their further importa- 
tion by a {2x on eaca slave imported ; and not to alarm the commercial jealousy of Eng- 
fand, the law, conforming to the notions of the age, formally provided for what no mode 
ef jievying the tax could have prevented, that the duty should be paid by the purchaser. 
This duty v was at first five per cent. on the value of the slave, but in a few years after- 
wards, (174(),) it was ineredwed to ten per cent., from which it was never reduced. it did 
not, however, prevent large importations, ior we tind the number to have increased in 119 
years, in the ratio of 1 to 146; that is, from 2,000 in the year 1671, to 293,427 in 1790; 
while in the same period the whites had increased only as 1 to 12, or from 33,000 te 
454,881. In the forty years which have elapsed, from ‘the first to the last census, it is 
gratifying to perceive that the increase of the free population in Virginia has been some 
what greater than that of the slaves. in the proportion of 63 per cent. to 60, and that dis 
- yparative gain seems to be gradually increasing. 

‘As Eastern Virginia is everywhere intersected by navigable rivers, which are skiried 
09 either side by rich, alluvial lands, the early settlers, whose plaatations were principally 
along the margins of the rivers, were able to carry ona direct intercourse with foreign 
countries, from their separate dwellings. ‘Thus commerce, by the very diffusion of its 
most important natural facilities, did not here coucentrate in a few favorable spots, and 
foster the growth of towns, usin most of the other colonies; and at the beginning of the 
revolution, Williamsburg, the seat of government, and the largest town m Virginia, itsel? 
the most populous of the colonies, did not contain 2,000 inhalatants. Bat as the bees 
which form no hive, collect na honey, the commerce, which was thus dispersed, accumu- 
lated no wealth. The disadvantages of this dispersion were eventually perceived by 


the colonists, and many etforts were made by the legislature to remedy the mischief by 


authorizing the establishment of towns on selected sites, and giving spec vial privileges aa 
immunities to those who built, or those who resided on them. ‘Their purpose was also 
Pb ‘d, and even stimulated by the government, from msca! considerations. But most 

these legislative etfurts fuiled, and none were very successful. “hus in 1686, as many 
ne twenty towns were authorized by act of assembly, being one for each county; yet at 
not more than three er four of the designated spots is there even a village remaininy to 
attest the propriety of the selection. 

“There were tudecd wauthig in the colony a the ors dinary constituents of a large 
town. Here were no manulactories to bring to: rether and emy doy the ingenious and in. 
Gustrigus. “The eolonaists, devoting themselves exclusively to agriculture, owned no ship- 
ping, which might have induced them to congregate for the sake of earrying on their 
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amusements might attract the gay, the voluptuous, and the rich: there was not even a 
class of opulent ‘landlords, to whom it is as easy to live on their reuts in town as in the 
cou zutry, and far more agreeable. But the very richest planters all cultivated their own 
‘and with their own slaves; and while those lands farnished mest of the materials of a 
Zenerous, and even profuse hospitality, they could be consumed only where they were 
PE and could neitucr be transported to a distance, nor converted into mouey. 
"The tobacco, ee constituted the only ie e of export, served to pay for the foreign 
luxuries which the planter required; vet, with his social habits, it was barely sufficient 
for that purpose, a nd nota few of the largest estates were de cep ty an He to the Scotch 
or English merchants, who carried on the whole commerce o! the country. Nor was 
this system of credit more eagerly sought by the improvident ae than it was given 
by the thriity and sagacious trader ; for it aiforded to him a sure » pledge tor the consign- 
ment of the debtors crop, on the sales of which his fair p erguisites amouuted to a liberel 
profit, and if be was disposed to abuse his trust, his gains were enormous, ‘Vhe mer- 
chants were therefore re: tay to ship goods, and aceept bills of exchange on the credit of 
future crops, while their factors in the colony took care in season to make the debt sate 
by a mortgaye on the lands and slaves of the planter. Some idea of the pecuniary 
thraldom to whick the Virginia planter was foru: ne subjected may be ae from the 
fact, that twice a year, at a general meeting of the merchants and factors in Williams- 

burg, thcy settled the price of tobacco, the advyanee on the ster ling: cost 6 Pipoods! and 
the rate of exchange with Iingland. It can searce ly be doubted that ge regulations 
were framed as much to the advanti age of the merchants as they believed it praciivabie 
to execute. Yet it affords evidence of the savacious moderation with which this deli- 
eae dutx Was exercised, thal il Was nur so abuse: d us to de SUEY used, 

“This state of things nee a decided infinence on the mannersand character of the 
colonists, untrained to habits ef business and possessed of the means ef hospitality. 
They were vpen-handed and open-hearted ; fond of society, indulging in all its pleas- 
ures, and practising all its courtesies. But these social virtues also occasionally ran into 
the ki daved vices 0 na of show, haughtincss, sensuality—and many of the ‘wealthier 
class were to be seen seeking relief from nett vacuity of idleness, aot merely in the al- 
lowable pleasures of the chase and the turf, but in the debasing ones of cock-fighting, 
gaming, and drinking. Literature was negiected, or cultiva'ed by the smali number 
who had been edneated in England, rather as an accomplishment and a mark of distine- 
tion, than tor the substantial benetits it confers. 

“Let us not, however, overrate the extent of these consequences of slavery. If the ha- 
bitual exercise of authority, united to a want of steady occupation, Heietiora ated the char- 
acter of some, it seemed to give a greater elevation of virtue to others. Demestic slave- 
ry, in faet, places the master in a state of moral discipline, and according to the use he 
makes of it, is he made better or worse. If he exercises his unrestricted power over the 
slave, in giving ready indulgence to his humors or caprice—W he habitually yields to 
impulses of 2 anger, é and punishes whenever he is disobeyed, or obeyed im perfectly, he is 
certainty the worse for the institution which has thus afforded aliment to his evil pro- 
pensities. Bot if, en'the other hand, he has been taught to curb these salltes of passion, 
or freaks of caprice, or has subjccied himself to a ¢ \urse of salutary restraint, he is con- 
tinuaily strengthening himself in the virtues of self-demial, forbearance, and moderation, 
and he ts all the better for the institution which hes ativrded so much oceasion tor ihe 
practice of those virtlies. * If, therefore, in a slave-holding country, we see some of the 
masters made trascible, e: uel and tyrannical, we see many others as remarkable for their 
roildness, moderation, and self-command ; because , in trath, both the virtues of the one 
and the vices of ite other are carried to the greu'er extreme by the self-same process of 
habitual exercise.”

INDIAN IS OF EASTERN VIRGINIA.t 


Aceording to the account of Captain John Smith, that part of Virginia that lies be- 
twee the sex and the mountuius, was inhabited t vy lurty-ilivee > diferent tribes of Indi: a 
Thirty of these were united ina grand conlederacy under the emperor Powhatan. The 


dominions ef this mighty chief, who was luag the most poweriul rival, and most impla-

t Thix article ts from the various histories of Virginia. 
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cuble foe, with whom the Mnelish had to contend, extended over thet part of the country 
that lies south of the Potomac, between the coast and the falls of the rivers. 

In comparison with crvilized countries, this extensive territory contained but a scanty 
population. The Powhatan coniederacy consisted of but about eight thousand inhabit- 
ants.

Besides this confederacy, there were two others which were combined against that of 
Powhatan. hese were the Mannahoacks and Manakins; the former of whom, con- 
sisting of eight iribes, occupied the country lying between Reppahannock and York 

rivers; end the latter, co nsisting of five tribes, was settied between York and James 
rivers, above the falls. Besides. these, were the Nottoways, the Meherricks, the T'uie- 
loes, and several other scattering and independent tribes. 

The hereditary dominions of Powhatan lay on James River, which originally bo 
‘his name.* He had a seat on this river, about a mile below the falls, where ei usna 
now stands, and another at Werewocomoco on the north side of York River, withia the 
present county of Gloucester. 

This monarch was remarkable for the strength and vigor of his body, as well as for 
the energies of his mind,’ He possessed great skill in intrigue and great courage in but- 
tle. His equanimity in the career of victory, was only equalled by his fortitade in the 
hour of adversity. If he had many vices incident to the savage life, he had some ie 
tues seldom found among the civilized. Fie commanded a respeet rarely paid by s 
ages io their werowance, and maintained a dignity and splendor worthy the monarc Ae of 
thirty aations. We was consteatiy attended by a guard of forty warriers, and durti 
the night @ sentry: regularly watched his palace. ‘Phough unlimiied by custom in Bie 
naber of tie wives, dis seravlio exhibited the apathy of the Indian character. When be

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slept, one of his wormen sat at his head and another at his feet. When he dined they 
attended him with water, or brought him a bunch ef feathers to wipe his hands. His 
regalia, free from the glitter of art, shewed only the eae royalty of the savage. THe 
wore a robe composed - of skins, and sat on a throne spread with mats, and decked with 
pearis and with beads. ‘Phe furniture of his palace, like the qualities of his mind, was 
adapted te war, and the impiements cf death, rather than ef pleasure. garnished his 
halls. 

The fivures im the annexed engraving » Tepresenting an Indian im his summer dress, 
and an Indiaa priest, were copied from those given in Beverly's History of Virginia, 
published in London, in 1722. ‘Ihe figure on the left, (the Indian in his summer dress,) 
is thus deseribed: ; 

The upper part of his hair is cut short to make a ridge, which stands up like the 
comb of a cock, the rest is either shorn off or knotted behind his ear. On his head are 
stuck three feathers of the wild turkey, pheasant, hawk, or such like. At his ear is 
hong a fine shell, with pearl drops. At his breast is a tablet or fine shell, smooth as pol- 
ished marble, which also hath sometimes eiched on it a stur. halfmioon, or other gare, 
according to the maker’s fancy; upon his neck and wrists hang strings of beads, peak, 
and roezoke. His apron is made of a deer skin, gashed around the edges, which hang 
like tassels or fringe; at the upper end of the fringe is an edging of peak, to make it 
finer. Tlis quiver is of a thin bark; but sometimes they make it of the skin of a fox, or 
young woll, oath the head hanging to it, which has i wid sort of terror in it; and to 
make it yet more warlike they tie 1t on with the tail of a panther, buflalo, or endl like, 
letting the end hany down between theirlecs. The pricked lines on his SOEs breast, 
and legs, represent the figures painted thereon, In his left hand he holds a bow, and in 
Ing sight an errow. The mark upon his shoulder-blade, is a distinction used by ihe 
Indians in travelling, to show the nation they are of—and perhaps is the same with 
that which Baron Lahontan calls the arms and heraldry of the Indians. Thus, the 
several lettered marks are used by several other nations about Virginia, when they make 
a journey to their friends and allies. 

The habit ef the Indian priest, is a cloak made in the form of a woman’s petticoat 3 

_but instead of tying it about their middie, they fasten the gatherings about their neck, 
end tie it upon the right shoulder, always keeping one arm out to use upon occasion. 
This cloak hangs even at tiie bottom, but ee no lower than the middle of the 
thigh ; bat w hat is most particular in it is, thatit is constantly sade out of a skin dressed 
soft, with the pelt or fur on the ouiside. aiid reversed 3 insomuch that when the cloak 
has been a little worn, the hair falls down in flukes, aud looks very shagged and 
frichtful. 

The cnt of their hair is likewise peculiar ta their function ; for ’tis all shaved close, 
except a thin crest, like a cock’s comb, which stands bristling up, and rans in a semi- 
circle from the forehead up along the crown to the nape of the neck. ‘Vhey likewise 
have a border of hair over the forehead, which, by its own natural gs and by the 
stiffening it receives from grease and palit, will stand out like the peak of a bennet. 

‘The face of the Indian, when arrived at maturity, 1s a dark brown andchesnat. By a 
free usc of bears grease, and a continual exposure to the sin and weather, it becomes 
harder and darker. ‘This, however, 1s not the natural complexion. du infaney they are 
much fairer.* Their hair is almost invariably of a coal black, straight, and long ; ‘their 
check bones are nigh, and their e yes black and full of a echuracter of wildness and fero- 
city that mark their un iappeas ible thirst of 5 yengeunce, and their free and uneentrolled ine 
dulgence of every fierce aad violent passion. Guat the education of an Indian, which com. 
mences almost with his birth, te aches him that dissimulation, which masks tie thouchit 
and smooths the coui tenance, is the most useful of virtues; and there is a continual erort 
to check the fierce sallies of the eye, and keep down the consuming rave of his bosom 
His eye, therefore, is generally ay ented or bent downwards. ‘Phe terrible complacency 
of the tiger is no inmapt iiustration of an Indian Visage. 

‘The figure of an Indian is admin: ate proportioned “beyond any cise that has hitherto 
been sven of the hamen form. ‘Fall, straight; their muccles hardened by the continual 
action of the weather; their linvbs supple by éxereise, and perhaps by the use of oil, they 
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#6 They are very swarthy,” says Charleveix, speaking of the Canadians, “and ofa 
dirty y dark red. But this is net theit nutucnt complexion. The hes frictions they 
use give them this red, and it is surprising that they are not blacker: being continually 
exposed to the staoke in winter, to the great heat in summer, and un aff seasons to the 
neiemencies of the air,” 
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outstrip the bear, and ran down the buck and the elk. No such thing is to be found as a 
dwarfisi, crooked, bandylegged, or otherwise misshapen Indian. 

The power and qualities of their minds are such as we should expect from their state 
of society. Ina state of nature the mind of man diffe ‘Ts but hitle from the arimals 
around him. Occupied in supplying his wants or gratifying his resentments, he has but 
little time or inciination for the labors of calculation or the refinements ef abstraction. 
The sensisle objects with which he js most conversant, impress themselves on his memory 
in the order and decrees of they importance; but their classification, aud tne iaculty 
of generalizing them by an idea a MT term that shall take m all the particulars and 
classes, are the result of deep vee ght and intense refleetion. For this, leisure and ap- 
plication are necessary. Bat the ice of the Indian, after returning successful from tite 
chase, or victorious trom the battle. is too valuable to be employed in such trifies. Fis 
duty it is to spread the feast; to hear the praises of the old men, and the conyratula- 
tions of the women; to attend the Breat ce suncil of the nation, and to sing the history of 
his own exploits. if any time remain after discharging those duties, he exereises him. 

self im shooting the arrow or throwing the tomahawk ; or stretched at length along the 
es, enjeys that luxury of indolence which constitutes the supreme blessing of his ex- 
istence. 

The idea of numbers is, therefore, very limited among the tribes. Some of them can 
reckon a ee while others cannot exceed ten ; to express any greater nuwber they 


are compelled to resort to something indefinite. As numerous as the pigcons in the 
woods, or the sae in the heavens, is a mode of e: are sssion for any esa number. For 


the same reason, their language has no term for the abstract ideas of time, space, univer- 


sal, &c. There is, however, a conjecture, which, if true, will prove that the Indians of 


Virgiitia had a ore Copious ariligmetie: (hess suscested that Pomecomeco er Uttamac 
comac was sent to England by Powhatan, aes the purpose ef procuring an exact account 
of the number ef the peopie of England. ‘omocomeco made the attempt till his arith. 


metic failed ; bat before he would be sent on sach an errand, he must have been able ta 
reckon the Pee iatats and these, according even to the lowest estimates, amounted te 
eight thousand. 

{t has been said that the Indian is the most improvident of animals: that, satisted 
With his preseat enjoyments, he wastes no thought on the morrow, and that re peated 
calamities have added nothing to his eare or foresight. This may have been tae of 
some of the tribes in South America, or in the islands. The North American, and more 
especialiy the Virginian, always had their public stock hoarded. Powhatan and. the 
other sachems carried on a continual jrade with tho first fe for corn, end we find 
that Raleigh. Baltimore, and Penn, derived their pric ee support from similar sources 
Bat the quantity of labor and industry required for raising “ us superflusty was compara- : 
tively nottings A few did not, as im established societics, work for the support of tne 
whole, and tor the purpose of enabling the rich to vend their surplus commoditiss in tor. 
eign markets. Here every man labored for himself, or for the common stock, and a few 
davs in every vear were sufficient for the majutenance of each man, and by conse~ 
quence, of all the menabers of the tribe. 

The Indians of Virginia have no written laws, but thetr eastoms, handed dewn from 
age to age in the traditions of th err old men, have all the foree of the BEB ie detined and 
positive institutions. Nor is this respect acquired by the fear of punishment. The 
aberigines of Virginia, whatever may be pretended, enjoye -d complete mM Theis 
sachems made their own tools and instruments of bus shandry. ‘hey worked in the 
ground in common with the ether Indians. ‘T hey could enter into no measure of a pub- 
lic nature without the concurrence of the matchacomoco or grand council; and even 
after this body had decided on the merits of the question, the consent of the people at 
large was necessary ta sanction their proceedings. Ifthe voice of this couucil be 2 
favor of war, the young men express their app: robation by p: unting themselves of various 
colors, so as to render their appearance horrible to their enennes. In this state they 
rush furiously into the council: they begin tho war dance, xecompanying their steps 
with here: gestures, OXPNOISIVE ef their thirst of venceuntes an . Hoge alta the mode inh 
which they will surprise, wound, kill, and scalp their enenues. After ¢his they sing 
their own glories; they recount the exploits of their ancestors, a the anerent glories of 
their nation. ; 

The Tadian testival dance, suys Beverly, is performed by the “daneers theaisolyes 
forming a nag, and wiev ing round acirele of curved posts. that are seu wo for Anat pur. 
pose 3 or else round a fire, made in a convenient part of tne town; and then each nas 
his rattle in bis hand, or what other thing he fancies most. as his bow and arrows, or nis 


dumahkawr. ‘Vhey also dress themselves up with branches of trees, or some other strange 
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accoutrements. Thus they proceed, dancing and singing, with all the antic postures 
they can inveat; and he is the bravest fellow that has the most prodigious gestures.”

When any lnatter 1s proposed in the national council, it is common for the chiefs of 


an ea valde : : 
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way aad 
agreed, to deliver the opinion of the tribe at the national council, and as their govern. 
ment seems to rest wholly on persuasion, they endeavor, by Hautes al concessions, to ae 
unanimity. ‘Their only controls are their manners and thcir moral sénse of right an 
wroig, whi ahs like tasting and smelling, in every man oe part of his nature. 

An offence against these is punished. by conteinpt, by exclusion from society, or when 
the case is serious, as in murder, by the individuals whom it concerns. 

The Indians of Vi irginia hid no idea of distinct aud exclusive property ; the lands were 
in cornmoen, and every man had a right to choose or abatidon his s iia at pleasure. 
The mode of computation, ax with us, was by umts, tens, and hundreds. There ig no 
hicht on tae records by which we may discover its limits or extent. Anuloxy affords no 
helps on this oceasion. The Iroqucis could reekon a thousand, while ‘other tribes, al- 
most in their neichborhood, could count no further than ten. 

They reckon their years by winters, or cohonks, as they eal! them, which was a name 
taken from the note of the wild geese, intimating so many times of the wild geese corm- 
ing to them, which is every winter. ; 

- hey distinguish the several parts of the year hy five seasons, viz.: the budding or 
blossoming of the sprin ¥ ; the earing of the corns, or roasiiie ear time; the summer, or 
lighest sun; the corn-gathering, or fall of the leaf; and the water, or cahonks. 

‘Vey count the months b by the moons, though not with any relation to so Hany ia 
year as we do; but they make them return again by the sume name, as the moon of 
stags, the corn moon, the first and secoud inoon of eohonks.? 

Taey have no distinction of the hours of the day, but divide it only into three parts, 








the rise, the power, and lowering of the sun; and they keep their accounts by knots on

a string, or notches on a stick, not untike the Peruvian Qnippoes. 

If we believe the accounts of Smithand Beverly, the Ladisns ef Virginia were grossly 
superstitious, and even idolatrous. ‘Phe annexed engraving is a represe sentation of their 
ida) Onee, Qutoccos, or Atiousa, copied from one in Beverly's History. “ They do not 
fook upon it as one single being, but reekon there are mi my of the same azure: they 
hkewise beheve that there are tutelar deities in every town.” 5 

Although they fave no set days tar performing the rites of refigion, they have a nam- 


ber of festivals, which are celebrated with the utmost festivity. The y solemnize a day 
for the pier niiful coming of their wild fowd, such as geese, ducks, teal, &e.: for the re- 
turns of their hituting seasons; and jor the ripening of certam fruits. But tne greatest 
annual esting! they have +s at the time of their eern-gatherniy, at which they revel 

several days together. ‘Vo tiese they universally contribute, as they do to the gathering 
oie comm: on this occasion they have theiy greatest variety uf pastunes, and more: 
especially of their wae dances and hereie songs: in which they boast taat their corn 
being now gathered, they have store enough for their women and cuildven, and haye 
mothing ta de but go to war, travel, and to. seck for new adventures,

There is a second annual festival, conducted with still sreater solemnity. It com- 
menees with a fast, which exceeds any thing of abstinence known among the most snor- 
tified hermits. This fast 1s succeeded by a feast. he old fire is put out, and a new fire, 
called the dmil fire, elicited by the friction of two pieces of wood. They sprint sand 
en the hearths, and, to inake the lustration complete, an emetic is taken by the whole 
natioa. At this ineeting all crimes, except murder, are pardoned, and the bare mention 
of them afterwards is considered as Cisrepntable. At the close of this festival, whieh 
continues four days, a funeral procession commences, the signification of which is that 
they bury all the past in Bolivions and the criminals having tasted of the decoction of 
casina, are permitted to sit down by the men they have injured. 

The ceremony of huskauawing returns aiter an interval of fourteen or sixteen years, 
or more frequently, as the young men happen to arrive at maturity. This is intended 
as a state of probation, preparatory to their being initiated into the class of warriors und 
counsellors. ‘The candidates are first taken into ihe thickest part of the forest, and kept 
in close and solitary confinement for several months, with Seni ly any sustenance 
besides an infusion or decoction cf some intoxicating roots. ‘This diet, added to the 
severity of the discipline, invariably induces madness, and the fit is protracted for 
eighteen days. oe the paroxysms they are shut up in a strong enclosure, called aa 
huskanaw pen, “one ef which,” says Beverly, “I saw be Jonging to the Pamaunkie 
Indians, in the year 1694. Jt was in shape hke a sugar-loaf, and every way open Jike 
a lattice for the air to pass through.” When their doctors suppose they have drunk a 
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sufficient portion of the intoxicating jtice, they gradually restore them to their senses hy 
lessening the quantity of the potion, and before they recover their senses the y ace 
brought back to the town. ‘This process is intended to operate like Lethe on their nem- 
ory; “ To release the youth from all their chudish inpressions, and from that strong 
partiality to persons and things which is contracted befure reason takes place. So that 
when the yeune men come to themselves again, their reason may act freety without be- 
ing biased by the cheats of custom and education. ‘hus they also become dischared 
from any ties BY blood 3 and are established in a state of equality and perfect freedom, to 
order their actions and dispose ot their persons as they think preper, without any other 
vontcol than ine law of mature.’ 

Merriage, or tre union of husband and wife, stood precisely on the same footing as 
umeng the other American tribes. A man might keep as many wives as he could 
support : but im general they had but one, who. without beiug e bliced to assign any 
reason, they might at any tiine abondon, and immedi: itely fonn a new engacement. 
‘Vhe rights of the woiman are the same, with this diilereace, that she Gannet wuarey 
again until the next annual festival.

Courtship was short, and, like their marriage, unembarrassed by Soe If the 
presents of a young warrior are accepted by his mistress, she is considered as having 
asreed to become his wife, and without any further explanations to her fa Analy; she goes 
home to his hut. The DaVpaL Dus 5 that are to regulate their future conduct are weil wider- 
stood. He agrees to perform the more laborious duties of hunting and fishing ; of felling 
the tree, erecting the hut, constructing the canoe, and of fighting the enemies of the 
tribe. Taher, custom had assigned almost ail the domestic duties ; to prepare the food 5 
to watch over the infancy of the children. The nature of their ltyes and circumstances 
added another, which, with more propriety, taking in a general view, should have been 
exercised by the maie. It belonged to the women to plant the corn, and attend all the 
other productions of an Indian earden or plantation, But the labor required for raising 
these articles was trifling, and the warriors, being engaged in hunting and war, had 
neither leisure nor inclination to aitend to objects of such inferior cousideration. F 

Yo compensate for this seeming hardship or neglect, the woinen had several valuable 
privileges, thet prove their Import ance, and the respect entertained for them by the 
men. Ali the honors of an Indian community are maternal, and the ay in the 
event of a separation, belong to the wife. The husband is considered oaly as a visitor; 
and, should any diderence arise, he takes up his gun and departs. Nor ave this sepa- 
ration entail any disgrace upon the parties. 

If any credit be due to the accounts of our early historians, the women in the Pow- 
hatan confederacy had considerable weight. Some of the tribes had even female 
sachemsg, a regulation which could not have been tolerated by freemen and warriors, if, 
as has been imagined by some historians. they had been regi arded only as objects of con- 
iempt and fil-usage. What agitation and sorrow were not excited by the death of Poca- 
hontas, and how anxious the inquiries of her family respecting ber health and her feel- 
ings, her content and her return! 

It was ne uncommon spectaele to see groups of young women, almost naked, frisking 
With wanton medesty in the wild gambols of the dance. Even the decent Pocahontas 
did not disdain to mingle i in those pastimes: Crowned with a wreath of leaves and 
flowers, she sometimes led the chorus and presided in the danee. Nor should this be 
regarded as a deviation from the rules of modesty and innocence. They seted agrecably 
to the usage of-their country A die lictates of nature. Every object inspired nappl: 
ness and content, and their only cure was te crowd as many ple asures as possil nto 
the short as of a fleeting existence. 

The following summary account of the Indians in Virginia, as they were about the 

ear 1700, is from Beverly’ 3 History of Virginia. 

The Indians of Virgimia, east of the Blae Ridge, are almost Wasted, but such towns 
or people as retain their names and live in bodics. are hereunder set down; all which 
together cannot raise five hundred fighting men. They live poorly, and much in fear of 
the neighboring Indians. Each town, by. the articles of peace, 1677, pays three Indian 
arrows for their land, and twenty beaver-skins for prote ection, every year. 

In Accomuck ere cight towns, viz: Matomkia is much decrease dof late by the smail- 
pox, that was carried thither. Gingoteque ; the few remaina of this town are joined 
with a nation of the Maryland Indians. Kiequotank is reduced to a very few men. 
Matchopungo has a small nuniber yet living. Occahanock hes a sinali number vet 
living. Pungoteque ; governed by a queen, but a sinall nation. Oanancock has but 
four or five families. Chiconessex has very few, who just keep the name. Nandiye: 
a seat of the empress ; not above twenty families, but she hath all the Srnens of the 
shore under tribute. In Northampton, Gansaseoe, which is almost as numerous as ail 
the foreroing nations put together. In Prince George, Wyanoke is extinct. In Charles 
City, Appamattox, extinct. In Surry, Nottaways, which are about a hundred bowmen, 
of late a thriving and increasing people. By Nansamond: Menheering, has about 
thirty bowmen, who keep at a stand: Nansamond: about thirty bowimen: they 
have increased much of late. In King William’s county, Pamunkie has about forty 
bowmen, who deerease. Chickahomonie, which had about sixteen bowmen, but lately 
increased. In Ussex: Rappahannock, extinct. In Riehmoad: Port Tobago, extinet. 
In Northumberland: Wiecomocco has but few men living, which yet keep up their 
-kingdom, end retain their fashion; yet live by themselves, separate froin all other {n- 
dians, and from the English.

The following able article, from Tucker’s Life of Jefferson, relates to the “ meneon 
ef Entails—Primogeniture.-—Theic effects considered.—-Church establishment in Vir. 
ginja—its gradual aboliiion—Entire freedom of religion.” 

Ou the Lith of October, 1776, three days after Mr. Jefferson had taken his seat in 
the legislature, he broue ht in a bi ill for the establishment of Courts of Justice, which 
ws as subsequently approved by the House and passed. ‘Three days afterwards, he intro- 

duced a bill to Convert “estates ii tuil into fee-simple. ‘his, he avows, was a blow at 
ii aristocracy of Virginia. 

In that colony, in the earlier periods of its history, larre grants of land had been ob. 
tained from the crown by a few favored individnals, which had been preserved-in their 
families by means of entails, so as to have formed, by degrees, a patrician class among 
the colonists. ‘These modes of con tinning the same estates in the same family, found a 
protection here which they could not obtain in the mother country ; for, by an act passed 
in the year 1705, the practice of docking entails, which had ‘previously prevailed in 
Virginia as in England, was expressly prohibited ; and whenever the peculiar exigen- 
cies of a family made it necessary that this restraint or alienation should be done away, 
it could be eficcted enly by a special act of Assembly. 

The class which thus provided for the perpetuation of its wealth, also monopolized 
the civil honors of the colony. The counscllors of the state were selected from it, by 
reason of which the whole body commonly had a strong bias in favor of the crown, in 
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is class tu state, that although some of them might have ie en timid and hesitating 1 ink 
with the mother country-—disposed to drain the cup of coneiiation to the 
dreys—yet, others were among the foremost im P patriotic sclf-devotion and generous sac- 
rifices ; and there was but a small proportion of them who were wctually tories, as those 
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who sided with Great Britain were then denominated. 
Mz. Jefferson was probably influenced less by a regard to the conduct of the wealthy 
ai ilies in the contest, than by the general reason which he thus pives: © To annul 


this privilege, and instead of an aristocracy of wealth, of more harm: and Vers than 
benefit to society, to make an opening for the aristocracy of virtue and talent, which 
nature fas wisely provided for the direction of the interests of society, and scattered 
with an equal hand thir ough all its conditions, was deemed essential to a well-ordered 
republic.” ; 

The repeal of this law was effected, not without a struggle. It was opposed by Mr 
Pendleton, who, both from age and temper, was cautions of innovation ; ; and who, End- 
ing some change inevitable, proposed to modify the law so far as to give to the tenant 
in tail the power of conveying in fee-simple. his would have left the entail in force 
where the pewer of abolish hing it was not exercised; and he was within a few votes of 
saving so much of the old law. 

his law, and anoiher subsequently introduced by Mr. Jcfirrson, to abolish the prefer- 
ence given to the male sex, and to the first-born, under the En: slish common law, have 
effectually answered their intended purpose of destroying the gross inequality of for- 
tunes which formerly prevailed in Virginia. They have not-mere ely altered the distribution 
of that pari of the landed property, which is transmitted to surviving relatives by the 

silent operation of the law, but they have also operated on public SPT ae so as to inflia. 

cae the testamentary disposition of it by the proprictors, without which last effeet the 
purpose of the Legislature might have been readily defeated. ‘The cases are now very 
rare, in which a parent makes, by his will, a much more une qual distribution ef his pro. 
perty among his children than the law itself would make. It is thas that laws , theme 
selves the creatures of public c opmion, often powerfully react on it. 

The effects of this change in the distribution of property are very visible. There is 
no longer a class of persons possessed of large inherited estates, who, im a fuxunons and 
osientatious style of living, greatly exceed the rest of the conmiunity; a much larger 
number of those who are w ealthy, h have acquired their estates by hee own talents or 
enterprise ; and most of these Iasi are cominonly ¢ content with reaching the average ot 
thet more moderate standard of expeuse which public epinion requires, rather than the 
migher seale which it tolcrates.* 

Thus, there were formerly many in apa who drove a coach aud six, and now

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such an equipage is never seen. There were, probably, twice or three times as many 
four-horse carriages before the revolution, as there are at present; but the number of 
two-horse carriages may now be ten, or even twenty times as great, as at the former 
period. A few families, too, eould boast of more plate than can now be met with; bat 
the whole quantity in the country has now increased twenty, if not fifty fold 

Some nice but querulous observers, have thought that they perceived a correspondent 
change in the manners and tatellectaal cultivation of the two periods ; and, while they 
admit that the mass of the people may be less gross, aud more intelligent than the back- 
woodsman, the tebacco-ro!ler,* er the rustic pepaianes generally under the regal eoyern- 
ment, yet they insist that we have now no such. ‘Class as that which formerly constituted 
the Virginia gentleman of chiya!reus honor aud polished manuers——at once high-minded, 
liberal, delicate, and m unificent; and that as to mental cultivation, our best educated 
men of the present day caunot compare with the Lees, the Randolphs, t the Jeticrsons, 
Pendletons, and W ythes, of tha :t period. 

This comparison, however, cannot easily be made with faimess; for there are few 
who have lived Jong enough to compare the two periods, and those few are liable to be 
biased en one side or the other, according to their early predilections and peculiar 
tastes. But apart from these individual influences. thereisa general one to which we 
_ are all exposed. Time throws a meilow light over our recollections of the past, by 
wich their beauties acquire a more touching softness, and their harsher parts are Hauge we 
into shade. Who that consults his reason can believe, if those scenes of his early days, 
to which he most fondly looks back, were again placed betore him, that he would again 
see therm sech as memory depicts them? His more discriminating eve, and his less 
excitable sensibility, would now see faults which then escaped his uiexperience, and he 
would Jook tranguilly, if not with indifference, on what had once produced an intoxica- 
tion of delight. Yet such is the comparison which ever y one must make between the 
men and things of his early and his later life; and the traditionary accounts of a yet 
eariier period are liable to the same objection, for they all originate with these who de- 
seribe what they remember, rather than what they actually observed. We must, there. 
fore, make a liberal allowance for this common illusion, when we are told of the superior 
Virtues and accomplishments of our ancestors. 

The intellectual comparison may be wore satisfactorily made. While it is admitted 
that Virginia eould, at the soiste sie out of the Revolution, boast of men that could hold 
a respectable rank in any society; yet, after making allowance for the spirit-stirring 
occasion, which then called forth all their talents and faculties, there seems te be no 
reason to suppose that there is any inferionity im the present generation. It must be re- 
collected, that by the more general diffusion of the benetits of education, and the con 
tinued advanceinent of mental culture, we have a higher standard of excellence in the 
present day than formerly, and in the progressive improvement which our country has 
experienc ed in this particular, the intellectual efforts w ye hin one generation confer dis 
tinction, would in that which succeeds it scarcely attrac? notice. It may be salely said, 
that a well-written newspaper essay would then 5) couierred cele brity on its author, 
and a pumphiet would theu have been regarded as great unm achievement in letters as an 
octavo volume at present. Nor does there pass any session of the legislature. without 
a ing forth repurts and speeches, which exhibit a de ‘gree of ability and politica! infor- 

nation, that w aula forty years ago, have made the author S name reverberate from one 
au of British America to the other. The supposed eflect of this change in the distri- 
bution of property, in deteriorating manners, and lowering the standard oi intellectual 
merit, may tuen well be calied in question. 

Another law, muterially afiecting the polity of the state, and the condition of so- 
ciety, owes its origin in part to Mr. Jetierson. ‘This was the act to abolish the charch 
establishment, and to put ail religious sects on a footing. “Vhe means of eticvetine this 
change were very simple. ‘They were merely to declare th it no Tra! should be com 
pelled to support any preacher, but should be free to choose his s as to regulate his 
contribution for the support of thai seeh at pleasure. 
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in the colony. The mhabited parts were laid off into parishes, in cach of which was a 
minister, ) who had a fixed salary in tobacco, together with a glebe and a parsonage 


house. ‘There was a general essessment on all the inhabitants, to meet the expenses. 
i Jetiersou thus explains the success of rival sects :— 


«In process of time, however, ether seetarisms were intreduced, pe of the Pres 
byterian family ; ce the established clergy, secure for life in their gic es and s: Baies 
adding io these generaliy the emoluments of a classical schooi, found employinent 
enough in their ee and school rooms tor the rest of the week, a ae devoted Sunday 
only for the edification of their flock, by service and a sermon, at their parish church. 
Their other pastoral functions were little attended to. Against this inactivity, the zeal 
and industry of sectarian preachers baa an open and undisputed field ; and by the time 
of the Revolution, a m iajority* of the inhabitants bad pede dissenters from the estab- 
lished church, but were still obliged to pay contributions to support the pastors of the 
minerity. ‘This unrighteous compulsion, to maintain teachers of what they deemed 
religious errors, was grievously felt during the regal government and without a hope of 
rehiek’ 

‘be successive steps by which an institution, which was dceply rooted in the affec- 
tions of many of the principal citizens, was deprived of its power and property, without 
disturbing the public tranguillity, may be not unworthy ef notice. 

In the bili of rights which was drawn by George Mason, June 12, 1776, the principle 
of religious freedom is distinetly asserted in the last articie, which declares, ‘ that rei- 
gion, or the duty which we owe to our Creator, and the manner of discharging it, can 

only he dirested by reason and conviction, not by force or violence ; and, therefore, all 
men are equally entitled to the free exercise of religion, according to the dictates of con- 
science.” But the constitution itself, passed June 29th, 1s silent on the subject of reli- 
giou, except that it renders “all ministers of the Gospel” incapable of being members of 
ither House of Assembly, er of the Executive Council. 

At the first session of the legislature, in the same year, under the new constiiution, 
mumerous pcos were received for abolishing the general assessment for the estab- 
lished church; and at this session, Mr. Jeflerson dratted and supported a law for the 
relief of the dissenters, which, he says, brought on the severest contests in which he 
was ever engaged. flere, tov, he encountered the formidable opposition ef Mr. Pendle- 
ton and Mr. &. C. Nicholas, both zealors churchmen. Vhe bill finally passed, but 
modified by its opponents. It declared all acts of Parliament, which proscribe or punish 
the maintenance of any opinions: in matters of 3 religion, the forbearizg to repair to 
church, or the exercising any mode of worship whatsoever: to be of no yalidity within 
the commenwealth ; it exempts dissenters from all contributions for the support of the 
established church ; and, as this exemption might in some places make the support of 
the clergy too burdensome on the members of the chureh, it suspends, until the end of 
the succeeding session, all acts which provide salaries for the clergy, (except as to ar- 
rears then due,) and leaves them to voluntary contrivutions, Sut, at the same time, it 
reserves to the en 2d church its glebe lands and other property, and it defers ‘to 
the discussion and final determination of a future Assembly,” the question, whether 
every one sheu id not be subjected by law to a general assessineut for the support of the 
pastor of his choice ; or, ‘“‘ every religious society should be lest to voluntary contribu- 
tions.’ The church party had previously suececded so far as to obtain a declaration in 
committee, “that religious assemblies ought to be regulated, and that provision eught to 
be made for continuing the succession of the clergy, and superintending their conduct.” 

In the following years, the question of providing for the ministers of religion by law, 
or leaving it to individual contributions, was renewed ; but the advocates of the latter 
plan were oniy abie to obtam, at each session, a sus spens: on of those laws which pre- 
vided salaries for the clergy—thbe natural progress in Javer of liberal sentiments being 
counterbalanced by the fact, that some of the dissenting sects, with the exception of 
the Baptists, Batishi -d with having been relieved froin a tax whieh they felt to be both 
unjust and degrading, had no objection to a geueral assessment; and, oa this question, 
yoted with the frie ails of the church. But tue advoeates of religious freedom finally 
prevailed, and alter five suspendiug acts, the laws for the support of the clerzy were, at 


the gecond session of 177U, uncon ditional! ty repeauled.. And althouga Mr. Jeiterson was 
not then a member of the legistature, it is probable that his miuence, as governor of 
the commonwealih, was suniciently exerted ere its Tepeal. But to proteet the 


ri ehts of conselenee, it was not deemed e nour to Temmove past injus tice, if was thought 
also prudent to prevent its recurre nee. Among the bills, therefore, reported by the re- 
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This probably greatly overrates their number. 
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visers, was the celebrated act of religious freedom, drawn by Mr. Jefferson ; which not 
merely reasserts the panes of religious liberty contained in the bill of rights, buat aims 
to give them permanence, by an argument equally clear, simple, and conclusive. 
This bill, with many others, was not acted upon by the legislature for several years ; 
but in the mean time, the friends of the EF rpiseop val church prep ared to make one more 
effort te recover a portion of its ancient privilese x, by a general assessin: nt Vheir first 
object was to get an act.of incorporation for the church, to enable it the better to retain 
and defend the large property it held, as well as to facilitate further acquisitions, A re- 
solution having passed by a large majority, in favor of incorporating *‘ all societies of 
the Christian religion” which desired it, leave wis immediately given to bring in a bill 
“to incorporate the Protestant Episcopal Church,” by which the ministe r and vestry 
in cach parism were made a body corporate, for holding and aoquirnys tel , and re- 
gulating the concerns of the church, and which finally passed into. a law, ‘The plan of 
a general assessment met with more ditiiculty. ‘The petitions which had been got up 


among the people gave it the show of popularity, and it received the powerful aid of. 


Patric! a eloquence. ‘Thus supported, it seemed likely to obtain a inajority, when 
those who were op posed to the measure on principle, for the purpose of galaing time, 
proposed to refer the matter to the people betore the Teel tiaee acted upon it, and they 
succeeded in postponing it. George Mason, Georve Nicholas, and others of this party, 
then proposed to Mr. Madison to prepare a reroonstrance to the next legislature against 
the essessment, to be circulated through the stute for siynatures. This was done, and 
the paper which he prepared exhibited the same candid, dispassionate, and forcible rea- 
soning, which had ever characterized the productions of his peu, convincing those who 
before doubted, so that there was a general disapprobation ef the measure among all 
sects and parties ; and. at the next session, the table could scarcely hold the petitions 
and remoustiances against the proposed assessment. Such a manifestation of the pub- 
$e wil! was not to be resisted. The measure was abandoned, and Mr. Jefferson's bill, 
ith some slirht alterations, was then passed without difficulty. 
To conclude this history of religious a id Ug in Virginia: the law could not 
fairly claim the praise of impartiality, so long as a single church had the benefits of in- 
corpora ation ; and the injustice was the greater, if as the other sects maintained, most 
of the large property it held it owed to the public bounty. In two years aitarwards the 
act allowing religious incorporations was repealed, but with a saving te ail religious so. 
cieties of the property they possessed, with the mght of eppointing trustees tur is man- 


agement. In i799, all these laws, as well as those made for the benefit of the dis.- 


senters and the church, were repealed, as inconsistent with the bil! of nghts and the 
principles of religious freedom; and lastiy, in iSQ1, the overseers of the poor in each 
county were authorized to sell all its slebe lands, as soon as they sha! 4 beeome vacant 
by the death or the removal of the iheumbent for the time; but reserving the rights of 
all private donations before 1777. By the execution of this act, the last vestige of legal 
privilege which this church had over other sects, was completely eradicated.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE ANCIENT LAWS Of VIRGINIA 


1662.---Every persen who refuses to have his child baptized by a lawful minister, 
shail be amerced 2000 tbs. of tobacco; half to the parish, half to the informer. 

The whole titurgy of the Church of Enghasd shall be theroughly read at church or 
chapel, every Sunday ; ; and the canons for divine service and sacraments duly 
gbeerved, 

Church-wardens shall present at the county court, , tWhee every year, in December

and April, such misdemeanors of swearing, drunkenness, fornication, &c., ss by their 
ewn knowledge, or commen fame, have been commitied during their being church. 
wardens. 

To steal, cr unlawfully to kill any hog that is not his own, upon sufficient proof, the 
effender shall pay to the owner ]QUU Ibs. of tobacco, and as much to the informer; and 
in case of inabuity, shall serve wwe yeats, one to the owner, and one to the saterne is 

The man and woman commitiing fornication, shall pay each dU0 Ibs. of tobaci 
be bound to their good behavior. If either of them be a servant, the master shal! nay 
the oUU Ibs. of tobacco, and the servant shall serve half a year longer than his time. 


If the master shal! refuse to pay, then the servant to be whipped. if a bastard be got 
end born, then the woman to serve her master two years lonwer than her time, or pay 
him ZvG0 lbs. of tobacco 3 and the re puted father to give security to keep the e hid, 

"Na marriage shall be kepulted yalid in law but such as is made by the minister, ac- 
cording to the laws of England. And no minister shall marry any person without a 
license from the governor or his deputy, or thrice publication of bans, aecordiny to the 
rabrick in the commen- payee book. The minister that doth marry contrar ry to this 
act, shall be fined 10,000 Ibs. of tobacco. 

All pensons keeping tipling-houses without license, shall be ined 2090 Ibs. of tobacco; 
half to the county, and hall to the informer. 

No master of any ship, vessel, &c., shull transport any eee out of tiis eclony 
without a pass, und - the seeretary’s hand, upon the penalty of aying all such debts 
as any such person shull owe at his Be eiare, and 1000 lbs. of tobacco to the 
secretary. ‘ 

The court in every county shall cause to be sei up near ‘the court-house, a pillory, a 
pair of stocks, a whipping- post, and a ducking- stool, im such place as they shall think 
convenient: which net being set up within six months afler the date of this act, the 
said court shall be fined 5000 Ibs. of toba cco. 

In actions of slander occasioned by a man’s wife, after judgment passed for damaces, 
ne woman shall be punished by ducking, and if the slander be such as the damages 
sball be adjudged at above 500 ‘Ibs. of tobacco, then the woman shui] have ducking for 
every 500 Ibs. of tobacco adjudged against her husband, if le refuse to pay the 
tabaceo. 

Knacted that the Lord’s Day be kept holy, and no journeys be made on that day, 
unless upon necessity. And all persons inhabiting in this country having no hawfaul ex. 
-cuse, shall every Sunday resort tu the Bag ehureh or chapel, and there abide orderiy 
during the common prayer, preaching, and divine service, upon the penalty of being 
fined 50 Ibs. of tabacco by the county court. )

LIFE IN EAS NV VIRGINIA, | 
The Home of the Mountaincer. co i I 
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Tie Home of the Planter. 
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Enter the dwelling. The lady of the house, and all her children, are attired in home- 
e, of convenient form, and entirely free from the fashionable 
e. It is confined together with buttons, mstead of hooks and 
eyes. She looks strong and healthy--so do her daughters—and as rosy and blooming as 
“ flowers by the w nea Her sons, too, are a sturdy-looking set, who soon (aif not 
now) will be enabled to fell a tree or s shoot a deer with facili ity. The house aud furni- 
ture are exceedingly plain and simple, and, with the exception ef what belongs to the 

eupboard, principally manufactured in the neighborhood. ‘The husband is absent. hunt- 
jag. At certain seasons of the year, what time he can spare from his little farm he 
passes in the excitement of the chase, and sells the skins of his game. 

Seon he enters with a buck or bear he ei shot, (for he is a skilful marksmen) or per- 
haps some other game. He is fifty years of age, yet in his prirne—a stout, athictie man ; 
his countenance is bronzed by exposure, and his frame seems almest of iron; he is 
roted in a nunting-shirt of ficturesque form, made, too, of homespun, and ornamented 
vith variegated fringe ; and a pair of moceasins are oa his feet. He receives you with 


a binant, haves welcome, and as he gives you his hand, his heart goes with it; for 
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-he loolte upon you as a friend; he hae passed his life among the mountains, m the midst 


oi a simple -hearted people, who have but little practical knowledge of the deceit which 
those living in densely-populated communitics, among the competitive avocations of so- 
cicty, are tempted to practice. His wife prepares dinner. A neat white cloth is spread, 
and soon the table is covered with good things. On it is a plate of hot corn-bread, pre- 
serves of various kinds, bacon, venison, and more than probable three varieties of meat. 
Your host may ask a blessing—thanks to the itinerating system 1 of the Methodists, 
which has even reached this remote spoi—iis wife pours you cut a “dich of coffee,” 
the great luxury of the country, and frequently used at every meal: it is thickened wth 
cream—not milk—end eee ed with sugar from the maple grove just front of the 
house. "The host bids you help yourself, and, if not squeamish, you “ go into it,” and 
enjoy that plain, substantial meal better than you ever did a dinner at Astor’s. 

ae mount your nag and be off! As you descend the mountain-path faintly dis- 
cerned before you, and breathe the pure, feesh air of the hills, cast your eyes upon the 
nee unpressive of scencs, for Nature is there in all her glory. Far down in the valley, 
to the right winds a lovely stream ; there hid by the foliage overarching its bright waters 
-—--anon it appears in a clearn \I— again, concealed by a sweep of the mountain you are 
descending —stll beyond, it seems diminished to a silvery thread. To the right and 
front is a huge mountain, in luxuriant ver rdare, at places curving far into the plain,—and 
at those points, and at the summits, bathed in a sca of golden ligh t,-—at others. receding. 
thrown into dark, sombre, forbidding shades. Beyo ond are mountains piled on monn- 
tains, like an uptossed sea of ridges, until they melt away in distance, and ime eee 
fancies others still farther on. High j in blue ether float 3 yon clouds of snowy W hite, a a 
far above them, in majestic flight, sails ihe bird of the mountain, with an air as wild, as 
free, as the spirit of Hiberty. How every thing is rejoicing all around! Tnnumerable 
songsters are warbling sweetest music; those wild flowers, “with searee the morning dew 
from off their lips, are open img their bright cheeks to the sun; and even the tiny insects 
Hitting through the air, join in the universal hallelujah ! Now fast losing the scene, 
you are entering the dark, solemn forest, densely matted above with vines, almost ex- 
cluding the light of day. You are soon at the base of the mountains, and from the cops 
before you out starts a deer! the graceful animal pricks up its ears, distends its nostrils 
in fear, and, gathering its slender ‘limbs ready for a spring, then bounds away, over hil- 
locks and ere ravines, and is seen no more. ‘The strearn, broad and shallow, is 
wending its way across your road with gentle murmurings,—splash ! splash ! goes your 
horse’s feet into the water ; forty times in ten miles does it cross your road, and in vari- 
ous places for.many hundred yards your course is directly through it. There are ne 
bridges. upon it: there are comparatively few in Western Virginia. 
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The above picture of a mountaineer, with a sketch of the wild and romantic sce nery 
among which be lives, is a common, thiough not a universal one 3 but between bin and 
Ae we wy inhabitant of a large village, who lives in the enjoyment of every blessing, 

e all grades. Many cannot read or write, and many that can. know nothing of gee- 
raphy ‘and other oraneheys ‘rhe eeu niry is feo {hinty settled to carr y outa system of 
mimon schocls, although the state m: kes jibera! appropriations for that purpose, ‘bly 
suntaincer who hives pot within halfa day's travel of a school-house, cannot afforil. 
ce the wealthy fowland planter, to hirs a private instructor, and pay him a heavy 
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Among these mountain fastnesses is much latent talent, which requires only an op- 
portunity for its development. Many of the people are of Scotch-Insh descent, and 
possess the bravery and other noble traits of their ancestry. Almost entirely isolated 
from the world, fashion, with her iron sway, has not stereotyped manners, moces of 
thought, and expression ; aud, therefore, an amusing originality and ingenuity in meta- 
phor is frequently displayed. he educated of this mountain region are often men of 
high intelligence, fine address, and are possessed of all that which gives zest to social 
intercourse. 

Yo further illustrate the subiect we are eet the manners and customs of the meun- 
taineers, we will introduce an article—already elsewhere published by us-—giving our ad- 
ventures in one of the wildest counties in the state; 














A Religious Encampment in a Forest. 


Towards the close of an autumnal day, while travelling through this thinly-settled re- 
gion, 1 came up with a substantial looking farmer, leaning on a fence by the road-side. 
} accompanied him to his house to spend the night.. It stood in a field, a quarter ofa 
mile from the road, and was one of the better sort of log-dwellings, inasmuch as it hac 
two sturies and two or three sinall windows. In its rear was a small log structure, about 
fifteen feet square, the weaying-shop of the fuimily. Qn entering the house, | found a 
numerous family, all clothed in substantial variments of their own manufacture. ‘The 
floor was unadorned by a PAEPSL, and the rooin deyoid of superfluous furniture; yet all 
that necessity required to nuke them comfortable. One needs but httle experience like 
this to discover how few are our real wauts, how easily most luxuries of drevs, equipage, 

and furniture can be dispensed with. After my arrival, two or three chickens were 
knocked down in the yurd, and ere long supper was re ady. It consistea of chickens, 
bacon, hoe-cake, and buckwheat cakes. Our beve rage was milk, which js used at all 
meals ia ene and colive thickened with eream and sweetened by mi ipte sian. 

Soan ae it grew dark, my hostess took down a small candle-mould for three candles, 
hanging frei “the wall on a frame-work just in front of the fire-plac e, ia company with 
a rifle, long strings of dried pumpkins, and other articles of household property. arb 
this, she “ran”? ber lights for the evening. On retiring, Twas conducted te the roura 

overhead, to which | aseende -d by stairs out ef doors. My bed-fellow was the comiy 
eheritt a young man of about my age; and as we luy together, a tine field was had fue 
asircuomical obseryetions thiough the ohinks of the logs. Oa my informing hun thet 
this was one of the first Jor dwellings in which, | had ever speut a aight, he regareed 
me with pies lishment, and proveede sd to enlighten me upon life ai the backwoods, siving 
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me details 1 could scarcely credit, but which subsequent experience fully verified. The 
next morning, ufter rising, ] was looking for the washing apparatus, when he tapped me 
ou the shoulder as a sicnal to accompany him toa brock just back of the house, in whose 
pure, erystal waters we performed our morning ablutious, and w iped ourselyes dry with 
a coarse towel. 

After breakfast, through the persuasion of the shenff, who appeared to have taken a 
zort of fancy to me, I avreed to go across the country by his house. a was on horse- 
pack-—I on foot. Yor six miles, our route lay through a path less forest. on leaving which 
we passed through “the Court-Flouse,” the only village im the site composed of 
about a dozen houses, mostly log, and a brick court-house. A mile beyond, ney com- 
panion points ed to a small log structure “as the place where he was initiated into the mys- 
teries of reading and writing. It was what is called, im Virginia, ‘an old field school- 
house,” an expression, originating in the circumstance that these buildings, in the older 
portions of the state, are crected upon worn-out lands. Soon after, we came to a Meth- 
edist encammpiment. ‘The roads are here too rude to transport tents, hence the Methodists 
and Baptists, in this country, build log structures winch stand from year to year, and 
afford much better shelter than tents. This e: icampment was formed of three continu- 
ous lines, each occupying a side of a square, ana tbout one hundred and fifty feet in 
length. Each row was divided into six er eight cabins, with partitions between. The 
height of the rows cn the inner side of the enclosed area, was about ten feet ; on the 
outer about six, to which the roof sloped shed-like. ‘Ihe door of each cabin opened on 
the inner side of the area, and at the back was a log chimney, which came up even 
with the roof. At the upper extremity of the enclosure eae d by these three lines “ 
cabins, was a shed, Say thirty by fifty feet, in which was a course pulpit and log seats ; 
a few tall trees were standing in the area, and many bee scattered here and filed! 
The whole establishment was in the depth of a forest, and wild and rude as can well be 
imagined. Religious pride would demand a more elegant temple; but where could the 
humble more appropriately worship? We read that 

“The groves were God’s first a fai Fire man learned 
To hew the shai, aad lay the urchitrave, 
And spread the roof above them,—cre he framed 
The lofty vault, to gather and roll back 
The sound of anthems; in the darkiing wood, 
Amid the cool aad silence, he knelt down 
And offered to the Mightiest solemn thanks 
And supplication.’ 

In many of these sparsely-inhabited counties, there are no settled clergymen, and rare- 
ly do the people hear any other than the Methodist and Baptist preachers. Here is the 
itinerating system of W esley exhibited in its full usefulness. ‘The circuits usually are of 
three weeks duration, in which the clergymen preach about every day : so it rarely hap- 
pens, in some neighborhoods, when they have public worship, that it is on the Sabbath. 
Most of these preachers are men of indet fatigable energy, and often endure great priva~ 
tions. 

After sketching the encan:pment, I came in a few minutes to the dwelling of the 
sheriff. Close by it, were about a a dozen mountaineers, and several highland lassies, 
seated around a log corn-bin, twelve feet square. ten high. and open at the top, into 
which these neirhbors of my companion were cas sting ears of corn, fast as they could 
husk them. Right merrily did they perform the task. The men were large and hardy, 
—the damsels plump and rosy, dressed in good, warm, homespun garments, which, in- 
stead of being hooked and eved, were buttoned up behind. ‘The sheriff informed me 
that he owned about two thousand aeres of land areund his dwelling, and that its whole 
value was about one thousand dollars, or fifty cents per acre!  [ entered his house, which 
was of logs, one story in height, about twenty feet square. and divided into two smull 
rooms, without any windows or openings for them, and no place to let in light, exce ept 
by a door in its front, and one in the rear. [ soon partook of a meal in which we had 
quite a variety of luxuries, among which was bear's meat. A blessing was asked at 
table by one of the neighbors. After supper, the buttie, as usual at com-huskinos, was 
-earculated, The sheriff learning Twas a Washingtonian, witli the politeness of one of 
nature's gentlemen, re fratned from urging me te participate The men drank very rnod- 
erately... lon hts ob in my travels over ne: arly the whole of Virginta, FE have seen far less 
iieimperance than in my similar wanderings at the north, We all drew around the 
fire, the heht of which was the only one we had. Huntiee stories, and kindred topies, 
served to talk dawu the hours until bed-time. ‘There were in the room two beds. ‘One 
was occupied by « married couple the other by myself; but there were no curtaims be- 
tween,

Cn awaking in the moming, I saw two ladies cooking breakfast in my bed-room, and 
three gentlemen seated over the fire, watching that interesting operation. 


Flayving compieted my toilet, my hosi, from a spring hard by, dipped a pitcher and 
hae d the water into my hands, for ine to wash myself. After breakfast, I bade the 
shenif farewell, buckled on my iy napsack, and left. [Le was a generous, warm-hearted

man, and on my offering a remuneration, he rephed, ‘‘ you are w eleome ; call again 
when this way.” 

Jn the course of two hours, I came to a cabin by the way- ies There being no gate, 
J sprang over the fence, entered the open doer, aud was received with a hearty welcome, 
It was 2 huinble dwelling, the abode an poverty. There was a neatness in the 2 arrange- 
ment of the few articies of furniture extremely pleasing. In a corner stood to beds, 
one hung with curtains, and both spread with coverlcts of snowy white, forming a con. 


g 
trast to the dingy log walls, rude furniture, and rough voarded floor ie this, the only 
room of the dwe ling. Around a cheerful fire was seated an interesting amily group. 
In one corner, on the hearth, sat the mother, who had given up her chair to me, smo- 
king a pipe. Next to her wasa little girl, in a litile chair, holding a little kitten. In the 
Opposite corner sat the father, a venerable old man of Herculean stature, robed in a 
hunting-shirt, and with a countenance as majestic and impressive as a Roman senator. 
In the centre of the group was a young maiden, about eighteen, modest a retiring, 
not beautiful, except im that moral beauty virtue gives. She was reeding to them from 
a little book. She was tho only one in the family who could read, and she ee do so 
but imperfectly. In that book, which cost perhaps two shillings, was the whole secret 
ef the nestness and happiness found in this lowly cot. That little book was the New 
Testament ! ' 

I conversed with the father. He was, he said, “‘a poor mountaineer, ignoyaut of the 
world.” Ie was, it is true; but he had the independence of a man—the humility of a 
Christian. As J left the cot tage, the snow-~ Asis were slowly falling, and I pursned my 
lonely way through the forest, with buoyant feelings, reflecting upon this beautiful ex. 
bition of the relivion of the meek and lowly One. How exquisite are these lines, as ap- 
plied to a simular scene: 

i Compared with this, now poor Religion’s pride, 
In ail the pop of method and of art, 
When men dispiay to congregations wide 
Hevotiou's every erace, except the heart. 
But happy we, im some cof tar apart, 
May hear, well pleased, the language of the soul.” 


LIFE IN EASTERN VIRGINIA. 


In the fe ne oan of the engraving illustrating the Ifome of the Planter, is a colored 
woman strutting across the yard with a tub of water on her head. Near her is a group 
of winte and iiack: miniature specimens of humanity, playing i in great glee. In the 
middie ground is the mansion of the planter, pleasantly embowered in a grove of lecusts. 
The mansion itself has the chimneys on the outside, a peculiar feature im the domestic 

rehitecture of the southern states. Under the shade of the porch sits the ee ae 
a pail of water by his side, from which, in warm weather, he ts accustomed to tak 
frequent draughts. At the door are a gentleman and lady, abeut making a social visit. 
On the right are the quarters of the blacks, where is scen the overseer, with some 
servants. In the distance is shown a river; the tees plantations being generally on 
the fertile banks of some calm, flowing stream. ‘his completes the picture, which we 
trust will prove a fanuliar one to most of our readers. ne 

Tt is, perhaps, uninene stay to describe in detail the life of a planter, as it is tacident- 
ally wlustrated in several places in this volume. ‘The term planter, originally applied in 
this state te ies who cultivated the tobacco- sea , is NOW a expression commonly 
used ia referenes to all agriculiurists of the {cowlands. ‘This class forms the great bulk 

of the sar tet e eaaelaviolans frou it have arisen most of the distinguished statesmen who 
have shed such lustre avou the name ef Virginia, Settled, as this portion of the state 
was, by old Enelish cavaliers, their descendanis have maay of the same traits of char- 
acier, The introduction of slaves has given them tne leisure to cultivate the elegancies 
of life, to mix much in social intercourse, and to become familiar with all curreni polit- 
ical topics. From this, toc, las arisen much of the hospitality for which the planter ts 
proverbial. Nowhere are the wwhes and wants of the siranger guest more regarded, 
and nowhere is the character of a true gentleman held more sacred. he planter ts also 
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noted for his frankness and sixcenity. And why should he not be? He does not en. 
gage in the strife and turmoil of trade. He ae no business secrets. His better nature 
nas not been shocked, and his feelings blanted, by familiarity with the devices of the 
bosiness world. Hence, his address is frank and free, and there 1s often a child-like 
simplicity and ingenuousness ef manner that charms the stranger, and wins his strong- 
est affections. "Lhe current of the planter’s life ruus smooth; and if possessed of a sut- 
ficiency, none can live more independently, more free from the distracting cares which 
often cut short the da ys of the an of business, and render his pilerimag re here one 
constant scene of struggle and perplexity. 

We herewith present a description of the condition of the slaves. Jt is from the 
pen of a judge of one of the Virginia courts, and was published in a work a few years 
since. It is in the form ef unswers to certain queries made by the author of that 
work : 

“Tam not certain that I understand the scope of the first inquiry: ‘The laws for the 
eovermiment of the master and the slave in Virginia” Prope rly speaking, there are no 
Jaws affecting this relation. Both are under the protection of the law toa certain extent. 
The master would be punished for any mayhem or felony committed on the slave; but 
it has been decided that no prosecution will le against him, even for excessive beating, 
hot amounting to mayhem or felony. Tt has never been found necessary to enact laws 
for the government of the master in his treatment of the slave, for reasons that wil 
appear hereafter. 

“We have many laws-respecting slaves, controlling them in certain particulars. 
Thus, they are not allowed to keep or ca:ry military weapous—nor to leave home with- 
Out @ Wiillda perinission-—nor to assemble at any meeting-house er other place ix the 
night, uuder pretence of religious worship——nor at any school, for the purpose of bei eng 
taught to read or write-—-nor to trade aud go at large as freemen-—1or to pire themselves 
out—nor to preach cr exhort. Some of the penalties for a violation of these laws are 
imposed upen the master, for permitting his Shak: to do certain acts; in other cases, the 
slave is liable to be taken before a justice of the peace, and punished by stripes, never 
exceeding thirty-nine 

“ Slaves emi sueipsted by their masters, are directed to leave the state within twelve 
months froin the date of tireir emancipation. . 

“These laws, and eset ether having the appearance of rigor towards the slave, are 
neatly dead letters upon our statute book, unless during tinies of excitement, or since 
the efforts of the abolitionists bave reantmated them. I have, until lately, scarcely 
known an instance in which they have been entorced. 

“Jt is equally rare to witness the trial of a slave fer any except very serious crimes. 
There are many offences committed by them, for which a freerman would be sent to the 
penitentiary, that are not noticed at all, or punished by afew stripes under the directions 
of the master. 

“When tried for a crime, it is before a court of at least five magistrates, who must 
be unanimous to convict. ‘They are not entitled to a trial by jury. but it is acknow- 
ledyed on all hands that this is a benefit, and not a disadvantages. The magistrates ara 
miore respectabie than eemmoen jurors; and, being generally siave-holders thems: elves, 
they feel a certain sympathy with the prisoner, or, at all events, an absence of that pre- 
judice to which common jurors are very subject. 

“ Slaves may be taught, and many of them are taught, in their owner’ sfamily. ‘They 
are allowed to attend religious worship conducted by white ministers, and to receive 
from them relicious instruction. In point ot fact, they go where they please on Sun- 
days, and at all other times when they are not engaged in labor. 

“2. * The rights and duties of staves,’ as a distinet class, are not defined by law. 
They depend upon usage or custom, which controls the will of the master. -i'bus, the 
law does not recognise their right to hold property, but no instance is known of the 
masters interfering with their little acquisitions ; and it often happens, that they are 
considerable enough to purchase themselves and family. fn such e: 1st L have never 
known the master to exact trom ig slave the full price that he might have obtained 
trom others. In the same manner, the quantity and qual: ty ef relly and clathing, the 
hours of leber and rest, the rar “s, the privileges, &c., of the slave, are reyulated by 
custom, te Gepart uraterially from whic h, would diagrace the master in public opinion. 

“2. ‘The domeste relutions of the master and slave’ On this subject the cressest 
mistepresentations have been made. It seems to be imagined at the Nerth that our 
soctety is divided horizontally, All above the line, {yrs antg— all Me low it, treurb ling P. 
crouching siaves. Nothing can be more unlike the real picture. The intercourse be 
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tween the master and slave is kind, respectful, anid approaching to intimacy. It must 
be recollected, that they have been brought up together, and often form attachments 
that are never broken. he servants about the house are treated rather as humble 
fnends than otherwise. ‘hose employed dile rently have less intercourse with the 
white family ; but, when they meet, there is a civil, and often cordial gre eting on both 
sides. ‘The slaves generally look upon their masters and misiresses as their protectors 
and friends. Born slaves, and famili arized with their condition, they ee no wish to 
ehange it when left to themselves. When they compare it with that of the poor labor- 
ing W whites in ae own neighborhood, no envy is excited, but an Opposite sentiment. 
‘The slave of a gentleman, universally considers bimself a superior being to * poor white 
folks.» They. ta st pride in. their master’s prosperity 3 ideutity his iaterest with their 
ewn 3 frequently assume his name, and even his title, and speak of his farm, his crops, 
and other possessions, as their own; and weil, judced, may ney ewploy this language 
for they kuow that the greater part of the profits 13 liberally devoted to their use. 

“In their nature the slaves are generally affectionate ; and particularly so to the 
children of the family, which lays the foundation of the attachments I have spoken or, 
conunuing through lite. The children are alw ws javorites, and the feeling is recip ocated, 
It is a great mistake to suppose that the children are permitted to tyrannize over the 
slaves, young or old; and that they learn im this w ay dominecring habits. Some may, 
but more frequently there is rather too inuch: familiarity between the white femeles and 
children of a family, and the slaves of the same de scription. ‘Phe children play together 
on terms of creat L equality 5 ; and if the white child gives a blew, he is apt to have it returned 
with interest. At many t tables you, will find the white children rising from ihem, with 
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their little hands full of the best of vvyury thing T, iG Carry vw tinar NUTSCS OF Piayinass 5 
and I have efien known them to deny themselves for the sake of their ee These 
propeusities are cucouraged, and every thing like violence or tyranny strictly prohibited. 
The consequence is, that when the young master (or mistress) 1s installed into his full 
rights of property, he finds arcand him no alien birelings, ready to quit his service upon 
ihe slightest provocation, but attached and faithful friends, known to him from his in- 
fancy, “and willing to share his fortunes, wherever they may carry him. The connection 
is mvre that of the Scottish clansman, than of the English serf in times past} 
and it influences all their future intercourse. ‘'he eld gray-headed servants ure address- 
ed by almost every raember of the white family as uncles or aunts. The others are 
treated with at least as much respectful familiarity as if they were white laborers, and 
I shouid say with more. Fully aware of their stunding and consequence, they never 
hesitate to apply to their masters and mistresses in every difficulty. If they have any 
want, they expect to be relieved-—if they are maitre ated, they ask redress at their 
hands. Seldom or never are appeals of this kind made in vain. Injury to the slave 
from any quarter, is regarded as an injury to the master. Cn no subject is a Virginian 
more sensitive 5 for ie cousiders himself bound, by every moral SS on, to protect 
and defend his aiete e. If he is carried before uw justice fur any offence, the ieee ate 
companies him 3 if he 1s arraigned before the courts, the master empl oys counsel, and 
daes every thing in bis power to see that he has justice. In fact, the disposition is to 
screen the slave by every possible means, even when, his guilt is apparent, and I have 
known this carried to very unjustifiable lengths. In snort, as far as my observation has 
extended, and | have been in free as well as slave states, 1 do not hesitate to aiHrin, 
that the domestic relations of the master and slave ure of a more familiar, confidential, 
and even respectful character, than those of ibe employer and hircling elsewhere. 

“4, The usual duration of the lubor of the slave,’ is from sunrise tu sunset, with the 
exception of about one hour and a half allowed for breakfast, and from 12 to 2 o’ciock 
for dinner. In harvest-time they get out somewhat carler. But any extraordmary dih- 
pence during a period is more ‘than made up by their being allowed, at its termination, 
a few days to labor for themselves, or for others who have not tinished, and from wiiom 
they receive wagers. The wornen in this part of the stute do very little field-work,. 
They are engaged in spintming, cooking for the out-han's, and taking care of the chil- 
dren. Few wornen are worth thei victuals and elethes. Poeir labors are very light 
ynd ee A white luboring woman will do double as much. 

a ‘The hoderty usually allowed hina, bis nolidays and anjusemenis, the manner in 
w hich they usu: ly puos their evenings and holidays.’ Under these heads may be class- 
ed various privileycs enjoyed by the vlave. When he is not at work he is under no 
restriction or surveiilance. He goes mi re he pleases, seldom taking the trouble to ask 
for a pass; and if he is on the farm ut the appointed hours, ne inquiry is made how he 
has employed the tuterval. ‘I'he cme holidays are two at Wuster, two at Whitsuntide, 
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and a week at Christmas. These he enjoys by prescription; and others, such as 
Saturday evenings, by the indulgence of his master. He passes them in any way he 

pleases. General! iV, they are spent in Visiting from house to house, and in various 
amusements. His favorite one, if he can raise a violin, is dancing. Bat this, untor- 
tunately, is going out ef fashion, both with whites and blacks, and no wsod substitute 
bas been found for it. ‘They, however, assemble at thew cabins to laagh, chat, sin 
and tell stories, with all ima ginal jie glee. No present care seems to annoy, no antic 
pated serrow to deject them, ‘but they surrender themselves fully and entirely to the en- 
joyment of the passing moments. They know that, wuder all circumstances, their 
masters must provide lor them. OF course they have no anxiety about their families, 
or the failure of crops, or the course of the seasons, or the horrors of acbt, er any other 
of the many circumstances which embitter the life of the freeman, and render sad or 
thoughtful the gayest disposition. 

~ Other af the slaves, Who are more provident, emp sloy a portion of their holidays and evenings in 
workiag tor themselves. Each herd of a tunity, or married uni or won, Ras a cabin allotted for his 
or her accommodation. Phese cabins are usu: Wy made of logs, chinked and plastered, with plank or 
dirt Moors. Some proprietors buiid thein of brick or stone. or tranicd wood, but fds not believe the 
slaves generally preter thom. hey like the pees open freplace of the cabin, where a dozen or more 
ean sit round the bingag hearth, tilled with as much wood as would supply @ patent stove for ten days, 
Stoves they abominate, and snvudl Rumtordized fireplices. Nene their cubias they have ground allotted 
for their garden and pave’ of cora. In their gardens they have every vegetible they chooxe to cultivate, 
besides raising spa nel brocmreorn, ac. in heir nesters’ corn-felds. Must af them are permitted to 
raise @ hog, to d dispose of as they please: and these bogs are invariabiy the largest and fattest on the 
farm. Uhesalso r: eis € low!s oF every desc ripe om, and sell thera for the most part to their owners, ata 
fair price. ‘“Pueir allowance of foed ts never duuinished on these accounts. "Their hog, their fowls, their 
vegeixb! ies, the ir LTOOR s, and baske ts, and th vg-chi airs, wud mit ny olf her articles, they are allowed to sell, 
tor the pri} Prose ure peeeae iat 
sions, In this way, the 
antry in the world. 

“6. ‘The provision made for their food and clothing, for those who are too young or too old to labor. 
The slaves always preter Indian cern-meal to four. Of this, the old and young, in this part of Virginia, 
are allowed just as much as they can eat or destroy. They have. besides, a certain quantity of bacon 
given out every week, amounting to about halt’ a pound a day for each laborer or grown person, %Vhen 
they have beet or fish, the allowance a bacon is less; but, as it is the food they love best, they have 
always @ portion of it. Besiies this. they bave milk and vegetables on most furdis in abundance, with- 
Oui touching ther own es. Phe old and infirm fare like the rest, unless their situation re- 
quires cotiee, sugar, &c., which are always provided, The voung slaves hive aiso their ments, but less 
in quantity, and they depend more upon bread, miik, and vegetahtes. To look at them, you wonid see at 
once they are weil ted. Oa smail taurus the slaves fare be tier than on large ones, there being litde dif- 
ference in the food of the whites and blacks, except in articles of mere luxury. But, oa the largest, 
their usual allowance is that whien | have mentioned. 1 "he *y have three meals @ dav, and itis rare to 
see them eating what they call dry bread ut any one. 

“Their allowance of clothing is quite uniform ; and consists of a hat, a blanket, two suits of clothes, 
three shirts or shitis, and two pair of shoes, a yeur. The winter suit is of strong linsey cloth: the suin- 
mer, of linen for the men, and striped cotica tor the wornen. ‘lhe men’s cloth is dressed amd fulled, 
The children have linsey and cotton garments, but no shoes or hat, until they are ten or eleven years 
olf, and begin to do something. Their beds are sometimes of feather, generally of s straw, and are well 
furnished; some preter to lie like the Indians, on their blinkets, 

ee Comparing their sifaation with respect to food and clothing with our own white laborers, T world say 
that itis generally preferable. Tm each case, mach depends on the ind ustry and management of the 
party; but there is this difference, that the slave, however lazy or iniprovident, is furnished with food 

and eiathing ai regular periods, whieh ihe white man of the samme ter iperanieiit is unable to procure. 

Vien the white man, too, is so old and infirm that he can no longer labor, his situation is truly deplo- 
rable, if ne has laid up nothing for support. Bt the old and intirm ‘stave is still supported by his m: ister, 
with the snme care and attention as naiare: He counot even set him tree without providing for his 
maintenance, for our law makes his estite liable. 

“7. * Their treairaent when sick.’ Being considered as valuable property, it might naturally be con- 
Aaeed that they would be properly attended to when sick. But becter teelings thin an ry connected with 
their value as property, Promipt the white family to pay every attention to the sick slave. If it is deemed 
at all necessary, 2 physician is immediately called in. On darge firms he is frequently employed by the 
year; but, if not, he is sent for whenever there is oecasion for his services. dt the slave is a bire ‘ling, 
our law compels the owner, not the hirer, to pry the physician’s fees, so that the latter has every motive 
of interest to send for a physician, without being Mable for the expense. Where there ure many slaves 
together, the proprietor sometimes erects on hospital, provided with nurses and the us sual accommoda- 
tions, In all cases essning under my observation, w hatever is nec essary: tor the comtort of the sick is 
furnished, as tir as the master has means. T “he y are trequently visited by the white fumity, and what- 
ever they wish to have is supplied. Such indulgence pond even teaderiess, is extended to them on these 
occasions, that it sometimes iuduces the lazy to teten sickness: but Lb have never known them, in thes 
susperted eases, to be harried to their work aotl their deception became manifest, or the report of the 
physician justified it dtis my 7 deci ded convietion, that the poor laborers Of ko County under heaven are 
better caken care of than the sick slaves in Virginia. There im: iy be,and no doubt are, exeeptions to 
many or these ubservations; bal i speak of their general treaturent as t have known it, or heard it 
reported. 

“G. °Their rewards and punishivemts.’ OF vewards, properly speaking, the slaves heve few—or in- 
duigeveces they have wany; but they are not eaiployed as rewards, tor vil asaolly porteke in them with- 
out discrimination. The systemet rewards has not, to my knowledge, been tiirly tried. Sometimes 
Shaves who hive conducted themselves well, or labored diliventds, are allowed more time chan others in 
attend to their own affiirs, or pertaitted to wr ide on their own account, paying some small sums and they 
are treated, of course, With greater respect and confidence than the idle apd worthless. Hut t know of 
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no instance in which specific rewards ae been offered for specific acts of good conduct. In this respect 
they are treated pinch like soidiers and sailors. 
“As to their punishments, they are rare, and seldom disproportioned to the oitence. Our laws are 
nuld, and make little liserinii sination between staves and free whites. except ina tew polities! offences. 
The punishments inflicted by the master partake of the same character. Vne moral sense of the coni- 
mupity would not tolerate cruelty in a master. I know of nothing that would bring fim imere surely 





jnto disgrace. Ona farm Where there may be one hundred slaves, there svlil not, perhaps, be ome bun 


ished on account of his werk during the year, although it is often done in a careless, slovenly isaauner, 





and not helf as such as a white laborer would do. For insolent and unraly conduct to their overseers, 
for quarreiling end fehting with each other, fur theft and other oflences, which would sead the white 
nan to the whipping-post or penitentiary, they are punished more frequently, but always with mode 
tion, Very often they escape altogether, when the white man would certainly be punished. LT have lived 
indifferent parts of Virginia for more than 30 vears, since my auiention has been directed to such sub- 
jects; and [ do not recotiect half a dozen LS in which Lever saw a grown siave stripped and 
whipped. Sacha spec slucle is almost as rare as to see a similar punishinent inflicted on a white man, 
When it is considered that, except for the his ghest grade of crimes, the punishment of the slave is lett 
pretly much (practic ally) to his master’s Giscretion, Lam persuaded it will be found that they are in this 
respect in no worse condition than Jaborers elsewhere. No other punishment is inflicted except stripes 
or blows. They are noi iioprisoned, or placed upon short yllowance, or condemned to any eruel or un- 
usual punishments from which white pe ons ere exempted. 

“The worst feature in oar society, and the most revolting, is the purchase and sale of slave es; and it 
is this which renders their situations piaeueiads and uncomturtable, and occasions then: more uncasiness 
than all otner causes combined. On this subject L will submit a few observations betore | close this lei- 
ter, So tar as the traffic is confined to the neighborhood, it is of little cons equence, and is often done tox 
the accommodation of the slave. It breaks ne tes of kindred, and oceasions only a momentary pang, 
by transferring the siave trom the master who, perhaps, is no longer able tu keep him, to one as good, 
whe is able. or who purchases because he owns his wite or child, &c. It is the sale to negru-buyers by 
profession, which is in general so odious to the slave, although there are instances in which these artful 
men prevail with then toapply io their owners to be soid. Such sale s,except in the rare instance just 
siluded to, are never volu ntarily made of slaves whose co pene t and character are good. Masters will not 
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Iies, Which im/eiherpcountrics 
would be punished by deportation at least. "Thousands retain them w hen the ey know fuli well that their 
pecuniary condition would be greatly iinproved by selling, er even giving them away. Friis the last pro- 
perty the master cin be induced to part with. Nothing bat the dread of a jail wili prevail with him. 
Negro-traders, although there are many among us, are universally despised by the mastey, and detested 
hy the body of the slaves. Their trade is supported by the misfortunes of the muster, and the crimes or 
misconduct of the slave, and not by the will of either party, exeept ine few instances. Sometimes the 
slave, after conunitiing a theft or other crime, will abscoud, for tear of detection ; or will be enticed away 













feo his master’s service by holding gut 10 him false hopes ; aad perhaps the negro-buyer himself is the 
decsy. If caught, be is ge nerally sold, for the sake of the example to other slaves, From thes sourees 


the negro-buvers are sup plied ; but it does not happen, in ene case outof a thousand, that the master 
Willingly sélls an nanos faithful slave. he man doing so would be Jooked upon as a sordid, jabpiman 
wreteh; and be shunned by his neighbors and countrymen of respeciable standing. 

“Y pelicve, if any pian could be fallen upon to remove our slaves to a plaice where they would he 
willing to 20, and where their condition would be probably improved, that many, very niany masters 
would be ready to manumit them. An opinion is enteriatned by inerersing puimbers, diat slave labor is 
too expensive to be continued in a grain-growing stite, if its place can he supplied by freemen, In other 
words, that the free laborer would cost less. and work harder, thin the slave. But the slaves themselves 
are unwilling to go to Liberia, and very few would accept their freedom on that condition. Some, 
already emancipated. remain in the state, incurring the coustant risk of being sold as slaves. To send 
them to any pari of our own country without worldly know ledge or capital, is deemed by most masters 
false humanity; and to retain them here in the condition of free negroes is impossiie. 

“Until some plan can be suggested to remove these dithvalties, under the midance and di recuion or 
the constituted authorities, we are averse to all agitation of the subje ct. We know it will be attended 
with danger to one class, and will increase the burdens and privations of the other. Hence our indigna- 
liom at the movements of the Northern abolinonisis, who are meddling with a subject they know neu ing 
about. Let them come among us, and see the actun| condition of the slaves, as well as of the whites, 


and fam persuaded that al! whose intentions are really good, would, on their return, advise their de- 
lnded co-operators to desist from agitation.” 


STATISTICS AND CENSUS OF THE COUNTIES OF VIRGINIA,

Explanatian of the Tuble-—The columns of neat cattle, sheep, and swine, show the 

umber of fhorsands of those diag "The columns of wheat, rye, Indian corn, oats, 
and potatoes, give the mamber of thousand bushels annually produced. The columns 
of tobacco and cotton, give the number of thawsand pounds produced. he eotumns 
of capital in stores, and in manufactures, give the number of thousand dollars thus 
invested, The colusun of scholars in eréuals ane academies, as well as those of the 
Slaves and population, are carried out in full, 

Tt will be observed there are same blinks. ‘These are left so, either frem the fact 
that there are ne statistics of suficient amount for record, or that the marshals employed 
to take them, made ao retarns to the general government.

- ACCOMAC COUNTY. 


T ns is the northernmost of leg two counties ene the “eas 
ern shore of Virginia, * which is cut off from the rest of the state 
by Chesap i day. Hanan was formed irom Northampion 
co., In 1672. The tern Accawmache—as it was anciently spelt—— 
_ js derived from a tribe of Indians who once inhabited this region, 
tis about 48 miles Jong, and 10 wide ; its surface is level, and the 
soil, though generally light, is in many parts fertile. It produces 
well, wheat, corn, cotton, oats, ch ., and an abundance of table 
veectabley s. Pop. 1830, 19,656; 1840, whites 9,518, slaves 4,630, 
free colored 2,848 ; total 17,096. 

Accomac C. H.,or Drummondstow n, in the heart of ve county, 
272 miles ‘s. of Richmond, contains about 40 dwelling Horn- 
‘town, Alodest-town, and Pungoteague, are small Wilee 

Upon the Atlantic coast are numerous islunds, stretching along 
the whole length of the “ eastern shore.” The two northernmost are 
Chincoteague and Assateague. ‘The first is about 8 miles long 
_and contains nearly a hundred familics. About one-third of their 
bread-corn is raised upon the island; the sea and wrecks furnish 
the remainder of their subsistence. Assateague, though many 
times larger, has but few inhabitants, and is unfit for the cultiva- 
tion of corn. Its rich bent-grewing lands are subjeet to inunda- 
tion from the spring tides. The scenery around Chincoteague is in 
many places inexpressibly sublime, and the view of the ocean and 
the surro sanding cluster of ba un from the elevated sand-hills of 


Assateague, is enchanting. The Farmer's Register. trem which 
this article is abridged, says that the Hebrides of Scotland, so pro- 


fitable to their proprietors, do not possess a bundredth part of the 
advantages of these Atlantic islands for all the purposes of com- 
fortable living and extensive stock-raising ; yet, fur want of enter- 
prise, they are neglected, 1ese islands are flat, sandy, and soft, 


fo4 
producing abundance ot execlient grass. 

Some thirty years since, ai immense number of wild herses were reised upon these 
islands, with no other care than to brand and castrate the colts. ‘Their winter subsist- 
ence was supped abundantly by nature. The tall, heavy rich grass of the flatlands 
affording them green food nearly the whole of the winter, the tops of se alone were 
killed by the frosts, mild as asual so near the ocean. It was-custe mary to have annual 
gatherings in June, to drive these wild horses into pe as, W here they were seized by 
islanders accustomed to such adventures, who pushed fearlessly in ammony them. On 
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being breken, more docile and tractable animals could not be found)! The horses have 
been. gradu ally diminishing, unti! on one island they are nearly extinct, and the rustic 
splendor, the crowds, and the wild festivity of the Assateague horse-pennings, are 
among the toings that were. 

The. multitudes of both sexes that formerly attended these neeasions of fostal mirth 
were astonishing, ‘Phe adjoining islands were lreraliy emptied of their simple and 
frolic-loving inhuintants, and (he peuimsala diself! contributed to swell ine crowd. For 
ii fiy milos above and below ihe point of meeting, all the bexaty and fashion of a certain 
order of the ferzale populaticn, who had funds of favorites to command a passare, were 
sure to be there. Al th who foved wild adventare, whose hearts dancea at the prospect 
of a distunt water excarsion, and a scene of no ordinary revel, where the ocean rolled 
his billows almost to their feet; all who had a new gown to shew, or a preity face ta 
exhibit, who could dance well or sing ; belles that sighed for beaux, or beaux that wanted

sweethearts; all who loved to kiss or be kissed, to caress or be caressed; ail, in shert 
whose hearts delighted in romance without knowing its name, hurried away to this 
alixiously-expecied scene of extraverani jollity, on the narrow thread of beach that the 
ecean seemed every moment to usurp. ‘Vhe imagination can scarcely conceive the ex- 
travagant enthusiasm with which this exciting sport was anticipated and enjoyed. Ji 
was 2@ frantic carnival, without its debauchery. The young of both sexes had their 
imaginations inflamed by the poctical narratives of their mothers aud maiden aun 3, 

whe ia thei more » juvenile days were wont to grace those sylvan fetes of the mad flight 
of wila horses careering away along a narrow, naked, level sand-beach, at the to: > of 
their speed, witt manes and tails waving in the wind, before a company of mounty< mea 
upon the fleetest steeds, shouting and hallooing in the wildest notes ef trimuuk, and 
forcing tie animals into the angule ur pen of pine logs prepared to enclose them And 
then the ceafemng peals of loud hazzas from the thousand half-frenzied spectators, 
crowding into a solid mass around the encissure, to behold the beautiful wild horse in 
ail his native vigor, subdued by man, panting in the toils, and furious with best, rage, 
ané fright; or hear the clamorous triumphs of the adventarous riders, each of whom 
ned Paeetae more than one miracle of equestrian skill on that day 22 glorious daring ; 
aid the less discordant HOLLY of colts that had lost their mothers, and mothers that 
had lost their colis, in the mélee of the sweeping drive, with the maddened snorts und 

whinnying of the whole gang—all, all together iormed a scene of unrivalled noise, up- 
- roar, and excitement, which few can imugine who had not witnessed it, and none can 
adequately describe. 

But the play of spirits ended not here. "Phe booths were soon filled, and loads of sub- 
stantial provision were opened, and fish and water.fowl, secured for the occasion, were 
fried and barbecued bv hundreds. for apnetites wrhotted fa marvellans Leannrss hy parks 
rising, a scanty b breakfast, exerci Se, 2 and sea air. Whe rurlets of wa iter, and the jugs of 
more exhilarating liquor, were lightened of their burdens. ‘Then softer joys succeeded ; 
and music and dance, and love and courtship, held their undisputed empire until deep 
in the night, when all sought shelter aud repesc on board of eee boats, moored by the 
shore, or among their a friends, who gladly entertained them with characteristic 
hospitality. Man y a winter’s evening tale did the incidents of those merry-making oc- 
easions supply. an id me any a peaceful younz bosom, cf retired rural beauty, was assailed 
with other emotions than the rough sports cf an Assateague horse-penning inspired 5 
am from ene anniversary of this haif-savage festivity to another, all waa talk of the joy

ALBEMARLE WaS as d,in 1744, from Goochland. Its length, 
from sw. to ne., is 85 miles, and its mean widt! 


1 20 miles. ‘The 
northern part is ee by the Rivanna and its branches ; une 
southern by the Hardware and its branches. The surface is 2 gener 
ay hilly or mountainous, the scenery picturesque, and much of 

the soil li ighly productive in corn eo tobacco. Pop. 1830, 22,618 ; 
1840, whites 16,519, slaves 13,809; total 22.994. 

Scottsville is on the nw. bank of ei James River canal, 20 niles 
from Charicttesvilic. and 79 from Richmond, It is the largest and 
most flourishing village on the canal, between Richmond and 
Lynchburg, and dees a heavy business; it contains 1 Presbyte- 


rid mae 1 Methodist, and 1 Reformed Baptist church, and about 166 
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Shatlatrecnilts: the county seat, is 121 miles fren Suave 
City, and 85 northwesterly from Richmond, It is be ce tifully situated 
in a fertile and well-watered valley, on the right bank of the J 
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anna River. It contains many mercantile and mechanical estab 
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lishinents, and has greatly improved within the jast few years. 
The religious societies are Episcopal, Presbyterian, Baptist, and 
Methodist. The population is not far from 2v00: much of the 
society of the town and county is highly refined. Albemarle has 

:ven birth to several eminent men: among whom may be men- 
tioned Jefferson, the late Gov. Gilmer, Dr. Gilmer, author of 
“Sketches and Lissays of Public Characters,” Meriwether Lewis, 
and others. 

The Universiry or Vireinsa is one mile west of Charlottesville, 
and wlthough of a deservedly high reputation, 1 18 an institution 
of recent origin. The legis! ature of the state, at the session of 
1817-18, adopt ted measures for establishing the university, which, 
however, did not go into operation unti! 1825. The institution 
was erected and endowed by the state; and it owes its origin and 
seculiar organization to Mr. Jeflerson. It has a fine collection of 
buildings, consisting of four parallel ranges about 600 feet in 
length, and 200 feet apart, suited to the accommodation of 9 pro- 
fessorships, and upwards of 200 students; which, together with

amounting to 16,900 vols., and is amply provided with philosophi- 
eal and chemical apparatus, together with a fine cabinet of min- 
erals and fossils, and an anatomical and miscellaneous ninseum. 
The Teo a short distance from the ee is furnished 
with the requisite astronomical instruments. “The plan of the uni- 
versity differs materially from that of other institutions in the 
Union. The students are not divided into four classes, with a 
course of studies embracing four years; but the different branches 
are styled schools, and the student is at liberty to attend which he 
pleases, and graduate i in each when prepared. In order to attain 
the title of * Master of Arts of the University of Virginia,” the 
student must graduate in the several schools of mathematics, 
ancient languages, moral philosophy, natural philosophy, chemistry, 
and in some iwo of the modern languages. The chairman of the 
faculty is annually chosen from the faculty, by the beard of visit- 
ors. This board is appointed by the governor and council every 
four years, and chooses its own rector. This institution is, in 
every respect, organized and justly regarded as an university of 
the first class. The number of stadents, including the law and 
medical departments, is not far from 200.” 

The British and German prisoners taken at Saratoga, in the 
revolution, and known as the “ Convention troops,’ were sent te 
Charlottesville in the beginning of the yeer 1779. On their first 
arrival a momentary embarrassment was felt for the want of ne- 
cessary accommodations. A British officer by the name of Anbn- 
ry, whose travels have been published, was among the prisoners. 
On this point he says: i 


But om our arrival at Charlottesville, un pon can describe the.scene of misery and cenfusioa that en- 
sued; the officers of the first and second brigades were iv the town, and our arrival added to their dis-- 
tress; this famous place we had heard so much of, consisted only of & court-house, one tavern, avd 
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shout a dozen houses: all of swhich were crowded with officers,--those of oar brigade, therefore, wera 

ob lised to mde about the country, and eutreat the inhabitants to take us in. ae 19 the men, the situation 

wee truly horrible, after the hard shitts they had experienced in their march from the Potomack; taey 
were, instead of comfortable barracks, conducted into a wood, where a few jog huts were just begun to 
be built, the most part not cove ue over, and all of them full of snow: these the men were cbliced to 
clear cut, and cover over to secure theinvelves from the inclemency of the weather, ws quick as they 
could, and in the course of two or three days, rendered them a babitable, but by na means a comfortable 
retirement. What added greatly to the distresses of the men, was the want of provisions, as none bad 
us yet arrived for the troops, and for six days they subsisted on the meal of indian corm made into cokes. 
The person who had the manag fement of avery thing, informed us that we were pot expected alt 
spring. Never was a cov na y so destitute of every comfort; provisions were not to be purchased tur ten 
days: the officers subsisied) upon alt pork and indian corn miude into cakes ; nota drop ef any kind of 
spirit, Whot little there had been, was already consumed by the tirst and second brigades ; many oifcers, 
tw comfort themselve: a, put red pepper into water, to drink by way of cordial. 

Upon @ representation of our situation, by Brigi idier-General Hamilton, to Colonel Bland, who com- 
raande dthe American troans, he eee ised to render the sitaution of the men as comtortable es possible, 
and with all expedition. As to the officers, upon signing » parole, they might go to Riehmond, and other 
adjacent towns, to procure themselves quarters; accordingly, a parole was signed, which allowed a eir- 
cuit of near one hundred niles. And alter the offeers had drawn lots, ws tarce were to remain in the 
barracks with the imen, or at Charlottesville, the principal part of them set off for Richmond, many of 
them are at pluntations, twenty or thirty miles froin the barracks. fam quartered with Major Master 
and tour other officers of Onur regiment, at this plintation, about twenty mules from the barracks; the 
ewner bas gives up his, house, and gene to reside at his overseer’s, and ior the use of his house, we pay 
he m two guineas a week. On the arrivai of the troops at Charlottesville, the offieers, what with veau- 

ion, and to keep out the cold, drank rather freely of an abominable jiquor, rc alles peach brandy, which, 
if drunk to excess, the fumes raise an absolute delirium, and in their cuns, several were guilty of deeds 
that would adusit of no apology; the inhabitants must huve actuality though: us mad, for ja the course 
Of three or four Gays, there were no less than six or seven duels fought 






‘Vhé Baroness de Riedesel was also with the convention troops. 
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At first they sudered many privaticns; they were billeted in block-houses without windows or doors, 
nd but pooriy deiended trom the cold. But they went diligently to work to construct better dwellings, 
and ina short time the place assured the appearance of a neat little towr. In the rear of ench house 
they had trim wardens, and enclosed places for poultry. Afterwards, when the old Drorinens were con- 
sumed, on receive d fresh meat, and flour to incke bread; and as this nee r was of wheat. they coatd 
even make cakes and pies. They wanted nothing hat money, of whick the Enclish sent but little; and 
as it was difiieat te purchuse any thing on credit, the soldiers were 7 ae perplexities on that ac- 
count.

Mr. Jefferson, who then resided in the vicinity, did his utmost io 
render the sitl iation of the troops and officers as pleasant as possi- 
ble. To the ae he offered the hospitalities of his mansion, 
threw open his Hbrary for their inspection, and contributed, by 
ge haat intercourse and attention, to render them happy. His 

efforts in their behalf called forth the strongest expressions of 
Be inite and esteem. ‘hese troops remained here until October, 
1780, when the state being invaded by Leslie, the public safety de- 
manded the removal of the British portion of them to Fort Fred- 
erick, in Maryiene ‘The Germans, however, continued longer. 

In May, 1781, when Cornwz Nhe invaded Virginia, tne legista- 
ture adjourned from Richmond to Charlottesville, as a place of 
greater safety. In June, the celebrated partisan officer, Tarleton, 
was detached to Charlottesville. with 150 cavalry of his elon. 
and 70 mounted infantry, with directions to surprise the Genera 
Assembly, seize the person ot Jefferson, then the ¢ soda riOg and <

When Par a m approac hed within ten miles of Charlottesville, he detached a party ef 
under ae tain M‘Leod, to Monticello, to seize Mr, Jetierson. But he had, about 
SURTISC, sega the intelligence of Tarleton’s approach. Several members of the legis. 
lature, inc ene: the speak ers of both houses, were then lis guests, and they hasteied 
to Graveteonle to adjourn the legislature. Mfrs. Jefierson and her three children 
harried off in a carriage to Colonel Edward Carter’s, about six miles to the south. Mr. 
Jerferson “ate Na afterwards on horseback, und had not Jeft his house ten minutes be- 
fore the British entered it. His property, bocks, and papers, were all respected, with the 
exception of the waste which was comunitted ia his ceilars, by a dew of the nen, with- 
out the knowledge of the commanding officer. Tarleton entered Charlottesville on the 
4th of June, Dusters after Mr. Jefferson’s term of office expired. Ile, on the next day, 
rejoined iuord Cornwallis, who had established his head-quarters at Els Hill, a planta- 
tion near the Point of Fork, belonging to Mr. Jefferson. Mere every sort of wanton 
mischief was perpetrated. Besides making a free use of the caitic, and carrying off all 
the horses fit Ss SeTvices as was to be expected, the throats of tne young herses were 
cut, ihe growing crops ef corn and tobacco were destroyed ; those of the preceding year, 
together with the bare which contained them, and all the fences en the nlant ation were 
burnt. Other plantations shared a similar ht. thourh not te the same extent. Thirty 
thousand slaves were taken from Virginia by the GBritish in these invasions, of whom 
twenty-seven thousand were computed to have died of the small- ‘pox, or camp fever. 
he whole amount of property carried off, and destroyed, during the six months prece- 
ding Cornwailis’s surrender, has been estimated at £3,000 ,UUO sterling. -

The Mansion House, at Monticello, was built and furnished in the days of his prosperity. Jn its di- 
mensions, its arcliitectizve, ifs arrangements end ornaments, itis such a one as heenzme the character and 
fortune of the man. [t stands upon an elliptic plain, formed by cutting down the apex of ameuntain , 
and, to the west, stretching away to the north and the south, it commands a view of the Blue Ridge for 
a bandred and fifty miles, and brings under the eve one of the boldest and most beaatiful horizons in the 
world: while on the east, it presepts an extent of prospect bounded oniy by the spherical form of the 
earth, in which usture sess to siecp in eternal repove, as if to form one of her finest contrasts with the 
rude and robling i indenr of the west, fn the wide prospect, and scattered to the north and south, are 
sever detwhrd moc citing, which convibuie to animate and diversify this ench: inting landsc: ape; and 
gluong them, te the south Willis’s mountain, which is so inlerestinuly de pictec din his Notes. Froin this 
summit, the philosopher was wont to enjoy that specticle, among the sublimest of Nature’s operations, 
the looming of the cistint mountains ; and to w atch the motions of the planets, and the grea the revola- 
fou of the celestial sphere, From this susamit, too, the patriot could look down with wriuterrmpied vis- 
ion, upon the wide expanse of the world around, for which he considered himself born , and apward to 
toe open and veuited Reavens, hi hich he seemed to epproach, as if to REED hita continually in mind of 
his bizh responsibility. [tis indeed a prospect in whic h you see and teel, at osece, that now fing hiean 02 
fittle could live.

the first organized system of colonial resistance, which was the forraatian of commitiecs 
of correspondence in the aifferent provinces. Its adoption was strikingly beneficial. 
As the crisis ef public atfaurs approached, not content with his constant labors ac @ 
meinber of the legislature, he wrote and Be blished “ A Summary View of the 






-Pritish America.” For this publication Lord Dunmore threatened to prosecxte hna on 


& charge of ae treason, and dissolved the legislature who had su stained the sar 
doctrines. When the conciliatory propositions of the British ministry were sent out ix 
the following yen the commntine of tae legislature presented a rculy fists: the pen of 
Jefferson, which has ever been considered a state paper of the highest order. Ta June, 
1775, ne took his seat as a delegate to the General Congress. fn the suceceding sum- 
immer, Jefferson was chairman of the committee, and drew up the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which, aiter a few alivraiions, was adopted by Congress, July 4th, 1776. 
{n the autumn of this year, he was appointed one of the commissioners to the courtwr 
France ; but ill-health, and considerations of a public nature, prevented his acceptance. 
He shortly after resigned his seat im Congress, and being elected to the first legislature 
under the pew censtitation of Virginia, he introduced, and, with the aid of able coadjv- 
tors, carried through important laws, founded on just and great principles of the social 
compact. ‘Phe first of these was a bill preventing the importation of slaves; this he 
followed up by destroying eatails and aby oushing the rights of proneg yeni iture, the over- 
throw of the church estabishment, which had oeen introduced m ynitation of that of 
Imneland. Besides these, he reduced to a system the varieus irregular enactments of 
the colonial government and mother country. It was a most severe labor. It consisted 
of 126 tills, comprising and remodeliing the whole statutory law 35 and though not all 
enacied as he contemplated, they have formed the admirable basis of the jurisprudence 
Or Virgitia, 

In June, 1779, he was elected governor of Virginia, and re-elected ine neat year. 
Tt was a season of inaminent peril; the state was invaded by Tarleton and Arnold, and 
he himself made the object of particular pursuit. At the expiretion of his term, the 


legisiature passed a anauiimous resolution expressive of their high opinion of his ability 
aud Sa ihe in June, 1783, he was again elected to Congress, and there prepared the 

beautiful address, made by Congress to Washineton, on tukin iwleave of public life. He 
was, also, sien hainman of a committee appointed to form a plan for temporary govern- 
ment im the vast and then A a es western territory. Efe introduced a clause for- 


bidding the existence of slavery in it after the year 1809. In the summer of 1734, he 
was sent as a minister plenipote nay to France. le remained in Europe until Nev., 
1789, during which time he visited Bin gland, and, in concert with Mr. Adams, inenec- 
ti lly endeavored to effect a commercial tre aty with Britain. While in F rance, he was 
enga: wed i in many diplomatic nAeotations of considerable importance to his country. 
Among men of letters, and high political distinction, he was received with marked ki ind- 
ness, aiid he graced the most aE social circles of Paris. When he returned to the 
United States, he occupied the office of sec hs anes of state under Washington, instead 
of resuming, as he had intended, the post of muster to France. Of the great mass of 
the constitution, which had been formed during his absence, he approved, thetuyh there 
were points in it, in whieh he thought there was no adequate security for political cirbts.

head of the pariy which sustained it. While in the department of state, be laid down 
the great, and ever since approved, maxins relative to our foreign intercourse. Among 
other negotiations, he became especially engaged tm one with the ministers from the 
Freneh republic, which seriously involved the politi cal rights of the United States as a 
negtral ration, and led to the adoption of that policy of preserving peace, commerce, 
and iriendship with all nations, but cutering into ents angling allianees with none. Hig 
report on an uniform, systern of currency, weights, aud measures, was one oi thoss 
measures of domestic policy appropriate to his office, and is said to have abounded with 
the most enlizhtened views. He also presented to one tees a valuable memoir on the 
subject of the cod and whale fisheries. His last act as secretary of siate, was a report on 
the nature and extent af the privileges and restric tions of the commercial intercourse 
of the United States with other conmniries, and on the best means of counteracting them, 
it attracted mich attention, and was a document of great ability. Tt was the fouads- 
tion of a series of pusuiutions proposed by Mr. Madison, sanctioning the views it en. 
braced, and it beeame, im faci, the ostensible subject on which tire federal and republican 
parhes distinctly arrayed tuemselves against eae hk other. 

In Dee., 1795, Jeiierson resigned his office and retired to Monticello. The Duke d 
Libivohaites a rrench traveller, has given im his werk a pleasing narrative of the manner 


in which the life of the retired statesman was passed. ‘ His conversation,” he saya, 
23 
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‘is of the most agreeable kind, and he possesses a sicck of information not inferior to any 


other man. In Europe he would hold a distinguished rank among men of letters, and 


es such he has already appeared there. At present, he is employed with activity and 
perseverance jn the management of his kiss and buildings ; and he orders, ee and 
pursues, in the minutest detail, every branch ef business relating to them. I found him 
in the midst of harvest, from which the seorching heat of the san does not pres ent his 
attendance. His negroes are ue clothed, and treated as well as white servants 
could be. Fvery article is made on his farm; his negroes being cabinet-makers, car- 
penters, and masons. ‘The children Be employs in a nail factory; and the young and 


old negresses spin for the clothing of the rest. He animatcs them all by rewards and 
distinctions. In fine, his superior mind direcis the manazement of his domestic con- 
cerns with the same a! bilities, activity, and regularity, which he evinced in the ednduet 
of public affeirs, and which he is calealated to display in every situation Cn lites E 
was at this pe riod of retirement that ho was unanimously elected presid of the 
Americen Philosophical Society. 

Jefferson was not, however, long permiited to enjoy the tranquillity of Bes life. 
On the retirement of Washington from the presidency, Mr. Jefierson was selected by the 
democratic party as their candidate for that office, and Mr. Adams by tie federal party. 
The highest number of votes appearing for the latter, he was declared president and 
Jefferson vice-president. For the suceceding four years most of his time was passed 
tranguilly ai Monticello. When the period for another election arrived he was again 
a candidate for the presidential chair. On canvassing the votes of the electors, it was 
found that Mr. Jeiferson and Mr. Buer had each seveniy-three votes, Mr. Adams sixty- 
five, and eng Or. Finckney sixty-four. As the constitution provided that the person 
haying vid eieareset iittmver of voles snould be picsident, and imi. seserscu and ivir. 
Burr, having an equal number, it became the duty of the House of Representatives, voting 
by states, to decide between these two gentlemen. The ballot was taken several days 
in succession. ‘T'he federal party, generally, supported Mr. Barr; the democratic pare, 
Mr. Jefferson. On the thirty-sixth baliot Mr. Jefferson was elected president, and Mr. 
Burr vice-president. 

On the 4th of March, 1801, Mr. Jefferson entered on his first presidential term. In 
his inaugural address, he stated, _ with yreat eloquence of language and admirable 
clearness and precision, the politica! principles by which he intended to be goverhed in 
the admimisiration of public aetna! 

His administration embraces a long and interesting period i in the history of our coun- 
try, and measures of lasting importance were ci arnied through. The aggressions of the 
‘Tripolitans were promptly chastised 3 the encroachments of the agents of the Spanish 
government to deprive us of the right of navigating the Mississippi, were revelled ; 
Louisiana was purchased; the internal policy of the Union underwent important 
changes ; measures were adopted for the speedy discharge of the public debt ; the judi- 
clary was resicred to the original plan; strict economy was observed in carrying on the 
government, end useless offices suppressed. 

So much was his administration approved, thot when nis term of service expired, he 
was again elected by a very large majority. He had scarcely entered ov his office when 
the conspiracy of Bure was Biseavered: "The fore ion’ relations of the U nion, however, 
assumed an importance exceeding ail domestic affairs. The aggressions of Great Britain 
and France upon our commerce left no honorable course but that of retaliation. On 
the 22d of ee 1897, the Embargo Act was passed, on the recommendation of 
Mr. Jefferson. In January, 1309, evertures were made by the British government in- 
dicative of 4 disposition to recede from the ground they hud assumed; and these were 
preceded by a repeal of their most objectionable measures. In this situation were the 
fereivn relations of the United States when Mr. Jefferson's second term of office expired, 
on the 3d of March, 18 808, and his political career closed. 

He had been engared, alin ‘ost without interruption, for forty years, in the most ardu- 
ous public duties. From this time, until his death, he resided at Monticello. His home 
was the abode of hospitality, and the seat of dignified retirement; he forgot the busy 
times of his politwal existence, im the calm: and congental pleasures of science, and his 
mind, clear and penetrating, wariered with fresh acy anid delizht through all the 
regions of thougpt. Among the puns for the publie welfare in which he was engaged, 
ihe establishment of the University of Virginia was with him @ favorite scheme. ‘The 
legisiature approved of his plan, and appointed him rector. Until the time of his death, 
‘his most cherished hopes and endeavors were for its success, 

Mr. Joiferson died July 4th, 1526, at the age of 89 years. His ‘amily aad servants 
were called around jus dying bed. After declaring himself grees by their aficctionate

¥iis manr ier was simple, mingled with native dignity, but cheerful, unassuming, frank, 
and kind; his language was remarkable for vivacity and correctness 5 and in his con- 
versation, Which was without apparent effort, he poured forth pags ede the most va- 
rious, from an exhaustless fountuin, yet so modestly and engugingly that t he seemed 
rather to seek than to impart information. 

Hai lies bhisied in a small burying, near the road, which winds around it ta Montt- 
cello, It has a slight enclosure, and is surrounded by the native wood. In it he the 
remains ef members of the family, sonietwo or three of whom have tablets of marble.

“ Mr. Jefferson’s religious creed,” says Tucker, “as described in his correspondence, 
cannot perhaps be classed with that of any a lar sect, but’ was nearer the Socinian 
than any ¢ other. Iatne fast years of his life, wher questioned by any friends on this 
Bubject, ne used to say he was a Unitarian.” 


Meriwether Lewis, the sen of a wealthy farmer, was born near = 
1774. At 13 yeurs of age, he relinquished his aeademic studies and ¢ nga 
ture. Two years alter, he acted as a volunteer, to suppress the whiske y insurrection, 
from which situation he was removed to the regular service. From abont i801 te 1863, 
he was the privete secretary of Mr. Jeiferson, when he, with Wm. Clarke! went intheor 
celebrated exploring expedition tothe Rocky Mountains. Mr, Jeilerson, in recomunend- 
ing him to this dut y, gave hima nen character, as possessing courage, intexible perse- 
verance, intimate knowledge of the Indian character, fide lity, intellivence, and all those 
peculiar combinations of He ies that emine nily fitted him for so arduous an aunderta- 
king, ‘Chey were absent three anes, and were highly successful in the accouplishment 
of their duties. Whe n, shortly after his return, in 1806, he was appointed governor of 
the territory of Louisiana, and! entliies it the seat of internal dissensions, he by his moder- 
ation, firmiess, and impart: iity, broucht matters into a syetematic tram. He was sub- 
ject to constitutional hypochooaria, wad while under the inUuence ofa severe attack shot 
himseif on the borders of ‘Tennes: ee, in L509, at the age of 35.

At some future period, it is con- 
templated a the James River Canal will be continved to here; 
in which case, it will be the depot between the land and water 
communica it in the chain of the James River an d Kanawha 
Pa proverients; and will {len command the trade of a large and 
fertile region of country. Near Covington, a fort, called Fort 
Young, was built in the early settlement of the country, as a pro- 
tection against the Indians,

ble local celebrit: y, who went by the name of Uncrs Tu ick. fe was hans and 
beget t from Afriea at seven years of age. and landed at © sborme’s James River, 
from what it is supposed was the last slave-ship which deposited its cargo in Virginia. 
Sucn was his w eite of character, that, on the death of his master, several benevelent 
individuals by their contributions purchased bis freedom. One, who knew him wet, 
said, “I regard this old African as a burning light, raised up by Christian principles 
alone, to a de; gree of moral purity scidom equalled and never exceeded in any country.’ 
The late Rev. Dr. Rice also remarked, “The old man's acquaintance with the scriptures 
is wonderful. Many of his interpretations of obscure passages of scripiure are s srg edarly 
just and striking. In maany respects, indeed, he is the most remarkable man I ever kuew.’ 

His views of the leading doctrines of Christianity were thorough and evangelical. 
His preaching abounded with quotations surprisingly minute, and his ilustrations were 
vivid and correct. Fils knowledge of human nature was prefonad; and hence his 
extensive usefuluess arnong the African populat Lou, as rel us an extensive circle of 
whites. ° Elis languace was pure alo My wut the ae arities of the blacks. In his 
intercourse witn ail classes hie was govern vd | by Chinisnan hunuity, and he abherred cant 
and grimace. “ Fle wniferm iy opposed, ooth in public and private, every thing like noise 
.od disorder in the house of Ged. His tyne audience Were very prone to indulge 
themseives in this way. But, whenever they did, he uaifonnly su spended the exercises 
until they became silent. On one of these occasions, he rebuked lis hearers substan. 
tially, as follows: ‘You noisy Christians remind me of the isttle branches alter a heavy 
rain, ‘Fhey are soon full—then noisy—and as soom empty. f had a great doal rather 
gee you like the broad, deep fiver, which is quiet becanse it is broad and deep.’ ” 

Of this worthy and strong-minded old man, we take the liberty of annexing a Tew 
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anecdotes, drawn from his memoir in the Watchman of the South. Yn spoaking of the 
excitement and noise ai a protracted meeting, he rey ‘“ } was reminded of what 
I have noticed in the woods: when the wind blows hard, the dry leaves make a great 
deal more noise than the green ones.” When persone scoffed at his relicio: n, hig useal 
diffidence and reserve would give vay to a firm and dignihed defence, and most happily 
would he “answer a fool according te his folly’? A person adc ee d to horse-racine ani 
eard-playing copped him one day on the road, and saii—*Qid man, you Christians suy 
a great deal about the w ay to heaven being ver ry narrow. Now, if ee be s0,\a. great 
many who toe s3 to be travelling it will not find it half wide enough.’ Si

The pass of the James River through the Blue Ridge, is an the 
line of this and the county of Rockbridye. There @ eanal, seven 
tiles in length, has been constructed around Baleony Falls, which 
will form tue bed of the James River Canal, whenever that work 
is continned westward. The stage road from Lynchburg to the 
Natural Bridge winds aleng the side of the mountain, through 
wild and romantic scenery. which, to the lowlander accustomed 


only to the fiatlands and pine-barrens of eastern Virginia. is 
striking. As he enters the gap from the east, the raad gradually 
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follows its tortuous course up the mountain’s side, until it gains 

an elevation of hundreds of feet above the river, which it appears 
to nearly oer ane: Gigantic mountains hem him in cn every 
side; while far, from the dark ravine below, comes up the roav of 
the rapids. A Nittle mountain rivulet, from amid the primeval 
forest, dashes across his path, and, leaping from rock te reek, hur- 
ries on to swell the stream below. Emerging from the pass, 2 
beautiful and fertile country opens before him, and still westward 
the blue outlines of distant. mountains in Rockbridge meet his 
view.

Jt was at this place that two large couven- 
tions were held, to deliberate on forming the constitution of Vir- 
ginia. ae oe met in July, 1825, and made an appeal to the 
legislature, Who there eupon § submitted the question to the people, 
and it nally resulted in the ado ption of the new constitution.”

Danie, Suerrey was born at Frederick, Ma. ., in 1770, and was bred a shoemaker, in 
his father’s shop. His education was inconside rable; but possessing an ardent desire for 
knowledge, he passed his leisure in reading, and became particu! larly fond of astronom- 
ical and mathematical studtes. Arrived at manhood, he travelle ‘don foot, with his 
“kit” on his back, to Winchester. From thence he walked through the valley of Vir- 
ginia, stopping at various villages on his route, and earning sutiicrent money by his 


trade, te pay his expenses, until he at last arrived at Abbeville, Wythe county. He 
Was @ stranger, fnencless and cestitute. “ Here ke commenced his trade ogce incre. 


The novelty and orizinality of bis character, and the flashes of genius which enhvened 
his conversation, offen compelled his new- tid friends to look on the eecentrie youth 
with wonder.’ Becoming popular, he was received into the office of Alexander Sinyth, 
Esq., and after boing admitted to the one “of Wythe county, was emploved in the most 
important suits. After some years he settled in Staunton, and obtained a lucrative 
practice. He often represe nted Augusta in the House of Delegates, and, in Ili, wos 
chosen as a member ef Congress. “ His speech, in fayor of a renewal of the charter 
of the first benk of the United States, was a masterly combination of sound jugzaient 
aud conclusive facts: for three hours profound silence reiyned ; and the ost expertenced 
statesmen were astonished at this exhibition of his talents.’ He was oppesed to the 
declaration of wearin 1812. On one occasion, he gave John Randelph, whose eas 
sarcasm few could withstand, a most severe retort. In conunenting upon a speech 
MMe: Shefleys, he said that “fue shoemaker ought not to go beyond his lust.” In aa 
iustant She ife y retorted, “if that gentleman had ever been iAthe bench, Ae never waitie 
a ree left it.”

Cyclopean Towers, dugusta Co. 


The Cyclopean towers, w Ista : 
among the greatest curiosities of nature in the Union. Yet tor 
many years they were known only in the vicinity, and bore the 
rude appellation of “the chimneys.” They are about 60 or 78 feet 
in height. We annex the following from a published deseription 


hich are near the Augusta Springs, are 


rhe h Sedalia coy i fk 
by a gentleman who visited the towers in 1834, and cave them 
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their present name. It commences with a description of the 
country as he approached towards them: 


After passing over a hilly and picturesque country, the road opened upon a fertile 
valley, which ne in places narrow, was of considerable length—and when see: 
from an elevated position, appeared like the bed of ana i 
the alluvial border of a flawine stream. ‘The strata of limestone hilis foewed their 
usual order of parallel lines to the great mountains ef our contiuent, as though a strong 
current had once swept through this magnificent valley, forming in its course jstandy 
and promontories, which are now dixcoverabie in numerous short hills and rocky bluffs, 
that are either naked and barren, or covered with a growth of stately trees. it was at 
such a projection, that we first deseried the ery sunimits ef what seemed a ruinous 
castle—resenbling those which were raised | in feudal times to guard the passes of the 
Rhine, or like such as are sti} seen in mouldering majesty on many an Alpine rock. 
Yhese summits or towers, of which there were seven, lifted their heads above the lofty 
eims, fike so many antique chimneys in the midst ofa grove ; but, on approaching them 
neurer, Gur pleasure was greatly inereosed to find them rise almost perpendicularly from 
the bed of a siream, which, wind ne around their base, serves as a natural moat to a 
buildimg not made with mortal hands. 

These rocks in their formation resemble the palisades on the Hudson River-—but ar

more regular in their strata, which a appears to have been arranged in huge masses 
of perfect workmanship, with projections like cornices of Gothic architecturc, in a state 
of dilapidation. ‘Those who are acquainted with the stracture of the Cyclopean walis

A narrative of the circumstances connected with the settlement of 
Augusta county, by the Lewis fi fini" collected from authentic rec- 
ords, and tra ane of the family, and communicated for this work 
by a gentieman of the county: 


John Lewis was a native and citizen of Ireland, descended from @ familiy of Hugues 
nots, whe tock refuge in that kingdom trom the persecutions that followed the axsassina-~ 
tion of Henry [Y., of France. His rank was that of en Esquire, and he inher: S a 
handsome estate, which he inereased by industry and frugality, until he became the 
lessee of a contiguous property, of considerable value. He married Marzaret 
daughter of the laird of Loch Lynn, who was @ descendant ef the chiettains of a once 
powerful clan iu the Scotush Hiighiands. By this marnace he had four suns, three of 
them, ‘Thomas, Andrew, and William, born in Jreland, and Charles, the child ef his old 
age. born a few months atter their settlement intheir mountain home.

We therefore, after 
drawing up a detailed statement o: tiv aifiur, which he directed to the proper authorities, 
esabarked on board a vessel bound for America, attended by his faimby aud a bard of 
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about thirty of his faithful tenantry. In due time the emigrants landed on the shores of 
Virginia, and Bxed their residence amid the till then unbroken forests of west Aucusta. 
Jehu Lewis's settlerment was a few miles below the site of the town of Staunton, on the 
bauuks of the strearn wluch still bears his name. Jt may be proper to remark here. that 
whea the circumstances of the athray became known, after ae inveshgation, @ par- 
don was gramied to John Lewis, and patents are still extant, by which his majest 
granted to him a large portion of the fair domaia of western Virginia. 

Hor many years after the settlement at Fort Lewis, great amity and cood wi 
between tbe nei: ghboring Indians and the white settlers, whose aunibers increased apace, 
until they beeame quite a formidable colony. It was then that the jenlo: isy of their red 
neighbers became aroused, and a war broke out, which, for coo! thougii desperate cour- 
age and activity on the part of the whites, and ferocity, cunning, and b: Parity 6n the 
part of the ludians, was never equalled in any age OF country. Jobn Lewis was, By this 
tame, well siricken in years, but his four sons, who were now grown up, were well qyuali- 
fied to fili his place, and to act the part of leaders to the ¢ galluot little band, who so ne- 
bly batiled for the protection of ae homes and families. Lt is not my purpose to go 
inte the details of a warfare, during which scarcely a se i Bea was exenipt from 
monthly attacks of the savages, and during which Charles Lewis, the youngest son of 
John, is said never to have spent one month at a time out of active and arduous service. 
Charles was the hero of many a gallant ae which is still treasured in the memories 
of the descendants of the berder riflemen, noe there are few families among the Adle gna 
nies where the name and deeds of Charles Lewis are not familiar as household w bids, 
On one cecasion, Charles was captured by the Indiaus while on a hunting excursion, and 
after having travelled some two hundred miles, barefoot, bis arms pinioned benind him, 
dea on by the knives of his remorseless captors, be euecied iis escape. White ave 
lng along the bank of a precipice some twenty feet in ee it, he suddenly, by a strong 
mascular exertion, burst the cords which bound him, and plunged down the steep inte the 
bed of a mountaiatcrrent. His persecutors hesitated not to foliow. Ina race of several 
hundred yards, Lewis had gained some few yards upon iis pursuers, when, upon jea pine 
u prostrate tree which lay across his course, his strength suddeniy faved, and ae fe ‘Il pros- 
trate among the weeds which had grown up in great luxuriance around the body of the 
tvee. Three of the Indiaus sprang over the tree within a few feet of where thei ir prey lay 
concealed ; but with a feeling of the most devout thankfulness to a kind aud super 
tending Previdence, he saw them one by one dis sappeur in the dark recesses of the frock 
He now bethought himself of rising froin his uneasy bed, when lo! a new enemy appear 
ed, inthe shape of an enormous ratilesnake, who had thrown himself into the deadly 
co so near his face that his fangs were within a few wehes of his nose: and } ‘bis enor. 
mous rattle, as it waved toand fro, once rested upon his ear. A single contraction of tie 

eyelid—a convulsive shudder—the relaxation of a single cel: and the deadly beast 

would bave sprung upon him. In this situation he lay for al minutes, when the 
oS probebly supposing him to be dead, crawled over his body and moved slowly aw hol 
* EF bad eaten nethimg.” seid Lewis to his COMpPanions, after his return, ‘for many day 
T hed no fire-arms, and [ran the risk of dying with tiunger, ere 1 could reach the set i os 
“ment; but rather would [ have died, than ymude a meal of the generous veast.” Darin 
this war, an attack was made upon the settlement of Fort Lewis, at a time when th 
Whole force of the setulement was out on active duty. So great was the surprise, that 
many of the women and children were captured in sight of the fort, thouch far the great~ 

er part escaped, and concealed themselves in their biding piace in the woods. The 

fort was occupied by John Lewis, then very old aad intizm, his wife, aud two young we. 
men, who were so much alarnied that they scarce moved from their seats upon tie 
ground floor of the fort. Joha Lewis, however, opened a port-hole, where he stationed 
himsclf, firing at the savages, while Margaret reloaded the guns. Ja this manner he 
“sustained a siege of six hours, during which he killed upwards ef a seore of Savages, when 
he was relieved by the appearance of his party. 
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Thomas Lewis, the eldest son of Johu tewis and Margnrat Tivnn, labored under 5 
defect of visiou, which disabled iim as a marksmen, and tie was, therefore, leas etlicient 
daring the Indian wars thau his brethren. tle was, however, 2 man of lieagaines and 


sound judgment, and represented the county of Aawusia for inany years in ihe House 
of Buricosse 33 Wasa member of the convention whieh ratified the constitusion of the Une 
ted States, and formed the constitution of Virginia, and afterwarda sat for the eaunty of 
Kockinpham in the House of Delewates of Virzaia.

Andrew, the second son of John Lewis and Margaret Ly Dn, is the Gen. Lewis who 
commanded at the battle of Point Pleasant.

ment, when leading on the atiack at Point Pleasant. Charles was esteemed the most 
skilful of ail the leaders of the boner varfare, and was as inuch beloved fer his noble 
aud amiable qualities as he wus adinired for his military talents.

The red was introduced by John Lewis, and it was currently 
reported by their prophets, aod beoileved by the Indians venera} ily, thatthe blood of the 
red man sitinby the Lewises aud their followers, bed dvec the trefoil to its sanguine 
nue. The Indians, iowever. always did the whites the justice to say, that the red man 
wus the ar ATESSOF intheir Gret auarreloand that the white men of western Virginia had 
aiways evinced a i te treat their red brethrdn with moderation and justice.

Many of these, with their striking and pic tu resquce objects, have naines exceedingly tm- 
appropriate, which to mention would de grade any deserij nuon however well written, by 
the association of the beautiful and s sublim: e, with the vulgar and hackneyed, W ashing- 
ton Hall, the largest apartment, is 250 feet in Jength. A forcign traveller who visited 
the cave at au annual illumination, has, m a fine ly written dese ription, the following no- 
tice of this ball:

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‘Besides the county buildings, and the elegant hotels for the accom- 


modation of visiters at the springs, there are but a few dwellings. 
The sitaation of the place is delightful. in a narrow and fertile 


valley, between two high mountains, and offers numerous attrac- 
ions te its many visiters. 

The tradition respecting tne discovery of the springs is. that a party of Indians hunt- 
ing, spent 2 might in the valley. One of their nuraber discovering the spi ring, deineah in 


it, and beine much fatigued, he was induced, by the delicious sensation and warmth 
imparted by it, to remain all ane The next meraing he was Aas d to scale the mountain 
before Ins companions. As the country became settled, the fame of the waters gradually 
exiended: and at first, visiters from the low country dwelt bere im rede hats inca ach 
long time, both this and the Hot Spring were only surrounded by brush, and open at top. 

The subjoined analysis of these waters was made by Prof. Roge rs: 

“The bath is an octagon, 38 feet in diameter, and 16 feet 9 inches inside—its area is 
1163.77 feet. ‘he ordinary depth of water being 5 feet, the cubie capacity is 5814.56 . 
feet, or 49433.32 gallons. Notwi thstanding the leaks, this quantity of water will flow inte 
the reservoir in one hour. ‘Phe average temperature of the bath is 98 dee. Ful preety 
The gas which rises in the beth consists of nitrazen, with minute qnaniitics of sulphur- 
etted hydrovren and carbonic ecid. 

a Besides this gas, each gallon of water contains 4.5 cubic inches of gas, consisting 
of nitrogen, 3.25 cubie inches; sulphuretted hydrogen, 0.25 do.; carbomie acid, 1.00 do: 

‘“c "Tho ealinoa pantenta af one SD of the wai er are ne fathawe = roameate af iinie, 3 QR - 
sulphate of maynesia, 9.884; carbonate of lime, 4.208; sulphate of lime, 5.4665 a trace 
of soda, no doubt, in the state vf muriate. 

“While the Warm Springs afford the most luxurious bath im the world, they contain 
neutral salts and various gases, which act as a gentle aperient, diuretic and sudorific, and 
give tone and vigor to the human system. It ts well ascertained in other countries, that 
wuters of a high temperature tend more to strengthen the digestive organs than those of 
a low temperature ; but it is found, by actual experiment, that the water at the Warm 
Springs retains a considerable portion of its uselul cualities when bottled in the spring, 
and then socied by immersing the betties in cold water, or even ice; and this plan in 
adopted by many of those who have a repugnance to the use of warin water.’ 

The approach to the Warm Springs from the east. is over the 
mountain of the same name, ‘The road which leads across it is 
five miles, four-fifths of which is on the east side of the nde, 
where to the traveller a succession of deep precipices and glens 
present themselves, enviraned with gloomy w ne and obscure 
bottoms. From the summit ef the mountain at the Warm Spring 
Rock, which is much visited, there is a sublime view of parallel! 
ridges of mountains, extending for 40 or 50 miles, one behind the 
other, as far as the eye can reach, “ like o dark blue sea ef giant 
billows, instantly stricken solid by nature’s magie wand.” Some 
70 years since, the principal route of emigration was across this 
mountain, at which time there was no wagon-road over it. The 
emigrants came in wagons to “the camping-ground,” a level s spot 
near what is now Brinckley’s tavern. at the eastern base of the 
mountain, From thence they transported their baggage to the 
west on pack-hersas, while th eic wagens returned east loaded with

One mile west of the Uttle village ef Milboro’ Spring, and 12 
miles east of the Warm S Sprit ngs, on the read between the two 
places, in a high ledge on tho bank of ae Cow-Pasture River, is. 
the celebrated * blawing-cave.” described in Jefferson's Notes. The 
mouth of the cave is 20 or 30 feet above the road, in shape semi- 
circular, and in hoight about 4 feet. It has been explored for a 
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considerable distance. It is said that a small dog who entered 
found his way out through some unknown passage. When the 
internal and external atmosphere are the same, there is no pereep- 
tible current issuing from it. In intense hot w cau yp, the aly comes 
out with so much force as to prostrate the weeds at the entrance. 
In a warm day in June, in 1843, as Dr. John Brockenbrouch, the 
princip: al pr roprietor of the Warm Springs, was passing in hi 

carriage, he sent a little child te the mouth of the cave, who let 
go before it a handkerchief, which was blown by the current over 
the horses’ heads in the road, a distance of 80 or 40 feet. In in- 
terse cold weather, the air draws in. There is a flowing and ebb- 
wg spring on the same stream with the biowing-cave, which sup- 
pli es water-power for a grist-mill, a distillery, and a tan-yard. It 
flows irregularly. W hen it commences, the water bursts out in 
a body as it let leose from a dam. 


Gen. Samurai Braceaurn, who resided in this caunty, was born ebout the year 1758. 
He was one of the most successful orators and criminal lawyers of his time in Virginia. 
He was the father of the anti-duclling law of the state, which we believe was the first 
passed in the country after the war of the revolution. Among other penaltics, it pro- 
hinted any one who had been engaged ina duel from holdiag ofiices of trust in the git of

mil 
the state. Se me years alter, a rentleman who had challe nged another was clected to the 
legislature. “When he came forward to take the en istomury oath, lus viclation of this 
law was urged arvaimst hun. Seme, however, contended that the circtiinstanees of the 
case were so aggravaticg that ifs provisions ought to be disrevarded, and fears were enter- 
tained that this Carne at might pierail Thon it was that Gen. Blackburn, who was a 
member. came forward with a speech of great power in opposition. ‘The result was the 
tnumph of the law ia the reirction of the member. Gen. B. died in 1835, aged about 77. 
Qe was a menof much benevolence. At his death, he by will manumitted all his slaves, 
and previded for their transportation to Liberia. 


Vhe fot Springs are 5 miles from the Warm, in the sathe bean- 
tiful valley with the latter, These springs stand high in publie 
favor. ‘There are several baths here, called the Hot Spouts. Vheir 
highest temperature is 106 degrees.

Sora of Randolph,---is situated 240 miles nw. of Richmond, and 
YU se. of Clarksburg, on the east bank of Tygart’s Valley River, 
na fertile country. It coutains about a dozen ee lings, and has 
in its vicinity an abundance of coal and iron ore of excellent 
ouality. 

The tract of country comprehe ended i in the limits of this county, 
was the first permanently setiled im northwestern Virginia. ‘The 
following, relating to the settling ys this portion of Virginia, is 
drawn from Withers’ Border Warfare, pub dis shed in 1831,—a work 


from which we have obtained cons ache > Information respecting 
this portion of the state. 
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The comparative secarity which succeeded the treaty of 1765, contributed to advance the prospevity 
of the Virgiwia frontiers, and soon induced the setiling of several laces on the Monune lie la and its 
branches. and an the Ohio river. ‘I'he first settlement was that made on the Buchannon a fork of the 
Tyeart’s Valley River, and was induced by the Hatiering account given by two brothers, whe had dwelt 
tuere under rather unpleasant circluiastaices. 

Jp 1761, four soldicrs deserted from Port Pitt, and after some wanderings, encaniped in the glades ever 
to the head of the Yougho’gany, Where they remained about twelve months. Two of them, in an exenr- 
Sion among the settlers at Looney creek, were recognised and apprehended as deserters 5 but Jonn and 
Samuel Privgle-escaped to their camp in the gludes, Where they remained til some tue im the year 
iit. 

Buring this year, and while in the employ of John Simpson, (a trapper who had come there in ques? 
of furs.) chey determined on removing farther west. Siiapsea was induced to this by the prospeet of en 


jeving the woods tree trutm tie hiiresion of other hunters, (the glades having begun to be a common 


Baer asecanad fur tne inhabitants of fae Saath Brinea;) while a regard tor iheir personal safety, cansed 
the Pringles to avoid a sitantion in which tney mich be exposed to the observation of other men. 

fu journeying through the w ide iness, and ather having crossed Wheat River, at the Horse-Shioe, a quar- 
fel arose between Sinipson and one of the Pringles; wud neiwithsuuding that peace und harmony were 
so necessiry to théir imutaal safery and comfort, yet each so tay indulged the angry passious which had 
been excited, as at length to produce a separation. 

Svaypsoa crossed over the Valley River, vear the mouth of Ploasant creek, and passing on to the head 
of ancther water course, eave to it the name of Simpson’s creek. Thenee he went westwardly, aud tell 
over ou a streua Which be called Elk: at the mouth of this he erected a camp, and contivmed to resice 
formore than twelve months. During this ttuic he neither saw the Pringles, ner an uy othe rhunan beiag 5 
and at the expiration ot it, went to the South Branch, where he disposed of his fars and skins, and then 
returned to and continued at his encampment at the iovth of Lik, until permanent sett leients were 
mide in its ae 

The Pringies kept up the Valley River till they observed a lorge right-hand fork, (now Buchannon,) 
which they e Gana some niles; and at the mouth of a sina broneh, (afterwards exlled Turkey rin.) 
they tock up their abode in the cavity of a large sye: Es etree. ‘The stuinp of this is still to be seen, 
and is an object of no little veneration with tic imunediate desccudauts of the first settlers. 

The sitastion of these men, duripg a residence hero of sever yours, althoneh rendered somewhat ne- 
ree by their previous conduct, ¢oeld pot have been very euviidie, Deserters from the anny, a con- 

tant fear ot discavery filled their minds with ingnietude. ln the visiuity of a cavege toe. the tonmhawk 
Ae sculpiug-Knite were ever present to their imaginations, Remote tram eivilized ain, their soiitude 
was hourly interrupied by the frightful shrieks of the panther, oc the hideous hoewlings ot the wolt 
And though the herds of buifuo, elk, and deer, Which gunboled <portively around, enabled them e: tsily 
to supply their larder: yet, the want of salt, of bread. and of every species of kitchen veretibie. pits 
have abated their relist: tor the otherwise delicious loin of the one, ond hauncit of the others. The long. 
stite of their lithe mazazine, too, while it limited their huating ty the bare procnration of articles of 

Subsistence, ¢: amped thera, from a fear of dixcovery, to shrink ut the iden of being driven to the setiie- 
tients fora supply of aumunition. Add not uni] they were actacly reduced to two loids of powder, 
could they be induced to venture again into the vicinity of their fellow-inen. In the tutier partof the 
Year Wo7, John lett his brother, and intending to make for a wading poston the Shenandoah, avpointed 
tie period ef his return. 

Summel Pringle, in the absence of John, suffered a good deal. Vhe stock ef provisions left hita be- 
caine entiroly exhanste cli--one Of his Joads of powder was expended in a traitiess attempt to shoot a 
hark—his brother hud ulreaty deluyed his return several days longer than was intended, and he was ep- 
prehensive thas he had been rewognised. ttikern to Fort Pit, and world Props never wet back. With 
his remaining lovd of powder, however, he was fortuante enough to kita tine batiilos and Joba soon 
atter roturned with the news of peace, bush with the {ndians and L'reuch. whe two brothers agreed ts 
leave their retirement. : 

Their wilderness habitation was not left withens some regret. Every object around bad hecome mure 
of fess endeared tu them, The tree, in whose hollow they had heen so frequet : y sheltered trom stern 
and teaipest, was fidath ed by them with so creat reverence, that they re solve #50 soon as they could 
Prevail on afew others to accompany them, again to revurn to this asylum of their exile, 

In & population such as then composed the cuicf part of the South Braach setiicaieat this was no dif 
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ficult matter. All of them were u oe to the fronticr manner of hving; the most of thera had gone thith- 
er to acyuire land; umay had filed catrecly in this object, while others were obliged to occupy poor and 
broken sitiiations off the river, the fertite bottoms how Fy be cn previously located. Add to this the pas- 
sion for hunting, (which was e® cithing one with many) amd the Rew eakative, scarcity of game in their 
neie@hhorhood. a: nd it neod not excite <1 ‘prise thet the proposidion of the Pringles to form: a seiiicwent in 
such a country as they represeniod thaton Bochkannon to ie, WHS ugerly embraced by saany. 

In the tall ot the ensuing veer, (2768.) Samuel Pringle, and sever ie others who wished first io examine 
for theniseives, visited the country which had been so long occupied by the Pringles alone. Being pleas- 
edo with ii, they in the teliowing spr With a few others, repaired thither With the view of cultivating 
BS much corn i rould serve their tiuslies the first year after theirensdgrasion. And having examined 
the ccuntry, for the purpose of selectiug the inost desirable situations, some of then: proceeded to in- 
prove the spots of their choice. Jolin fucksou (who was vecempanied by His sons, Georre and ed) 
setiled at the mouth of Lurkey rin, where nis daughter, Mrs. Davis, now tives—-Johu Hacker lgwher uz 
on the Buchannoa River, where Bash’s fort wi as alte iw aris estabiished, and Nicholas Heavesor now Tees 3 
Alexander and Thomas Sleeth, nea to Jackson’s, on What is now known as the Porenash plaptation 
he others of the party (¥Vilttem y acker, Vhomas and Jesse [Lughes, Jolin and Wither Budell us 
Joha Brown) appear to have employed their time exclusively in hunting; netiher of them meking 2 
Impraveiuiv ntof land tor his own benetit. Yet were they .of very considerible service to the new cettie- 
anent. ‘Phose who had commenced clearing land, were supplie do by them: wich sbundane 2 af meat, wiiile 
in their bunting excursions tarough the country, a better know ledge of it Was obtained, than could have 
been acuuired had they been engaged in moiking improvements, 

In one of these expeditious they diseovered, and gave naue to Stone-coal creek > whieh: fowing west- 
wardiy, induced the supposition that it discharged itscli directly inte the Ohio. Dexseesding this creek, 
to ascertain the Piet. they came to its continence with a river, Which they thea eatled, apd fas since been 
known as the West Pork. After having gone some distanee dayea the river they returned by a diticrent 
route to the settlemeni, better pleased with the land on it and some of its trifmatucies, than with that on 
Buchanaoi. , 

Soon after this, ether emigrants arrived under the guidance of Samuel Pringle. Aniong them were 
John and Benjnmin Cutright, who sevled on Buchannon, where John Oniright the younger now lives; 
and Lienry Rule who juproved just above tue mouth of Pink’s min. Betore the arnvai of Samuel Vrin- 
eta Ihr ne cor hed hoonn to improve the spot which Pringle had chosen tor binwself. [My nrevent anv 
bnpleasaat result, Hacker agreea that if Pris ngle would clear as much land ona creek which bed beea 
recently di-covered by the hnaters, as he had on Bachasnon, they could then exchange tlices. Compiy- 
ing with this condition, Pringie took possession of the firm on Buchannon, and Tee ker of the land ixi- 
proved by Pringle on the creck, ¥ “hich was hence calied Hacker's creek. John und Willian: Radslie® 
then likewise settled on Quy stream—the former on the tam where the Rev. Joun Mitchel now byes: 
the latier atthe plave now owned by William Powers, Bey. 'Phese eamprise all Che taproveitenis wiith 
Were made on the upper bra aches of the Monovgahels, in the years 1760 and i770, 

At the CN of the working seyson of 1760. some of these adventarer wera to their families on the 
South Beanch ; and wwhen they returned to gather their crops in the ial, found then entirely destroyed. 
fa their ebsence the butiifoes, no longer awed by the presence of ava, had trespassed om their encio 
sures and eaten their cura ts the ground; this delayed the removal of their fiuniities till ihe winier 
ol 3770. 8 

Sooa afer the happening ef this event, other setdements were made on the voner branches of the 
Monongshei+ River Capt. dames Booth and Jabn Thomas established thenielves on what bas been 
since called RBooth’s creet-—the fomoer atthe plies now owned ty Jesse Martia, wud the latter nee 
Willisin Martin at present resides, and which is, perhaps, the most valuable hk waded estate in northwest 
ern Virginia. off the Qhio River. 

Previous, however, to the actual seitleinent of the country ab OVE the forks of the Mouongahels, some 
few families (in 1767) had established themselves in the vicinity of Furt Redstons, now Brownsville, in

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General Lee’s unbounded ambition led him te envy the greet fame of W ashington, 
aud it was supposed Ins aim was to supe rsede him im the supreme command. lie wrote 
a pamphlet, fied with scurrilous imputations upon the iilitary talents of the com. 
mander-in-chief. In consequence, he was challenged by Col. Laurens, one of Wash. 
Ineton’s aids, and was wounded in the duel which eusecd. Degraded in the opinions of 
the wise and virtuvus; he sca to this section of country, where, secluded from se- 
ciety, he lived ta a rude hovel. without windows or plastering, or evea a ut cent article 
of furniture, and with but few or no companions but hi books and dons Sih bra eOU, 
Congress reselyed that they had ne fn ther oceasion for services in tie army. Jn 
the autumn of 17522, wearied with his forlorn si/vation and broken in spirits, he went to 
Philadelphia, where, im his lodgings in an obscure public-house he soon died, a martyr 
to chagrin and disappomtment. In his dying moments, he was. in im: wolnation, on- the 
field of battle: the last werds he was heard to utter were, “ Stund by me, my brace 
grenaudiers /” : 
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Gen. Gaies, of whom the prediction of Gen. Lee was verified, 
“that his AED rere laurcls would be covered with southern willow,” 
was, after the disastrous battle of Camden, suspended from mili 

tary command until 1782, v a the great scenes of the war were 
over. Gates was one of the infamous cabal who designed to sup- 
plant Washington: but he sey to do justice to the character of 


that great man. 


After the war, Gates lived about seven years on his plantation in Virginia, the re- 
nfanider of his life he ean sate near New York city: In 1800, he was elected to the 
legislature ef that state by the anti-federal party. He died in 1806, aged 78 years. “A 
few years before his death, he gene rusty gave freedoi to bis slaves, “making provision 
for the old and tntirm, while several testified their attachment to him by remaining in 
his fumily. in the characteristic virtue of a planter’s hospitality, Gates had no com- 


petitor, aud his reputation may well be supposed to put this virtue to a hard test. He . 


had a handsome person, and was gentlemanly in his manners, remarkably courteous to 
ail, ead earrying good humor sometimes beyond the nice limit of digmty.? Beth Lee 
aud Gates were natives of Mngland, and ail three, Lee. Gates, and Stepiens, had com- 
mand of Virginia troops.

He was always 
a zealous and most efficient supporter of the democratic party. « lis manners were 
amiable, his conversation imstructive, abeending in humor eed secasionaly sareastic. 
Elis cheerful disposition rained hie friends among his political opponents, aad rendered 
him the delight ef the domestic circle. His woe were drawn {from the pure fountains 
a Christianity, and, while severe with hi peel he was charitab! eto others. Iniegrity 

nd justice controlicd his transactions with his fellow-mien.” 

“Cot. Caawrorp emigrated trom Berkeley county in L708, with kis family, to Penn- 
sylvania. He was a captain in Forbes’ expedition, in 1758. We was tbe intimate 
friend of Wast ington, wno was frequently an innmiate of his humble dwelling, dutiog his 
visits te the then west, fer the purpose of locating lands and uttendiag te public busi- 
ness. Cal. oe vford was one of the bravest wen on the frontier, aud often took the 
lead in parties aguinst the Indiaus across the Ohiv. His recerds aud papers were never 
preserved, aud vory Iitle else than a few brief anecdotes remain to perpetuate his fame. 
At the commencement of tae Revolution, he raised a regiment by his own exertions, 
end held the commission of colonel in the continental army. In L783, he accepted, 
with great reluctance, the command of an expedition to ravage the Wyandott and Mo- 
ravian indian towns on the Muskinguin. On ilis,esnedition, at the age of 30, he was 


taken priscner, and put to death by ‘the most excruciati ug tortures.”

‘The sprightly wil and unconiner 
sutellect of the young stranger soon won his whole heart, and interested the Spaish 
commandant teeply in lis welfare. His admiration was net the Jess excited, {rur 
having pointed out to him on a large map of the western country, which hung against tie 
wall, the spot near the head of the Ohio River, where le was born, and from whence le 
Ganeiiee onthe present voyage. While thus agreeably engaged, a black servant drove up 
the door with a neat Spanis shi carnage and pair ot horses, accompauie -d with aniavitation 
ae the governor to step ia and ride as far as he pleased. With many thanks, net ihe 
less acceptable to his benefactor from their. being clothed in the Latin tongue, Philip 
accepted the offered kindness, and exteitded his ride to some distauce around the suburbs 
of Natchez. When about to depart, he was iavited to eal! every day zs long as he re- 
mained, and the carriage and servant should be ready for his service. ‘This pleasing in- 
tercourse was continued for about a week, and when he finally tock bis Jeave, the 
governor gave him letters of introduction to several of the first men ia New Orleans, 
accompanied with many flattering expressions of his adimiretion for his uncommon xec- 
quirements, and the pleasure his” acquaintance had afforded bim; thus demonstrating 
the hemage that is ever » sid her Rial wise spd gor Ld ta learminey nad arorth even when 
ac companied with poverty ‘and among strangers. His companions looked with wonder and 
astonishment at the gracions rece ptiow aad attention paid to their cousin by the governor, 
while they were barely allowed to step on shore, and not satfe: as to loave the viciuity 
of the landing. Philip laughingly told thera it was all owi ing to his good looks, which 
they couid hardly believe, as in this particular they were seni y superior to their 
cousin. On reaching New Orleans, his letters procured hina re ady adinission to ihe 
tables and the society of the most prominent men inthe city ; und the few weeks he staid 
there were passed | li around of amusements, freely bestowed by the mete Spau- 
jards. Ai his departure the y loaded him with their good W ishes and assurances, that 
hey should never forget his name, or the pleasure they bad received from the brilliant 


tes of his humor and wit. 
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The Rev. Dr. Josera Dopri Be . 0 brother of the above, was an 
Episcopal clergvman, in Welisbure. He was the author of the 
work, entitled, * Notes on the sctilement and Indian Wars of the 
western parts of Virginia and Pennsylvania, from the year 17633 
until the year 1783, inclusive, together with a view of the stat 
of society and manners of the first settlers of that country.” 
From this interesting and craphic volume, we have, in our work, 
made several extracts. We here present the reader with his de 
scription of the weddings among the early pioneers: 


For a long time after the first seitlement of this country, the inliabitanis in general 
maried young. There was no distinction of rank, and very litle of fortune. On these 
accounts the first impression of love Hates in marriage 5 and a family establishment 
cost but a Httle labor, and nothing else. A description of a wedding, from the | beginning 
to tie end, will serve to show the manners of our forefathers, and mark the wrade af 
civilization which has succeeded to their rude state of society in the, course of a few 
years.

it is told that a we dding was almost the only gatheriog which was not aeeunipe nied 
with the labor of rexping, log-rolling, i es a cabin, or planning some semut or 
campaign. 

In the morning of the wedding-day, the groom and his attendants assemoled at the 
house of his fuvtier) fur the parpose of reaching the mansion of his bride by noon, wiieb 
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was the usual time for celebrating the nuptials, which for certain must take place befors 
dinner 


Let the reader Imagine an assemblage of people, without a store, tailor, ¢ or tpantua- 
ymiaker, within a hundred mites; and an asser Bibi ee of horses, without a biacksx ith or 


saddler within an egual distance. The gentlemen dressed in shce-packs. moccasins, 
feather breeches, leggings, linsey hunting-shirts, and all home-made. Vhe ladies dressed 
im linsey petticoats, cand linsey or linen vbed-gowns, coarse shoes, stockings, handker- 
chiefs, and buckskin gloves, it any. If there were any buckles, rings, buttons, or ruf-’ 
fles, they were the relics of old times; family pieces, from parents or grand-parents. 
‘Lhe horses were caparisoned with old saddles, old bridles or halters, and pack-saddles, 
with « bag or blanket thrown over them; a rope or string as often constituted the girth, 
as a plece of leather. 

The march, in double file, was often interrupied by the narrowness and ebstractions 
of our horse-paths, as they were called, fac we had no reads; and these dificuities 
were often increased, sometimes by the good, and sometimes by the ili-will of neighbors, 
by falling trees, and tying grape-vilies across the way. Sometimes an arabuscade was 
formed by the wayside, and an unexpected discharge of several guns took place, so as 
to cover the wedding-party with smoke. Let the reader imagine the scene whieh: fol- 
Jowed this discharge ; the sudden spring of the horses, the shrieks of the girls, aud the 
chivalric bustle of their partners to save them from falling. Sometimes, in spite of all 
hat could be done to prevent it, some were thrown to the ground. Tf a wrist, elbow, 
or ankle happened to be sprained, it was tied with a handkerchief, and iittle more was

Anoiher ceremony commonly took place befere the party reached the house of the 
bride. afler ihe practice of making whiskey began, which was at an early period: when 
the party were about a mile frog the place of their destination, twe young men v ould 
single out to run for the bottle ; the worse the path, the more logs, brush, and deep 
hollows, the better, as these obstacles afforded an opportunity for the greater display 
of intrepidity and horsemanship. The English fox-chase, in point of danger te the 
riders and their horses, is nothing to this-race for the bottle. ‘The start was announced

_by an Indian yell; logs, brush, muddy hollows, hill and glen, were speedily passed by 


the rival pomes. ‘The bottle was always filled for the occasion, so that there was ne 
use for judges; for the first who reac ned the door was presented with the prize, with 
which he returned in triumph to the company. On approaching waa he announced 
his victory over his nval by a shrill whoop. At the head of the troop, he gave the 
bottle firsi to the grocm and his attendants, and then to each pair in succession to the 
rear of the ine, giving each a dram; and then putting the bottle in the bosora of his 
hunting-shirt, took bis station in the company. 

The ceremony of the marriage preceded the dinner, ‘which was a subsiantial back- 
woods feast, of beef, pork, tow!s, and sometimes venison and bear-meat, Roast EO and 
boiled, with plenty of potatoes, cabbage. and other vegetables. During the dinner the 
greatest hilarity always. prevailed, although the table micht be a large slab of SLHEN 
hewed out with a broadaxe, supported by four sticks set in auger-holes ; and the furni- 
ture, some eld pewter dishes and plates; the rest, wooden bowls and treuchers ; a few 
pewter spoons, much battered about the edges, were to be seen at some tables. Phe 
test were made of horus. Jf knives were scarce, the deficiency was made up by the 
scalping-knives, which were carried in sheaths suspended to the belt of the hunting-shirt. 

After dinner the dancing commenced, and generally fasted till the next morning. 
‘The figures of the dances were three and four-handed recls, or square setts and jivs. 
The commencement was always a square four, which was followed by what was culled 
Jigging it off; that is, two of the four would single out tor a jig, and were followed by 
the remaining couple. "The jigs were often accompanied with What was called cutting 
out; that is, when either of the parties became tired of the dance, on Lage the 
place was supplied by some one of the conps any without any hiterruption of the dance. 
fu this way a dance was uitlen continned till the musician was he artily tired of ins 
Situation. “fowards the latter part or the nicht. if any of ihe company, tarougt wean- 
hess, attempted ta conceal themselves, for the purpose of sleeping, they were hunted 
up, paraded op the floor, and the tiddier ordered to play, “ifang out till to-morrow 
morning.” 

About nine or ten o’clock, a deputation of the voung ladies stole off the bride, and 
put her to i d. In dving this, it frequently ha rppened that they had to ascend a iadder 
instead of a pair of stairs, leadurg from the dining and ballroom to the loft. the foor 
of which was made of clapboards, lying loose, and withoat nails As the foot of the 
ladder was commonly behind the door, which was purposely opened jez the occasion, 
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and its ronnds at the inner ends were well hung with hunting-shirts, petticoats, and 
other articles of clothing, the candles being on the opposite La of the house, the exit 
of the bride wes noticed but by few. This done, a devatalicn of young fg in like 
manner stole off the groom, and ‘placed him snugly by the side of his bride. The dances 
still continued ; and if scats happened to be scarce, which was often the case. every 
young man, whtn not engaged in the dence, was obliged to offer his lap as a seat for 
one of th e giris; and the offer was sure to aN #ece pted. Yn the midst of this hiuarity 
the bride and grooin were not forgotten. Pre lute i the night, some cue would ree 
mind the c company that the new couple must ns nd in need of some refreshinent; black 
Betty, which was the name of the bottle, was waite for, and sent up the ladder; but 
sometimes black Betty did not eo alone. I have many times seen as much bread, bee!, 
pork, and cabbage, sent along with her, as would aflord a good meal for half a dozen 
bunery men. The young couple were corpcelled te eat and drink, more or less, of 
whatever was offered thera. 

It often happened that some neighbors or relations, not being asked te ihe wedding, 
took offence ; and the mode of revenge adopted by them on such oceasions, was that of 
cutting eff the mancs, foretops, and tails of the horses of the we lding company. 

On returning to the infare, the order of procession, and the race for black betty, was 
the same us before. The feasting and dancing often lasted for several days, at the end 
of which the whole company were so exhausted with loss of sleep, that several days 
rest were requisite to fit them to return to their ordinary labors. f 

Should I be.asked why I have presented this Haasan | portrait of the rude manners 
of ous forefathers—I in my turn would ask my reader, why are you plea ased with the his- 
tones of the blood and carnage of batties $ Voy are you deliyined willh we feuvds 
of poetry, the nevel, and romance?

He bore towards the Indians an imp! ey hatred, im consequence 0 of the murder of 
his father and brother by them, and took a solemn cath of vengeance. Gen. Hugh 
Brady, of the U. S. army, is either a brother or nephew of him. He was at the siege 
of Boston; a licutenant at the massacre of Puoli; 2nd in 1779-80-81, while Gen. 
Broadhead held command at Fort Pitt, was eee o} a company of rangers. ‘To fully 
detai! his adventures weuld require & volume, and we ave Se but for a few - anecdotes, 
drawn from variaus sources, lustrative of his:coirage and sayacity, : 

A party of Indians having made an inroad into an Sewickly scitlement, and com- 
niitted barbarous murders avd carried off some prisoners, Brady set eff tu pursuit with 
only five men and his pet Indian. [Ee came up with them, and discovered they were en- 
camped on the banks of the Mahoning. Ulaving rcconnoitred tneir position, Brady returned 
to and posted his men, and in the deepest sileuce all awaited the break of day. Wien 
it appeared, {hie Indians arose and stood around their fires; exalt ting, doubticss, in the 
scalps they had taken, the plunder they had ac juired, and the injury they pad infleted 
on their enemies. Precarious joy—short-lived triumph! "Phe acenger of blaod was 
beside them! Ata signal given, seven tilles eracked, aid tive Indians were dead cre they 
fell. Brady's well-known war-cry was heard, his party was among them, and their guns 
(mostly empty) were all secured. ‘The remaining Indians wstantly ted and disappe ared. 

Brady being out with bis party; en ene oceusion had reached Slippery Rock Creek, 
a branch of the Beaver, without seeing signs of Prd: ins. tiere, however, he came on 
an indian tratl m the evening, which he followed till dark without overtakiag the Lu. 
dians. ‘The next morning ie renewed the pursuit, and overtook them while they were 
engaged at their morning meal, Uniortunately for him, another party of Indians were 
ia his rear. ‘hey had fallen upon his trail, and pursued him, doubtless, with as niuch 
ardor as his pursuit had been characterized by ; and at the moment he fired upen the 
Indians in his front, he was, in turn, fired upon by those in his rear. tle was now be- 
tween two fires, and vastly ouiwumbered, ‘Pwo of his men fell, his tomahawk wag 
shot from his side, aud the battle- yell was given by the party 10 hts rear, and loudly re- 
tarnca and repeated by those ia his front. ‘There was uo time for hesitation , no safety

in delay 3 no chance of successful defence in their present position, The brave captain 
and his rangers had to flee before their enemies, who pressed on their flying footsteps 
with no Jagging speed, Brady ran towards the creek. He was known by many, if not 
all of them; aud many and deep were the sceres to be settled between him and them. 
They kuew the comntry well: he did not; and trom Ins running towards the creek they 
were certain o! taking bin peisoner, “Vhe creek was, for a lous distance above and be- 
low the polut he was approaching, washed in its channel to a great depth. in the cer- 
tuin expectation of catching hin there, the private soldiers of his party were disregarded ; 
and throwiay down tbeir gauos, aud drawing their tomahawks, afl pressed forward tu 
seize their victim. Quick of eye, fearloss ef heart, and determined never te be a captive 
to the Indians, Bredy cemprehended their object, aud his only chance of escape, the 
moment he saw the ereck ; and by one mighty effort of courage and activity, defeated 
the one and effected the other. He sprang across the abyss of waters, and stood, rile 
in hand, ou the opposite bank, in safety. As quick as lightning his rifle Was pried ; 
for it was his invariable practice in loading to prime first. ‘Ihe next minute the pow- 
der-lorn was at the gun's muzzle: when, as he was in this act, a large Indian, who had 
been Joremost in the pursait, came to the opposite bank, and with the manhness of a 
generous foe, who scorns to undervalue the qualities of an enemy, said in @ loud voice, 
and tolerable Bavlish,® Blady muke goodjump!? It may indeed be doubted whether the 
compliment was uttered in desision 5 On the moment he liad suid so he took to his heels, 
and, as if fearfal ef the retarn it might Ne ran as crooked as a worin-fenee—some- 
times le aping Biche others suddenly squatting down, he appeared no way certain that 
Brady Would not 3) r from the lips of his rifle. But the rifle was not yet loaded. 
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feet, and that the water was °20 feet dae Brady’s next effort was to gather up his 
maen. ‘They had a place desiznated at which to meet, in case they should thi ee to be 
Seperated ; and thither he went. and found the other ee there. They immediately 
commenced their hemeward morch, and returned to Pittsburg al bout half defeated.

‘The reader will understand by this term, not only a place of defence, but the 

residence of a small number of familics belonging to the same neighborhood. As the 
Indian mode of warfare was an indiscriminate slauzhter of all ages, and botl: sexes, it 
Was as requisite to provide for the safety of the women and children as for that of the 
Ten, 
* The fort consisted of cabins, blockhouses, and stockades. A. range ef cabins com- 
mouly formed one side at leastof the fort. Divisions, or partitions of logs, separaed the 
calnus from each ether. The walls on the outside were ten or twelve feet hich. the slone 
of the roof being turned wholly taward. A very few of these cabins had pancheon Goons, 
the greater part were earthen. ‘The blockhouses were built at the angles of the fort. 
They projected about two feet beyond the onter walls of the cabins and stockades. 
Yireir upper stories were about eighteen inches every way larger in dimension than the 
under one, leaving an opening at the commencement of the second story to prevent the 
¢uemy trom making @e lodgment under their walls. In some forts, instead of block- 
houses, the angles of the fort were furnished with bastions. A large folding gate, made 
of thick slabs, nearest the spring. closed the fort. he stockades, bastions, cabins, and 
blockhonse wulls, were furnished with port-holes at proper rhemhts and distances. ‘The 
nati of the oritside was made comple tely bullet provi. 

“Tt may be truly said that necessity is the mother of inventien ; jor the whole of this 
work was made without the aid of a single nail or spike of irou; and for this reason, 
such things were not to be had. tn some places, less exposed, a single bloekhouse, with 
a cabin or two, constituied the whole fort. Such places of cciuge niay appear very 
triting to those who have been in the habit of sceing the formidable military warrisons 
Of Lurene and Americas but they answered the purpose, as the Indians had no artille 
They seldom attacked, and sc areely ever took one of them.’’—-Dodridge’s Notes.

The Indians surrounded the fort at night ere they were discovered, and soon meds 
an attack, which continued at inieryuts until 2 o’clock in the 1 morning. In the intervais 
of the firing the Indians frequently cailed out a the ‘pe ople of the fori, *‘ Give up, give 


up, too many Indian. Indian too big. No ki Thev were answered with defiance. 
‘“Come on, you cowards; we are ready for you. Show us your ye llaw hides and we 
will make holes in them for you.” ‘They were only six men mm the fort, yet such was 


their skill and bravery, that the Indians were finally obliged to retreat wit h the loss of 2 
number of their men. 

*'Thas was this httle Diece ‘defended by a Spartan band of six sia against 105 
chosen Ww arriors, exasperated to madness by their failure at Wheeling Fort. ‘Their namer 
shall be iuscribed in the list of the heroes of our early times. ‘They were Jacob Miller, 
George Lefier, Peter Fullenweider, Danie! Rice, George Felebaura, and Jacob Lefler, 
jun. George Felebaum was shot in the forehead, through a port-hole at the second 
fire of the Indians, and instantly expired, so that in reality the defeice of the place was 
made by only five men.”

In i 1761, about sixty Pale Wance warriors penetrated the settle- 
ments on James River, committed several murders, and carried off 
several prisoners, among whom were Mrs. Renix and her five 
enildren. The Indians were overtaken in their retreat by a party 
of whites, and nine of their number killed, after which they pro- 
ceeded towards their ville ages without further molestation, The 
remainder of the story is given by Withers: 


In Boquet’s treaty with the Ohio Indians, it was stipulated that the whites detained by them in cap 
tivity were to be brought in aod redeemed. Jn couaiplinnee with this stipulation, Mrs. Re: ary was brough¢ 
to Staunton in 1767 and ransomed, together with two of her sons, Williaa, the tute Cal. Renix, of Green- 
brier, and Robert, also of Geceenbricr—Bet-y, ber dunghter. had died on the Misisi. Thomas returned in 
J7e3, but sven after removed. and settled on the Scioto, near Chiliecthe. Joshua never came back; be 
took an Indian wife, and became a chicl among the Minuiles—-le simassed a considerable fortune, and 
died near Detroit in 1810, 

Hannah Dennis was separated from the other captives, and allotted to live at the Chilicothe towns. 

She learned their language, painted herself as they do, and in many respects conformed to their manne rs 
and customs. She was attentive to sick persons, and wus highly estecmed by the indians, as one well 
skilled in the art of curing cise: iss. Vinding them very stipers tithous., and belj eve rs in necromancy, she 
professed Witchecrai, ang aficewed 16 be a piopiictess. iii this miinuer sh NING CRW Ole Net roe ty 
eame so great a favorite with then: that they give her frail libe ty, and honored he ras @ queen. Not- 
withstanding this, Mrs, Benois was always deiermined to efleet her escape, Wheu & fiverable opportmnity 
should occur; and having remained so long With thein, appare ate well satistied, they ceased tu entertain 
any maber ons of such a design. 

In June, 1763, she lett tac Chilicothe towns. ostensibly to procure herbs for niedicinal purposes, (as sha 
had betore frequently done.) but read//y to attempt an escape. As she did not return that night her inten- 
tion berame suspected, and in the morning some Warriors were sentim parsuilol her. In order to leave 
as little trail as possible, she nad crossed the Scioto River three thines, and was just getting over the fourth 
Gine, $9 miles below the town, when she was discovered by her pursuers. They tired at fier across the 
river without effect; but, in endeavoring to make a rapid flight, she had one of her foet severely cut by a 
sharp stone. 

The Indians then rashed across the river to overtyke and catch her, but she eladed them by crawling 
foto the hollow Jimb of a larve tallen sycamore. They searched around for her some time, frequently 
stepping on the log which concenled her, and encamped near it that night. On the next day they weaton 
to the Ohio River, but finding no trace of her, they returned tome. 

Mrs. Dennis remained at thit place three di ‘Yes doctoring her wound, and then set of for hoine. She 
trossed the Ohio River, at ihe mouth of Great KRenawha, on a log of dritt-wood, travelling only during 
the night for fear cf discovery. She subsisted on roots, herbs, green grapes, wild cherries, and river mus: 
sels—and, entirely exhausted by fitigue and hunger, sut down by the side of Gree nbrier River, with na 
expectation of ever proceeding further. In this situation she wos tound by Thomas Athol and three 
eihers trom Ciendeunin's setliemont, which she had passed without knowing it. She had been then 
upwer as of twenty days on fh rer disconsolate journey, al@ie, op tect; but, dil then, cheered with the hhayie 
oF again he: ng with he r trends, 

She was inken back 16 Cle nite npin’s. Ww here they hisdlyrmainistered te her, til she beesine so fiir invigor 
ated as io travel on horsebick, with an escort, to Port Young on ducksou’s River, ae Whenee she wus 
carried home to her relations. 
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Gen, Axprew Lewis resided on the Roanoke, in this county. He 
was one of the six sons of that Lewis who, with M: ae ney and Sa! 
Jing, had been foremost. in settling Augusta co., and the most dis- 
inguished of a family who behaved so bravely in defending the 
nfant settlements against the Indians. 


In Braddoek’s war, he was tn a company ia which were ali his brothers, the eldest, 
Simuel Lewis, being the captain. Phis eorps disti ngwshed themselves at Braddock’s 
defeat. ‘They. with some other of the Virginia troops, were im the advance, and the first 
utlacked by the eneay. Severed trom the rest of the ary, they cut their way throush 
the enemy to their companions. with the loss of qany men. Elis eouduct at Moeaur 
Grrant’s defeat, in his attack upon Port Du i ‘she, acyured for hin the hizhest reputa. 
tion ter proudener and courage. He was at this tine aminjor. La this uetion, the Seotch 
Hich slanders. under Girant, were srrenuuded by the laidiaus: when tins work of death 
went on quite rapidity, «id in a immer quite novel te the Eraohbinders, who, va all their 
Bourenean ware, fad never before seen men’s heads shianed. Wieo Masor Lewis was 
advancing to the relief of Grant with his 200 provineials, he met one of the Highlaad- 


erg under speedy fight, and inquiring of him how the battle was going, he said they 
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were a’ beaten, and he had seen Donald M’Denaid up to ins hunkers in mud, and n° 
the skeen af his heed.” Both Lewis and Grant were mude-prisoners. Before Lewis 
was tuken into the fort, he was Sea of all his clothes but his shirt. An ele Way 
Indian insisted upon having that; bat he resisted, with the tomahawk drawn over } 

head, until a French officer, by signs, requested him to deliver it, a ie then took him tes 
his room, and gave hima conipl lete dress to pptan. While they were prisoners, Grant 
widressed a letier te (ren. Forhen, attributing their defeat to Lewis. ‘This letter being 
inspected by the French, who knew the falsehood of the charge, they handed it te 
Lewis. He waited upon Grant,* and challe nged lim. Upon his refusal to fight, he 
spat in his face in the presence of the French officers, and then left him to reflect ups 
bis baseness. Major Lewis was with Washington July 4, 1754, at the capitulation of 
Fort Necessity, when, by the articles agreed upon, ihe garrison was to retire and return

without molestation to the inhabited parts of the conutry 5; and the Wrench commander 
promised that no embarrassment should be interposed dipttex by his own men or the 
savages. Vhile some of the soldiers of each army were intermixed, en Lrishinan, ex- 
asperated with an Indian near him, ‘cursed the copper-colored scoundrel,” aud raised 
a musket to shoot him. Lewis, who had been twice wounded in the enragement, and 
was then hobbiing on a staff, raised the [rishman’s gun as he was in the act of firies 
and thus not only saved the lite of the Indian, but probably prevented a canals Viasee - 
cre of the Virginia troops. He was the commander and general of the Vi irpinta troops 
a1. the battle of Point Pleasant, (see AS co.,) fought the 10th of M: ‘ys ii. In this 
campaign the Indians were driven west of the Ohio. W ashingion, ii whose regi mers 








Lewis had once been a major, had ad so hich an opinion of bis bravery and miliary 
slg ll th: Ue at, the eomrmarncement of tha revolutionary wor ho was indined ta regan 
mend ee to C ONgress as one of the Wujor-¢ generals of the American ar Wy—-a rec 

mendation which was shelted, in order to ‘make recom for Gen. Stephens. Jt iw alse 


said. that when Washineton was commissioned as commander-in-chief. he expressed & 
wish iat the appvintment had been given to Gen. Lewis. Upon this slight in the on- 
potutment of Scephens, Washington wrote to Gen. Lewis a letter, which is publishec ia 
Lis correspondence, expressive of his regret at the course pursued by Congress, and 
promising that be should be promoted to the first vacancy. At his solicitation, Lewis 
acvepted ihe commission of brigadier-genera!, and was soon after ¢ ore nered to ihe com. 
mand of a detachment of the army stationed near Williamsburg. He commanded the 
Virgima Hag when Lord Dunmere wus driven from Gwynn's isn in 1776, and 
announced his orders for attacking the enemy by putting a match to the first gun, an 
cizhteen Beane tiimself. 

Gen. Lewis resigned his command in 1780 to return home, being seized i! with a 
fever. Tle died en his way, in Bedford co., about 40 miles from his own house on the 
Koanoke, lamented by all acquainted with his meritorious services and Superior qualities. 

“Gen. Lewis,” says Stuart, in bis Estorical Memoir, ‘‘ was upwards of six feet 
hivh, of aneniamon strengih and agility, and his form of the most exact symmetry. 
tle had a stern and invincible countenance, and was of a reserved and distant deport- 
lient, whiek rendered bis presence more awlul than engaging. Hie was a commissioner, 
with Dr. Thonias Waller, to hold-a treaty, on behalf of the colony of ane nia, with the 
six nations of Indians, together with the commissioners from Penusylvania, New York. 
aud uther eastern provinces, held at Fort Staneyix, in the ccevinoe of New York, inthe 
year 1768. It was then remarked by the governor of New York, that ‘the earth 
seenied to tremble under him as he walked ‘along.’ tis independent spirit: despised 
sy cophautic means of gaining popularity, which never rendered more than his merits ex- 
torted.”

Buckincaam was forrned in 1761, frem Albemarle. It is 34 miles 
long, with a mean breadth of 24. The James River.runs on its 


Willis’ and 
Slate Rivers rise in the south part. On the margin of the streams 
the land is fertile, but the iutervening ridges are frequently sterile 
nod desolate, and in i ny eeey Ge uninhabited. The surface is 
generally level, and the only mountain of note 1s Willis’, from 
Which is an almost nninterrupted prospect over a Mash extent of 
lewel cauntry.. The Buekingham White Sulphur Spring is 12 
miles-se. af the court-house, and there are also one or two other 
mineral! springs in the county, none of which have as yet attained 

any ¢ cele brily. Buckinguam is rich in minerals ; some dozen gold 
mines have been in eneration, only three or fear of which have 
proved profitable. i [.imestone found in the count vy is begin ne toe 
be used in agriculture, and tron ore abounds.

Peres Francisco, a soldier of the Revolution, and celebrated for his personal strength, 
fived and raised his family in Busnes where he died a few years since. His origin 


was obscure. He supposed that he was a Portuguese by birth, and that he was kidnap. 
ped when an infant, and carried to Pala. He had no recollection of his parents, and 


the first knowledge he preserved of himself was in that country when a small boy. 
Hearing much of America, and being of an adventurous turn, he indented himself to a 
gea-capiain for seven years, in payment for his passage. On bis arrival he was sold to 
Anthony Woiaston, Esq., of this county, on whose estate he labored faithfully until the 
breakin not af the revaluation. Jie was then at the ace of 16. and Seah aii of tha 
patriotic enthusiasm of the times, he asked and obtained permission of his owner to 
enlist in the continental army. At the storming of Stony-Point, he was the first sol. 
dier, after Major Gibbon, who entered the fertress, on which ocean he received a 
bayonet wound in the thigh. He was at Brandywine, Monmouth, and cther battles at 
the north, and was transferred, to the south under Greene, where he was engaged in the 
actions of the Cowpens, Camden, Guilford Court-House, &c. He was a very brave 
man, aud possessed such confidence in his plowes: as to be almost fenriess. He used 
& sword oe a blade five feet in Jensth, which he could wield as @ feather, and every 
swordsman whe came iu contact with him, paid the forfeit of his life. Wis services 
were so distinguished, that he would have heen promoted to an one ne Dud he been ena- 
bled to write. Hlis stature was 6 feet aud an inch, and tis weight Zot pounds. Eis 
complexion was dark and swerthy. features veld aud mauly, and his wands and feet un- 
commonly large. Such was his personel strength, that lie could easily shouider a cannon 
weighing 1100 pounds ; aod our lone nt, a highly respectable gentleman now resid- 
ing in this county, in a communication before us, says: “he could take me tie his right 
hand and ay over the room with on and play my bead against the eciling, as though 
Thad be on a doll-baby. My weizht was 195 pou: ae The following anecdote, Ulag-

fiew to the troop; the others were panic struck, and fled. I seized V--..--, and would 
have dispatvhed him, but the poor wretch begged for his life; he was not only an ob- 
ject cf my contempt, but pity. The eight horses that were left behind, I gave hiin to 
convcal for me. Discovering ‘arleton had dispatched ten more in pursuit of me, I 
made off. I evaded their vigilance. They stopped to refresh themselves. [, ike an 
old fox, doubled, and fell on their rear. I went the next day to Vs... for my horses ; 
he demanded twa, for his trouble and generous intentions. Finding my sitvation dan. 
gerous, and surrounded by enemies where I ought to have found friends, ] went off with 
my six horses. ] intended to have avenged myself of V -- ata future day, but Prov. 
idence ordained I should not be his executioner, for he broke his neck by a fall trom 
-one of the very horses.’ ” 

Several other aneedotes are related of the strength and bravery of Francisco. At 
Gates’ defeat at Camden, after running some distance along a read, he took tathe woods 
and sat down to rest; a British trooper caine up and ardered him to surrender, W3th 
feigned humility, he replied he would, and added, as his musket was empty, he had no 
further use forit, Hethen carelessly presented it Sdeways, and thus throwing the sol- 
dier off his guard, he suddenly levelled the piece, and driving the bayonet through his ab- 
domen, haricd him off his horse, mounted it, and continued his retreat. Seon he overtook 
his colone}, Williara Mayo, of Powhatan, whe was oa tvot. Francisco generously dis- 
mounted sud gave up the animal to his retreating officer, tor wliich act of kindness the 
colonel subsequently presented him with a thousand acres of Jand in Kentieky. 

Francisco possessed strong natural sense, and an amiable disposition — He was, withal, 
a comnpanionabdie man, and ever a welcome yisitorin tie dest families tu this region of The 
state. Me was industrious and temperate, and always advocated the part af the weak 
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end unprotec cted. Qnoccastons of cutbreaks at publie gatherings, he was better in rush- 
img in and preserving ee lic peace, than all the conservative authorities on the ground, 
Late in life, partly through the influe oa of iis friend, Civas. Yancey, sq., he wus ap. 
pointed sergecnt-at-arms te the House of Del egates, in which service he died, in 1836, 
and was tnterced with military honers in ane publi 1¢ burying-crovad at Richmond.

CABELL. 


ABELL Was created in 1889, from Kanawha, and named from 
‘Win. H. Cabell, Gov. of Va., from 1805 to 1868. It is 35 miles 
long, with a mean breadth of 20 miles. A considerable portion of 
the « county is wild and uncultiv vated, and somewhat Hine en. The 


river bettomsare fertile, and settled vw a Pop. 1830, 5,884 ; 1840, 
whites 7,574, slaves 567, free colored 2 total, aa oe bours- 


ville, the ccunty-seat, lies on the fe panee river, 7 1-2 miles from 
its mouth. and #52 miles wxw. of Richmond. The “turnpike, lead- 
ing from the eastern part of the state, by the great watering-place, 
to the Kentucky line, passes through this village. which contains 
about 39 dwellings. Guyandatte lies on the Ohio, at the mouth cf 
the Guyandotte River, ‘Tt is much the most important point of 
steamboat embarkation, as well as debarkation, in western Ha 
ginia, with the exception of Wheeling. It is a flou as village 
containing i church, 6 or 8 stores, a steam saw-mill, anda popu ee 
tion of about 890. 

Cabell county was settled at a comparatively late period. 
Thomns Hannon was one of thee sariieee setilers, havin ae 
in 1795, from Botetourt county to Green Bottom. aboi S mues 
above Guyandotte, when the first permanent setilement was made. 
Soon alter Guyandotte was settled, at which place Thomas Bui- 
fingion was one of the earliest settlers. 

A pertion of the beautiful flatland of what is called Green Bot- 
tom, lying partly in this and Mason county, a few years since, be- 
fore the plough of civilization had disturbed the soil, presented one 
of those vestiges of a city which are met with in central plas Nia 
and occasionally in the southern and western forests of the United 
States. The traces of a regular, compact, and populous city with 
streets ranning parallel with the Ohio Rive ", and crossing and in- 
tersecting each other at right angles, covering a space of nearly 
half a mile, as well as the superlicial dimen-ions of many of the 
houses, ave apparent, and well defincd. Axes and saws of an 
unique form—the former of tron, the latter of copper—as well os 
other implements of the mechanic arts, have been found. These 
reniains betoken a state of comparative civilization, attained by 
ho race of the aborigines of this country now known to have exist- 
ed. Whe they were, or whence they sprung, tradition bas lest in 
the long lapse of ages. “It is a singular ivet, that these remains are 

rarely, if ever, found elsewhere than upon the river bottams, or flat 
level lands. 
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CAMPBELL. ¥ 


Camrpen. was formed from Bedford in 1784, and named in honor 
of Gen. William Cam pbell, a distinguished officer of i American 
revolution. In: form, it ipproximates to a squar Chon about 2s 
miles on a side; its su cone is broken, and its soil Ae Oeets 
Staunton River runs on its s.,and the James on its nw. bound- 
ary; both of these streanis are na wigable for boats far above the 
county limits, thus opening a communication with Chesapeake 
Bay’ and Albemarle Sound. Pop. 1830, 20,380; 1840, hie 
10 213, slaves 10,045, free colored "179 + total, 21,030. 

Besides the large and flourishine oe of Lynchburg, there are 
in the county sev eral small villages, viz.: Campbell oe Hi, 12 miles 
s. of Lync!l hh urg, Brookneal, Lee rile and .New London. 

Lynchburg, the fifth town in population in Virginia, e situated 
on a stecp declivity on the south bank of James River, in the 
midst of bold and beautiful scenery, within view of the Biue Ridge 
and the. Peaks of Otter, and 116 miles westerly from ican end 
This town was established in October, 1786. when it was enacted 
“that 45 acres of land. the property of John Lynch, and lying 
contiguous to Lynch’s Ferry, are hereby vested in Jehn Clarke, 
Adam C teh met! Charles Ly neh, Jobu Callaw ray, Achilles Douglass, 
William Martin, Jesse Burton, Joseph Stratton, Micajah Moor- 
man, and Charles Breoks, gentlemen, trustees, to be by them, or any 
six of them, laid off into lots of half an acre each, with convenient 
streets, and established a town by the name of Lynchburg.” The 
father of the above-mentioned Jolin Lyneh was an Irish emigrant, 
and took up land here previousio the revolution. His place, then 
called Chesnut Hill, afterwards the scat of Judge Edmund Wins- 
ton, was two miles below here. At his death the present site of 
Lynchburg fell to his son John, by whose exertions the town was 
established. ‘The original founder ef Lynchburg was a member 
of the denomination of Friends, and a plain man, of strict Integrity 
and great benevolence of character. He died about 20 years since, 
at a very advanced age. At the time of the formation ef the town, 
there was but a single house, the ferry-house, which stood where 
the toll-house to the bridge now is. A tobaeco warehouse and 2 
or 3 stores were thereupon built under the hill, and it was some 


time betore any buildings were erected upon the main street. The 


growth of the place has been gradual. In 1804, a Methodist Epis- 
copal church was erected upon the site of the present one, and 
shortly after a market was established. The first Sabbath-school 
in the state was formed in the ae above mentioned, in the 
spring of 1817, by George Walker, James MeGehee, and John 
Vhurman. The next churches built were the First Presbyterian, 
the Baptist, the Protestant Episcopal, the Protestant Methodist, 
the Second P ik ee an, and a Friends’ meeting-howse in the oot- 
skirts of the town. ‘The Catholic and Universalist churches were 
erected in 1843.

“The Lynchburg Water Works. for farnishing the town with an unfailing supply of pure and whoale- 
gome water, were constracted in 1828-2), under the direction of Albert Stein, © q., engineey, ot an ex- 
pense of $50,000. The height—aoprecedented in this country—to which jt was necessary to raise the 
water, renders this one of the most interesting undertakings of the kind in the United Stries. 

“Anan of the J unes, formed by an ishind wbouwt 2 niles in length, is crossed, nv stort distance ebove 
the limits ef the corporation, by a dato 10 teet high. A canal of haifa mije in length conveys the water 
to the pump-house on the river bank, at the foot of 3d alley. A cowble toreing-pamip; on the plan of De 
lu Hire, worked by a large brenst Wheel, inapeis the water through the asceuding pipe, whictris 2000 feed

ef 253 feet above the level of the river. Fire-plugs are connected with the distributing pipes. at every in- 

tersection of the alleys with Sf and 3d streets.and afford an edinirable security ayvainst the dunger of 


fire. The height of the reservoir, abuve these strects, gives a jet of water by meansof ho-e pipes, of 
from 60/to 8 feet elevation, and throws it, in bold and continuous streams, cver the roofs of the highest 
houses. 

“The water-power created by the Gum for the water works, is amply sufficient for working a large 
additional amount of machinery, and waits only fora clearer perception by capitalists, of the manutue- 
turing advantiges of this town, to be brought into extcusive use. The cheupuess of I:bor, ihe abund- 
ance of provisions, and the extent and wealth of the country looking this way for supplies of dumestic, 
as well as of foreign goods, unite With the vast water-power actually prepared and ready for any appii- 
cation, in inviting the attention of men of capital and euterprise to this important subject.” Vhese 
works are gradually enlarged, from year tu year, to meet the wants of an increasing population. 





The annexed account of the celebration of laying the corner stone of the water works, is from a news- 
paper of that date -— 
Inreresvine Evenr.—On Saturday last, [August 23d, 1822) an event deeply interesting to Lynchburg 


took pince; one in which the convenience, health, and safety of us all, are involved. ‘Lhe corner stone 





of the Lyncupure WaTeR Works was laid—works, the magriimde of which exceed any cver attempted 


in Virginia--.- he stone was liid with civic, masonic, and military ceremonies. About $, a. M., the pro- 
cession was formed at the Presbyterian church, at the lower end of Main street, in the following order :— 
The military; the reverend cleryy; the engineer; the members of the common council, preceded by 
the watering committee ; the judge of the General Court for the circuit, and mayor of the Corporation; 
the recorde! end aldemien: the Masonic fraternity; citizens. 

When the procession, under the directions of the inarshals of the day-—Major James B. Risque, Col. 
Maurice H. Langhorne, and Cuptains R. R. Phelps, Samuel £. Wiat, and A. M. Gilliam-—-reached the 
ground, the artillery and rifle companies formed a hollow square, within which were the masons, the 
adjacent banks being thronged with spectitors. 

The impressive ceremonies commenced with a prayer appropriste to the occasion, by the Rev. W.S, 
Reid, followed ty soleum music. The Rev. FG. Smith theu implored of the Supreme Architect of the 
Universe, a blessing on the undertaking ©The Masonic fraternity proceeded to lay the corner stone; the 
plate bears the following inscription -- 

Tins Srone, the foundation of a werk executed by order of the common council of Lynchburg, fox 
supplying the town with water, was lid under the direction of John Vietor, John Thorman, John Early, 
David G. Mnrrel!, and Samuel Clavtor, by the Rt. W. Howson S. White, D.D., G. Master, and the Wor- 
shiptul Maurice A. Garland, M. of Marshalt Lodge, No. 39, of Free and Aceepted Masons, on the Td 
Augist. AM. 582s, A.D. 1828, in presence of the Mayor, Reeordor, Aldermen, and Cenmion Councilmen, 
of said Town: the members of said Dodge; the Arillery end Ritle Companies, commanded bv Cuptains 
J. E. Norvell and James W,. Pegram, and numerous citizens. Alben McDaniel, Esq, Mayor, Joa ‘TP hur- 
inin, Esq., President of the Council, Albert Stein, Esq., Engineer. 

Nr. Johe -Vietor, the chaignrin of the watering comunittee, delivered an address: after which the 














military fired a salute, and the gratified beholders returned to their homes, all, we hope, determined to 
use their efforts to carry on the work toa suceessial termination. We cordially waite with Mr. Vo in 
saying, * Let us join hands, nothing doubting that we too cun accomplish what others have sou often 
done.”

aed Law.—Col. Charles Lynch, a’brother of the founder o 
Lynchburg, was an officer of the ce revolution. His resi- 
dence was on the Staunton, in the aw. part of this county, now 
the seat of lis grandson, Chas. llenry Lyne h, Iosq. At that time, 
this country was very thinly settled, and infested by a lawless band 
of tories and desperadoes. The necessity of the case involved des- 
perate measures, and Cel. Lynch, then a leading whig, apprehe nde 
ed and had them punished, without any superfluous legal ceremo- 
ny. Hence the origin of the term “ Lynch Law.” Chis practice of 
Lynching continued years after the war, and wasa applied to many 
cases of mere suspicion of guilt, which could not be regularly prov: 
ene “Invgi7vo27 says Wirt’s’ Life of Henry, “there were iia: 
suits on the south side of James Liver, for inflicting Lynch's law. 
At the battle ef Gutford Court t-llouse, a regiment of riflemen, rais- 
edin this part of ihe state, under the command of Col. Ly neh, be- 
haved with much vallantry. The colonel died soon after the close 


of the war. ORiries Lynch, a governor of Louisiana, was bis son.

The Old Ceurt-House, at New London. ~ * 


New London is on the Salem turnpike, 17 miles sw. of Lynch- 
burg. It contains 2 churches, a classical academy, and a few 
dwellings. It was founded several years prior te the American 
revolution. About the period of the war, it was a place of con- 
siderable importance, and contained, says the Marquis ce Chastel- 
lux. in his travels, “at least 70 or 80 houses.” There was here 
then, an arsenal, a long wooden structure, which stood opposite 
Echol’s tavern. The establishment has long since been removed 
to Harper's Perry. Vhere was also a long building, used as a mag- 
azine in the war, which was under the guard of some soldiers. In

On the evening of Jan. 8th, 1781, the enemy, w ho were at Bar- 


clay and Wesi!over, sent Lieut.-Col. oe icoe, with a detachment of 
the Queen's Ri ingers, to Charles City court-heuse, where they sur-

prised a pa ry of 150 militia, of whom they killed one, wounded 
three, and took several prisoners. We here subjoin the account 


of this event, as given in the journal of Simcoe: 


Gen. Arnold directed a patrol to be made on the night of ihe 8th of Panuary towards 
Lony Bridge, in order to procure intelligence. Liteut.Col. Simene marched with forty 
cavalry, for the most part badiy inounted, on such horses as had been picked up in the 
country ; but the patrol had not pr ceeded above two iiles before Sergeant Kelly, who 
Was in advance, w Tas challenged : he narleved with the wv: idelte stillhe rol nearer to them, 
when, rushing at Hoe one le got hold ot, the other flange himself off lis horse and es.

Kevsville. and Rough Creek Church, are small places 
in the county. 

Charlotte has been the residence of three distinguished Virgini- 
ans, viz.: Patrick Henry, John Randolph, and the late Judge Paul 
Carring‘on, senr. 

The residence of the latter was near the junction of the L. Roan ke, with the Staun- 
Csi, Oia Gua Elevaied atu beautiful site. le was a member of -ihe bar of Uhariotte, ia 
1765. After Lord) Dunmore had abdicated the government of Virginia, u convention 
met in Richmond, in the year 1775, to organize a provincial form of governinent, and a 
plan of de’ence for the colony. Myr. Carrington was one of the commitiee of public 
safety te whom this plan was submitied. He subsequently became a judge of the court 
of uppeals, in which office he remained until a few yeers before ats death.

forts... We now vive soine remmuiscences, collected by us from a reliable source while in 
this section of the state. ‘They are sted te detached facts, without connection, and must 
necessarily be given in that manner. 

When fourteen years of age, Mr. Henry went with his mother in a carriage to the 
Fork church in Llanover, to hear preach the eclebrated Samuel Davies , afterwards pres- 
ident of Princeton collere. His eloguence made a deep impression on his youthful 
mind, and fie always remarked, he was the grealest orator he ever heard. When a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress, he said the first men in that body were Washington, 
Richard flenry Lee, and Roger Sherman; ana later tn life, Rover Sherman and George 
Mason, the greatest stetesmen he ever knew. When governor, he had printed and Cire 
culated in Richmond, at his own expense, Soame Jenyns’ View of Christianity, and But- 
ler’s Analozy of Natural and Revealed Relivion. Sherlock's sermons, he affirmed, waz 
the work which removed ail He doubts of the truth of Christianity ; a copy of which, 

until a short time since, was inthe possession of his childrea, filled with marginal notes, 
He read it every Sunday evening to his family, after which they all joiged in sacred mu- 
sic, wiht ile he accoi npanied thein on the violin. He never cuoted poe ry. Us quota- 
lions were from the Bible, and liis silustrations from the Bible, anctent and modern his 
tory. He was opposed to the adoption of the Pederal coustitution, because he thought 
it gave too much Ney rto the general goverument; and in conversation with the father 
of a late venerable senator from Prince Edward, he retnarked with emphasis: “ The 
President of the United States will always come in at the head ofa party.” Fle will ba 
supported in ali hts acts by a party. You do not now think wuch of the patronaye of the 
President; but the day is coming when it will be tremmeudous, and from this power the 
country may. sooner or later fall.

The following aneedote was related by President Madison, at the conclusion of the 
late war, to 4 party of gentlemen assembled at his residence in Washington. In the 
revolutionary war, certificates were -civen by the legislature to the Virewinia line on 
continental establishment, stating the amount dne to them, which was to be paid 
future time. The necessities of the soldiers, 11 many instances, compelled them te part 
with the certificates to speculators for a trivial sam.

We conclude this article by the subjoined extract from “the Mountainecr,” a series 
of Essays, originally published in 1813 in the “Repablican Farmer, at Staunton, and 
written by Conrad Speece, D.D., pastor of the Aucusta church : 


Many years ago, i wits at ve wi, in One of Orr district Courts, OF 2 man charged with murder. “Lhe 
case was briefly this: the prisoner had gone, in execution of his office as a con<tadle. to arrest a slave 
who had heen guilty of some misconduct, and bring pim to jnstice. Expecting omposition in the busi- 
ness, the constible took several men with bin, some of then: armed, They found the slave on the 
plantation of his unmster, within view of the honse, and preceeded tw seize and bind him. Hia mistress, 
seeing the arrest, came down and remonstrited vehemently against it. Finding her etlorts unavailing, 
she went off to a barn where her husband was, who was presently perceived running briskly to the 
house. [t wes known he alwys kept a loaded rifle over his door. Vhe constable now desired his coun 
pany to remain where they were, tiking e:re to keep the shive in euctody, while he him-elf would go to 
the house to prevent mischief. He aceordingly ran towards the howe. When he arrived withina shert 
Cistence of it, the master appeared coming ontof the door with his rifle in bis hind. Some witnesses 
said that as he cume to the door be drew the cock of the piece, and was seen in the act of rsising it to 
the position of firing. Rut upon these points. there was not an entire agreeinent in the evidence, The 
constable, stunding near a savill budding in the vard, at this jastant fired, and the Bite had a fatal effect. 
No previous malice was proved agiinst hin; and his plea upon the trial was, that he had taken the life 
of his assailant in neve sary seli-defence. 

A great miss of testimeuy wis delivered, This was commented upon with considerable ability by 
the lawyer fur the commonwewuth, and by another buvyer engiged by the friends of the deceased for the 
proseention. The prisoner was also defended, in elaborate speeches, by two respectible advocates, These 
proceedings brought the day to2 close.

The residence ef the lote John Randolph is neer the Staunton, in the southern part 
of the county, several miles above its junction with the Dan, end about thirteen below 
Charlotte court-house. 

The name, Roanoke, is derived oon asmall creek running through the plantation. 
The buildings are in a dense forest, which has scarce ever echoed to the ae man’s 
exe. On leaving the main road, ins ee ee threads his way through the woods by a 
narrow path, for about haif a inte, when, 2 few reds distant, the dwellings and out- 
houses suddenly appear through the foliage, without any cuitivated land or clearing in 
view, sce: ming, from the wild seclusion and primitive aspect of the spot, to have been 
the abode of a recluse, rather than of a statesman, whose fame extended 1 beyond the 
limits of his native land. 

The twe buildings in front were occupied | by Mr. Randolph, and thosg in the rear by 
his domestics. ‘That on the iS ht is clapboarded, and is much the most commedious ¢ it 
was the one in which he dwelt in summer. On the ground-floor are two rooms, one 
containing his books, the a, Is the drawing-room, adérned with convenient and nea 
furniture. ‘he Hibrary is large, well se lected, and contains many rare works. Most of 
the books bear evidence of careful perusal, and the striking passages are marked with 
the pencil. Among the many pre tures and portraits in these rooms is one of Pocahon- 
tas. The arms are bare to the elbow, displaying an arm and a hand of exquisite beauty. 
The hair and eye are a raven black,—the latter remarkably expressive, and the whole 
countenance surpassing lovely, aud beaming with intelligence and benignity. 

The dwelling on the lett was his winter residence, and the one iu which he usually 
partook of his tmeals. It is a log structure, which is entered through a shed, paved with 
water-wora pe bbles and snpports ‘¢ by unhewn posts. Notwithstanding its extreme sun- 
aan it is ticity furnished. Phese rooms are also hany with portraits. One of them 
isa fhe drawine of his servant Jupiter—or, as be is commonly called, Juba—dressed 
aS w sportsman, With a doulle-herrelled gun on his shoulder. Over the fireplace in the 
bedreora is a portrait of Mr. 2: pate , when ea years of age, It is a fine oi} 
paiiting, trom the ease! of the celebrated Gilbert Start. In the fresh rosy complexion, 
and round chubby fave of this beautiful htde boy, ie would be diitteult to trace anv re- 
semblance to the Uitn, cadaverous Lneaments of the orivinai in bis latter years. Joho

Jouxn Ranpoirit or Roanoxe* was born June 2d, 1773, at Cawsen’s, Princ e George 
connty, the family seatef bis mother. Te was desceuded ta the seventh generation frony 
Pocahontas, the Indian princess. Vhis lady died at Gravesend, England, ING Ls. at 
the ace of iwenty,. -three. ‘Thomas Relf, her son, became a citizen of Virginia, and lg 3 
ut his death a dau ighter, vho married Col. Robert Boll] ny, by whom she had one son 
and five dauoh terms‘ ‘hey married respectively, Col. John ‘Fleming, Dr W vm. Gay, 
lir. FP homas i. Harigwe, Nr. dames Murris and Col. icuard unduipn. Jona Raudolpis 
ef Roanoke, was the son of Joba Randolph, a wealthy country gentleman, who dicd at 
Alatoax, his residenee on the Appomattox, near Petersburg, where he Hes burried. John 
Randolph of Ronnie s mother was Frances Bland, daughter of Col. Theodorick Bland, 
jun., who was a brother of Richard Bland, a member of the continental congress. 
Surviving her first husband, she married secondly, St. Geurge ‘Pucker, the eminent jurist. 
Jdotm Randolph’s half-brothers, now surviving, are Beverley ‘T. Tucker, professor of law 
at Willhum and Mary, and Heury St. Gecorge ‘Tucker, professor of law at the University 
of Va. 

The mother of John Randolph was an exemplary and pious member of the Episcopal 
cenomination, and a lady of sprighiliness and talent. She breught up her son stricily, 

“teaching him,? as he eften remarked, ‘ the Lord’s prayer and the ten commandinenis.? 
John R: andolph passed a short time at three colleges: Privecton, Columbia, and William 
and Mary ; but he used to say, that he acquire d all his kuowledge frem lis hbrary at 
tcanoke, and by intercourse with the world. 

In the apie iv of nnik Mr. Randolph presented himself to the clectors of Charlotte 
as @ candidate ‘for Congress, in Commetian with Mfc. Clement © arriugten, a federalist, 
aud My. Powhatan Belling, a democrat. On the same occasion he encountered Patrick 
Henry, then a cendidate for the stale senate, hi opposed to those measures Mr. Ran- 
doiph advocated. ‘They met at the court-house, and supported a long and animated 
discussion. Mr. Wenry was then in his 67th year: the measure of his faine was full; 
the lute proceedings of the Virginia assembly, im relation to the alien and sedition laws, 
had fled haa with alarm—* had HS hits pillow with thorns, and he had quitted his 
retirement to take one more, his dasf, etfort for his eo: aniry, Mafecbied | ey are and rile 
health, with a linen cap upon his liead, he mounted the hitstings, and conimenced with 
difhcuity ; but as he proceeded, hiseye lighted up with its wanted fire », his voice ussumed 
its wouted Inajesty 5 gradually accumulating streugih and antnation, his eloquence 
seemed like an ara'aache threatening to overwhelia why adversary. Many present con- 
sidered it his best eflort. Mr. Moultou remarked, that inany Gf its passages were mdeli- 
bly impressed upoo his memory, In the course of the speech, Mr. Henry said, ** Lhe 
alien and seditica biws were only the fruits of that coustitation, the adoption of which 
he opposed. .... 1f we are wrong, let usall go wrong together,” at the sare time claspe 
jag his hands and waving his body to the right avd left. Us auditory unconsciously 
spaced with him. As tie Gnished he titerally descended into the arms of the obsireper- 
sus throng, and was borne about ian triumph, wheo Dr. John LL Hice exclaimed, “ the 
aun has set inall his glory.”

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As Mr. Henry left the stand, Mr. Randolph, with undaunted courage, erse in hy 
piace. He was then about 26 years of age—a mere boy from college, who had, probably, 
never yet addressed a political assembly—of a youthtal and vaprepessessiugy appearanre. 
The audicnce, considering it presumptuous for him to speak ave rer Heary, partially 
dispersed, und an Irishman present exclaimed, “ Tut! tut! it won’t do, it's nothing bu 
the batinvg of an old tin pan after hearing a fine church organ.” But if “ the sun ef tha 
other had set iu all hits wlor y.? his was about to rise with, perhaps, an equal bridianey- 
He commenced: “his singular person aud peeuliar aspect; his novel, shiriti, vibratory 
Intonations : his solemn, aes ching, and swelling periods; his caustic erimination 
of the prevailing political party: his cutting satire; the ¢ouwt ensemble of is pudtic 
début, soon calmed the tumultaous crowd, and inclined all to listen to the strange 
orator, while lie replied at iengti to the sentiineuts of their old favorite. When he had 
concluded, loud huazas rang threugh the welkin. 

s'Uhis was a new event to Mr. Hienry. He had not been accustomed to a rival, and

little expected ene in a beardiess boy: for such was fhe aspect of the champion who 


how appearcd to contend for the palm which he was wont to appropriate to himself. 
He returned to the stage and commenced a second ‘adie in which he soared above 
his vsual vehemence and majesty. Such is usually the fruit of enmulation and rivalship. 
He frequently adverted to iss youthful e ompetitor wih pene sntal tenderness 3 compliment 


-ed his rare talents with the libe ‘rality of profusion ; and, while regreitiug what he depre. 


cated as the political errors of youthful zeal, actually wrought himselfand audience inte 
an Se haciasis of sympathy and benevolence that issued in an ocean of tears. ‘The 
gesture, intonations, anid pathos of Mr, [enry, eperated like an epidemic on the trans- 
ported assembly, ‘The contamion was universal. An hysterical phrensy pervaded the 
audience ty such a dexree, that they were at the same moment literally weeping and 
launching. At this juncture the speaker descended from the stage. Shouts of applause 
reut the air, and were echoed fio the skies. ‘Ihe whole spectacle as it really was, 
would not only mock every atiempt at description, but would almost challenge the im- 
avination of any one who had not witnessed it. With a recollection of the event, Mr 
Roundotph, eighteen years afterwards, in his place in the House of Representatives of the 
U8. speakiog of the general-ticket law, which was earcied by the democratic part) 
by a in yority ‘of five votes only iv the populi ar braneh of the Virginia Assembiy, oud: 
€Wad Patrick Houry fived, and taken his seat in the Assembly, that law would never 
have passed. Ja {hat case the electoral vote of Virginia would have beea divided, and 
Mr. Jefferson Yost his election! Five votes! My. Chairnin! Patack Henry was good 
for five times pings ve oes ‘op3 


In tits contest Me. Henry was Aeied to tne Senite of Virginia, bat did not live to 
take his seat: and hve Randolph was returned io ee ongress, in which body he was at 
different intervals for more thin twenty-four years, inclndiayg the time he served in the 


United States roa Well did the people ‘of C h larlotte obey the faust injuectien of 
Patrick Henry ia the speceh above described, when he said, ** He is a young man of 
promise 3 Hee him, He will waake aninvalnable man.” 

Such was Mr. Randolph's youthful appearance, that when he made his first appearance 
at the clerk's table of the [louse of Reap-essntatives to qailify, that cenilemay eould not 
refrain from inquiring his ave: “.lsk my cousttinents, sir,’ was the reply. Mr. Rar- 
colph soon became one of the leaders of the republican party in Courress, and a, de- 
cided politician of the Jefersonian school. He jater was distinzsuished by his spposition 
to the enibarzgo and non-intercourse aets, and the cun-boat system of Mr. Jefferson. 

In Madicen’s administration, Mr. Randolph opposed the declaration of war with Great 
Britain ; hat when fears were entertained of the invasion of Virginia, at the time of the 
burning of Washington, he offered himself to the governor for any post he chose to as- 
sizn him. He was civen an office in the corps of topor rraphieal eagincers, which he filled 
as long as the eerps reraained in service In the SAM uhieeeation of Ar. Mouroe, he op- 
posed with ability the Greek resol HONS: and the internal naprevement system of the 
eoneral goverament. Daring the administration of J. Q. Ac ike he was eipeted to the 
U.S. Senate, where he again eee himself in eppesition to the frends of the presi. 
dent. [t was then that he used those violent heres which occasioned the ducl be- 
iween Aunself and Mi. Chry. 

The account of this duel, which we extract, has been given to the public in a Jetter 
of Geu. James Hainilton, whs accompanied Mr. Randolph to the field on this occasion, 
in ee with Col. Tattnal, then a bec tay of Coagress frum Georgia:

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‘Tho night before the duel, Mr. Randolph sent formein the evening. [found him calm, but ia a sinzue 
ere kind andconfiding mood. He told me that be had something ou ‘his mind to tell me. He thea remazk- 
“Hamiiton, Ihave determined to receive, Without returning, Clay's tire; nothing shall induce me ts 
nas a hair of his head; { will not make his wile a widow, or his children orphans, heir tears would 
pe shed over his grave; but when the sod of Virginia rests on my bosom, there. is not, in this wide world, 
one individual to pey this ibute tpon miine.” His eyes tiled, and resting his head upon his hand, he 
remained some moments stlent. Treptied, “ Aly dear ‘Yriend,”’ (for ours Was a sort of posthumous friend- 
ship, bequeathed by our mothers.) “I deeply regret chat you have mentioned this subject to me, for you 
call upon me to go te the field and to see you shot dowa, or toassume the responsihility, in regard to your 
own life, in sustaining your determination to throw it away. But on this subject a nears Own Cor- 
selence and his own bosom are his bes{ monitors. ! will mot advise; but under the enormous and anpro- 
voked personal insuit you have offered Mi. Clay, T eannot dissuade, [feet bound, however, to com a 
nicate to Col. Patinal your decision.” He begged me not to do so, and said, “he was very much aire 
that Tattaal would take the studs and refuse to go out with him.” Thowever sought Col. Tatinal, aid 
we repaired, about midnight, to Mr. Randolph's lodgings, whom we found reading Milton’s great Poein. 
For some moments he did not aon us fo say one word in relation to the approaching duei: and he at 
once commenced one of those delightful eriticismis cn a pussage from this poet, in which he wes wont 
su enthusiastionlly to indulge. Attera pause, Col. Tartnal remarked, “ Mr. Randolph, I em told you 
have determined not to return Mr. Ciay’s fire; Lmust say to you, my dear sir, if iam only to go cutto see 
you shot dawn, you must iisd soue other friend.” Mr, Randolph remarked thatit was his determination. 
After much conversation on the subject, L induced Col. Tatinal to allow Mr. Randolph to take his own 
enurse, us his withdrawal, as one ot his friends, might lead to very injurious misconstractions, At last 
Mr. R Randolph, : smiling, said, “ Weil, Tattnel, [ promise you one thing; if I see the devil in Clay’s eve, 
and that with ailice prepense he means to take my life, Pmay change my mind."--A remark I knew he 
merely uride to propitiate the anxiety of his friend, 

Myr. Clay and himself met at 4 o’clock the succceding evening, on the banks of the Potomac. But he 
saw “no devilin Cliy’s eye,” but a man fearless, and expressing the mingled sensibility and firmness 
which belonced to the occasion. 

Ushall never forget this scene as Jong asT live. It has been my misfortune to witness several ducts, 
frit Dnever saw one, at least in its sequel, so deeply aflecting.

The momert this event took plice. Gen. Jesup, Mr. Clay’s friend, called cut that he would instantly 
leave the ene aid with lis (rte mii if this eceurred again. Meo Ciny at once exclaimed it Was entirely an 
accident. sind beg geed that the gentleman might be Alla ed tovoon. On the word being given, Mr. Clry 
fired cg ahs a eet, Mr. Randoiph discharging bis pistol in the air, The mement Mr. Cliy saw that Mr. 
Randolph hed thrown away his tire, with a euch of se ue sility he tastintly approached Mr. Ro and-said, 
with on emiection TL never crn torget. ‘1 trustin God, my dear sir, you ave witoached ; after whet his oc- 
ctred, Pwould aot have burmed you for a thotissad wenden Deeniv affected by this scene, ( could not 
refriin fronmysrisping Mr. Clry by the hand, an isaid, * Mv good sir, we have been long separated, but 
aifer the events of to-day, 7 teei that we uimtist be triends for ever.” 


The magnanimous conduct of Mr. Randolph on the occasion of this duel excited gen- 
eral adimiration. Shortly afterwards he retired frem Congress, and in 1529 he was elect- 
ed a member of the convention fer revising the state constitution. Every morning he 
went to the capitol in Ri chmond, where the coavention met, clad in mourning, with a 
black suit, and hat and arms bound with crape. ‘ Have you lest a friend?’ was the 
frequent query. “Ob no!” replied he, in his peculiarly melame hal tones; “ { go in 
mourning for the old consittution: | ivar 1 have come to witness its denth and fu neral.” 
When he returned trom the convention, he intended to retire from pablie life, and made, 
as he supposed, his farewell address to his‘constituents at Charlotte court-house. Frem 
the memory of 2 gentleman present, we give a slight skeich of his remarks: 

He commenced by saying, “he had late ly been very unpleasantly situated; that he 
wae in a convention where Vi irginian was contending with Virginian for power, and that 


he had taken part in the strife. Feilow-citizens, you kuow Wrathens never could dizide 
an one ! ‘ite convention agreed to a constitution he had there voted for, and sheuld 
presently go into the court-house and yote for again. But he disliked it. ‘They had ex. 
tended the right of saffrage ; he never could agree to it-——never thought it rl ght. ‘There 
many plans for a cons stitution were submitted 5 every mat thought himself a constitution. 
make r—every man thought himself 2 George Masen. Bat my muin business is to take 
leave of you, and what shall £s: iy? ‘Pwenty-cight years ago you fook nie by the nand when 
a beardless boy, and led sae inte Congress Hail. The clerk asked me if I was of lawful 
uge; I told him toask you. You suid you had a faithful representative; LT said na men 
ever had such constituents.

He suddenly retired from his mission, came into Charlotte. and 
raised his standard lu opposition to the executive. Death, however, soon terminated his 
lnbors. He died wt Philadeiphia, May 2th, 1835, whither he had gone to embark on 
board of a vessel for Kurozie, for the benbiit of his health. His physician published a 
long and thrilling narrative of his last days. We have, however, but sufficient space te 
quote the couciuding scene : 

After the lapse of about an hour or more, and abort 50 minutes before his decea ase, 
J returned to his sick room; but now the scene was changed. His keen, penetrating 
eye had Jost its expression; bis powerful iniad had given way, aud he appeared totally 
incapable of giving any correct directions relative to his world}y concerns. ‘To record 
what now took pluce mey not be required, further than to say, thai almost to the last 
moient some of his eccentricities could be seeu lingering about him. He had entered 
within ‘the. dark vailev of the shadow of death,’ and what was now passing within his 
chamber was like the distant voice of words which fell with confusion on the ear. The 
further this master-spirit receded from view, the sounds became less distinet, until they 
were fost In the decp recesses of the valley, and all thet was mortal of Randolph of 
Roanoke was hashed in death.” 

Mr. Randolph never marred, He was once engaged to a distinguished heiress; but 
when the day appointed fur the wedding arrived, he dee clined, and she subseq juently uar- 
ried a gentleman of distinction. Yet, from the foliewing anecdote, it would seem that 
sbi is id no great prediiections Jor a itfe of cclibacy. Res; peciug an le to a friend, 





congratulatiag lim upon his marriage, wriiten by Mr. Rando lph early in life, one whe 
Baw it has said: “a letter of more beanutitul simplicity and ae JY neverread. £ 
ree tee that while the writer dwell upon the hay el 128s and advantages to be expecied 
from a wedded hie, he spoke feelingly of never expecting to enjoy them himself” 


The portraiiot Mr. Randolph wien a boy, cect hin to have been a beantiful ch a 
Whena young man, he was tail, uigaioly, flanxeu-haired, and his complexion of a pare 
ment hue. Lhe e xpressien Was unpre} ossessing ; but when animated, his countenanes 
changed in a motuent, and that which was before dull and heavy, flashed up Auth the 
brightest beatns of intellect, His personal appearance tate in life is bere given (rom ¢ 
published account, omilting the cae szunces Of the orgmial: 

F had frequently heard and read descriptioas ef Rancelpii: and one day, as IT was 
standing in one of the public streets of Baluimore, [remarked a tall, thin, unique-lccking 
being, hurrying towards me with a quick impatient siep, evidently much annoyed by a 
crowd ot boys, follawing elose upon him, absorbed in silent and curious wonder. He 
stopped to converse with a gentleman, which gave me an opportunity, unneteed, to 
observe the Roanoke orator for a considerable length of time, and really be wes the mest 
remarkable looking Pane L ever beheld. 

Elis tinbs, Jong and thin, were encased in a pair of small-clothes, so tight taat they 
seemed part and. pareel of the linibs of the wearer. Uandsome white stockings were 
fastened with greut tidiness at the knees by a small gold buckle, and over thens, ‘comiag 
about half-way up to the calf, were a pair of what L believe are called hose, coarse and 
country-knit. tie wore shoes: they were old-fashioned, and fastencd only with buckies 
—-huge ones. [a walking, he placed his feet in the straight-forward Indian manner. It 
was then the fashion to wear a fan-tailed coat, with a small collar, and buttons far apart 
behiud, and a few on the breast. Mer. Randolph's were the reverse of this; the coat 
was swallow-tuiled, the collar imirenseiy large, and the buttons crowded toyether. His 

waist was remarkably sleuder, and uround tt his coat was buttoned very tight, and field 
together by one buiton. fils neck was enveloped in a laree high white cravat, without 
any collur being perceptible, alth roach it was then the fasion to wear them very large, 
His complexion was dark and caduyereus, and his face exceedingly wrinkled. His lps 
Were thin, compressed, aud eulovless ; the chin, -beardless as a hoy? S, Was pratts lor the 
size of his face, which was small; bis nose was straivht, with nothing remarkable in \t, 
except it was too short. He w ore a fur cap, which he took off, standing a few minutes 
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uncovered. IT observeti that his head was quit e small; a characteristic which is said te 
have marked many meu of talcut-—Bvyren and Chief Justice Marshall, for iustance. 

Yo accurately delmeate the character of Mr. Randolph, would require the pen of a 
moster, and @ long acquatitance with him. While in Cougress, he tad but few personal 
friends, but those Jew, it has been said, “he riveted to his heurt with hooks of steel.” 
His attuchments and hatred were ulike strong, His affectia r 
and his treatment, Kind and pene ee, excited that gratitude which is a marked feature

in the African race. ‘Phe return of “* Mussa Randolph? from ane: wus greeted with 
the utmost demonstration of joy.

Phe conversutional powers of Mi. Randolph were ean cna Ns and wher he chose, 


there was irresistible fascination in lis voice and mauner. this nnowled ye of books and 
men too was extensive. A friend ov board the foutinule with hin, on his pussagefrom 
be to Philadelphia, a few days before his death, stated tu the writer, that among 
the crowd that at ove time surrounded hunt, as he reclined upou ua settee in the cabin, 
Wes 2 genticiaan, now a forcign minister: an individual who, as a writer, has done more 
to enhance the reputation of American literature ebroad than any other. Hiin, the 
statesinan, enfeebled im body and mind by discuse, was addressing. He hang upon his 
lips as if drawn by a eharin, and appe ared like a child before its teacher: ke 

It has been said, that when in the halls of legis! ition, © he never spoke without com- 


manding the most intense Interest. At its first gesture, or word, the house and galleries 
were hushed tito silence and atieution. Elis voree was shrill and pipe-like, but under 
periect command ; ndii in its luwer lLones. it was inusie. tlis tall person, firm eye, and 


peculiarly. ‘ express ive fingers, asisted very much in giving efleet to his delivery. His 
eloquence, taking its character from ‘his nuannable disposition, was generally tie in 
eatire and invective ; but he never attempted pothos without entire success. In quick- 
ness of perception, accuracy of memory, bivielineds of imagination, and sharpness of w it, 
he surpassed most men of his day ; but his Judgment was feeble, or rarely consulted.” 

The aphorisn, “a prophet is net without honor save in his own country.” did not apply 
to him. He was always an objcet of wonder and curiosity to all. He eften stopped at 
the hoiel oi Wyatt C ardwell, Ese. . at Charlotte C. EF. “On ee occasions, the muititude, 
though treg: iently seeing him, would crowd the windows and deors to get a glinpse of 
that man, about whose genius, ecceutricilies, and physical uspeet, there was so much of 
the incomprehe nsitde. 

Mr. Randoiph was opposed to that feature im the Federal constitution which gave so 
much power to the president. ‘To that, by his friends, has been aseribed his opposition 
to every executive, 

He weni for the independence of the representative. A quotation from one of nis 
speeches, supplied by the memory of one present, is here in point. “| was at Federa! 
Hall. I saw Washineton, but could not hear him take the oath to support the Federal 
constitution. "Phe constitution was in its chrysalis state. - saw What Washington did 
not see; but two otlicr men in Virginia saw it—George Mason and Patrick Henry—ihe 
poison under iis wings.” 

Mr. Bandolph had a great veneration for religion, and a most intimate knowledge of 
the Bible. Mis strongest illustrations were ee ve from Sacred writ, and he could con- 
verse upon it in the most interesting manner.’ He was pecuharly ia being of impulse, 
often reminding one, by his eccentricities, of the saying of Cicero, “ that there was but 

a hair’s-breadth between a great gentus and a madman.” When excited, he sometimes 
ie dborteail) used the name of the Almighty irreverently, upon which, instantly check- 
ig the torrent of his tmpetuosity, he would with deep bumulity ask forgiveness, exelaim- 
ing, ‘God forgive? Lowards the latter part of lite, he was accustomed to call his 
servants together on Sundays, when he would preach to them with almost anipee na 
eloquence. He was charitable to the poor in his neighborhood, and beloved by them. 
He was wealthy, and Icft 318 slaves and 180 horses. At ditierent times he made several 
wills, both written and nune upative, by some of whi ich he liberated slaves. “ney have

beconie the subiect of litigation the mo-t complicated, expensive, and interminable. 

Nr. Randolph has been described as one wh “ possessed a mind fertilized by every 
stream of literature; but the use he made of his greut acquirements, was caiculated 
‘to make enemics rather than friends; and, as be ence said, ‘no man ever had such 
sonstitueits’--a fact which, of itseif, speaks volumes in bis praise. Tf he onginated na 
great national benefits, nor did eny great pesitiye national good, he prevented meny. evils ; 
and in doing SO, he became the benefactor of his country, aliboueh not io the extent te 
might otherwise have been.’ Much of his eccentricity was, duubtless, owieg to his 
exquisitely sensitive nervous organization, which became morbidly susceptible by disaase 
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Cli EST ERFIELD.

The town is very much 
seatfered ; slttre ure several tol bacco and one or more large cotton 
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dving business in Richmond, to make it t thet residence, who have 
erected some splendid private mansions within its limits. Bellona 
Arsenal, on the river. 12 miles above Kiehmiond, was establishea 
im 18i6.. Formerly it was a depot for military stores, and was 
garrisoned by a company ef U.S. troops, Ac on is the Bellona 
foundry, one of the Uldest cannon foundries in the Union. Halis- 
boru’ is & sma ui village Ip the w. part of the county. Salisbury, 
now ae seat of Mrs. Johnson, in this ¢ county, was once the resi- 
dence of Patrick Etenry. 

Warwick, which is on the river, was, previous t to as ‘evolution, 
larger than Richmond, and one of the principal shipping ports on 
the river. F ormerly one vessels came up there, and it was the 
point where all the coal of this county was Shipped. The Marquis 
de Chasiellux thus describes it, AS Te Wash, Leos Ve naa 
James River to a charming place called Warwick, te a group 
of handsome houses form a sort of village, and there are several 
superb ones in the neighborhood; among others. that of Col. 
Carey, on the right bank of the river, and Mr. Randolph’s [at 
Tuckahoe] on the opposite shore.” dalboheunes volution, the bar- 
racks of the American troops at the court-house of this county, 
were burnt by the enemy.

most successiully prosecuted, and at P resent the mines in Chester. 
field daily raise, in the aggregate, about 250 tons. We had the 
pleasure. in the summer‘of 18438, of visiting one of fhe mines, and 
at the time published a letter in a public print, giving an account 
of our visit. A portion of it is copied below : 


Learning that the Midlothian mines were the most extensively and as skilfully 
wrought as any, I paid thei a visit; but my remaiks as te the management and quality 
of the coal, will in general apply as well to the remainder. Four shafts have been sunk 
by this company since 1833 ; in two, coal has been reached, one at a depth of 625, and 
the other at 775 feet. The sinking of the deepest occupied three years of labor, at a 
cost Be about S30,000.  Vhe materials were raised by mules, and it is supposed a hike 
depth was wever before attained by horse-power in any country. ‘These shafts, eleven 
feet ae até each, are divided by timbers into four equal chambers. At the deep shaft, 
two SUE A on the surface operate in raising coal; at the other, one. ‘The extra 
engine at the deep shalt draws coal up an inclined plane down j in the mine, te the bottom 
of the shaft. ‘This plane reaches the lowest point of the mine, ebout 1,600 feet ora 
&fih of a mile from the surface. ‘he coat having thus been brought to the pit, the other 
engine raises if perpendicularly to the surface, when the baskets containing it are placed 
on little eurson a small hand-railway, and are pushed by the negroes a few reds to wheres 
il is cmotied, screened, and shovelled inte the Jarve cars on the railroad, conneetine with 
tide-water neur Richmond, 12 miles distant. yy bile the engine attached to the plane is 
drawing up coal, it is so arranved that pumps, by the same motion, are throwing eut the 
© surface water,” pe cb, by means of greoves a around the shaft, is collected in a reservoir 


The coal-region of eastern Virginia is supposed to be about 50

above ground, to a wu from which it is used by ihe different enemes.

My fitend, cuide, and csi pach with a lighted lamp, sprang into a basket suspended by 
ropes over pulleys und frame. work, above a yay whing abyss seven hundred and seventy-five 
feet deep. The signal was given— -puff! puff! went the steam- engine, and down, down, 
went we. I Aya teen to joke to conceal iny trepidation. it was stale businesa. 
Rapidly glided past the wooden sides of the shaft,—- became dizzy.—shiut my eyes,—- 
opened them and saw, far, fir above, the small faint light of day at top. In one minute— 
it scemed five--we came to the bottom with adump! The under-ground superintendent 
inade his uppearance, covered with coal-dust aud per-piration: his jolly English face 
end hearty any some aturured well for our subterranean researches. ilim we felle wed, 

each with a iishted lamp, throveh amany a labyrinth, down many a ladder, and occa- 
onale penetrating to the end of a driit, where the men were at work shovelling coat 
into baskets on the cars running on railroads to the mouth of the pit, or boring for blasts. 
We witnessed one or two. ‘ihe mutch wes put, we retreated a short djstance,—then 
came the explosion, echome ana re-echoing ameng the caverns,—a momentary noise of 
fuling coal, like a sudden shower of nail, succeeded, and then all was silence. 

The drifts, or passages, are genecally about sixteen feet wide, and ten feet hieh, with 
farge pillars of coal intervemmg about sixty fect square. TP ean give the idea by com- 
paring the drifis to the streets, and the pillars to the squares of a city in miniature 
“When the company’s limits ure reached, the pillars will be taken away. The general 
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inciination of the passages is about 30°. Frequently obstacles are met with, and ona 
has to descend by ladders, or by steps, cut in solid rock. Doors used in ventilation were 
often met with, throush which we eriwied. Mules are employed under ground in trans 
porting the coal on the small railways, coursing nearly all th a fits. ‘They AYE iit EXEeic 
lent condition, with fie glossy coats of hair, nearly equal well-kept race-horses, which 
ig supposed to result from. ihe sulphur i in the coal, and the « even WA eardae of ihe mines 
Well-arranged ‘stables are there built, and all requisite attention paid them. Some of 
the animals rem nin below for vears, and when curred to the streng light of day, gambol 
hike wild horses 

Partitions of on plank, attached to tunbers put up in the centie of the main drifis, 
are one of the principal means by which the mines ere ventilated, aided by a strong 
furnace near the upcast shaft. Near this isa blacksmith-shop. Hbe atmospheric air is 
admitted into the raines dowa the de ‘epest shalt, and aiter coursing the entire drifts, and 
ascending to the rise- workings of the mines, ts thence couducted to the feraace, where 
it is rarefied, and ascends to ihe surface, having in its progress become mixed with the 
earbureted hydrogen gras emitted from the coal. When this gas is evolved in unusual 
quantities, greater speed is yviven to the air by increasing the fice. Ef the parts titions Im 
the drilts (known as brattice- work) should be broken, tie circulation would be ime 
peded, and the FAs SO strongly wupregnate the air, as in its passage over the furnace to 
ignite, and result in destructive consequences. Or, sfiould too much gas be thrown ou 
of the coal when the circulation is impeded from any cause, it would explode on the 
application of a common lamp. In such cases, the Davy lamp is used. £ heard the 
gas escaping from the coal make a hissing noise, and i saw it set on fire in crevices of 
the walis by ine iamip of eur conductor; and wiLnouyn a UOVICe Bit Lites uaiivin, €104Ug ia 
was seen to convince me of the skill of Mc. Marshall, the company’s under- ground 
superiiteadent, in managing the ventilation. 

Some yeurs since, when ventilation was less understood than at present, an explosion 
took place in a Be Oane mine of the most fearful character. Of the fifty-four men 
in the mine, enly two, who happened to be in some crevices ncar the mouth of the shaft, 
escaped with lite. Nearly all the internal woiks of the imine were blown to atoms. 
Such wes the force of the explosion, that a bask: ss then descending, containing three 


_men, w as at nm nearly one handred feet into the air. ‘wo feli out, and were crushed 


to dea nd the third remained in, hie with the basket was thrown some seventy of 
cioti feok from the shaft, breaking beth his legs and arms. le recovered, and is now 
living. It 1s believed, from the number of bowes found eroupe d together ta the higher 
parts of the mine, that may survived the explosion of the inflammable gas, und were 
destroyed by inhaling the carbone acid gas wnicn succeeds it. ‘This death is suid to ba 
very pleasaut; fairy visions float around the sufferer, and he drops into the sleep of 
eternity like ene passing into delightful creams. 

‘Fo w person nee jnacited with ciiming, no true conception can be formed of the tite. 
rior of a lurge aud well-arranged coat-mine, unless by examination ; and none bat a thors 
ough adept can give a descrptinia of its camplicated arrangements. ‘Lhe art of coul-

and forges it has no superior. As domestic fuel it is equal te the best Euglish coals, and 
far superior to them in strength and durability. It is strange, that with all these qualities, 


a preference should be given at the north to English coal. "his is accounted for frem 


the fact that furmeriy large quantitics of inferior coal were shipped to the northeru ports 
frem ihe north side of Jamnes River, and ereated aes prejudices against Virvinia cow? 
generally. 

‘The Midlothian nines employ, in all their operations, some 150 negroes.* They are 
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* Shortly after we were at the Midlothian mine, the Rey. Mr, Jeter. of Richmond, made ita visit, and 
havieg beid divine wor<h’y there, pablishod an interesting and grapbie narration ot the scene. A pars 
of his deseription here follows: 

The ingellivence of the meeting had spread throushout the cavern, and ali had gathered for the servien 
The news had gone heyoad toe pit and brocalt own seweral fring above. Py menins of togs, puncheons 
and boxes, the congregrtion were mostly seated in a wide and well ventibited acut. The staat britlinnsg 
Jamps, Of whichevery collier his one, were suspended atong the wall< of our chy yper, ereviing a digzling 
Veht Phe congremition consisted of about 80 colored, and LO white persons. “Vhe blacks at iny requas$ 
sung a song.

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Was hes sick, the pure air of the pit—the thermometer being about 00% threugheat the

under the care of a steward, and deily attended by physicians. J could not bat almost 
envy their well-developed muscular figures. The negroes prefer this labor to any other, 
enjoy meby perquisites, aud generally the labor of the week is perfermed in five days. 
Singular us it may seem, persons engayed in mining become exceedingly attached to it. 
i never knew a person more evamored with his profession than our conductor. Lie 
eloquently descanted, in a rich brogue, upen the pleasure he experienced tu the mine. 
year—would restore him. Was he hot, there he could became cool. Was he cold. there 
become warm. Was he lew-spirited, his employment would bring relief. In fine, ‘ the 
pure air of the pit” was a inv Grea panacea, the clixir of life, t the infallible rem sedy for 
ali human ills. If his opinion were general, farewell Sarat oga, While Sulphur, and 
Reckaway—your glories would be ec lipsed by the glories of this! 

Onr conductor, as he took us-about, all zeal to show us ev ery thing, and a determina. 
tion that we should not depart until all was seen, would have kent us there | know not 
how Jong, hed not the ery of All's well? resounding from cavern to cavern, echoing in 
the reces 36 -s and dying in the distance. proclaimed that it was 7 rae the day’s work 
finished, and titne for us to ascend. Glad was I, for although I had gone through but a 
small portion of the drifts, yet the four miles 1 did travel, of such “ going,” was enovgh 
even for as old a pedestrian as inys: he I returned as 1 came, entered the ‘dressin: g-house, 
and on locking in the glass, saw a face blackened with coal-dust, which, on a due appli- 

cation of soap and water, [ ree: rynised as an old acquaintance. Being duly washed, 
Sante -d, and dressed, [ leisurely wended my way to a fine old mansion on 1 the hill, em- 
bowerea 10 a grove of Waving jocusts, Ine abode oF elegunt LOSPILALY. nere, seated 
under the porch, with the delicious fe cine x a comfartabie seat always inspires w vee one 
js greatly fatigued, I passed “twilight’s witching hour, ’—my senses lull ed by dehigntiul 
music from the adjoming parlor: anon, recovering from my revery, I listened to the 
amusing 3 dventores of Col. A., from ‘Texas, or treasured up the perticulars of 7 ang 
operations, and anecdotes given by Major W. ‘Vhe music I must not give: heavenly 
sound: nee ee by fuiry fingers, are too ethereal to be materialized by the printer's imp!

When Lord Dunmore went or his expedition against the Indians in 1774, he came on 
as far as this place with a portion of lis troops, and wailed here about a fortnight for 
retuforcements. His soldiers encumped in what was then a grove—now # meadow— 
about 3J0 yards nN. of Mu, Wennerly’s present residence. The spot is tndicated by a 
deep weli, supposed to have been duy by them; an old magazine, destroyed in 1843, 
stood near the well. Washington, when recruiting at Winchester, ofien visited this 
place. 

> Lord Fairfax had but httle cultivated ground aroand his premises, and that was i 
ee patches witheut tuste or design, "Phe land was left for a park, and he lived Alans, 
ist wheily froin his rents.

This last-mentioned act ef diahclical malevolence, came near 
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costing Mr. Ireland bis life. He was made extremely ill, and his 
constitution never recovered from the injury. He however bore 
np against these ae entions with Chieti: an fortitude. He said, 
in giving an account of his persecutions: 

My prison thea, was wu place in which I enjange much of the Divine presence 3 a aay 
éeldom passed without some sigon! token of the Diviae goodness towards me, which 
generally led me to subserite my letters ia these words, “ from my Palace in Cul. 
peper.”

Gen. Stevens resided ia the village of Culpeper C. H7., in the beuse on the corner of 
Coleman and Fairfax streets, now oceupied by Afrs. Lightfoot. Aside trom the above, 
we have but tittle to add respecting this highly meritorious officer. ‘lhe histories of the 
revolution make such honorable mention of him, that it is evident his epitapa is no ful- 
some culogy. At the battle of Gui ae Court-flouse, * the brave and g ailant Stevens,’ 


animated iis men by words, and still more by hisexample. Resolved to make even the 
timid perforta them duty, he Hea several riflemen in the rear, with peremptory orders 


to shoot down tay of his cai that should attempt lo escape before a retreat was or- 
dered. In this action he received a ball in the thigh, but he enjoyed i the refection that 
his men hud made a noble stand, and displayed an honorable firmness in oppasing the 
enemy, by whom they were at lust, alter an obstinate conilict, diven back by an over- 
whelming furce at the bayonet’s point.

to hear and revister the claims of sundry persons who had furnished provisions for tbe 
army. We know that in general, bul particularly in anexpected invasions, the Ameri- 
ean troops ha no established magazi nes, und asit was necessary to have subsistence us 
them, provisions and farave were indiscriminately laid hold of, en giving the holders Sa 
reevint, which they called a certificate. Daring the eampaion, while the enemy were 
at hand, little attention was given to this soit of loans, which accumulated ine vessantiy, 
without the sim total being: known, er any means takeu to ascertain the proots. Vir- 
vinia being at le ngth louded with the-e certificates, it became necessary, sooner or later 

to lig vidate these claims. The last assembly of the state of Virginia had accordinety 
tociony proper to passa bill, authorizing tne justices of each county te take cognizance 
of these Certificates, to authenticate their validity, and to register them, s specifying the 
value of ihe provisions in money, according to the established tari Thad the ¢ uriosity 
to go te the court-house to see how this affair was transacted, and saw it was performed 
with great order and siniplicity. ‘The judges wore their courmon clothes, but were 
seated en an elevated tribunal, as ut London in the Court ef King’s Berch, or Common 


Pleas. . 
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Gen. Cuarwues Scorr, a Jai paleante officer of the revolution, 
and subsequently governor of ientucky, was bora near the line 
of this and Powhatan county. The present residence of Mr. 
Thomas Palmer, in the upper part of that county, was built by 
bim. 

Scott raised the first company of volunteers in Virginia, 5 south of the James River, that 
entered into actual service; and so disit: inguishe d him prior to 1777, that when 
Powbetan county was forn ed in that year, the county-ssa

- When governor of Wentuc » he had some severe batiles with the Indians, in which he 


bat a sons, fctesbaiere after St. Cluir’s defeat, Gen. Scott, at the head of a bedr 
of Kentucky eavairy, Peconmbitell ihe battle-pround. Finding the Indians still there, 


re1oicing over thet victor y ina @revken revelry, he surprised and fellupon them. Being 
tota ily appre pared, they were rouicd with oreat slaug! iter. About two hundred of then: 
were killed, und he recovered six hundred muskets, and all the artillery and bageaye 
remaining In the field. This, the most brilliant al Ne of the war, In a measure “ dispel- 
led the gloom eats by the misfortune of St. Clair, and threw. by the pewer ef 


contrast, a darker shade ef dis: grace over that unfortunate general's miscarriage.” 
Scott was 2 man of strong natural powers, but somewhat illiterate and rough in his

manners. rs was eccentric, and many amusing anecdotes are related of him. When 


a candidate for governor, lie was epposed by Col. Allen, a native of Hentucky, whe, in 


an ae ess to the people when Scott was present, made an eloquent appeal. ‘The 
friends of the fatter, knewing he was no orator, felt distressed for him, but Scett, no- 
thing daunted, mounted the stuinp, and addressed the company, nearly as fol

say lied the vreatest veneration for Washington: and while governor of Kentucky, 
he visited Philudeiphia during the session of Congress. Attired in the rourh carb of 
thre Billi wdods: w vie # hunting-shirt, buckskin leggings. amd a long beard, he gave out 
thut he was going to visit the presideut.. He was told. that Woosituyton had become 
puffed up with the tmportance of his station, and was too inuch 6f an aristocrat to wel- 
come himon that verb. Scott, nothing dannted, passed up to the house of the president, 
who, with his tawy, happened to be at the wiudow, and recognising ny old nea 
Tushed ont, and each taking him by the arm, led him in. “ Never,” suid Scott, * wag 
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I better treated. EF had not believed a word against him; and I found that he was 
*old hoss’* still.” 

Major Josep Scorr, 3 brother of the above, was an officer of the revolutionary 
army, and was appointed marsha! of Virginia by Jefferson, under the following circum. 
stances : Major Joseph Mecleston, from Amelia, who had been a meritorious officer of 
Lee's legion through the whole of the southern can np aig 3,and a member of Congress in 
1798-99, was tendered the office 1 by the president. This he declined, but recowunended 
his old friend and coinpanion in arms, Major Scott, the a steward upon the estate of 
Jolin Randolph. ‘The first intimation Scott had of the matter was the reception of the 
eppointment, which was extremely gratify ing; he being at the time in necessitous cir. 
Curastances.

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Dinwipvre was formed in 1752, from Prince George, and named 
from Robert Dinwiddie, governor of Va. from 1752 to 1738. The 
surface is rolling, and its form hexagonal, with a diameter ef abcut 
28 miles.

Point, on the line of the great southern railroad, with which last- 
named place there is also arailroad communication. ‘The harbor 
admits vessels of considerable draught, and even ships come upas 
far as Walth a I's Landing, G miles. below the town, where there is 
a branch railroad about 8 miles in length, ¢ connecting with the 
lene ane Pe tersburg railroad Mieontaiis 2 Hpis,, 2 Pres. 

Meth., 1 Bap., and 1 Catbohe church, besides those for colored 
oer It exports largely tobacee and ilour, and there were, in

As ees as 1645-6, a fort cailed Fort shiek Was established at the falls of the a 
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pomattex, where Peiersburg now is, for the defence of the inhabitants on the south side 
of James river. 

In 1675, war being declared against the Indians, 500 men were ordered to proceed to 
the frontier, and e ight forts garrisoned. Among these was the one near the falls ¢ fu 1g 
Appomattox, at Major General Wood's; “or over against him at one flort or defensib! 
place at Hiee's, of w hich phiaior Pe tgs Jones be captain or chief eer rai a des 

In 1728, fi! ty-three years after, Cot. Byrd, on his return from the expedition in which 
he was engaged as one ne the Vin ‘inia comiusissioners, in running the fine between thig 
state and North Carolina, mentions the site ef Petersburz, as follows: “ At the end of 
thirty good miles, we arrive d in the evening at Col. Rolling g’s, Where from a primi itive 
course of life we began to a 8 into luxury. This pentlem on-lives within pene ot 
the falls of Appomattox river, which are very noisy whenever a flosd happens to rol! a, 
greater stream than One oats over the rocks. ‘T ie river is navigable fe r small craft a8

high as the falls, and, st some distance from them, fetches a compass and runs nearly 
parallel with James Kiver, almost as high as the mountains.’ 

By an act passed in 1646, it appears that 60U acres of land adjacent to Fort Henry, 
together with all the “houses and edifices” appurtenant thereto, were at that os 
ranted to Captain Abraham Woed in fee-simple ; yet he was not the earliest settler 
for, by the same act, it a ep Peas that the land on which the fort steod, ts sgether with pare 
of the adjacent 600 acres, had been granted to ‘Thomas Pitt. He m ay, therefore, be 
considered the ear}iest ioe: of the site of Petersburg, it having been granted to 
him previous to 1646. The town derived its, name froin Peter Jones, who opened a 
trading establishment with the Indians at ane arly day, a few rods west of what is now 
the junction of Sycamore and Old streets. The locality was called Peter's Point, sub- 

sequenily changed to Petersburg. 
This Peter Jones was an old fricnd and fellow-traveller of Col. Williara Byrd, of 
Westover; and in 1733, accompanied the latter on a gp arey, io Roanoke, on which 


occasion the plan of establishing Richa:ond and Petersburg was conceived. Byrd says, 
in his journa al “When we got home, we laid the foun as 10! two large cities—cne at 
Sbeeco’s, to be called Richmond, and the other at the point o Apporrattox River, to ba 


ealled Petersburg. ‘These Mejor Mayo otivred to lay ofl into as Without fe @ or reward. 
The truih of it is, (hese two places beiug the uppermost landing of James and Appo- 
tox rivers, are naturally intended for miarts, where the traffic of the outer inhabit ants 
aust centre, Fhus we did not build exstles ouly, but cities, in the air.” 

In the Getabips r session, in 1748, in the 22d year of the reign of hing George IL., 
towns of Petersburg and Blandford were established. Four years iter an act Ww: 
passed, allowing a bridge to be built by subscription over the Appomattox, at Bolline’ 
Point, “to the land of John Bolling, gentlema n;” which was probably the first bridge 
ever built over the river. -In 1762, in ‘the preamble to an act enlarging the town, : ig 
atated that it “bad verv gieatly increased, and become a place of considerable trade.* 
At that time Ronert Bolling, Roger Atkinson, William Eaton, John Bannister, ee 
Ruilin, Vhomas Jones, Heary Walker, George Turnbull, and James Field, gentlemen, 
were appointed trustee s for laying out the town.

T ae is, perhaps, no liowse in Virgiaia connected with a greater number of milita 
revolution: ary res an than Bollingbreok, in the town of Peterst Dare. 

On the approach of the enemy, a large portion of the mee of the town made their 
escape. General Phillips took up his residence at Bollingbrook. He and-ike officers ut 
iis family are said to have treated Mrs. Botting with a good deal of courtesy, and (scins 
add) addressed her always as Lady Bolling. Arnold is recollected as a han dsome man, 
that limped in his gait? He was fond of caressing the children of the fa mily, and dan- 

died them on his knee. 

Both the houses on Bolingbrook hill were eecupied by British officers.t Mrs. Bolling 

“was allowed the use of a room in the rear of the east building. Two sentinels were 
placed at cach door of the house with crossed bayonets. The British soldiery repeatedly 
set on fire the feuces about Bolingbrook, and frequently “ all around was in a light 
blaze.”§ Upon these occasions, Mis: Bolling was wae to send her servants to arrest 
ihe fiemes, and she wus thus kept in ast: ite of continu: apprehension and alarrn. 
* On the next day after his arrival, (to wit, the 26th of a. General Phiins (aecerd- 
ing to Arnold’s letter to Sir Harry C| inton) burnt 4000 bbds. of tobacco. The ware- 
houses which belonged to Mrs. Bollin gy, at her solicitation, were spared on condition that 
‘the inhabitants should remove the tohacco from them, which was accordingly done, by 
extraordinary exertions, during the night of the 25th. This conflagration must have 
presented a. striking and picturesque spectacle. ‘Phe scurlei-dressed soldiers moving 
about amidst the flames, scatter ring the fire-brands, and oficiatine in the work of de- 
struction—the burning of the shipping on the river, reflecting its lurid glare on Poca- 
hontas and Blandfer« jhe ghtened the effect of the scene. 
* Arnold, on dit, Cat aned Mrs. Bolling to be careful in her intercourse with General 
Phillips, not to irritate him, as he was a man of an ungovernable temper. ‘This lady, 
during that period of terror, sufered an intense solicitude and anxiety, which discovered 
itself ia her unconsciously darn iug the needles, with which she was knitting, inte the 
bed by which she sat. Her conduct during this trying crisis, displayed a heroism which 
doubiless won the respect of the British officers ; who are in genera! “ men of honor 
‘and ecavaliers.” 

After committing devastations ait Osborne’s, Manchester, Warwick, &c., the enemy 
set sail, and proceeded down James River, until, receiving (near Hog Island) ecounter- 
manding orders, they returned ae ins river. On the 7th of aw, they landed in a gale 
‘ef wind at Brandon; and oa the Sth, marched 30 mites, and entered Peters burg Jate j in 
the night. They came so (otis: as to surprise ten American officers, who were 
there for the purpose of collecting boats to convey the army of the Marquis de Lafayette 
‘across the James River. 

General Phillips entered Petersburg this second time, sick of a bilious fever Tes ar- 
rived on the 9th of May, and breathed his last on the 13t h, at Bollingorook. He lay 
‘sick in the west room front of the east building. During the illness of General Phillips, 
the town was cannonaded by Lafayette from Are her's hill, |! and it 1s commonly re- 
‘ported that he died while the cannonade was going on. ‘It seems, however, more pro- 
‘bable, that this eannonade occurred on the 10th, when Lafayette (according to Ar- 
‘nold’s letter) “appeared with a strong escort on the op posite side of the river, and 
-having stayed some time to reconnoitre, returned to Osborne's.” Cannon-bails fired upon 
that occasion, were preserved in the town some years aro, and may be yet extant. The

lingbrook. General O'Hara, it appears, was quartered at what is commonty siyled the 
es Long Ornery,’-—abeut a mile to the west of Petersburg, en the main road. Mrs 
Bolling found it necessary to visit this officer at that place, for the purpese of recovering 
certain negroes and herses, which had been taken from her, and were then there. The

received the following highly commendatory testimonial of their

The term ef service for which the Peirrshurg Volunteers were engaged having ex- 
pired, they are permitted to commence their march to Virginia, as soon as they can be 
iransported to the sont side of the lake. 

Ix granting a discharge to this putrtotic and gallant corps, tne General feels at a loss 
for words ade qnate to convey his sense of their exalted merits; alimost exclusively com- 
posed of nears afs who had been nursed in the lap of ease, iahey have, for twelve 
months, borne the hardships and privations of military life in the midst of an inhospita- 
ble wilderness, with a c Hberrullees and ajacrity which has never been surpassed. ‘hetr 
conduct in the field has heen excelied by ne other corps; and while in camp, they nave 
set an example of subordination and respect for military authority to the whole army. 
The General requests Capt. M’Rar, his subalterns, non-cominissioned officers, and 
privates, to accept his warmest thanks, and bids thems an affhctionate farewell.

A pleasant anecdote is related of the volunteers in a late num- 
ber of the Pioneer,* as having occurred at Point Pleasant, while 
they ee assing through that place to the frontier. The author 
of the story was then on his way from western New York, with 
his fatnite: bound for Cincinnati. After he had been there about 
a week, the volunteers arrived. ‘The anecdote we give in his own 
words : 


Being unable to pass the Ohio on account of the running of the ice, they encamped 
near the village, and remained about two wecks, during wich time the writer had an 
a of jearning ther chsuractes, which sovli became of great service te him. 

Soon as the | jee permitted, they struck their tents and began to cross the river, rejoic ing 
in the prospect ef soon reaching the post of daneer. Some five or six of these cies 
impatient of delay, were about to take a skiff which belonged to the writer, who wa 
then young, inexpene need, and of such very fiery tempé rament as not to be very adh 
sive when his rights were invaded, end therefore began rather abraptly, perhaps, to re- 
monstrate with ther Rn; and on their persisting in fatine the ski higa words ensued, in 
which he called them a set of ae ie! The words were sc arcely uttered, when he 
was surrounded by half the company, all of whom scemed to feel that the } midignity was 
offered to the whole company. Asiiore and more stil] gathered around him, the y said: 
_*We have a right to use any means in our power to get on where our country. calls us. 
We bear the aioe ne eter of gentlemen at home: you have called us scoundrels; this you 
must retract, and make us an apology, er we will tear you in. picces.’ Thinking 1 
knew their ch: aracter, I instantly resolved cm the course to be pursued, as the ouly 
means of saving myself from the threatened vengeance of men exasperated to the 
highest piich of excitement. Assuming an apparent courage, w hich I confess [ did not

Within the limite of Petersburg, “on the north bank of the Appomattox, within a few 
feet of the margin ef the river, isa large, dark-gray stone, of a conical form, about five 
feet tn height, and some ie it more in diameter. On the side which looks to the east, 
three feet above the ¢ ground, there is an oval excavation about twelve inches ecross, and 
halfas inany ip depth. - Phe stone is solitury, and lifts itself conspicuously above the 
fevel of the earth. Lt is slid the Basin or Pocauontas, and except in very dry weather, 
is seldom wilhout water.’ 

Joun Burk, a lawyer, was a native of Ireland, and settled in Petersburg cy where he 
wrote and published, 1 hy 4, three volumes on the ney, of Virginia, bringing it down 
to the commencement ef the American revolution. While he: e, he wrote plavs foran 
histrionic society in the town, and on the boards of tts amateur theatre, acted parts um 
them. His work on the state he did not live to complete. At a public table Burk used 
sume expressions derogatory to the French nation, A French gentleman accidentally 
present, named Coburg, a stra nger in the country, offended by the remarks, challenged 
him. They fought at Fieet?s Hill, on the op ee bank of the Appon Haller, and Burk 
was killed. The 4th and remaining volume, published im iS16, was written by Skelton 
Jones and Louis Hue Girardin, the latter of whoa wes_a Frenchman, and, it is stated, 
wrote under the supervision of Jefferson at Monticello, who, familiar with the era te 
which it related, imparted valuable information. 

Gen. Winrisip Secor, the present comimander-in-chief of the U.S. Ariny, was born 
near Petersburg £5 June 13th, 1785. As an olhcer and a soldier his name stands CODs 
spicuous in the annals of our country.

Buzasetn Crry was one of the cight original shires into which 
Virginia was divided in 1634. Its form is nearly a square of 18 
miles on aside. The land is generally fertile; and that portion 
known as “the back river district,” comprising about one-third of 
its area, is remarkably rich. ‘There were in 1840, whites 1,954, 
slaves 1.708. free colored 443; tetal 3.706. 

Hampton, the county-seat, is 96 miles sr. of Richmond. It is on 
dampton Roads, 18 miles from Norfolk, 24 from Yorktown, 36 
from Williamsburg. Hampion is the residence of many of the 
pilots of James River. It contains 2 Methodist, 1 Baptist church, 
and one [pi scopalian charch. The pened: noe was esinbe 
lished in 1789, and the Baptistin 1791. Jt has 18 stores and shops, 
and a population of about 1200. “ 

Hfampton is an old town, and one of historic interest. its site 
was visited hy Capt. John Smith in 1607, on his first exploratory 
voyage up the Potomac, previous to the settlement of Jamestown. 
Bark savs, “While engaged in seeking a fit place for the first 
settiement, they met five of the natives, who invited them to their 
town, Kecoughtan or Kichotan, where tlampton now stands. Here 
they were feasted with eakes made of Indian corn, and § regaled 
with tobaceo and a dance. — In return, the ‘y presented the natives 
beads and other trinkets.” Hampton was established a town by 
law in 1705, the same year with Nerfolk. The lecality was set- 
tled in 1610, from Jamestown.* The Episcopal church is the oli

Tradition says, that oon the 
king’s coat-of-arms was placed upon the steeple; but that in 
1776, shortly after the Declaration of Independence, the steeple 
was rent leng:hwise by lightning, and the insignia of royalty hurl- 
ed to the earth. ea : 

On the Pembroke farm, near Tiampion, are four ancient monu- 
ments of black marble. Itach is 6 feet long and 8 wide, and sur- 
mounted with a coat-of-arms.

This stone was given by His wea Francis Nicholson, sa, Lieutenant and 
Governor-General of Virginia, i in memory of Peter Heyman, Esq., grandson to Sir Peter 
Heyman of Sammertield in ye county of Kent—he was ¢ collector of ye customs in ye 
lower district of James River, and went Delta on board ye king's ship Shore- 
ham, in pursuit of a pyrate who greatly infested this coast— —after he had bebaved him- 
self @ hours with undaunted courage, was killed with a small shot, ve 29 day of April, 

1700. In the engayement he stood next the governor upon the quarter deck, and was 
here honorably interred by his order. 


Hamptor was attacked by the British in the war of the revoelu- 
tion, and also invaded by them in the late war.

of the name of Barron. These men, afterwards distinguished for their courage and 
BucCeSS Tit miaritiiar adventure against the British, commanded, at this time, two pilot 
boats—a species of wor constructed chiefly with an ateAhotS suding—and kept the 
feet of Danmore constautly on the alert by the rapidity of thea movemeéuts. HH pur. 
sued, by keeping close in with the shore, they took refuge in Mampton. ‘The people of 
the town, feariag an atiack, had applied te the committees of s: alety for assisianee, who 
Bent down “ Col, Woodford, with 100 mouuted riflemen of the Culpe per battalion, with 
eut any other incumbrance than thei provisions and: blankets. But before the arrive: 
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f Woodford, captain Squires, with six tenders full of men, appeared in Hampton ereek, 
and commenced an attack on the town. He Haein that the mere display of his 
squadron would have paralyzed the courage of the new-raised troops, and that no resist. 
ance would have been attempted. Under this impression, the boats, under cover of a 
fierce cannonade, rowed towurds the a re For set purpose of setting fire to the houses, 
and carrying of whatever property s ould f . spared froin the conflagration. A few 
moments di isclose d the v: apiyie { these ¢ se cUaLione A shower of bullets soon compelle d 
the boats to retarn to the ships, while the vifleme n, disposed in the houses and the bushes 
along the benein proved that even the tenders were not secure against their fatal ‘preci- 
sion. Checked bya resistance se fierce and unexpected, the tenders hauled furiher inte 
the stream, and farther operations were sus pende -d until @ reinforcement, which Was 
hourly expected, would render an assault more ceriain and decisive. 

“ Meanwhile Woodford, wha had used the iost extraordinary expedition, arrived at 
daybreak with his nflemen, and as it was certainly known that ios enemy would renew 
the attack, a new disposition was made of the Amencan troops. ‘he enemy's fleet had 
spread themselves with the view of dividing the force of the Amencans; and though it 
was intended perhaps only as a diversion, it was net improbable that an attempt would 
be made to land troops at a considerable distance in the rear of the Americans. ‘fo 
guard against this, Woodford disposed the minute-men, with a part of the militia, in his 
rear; the remainder of the militia was distributed at diferent points om the creek, to act 
as parties of observation, according to circumstances, while he himself took post with 
the rifler men im the houses, and every other low and covered position that presented itself 
on the beach. 

é@ Ags aunrice the enemy’ s fleet was seen st: anding } in for the shore, and having ot lenath 
reached a convenient position, they lay with springs on their cables, and coinme meed a 
furious cannovade. Pouble-headed and chain shot, and grape, flew in showers through 
all purts of the town; and as the position of the ships Launled them to entfilade, it was 
thourht impos ibis fo delend if, even for a few minutes. Nothing could exceed the ate: 
and steady valor of the Viryiuians 5 and ee with very few exceptions, wholly 
mnacquatoted wit silitary service, they di-played the countenance and collection of 
veterans. Woedford’s commands to his riflemen, previous to the cannonade, were sini 
ply to fire with cooiness and decision, and observe the profoundest ete e. The eifects 
of this advic2 were soon visible; the memen answered the cannonade by u weli-directed 
fire against cvery part of the line, and it soon appeared that no ae ini the ship was 
secure agayist their as‘onishing precision. In a short time the ¢ enemy appeared to be in 
some confusion; their cannonade gradual: y slackened, and a signal was given by the 
commander to slip their cables and retire. But even this was attended with the most 
imminent danger. No man could stand at pu helin in safety ; if the men went aloit to 
hand the sails, they were immediately singled out. In this condition two ot the schooners 
drifted to the shore. The commander of one of these in vain called on his men to assist 
in keeping her off; they had all retired to the hold, and declared theif utter refusal to 
expose themselves to inevitable destruction. In this mur ie; deserted by his men, he 
jumped inte the water and escaped to the opposite shere, ‘The rest of the Meet had 
been fortunate enough to escape, although with some difticalty, and returned to Nortolk.’’* 


_ After the British fleet were deteated in their attempt upon Nor- 
folk, in June, 1818, by the gallant defence of Crancy Island, they 
proceeded to attack Lampton. which was defended by a garrison 
of 459 militia, protected by some slight fortitications. The annexed 


account of this event is from Perkins’ History of the Late War: 
Admiral Cockbern, on the 25th of June, with his forces, advanced tewards the town 
in barges uma small vessels, throwing shelis and rocletse while Sir Sidney Beckwith 
effected a landing below with two thousand men. Coexburn’s party were repulsed by 
the gi arrison, and driven back behind a point, unit! General Boek with’s g troons aedvaneed 
and: Teomipelled the garrison to retire. ‘The town being now completely in the possession 
of the British, was given up to pillage. Many of the inhabitants had fled with their 
valuable etfeets ; those Hpi remained suttered the most shameful barbanties. “hat 
renegade corps, composed of Erench prisoners accustomed te plunder and murder in 
Spain, and who had heer i to eater ihe British service by vromises ef similar 
indulgence in America, were now to be gratified, and were iet loose upon the wretched 
inhabitants of fiampten without restraint. bor two days the town was given up te

Among them were the two ee of the Virginis 
navy, Who periormed several gailant exploits in the revoltatie 
The grandfather of Com. evi Warrington, w ho, in 1814, wk 
in command of the P pauenne aptured the Epervier, was pastc 
the old [Mpiseopal ebarch in this town. pi Fi on of the army 
was from this place. Capt. Meredith and Capt. William Cunning- 
ham, of the Virginia navy in the ee were also born at 
Hampton. The first was a remarkably bold and enterprising offi- 
cer, and on one moonlight night ventured to sail out a sea in a 
small vee passing through a British fleet anchored in as 
Roads. The following notice of the latter is abridged from the U. 
Ss. Mi r tary and Naval M agazine : 


Hampton has been the birth-place of several distinguished naval

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At the beginning of the war of the revolution, Capt. Cunningham enlisted in one of 
the minute companies, and continued in that service until Virginia armed a few fast. 
sailing pilot-boat schooners. ‘Thus wus the pavy of that state commenced. It, however, 
varied mova apallboe sometimes amounting to as many as 50 vessels, and occasionally to 
only one. Amoug them was the schooner Liberty, which was never captured, although 
several times sunk in the rivers to conceal her {rom the enemy. Capt. Cunningham 
embarked and remained im the Liberty, as her first heutenant, uutil the war assured a 
more regular form. Capt. Cunningham purchased a small schooner, and engaged in 
traffic to the West Indies. Sea-othcers were encouraged te engage in commerce as the 
only ineans ot Bones the munitions of war. 

On these oceasions, he encouitered yreat risk from the enemy’s fleets. Once, in the 
mouth of June, be Satay came upon an English frigate, oft Cape Henry, ina dense 
fog, The Kaghsh commander ordered bim to strike hix colors, and haul down his hehe 

sails, or he would sink him. By a judicious and skilful stratagem, he made the enemy 
believe that he intended to surrender. He, therefore, suspended his threatened firme. At 
the moment they discovered that Cunningham imteuded to escape, the jb-boor of the 
frigate caught i the topping-litt of the scuooner’s main-boom. Capt. G! sprang up to 
the stern, with a knife, to irce his vessel. While in the act of cutting the rope, a 
Britsh marme shot ium throngh the arm. Nothing daniuted, he deliberately effected his 
object, and amid a chower of grape, his vessel shot away. from the patel and was in a 
few moments out of sieht. 

Some time after, Capt. Cunningham joined the army on the south side of James 
River, and had the niisfortune, while on a foraging expedition, to be taken by the enemy 
and carried into Purtsinouth. He had then been recent ly married. ’ 

One day he said to an uncle of bis, (also a prisener,} ee he would see ms wife the 
next evening, oF ae sh in the attempt. *¢ My dear Will, are you mad?” was the reply.

The name was given to it in 107 by the first colonists of Virginia, who, en their 
exploratory voyage up the James, previous to landing at Jamestown, called it Point 
Comfort “on account of the good channel and sate anchorage it aftorded.”” The prefix 
of “ Old,” was afterwards piven to distinguish tt from & New Point Comfort.” 

A fort was built on the Point a few years after the frst settlement of the country. 
The following act for its erection was p A SSU ‘din M ae 1629-30. ‘ Matter of ffortitiea- 
lions was againe taken into consideration, and Capt, Seniuel Mathewes was content to 
undertake the raysing of a flori at Poyut Comfort ; Ww hercupon, Capt. Robert Flelgate, 
Capt. ‘Thomas Partut Qs Hae Theinas | (ar divs, Capi. J yuu Uiy, Vape bao. VW 1iJOW) : MT. 

Tho. Heyrick, and Lewt. Wm. Perry, by full consent of the whole Assembly, were chose it 
to view the place, conclude w hat manner of fforte shall bee erected, and to compounde 
and agree with the said Capt. Mathewes for the building, raysing, and finishing the 
same,” &c. 

Count de Grasse, the admiral of the French fleet, threw up some fortifications on old 
Point Confort a short tue previous to the surrender at York. 

‘The salutary Peale dearly bought in the lessons ef the late war, when these waters 
were the resort of British fleets, has doubtless had much influence in prompting the erection 
of the Ee hoos of Monroe and Calhoun. The first is one of the largest single fortifica- 
tions in the world, and is generally garrisoned by a regiment of U. Ss. troops. The 
channel leading in from the Capes of Virginia to H: a Roads, is at Old Point Corn- 
fort reduced to a very narrow line. ‘The shoal water, whieh under the eetion of the 
sea, and reacied upon by the bar, is kept up in an unremitting ripple, has given the 
name of Rip Raps to this place. When the bar is passed, Hampton Reads attords 
ene of the nest anchorages, iu which navies could ride in safety. Fort Calhoun, or 
the castie of the Rip Raps, is directly opposite fort M onroc, at the distance of 1900 
yurds. "The two forts are so constructed as to present, immense batteries of cannon at 
an approaching x hostile ship; and the probabilities are, that long before she bad com- 
pleted the bendings of the channel, she would be a wreck, or a “conflagration from the 
hot shot ast into her. The Kip Raps structure is a monument of the genius of the 
engineers by whom it was planned. It is formed upon an island, made from the sea 
by casting in rocks in a depth of 20 fect of water, until, by gradual accumulatien, it 
emerged above the tides. ‘Ihe present aspect of the place i is rough and savage; the 
music of the surrounding elements of air and sea, is in keeping with the dreariness anv 
desolation of the spot. 

Yhe beach at Old Point, affords excellent bathing-grouad ; this, with a fine hotel, and 
other attractions, make the place much resorted to in the summer months. ‘The oflicers’ 
quarters eecupy several neat buildiugs within the area of the fort, where there is # fine 
level parade-greund, ornamented by elumps of live-oak, which is the mest nerthern 
pornt in the Union in which that tree ts found,

original fer reilit ty. Good land can be bought for $8 or $10 per acre ; 
tolerable fair for about $8: which, in a few. years, Can be brought 
up with clover and plaster. Some of the finest farms in New York 
are upon lands, which. a few years ago, wore sand, blowing about 
an ae wind. The worn-out Virginian lands are not so bad as this, 
and, with a fine clim: ute, are as easily restore a The suecess thus 
far oh dee the experiment is encouraging, and emigration still 
continues. ‘These farmers make this mé fee lt better than going 
west, for they are sure of a good market, without the whole value 
of their produce being exhausted by the expense of tra sp ortation.

With this 
in hand he entered toverns, and addressing the inmaies, would mimic the exiravecances 


ofan inebriate, and seth the co a His eccenime:ies and sincular conduct lowered 


his diymity. anc no ceacianod the circulation of many false and ridiculous tales unbecoming 
his cleric ane prafession. fie was aman a much beneyelenee, and a ereat wit. When 
travelling, he sometimes received aud accepted Invitations to preach. lis sermous were 
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generally moral essays, abounding with humor. On one occasion, when at Fredericks- 
burg, he preached from the text, “ We are fearfully and wonderfully made,”—whicn ser- 
mon he abruptly concluded by saying, “I must ee ; for should I go on, some of ths 
young lesies ice would net sleep @ wink to-night.” Mr. Weeins was of the medium 
stature, his hair winte and leng eae his countenance expressive and Srcanly £4 
energetic in his movements, and polite. He proved usefi! in his vocation, being cs 
not to circulate any works but those of a cood ee tendency. Lie died at an eon 


age, Many years sinec, Jeaving a highly respectable and well-educated family.

We were tn perien of the greut primeval 
forest of America. ‘Phe crows cawed froin the tops of the ancient, halfidec ayed trees: 
and the naked trunks and branches of the sycamore, and the strange spreading forais 
of the ether giants of the ey were beautifully relieved by a evergr een of the pines 
and cedars. A solermu stillaess hlled the air. ‘An ancient, sad, halt. -degenerate, but

The narrow fortune of Col. Maishali, 
and the sparsely inhabited condition of Fauquier, compelled him to be almost exclu- 
sively the teacher of his children, and to his instructions the Chief-Justice said, * he 
awed the solid foundation of ati his euccess im life.’ He early implanted in his ele 
sun a taste for Fuglish literature, especialiy for poetry and history. At the age of twe 
John had transcribed the whole of Pope’s Essay on Man, and some of his Moral ae 
says; and had cominitted to memory many of the most interesting passages of that dis- 
tinguished poet. 

At the age of 14 he was placed with the Rey. Mr. Campbell, “ Westmoreland, where, 
for a year. he was instructed in Latin, and had for a fellow- student James Monree. Tho 
succeeding year was passed et his father's, where he continued the study under the Key, 
Kir. ‘Thompson, a Scotch gentleman, wuich ‘was the whole of the classical tuition he 
eyer abtained, By the assistance of tvs ijather, however, and (he persevering efforts of 
his owa mind, he continued to enlarge his knowledye, while he stre nothened his body 5

TTRO, and ahtained a linonse to practis alate. Tn Ostehor he returned ta tha army, and 


continued in service until the termination of Arnold's invasion. adier this peri 
before the invasion of Phillips, in February, (751. there being a redundancy of slicery 
in the Virgima line, he resigned his commission. 

During the invasion of Virginia, the courts of law were not reopened until afier the 

apitulation of Lord Cornwallis. Immediately after that event, Mr. Marshall com- 
need the practice of law, and seon rose into distinction at the bar. 

In the spring of 1782, he was clected a member of the state legislature, and m the 
autumn of the same year, a member of the executive eouncil. In January. 1723, he 
marred Miss Ambler, the duughter of a gentleman who was then treasurer of the 
state, and to whom he had become attached before he left the army. ‘This lady hveii 
for nearly tifty years after her marriage, to partuke and enjoy the distinguished honors 
of her husband. .In 1784, he resigned his seat at the council-board ia order to returts 
ts the bar; and he was immediateiy afterwards azain elected a member of the legisla. 
ture for the county of Fauquier, of which he was then enly nominally an inhabitact, as 
artual residence being at Richmond. In 1787 he was elected a member from the count 
of Henrico: aud though at that time earnestly engaged in the duties of his profession 
he embarked largely im the pelitical qnestions which then agitated the state, and indeed 
the whole contederacy. 

Every person at ali tead tn our domestic history must recollect the dangers and difh. 
éulties of those days. ‘The termination of the revolutionary war left the country im- 
poverished aud exhausted by its expenditures, and the national finances at a low state 
of depression. ‘The powers of Congress under the confederation, which even during the 
war were oiten prostrated by the neglect of a single state to enforce ther, beramie ia 
the ensuing peace i utterly relaxed and inethcient. 

Credit, private as well as pubhie, was destroyed. Avticulture and commerce were 
crippied.. ‘The delicate relation of debtor and creditor became daily more anil more 
etabarrassed and embarrassing; and, as is usual upon such occasions, every Sort uf ex- 
pedient was Taathen to by popular leaders, as well as by men of desperate fortunes, te 
inflame the pablic mind, and to bring into odium those who labored to preserve the pub: 
lie faith, and to establish a more energetic government. he whole country was soon 
divided into two great parties, the one of which endeavored to put an end te the public 
evils by the establishment of a government over the Union, which should be adequate 
to ali its exinencies, and act directly on the people: the other was devoted to state 
nuthority, jealous Of all federal in iinence, and determined at every hazard to resist Rs 
mere ase. , 

Ji is aluiost tnunecessary to say, that Mr. Marshall could not remain an idle or indif 
ferent spectator to suck scenes. As little an could there be of the part ne would tako 
in such a centest. Ele was at onee arraved on the side of Washington and Madison 
ia Virginia, as everywhore cise, the privcipul topics of the day were paper money, the 
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collection of taxes, the preservation of pul blic faith, and the administration of civil jus.

tice. ‘Phe parties were nearly equally civided upon al! these topics; and* the contest 


concerning them was continually TORS ees {n such a state of things, every vict ory 

was but @ temporary and questionable triai p h, and e very defeat still left encUugn of hope 

to excite fo new and “strenuous exertions.

then at a crisis. The question of the continuance of the Umion, or a se cba ionl of ihe 
states, was freely discussed; and, what is almost stariling now to repeat, either side of 
it wus maintained without reprowch. Mr. Madison was at this time, and had been for 
twe or three years, a imember of the House of De ene and was, in fact, the author of 
thenauslation: for the pehibhat convention at Philadelphia to revise the confederaticn. 
Ye was at all times the en hehtened advocate of union, and of an etlicient federal royerin- 
ment, and he received ou all uccasions the steady support of Mr. ena i. Many have 
witnessed with no ordinary emotions, the pleasare with w hich both of these gentlemen 
looked back upon their co-cperation at thut period, and the sentime sy oe profound re- 
spect with which they habitually regarded cach other. 

Both of them were members of the convention subsequently calied in Virginia for the 
ratification of the federal constitution. ‘Vhis instrument having come forth under the 
euspices of General Washineton and other di-tinguished patriots of the revolution, wae 

at first favorably received in Virginia, but it soon eveountered decided liostility. ls 
defence was uniformly and most powerlul ly mvintained there by Br. Marshall. He was 
then not thirty years ‘old. ve was iu these debates that Mr. Marshall's mind acquired 
the skillin political discussion which uilerwards distinguished him, and which wouid of 
Hself have made him conspicnous as a Cio aban arian, had not ihat talent. been over- 
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too, it was that he conceived that deep Loe ef disanion, and that profound conviction 
of the necessity fur closer bonds between the states, which gave the coloring to the whole 
texture of his opinions upon federal one resin after-life. 

The constitution being adopted, Mr. Marsha!l was prevailed upoa to serve in the 
legislature until 1/92. Proin that time until 1795, he devoted himse IF exclusiv ely to his 
profession. In 1795, wheu Juy’s Treaty was “the absorbing theme of bitter contro- 
versy,”’ he was elected to th c House of Delegates, and his speech in its defence, says 
Judge Story, “ has always saa, represented as one of the noblest etlorts of his genius. 
Fils vast powers of reasoning were displayed with the most gra Hylang SUCCESS, 0) 5); «5.6 
The fame of this adimrable argument spread through the Union. ven with his politi- 
eal enemies it enhanced the estimate of his cheracter; and it brought hir at once to 
the notice of some of the most eminent statesraen who then graced tie councils of the 
nation.” 

Soon after he, with Messrs. Pinkney aud Gerry, were sent by President Adams as 
envoys extraordinary to France. The Direc tory refused to maronate, and though the 
direct object of the enibascy faulled, much was effected by the official papers the enveys 
addressed to ora Neyrand, her mimister of foreign relati lions, mm showing France to be ln 
the wrong. These papers--models of skilful reasoning, clear illustration, accurate de- 
tail, and urbane and dignified moderation——h: ave always been attributed to Marsh all, and 
bear interna! marks of it. Such was the impression made by the dispatches, that on the 
arrival of Mr. Marshall in New York, in Jane, 1798, his entry had the éelat of a tri. 
umph. .A Bae dinner was given to him by beth houses of congress, “as an evidence 
of affection for his person, and of thetic grateful approbation of the patrivtic firmness with 
which he sustained the dignity of lus country divine his important miseion ? and the 
country at iarge res pended with one voice to the sentiment pronounced ai this celebra 
tion: “ Mlions for defence, but not a cent for tribute.” 

Mr. Marshall wus elected to Congress in 1799. He had been there not three weeks. 
when it became his lot to announce the death of Washingtoa. Never could such an 
event have been told in lauguage mure impressive or more appropriate. “ Mr. SPEAKER, 
—'The melancholy event, which was meets rday announced with doubt, has been rendered 
tog certain. Our W ashingtonisnomere! "T he hero, the patriot, and the sage of Amenca ;

That Louse of Repre sentatives. abounded in talent of the first order for debate , and 
none were tncre pe NC) than John Marshall. Indeed, when the law or c: mstit- 
tion were to be discussed, ne was, coafessediy, the first man in the house. When he 
discussed ikem, be exhausted thes; nothings more remained to be said; and the impres- 
rion of his argument effaced that of every one else, 
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in 1800 he was appointed secretary of state, an office which he held but a few months, 
fie was appeimited chicf-just ce of the Supreme Court of the United States, January 31, 
i8U0i >; not only without his own selicitat ti on, (for le had in fact recommended another to

"Phe venerable Capt. Philip Slaughter, now (May, 1644) hyeg in Culpeper, was a 
messmate of Murshall's in the revolution, He pees Marshall was the best tempered 

te if re, nothing discouraged, noth- 
ing disturbed him: ti he hed only bread to eat it was just as well; 1f only meat it made no 
difference. U any of ihe officers murmured at iheir depri atta he would shame them 
by wood-natured railiery, or encourage them by his own exuberance of spirits. Ife was 
an excellent companion, and idolized by the soldiers and his brother officers, whose 
gloomy hours were enlivencd by his inexhaustible fund of anecdote. 

For sterling honesty no man ever exceeded Marshall. He never would, knowingly, 
atgue ip defence of lujustice ,or take a legal advantage at the expense of moral honesty. 
A case of the latter is in pomt. He begatie an endorser on a bond amounti: ig to several 
thousand dollars. ‘The drawer failed, and Marshall paid it, although he knew it could 
be avoided, inasmuch as the holder had advanced the amount ut more than legal in- 
terest. 

He possessed a noble ge nerusity. In passing through C ulpeper, on his way to Pan. 
guier, he feli in company with Mr. S.,an old fellow-oflicer in the army of the revolution. 
In the course of conversation, Marshall learned that there was a lien upon the estate of 
his fricnd to the amount of 333000, about due, and he was greatly distressed at the pros- 
pect of impending ruin, On bidding farewell, Marshall privately left a check for the 
amount, which being presenied to Mr. S. atter his departure, he, impelled by a chival- 
rous independence, mounted, and ee don his horse entil he overtovk his friend. He 
thanked him for his generosity, but refused te accept it. Marshall strenuously per- 
gisted Im its ce eS and the other as ene'y persisted in not accepting. Finally it 
resaited in a compromise, by which Marsnall took secur! ty on the lien, but never oalied 


for pay.

Gey. Spon Keston was bora in this county, May 15th, 1755. Wis parentage was 
humble, and his education was entirely neglected. At the early age of 16, he became 
en fangted in the snares of a young crate ite, and soen bad a severe battle with @ Tival 
by the nanie of Leltchinan, Supposing he neti kuled him, he fled to Kentucky, and be- 
came one of the boldest plone ers of a at then wilderness country, and one of the bravest 
thut ever encountered the wiles of the [udiens. His iife was cone of eventful 
Ou being taken prisoner by them, ou one occasion, he was eight times exposed te the 
gauntlet—three times ticd to the stake to be burnt, aud often thought himself on the eve 
ofa terrible death. But Providence at last interposed in his favor, end he escaped. Tf 
was a spy in Dunmore’s war. Tie acted in the same capacity under the gallan 
George Rogers Clarke, in the revolution. He shared in Wayne’s victory, and distin- 
guish ied himself through the whole of the Indian wars of that day. He died in Ohio, 
in 1837, aged 82, Hlis once oi gantic form was broken by age ; and bis last days, it is 
said, were spent in poverty and ne giect.

It 
projects on the scene, and is so small as to give standing to only some haif dozen persons. 
it has on its head an old picturesque pine; and it breaks away at your feet abruptly 
and in perpendicular lines, to « depth of more than 1080 feet. On this standing, 
which, by its elevated and GI Eo affects you like the Monument, ine forest 
mses above and around you. Beneath and befere you is spread a lovely valley. A 
peaceful river glides down it, reflecting, like a mirror, all the lights of heaven-—-washes 
the foot of the rocks on which you are standing—and then winds away inte another 
valley at your right. The trees of the wood, in all their variety, stand out on the ver- 
dant oe with their heads in the sun, and casting their shadows at their feet; bnt 
so diminished, as to look more lke the pic tures of the “things than the things themselves. 
The green hills rise on either hand and all around, and give completer ress and beauty te 
the scene ; and beyond these eppears the gray outline ae the more distant mountains, 
bestowing erandeur to what was supremely beautiful, It is exquisite.

His 
descendants are scattered over Virginia. ile first settled in Pennsylvania, where he 


built a fort at Wyoming, at his own capense, which was destroyed by the Indians. He 
was a follower of Whiteticl id, and a modest end estiraable man. 

Lorp Fainrax was ene under the old piscepal church, which was on the pubhe 
square.

It is a natural and 
beaniiful lake of Dea water, on the summit of the Salt Pond Polanaten one of 
the highest s spurs of the Alleghany. ‘This pond is about a mile long and one-third of a 

mile wide. At its termination it is Panne’ by a huge pile of rocks, over which itrung: 
ren which once passed through the fissures only. In the spring and suinmer of 1304, 


immense quantities of leaves and other rabbish washed in aud filled up the fissures, since 
which it hus risen iuil 25 feet. Previous to that time it was ted by a fine Jarge spring 
at its head; that then disappeared, and several sinall springs new flow into it at its up 
perend.

The scene of the lives and depredations of this netorious family is in Giles county, on 
Dee Creek, a sorai!l brauckh ef New River which heads in the celebrated sali, pond moun 
tain, and from its obs curly & d joneliness, and the character of its inhabitants, nas al. 
ways been aveiied by envillz man. 

The father of Lucas is now about 93 years of age, and is, no doubt, a heary-headed 
ald villain, slthough he has, during a long life, been adroit enough to commit ne 
erime ef which the law could take cognizance. i will give one trait in the cheracter 
of this old sinucr, which will suffice to show what kind of man he is. On the recone 
trial of his son “ Dave,” when iis life was in jeopardy, this old man, on being asked 
what was the character of his son David, respouded that he believed “ Dave would kill 
any man for twenty-five cents.’ 

The first i in this family of blood—perhaps unparalleled in civil society—-was the fest 
gon of “ Old Ran,” as he is universally called. (Lis aame, perhaps, is Randolph 5 but 
I presume hie has never scen or heard of the baptismal fount.) Well, this first-hora oF 
‘© Old Ran,” named “Jerry,” as loug ago as the late war, became e rminally connect. 
ed with a man’s wile, who was in the service of his country as a fail Lary mun at Nor- 
folk. Ina week after the man returned home. ‘ Jerry Lucas,” at the earnest solicita. 
tion of the fiendish woinan, under pretence of friendship, invited him houie fram aicster 
with him. He was afterwards found murdered, behind a log, with about twe hundred 
weight of stone upon his body. Lucas confessed that the evening they left the muster. 
ground he beat his victim over the head with a club until he supposed he ee Gead, and 
went to his house and stayed al! night with his wife. Toiaake assurance doubly sare, he 
returned in the muraing to see if the man was dead. He found him sitting, leaning 
against a tree, and covered with gore. The poer fellow begged for his life, told Lueas 
to take his wife, and he would leave the eouniry as soon as he was able, and wautda 
REE? SAY, Any thiug about what he had done te him. The savage Lucas was in. 
exorable, murdered, and concealed him. For this murder he was hung at Giles Court 
fhouse, jo the fall of ISl4. Old Ran, his father, sat under the gallows when he was 
hanging, and amused hitnself by ealing gingerbread. Jerry's paramour escaped ouuish. 
ment for want of testimony. 

“Dave,” the second son of “ Old Ran,” the most riotoricas of these villains, com- 
menced his career of crime about 1890, at the age of 19, by stealing a horse, for which 
he was senteaced to the penitentiary for five years, during which time he escaped, in 
gompany with gnother conyicl, to his home, was retaken, and served out his time. 
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Oye GILES COUNTY. 


Not long after his return home, he robbed a small pedler of ali his wares, for which he 
was again sentenced to the penitentiary for three eS At the time of his last con- 
viclicn, a cousin of Pa ie a lad of sixteen or seventeen years of age, was convicied 
of some qos and also sent to the penitentiary for three years. “hey were discharged 
at the same time, and left iC penitentiary together. The boy has never been heard of 


since; and Lucas, in someof his drunke n frolies, , boasted that as Oy, came on home, he 
killed i boy and threw ie body into the mnver. He told the boy’s father, that whea

he ran bis knite into hira, he bawled like a calf. So it seems he m murdened the boy for 
ihe wretched pittance given lim on leaving the penitentiary to defray his expenses ae ne. 

On the meht Dave returned Jast from the penitentiary, a la arge stack-y ard, and a bern 
fall ef grain, were barnt m his neignbor rhood, belonging 4 witnesses on behalf . the 

commonwealth in his several convictious, which he ‘subsequently admitted were set on 
fre by him. Dave’s nest explo it was af a militia-m: uster, In September, 184). In a 
quarrel and fieht with his sister’s son, he killed him w ith a blow. He was acquitted, 
on trial, owing {o some extenuating circumstances. Since ie recent confinement, he 
has admitted he ought to have been punished for this murder, as he had, at the time 
ne struck the t biow, a pound of lead concealed in his hand. 

The next ere of which Dave ts accused, is founded on the following strong Te 
siances: Some vears ago, a man who had been on north with a dreve of cattle , merely 
as a driver, was retu ring home through Dave’s neighborhood, on fool. ual ly aft: oF 
he passed, Lucas was scen to follow him with a rifle, and in a few minutes a report of a 
gun was heard in that direction. Dave returned with blood on his clothes, and there 
was seen, on the same day, a large quantity of blood in the raad. But, as the drover 
was an entire stranger, no investigation was had. Very recently 2 man’s doc, in the 
vicinity, came to his master with a human skull in his month. 

Dave’s last crime, and for which the world has been freed fromm the monster, was the 
tharder of John Poff, 2 poor laborer, who had been working at the Kanawha salt-works 
@ few months, and who, with the proc eeds of his Jaborin his wallet, was travelling alone, 
and on foot, to his family and home im KFioyd county. Dave feil in with him late im 
the day, and invited him to go home with him, saymg he could entertain hin as well as 
any one. Poor Poi! consented, and soon met his fate. ; 

Dave killed him within 200 4 yards of hts residence, and so obscure is the place, that be 
lay nearly a week above gr round without aiscovery 5; aud what was certainly a strange 
injatuation, apparenily no ee ius or care was taken to conceal the foul deed. tle was 
tried, and found ao by the jury in 15 minutes from their retirement from ihe court- 
room. ‘There were 17 ites sses on the purt of the commonwealth. The Spe had 
no witness, and reese io employ Eotndel Vhe court assigned him counsel, but his 
case was so plain and flagrant that the counsel submitted it to the jury without argu- 
ment. He was sentenced, and hung, at Giles Court-House, Hriday, June 24th, 13d2. 
The wretched man died as he had iived, without eny outward signs ef compunciion. He 
made no particular confession when under the gall ows; on the coz ntrary, swore when 
in this awful situation, in ans swer to something said by one of the attending clergy; and 
finaliy, while the sherif was adjusting the rope around his neck, attempted te bite his 
ear, He met death with such a demoniac grin, that among the many thousands preseat 
not one tear of sorrow or sympathetic feeling was manifested. 

The next on the list of this family of criminals is John Lucas, ‘‘ Old Ran’s” third son. 
Te also. has killed his man, and his full cousin too; for it seeins they are like old Cain, 
their hands appear to be raised against their own kin, John and bis cousin engaged in 
a fight, caused by tire cousin tauntingly saying, “ Your brother Dave 13 in the peniten- 
fiary,” iby so onraved John that he struck hint a blow with his heavy rifls, with so 
much force as to cleave his skull ta the very teeth, breaking stock and barrel of in the 
roiddie, ee causing instant death. Daye being, in part, cause of this quarrei and its 
disastrous consequences to Jchn, perhaps ae coanite far the recklessness of his behavior en 
heaving of Dave’s final fate, and may have been strong m his mind when be made the 

observation, * t! ee it wonld have besn to the credit of the faiily if Dave had been hang 
many years ago.” 

Johin was tried for his life ; but as the marders occurred, on the part cf the murdered 
man, under aggravate cireumstances, John was cent to the penitentiary. He is a very 
gees fac simile of the “Ta ucas family. They are trvly a Savage- looking race. There 

e yet two i aibesaen youngee than those already imentioned, who have not yet renderea 
yer mselves 8 eouspictious in the annals of crime, What fag fate will be time ouly

Guioucestrer was formed in 1642, from York. It lies on Chess 
peake Bay, and on the n. side of York River. Much barley was 
formerly raised inthe county ; but, from some unknown cause, ae 
lands have ceased to be adapted for its cultivation. Indian corn 
is the principal product. Pop., whites 4,412, slaves 5,791, free 
colored 612; total 10,715. 

Gloucester, the county-seat, lies immediately op} posite Yorktown, 
on the x. side of York River. It is a small, decayed village, con- 
taining cnly a few dwellings. During the siege of York, it was 
one of the cutposts of Cornwallis. and the scene of some minor 
mairlite ry gner bitin There exist remains af redanh te thraven vr 


at that time. The earliest settlers in the co. were frarn Gioucester- 
shire in Wngland—who not only transferred the names of places, 
but the streams care ; hence they yhave here their Se svern, and other 
rivers, and local denominations. 

Rosewell, the seat of John Page, Esq., governor of Va. in 1802, 
is on the York, nearly opposite the mouth of Queen’s creck, It is 
perhaps the noblest eid mansion in the area | is a most venera- 
ble relic of antiquity. Jt is a cube of 90 feet, is four stories high, 
and its appearance strikingly massive. ‘he roof is flat, and lead- 
ed. “It has been said that Mr. Jefferson and Gov. Page, in a 
summer evenings, sometimes enjoyed conversation and the moon- 
light scene there. From the top of Resewell house, the view 
stretches nearly ten miles up and down the river York, which is 
on about three miles wide—a superb and lovely sheet of water, 

s bright, as pare, and as sparkling blue as the waters of the 
ocean. Before the house spreads a fair lawn—around the house 
are a few trees: this enhances ae simple grandeur , st anding, AS it 





were, in the dignified solitude of some antique castle.” Gov. Pare 
Was distinzuishe d for his talents and patriotism, and fulfilled his 


numerous trusts, as governor of the state, representative in Con- 
gress, &c., with honor. He died at Richmond, Oct. 11th, 1808, in 
the 65th year of his age. 

- Gloucester has connected with its early Lees seme most inter. 
esting facts. Nathaniel Bacon, the leader of what has been de- 
nominated * Bacon's Rebvdiion,” died and was buried in thise eounty, 
The spot is not known, ini upon as, in the language as a writer 
(T. M.) of that day, his body “was so made away as his bones 
were never found, to be exposed on a gibbet as was see sed~—~ 
stones being laid on his coffin—suppese ,d to be done by Laurence.” 

In a late number of the Southerr Literary Messenger, Cha rice 
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Campbeli, sq., of Petersburg, has an article conciusively proving 
that it was in this county that Pocahontas pees Capt. Smith. 
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Next to Jamestown, Werowocemoco is perhaps the spot most ccicbrated in the early 
ehromeles of Virginia. As Jamestown was the seat of the Enghsh settlers, so Wero- 
wocomoco was tho residence of the great Indian chief, Powhatan. It was the scene of 
many interviews and rencontres hetween the settlers and the savages. Jt was at Wero- 
wocomoce that supplies for the colony were Han ea ebtained; here that Snnth once 
saw had henitled op a hue between two trees, the scalps of 24 Payanketanks, recently 

slain; here that Powhatan was wned by Newport; and here that oecurred the most 
touc hing ¢ scene in the whole ¢ Medial drama—the rescue of Smith by Pecakontas. We- 
rowocomoce is on the York River, in the county of Gloucester. It aay surprise some 
readers to hear, that the rescue af Smith fook plac e on the York, since, in the general 
negiect of our early history, it seems to have bee a faken for granted by many » that it took 
piace on James River. Smith and Stith, i in they shi tretiontacn put the matter beyond Cis- 
pute. Smith, Book IY., p. 117, describes the poe [now York} River, as fol- 
lows : 

““ Fourteen myles northward frow the river Powhatan is the river Pamaunkee, which is navigable 60 
er 70 myles, bat with caiches and small barkes 39 or 40 mytes farther. At the ordinary Sowing of the 
salt w oo it divideth itselte into two gallint branches. On the south side inhabit the people of Yough- 
@nund, who bave aboot 60 men for warres. On the north branch Matta psnient, who have 30 men. 


had here this river is divided, he country is called Parnannkee, fnow West Point.) and nourisheth neure 


200 able men. 4hout 25 myles lower. on the north stde uf this river, is Merowucomoce, where their great 
king imAahtted ankow Boanae delinercd him prisoner. 


.Again, Book IL, p. 142, Smith says: 


“At Werowecomocs, op the north side of the yiver Paraarnkee, [York.} was his (Powhatan’s} resi- 
wence when ! was delivered him prisoner, sosse 14 myles from James Towne where, for the most pari, 
he was resident.” 

Stith, as quoted by Burk’s History of Virginia, Vol. 1, p. 211, desciibes its position ag 
fgllows : 

* Werowocomoco lay on the north side of York river, in Gloucestey county, nearty opposiic to the 
mouth of Queen’s creek, and about 23 miles beiow the fork of the river.” 

Upon # short visit made te that part of Gloucester ‘county @ year or two ago, I was 
satished that Shelry, the seat of Mrs. Mann Page, is the famous Werowocomoco. 
Shelly is on the north bank of the York River, in the county of Gloucester, said to be 
shout 25 miles from West Point at the head of the river, and ts:ne arly o opposite the moutl: 
of Queen's creek, lving somewhat above. Is is true the word “nearly” is indefinite, 
and it might be supposed that Werewocomoco, perhaps, lay a little below ihe point 
opposite the mouth ef Gueen’s ereek mstead of a little above, But the marsh Vv, vozy 
eharacier of the bank of the York below Shelly, rendering it apparently uninhabitable, 
seems to forbid ihe supposition. Werowocomoco, then, it may be taken for granted, wa 
either at Shelly, or at some point above Shelly. But as Shelly is nearly opposite One 
mouth of Queen’s creek, it is obvious that the further you proceed up the river, the les 
apprepnate will become the expression “ nearly opposite.” 

Carter's creck, emptying into the York at Shelly, ferms a safe berber for canoes. 
Smith, im a passage already quoted, mentions that Werowocomoco is 14 miles from 
Jamestown. In Book HL, p. 194, he says, that “he went over lend to Werowocomoce 
some 12 miles; there he passed the river of Pamaunkee in a salvage canaw.” Now, 
as it was 14 miles from Jamestowa to Werowecomoco, and 12 to the point on the south 
bank of the York where Smith ernbarked in a canoe, it follows that Werowocomoeo was 
evenly two mites from that Ponte ; and Shelly, I take it,1s just about two miles from where 
it is probable Smith went info the canoe on that occasion.

Donnally’s Fort is here given trom the memoir of Mr. Stuart : 
ava having been Lonel to Col, Donnally of the approach of the roe 
be lest no time to collect in all his nearest neighbors that night, and sent a servant te 
my house to inform me. Before day about twenty men, including Hammond and Prier, 
were collected at Donnally’s, and they bad the advanta ize of a stockade fort around and 
adjoining the house. ‘There was a nutaber of women and children, making 4 
sixty persons in the house. On the next day they kept a good look-out, 
expectation of the enemy. 

Colonel Samuel Lewis was at my house when Donnally’s servant came wiih the intel- 
ligence ; and we lost no time in alarming the people, aud to collect as many men. for 
defence as we could get at Cre Union all the nextday. Tut albw ie busy 5. some ny- 
ing with their families to the inward seltlements. and sihers securing their property, se 
that in the course of the day, we had not collected near one hundred men. On reed Gi- 
lowing day we seni out two scouts to Donnally’s, very early in the morning, wh 
returned with intelligence that the fort was attacked. ‘The scouts had got baie one 
mile, and heard the guns firing briskly. We determined to give all the onl we could to 
the besieged, and every man who was willing to go was paraded. They amounted to 
SHtiesett i all, including Colonel Lewis, “Captai n Arbuckle, ay inyself, Wee drew 
house about two o’clock, ¥. M., but heard no firn ng. For the sake of 

aped! fon we 7) ad left the road for a nearer Caio hich led to the back side of the house, 
and thus escaped falling inte an ambuscade, placed on the read some sane @ from the 
house, which might he :ve been fatal to us, be my greatly inferior to the enemy im num. 
bers. We soon discovered Indians, * ‘ ind trees i a rye- i Jd, looking earn se y at the 
house. Charles Gatliff and I fired upon them, wher we saw others running in the rye, 
near where they stood. We ail ran direetly to the ent “The people, on “hearin ng the 
puns on the back side of the house. suppesed that it was another party of Indians, and 
all were at the port-holes ready to fire upon us; but some discovering that we were their 
friends, opened the gate, and we all got in-sate. One man only was shot through his 

clothes. 

When we got into the fort. we found that there were only four men killed. Two of 
them who were coining to the tort, fell into the midst of the Indians, and were killed. 
A servant of Don nally’ 83 was killed early in the morning on the first attack; and ove 
man was killed in a bastion in the fort. ‘Che Indians had commenced their attack 
about daylight in the morning, when the people were all in bed, exeept Philip Hammon! 
and an old negro. ‘Che house fapened one part of the fort, and was double, the hitchen 
making one end of the house, and there flamimond and the negro were. A hogshead 
of water was plac a against ae door, The enemy hac sua down their guns at a sta- 
ble, about fifty yards from the house, and made their atiacks with tom eee ks-and war- 
clubs. Harmmond and tne negra heid the door till they were e splitting it with their tor Wa 
hawks: they suddenly let the door open, and Hammond killed the Indian on the 
threshold, who was splitting the docr.

and filed with the mineral watcr, which was heated by putting hot stencs into it. Ir 
this the patient was bathed, wi ic at the same time, she drank freely of the fountain 
in a iew weeks s! he went from ber bark cabin perfectly restored. ‘Phe fame of this cure 
alira cied many sick persons te the sprin anc they soon commence ed throwing up rude 
eg cabins. But the dreartness of the mountains, the badness of the roads, aud the 
eae of the accomtmadations, reveiled all but the desperate from these health-giving 
waters til IStt, when they fell into the hands of Mr. Calwell, the present eaterprising 
owner. From that time ibe place has continued rapidly to improve. Mr. Calwell’s 
estate ficiudes from ten to twelve thousand acres, ariel of which is fine interval soul. 
All the buildings, for one or two miles around the spring, beloug to him. Nature has 
dene every thing to make this an evchaating spot. The valley opens about half a mile 
bee breadth, winding ta length from east to west, with graceful undulations, beyoud the 
eye’s reach. The fountain issues from the foot of a gentle slope, terminating in the low 
interval upon a small and beautiful river. The ¢ eround usceL ae from the spring east- 
werd, rising to a considerable eminence on the lett, and spreading eust and south inte a 
wide and beautiful lawn.

There are several other curiosities of nature in this county. 
They are Caudy’s Castie, the Tea-Table, and the Hanging Reeks. 


Caudy’s Castle was so named from having been the retreat of an early settler when 
pursued Diy the Indisns. Ttisa fragment of a mountain in the shane of a half cone, 
with a very narrow ee e, which rises from the banks of the Capon to the fon of ahout 

500 feet, and presents a sublune and majestic ap po areace: -Vhe Tea-Tatle is about 10 

niles below Caudy’s Castle, in a deep ragged givu, three or four miles east of the Capon. 
This table is of soli d rock, and presents the form of a man’s hat standing on its crown. 
it 4 is about 4 feet in height and t ine same in diameter. From the top issues a clear stream 
of water. which flows over the brim on all sides, and forms a fountain of exquisite beauty. 
The Hanging Kecks are abour 4 miles north of Romney. There the Wappatomka River 
has cut its way through a mountain of about 590 feet in height. The boldness of the 
rocks, and the “wildness of the scene, oxcite aive in the beholder, 

A bloedy battle, says tradition, was once fought at the Llanging Roeks, between con- 
tending parties of the Catawba and Delaware ‘lntdans ws. and it is believed that several 

penuied of the latier were slaughtered. Indeed, the signs new to be seen at ie place 
exhibit striking evidences of the fact. ‘There is a row of Thdian graves between the rock, 
and public road, along the inargin of the river, of from 60 to 70 eat in length.

Patrick Henry, Henry Clay, and Col. Baylor, were all natives of Hanover county. 
The latter was at one time aid to Washington. His regiment of light dragoons, 
which were from Vi irginia, while sleeping in a barn near the line of New Jersey and 
New Y ork, were surprise ad, Sept. 2xth, 1778 3, and nearly all of them cruelly massacred, | 
Col. Baylor was dangerously wounded, and made prisoner, He was noted tor his bravery. 
The birthplace of Henry Clay is in a poor piny region, calied the Slashes of Hanover, 
about 3 miles froma the court-house, on the turupike: to Richmond. 





The Rey. Sasven DAavins: “the father® of the Presbyterian church a in Virginia,” was 








* We tare a 3 expression, father of the Prest erian churel in Vitstnia” on 2 
periodical. Mr. Davies was not so, strictly Revae ; but he did more than any other 
person in at eo inating the doc trines of, and making converts to this church, at anu ex arly 
day. le fatper of the Presbvrerian chureh in America was the Rev. Francis Vakemie. 
He was a Seotch-frish Pre; sbyte nian, “from the neighborhood ef Ramelton, in Doneeal, tn 
the hot of Ireland, and was first introduced to the presbytery in January, 1600." Reid's 
History of the Presbyterian Chureh in Treland, from which the above is derived, alse 
says: ‘He settled in Accomac ed sunty, on the eastern shore of Virginia, where he died 
in 1701. He was the first Presbyterian minister whe settled in America, and with «

born tm Delaware, in 1724, in humble circumstanees. In 1748, he accepted a call 
the Presbyterians of this neighborhood te settle among them. He gained great credit for his 
knowledge, address, and salt 1ence, i an argument whic! n he had with Peyton Randolph, 

the king’s attorney-general, on the subject of the nehis of Protestant dissenters from the 
established chureli in Vi ‘ane When lie went to England 11753, he cbtaiaed from the 
king and council a deelaration, under r authority, that the provisions of the act of tulera- 
tion did extend to Virginia. ‘Phe Old Ferk Church in which he preached ts, ov wes 
lately, standi 1g ON the Seuth Anna Branch, near Ground Squirre! Bridge, in this county. 

The home of Mr. Davies was in this county, about 12 miles from Richmond ; but his 
oceasioral jabors were greatiy extended over a considerable part of the colony ; and he 
acquired au influence greater, probably, than any other preacher of the gospel in Virgi- 
nia ever possessed It was the influence of fervent piety and zeal, directed by a mind 
of uncommon compass and force. He toox no littie pais to instruct the negroes, and 
to this day the descend: ants of his negro converts manifest the happy eifcets of the pious 
jnstructions of their parents. 

In 1753, My. Davies lane the Rev. Gilbert Tennent on a mission ta eee, 
to snlicit. donations for the College of New Jersey, at Princeton, where he met with a 
success that astonished himsell. Ele preached frequently, end with great applause. The 
following anecdote ts relaied of him: ‘The king, (George il.,) being curious to hear a 
preacher from the wilds of America, attended on one oceasion, when he was so much 
struck with his commanding eloquence that he expressed his astoni-bmen( loud enough 
to be heard half-way over the house. Davies observing that the king was attrac ting 
yore attention than himsel!, paused, and Jooking his WPS full in the face, cave him, 
in an emphatic tone, the following rebuke ; “VW hen the lion roare th, let the beasis of the 
fares reside g unw when the Lord peers jefe the Ings of the earth keep silence.’ 
The king shrunk back in his seat and remained qinet during’ the remainder of his dis- 
sourse ; and the next day sent for Mr. Davies, and geve lim filly ¢ ouiieas for the college, 
abserving at the same time to his courtiers: “he is an honest may ! an honest man !? 

Shorily after the return of Mr. Davies, in 1755, the presbytery of Haucver was erected, 
end he was appoiuted to open the presbytery, which was directed to meet in Hanover, 
on the 3d of December of that year. The limits of 1 . presbytery originally € compre. 
hended the whole of Virginia, and a considerable part, if not the whole, of North Caro- 
lina. ‘Through this extensive region there were scattered numerous settlements of Pro- 
testant dissenters, besides many \ who had originally ieee ste to the established church, 
but bad chosen to leave it and to join the dissenters. Of this whele dissenting interest, 
Mr. Davies was the animating soul. Jle made hie influence to be celt everywhere 5 he 
transfused his own spirit into the bosoms of his asgociates, and roused them by the force 
of his example. His popularity 3 in Virginia was almost unbounded 3 SO that he was Ine 
vited and urged to preach in almost all the settled portions of the co! ony. 

But he did not content himself merely with the discharge of pas toral duties. ‘Fhe 
country was alarised and agitated to the hi ighrest degree, by the French and Indian war, 
At this.time he dcJivered several patriotic sermons, ane of which, under the title of 
“ Religion and Patnotisyn the coustituents of a good soldicr,” was addzessed in Hanover 
te Capt. Ovetion’s company of independent soldiers. In it he utecred the prophetic re- 
mark respecting W ashington. (See p. 99.) On ancther occasion he preached a ser- 
mon “to the militia of Hanover county, in Virginia, at a general muster, May sth, 1739, 
with a view to raise a company for Capt. Samuel Meredith.” At ils close, a company 
was made up in a few minutes , and many more offered their names ae fee law al- 
lowed, As Mr. Davies left the muster-ground for the tavern, to gct his herse, the whole 
corps followed him, pressing around to catch every word that fell from his ‘Nips, Ob- 
serying their desire, he again addressed them from the tavern porch until he was ex- 
hausted with speaking. 

The celebrated Patrick Henry has spoken in terms of enthusiasm of Mr. Davies. It 
has been supposed that he first kindled the firc, and ee the model of Henry’s elocus 
tion, as He lived from oe 11th to his 22d year i the neighborhood where the patriotic 
sermons of Mir. Davies were delivered, wits ly pueianaee as powerfal etlee’s as those as~ 
cribed to sais oraiions of Domesthenes. 

Tn 1758, Mr. Davies acvepied the appointment ef presidens of New nl College

Since his death, his sermons have passed throngh numerous editions, both in 
this country and Britain, and probably there ave no sermons in the language more ex- 


tensively read or more deservedly pepular.*® 
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The Marquis de Chastellux, an officer attached to the French

The Marguis then goes on to describe the venerable ex-secretary Nelso ae the fagher of 
Gor. Nelson, whose elegant house, being oecupied A Lord Cornwallis ¢ uriig the sieze 
of York, was at last almost entirely destroyed by eanpon-shot of the Anvericans. 
The two sons of the secretary were in the American army, and sent a Hag to tas British 
general requesting permission for their father to: Jeave the town, which request Corn- 
wallis humanely g wranted. ‘The tr: snquility which had sueeeeded these unhappy times, 
by giving him leisure to reflect upon his losses, had not embittered the recollection. U6 
lived happily on his aera vhere in six hours be could assemble seventy of his pos - 
terity, all inhabitants ef Virginia. 


Patrick Henay, the sce font son of Jolin and Sarah Henry, and one of nine children, 
was born on the 24th of Ma 36, at the family seat, called Stradley, im Hanover 
eounty. At the age of ten ei s he was taken from the school where he had learned to 
jyead and write, and fauwnt ee by his father, who had opened a erammar-scheal in 
his ewn house. At the same tine he uc quired some proficiency m mathematics,  Pas- 
sionateiy addicted to the Sueur of the field» he eould not brook the toi! and confinement

Ai the age of fifteen Patrick was put behind the counter of a country merchant, and the 
year following entered into business with his elder brother, Wilham, with yo was to 
devolve its chief Taanagement; but such were his idle habits, that he left the burden of 
the concern to Patnick, who managed wretchedly. ne drudgery of business became 
intolerable to ie and then, too, “he could not find it in his heart’ to disappeint any 
one whe came for credit; and he was very easily satished With apoiogies lor non-bay- 
ment. He sought relief from his cares by having recourse to the violin, flute, and 
reading. An ores teak) was presented of pursuing his favorite study of the human 
character, and the character of every customer underwent this scrutiny. 

e year put an end to the mercantile conecra, and the two or three following Patriek 

red in settling bp its affairs, At eighteen years of age he married Miss Shel- 

ton, the da aughter of a neighbor ing farmer of respeetabilit Ys and coramenced cultiv ating 
a simall farm; but his aversion to systematic lz bor, und want of sk a eee him to 


abandon it at the end of two vears. Sclling eff all his Ntthe possessions Be sacrifice, he 
again embarked in the hazardous business of merchandise. His malt 308 s habits stil! 
continued, and not unfrequently he shut up his stere to indulge m the favo sports of 


his youth, His reading was of a more serious character; history, ancient and moden, 
he became a proficient in. Livy. however, was his favorite; and having procure da copy, 
he read it through at least once a year in the early part of his life. Jn a few years bis 
second mercantile experiment eft him a bankr upt, and without any tnends eobrals to as: 
sist him further. All other means failing, he determined to try the law. His unfortunate 
habits, unsuitable to so laborious a profession, and his pecuniary situation untiting him 
for an extensive course of reading, led’ every one to SUPPOSE that he would not sueceed, 
With only six weeks’ study, he obtained a license to practise, he perme then twenty-four 
years of are. He was then not only unable to draw a declaration or a piea, but incapa- 
ble, it is said, of the most common and simple business of his profession. It was not 
wotil his tw enty-seventh year, that an opportunity occurred for a trial of his strength at 
the bar. In the meantime the wauts aud distresses of his famnly were extreme. They 
lived mostly with his father-in-law, Mr. Shelton, wha then kept a tavern at Hanover 
court-lLouse. Whenever Mr. Shelton was from home, Uenry took his place in the tavern, 
which is the identical public-house now standing at Hanover court-house. ‘ibe occa- 
sion en which his gontus first broke forth, was the coniroversy between the clorey and 
the legislature and people of the state, relating to the stipend clauned by th e former. 
"The cause was popularly known as the parsons’ cause. A decision of the dour on a de- 
murrer in favorof the claims of the clergy, had left nething undetcrmined but the amount 
of damages in the cause which was pending, Soon after the opening of the court, the 
cause was called, The scene which eusued is thus vividly desercbed by Wirt: 

Vhe array before Mr. Henry’s eyes was now most fearful. On the bench sat avore than twenty clergy- 
imen, the Hlost learned men in the colony, and the most capable, as well as the severest critics before 
whom if was possible for him to have wede his debut. TT ne court-house was crowded with an ever- 
Whelming mmulttrude, and surrounded with an imanense and anxious throng, who, not finding reom to 
enter, were enide avOrYe to Listen Ww ithout, in ¢h e deepest attention, But there was something stiil more 
awhitly disconc Prting than all this; for in the chi ur of the presiding mnowistrate, sat ae other person chan 
his own father. Mr. Lyons scpened the cause very briedy: in the way of argument he did nothing more 
than explain tu the Jury, that the decision upon the demuvrer had put the act of 1750 entirely out ot the 
way aad leit the law of I7{8 as the only standard of Uneir damages; be then concluded with a highiy- 
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wrought culogium on the benevolence of the clergy. And now came on the first trial of Patrick itenry"s 
strensth. No one had ever beard himspeak, und curiosity was on tiptoe. Herose very awkward ivan 
faltered much in his exordum., The people hang their heads at sv unpromising a commencement; the 
clergy were ebscrved to exchinge sly leoks with each other; and his father ts described as having 
almost sunk with contusion trom his seat. Bul these feelings were of short duration, and scon gave 
place to others of a very different character. Por now were those wonderinl faculties which he possessed 
for the first time developed > and now was first witnessed that mysterious and almost supernacural 
formation of SB Saas arance, Which the fire of his own eloquence never failed to work in him. bor us his 
mind rolled along, and be gan to glow frem al own action, all the exurie of the clown seemed 6 shed 
themselves spontaneously. Tis attitnde by rees becume -creet and lotty. Phe spirit of his genius 
awakened all his features. His countenance peak with anobleness and grandeur which it hoa 
before exhibited. There was a lightning in his eyes which seemed to rivet the spectator. His wution 
becaipe graceint, bold. and commanding; and in the tones of his voice, but more expecially in his 
phasis, there was a peculiar charin, a imagic, of Which any one who ever heard him will speak 
as he is named, but of which no one can give any adequate description. They can only say thatit 
struck upon the ear gnd upon the heart, in @ manner whieh language cannnt tell, Add to ail these, his 
wonder-working faney, and the peculiar phraseology in which he clothed its images: for he printed to 
the heart with a force thit alinost peirified it. In the languave ef those who heard him on this vcca- 
sion. * he made theiz bloed run cold, and their hair to rise on end.” 

It will net be dimcuit tor any one who ever heard this most extraordinary man, to believe the whole 
account Of this transaction which is given by his surviving hearers; and trom their account, the court- 
house of flanover connty must have exhibited, on this occasion, a scene as bic turesque as has been ever 
Witnessed in real lite. Vhey say that the people, whose countenances had fallen as he orose, had 
heard but a very few sentences before they began to look up; then to look at each other with surprise, 
as if doubting the evidence ot their own senses; ther, attracted by some strong gesiure, strmek by some 
majestic attitude, fascinated by the speli of his eye, the charm of his emphasis, and the varied and 
commanding expression of his count enabee, they could look away no more, fn joxs than twenty minutes 
they wiisht be seen, in every part oi the house, on every bench, ia every window. stooping forward fror 
their stands, in d@eath-like silence: their features fixed in wimazement and awe, all the ir senses listening 
and riveted upon the speaker, as if to catch the last strain of some heavenly visitunt. The mockery of 
the clergy was soon turned into alarin, their tramph into contusion and de Sp: vr | and al ons s burst of his 
rapid and overwheim ing invertive thar Hol fram the Peoneh tt Precwunts ey Gis} 
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such was his surprise, such bis amazement, such li ts rapture, (hat, forgetting w a ere he was, and the 
character which he was filling, tears of ecstasy streamed down his checks, Without the power er inclina- 
tiun to repress them. , 

The jury seem to have been so completcly bewildered, that they lost sight not only of the act of 1748 
but that of 1758 also; tor, thoughtless even of the adit ed right ofthe plaintit® they had scarcely lett 
the bar when they returued with a verdict of one penny damages. A ino tion was made for anew trial; but 
the court, too, had now lost the equipcise of their pitted nt, and overruled the motion by a ananimons 
vote. The verdict. and judgment overruling the motion, were followed hy redoub ed seelasaation , frorre 
within and without the house. The people, who had with diffculty kept their hands off their champion 
from the motuent cf ne his harangue, no sooner saw the tateuf the cause finally seated halt He 
seized hire at the bar, and, in spite of his own exertions and the continued ery of “order,’? from the 
soeritts and the court, they bore him out of the court-heuse, and raising himonw tneir shoulders, curvied 
him about the yard in a kind of electioneering triumph. 





From this time Mr. Henry’s star was in the ascendani, and he at ence rose to tha 
aa of his prefession in chat section. Jn the autumn of 1764, having ren Hy eel to Round- 

zbout, in Louisa county, he was mie. ed to argue a case before a cemmittec on elee- 
tions of the House of Burgesses. fie d listinguished himself by a brilliant display on the 


right of suffrace. Such a ‘burst of eloquence from a man of so humble an appearance, 
struck the committee with amazement, and not a sound buat froin his lips broke the 
deep silence of the reom. halk 

in 1765, he was‘e'ected a member of the House of Burgesses, when he introdaced his 
celebrated resolitions onthe Stamp Act. Among his papers there was found, afier hi 
decease, ene sealed and thus endorsed : 


“Enclosed are the resolutions of the Virginia Assembly, in 1765, concerning the Stamp Act. fet tiny 
executors open this paper.” On the been of the paper containing the resolutions was the following 
endorseinent: “Phe yee passed the House of Burgesses in May, 173. They formed the first oppesis 
tion to the Stamp Act, snd the scheme of taxing Americs by the Britush parilament, All the Bola iex 
either through fear, or oe Want of BUY GAD to forin an @pposition, or troia iutluence of some kind ur 
other, had remained silent. { had heen for the first tune elected a burgess a tew days before, was young, 
inexperienced, ynacquainted with the forms of the house and the uwimbers who composed it. Finding 
the men of weivht averse to oppasition, and the commencement of the tix at haad. and that no person 
was likely to step furth, 1 deteritined to venture; apd aloue, unaided and unassisted, on the blank leat’ 
ofan old law-book, wrote the within.

The great paint of resistance to British Cuetion was universally estrblisned in the colonies. "This 
brought on the wir, which finally seperated the two countries, and gave independence to ours. Whether 
this will proye @ blessing or a curse, will depend upon the use our people make of the blessings wiiel a 
gracious God hath bestowed on us. ae ‘ihe yare wise, they will be great and happy. iE they are ofa 
contrary claraces, they will Qn miserable. Righteousness alone can ext thea: as a nation, Res re 
whoever thou art, remeiiber this; and in thy sphere, practise virtue thyself, and encourage it in others, 
PENRY." 


Tt was in the midst of the above-mentioned debate that be excluiined, in tonea of 
thunder, “ Cwsar had his Brutus~Caarles the First his Cromwell—and George the 
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Third-—~(« Treason !’ cried the speaker---‘ Treason ! treason!’ echoed from every part of 
the house. Henry faltered not for a moment; taking a Joftier Ci and fixing on 
the speaker an eye of fire, he finished his sentence with the firmest eMpuasis)-—" may 
profit by their example. If this be treason, make the most of it.’ Henceforth Mr. 
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The old Court-House, Hanover.

Henry was the idol of the people of Virginia, and his influence as cne of the great 
champions of hberty, extended throughout America. In 1765 he was admitted to the 
bar of the general court. Without that legal lea umming which study alone can supply, | 
was deficient as a mere lawyer. But before a Jury, im criminal cases particularly, his 
genius displayed itself most bruliantly. Huis decp knowledge of the s; pe of human 
action, his power of reading in the flitting expressions of th countenance 
ing in the hearts of his hearers, has rarely been Dag by any one in so great a de- 
gree... In 176707 °68, Mr. Hone y removed back to Hanover, and continued a inember 
o; the House of Burgesses until the close ef the revolution, acting upon its most im- 
portant cemmittees, and infusing a spirit of bold epposition in its members te the pre- 
tensions of pen. He was a delegate te the first Colonial Congress, which assembled 
Sept. 4, L774, at Philadelphis. 

Upon Lord Dunmore’s seizmg the gunpowder at Williamsburg, in the nik 
battle of Lexington, Henry sunimoned volunteers to mect him ; : "and ma arching down ti 
wards the capitol, compelled the agent of Dunmore to give a pecuniary compensatios 
fer it. This was the first miliary “movement in Vi irginja. The colonia! Cees ot 
1775 elected him the colonel of the first re egiment, and the commander of “all the forces 
raised and to be raised for the defence of the colony.’ Soon resigning his command, 
he was elected a delegate to the convention, and uct long after, in 1776, the first gov- 
ernor of the comrmouwealth, an office he held by successive re-elections moti Laie 
when, without au intermission, he was no longer consti itutionally elizible. White hoid- 
ing that otfice he was signally serviceable in sustaining public spirit during the glooiejest 
period of the revolution, ~ providing recruits, and erushine the intrigues of the tories. 

On leaving the office of governor, he served, until the end of the war, in the leoisla- 
ture, when he was again elecied governor, until the state of his affairs caused him to 
resign in the autumn of 1756. Until 1794 he regularly attended the couris, where tus 
great reputation obtained for him a lucrative business. “In 1788 he was a member of 
the cenvention of Virginia which se ably and eloquently discussed the constitution of the 
United States. He employed his masterly aon abu eB, ‘day after day, 1n opposition te the 
pee constitution, His hostility to it proceeded entirely from an apprehension that 
the federal goveriument would sw allow the sovere ignty of the states; and that ultumate- 
ly the liberty of the people would be destroyed, or erushed, by an overgrown aud pon- 
devous consdlidation of political power. The constitution having been adopted, the guy. 
ernment organized, all Washington elected President, his re pugnance measurably 
abated. The vhapter of amendments considerably neutralized jis odjectrons: bar, 
nevertheless, it is believed that his acquiescence resulted more froin the noasideration of 
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r evizen’s duty, confidence in the chief magistrate, and a hopeful reliance on the wis- 
four atid virtue ef the people, rather than from any meterial change in his opinions.’ 

In 1i94 My. Henry retired froin the bar. In 1796 the post of yavernor was once 
more tendered to him. and refused. In 1798 the strong and animated resolutions of the 
Virginia Assembly, in epposition to the alien and sedition laws, which Jaws be was in 
faver of, ‘ cones up the most frightful visions of civil war, disuuion, blood, and anar. 
ehy; and under the impulse of these phantoms, to make whit ke considered a virtucus 
eflort for his country, he presented himself in Charlotte coun ty as a candidate for the 
Hiov-e of Delegates, at the sprue election ef 1799,” although he had retired to private 
hfe three years previous! y. 

His spe eed en this oceasion, before the polls wére opened, was the last effort of his 
eloquence . ©The pewer of the noon-day sun was gone; but its setting splendors were 
not less ne and touching.’ Mr. Heury was elected by his usual commending 
majority, and tae most formidable preparations were made toe oppose him in the Assem- 
bly. But “the disease which had been preying upon him for two years now hastened 
to its crisis; aod on the 6thof June, 1799, this fmead of liberty and man was no more.” 

By his first wife he had six children, and by his last, six sons and three daughters. 
He left them a large landed property. He was temperate and fraval in his papi of 
living, and setdom drank auy thing but water. LHe was nex tly six fect in heicht, spare, 

and raw-boned, and with a slight stoop in his shoulders; his complexion dark and sal- 


tow ; bis countenance grave, thoughtful, aud penetrating, and ducteorisly marked with 
the lines of profound reflection, which with his carnest masner, and the habitual knit. 


ting and contracting of his brows, gave at times an expression ‘of severity. “ He was 
gifted with a strong and musical voice, and a most expressive countenance, and he ac- 
guired particular skill in the use of them.... He could be vehement, insinuating, humor- 
ous, ats sarcastic, by turns, and always with the utmost effect. He was a natural ora- 
tor of the highest Re, coinbining imagination, acuteness, dexterity, and ingennity, 
with the most forcible action, and extraordina ury powers of face and ntterance, As a 
statesman, his principal merits were sagacity and boldness. iis name is brilliantly and 

astingly connected ee the history of “his country’s emancipation.’ 

© En private life, Mr. Henry was as amiable as he was brillant ni his public career. 
He was an excmplary piney and his illustrious hfe was greatly ornamented by the 
religion which he professed. In his will he left the following testimony respecting the 
Christian reli igh ion: ‘1 have now disposed of all my proj erty to my family. ‘There ig 
one thing more I wish I could give them, and that is the Christian religion. If the: 
have that, and Mr bad not given one shilling, they would be rich ; and if “they have nue 
that, aud I had given sens the whole world, they would be poor,’’

Some incidents oi bravery deserve a 
record: 

Near Petersburg, a party of Indians attacked, just before daybreak, the dwelhug of 
Samuel Bingham Himself, wife. and parents, er ent and @ hired men im the loft 
above. A shot was first fired inte the eabin, wounding zultis wie. Bingham sprang to his 
feet, bade the others to wet under the bed, and re queste d the hired man to come cown to 





his assistance, who, however, did hot. move. As the Indians rushed in at the coor, he 
‘ laid about hint, with his mile, with so muec he desperation tuat he finally cleared the room. 


Daylight appearing, he discovered that he lad killed five, and the remaining two were 
seen retreating. He having breken his mile in the mice, s seized one which had been 
left by the Tudians, and wounded one of the fugitives. Tradition relates that the 
other fled ty the Indian camp, and reported that they had a fight with a devil, who had 
killed six of his companions, and thatat tuey went, he would kill them all. 

There Was a memorable battle tought with we Indians, called the battle of Troach 


L 
Hill. ‘Lne whites were surrounded, and greatiy cutnutubered, but they fought with 


Spartan -hite bravery; ond eniting ther way through tbe savazes, reieated to Fort 
-VPieasant with the loss of many ki'led and wounded.. In retreating, they were obliced 


to swim aniver, Seme, 00 badly wounded for this, loaded their rifles and del beratety 
awaited thre approach of the savages from Dehind some cover, and dealt certain death 
to the first who approached, and then calin'!y yielded to the tomahawk: 
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When Cornwallis eniered Virginia, a party of tories, at the head ef whom was a 
Scotchman named Claypote, and his two sens, raised the Brilish standard, and gained a 


large party on Lost River, and on the south fork of the Wappatomaka. It was their 


intention to join Cornwallis. 1t was, however, crushed in the iad by a force from Win- 


chester, Beles General Daniel Morgan; and several of i youns men, ashamed of thei 
conduct, volunteered and marched to aid in the capture of the British at Yorktown.

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Harrison was ereated in 1784, from Mononealia, and named in 
honor of Benjamin Harrison, governor of Vireinia from 1781 fo 
1784, and father of the late President of the U. States. The s 
face is much paeren and hae of the soil on the streams fertile 
The bounds have been reduced within a few years by the for- 
mation of Marion, Kitehie, Barbour, and Taylor counties.

Bridgeport, 6 miles east of Clarksburg, contains 1 Methodist and

Clark sburg, the county-seat, lies 203 miles northwesterly from 
Richmond, and 70 cast of the Ohio River, at the junction of Elk 
creek with the west fork of ane Monongahela. The village 
stands on a rolling table-land, surrounded by an amphitheatre of 
hills, while Etk er eek, meanderi Hae through and around the town, 
imparts additional beauty to the scene. Clarksburg was estab- 
lished by law, Cct., 1785, and William Carpenter, John Myers, 
William Haymond, John Ws ily, and John Davisson, ¢ gentlemen, 
were appointed the trustees. It is now a flourishing town, and 
contains 7 mercantile stores, 2 newspaper printing offices, 2 fine 
oa es academies, 1 Methodist, and 1 Pres byleria n chureh, and

Joba Smith, then president ef the colony, visiting West’s settlement ye his kat 
planted “ in'a pluce not only subj ject to the river's inundation, Sut round environed with 
many intolerable inconvemences.”” ‘This was, perhaps, where Kockett’s now is, just 
below Richmond. 

ial gt these inconveniences, Smith, by means of a messenger, proposed to 
Powhatan to ton se from him the aie eof that name.* The settlers, however, dis- 
dainfaily reject nith’s plan, and became so mutinovs upon the occasion that Smith 
janded araon z the n and committed the ringleaders to confinement. At length, how- 
ever, oe ered by their numbers, he beine only supported by five, was forced to retire 
to a vessel fn the river. At this time the savages duly supplied Simiith with provisions, 
in Pein for which the disorderly Hugtish stole their corm, plundered their gardens, beat 
them, broke into their wigwams and made them prisoners, so that the poor Indians com- 
piained to Smith that those whom ke had planted there as their protectors were worse 
than their enemies the Monocans. Smith embarked for Jamestown. No socner had he 
sailed, then a -handful of Indians assaulted West's peopl », and slew many of-thom. 
However, before Smith hed proceeded amiule and a half down the river, his vesset ran 
aground, whereipon he summoned the maleconteats to a parley, and with such a sais 
were they struck at the assault of a few savages, that they submitted themec wes to toe 
president’s merey. He arrested the ringleaders. and established the rest at Powhaten 
in the Indian pausade fort there, which was so well fortified with poles and bark of trees 
as to defy all the savages of Virgiata. They found, also, there, dry wigwains, and avar 
200 acres cf land ready to be planted. And from the strength and beauty of the place, 
they called it * Nons uch.’ Smith deing now on the eve of his departure, West arrived, 
which renewed all the troubles, and the upshot was that they abandoned Nonsuch and 
returned to the Falls. Smith. finding all his ef arts frustrated, embarked for Jamestown 
in his boat, for the vessel had sated two days before.” 

In 1644-5, the Asseinbly of Virvinia ordered a fort to be erected at the Fallsof James

Richmond was established a town by law 1: the reiyn of Georve Or. May, 174 42, on 
and belonging to Col. William Byrd, who died in i744.

That gentleman, at the time, had a warehouse near where 
the Exelmnge Hotel now is. ‘The svat of @ Col. ibyea is thus desecibed in Burnaby’s

‘Phe analo- 
gy of the situation of the place to that of Richmond-on-the-Vhames, in England. sag- 
gested the name the town bears. The public buildings were temporary. ‘lhe a! 4 capt- 
fol, whic he was private property, steod on the site now occupicd by the custom-honse, and 
some of the adjacent buildings. Jt was a wooden structure, long since destroye 

Richn bad was invaded by the traitor Arnold in 1781. The sub- 
joined Senin is irom Tucker's Life of Jefferson : 

On the 3d of January the fleet caise to anchor at Jamestown, and on the 4th it 
reached Westover, w here about 900 men, bat then supposed to be a much larger force, 
landed under the cornmand of the noterious Arnold, and preceeded on their march to- 
wards Richmond. Until then, 1t was.not known whether that town or Petersburg was 
the ohiect of atinak he governor, (Tefferson i] on the same daviiealed out the ishele

of the militia from the adjacent counties ; but haviug no means ef present resistance, 
he endeavored to secure that part of the public property which could be removed, by 
having it transported to the south bank of James River. Such of it as had been pre- 
viously sent io Westham, six miles above Richmond, was also ordered to eross the river. 
‘That ee enemy encamped at Four-mile creek, 12 mites below Richmond. At 
half after seven o’ciock at night, the governor set out for Westham, and, baving stopped 
to hasten th e transportation of the arms and stores, he procceded to join his family at 


‘Fuckahee, cig ie miles further, which plece he reached after midnight. 
The de xt mw ng, having taken bis family across the river, and sent them toa place 


of saiety, he A ep sl to Eritton’s s, opposite to W esthana, and ¢ gave further orgers con- 
cerming the public property, the transportation of which had been continued through the 
whole night, and part of the next day, until the approach of the enemy. He then pro~ 
ceeded to Manchester, from whence he had a full view of the invading force. Taey 
had reached Richinond at 1 o’ciock in the afternoon of that day, at which time there 
were only 2UG muita, mclauding those of the town, embodied. 

The goveriuor wishing to advise with Baron Steuben , then commanding the new levies 
in the state intended for the south, and which then amounted to 200 recruits, went to 
Chetwood’s, nis head-quarters, a few imiles from Manchester, but learning he was at 
Col. Fleming's, the governor preceeded to that place, where he contin ued that night. 
While there, some of the citizens of Richmond waited on him, to tender an offer from 
Arnold not to barn the town, provided British vessels were permitted te came to it un- 
molested, and take of ihe tobacco there deposited. The offer was unhesitatingly re- 
jected. As soon as Arnold reached Richmond, he sent a detachment under Col. Sim- 
coe to destroy the cannon foundry aan ie the town—which having done, they advanced 
to Westhain; but finding that ail the pubhe property sent thither had been “teauisported 
over the river, they returned to Richmond the same day. On the 6th, the governor re- 
turned to Britten’s, and having given orders respecting the public archives, rejoined his 
family in the evening at Fine creek. The British, after burning some public and some pri- 
vate buildings, as well asalarge quantity of tobacco, lewt Richmond about 24 hours after 
they entered it, encaraped at Pour-rmile creek, and on the 7th, at Berkley and Westover 3 
having thus penetrated 33 onilcs imo the country from the place of debarkation, and 
coin pl: eted their incursion, without oss, in 4S hours from the time of their landiug. On 
the ith, the governor went to Manchester, where he remained that might, and the next 
day returned ta Richmond.

We here give a narration of the invasion of Richmond, from 
Simcoe’s Journal. Lieut.-Col. Simcoe was the celebrated com- 
mander of a partisan corps called the Queen’s Rangers. Late in 
life he was Heutenant-covernor of Warnes Canada. Although a 
gentlemanly man, he was noted for his prejudices against the 
United States. The erigraving given is mainly important as de- 
lineating Richmond as it then was: 


On the arrival at Westover, the troops were one aay disembarked: at first, from 
the reports of the country of the force that was assembling to defend Richmond, Gen. 
Amold hesitated whether he should preeeed thither or hot, his positive Injunctions being 
not to undertake any enterprise that had much risk in it; but Licat.-Cols. Dundas and 
Simcoe, concurring ‘that one day’s mareh mignt be made with perfect security, aud that 
by this means more oe arelpreka tion) might be obtuined, the troops were immediately 
put in motion, and proce 1.towards Richmond, where the ene ay Was understood te 
have very considerable magazmes. Li was above 30 mites from Westover ; several trans- 
ports had no$ arrived, and Gen. Arnold's force did mot amount te SOO imen. On the 
second day’s march, while e bridge was eae over a erevck, ihe advanced guard 
only having passed over, some of the enemy’s muitia, who had destroy ed it the evening 
before, and were to assein ble with others to pops it, were deceived by the dress of the

carts, led through the thickets to the rear of the heights on which the town of Kieh- 
mond was placed, Where they terminated in 2 plain, although they were almost inacces- 
sible by the common road. On giving tins i nformation to Gen. Arnold, he said it was not 
eels while te quit the road, as the enemy would not fight. On approaching the town, 
Gon. Arnold ordered the troaps tu march as open, aud to make as vreat an appearance, 
us possible ; aud the ground was so favorable, that a more skilful eneray than those who 
were now reconnoitcinz, would bave imagzined the gumbers to heve mn double. FPEhe 
nemy at Richmond appeared drawn up on the heights te the nuraber of two or three 
ndred men : the roud passed through a wood at the bottom of these heights, and then 
between them aud the river into the lower town. Licut.-Col. Siuneve was ordered 
to oo them: he mounted the hill in small bodies, stretching away to the ae rht, 30 
as to threafeu the eneary with a design to outf4ank them; and as they filed off, ia ap- 
pearance to secure their flank, he directly ascended with his cavalry, where it was so 
stecp that they were obliged to dismount and lead their horses. iackily. the enemy 
made no resistance, nor did they fire; but on the cavalry’s arrival on the summit. re- 
treated to the woods in great confusion. ‘There wes a party of horsemen in the lower 
town, watching the motion of Liteut.-Col. Dundas, who, the heights being gained, was 
now entering it. Licut.-Col. Simcoe pushed on with the cavalry, unnoticed hy the 
enemy in the ei town, til such time as he began to descond almost in their rear, 
when an impassable creek stopped. hina, and gave the enemy time to escape to the top 
of another hill i bapa the tawn. Waving ere yssed over lower down, he ascended the bill, 
using such conversation and words towards them as micht prevent their inclination te 
retreat. However, when the Rangers were arrived within twenty yards of CC > suuninit, 
the enemy, greatly superior 1n muinbe ers, but made up of miht ia, spectators, some with 
aiid Soine Without atuis, valloped of 5 Iney were waMedately pursued, but ee { the 
least regularity: Capt. Shank and Leeat. Spenser, who had met with good horses in the 
country, far distenced the rest of the cavalry. Lieut.-Cel. Simcoe left an officer te 
mark the position he meant his infantry to (ake on their arrivel, and collecting all the 
men he could overtake, followed Gapt. Shank, anxious lest his ard 
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ardor should prave fatal: 
he had pursued the enemy four or five miles, six or seven of whom he had taken, with 
several horses—a very well-timed capture. On Livut.-Col. Sinecoe’s return, he met with 
orders froin Gen. Arnold to march te the foundry at Westhum, six miles from Richmend, 
and to destroy it; the tlank SEU cal of the SUth, under diajor Gorden, were sent as 
a reinforcement. With these, aud his corps, he Dees d to the : foundry’: the trun- 
nions of many pieces of iron cannon were struck off; a quantity ee smail arnis, and a 
great variety of military stores, were destroyed. Upon consultation with the artilery- 
officer, it was thouzht better tu destroy the magazine than to blow it ap. ‘This fatiruing 
business was effected, by carrying the powder -dewn the cliffs, and pone it in the 

water; the warehouses and mulls were then set on fire, and many explosious happened 
in different paris of the buildings, which might ae been hazardous, had it Been relied 
on that all the powder was regularly deposited In one Magazine; and the foundry, which 
was a very complete cue, was totally cestreyed, ty was night before the fale bs reiurcped 
to Richmond ; the pt rovisions' which had been made for them were now 10 be cooked : 
fatizued with the Nae the men in general went to sleep ; some of sede! got ito pri- 
yate houses, and there obtained rum. 

Morse, the geographer, thus describes Richmend in 1788, ten 

years after it was made the capital: 

it “contains about 309 houses. “The new houses are well built. A large and elegant 
state-house. or capitol, has lately been erected on the hill. ‘Nhe lower part of the town 
is divided by a creek, over which there is a bridge which, for Virginia, is elegant. A 
handsome and expensive bridge, between 300 Arp 400 vards in length, bas lately been 
thrown across James River at the foot of the falls, by Col. John Mayo, a respectable 

aad wealthy plante r, whose seat is about a mile from Richmond. This bridise connects 
Richmond with Miauchester; and as the passengers pay toll, it produccs a handsome 
reyenne to Col. Mayo, whois the sole proprietor. The falls above the bridge are seven 
ites in lencth. A canal is cut ting on the north side of the river, which is to terminate 
in a basin of ab oon it two acres, in the town of Richmond. ‘Phe apening of this canal 
promises the addition of much wealth to Richmond.” Tn the year 1794, the canal was 
so fix completed that the dithculty of passing ine rapids was removed. At this periad, 
the rriucipal merchants of Richmend, and, indeed, of all the large towns in Bastera 
Virgina, were Scotch and Seotel, Irish, The inhabitants of this town have been 


described by Pauldiag as being then generally “a race of most ancient and respectable 
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ers, having estates in the country, who chose it for their residence for the sake of 
bial enjoyment. Vhey formed a society now seldom to be met with ip any of our 
eities. A society ef people not Beh asively monopolized by money-making pursuits, but 
of liberal education, Nberal habits of thinking and acting; and possessing both leisure 
and inclination to cultivate those feelings, and pursue those objects which exalt oui 
nature, rather than increase our fortune.”

UPacs: Some of these rocks rise into beautiful little islands. The navigable commu- 
ae around the falls, by means of a canal end locks, apened many years since, now 
forms the outiet of ie River Canal, with which it is connected by a capacious 
oe situated near the centre of business in the city. 


Tn the western division of the city, on Shockoe Hill, stands the capitol, on a com- 
Mauding situation, in the centre of a beautiful square of about eight acres. Itisa 
spaciwus and showy b ailding, ‘The statue of Waskington, in the area of the capitol, was 
the work of Houdon, @ [rcnuch sculotor, Jt was made by the o order of the Virginia 
Assembly, at V@eris, under the direction of Jefferson, a few years after the close of the 
Amenean revolution. The costume of this statue is the military dress of the revolu- 
tion. One hand holds a cane, the ether rests upon the fasces, with which are united 
the sword end ploughshare, and over it a martial ciouk. ‘Tse inscription, by James 
NMacison, on the pede: tal, is as follows:

fend removing, to be called St. Paul’s Church. Its model is St. Luke’s, in Mhitade Iphia, 
of the Corinthian order, much elaborated. ‘Vhe spire is to be 203 feet high. 


The ‘aware account of the burning of the Richmond Theatre, 
vas pub plished in the Ae at Standard the following day. 








Lasi night the play-heuse in this cily was crowded with ai unasual audience. There 
eould met heave been less than 609 persons in the house. Just before the conciusion of 
the play, the scenery caught fire, end in a few minutes the whele building was wrapped 


in flames. It is already 2 ascertained that sixt y-one persons were devoured by that most 
terrific element. ‘Uhe editor of this paper was in the house when the ever-to-be-remsm- 
ae deplorable accident occurred. He is informed that ihe scenery took fire in the 

ack & part of the house, by the raising of a chandelier ; j that the boy who was ordered by 
some of the players to raise it, stated that if he did sa, the scenery weuld take fire, 
when he was commanded in a perersptory manner to hoist it The hoy obeyed, and 
the fire instantly communicated to the ae GRGEyE He gave the alarm in the rear ef the 
slave, and requested some of the attendants to cut the cords by which the combustible 
inalerials Were suspended. The Person whose duty it was to perform this beeante panive 
struck, and sought his own safety. his unfortunately happened at a time when one 
of the performers wes playiug ear ihe orchestra, and the greatest part of the stage, 
with its liorrid danger, was obscured from the audience. by a curtain. 

The flames Spi read with eliuost the Yap idity ot lightuiny ; and the tire falling from the 
ceiling upon the pertoriner, wae the frst notice the audience hud of ther danger. Even 
then, many suppos sed tt a pert ofthe play, and were a Iittle time restramed from thabe 
by 2 a cry from the stave that there wos no dunger. The performers % and their attendants 
in vain endeavored to tear dawn Res ecenery; the fire fashed in every part of the bouse 
with a rapidity borrible aud astonishiug ; aye, alas! gushing tears and unspeakable 
auguish deprived ine of iinet No person who was not present can form: any idea 
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of this unexampled scene of distress. The editor, having none of his family with him 
and not being far from the door, was among the frst who escaped.

No words can express his horror when, Je tuning round, he discovered the whele 
building to be in flaines. ‘There was but one door for the greatest part of the audience 
to pass. Men, women, and children were pressing upon re other, while the flames 
were seizing wpon those behind. The editer went to oe different windows, which were 
very- hich, and im plored his fellow-creatures to save their hves by jumping out of then. 
Those nearest the windows, iynorant of their danger, were afraid to leap down, while 
those benind them were seen catehing on fire, and writhing in the greatest aconies of 
pain and distress. At’ length those behind, urged by the pressing flames, pushed those 
who were nearest to the window, and people of every desenption began to fall one upon 
ancther, some with their clothes on fire, some half roaste sei Oh, wretched me! Oh, 
afflicted people! Wonid to God IT vould have died a thonsand deaths in any shane, 
could individual sutfering have purchased the safely of my friends, my benefactors, of 
those whom Lloved!... Phe editor, with the assistance of others, eaught several of those 
whom he had begerd to leap from the windows. One lady jumped out when all her 
clothes were on fire. He tore thein burning from her, stripped her of her last racs. and, 
protecting her nakedness with bis coat, carried her from the fire. Fathers and mothers 
were deploring the loss of their children, children the loss of ere parents 5 husbands 
were heard to lament their lost companions, wives were bemoaning their burnt hasbauds. 
The people were seen en their hands, beating their heads and breasts 5. and those 
that had secured po: elves, seemed to sutler greater torments than those enveloped in 
the flames.

He never lightens sy never thunders; he can charm, he 
ean cenvince, but hecan hardly overwhelm. Mr. Tazewell [ never saw up but once, for 
a moment, on @ potat of order; @ tall, fine-looking man. YP. P. Barbour presided over 
the body with great dignity aud ense. Of these seven extraordinary men, four have 
since died, to wit: Monroe, Giles, Randolph, and Marshall, Mr. Leigh is now a Uni- 


ted States senator, aud Mr. ‘Tazewell governor of Virginia.

‘The next year 
he was chosen governor of Virginia, and in 1789, was appointed atterncy-zeneral of the 
United Siates; acd iu 1794, secretary of state, which office he resigned the suceeeding 
year.

‘ The old Stone House,’ Miain-street. 


“he old Stone louse,” 1s situated on the northern side of Main- 
street, a few rods below the market. a is the oldest dweliing 
standing in Richmond, and among the first ever built in the town. 


It is the residence and property of Mrs. Elizabeth Welsh, and has been in the same 
family for six generations. Mr. Jacob Ege, her great-grandfather, was a native of Ger- 
many, who settled upon this spot when there were few or no inhabitants on the site of 

the town, aid previous to the crechion of Byrd's warehouse. Mr. Exge had originally 
intended to have settled further ap the country, but was se wel! please a with the place, 
that he took np some land for 2 garden, and built this house. When President Allon toe 
was a young man, attending school in Richmoud, he boarded here. Mr. Samuel Lge, 
the father of Mrs. Welsh, resided in this house during the revolution. At that time 
it was one of the Best Vee in Richmond. Ji hag been honored by the visits of Wash. 
ington, Jefferson, Lafayette, Madigon, Henry, and other distinguished personages. ‘his 
part of the town was first settled, and it gradually extended to the capitol, which build- 
ing was commenced m 1720, and was several years in constructing. It was a ques- 
tion whether it should be on Richmond Hill, or where it now is. It was decided by a 
gentleman’s giving al! the Jand included in the capitol squate. 

When the adritish, under Arnold, invaded Richmond in 1781, Mr. Ege was absent on 
duty, as a commissary in the American army. ‘The first bis wite (Mrs. Welsh’s 
mother) knew of their approach, was the seeing a body of their cavalry galloping down 
Richmond Gill, then much steeper than at present. She described it as the ost beau- 
tiful sight she ever witnessed. Qne of their othcers quartered with ber. The eee 
broke open the stores, and emptied, the liquors and provisions into the gutters. The 
spirits ran into the creek and gutters. The cows and hogs, having partaken “ot the 
hguid, were seen staggering about the streets. 
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Henry was formed in 1776, from Pittsylvania, and named in 
honor of Patrick Henry.

The following extracts from Smith's History, will throw some 
light upon the subject : 


And so we returned all well to James towne, where this new supply being lodged with 
the rest, aceidentally fired their quarters, and so the towne, which being but thatched 
with reeds, the fire was so fieree as it burnt their pallisado/ 8, (though eight. sr ten yards 
distant,) with their armes, bedding, apparell, and much prinate prowision. Good Master 
Hunt. ovr preacher, lost alt his liberary, and all he had but the cloathes oa his backe:

From the above, it is sees that previous to 1617, or 106 years 
after the first settlement of { Jamestown, there were twe churches 
destroyed.

Jt could not have 
been Heat of the first, for that “cost no more than £50;” or it 
may have been the tower of a third. We can only surn vise that 
the tower has been standing about 230 years. It is unnecessary

Two actions were fought in this vicinity in the revolution. The 


first was June 25th, 1781, and took place at Spencer’s ordinary, in 
the forks of the roads ieading to Jamestown and Williamsburg. 
The subjoined account is from Girardin: 

Lafayette, attentive te the moveinents of his adversary, no sooner observed his 
retreat from Average ge than he himseif moved ouward, displa ying, however, the same 
salutary circumspeetion as before, and uniforimly keeping his main bedy at the distance 
of wbout twent milk “s from the foe. Comuweallis reached Williamst urg om the 2th a 
June. See | his halt in that piace, hearing thai the Americans had some beats and 
stores on C hickahominy River, be chareed Lireut.-Col. Simcoe with the cestrauction of 
these. The latter, attended by his corps and a party of yagers, easily petiormed the 
task. Lafay Bus after passing threugh Richmond and New Kent Court ids Mise 1 pure 
suit of Cornwallis, had taken post on ‘Tyre’s plantation, about twenty miles from Wil- 
Ramsburg. Phere he was informed, by his exploring parties, of Simeoe’s expedition to 
the Chickahominy, and immediately detache ( Licut.-Col. Butler, ef the Pennsylvania 
line, with orders to strike the British partisan on h's return. Butler was well known for 
his skill and courage. His acineveinents at Saratoga had placed hin by the side of 
Morgan, and he had uniformly wad gloriously maintained this high eroand, The econ- 
fidence of Lafayette could not be better placed, On the present occasion, where only a 
partial engagement wes sight, the ceiachment confided to him consisted, hesides bis 
continentals. of the rifle-corps under the Majors Call and Willis, and about one hun. 
dred and twenty horsemen. This last force was cowmanded by Major M Pierson, of 
Pennsylvania. He mounted some infantry behind his dragoons, and, secking Simeoe 
with unusual ardor and speed, overtook him near Spencer's plantation, six or seven miles 
above Williamsburg. A sharp conflict imimediutely ensved, in which the British yagers 
and the American cavalry were Near oy repulsed. ‘I'he arrival of the riflemen, 
headed by Call and Willis, gave to the action additional fierceness ; but the superiority 
a the hostile cava! ry, coinpelle d Butler’s van te fall back upen the bodv of continentils 

stationed. in the rear, Flere the contest ended; Simeoe resuining his retreat, and Dutler 
not choosing to pursue hina because he was informed that Cornwallis, upon hearing the first 
fire, had ordered his main body to the support of tae returning Getacoment. The othicial 
accounts of the two generals widely Gide ras Co the loss sustained by each party in this 
action. Lafayette states the enemy's loss at sixty killed and one hundred wounded, 
Cornwallis says thot three officers and thirty privates only were killed and wounded. 
Among the killed, a Lieutenant Jones seems to have excited peculiar regret. ‘Phe loss 
ef the Americans in killed aud wounded has not been reserded; but if we credit the

statement of the British commander, three of their officers, with twenty-cight privates, 
were taken prisoners, 


meen ea wallis first arrived in this vicinity, he pr epared to 
eross over the James, at Jamestown, and march to Porismouth. 
Hotter halimg nine days at Williamsburg, his lordship adv: At on 
the 4th of July, 1781, to Jamestown Island. ‘The sth and 6th were 
employed in transporting his baggage, &e., while the main army 
sill continued in their encampment. Baayen having received 


false information that ee a covering party remained on this ve 
of the river wi vallis, determined a make an attack, th 
success of which was a emed infallible. The events are gti 
detailed by Girardin: 


The British commander received information of Lafayette’s approach about noon on 
the 6th, aud touk every measure im his power to et a the behef that his rear-guard 
only now remained. ile drew up the major part of his army in compact order on the 
main land, deployed a few troops on the island so as ts magnily theix < apparent nurebers, 
drew im his light parties, and directed his piquets to suffer themselves to be insvlied and 
driven in. By this ebineidence of circumstances calculated to delude, an error was per- 
petuated which exposed the American army in Virginia to the most imminent peril of 
utter anniiilation. 

Ahont threo tr the afternean, Tofayettete annie hecan “th Mora fram CG vepnenrine 
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This late hour was judiciousiy and h: sppily fixed upon. If ouly a strong hostile party: 
ane be found at Jamestown, the remaining part of the day would suffice for its 
estruction ; if, on the co the main body ‘of Cornwallis’s troops should be encoun. 
(ech, the intervening snades of the approaching night woald shield the Americans from 
rain. In their advance to the eneiny, not more ‘than one mile and a half distant, Lafay- 
pie s ees had to b ass over a causeway, extending from the house at Greenspring to 
the Wilhamsburg road, through a tract of lowa a sunken ground impracticable to cither 
infontey or cavalry. ‘The time consumed in the passage of this defile retarded the 
pproach of the Americans to the British dill near sunset. The rifle corps under Call and 
W lis, aud a patrol of dragoons, forined the froat of the assailants. These vere fol- 
lowed by the cavairy of Armand and Mercer's troop, headed by Major M’Pherson. 
The continental infent 20 ee Wayue, supported the whole. St cnn was left at 
Greenspring with the militia, forming @ reserve obvieusly too remote from the acting 
eorps for any efiicient purpose. When the advancing column reached the road, parties 
of riflemen were eh RrOnE on its flupks, while the cavalry continued to move in front. 
The action was scon commenced by a desultory fire of the enciny’s yagers. M’Phicrson 


and Mercer being then ordered to take the command of the rifle corps, rapidly led them 
02 te the atta oh ay drove in the hostile piquets, with much con sige and some loss 
on the side of the British. ‘This advantage was keenly Base cece the Aimerican nfle- 


men, who, ee post in a ditch covered by a rail fence, recom menced their fre with 
considerable eflect. Two eres of continental infantry we on by Majors Galvan and 
Wulis, supperted by two picees of artillery under the direction of Captain Savage, now 
joined the riflermen, and assisted them. fa successfully maintaining for some tine a most 
arduous conflict SAIS the enemy, who now advanced in a body headed by Licat.-Col. 
Yorke on the righi, and et -Col. Dundas on the teft. The superiority of the fee, 
however, was too great to be long resisted. the riflemen Orst gave w ay, then the cavalry, 
and finally the light iafantr ry. The ry all fell back upou Wayne, as did also Capt. Savage 
with his twe field-pieces. The brave leader of the Pennsytvania line had drawn up ins 
Taen Mm compact order, under cover of an adjacent wood. Tie repeatedty directed them 
to charge the enemy with fixed bayonets, but local circumstances prevented the exece- 
fion of this order, and wllowed only a close and murderous fire, Lafayette, who by this 
fime had discovered his mistake, and became conyinoed that he had to contend with the 
_main body of the British aruny, observing that Wayne was nearly outflanked on both 
sides, erdered him to retreat to the sec cong line of continentals, drawn up about half 
mile im his rear. “The darkness of the might favored this retreat. It was, howeve?, 
found necessary to ae ae the two Reld-pteces; after which the morass in front of 
Ese depts was recrossed, and the acting corps, tovether with the ceserve, proceeded 
to a more remo'e and safer eacampment, Whether from his appreheusion of some aui- 
buscade, ar froin what was with him a more powerlul covsideration than fear, a desire 
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of quickly transmitting to Sir Henry Clinfon the required assistance, Cornwallis attempted 
no pursuit, but in the course of the night crossed cver into Jamestown Island, se OGTR 
afierwards proceede d to Portsmouth. 

In this athair, one bundred and eightee m of the coutinental troops, among whom were 
ten ethcers, were kuwied, wounded, or taken. ‘The British state their loss, both in killed 
and wounded, at five otlicers and seventy privates 

Williamsburg, the seat ie justice for the county, is 58 miles 
from Richmond, 12 from Yorktown, 68 from Nerfolk, and 7 £ 
Jamestown. It is finely situated, on a level 
York and a idiediat au yn the division line 
City and York counties. It is laid out in paralle ar sti 
square in the centre of several a ores, containing the count ty build- 
ings. Through it runs the principal street, which is very wide, 
and about a mile in length; at one end of which is the college, 
and at the other the ruins of the old capitol. 

Williamsburg, in its most palmy days, contained sh a 
population of about 2,000. It has at present 1 Episcopal, 1 Bap- 
fist, and 1 Methodist church, and about 1,600 Then ae The 


Eastern Lunatic Asylum is located here. Jt consists of a tolty 


e 


and extensive mile of brielk buildings, enclosed by a wall jn ia 


pleasant area of several acres. The number of patients is gen- 
erally over one hundred; and the institution is ably conducted, 
under the superintendence of Dr. John M. Galt. 

There is an air of repose about this village city, soi 
ing from its historic associations. it is the oldesi ames 
rated town in Virginia. This immediate vicinit y was L 
as the Nae Piantations, and the town was first settled in "1632, 
from the adjoining settlements, pence from Jamestown. In 
1698, the he of government was removed here from that place. 
Irom a work* published a short time after, we make the follow- 
ing extract, principally relative to this place: 

The first metropolis, Jamestown, was built in the mest convenient place for vend 
and security egainst the tadicns; but often received much damage, being twice bumt 
de wi, after w iii 1c it never recovered its peri ection-~ consishing al present of nothing bub 
abundance of brick rubbish and three or four good inhabiied hous ses, though the parish is of 
pretty large extent, but jess than others. When the state- house and prison were bnrit 
down, Coe Nicholson removed the residence of the governor, with thie incetinys of the 
general courts and general assemblies, to Middle Bianteatonins seven mites from Janies- 
town, in a healthier and more convenient place, and freer from the anuevance of mas-~ 
chetoes. Here he laid out the city of Williamsburg—in the form of a cipher, made of 
Ww and M—-oen a rit love at the head Springs ot two sceat creeks, one rH ne into 
James, and the ether into York Hiver, which are eac i navigable for sloops within 
nile of the town; at the head of which creck are goud landinys, aud lots laid out, te 
dwelling-houses and warehouses built ; so that this Hes is Most conveniently situated, 
in the middle of the iower part of Virginia, commanding two noble rivers, nut above 
four miles from either, and is much more commodious 2 and healteful than af pualt upon 
@ river. 

Pubhe. buildings here of note are, the college, the eapitol, the voverior's nolises and 
the charch. 

The college front, which looks due east, is double, and is 136 feet long. Et is a 
fofty pile of brick buildings, adorned with. a cupola.

The building is beautiful and commodions, being first modelled by Sir Christopher 
Wren, ac dapted. to the nuture of the country b yy the gentlemen ie and since ii wus 
burnt down it has been rebuilt, nicely con trived, aliered, and adorned, by the ingen: 
dircetion of Governor Ss oad ; and is not altogetier wilike @iiccn Hi spital. 

This royal! EYE was granted and established by charter, by King 4 
and Woeen Mary, and endowed by them with some th ousand acres of land, with dues 
upon furs and s skins, and a penny a pound for all tobacco transported from Virginia and 
Maryland to the other plantations; to which have been made several additivial bene- 
factions: as that handsome establishment of Mr. Boyle, for the education of Indians, 
with the many contributions of the country, especially a late one of £LiCV0 te buy 








negroes for the college use and service. 

‘Vhe society is 2 corporation, established for a president, six masters, or professors, 
with a hundred scholars, more or less. 

‘he salary of the president, Mr. James Blau, has been latcly ordered to be reduced 
from £150 to £100 per annam. 

The salary of the fellows--one cof which I lave been for several See ts LEO per 
annum each; with 20s. entrance, and 2Us.a year for pupilage, for each scholar. The 
payinents are sometiines made in current Spanish money, and: sometimes in sterling bill 

When the college shall be completely finished, and scholarships founded, then is the 
trust to be transterred from the trustees to the president. and masters 5 but at present it 
is inanaged by a certain number of governors or visilors-——one of which is yearly 
chosen recter—ap} vointed first by the trustees, elected out of the principal and worihiest 
inhabitants. ‘These app: ae a person to w nom the y grant sev veral privileges and ullow- 
ances, to board and jJodyve the masters and sci rolars at an extraordiniary cueap rate. 
This office is at present See in the neatest and most regular and plentifal manne 
by Mrs. Mary Stith, a gentlew oman of great yaith and Giscretion, in good favor ae 
the ¢ gentry, and great esteem and respect with the common people. 

The Indians who are upon Mr. Boyle’s foundation bave now a handsome apartment 
for themselves and their master, built near the college. The young Indians, procured 
from the tributary or foreign nations with much difficulty, were formerly boarded or

chance of provision, and way of life ; or, as some will have it, often for want of pr rope 
necessaries, and due care taken with them. Those of them that have escaped weil, anc 
been taught to read and write, have, for the most part, returned to their home. some 
with, and some without baptism, where they follow ther own savage customs and hea- 
thenish rites. A few of them bave lived as servants among the Envtish, or Icitered and 
idled away t their time in laziness and inischief. But it isa “oreut pity that more eare js 
not taken of them after they are dismissed from school. They have admirable capaci. 
tics when their humors and tempers are perfectly understood. 

Fronting the college, at near its whole bre adth, 1 is extended a whole street, mathemat- 
ica! ly straisht— for fie first design of the town’s form is changed to a much better— 
just three quarters of a mile in length, at the other end of which stands the Ca peiol, a 
noble, oi iful, and commodious pt ae as any of its kind, built at the cost of the late 
queen, and by direction of the governor. In this is the secretary’s office, with all the 
courts of law and justice, held in the same form, and near the same manner, as in Eng. 
land, except the ecclesiastical courts. Here the governor and twelve counseliors sit as 
judges in the genera! courts, in April and Octeber, whither trials and causes are re- 
moved from courts held at the court-houses, monthly, in every county, by a bench of 
justices and a county clerk ere are also held the Oyer and ‘Terniiner courts, one in 
summer and the other in winter, added by the charity of the fate queen, for the prevea- 
fion of prisoners lying in ju i] above a quarter of a year before their trial. Here ure also 
heid court tnartials, by judyes avpointed on purpose for the trial of pirates ; > jikewise 
courts of admiralty, for the trial ‘OL ships for dlegal trade. The building is iy the form 
of an H nearly; the secretary's oetlice and the beneral court taking wp one side below 
steire; the middle being 4 bar ilsomle porieo, leadiog to the clerk of the assembly's 
efhce, aud the House of My inresses on the other side; which last 13 not unlike the Louse 
of Commons. In each wing is a good staircase, one leading to the council-chamber, 
where the governor and council sit im very preat state, in iraitation of the King and couu- 
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eil, or the lord chancellor and House of Lords. Over the portico is a

lobby, and near itis the clerk of ‘the council’s office; uud at the other end are several 
chambers for the committees of laid privileves, and cicctions; and aver all these are 
several goad ollices for. the. veeeiy er-goneral, for the auditor, and treasurer, &c.: and 
upon the middie is raised a lofty cupola with a large clock. 

The whole 1s surrounded with a neat area, encoinpassed with a good wall, oud near

: the other prisons in each county ; but such 
prisoners are very rare, the creditors beiug there gencrally very mereiful, aud the laws 
so fuvorable for dchtors that some esteem them too induleent. 
The cause of.my being so particular im describing the cu pital, is because it is the best 
and most commodious pile of tts Eind that I have seen or heard of. 
Beeause the stute-houss, James ‘Town, and the collere have been burnt down, ther a. 
fore is pre Wea in the capitol, the use of fre, candies, and tobacca. 


Parallel to the main street mentioned 18s a street on oaeu ee of it, but neither gi vit 


so long nor so broad ; and at proper distances are small cross-streets, for the couvenieuce 
of communication. Near the middle stands the church, which is a large strong piece

of brick-work in the form of a cross, mcely regular and convenient, and adored as the 
best charches In London. ‘This from the parish is cailed Vruton church, where I i had 
the favor of being lecturer. Near this is the large ectugon tower, which is the muga- 
zine, or repository of arms and ammunition, standing far from anv house except dames 
Town court-honse: for the town is half in Jemes ‘Pawn eounty, and hilt im Work 
county. Not far from hence is a large area for a market-place ; near which is a play- 
honse and good bowling-green. 

From the church runs a street northward, called Palace-street; at the other end of 
which stancs the palace, or governor's house, a maguificent structure, built at the public 
expense, finished and beautified with gates, fine gardens, oitices, walks, u fine cenal, 
orchards, &c., with a great number of the best arins, nicely pesited, by the ingenious 
contrivance of the most accomplished Culonel Spotswood. ‘This likewise has the orna- 
mental addition of a good cupola or lantern, Uluminating most of the town upon birth- 
mghts, and other nights of occasional rejoicings. At the capitol, at public times, may 
be seen a great number of nands: om, well-dressed, coimpleat ¢ centle ‘men; and at the gov- 
ernor’s Paice: upon birth-nights, aud at balls and assemblic es, { have seen as fine an ap- 
peerance, as good diversion, and as splendid entertainments im Governor Spotsw ood’ 
tune, as | have seen anywhere else. 

‘These buildings here described are suey reputed the best in all English America, and 
are exceeded by few of their kind in Hugland..... 

VW tiamsburg is now incorporated aud inude a market-town, and governed by a 
muyer-and ald ew and is well stecked with ric steres of all serts “of goods, and 
well furnished with the best provisions and ligvors. Here dwell several very Bae? farms 
hies, and more reside here at their own eneee in public times. They live in the sume 
meat manner, dress after the same modes, and behave themselves exactly as the gentry

in London; most families of any note having a couch, chariot, berlin, or chaise. The 
miiaber of artificers here is daily augmented, as are the convenient ordinaries or inus, 
for the accomnicdation of strangers. ‘The servants here, us in other parts of the county, 
are Minglish, Scotch, Irish, or negroes. The town is regu larly luid out i lots or square 
po tioas, sufficient cach for a house and garden, so that ¢! iey don’t build Seo 
whereby may be pee rented the spreading danger of tire; and this alse atfords a tree 
passage tor the air, ele is very grateful in violent hot weather. - 
tere, as in other parts, they build with brick, but most comnmonly arith tinaber lined 
with ceiling, and Seal with feather-edged plank, painted With white-lead and oil, cov- 
ered wiih coldGnive s of cedar, &c., tarred over at first; with a passage ge nerally 
through the middle ef the honge, for an air-draught in summer.

William and Mary College, now the principal support of the 


town, Is, svith the ex ception of Harvard University, the oldest Jit- 4 


erary institation in the Union. It is distinguished for the very 
large propor ‘tion of is eraduates who have arisen to eminence; 
“or ae of whom have held the highest stations in the nation. 


Vhe college libr ary contains somewhat less than four thonsand 
Ae of which many are the ‘ological, Sore of the yea in were 


presented by Robert Dinwiddie, and have his coat of arms a! ixe od, 
the crest, an eagle, and the motto,‘ Ubi libertus, ibe patria. i

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others was inscribed the name of Major-General Alexander Spots- 
wood. Some were the gift of the former presidents of the college, 
and other rs of the en yy of Virginia. Catesby’s Natural His- 
tory of Carolina, Florida 1, and the Bahama Islands, was given (as 
appears’ from a note on the first page, in the hand-writing of 
"Thomas Jeflerson) on cendition that it should never go out of the 
college. This work was printed London, 1754, with colored 
lates, in two volumes folio, in English and French,” 

The - college was founded in 1692, in the reign of William and- 

_ Mary, who anu nted it a donation el 20,000 acres ef land.

After the revolution, the visitors, having no power to 
change those circumstances in the constitution of the college, 
which were fixed by the charter, and being, theretore, confined in 
the number of professorstips, undertook to change the object of 
the Protea ars IDS, They excluded the two schools for divinity, 
and that for the Greek he Latia languages, and substituted others. 
At present it has nineicen acting visitors, and is under the super- 
intendency of a pcs und iive pretessors, embracing the pro- 
fessor of eS y, who has charge of the classical department. 
There is alsoa law department in this institution; and in the town 
a flourishing male and vk ile boarding-school. 

The Rev. James Blair, D. D., was named president of William

The snbioined description of the characteristics of Virginians 
about 120 years since, is from the work of Hugh Jones, previously 


quoted. He ap ypears pleased with every body and every thing 
around hiv, while the colonies more remote, instead of looming 


up brightly by “the enchantment of distance,” are presented to his 
imagination in the most sombre and for bidding hues. ‘Ihe de- 
scription is a curiosity in its way, and is written in a quaint, liv: 
perbolical style, quite amusing: 


Tee habits, life, customs, computations, &c., of the Virginians, are much the same 
as about Deans which they esteem their home; and tor the most pants have con, 
temptible notions of England, and wrong sentiments of Bristol and the other outports, 
which they entertain from seeing and hearing the common dealers, sailors, and servants, 
that come from these towns, and the country-places in England and Scotlaud, whose 
language and manners are strange to them.

It was then enlarged, La published by 
Joseph Royle; after whose death it was carried ou by Purdie and Dixon, who continued 
i gutil the commencement of the revolution; and Purdic, alone, published it several 
rears during the revolutionary contest. 

Mr. Jetterson in answer to an inguiry observes, “tul the beginning of our revelution- 
ary disputes we hed but one press: and that having the whole business of the goveru- 
ment, and no competitor fer public favor, nothing disagreeable te the wavernor could find 
jis way into it. We procured Rind to come from. Maryland: to publish a free paper.” 
Accordingly,in May, 1766, a second paper, entitled also “The Virginia Gannvee,” 
* published by authority, open to all partics, but intinenced by none,” was tssued at this 
place by Wm. Rind. The clause, * published by authority,’ was omitted at the end of 
the first year. Rind dying wn August, 1773, the paper was continued by his widew, 
Ciementina Rind, and at her death by fohn Pmckuey. Another “* Virginia Gazette” 
was first published at Williamsburg in 1775, and continued weekly, for severa! years,

*Pryron Ranxpourn, first president of the American Congress, was a native of Vir 
rina, and ene of the most distix ae eee lawyers and patriots of the state. He was, as 
eariy as 1756, appoimted king’s attorney of the colony, and held the office for many 
years. In i766, he was elected spe aker . the age of B: UrTesses, and in 1773, a 
member of the committee of correspondence The following year, he was appointed a 
delegate to the Congress which assembled at Philadelphia, and was elected its presiden 
and also presided in “the Congress of 1770, till obliged to. return to Virginia, when Hat oe 
cock was chosen his successor. Hfe soon resamed his seat in Congress, but died sud- 
denly of an apoplectic fit on the 22d of Oe tober, 1775, age d 52 years.’ 

in speaking of his death, Girardin observes: “ That illustrious citizen, dist: nguishe ed 
at first by the eminence of his forensic station, and ne ou by the ability, 2eul, Ine 
tegrity, and dignity, which he displayed in the higher offices of public lite, had several 
times been elected speaker of the House of Burvesses. On the Nth of tie he was 
unanimously appointed president of the first convention; and on the llth of August 
fullowing, first nominated one of the delegates for Virginia to the general Congress. ie 
new and well-merited honor awaited him there; without one dissentient voice, he was 
culled to preside over that groai and venerable body. ...

“A short time before his departure for the 
general Continental Congress, the conveution, observing wiilk great concern that he 
was very much indisposed, recommended him to retire for the present from the fatigues 
of public duty, tenderiy to him at the ga me time thor unfeigned thanks for his unre-

JEFFERSON Was formed in 1801, from Berkeley; its mean jeneen 
is 22 miles, breadth 12 miles. The Potomac forms its northeastern 
boundary ; the Shenandoah enters the county near its southeast-

Washin eton oi y, and 30 from Winchester, with which it is con- 
nected by a rail-road. This thriving anpeciilen ring village is sit- 
uated at the ji Hae oi the Potomac and Shenandoah Rivers. Its 
os Souahs s deri ved iironmya ferry ys Jone since ‘established across the 

Potomac, where the river es aks through the Blue Ridge; at this 
aepmit if is about 1200 feet in height. The name of the place was 
originally Shenandoah Falls. 


“The scenery at Harpers Perry is, perhaps, the most singularly picturesque in 
America. Jo attain the view here given, 1t was necessary to climb the Blue Ridee by 
aus arrow winding ee immediately above the bank of the Potomac. The view from 

this loftv summit party repays the fatigue meurred by its ascent. The junction of. the 
$e wo rivers is immediately ‘beneath the spectator’s fect; aud his delighted eye, resting 
first upon the beautiful and thriving village of Harper’s Ferry, wanders over the wide 
and woody plains, extending to the ‘Alle eghany mountains. President Jefferson, who has 
given the name to a beautiful rock immediately above the villare, has left a powerful 
deseription of the scenery of Herper’s Ferry. He s ays’:

have torn the mountain dawn from As simont to its base. She piles ot rock on each 
hand, ae on the whesandoah—the evident marks of their disrupture and avul- 
sion from their beds by the mncst powertul agents of nature, corroborate the in:pression. 
But the distant finishing which nature has given to the picture, is of a very different 





character; it iS a true contrast to the foreground; it is as placid and delightful as that 
is wild and tremendous; for the mountain being cloven asunder, she presents to your 
eye, through the ‘eletis, e small catch of smocth bine horizen, at an infinite distance in the 


plain country, inviting you, as it were, from the riot and tumult wa rring around, to pass 
throuch the breach and a. ey the calm below. Here the eye ultunately com-' 
poses itself; and that way, tea, the road happens actualiy to lead. You cross the Poto. 
mae ¢ above the yetion, pass nega iis side through the base of the monntain for three 
tiles, its terrible orevipices hanging in fragments over you, and within about twenty 
ms iles reach Fredericktown, and the fine country round that. ‘This scene is worth a 
voyage across the Atlantic; yet here, as in the neig! hborhood of the Naturai sPrdee: 
are peopic who have passed their lives within half a dozen miles, and have never been 
te survey these monuments of a war between rivers and mountains, which m As have 
shaken the earth itself to its centre.’ ” 

There are many points of view from w hich the scenery appears romantic aud beauti- 
ful. Among these, that seen from Jefferson’s Rock, whichis on a hill overhanging the 
town, is very fine. "The ‘bp of tins rock is flat, and nearly twelve feet square ; its base,

Harper's Ferry is compactly, though irregularly built, around 
the foot oo a hill; but the ens craving annexed shows but a sea 
portion of it. It contains about a dozen mereantile stores, severe 
mechanica peri manufacturing establishments, 1 Presbyterian, 1 
Catholic, 1 Metho dist, and 1 Free Church: and, including the 
suburbs, has a population of over 3,000. The Chesapeake and 


Ohio Ca anal passes along the left bank of the Potomac f and the

Baltimore and Ohio rail-road passes through the town. ‘The town 
is conne cied with the Maryland side by : fine bridge across the 
Potomac. of about 800 fect in length.. The United States Armory 
and the National Arsenal, at Harper’s Ferry, are worthy of atten- 
tion. In the latter, 80,000 or 90,000 muskets are ust Hed kept, 
which, as they are sent away, are replaced by others from the 
factories. 











Dwelling of Rwnsey, the first Steamboat Inventor. 


Shepherdstown is situated on the Potomac, in the northwestern 
part of the county, 5 miles north of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, and about 12 miles above Harper’s Ferry. it was estab- 
lished by law in November, 1762, laid ot! by Capt. Thomas Shep- 
herd, and named Mecklenburg: its first settlers were German 
mechanies. It contains 6 or 8 mercantile stores, 3 merchant 
mills; 1 Episcopal, 1 srg pole 1 German-Retormed, and 1 
Lutheran church, and a population of about 1,600. There is a 
small stream, of considerable fall, which runs through the town n, 
ape ee opposite to which is an inlet-lock to the Chesapeake 

d Ohio Canal. 

This town is remarkable as being the place where the first 
steamboat wes constructed and navigated. Previous to detailing the 
experiments at this place, we shall introduce a brief a 
sketch of navigation by steam: 


“ Who invented the steamboat?’ is a question which has oecasioned much contro 
versy—an acivevement of which nations, as‘well as individuals, have been covetous. 
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Several of the ae experiminiens m steam appear to have conceived of the idea. 
The first account we have on the subject, is given in e work recently published in Spain, 
centaiing origin a papers relating fo the voyage of Columbus, said to have been pre. 
served in the reyal archives at Samazcas, and among the public Rep ers of Catalonia, 
and those of the secretary at war for the year 1543. ‘This narrative states that ** Blasco 
de Garay, asea-captain, exhibited to the emperor and king Charles v., in the year 1543, 
an engine by which ships and vessels of the largest size could be propel led, even in a 
calm, without the aid of oars or sails. Notwithstanding the opposition which this pro- 
ject encountered, the emporor resolved that au experiment should be made, ag in fact i 
was, with suecess, in the harbor of Bareclona, on the 17th of June, 1543. Garay never 
publicly exposed the construction of his engine ; but it was observed, at the time of his 
expeninent, that it consisted of a large caldron, or vessel of boiling water, and a movea- 
ble wheel attached to each side of the ship. The experiment was made on a simp of 
2U8 tons, arrived from Calibre to discharge ea cargo of wheat at Barcelona; it was 
ealled Lhe ‘Erimity , and tiie captain's name was Peter de Scarza. By erder Or Charles 
V., and the prince Philip the Second, his son, there were nese nt atthe time, Menry de 
Toledo, the governor, Peter Cardona, the treasurer, Ravago, the vice-chancellor, Francis 
Gralla, and many other persons of rank, both Castilians and Catalenians; a and amor 
others, ge sea-captains Witnessed the operation—some in the vessel, and others o 
the sho pas emperor and prince, and others with, them, applauded the engine, and 
aie the expertness with which the ship could be tacked. The treasurer, Revago, 
an enemy to che project, said it would move two leagues in three hours. It was very 
compli ae and expensive, and exposed to the constant danger of bursting the boiler. 
The other commissioners affirmed, that the vessel could be tacked twi ice as quick as 2B 
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league in an hour. The exhibition being finished Garey took from the ship his engine, 
and having dep aes the wood-work In the arsenal of Barcelona, kept the rest to ae 


self. Netwithsta ding the difhicultics and opposition soph in the way by pavage , the 
invention was aca and if the Expetition in which Charles V. was then ngaged 
had not failed, it would undoubtedly have been favored be lum. As it was, i raised

The editor of the Frankiv. Jourmel, from which this extract has been niade, observes, 
‘when the ‘Public Records’ shall appear in an authentic form, their evidence mnst be 
admitted ; wnfil then, he should not be inclined to commence the hist iory of the invention 
of the steamboat so far back as 1543. For, ¢ ivcumstantial as the account is, it seems 
to have been written since the days of Fulton.’ 

He is not alone in this opinion, as it is generally regarded as a mere fiction, the off- 
spring of an individual jealous of his country’s reputation. This, too, it must be re- 
inembecred, ts stated to he ve occurred 54 Jes De lous te the mirth of the Marquis of 
Worcester, ta wher history assigns the credit of being the original invenior ef the 
steamengine. When we consider how slow ts ike progress of invention~-hew it took 
several yeneraticns of invenious men, cach of whom successively contributed his share 
in improving upon the first crade conce ption of Worcester, ere it could be suecessfilj y 
applied—how rude the state of mechame arts three centuries since, and the difficulties 
of perfecting so Ro pphcated a work of mechanism as the ste am-enmine——it seems ineredi- 
ble that one mind alone should have overcome them all, and, at a single leap, done that 
which has taken the successive light and talent of generations of men, aud al! the me- 
cRanical skill and knowledge ef the 19th century, to constumimate. 

The most prominent and authentic account of the early projects of applying steam as: 
a motive power to the propelling of vessels, is given in a treatise printed in Londes in 
1737, entitled “ Description and draught of a new-invented machine, for carrying ves. 
sels out of, or inte an y harbor, port, or river, a: vainst wine and tide, or in a calm : : for 
which his majesty George iL. has granted le stters patent for the sole benekt of the an- 
thor, far the eee of id years; by Jonathan Figs.” The draught or drawing pretixed, 
13 a plate of a stout boat, with ehuaney smoking. a pair of wheels neve: out over cach 
side ef the stern, moved by means of ropes passing around their outer runs; and to the 
aris of these wheels are fixed six paddles to prepel the boat. From the stern of the 

boat a tow-line passes to the fore: mast of a two-decker, which the boat thus tows 
throuch the water. ‘Phere is ne evidence that Hulls ever apptied his conceptions to 
praciive. 

Previous te the great and successful experiment of Fulton, in 1807, ceveral attempts 
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Mare thade in this country and in Europe, to navigate vessels by steam. The first in 
order of iime, was made by the subject of this sketch ; the second was John Fitch 

in 1789, suecceded in propelling his steamboat by paddles, at the rate of aa il 
hour, on the Delaware. in his autobiography he says, ‘I know of nothing #0 perplexing 
and vexatious to a man of feelings, as a turbulent wile and steamboat building, J experi 
eneed the former, and quit inseason; and had I been in my right senses, I should un- 
doubtedly have treated the latier in the same manner. But for one man to be ix 
with both, he must be looked upon as the most unfertunate man of this world.” 
died at Bardstown, Kentucky, about the vear 1796. It was his wish to be buried on the 
banks of the Ohio, that he imght repose ‘‘ where the song of the boatman would enliven 
the stillness of his resting-place, and the music of ihe steam-engine scoth his spi 
How melancholy is the sentiment found in his journal: “Phe day will come when 
seme more powerful man will get fame and riches froin my invention; but nobody will 
believe thet poor John Pitch can do any thing worthy Ca attention.” As early as 1783, 
both Ramsey and Fiteh had exhibited mod: 21s to Gen. ¥ Vashington. 

Shortly atter the experiment of Puich, a Mr. Symington succeeded in propelling a 
steamboat on the Clyde, in Scotland. 

John Stevens, of Hoboken, commenced his experirnents in 1797. With various 
forms of vessels and machinery, he impelled boats at the rate of five or six miles an 
hour. To the year 1797, Chancellor Diestann puilt @ steamboat on the Hudson, and 
he applied to the legislature of New York for an exclusive privilege. Being unable to

comply with the conditions of their grant—viz., that he should propel a vessel py steam 
af ihe rate af thre e mil ies an hour, within a year—the project was, for a time, dropped. 
He efterwards a lated with 1 Stevens, and being aided by Nicholas Rosevelt, they car- 
ried < 6 thee ApCiulies is uliil & Bab Vag siois Was Stub Wiilisler ve France. ivir. Stevens 
continued his experiments until several years later, w oe Mr. Lis vinzaol obtamed a 
renewal of the exclusive grant from the iegislature of New York. Mr. Stevens, with 
the assistance of his son, now applied oe with increased assiduity to the project, 
and succeeded in 1807, only a few days later than Mr. Fulton’s convincing experiment, 


in propelling a steamboat at the required iiNet Mr. Fe ‘ton had, in 18 803, pea 2 
successful experiment upon the Seine, with a boat which moved at the rate of four mui 
per hour. 

Another of these indefatigabl € experimenters in navigation by steam, was Cliver a 


of “Philadelphia, tne inventor of the high-pressure steam- ee the only cone which can 

be successfully applied to locomotives. ‘In the year 1804, Mr. Evans, by order of ie 
board of healih of Philadelphia, constructed at his works, pie ted a rile and a half 
from the water, a machine for cleaning docks. It con ae of a la ge flat, or SCOW, 
with a steam-engine of the power of five horses on board, to work machinery in raising 


the mud into scows. This was considered a fine opportunity to show the public that his 
engine could propel both land and water conveyances. When the machine was finished, 
he fixed, in a rough and temporary, manner, whceis with wooden axletrees, and, of 
esurse, under the intlsence of great friction. Although the whole weight was equa! to 
209 barrels of fleas yet his staail engine propelled it up Market-st., and round the circle 
ic the water-works, where it was launched into the Schuylkill. A paddle-wheel was 
then applied to its stern, and it thus sailed down that river to the Delaware, a distance 
of 16 miles, leaving all vessels that were under sail at least half way, (the wind being 
ahead,) inthe presence of thousands of spectators—which he suppesed would have cou- 
vinced them of the practicability of steamboats and steam-carnayes. But no allow- 
ance was made by the public for tire disproportion of the engine te its load, nor for the 
rough manner in whic h the ma achinery wus fixed, or the great friction and il! form of fhe 
boat; but it was supposed that this was the utmost it could perform. In 1802, Evans 
built a steamboat to ply on the Mississippi between’ New Orleans and Natchez. The 
boat being ready, a drought left it high and dry, and the steam-engine was a Nea teri- 
porarily in a saw-mill, The mill was like to deprive some who sawed lumber of profit- 
sble jobs ; and, on the third attempt, 1t was burat by imcendianes. ‘Thus were the pro- 
jeetuors rnined, and a laudable alicimpt to establish steamboats on the Mississippi, three 
or four years before Fulton’s experiment, defeated.”

Washington, it is said, 
was also among the passengers. fn his correspondence, compiled by Sparks, is a letter 
to Rumsey, date d anterior to the public experiment in 1786, advising him to hasten the 
‘construction of his baat, se as to prevent being forestalled by another mdividual, and to 
convince the public of its practicability. Also, in a letter to Hugh Williainson, M. C., 
dated Mount Vernon, March loth, 1785, Washington says, in alluding to iinimsey’s 
boat: “Ifa model of a thing, in miniature, is a just represe abation of a greater object m 
practice, there is no doubt of the utility of the i invention. A view of his mode}, with 
the explanation, removed the principal doubt l ever had of the practicability of propel-

A. por- 
tion cf ihe boiler ef his boat is now im the possession of Alexander ae div eral er, Es sda 
of Shepherdstown, to whose kindness we are indebted for some of the 8 in this ar- 
ticle. 

‘Stuart's Anecdotes of the Steaim-Engine,” an English publication, thus describes 
his boat: 

* Pumsey’s boat was about 50 feet in lencth, and was propelled by a pump wes 
i a steami-encine, which fereed a quantity of water up through the bel the valve 

vas then shut by the return of the stroke, which at the same time torced the water 
thvbdgh a channel or pipe, a few inches square, (lying abov ve OF paraliel to the kelsoa,) 
out at the stern vader the rudder, which had a less depth than usual, to permit the exit 
ef the water. ‘Tne impetus of this water forced through the square channel against the 
exterior water, acted as an impelling power upon the vessel. ‘lhe reaction of the efflu- 
ent water propelled her at the rate above mentioned, when loaded with three tons in ad 
dition to the weight cf her engine, of about a third of a ton. The boiler was quite a 
curiosity, holding no more than five gallons of water, and needing only a pint at a time. 
The whale inachinery did not occupy @ space greater than that require od lor Hote barrels 
of flour. ‘The fuel consumed was not more than from four to six bushels of coal in 
twelve hours. Rumsey’s othor project was to apply the power of 2 ste iaitl-enpine to long 
poles, which were to reach the bottom of the river, and by that means to push a boat 
agaist 2 repid current.”

Kanawha is here a beautiful sheet of water, more than 306 yards 
wide, and is navigated by steamboats. The state turnpike. the 
principal thorough fare Tom Richmond to Guyandotte on the Ohio, 
pots through the town. Fine sandstone and bituminous coa!} 
abound in the v ieimity. . 


Terra Salis, or Kanawha Salines, is a flourishing town about 6 


miles above Charleston, containing 4 dry-goods Aan 2° grocery 
stores, an extensive iron-foundry, 1 Epis vat 1 Presbyterian, and 
1 Methodist gees and a population of about 800. 

The Kanawha salt-works commence on the river, near Charles- 
ton, and extend on both sides for about 15 miles, giving emplov- 
ment, directly and indirectiy, to about 3,000 persons. The view 
annexed was taken opposite the residence of Col. Reynolds, 6 or 
8 miles above Charleston, and gives an idea. of the character cf 
the scenery in which the salt-works are situated. The description 
below (written several years since) is from the pen of a gentle- 
man, now occupying a prominent oflice in the government of the 
Rac ; 


tis nearly 20 iiles, beiow the falls before the Kanawha valley widens inlo sonre- 
thing like a plain, and opens its beantiful vista to the eye. ‘The mountains which 
enslose it on either side ee gradually depressed into hills; and, for the first time,

‘Lhe contignonus 
forests having been almost § stripped to supply fel to the salt- farnaces': the Pe 
mineral so necessary to human comfort, must have remaimed for ever useless but for 
the ae iscovery of inexhaustible beds of coal, so convenient of access as to make the ces st 


of procuring it scarcely worth considering. Sometimes, by suitable platforms and in 
clined culverts, it is thrown from the mountain-side immediately to the door of the 
manufactory, and when rere remote from the place of consumption, it is transported 
with equal ease, in Wwayons or cars, over rail-roads constructed for the purpose. 

The whole prodact of the salt district is estimated at 1,200,000 bushels annually; and 
this prodite ef must centinue to swell with the increasing dem: a and with the employ- 
ment of additional sens It is a curious fact, and worthy of philosophical inquiry, 
that while the salt water is obtained by boring at a depth of from 3 to 5UG feet below 
the bed of the Kanawha, a invariably rises to a level with ae nivel - When the letter 
is swollen by rains, or the redundant waters of its tributaries, the saline fluid, enclosed 
in suitable gums ow the shore, ascends like the mercury in its Eiaies and only falis when 
the river is restored to its wonted channel. How this mysterious correspondenee is pro- 
duced, isa problems which remains to be solved. , Theories aud speculation I have heard 
on the subject, but nons seem to me to be precisely consonant with the principles of 
science,

The dis scovery of salt matey in this region was led te by a laree 
buffalo-lick on the we. side of the river, 5 miles above Charleston.

This county is the birthplace of Canvern Braxton, one of the signers of the Decia- 
ration of Independence. He was born at Newington, September 10th, 1/36. His 
father was a we eth y planter, and his mother a daughter of Robert Carter, at ene time 
president of the council of the colo: iy: Mr. Braxton, haying graduated at Willam and 
Mary at the age of nineteen, married Miss Judith Robinson, an ace omplished lady, 

daw gh ier of a wealthy planter of Middlesex. His style of living was according iB t 
general mode of southern hospitality of that ep and subjected him to great expense 

As early as 1765, he was a member of the House of Burgesses when Patrick Henry's 
celebrated resolutions were passed. In 1769 spabien Gov. Botetourt, in consequence vf 
the bold and spirited measures introduced, suddenly dissolved the cele, Mr. Braxton 
was one of the niembers who retired to a privete room and sited a written non-im- 
portation agreement. In the next house, he was on three of the standing commuittees. 
He was elected a member from hing Willam to the first Virginia convention, in L774. 
At the period of the disturbante caused by the removal of ‘the pounpee rder from the 
inagazine at Williamsburg by Lord Dunmore, Myr. Braxton was es sentially instrumental 
in eflecting a settlement on the part of his lordship which eeibiiedl the excited populace. 
He wuz a very active and useful member of the last House of Burgesses ever convened 
in Virginia by royal authority, and was employed upon the committees ciihe house te 
whom were referred the subjects ef dispute between his lordship and the legislature. Mr. 
Braxton was a meimber of the convention chosen by the people which met in Niciimond 
in July, 1775, aud was placed upon the committee of public safety. In December of 
the same year, he was appointed the successor of Peyton Randojpa in Congress, that 
gentleman having died a short lime previous. Ue was omitted in the election of mem- 
bers to Congress subsequent upon the Declaration of Independence. But on a mevting 
ef the Gencral Assembly, the first under the new constitution, of which he was a mem- 
ber, he, with Mr. Jefferson, received a vote of taanks trom the Assembly, ‘ for the ot 
quence, ability, and integmty with which they executed the important trust reposed 1 
them, as two of the delegaies of the count’ jwise Wao in the general Congress.’ 
He was a member cf Convress trom i777 to 1753, and in 1785. Froin 1766 to 179i he 
was a member of the council ef the state, said from 1794 until the day ef his dea! hy, 
Oct. 6th, 1797. Dir. Braxtou’s services, it will be seen, were highly important © ‘The 
eonfdence and atiachiient of his constituents were unequivoeall y manifested m every 
vieesitude of eircumstunce, some of which were.of the most afflictive kind, even to the

Mr. Monroe 
having been prominently brought forward as a candidate for the presidency, as {he suc- 
cessorof Mr, Jetierson, returned from: London; but soon ulter withdrew from the can- 
vass. Jn 1810 he was again elected tothe legislature, and again appointed governor. 
Ile was appou uted secretary of state, Nov. OG, 1811. "The war ‘dt epartment being in a 
very emb varvassed d state, on the departure of its heed, Gen. Arms strong, Mr. Alonroe un- 
derivok it, and made extraordinary and very useful exertions to heip the war on the

ports made up, with a view to the ultimate con plete defence of aa frontiers of the Uni- 
ted States, both en the land and sea-side. a » directed inquiries, surveys, and plans, as 
to the most suitable sites for the northern and southern a depots for the repair and 
accommodation of our fleets, in time of war and peace. ‘The cession of Ficrida, by 
Spain, to the United States, was efiecied during his administration. It was during his 
‘ administration, that the emancipated Spanish and Port uguese colonies were form: ally re. 
cognised hy the United States. He assumed high coustitutional ground in favor of in- 
ternal improvement a the United States Bank. He was matinuiy instrumental in pro- 
moting the pension Jaw for the relicf of indigent revolutionary soldiers. Puring his 
administration the illustrious Lafayette visited these shores as the guest of the nation. 
He took the most energetic measures in favor of the abolition of the shive-trade, and 
continued to encouraye the establishment of the principles of commerce with all nations, 
upon the basis of free and se reciprocity. 

It is a high compliment to the firmness, jadement, and sagacity of Mr. Monroe: that 
he proclaimed to the world the determination of the United States not to suffer an y. Ba- 
Topean government ta interfere ee the internal concerns cf the independent South 
American governments. The well-timed expression of this sentiment put an end to all 
PULNOTS me any arnied Intervention in the atturs of Spanish America Col. Monroe re. 
tired trom the office of president at the end of his second term. 

Oe the late stayecs ef his life, hie was associated with the ex oy ae s Jefferson and 
Madison, in founding the U niversity ef Virginia, Subsequen tly, he was chosea a mem.

form a junction with hini near tothem. ‘These advices were received on the 9th of 
October, and preparations were immediately begua to be made jor the transportatioaref 
the treaps over the Olio Kiver. 

Bariy on the morning of Monday, the tenth of that month, two soldiers left the 
camp, and procee ded up the Ohio River, in quest of deer. When they had progressed 
about two miles, they wuexpectediy came in sight of a large number of Indians rising 
from their encampment, and who, discovering ihe two hunters, fired upon them and 
killed one; fhe other escaped unhurt, and ruuning briskly to the camp, CoIEMUn eel 
the intelligence, “ that he Wad seen 2 bedy ef the evemy, covering jour acres of ground, 
as closely as they could stand by the side of each other.” The main part of the army 
was immediat ely ordered out ieee Cols. Charles Lewis,* and William Pleming 5 and 
having formed into two lines, they proceeded about four hundred yards, when they met 
the Indians; and the action commenced. 

At the first onset, Co! Charles Lewis having fallen. and Cal. Fleming being wounded, 
both lines gave way and \ ere retreating bris! ly towards fhe camp, Li) they were met 
by a reinforcement under C ol. Field, + and rallied. | "Phe snes eenneay then became gen- 
eral, and was sustained with the most obstinate fury on both sides. The Indians per- 
ceiving the ‘ tug of war? had come, and determined en afford ling the colonial ermy no 
chance of esc} De, if victory should declare for them, forraed a line extending across the 
Ly Oe ‘the Ohio to the Kanawha, aud protected in front by logs and fallen timber. 
In tuis situation they maintained the contest with unabated vigor, from sunrise till aid 
wards the close of evening ; bravely and successfully resisting every charge which wa: 
made on them; and withstanding the immpetuosity of every onset, with the most it ee 
cible firamess, vati! a fortunate movement on the part of the Virginia troops deeided 
the day. 

_ Sone short distance above the entrance cf the Kanawha River into the Olio, there is 
a@ stream called Crooked creek, emptying inte the forraer of these, froin the northeast, 
whose banks are tolerably high, aud were then covered with a thick and luxuriant 
growth of weeds. Seeing the wnpracticability of dislodging the Indians by the most

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vigorous ary and sensible of the great danger whieh aunt arise to his army, “if the. 
contest were no ae sided before night, Gen. Lewis detached the three companios whieh 
were comm ae by Capts. Isaac } PELE George Matthews, and re Stuart, with or- 
ders to preece ed up the Kanawha River and Crooked creek, under cover of the banks 
and weeds, till they should pass some distance peli the enemy; when they were to 
emerge from the: ir covert, march downward towarda the pot, and attack the Indians 
in their rear. ‘Vhe manceuvre thus planned was promptly executed, aud gave a decided 
victory to the Sante array. The indians fiding themselves suddenly and unexpect- 
ediy encompassed between two armies, and not doubtiag but that in their rear was the 
jooked-for reinforcement under Col. Christian, soon gave way, and about Soe OWN COM> 
menced a precipitate retreat across the Ohio, te their towus on the Scioto. ‘Lhe victory, 
indeed, was decisive, and many advaitayes were obtained by it; but they were not 
cheaply bought. The Virginia army sustained in this engagement a Joss of seventy-five

after the action, Col, Christiun, who had arrived after the batile was ended, marched 
his men over the battle-proand, and found twenty-one of the Indians lying dead; ead 
tweive others were afterwards discoveredy where they had been atteuipied to ve con- 
cealed under some old logs and brus! 
From the werent facility with which the Indians either carry off or conceal thetr dead, 
it is always dificult to ascertain the number of their slain ; and hence arises, in some 
measure, the disparity between their known loss and that sustained by their opponents 
in batile. Other reasons for this disparity are to be found 1a their peculiar mode of war- 
fare, 4 nd in the fuct that they rar i: continue a contest, when it bus -toe be maiitained 
with the loss of their warriors. Vi would not be easy otherwise to acconat for the cir 
eumstance, that even een simually vanquished, the list of their slain does not, fre- 
guently, appear more n half as great as that of the victors. In this particular 
instance, many of the 1e dex se were certainly thrown into the HUG 
Nor could the number of the encmy engaged be ever ascertained. ‘Their army is 
known to have been composed of warriors from the ieee: nations north of the Onn, 
and to have comprised the Hower of lhe Shawanee, Delaware, Mingo, Wyandotie, and 
Cayuya tribes; Jed on by inen whose names were not unknown to fame,* aud at the 
head of whom was Corustatk, sachem of the Shawauees, and king of the northern con. 
federacy. 
This distinguished chief and consummate warrior, proved himself on that day to be 
stly entitled to the prominent station which be occupied. His plan of alternate retreat 
and attack was well conceived, and occasioned the principal Jess sustained by the 
ate If at any time his warriors were believed to waver, his voice could be heard 
ve the din of arms,-exciaiining, in his native tongue: ** Be strong ! be strong!” and 
when ove near him, by trepidation and reluctance to proceed to the charge, evn ied 2 
lastardly disposition, fearing the example might have a pernicious intiuence, with one 
bis of his tomahawk he severed his skull. It was, perhaps, a solitary instanee in 








which terror pacderimated: Never did meu exhibit a more conclusive evidence of 
bravery in making a charge, and fortitude in withstanding an onset, than did these un- 
disciplined soldiers of the forest in the field at Point Pleasant. Such, too, was the good 
eonduct of those w Bele el the urmy of Virginia on that occasion, and such ike 


y 


noble bravery of many, that nen expectations were enteriained of their future cistine- 
tion. Nor were ee expectatiuns disappoiuted. In the various scenes through which 
they subsequently passed, the pledge of aiter eminence tnen given was fally redeemed * 
and the names of s! helby, Can ell, Matthews, Flemine, Moore, and others, their COs 
patriotz lu arms on the memoravie tenth of October, 1774, have been lus scribed in bins 
hant characters on ths roii of fame.t 

Having baried ihe dead, and made every arrangement which their situstion ad 





mitted, for the conifort ef the wounded, intrenehmenats were thrown up, and the army 


commenced its march to forin a janction with the northern division, auder Lord Dan- 
more. Proceeding by the way of the Salt Licks, Gen. Lewis pressed forward with as- 
tonishing rapidity, (considering fiat the march was through a trackless desert ;) but 
before he had gone far, an express arrived from Danmore with orders to return He =

Autionary war, that obtained for our country the liberty and indepe ndence enjoyed 
hy the ic d States—and a good presage of future suceess; for it is well Enown that 
the Indians were influenced by the British to commence the war to terrify and coniound 
the people, before they comme enced hostilities themselves the ioe year at Lexing 
ton. it was thought by British politicians, that to exeite an “ Indian war Aes pre- 
vent a combination of the colonies fur opposing partiat meately measures to iax the 
Americans.” ‘The bloed, therefore, spilt upon this memorable battle, will oe be re- 
membered by the good people of Virginia and the United States wiih gratitude.

The brave and noble Shawanee chief, Cernstalk, was atrociously 
murdered at Point Pleasant, in the summer of 1777. ‘The gover- 


1 
nor of Virginia offered a reward for the app rehension of the mur- 


oo. but without effect. Point Pleasant, which was first settled 
in 1774, did not flourish for many years. Jt had no church, the 
state of sociei ty was bad, and it was the popular superstition tl 
the place was cursed for this liend-like act. The particalas 
detailed of this event, are from the modest, unostentatious 
of Col. John Stuart :— 

In the year 1777, the Indians, being urged by British agents, became very trouble- 


some to frontier setilements, manifesting much appea hea of hostilities, when the 
Cornstalk warrior, with the Redhawk, paid a visit to the garrison at Point Pleasant. 
He made no secret of the disposition of the Indians; declaring that, on his own part, 
he Was opposed to joining in the war en the side of ‘ e Bevel 1, but that all the nation, 
except hiniseif and his own tribe, werc determined to engage im it; and that, of course, 
he and his tribe would have to run with the stream, (as ie expressed it.) On this Cap- 
tain Arbuckle thought proper to detsin Bim, the Redhaw k, and another fellow, aS hos- 
tages, to prevent the nation fromm joining the British. 

In the course of that summer our government had ordered an army to be raised, of 
volunteers, to serve under the command of General Hand; who was to have collected a 
number of troops at Fort Pitt, with them te.descend the river to Point Picasont, there 
to meet a reinforcement of Oe ers expected to be raised in Angusta aoe Botetourt 
eountles, and then proceed to the Shawanee towns aud chastise them so as to coinne} 
them to a neutrality. Hand did not succeed in the colieciion of troops at eat Pitt; 
and bat three or four companies were raised in Augusta and Botetourt, which were ander 
the command of Colonel George Skillen, who ordered me to use my podehene to raise 
all the volunteers I could gei in Greenbrier, for that service. ‘The people had begun to 
see the diflicuitics attendant on a state of war and long campaigns carried through wil- 
dernesses, and but a few were willing to engage in sac h service. But as tie settlements 
which we covered, though less exposed to the depredations of the Indians, had showea 
their willingness to aid in the pieneed plan to chastise the Indians, and had reised 
three companics, | was very desirous of doing ail 1 could to promote the business and 
aid the service. J used the utmosi endeavors, and proposed to the tnilitia officers to 
volunteer ourselves, which would be au encouragement to others, and by such means to 
raise all the men who could be por. ‘The chief of the officers in Greenbrier agreed to 
the proposal, and we cast lots wlio should cormmand the company. The lot fell on An 
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drew Hamilion for captain, and William Renick heutenant. We collected in all, about 
forty, and jamed Colonel Skillera’s party, on their way to Point Pleasant. 
When we arrived, there was no account of General Hand or his army, and Iittle or 


no provision made to support our troops, ether than what we had taken with vs down 





the Kanawha. ‘We found, tea, that the garrison was unable to spare us any supphes, 
having nearly exnausied, woen we got there, bine had been provided for themselves. 
But-we concluded to wait there us vie as we could for the avyival of Gencral tland, or 


some account fron: him. Daring the time of ou inate y two young men, of the names of 








Hamilton and Gilmore, went ever the Wanawha one ae to hunt for deer; on their re- 
turn to camp, some Jnadians had concealed themselves on the bunk among the weeds, to 
view pu encampment; and as Gilmore came along past them, they fired on bim a nd 
killed him on the bank. 

ae Arbuckle and myself were standing on the opposite bank when the gun fired ; 
and while we were ee ee it could be shooting, contrary to orde a) er what they 
were doing over the river, we saw Hemilion run down the bank, whe called out that Gil- 
more was falled. Gilmore was one of the company of Captam John Pall, of that part 
of the country new Rockbridge county. The captain was a-relation of Gilmore’s, 
whose family and friends were chiefly cut off by the Indians in the year 1763, when 
Greenbrier was cul oi. Hali’s men instantly jumped inte a canoe and went to the re- 
hef of He emulton, who was standing in momentary expectation of being put to Geath. 
They brought the corpse of Gilmore down the bank, covered with blood ond seal ped, and 
put him into the canoe. As the y Were passing the nver, 1 observed to Captai 
Huckte that uke people ¥ would be for kuling the hostages, as svon.as the canoe would land. 
He supposea ad that they would not cffer to. commit so great a violence mon the innocent, 
who were In nowise ae cessary to the murder\of Gilmore. But the canoe had ace 
touched the shore until the ery was raised, Let us bill the Indians in the fort; and every 
man, with his gun in his hand, came up the bank pale with rage. Captain Hall was at 
their head, and leader. Captain Arbackle and I met them, and endeavored to dissuade 
them from so unjustifiable an action; but th ey coc ked their guns, threatened us with 
instant death if we did not desist, rashed by us into the fort, ar nd pat the Indians to death. 

On the preceding day, the Cornstalk’s son, E gaa had come from the nation to 
sce his father, and to knew if he was well, er alive. When he came to the river oppo- 
site the fort, he hallooed. Huis father was at that instant m the act of delineating a 
map of the country and the waters between ithe Shawanee towns and the Mis iSS! 
our request, Teh chalk upon the floor, He immediately recognised the voice of his son, 
got up, went out, and eer ened him. ‘The young fellow crossed over, and ies embraced 
each other in the most tender and a Herel 3 manner. The interpreter’s wife, who had 
been a prisoner among the Indians, and had recently left therm, on hearing the uproar the 
next day, and hearing the men threatenmg that they would kill the Indians, for whom 
she retained pore eh affection, ran to their cabia and informed them that the people were 
just coming to kill them ; and that, because the Indians who killed Gilmore had come 
with Elinipsico the day before, He utterly demed it; declared that he knew nothing 
of them, « and trembled exceed moly. Shas father hacia A him not te be afraid, for 
that the Great Man above had se nt him there to be killed and dic with him. As the men 

advanced to the door, tre Cornstaik rose up and met them; they fired upen him, and 
seven or eight bullets went through him. So fell the great Cornstalk warrior, —whose 
ame was bestowed upon hin by. the consent of the nation, as their great strength and 
support. [lis son was shot dead as he sat upon a stool, The Redhawk made an at- 
teinpt to go up the chimney, but was shot down. ‘The other Indian was shumefully 
mangled, and I grieved to sce him so iong in the agonics of death. 

The Cornstalk, frorn personal appearance and many brave acts, was undoubtedly a 
hero. iad he been spared to live, I beileve he would have been friendly to the Ameri- 
can cause 3 for nothin: ¢ could induce him i make the visit to the garrison at the entical 

tine he did, Dus to communicate to them the temper and disposition ef the Indians, and 
their design of taking part with the British, Gn the day he was killed we held a coun- 
wil, at which } he was present.

dian would run ont from his covert to sea Ip his victim, and thus met a sure death from 
the toimahawk of his adversary, Vhe whites in tiis action being all backwoodsmen, 
were more successful marksmen than the s savages; a fact in pari owing to the want of 
the Mcihe eal skill in the Indians, requisite “to keeping their rifles inorder. At the 





close of the action, the Indians went olf hailooing, as if coming on to renew the attack. 
This stratagem deceived the whites, and enabled ‘them to retreat in more salety. They 


recrossed the Ohio on rafts, three miles above, near the ald Shawanee town, 
Fert at Pout Pleasant.—A fort was erected at Point Pleasant just after the battie, 
the mouth of the Kanawha. li was a rectangular stockade, about eighty ve - long 
with blockhouses at two of its corners. It was finally destroyed, and a sin aller one 
rected about filty ous further up the Qhio, on the site of Hs store of James Capehart. 
It was composed ‘of a circle of cabins, in which the settlers lived. 
Eulen’s ee a, the spring of “88 or ’89, Ben Eulen, 1 a was then insane, was out 


hunting in the woods below Point Piewsant, when he was discovered and pursued by an

Indian. He threw away his mile, au elegant silver-mmounted oe ce, to arrest the atten. 
tion of the Indian, and cain time. ‘I'he Indian stopped to Ae it up. Eulen unexpect.

Anecdotes of the Van Bebhers.—A few years after the close of the revolution, a 
daughter of Capt. John Yan Rebber, named Rieda, aved 17, and Joseph Van Bebber, a 
young lad of ey a brother of or informant, had crossed over ina eance ene morning, 
to the west side of the Ohio, opposite Point Pleasant, on an errand to Rhoda’s father, 
then living temporarily in a house that side of the siream, when a party of Indians sud- 
denly made their appearance. Dave, a Black inan belonging to Capt. Van Bebber, gave 
the alarm, asd rushed ito the house. The tndians attacked the house, but were driven 
off by Dave and Capt. Yau Bebber, with the loss of two or three of their number. Je 
seph and Rhoda, im their terror, hastened to the canoe, whither the Indians pursited then, 
killed and scalped the youug lady, and took Joseph a prisener to Detroit. Khoda’s scalp

Fhe Grave of Capt. Foreman. 


Grave Cel, was first settled in 1770. by Joseph Tomlinson, an 
emigrant from Maryland. In 1772, he discovered the marnmoth 
mound at this place ; and about ni ig time several other families 
from Maryland emigrated here. During the sneceedipe veers, 
the inhabitants suffcred considerably from the Indians, and erected 
forts for their security. 

About four miles above the villave of Grave Creek, on the 
bank of the Ohio, is a menument bearing the following inscrip- 
ticn : 

_ This humble stone is ereeted to the mernory of Capt. Foreman and twenty-one of his 
meu, who were slain by a band of rathless savages—the ailies of & civilized sation of 


Rurope—on the 25th of Sept., 1777.

Capt. Foreman and his men were surprised at the oie of Grave ereek narrows 
account of which event, as pees in the Border Warfare, differs oa from the 
Robin Harkness, my nae related if, w ho was Me Capt. Foreman at thetime.  ] 
therefore, give it as related by him.

rection of the fort at Grave e creek, ee Ate those at Wheeling to believe that the 
Indians had not yet left the country, and that the fort at Grave creek had been set on 
fire. In order to make discoveries, on the h of September Capt. Poreman, with 43 
men, set out fer Grave a Having arrived there, ane secing the fort st: inding, and 


discovering no signs of the Indians, thoy returned. On a arriving at the foot of the Nur. 
rows, a contention arose unr eee Capt. Moreman and a man ne ihe name ef Lynn, who 
had been sent with him asa SPY about which road they “hoals d take, the river or ridge. 
Lynn urged the prebabiiity of the indians having been on the opposite shore, and atl 
more than hkely seen them pass down; and the most hkely Mee for waylaying them 
was in the narrows, and therefore urged the necessity of going g th ane road. Foreman, 
being indisposed to take the counsel of Lynn, proceeded along the base of the hill. 
During the contention, Robin Harkness sat upon a log, having very sore eves at the 
time, and took no part in the dispute; bat when C pt. Foreman staricd, he followed 
him. Juynn, however, with seven or eight other frontiers-men, went the ridge road. 
While passing alone a nerrow bottom st the head of the narrows: the foremost of Capt. 
Foreman’s men picked up some Indian trinkets, which immediately excited a suspicion 
that Indians were nea 2 which eaused a halt. Before them seme five or six Indiang 
stepped into the path, and behind them about the same number; and at the same mo- 
ment @ fire was Fee in ees Abem from a line of Indians under cover of the river 
bank, and not over ae steps from the white men. ‘Those that escaped the first fire 
fied up the Inll; but it being steep and difficult to climb, they were exposed for some 
time to the fire of the indi . Lynn and bis comrades, hearnne the fire when they ©

were below them on the ridge, ran along until opposite. They then proceeded to the 
brivk of the hill, where th vy Saw @ man ascending near them, who had got n nearly to the 
top when he received a shot in his thigh, which broke it. Lynn and his comrades ran 
down and lifted him up, carried him over the hill, and hid him under a cleft of rocks 
and then proceeded to Wheeling. As at ifarkness was climbing the hill near ie 
top, and pulimg himself up by a bush, a bail strack it and knocked the bark off against 
him, which alarmed him, as he supposed it to be the ball; he however proceeded on and 
escaped unhurt. In Uns fatal ambuscade, twenty-one of Capt. Foreman’s party were 
killed, and several much wounded: among the slain were Capt. Foreman and his tiwe 
sous. The Indian force was never ascertained ; but it was supposed to have been the 
same party that attacked Fort Henry, at’ Wheeling, which was supposed to have 
been upwards of 300 strong. On the ensuing day, the inhabitants of tue neighborhood 
of Wheeling, under the direction of Col. Zane, proceeded to the fatal spot to bury those 
who had fallen, and at the same time to pet the man who was women and hid under 


the recks, who was stil! alive and finally recovered. 

Within a quarter of a mile from the Ohio, on the river flats at 
Grave Creek, in full view of the passing steamers, is the mam- 
moth mound. On the summit is an observatory, erected by Mr. 
A. B. Tomlinson in 1837. From his communication in the Ameri- 

: Pioneer, we derive the following facts: 

The Mammoth Mound is 69 feet hich, and about 900 feet in cirenmference af its base. 
Tt is a frustum of a cone, and has a flat top of about 50 feet in diameter. This Sat, 
until lately, was ehenthy depressed d—oecasioned, it is supposed, by the falling a of twe 
vaults below. <A few years since a white oak, of about 70 feet in he neht, stood on the 
suminit of the mound, which appeared te die of age. On ey cutting the trunk 
transversely, the number of concentric circles showed that it was about 500 years old, 

In i838, Mr. Pomlimson commenced at the level of the surrounding ground, and ran 
in an excavation horizontally ltl feet, when he came to a vault that had been excavated 
in the earth before the mound was commenced. ‘Yhis vault was 12 feet long, 8 wide, 
and 7 in height. It was dry as any tight room. Along each wide and the two ends,

Another excavation was commenced at the top of the mound downwards. Midway 
between the top and bottem, and over the vault above described, a second and similar 
vault was discovered, and, like that, caved in by the falling of the ceiling, timbers, 
stones, &c. In the upper vault was found the singular hieroglyphical stone hereafter 
deseribed, 1700 ivory bea fe 500 sea-shells of the involute species, that were worn as 
beads, and five copper bracelets aloe the wrists of the skeleton. The shells and beads 
were about the neck and ne Das i of the skeleton, and there were also about 130 pieces of 


isinglass sirewed over the body. 


The mound is composed of the same kind of earth as that around a being a fine 


loarny sand, but diifers very much in color from that of the natural ground. Alter pene- 
trating about eight feet with the first or horizontal excavation, blue spots hecan toappeer

in the Garth of which the mound is composed, On close examination, these spots were 
found to contain ashes and bits of burnt bones. ‘Vhoss spots increased as they approached 


the centre: at the distance of 129 feet within, the spots were so numerous and con- 


densed as to give the earth a clouded appeurance, and excited the admiration ef all who 
saw il. Hvery part of the mound presents ie Salne appearance, except near the sur. 
face. ‘The blue spots were probably eceasioned by depositing the remains of bodies 
consumed by fre. 

Ip addition to the relies in the mammoth mound, there has been a great number and 
variety of relies found ia the neighborhood : many of them were discovered with skele- 
tons which were near! ly ceca yed.

The Euaarate We this plain is Beda ular 13 feet above the present summit-level of the 
Ohio.

Ti is well known to all acquainted with the warlike habits of our Indians, that they 
never evinced the foresight {o post a regular sentry, agd these rude towers may be regarde d 
as of conte: eons aneous age with the interment of tite inseription. 

Several polished tubes of stone have been found in ene of the lesser mounds, the use 
of which is not very apparent. One of these now on my tuble is twelve inches long, 
one and a fourth wide at one end, and cne and a half at the other. It is inade of a 
fine, compact, lead-blue stealite, metiled, and has been coustructed by boring, in the 
manner of a gun-barrel. ‘This boring is continued to within about three-eighths of an 
inch of the larger end, through which bet a small aperture is left. If this small aperture 
be looked threugh, cbjec’s ai a distance are more clearly seen. Whether it had this 
telescope or others, the degree of art evinced im its construction is far from rude. By 
mserting a wooden rod and valve, this tabe would be conyerted into a powerful syphon 
or syringe. 

1 have not space to notice one or two additional traits which serve to awaken new

As this county comes within the hee of the tract Lae 
Doddridge’s Notes, we make an extract depicting the customs of 
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those primitive times: 
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The settlements on this side of the mountains commencet along the Monongahela, 
and between that river and the Laurel ridge, im the year 1772. In the succ ceeding year 
ra reached the Ohio River. ‘he eto number of the first settlers came from the 
upper parts of the then colonies of Maryland and Virgima. Braddock’s trail, as it wag 
called, was thie route by which the greater number of them crossed the mountains. A 
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5 ray of Gediord and Fort Liyonier, the military road 
from Pennsylvania to Pittsburg. hev eflected their remevuls on horses furnished with 
pack-saddies. . Vhis was tne more easily done, os but fow of these early adventarers 
into the wilderness were encumbered with much bageage. 

Land was the object which invited the greater number of these pecple to cross the 
mountain, for, ‘BS the ahi then was, “It was to be had here for taking up; thats, 

- building a eabin ape ralsinge & crop ef grain, however smali, of any kind, eutitle 
occupant to four lundred acres of ively aud a pre-emption right te ene thousenu acres 
more adjoinuig, to be scenred e a leud-ofiice warrant. ‘This right was to take ciicet 
if there lappe ned to be so much vacant lund, or any part thereof, adjoining the trac 
secured by the setilement nght. 

At an early period the coverament of Virginia appointed three commissioners to give 
certifcates of settlement rights. ‘hese certificates, together with the surveyors plat, 
were sent to ihe land-otiice o/ the state, where they lay six monibs, to await any caveat 
which might be offered. If none was oflered, the pateut then issued. 

‘There was, at an early period of our settlements, an inferior kind of land title de- 
nominated a “tomahawk right,” which was mude by deadening a few trees near the 
head of a @ spring, ang marking the bark of sone one or more of them with the initials 
Oi the name otf tne person who made the improvement. L remember spe ge seen a 
number of those “ tomabawk rights” when a boy. Jor a long time ma ae { thein bore 
the names of those whe made them. I have no knowledge of the eflicae cy of the toma 
hawk muprovement, er whether it conferred any might whatever, unless followed by an 
actual settlement. ‘These rights, however, were offen bouylit and sold. Those who 
wished to make settlements on their favorite tracts ef land, bought uP the tomahawk 
Improvements, rather than enter into quarrels with those who had made them. Other 
improvers of the keond, with a view to actual setUuement, aud who happened to be stout 
veteran fellows, took 2 very differe nt course froin that of purchasing the ‘ pomp 
rignts.’” When annoyed by the clannants under these rhts, bey deliberatcly cut a 
few good hickeries, and ¢ gave them what was called in those days a “ liga 
that is, a sound whippi: ag. 

Seme of the early settlers took the precaution to come over the mountains in the 

spring, leaving their families behind to raise a erop- of corn, and ihen retura and bring 
them out in the vali, This I should think was the better way. Others, especially these 


whose families were small, brought them with them in the spring. My father took the 


Jatter course. His family was but small, and he brought them all with him, hhe 
Indian imeal which he brought over the mountain was expended six weeks tuo soon, se 


that for that length of time we had to live without bread. ‘The lean venison ses ihe 
breast of wild turkeys ¥ ve were taught to cail bread. ‘The flesh of the bear was denomi- 
nated meat. This artitice did mot succeed very well. Atter living in this way for some 
time we became sickly, the stomach seenied to be ccs: empty and tormesied with a 
sense of hunger. 1 remember how narrowly the ehilidren watched the geowth of the 
potato tops, pumpkin and squash vines. hoping from ly to day to get something to 
answer in the place of bread. Huw delicious was the tastc of the young potatoes wheu 
we got them!

- My father, with a smal! number of his neighbors, made their settlements in the spring 
of 1773. ‘Though they were in a poor, and destitute siMation, they nevertheless Goel 
in peace; but their tranquillity was not of loug coalinuance.

Owing to the equal distribution of real property directed by our land laws, and the 
sterling integrity of our forefathers in their observance of them, we kaye no districts of 
‘sold land,”’? us it is called, that is, large tracts of land in the bands of individnals, or 
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conipanies, who neither se AL nov improve them, as is the case in Lower Canada, and the 
northwestern part of Penn: syhyania, These unsettled tracts make heuge blanks im the 
population of the country where they exist. 

The division-lines between those whose Jands adjoined, were generally made in an 
amicable manner, before any survey of ee vas made, by the parties concerned. In 


doing this they were guided mainly by the tops of ridves and water-courses, but par- 
ticularly the forme aenee the greater nareber of farms in the western parts of Penn. 
syivania and Virginia bear a str: kit ng resemblance to an amphitheatre. The buildings 
cupy a low situation, and ne tops of the surrounding hills are the koundaries of the 
et to which the family mansion be longs. 
rae forefathers were fond of farms of this Ee ene because, as they saids they are 
attended with this convenience, “that every thing comes to the house down bill.” 
Most of the early shorn considered their Jand as of little value, from an apprehension 


that after a few yea acultyabion aif would lose its fertility, at least for a long ae i 
have often heard them s ay that sucha “field would bear so many crops, and another so 


inany, more or less ne an that. he cround of this belief concerning the short- weal ter- 
tility of the land in this country, was the poverty of a great proportic nof the land m 
the lower parts of Maryland and V} irginia, heh: after producing a few crops, became 


unfit for use ,and was thrown out into commons. 


My reader will naturally ask where were their mills for grinding grain? Where their 
tanneries for making leather 2 Where their smith-shops for making and repairing ae 
farming utensils? Who were their carpenters, tailors, cabinet w ork men, sh oemakera, 


and weavers ? The answer is, those manufacturers did not exist, nor ha d! they-a any 
‘tradesmen whe were professedly such. Every family were under the peeeleity, 6 of doing 
every thing for themselves as well as they could. ‘The sou aptae -block and hand-mills 
were in use in most of our houses. The first was made of 2 2 large block of wood about 
three feet long, with an excavation burned im ene end, wide at the top and narrow at 

the bottum, so that tie action of the pestle on the bottom threw the corn up to the 
sides towards the top of it, from whence it continually fell down iute the centre. In 
consequence of this movement, the whole mass of the grain was pretty equally subjected 
to the strokes of the pestle. Ia the fall of the vear, winle the Indian cora was sott, the 

block and pestle did very well for making meal for jouny-cake and mash, but were 
rather slow when the corn became bard. 

The sweep was sometimes used to lessen the toil of pounding grain into meal. This 

was a pole of some springy elastie wood, thirty feet long or more ; the butt end wae placed 

iuder the side of a hence or alarye stump. ‘I'his pole was supported by two forks, 
placed about one-third of its length from the butt end, so as to elevate the small eni 
about fifteen feet from the ground; to this was attached, by a large oe a pieces of 
2 sapling, about five or six inches im diameter? and eight or ten feet lon ‘The lower 
end of this was shaped so as to answer for a pestle. A pin of woed was ak t through it 
#t a proper height, su that two persons could work at the sweep st once. ‘This simple 
machine very much lessened the labor, and ng es ae the work. J remember that. 

when a boy, I put up an excellent sweep at my father’s. It was made of a sugar-tree 
sapling. it was kept going almost constantly, from morning till wight, by our neigh- 
bors for several weeks. In the Greenbrier country, where they fad a number ef sait- 
petre caves, the first settlers nade plenty ef excellent gunpuwder vy ihe means of those 
eweeps and mortars. 

A machine still more simple e than the mortar and pestle, was used for making meal,

af abot 590 men, including fea whom he had induced by 


false Bo romises to leave their masters, was attacked by the piel ig 


jlans under Gen. Lewis, and con ed to abandon the Place 
Shortly after, Dunmore left the coast of Virginia forever. 


The armexed account of the Rene upen Dunmore, and a ex 
pulsion from Gwyn’s Island, is from the Virginia Gazette of J ae 
29th, 1776 :— 


We got to the island on Monday, the 8th, and next moruing, at 8 o'clock, began o 
furious attack upon the enemy’s shipping, camp, and fortifications, from two batteries, 
one of five, six, and nine-pounders; the other mounting two cighteen-pouncers. Whai 
forces the eneiny had, were encamped on a point of the island nearly opposite to our 
alla ae battery, ore by a battery of four embrasures, and a breastwork of con- 
giderable extent. Besides this, they had two other batreries, and a stockade fort higher 
tip ihe hoven, where troc ps were stationed to prevent our landing. dn the haven were 
three tenders ; one a , sloop, (the Lady Charlatte,) mointing six carriage-guns ; a schoonez 
of two carriages, six swive Js and eohorp ; and a pilot-boat, badiy armed, who bad orders 
from C aptain Haunmmond, of the Roebuck, te prevent our bouts passing over to the 
island, and to annoy. the rebels by every means in their power. Gea, Lewis announced 
his orders for attacking the enemy, by pulting a match to the first yun, an cighteen- 
pounder, himself; and the Dunmore being then nearest to us, at the distance of about 
oU0 yards, 3t passed through her hull, and did considerable damage. Our five-gun bate 
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iery likewise becan playing on the feet, the enemy’s camp, and works; and the fire 
soon became sa hot that the Dunmore was obliged to cut her cables and haul of) after 
receiving ten ane some of which raked her fore and aft. Vhe Otter lay next to her,

ing down several tents, which put their camp into a gre at confusion, At half after 9 
the firing cease a, which was renewed again at 12, with double vigor, from both bat- 
teries; and nothing prevented our pushing to the island, during the cannonade, but the 
want of vessels. 

The general being determined to cross the next day. gave orders for all the small 
crafts to be coliected Lica from the neighboring crecks ass night, and two brass

Captain Harrison, who th ad the direction of those field-pieces, began playi VE upen He 
tenders, which he galled so much, thet the schooner ran up a small creek which in- 
cented the island, where the crew a! bandoned he r, and the sloop got aground in reach of 
our cannon; upon which the gencral oe Captain Sinith, of the 7th regiment, with 


his company, to man tie canoes and board her, which was done with alacrity. IFW 
ever, before our men came nn wi ith her, the erew rot inge their hast and pushed far the 
island. But Captain Smith, very prudently hee sing the tender, pursued them so close, 
that before they could reach the shore, he exchanged a few shot with them, and took 
part of them prisoners. The enemy’s look-outs, perceiving our men close upon the lower 
part of the island, ened out, The shirt-men are coming!’ and scampered off. The 
pilet-boat raade no resistance. 
General Lewis then ordered two 1undred men, under Colonel M'Clanahan, to land 
on the island, which was ee ed as expeditiously as our small vessels would admit of. 
On our arrival, we found the enemy had evacuated the place with the greatest precipita- 
tiou, and were struck with horrer at the number of bad bodies, in a state of putrefac- 
tion, strewed ail the way from iheir battery to Cherry £ ‘oint, ubout two miles in length, 
with a shovel fuli of earth upon them; others gaspmg for Jife; and some had crawled 
to the water edye, who coud only make neti n their distress by beckoning tous. By 
the small-pox, and other malignant disorders which have raged on board the fleet for 
many months past, it is ee they have lost, since their arrival at Gwyn’s Island, near 
five hundred souls. I myself counted one hundred and thirty graves, or rather holes 
loosely covered over with earth, close WieCtes .many of them large enough to bold a 
corporal’ s guard. One in the Hele was neatly done up with turf, and is supposed to 
eontain the remuins of the late Lora Gosport. Many were burnt alive in brush hats, 
which, in their confusion, had got on fire. In short, such a scene of misery, distress, 
and cruelty, my eyes never beheld ; for which the authors, one may reasonably cenclude, 
never can make atonement in this world. ‘The enemy left behind them, in their bat- 
-tery, a double fortified mine-pounder, a great part of their baggage, with several ieuts 
and marquees, beside the three tenders, with their cannon, small arms, &c. Also the 
anchors and cables of the Dunmore, Otter, and many others, to the amount, it is sup- 
posed, of twelve hundred pounds. On their Jeaving the island, they burnt some vajua- 
ble vessels which had got aground. Mr. John Grymes’ cifeets on the island have fallen 
-into our hands, consisting in thirty-tive negroes, horses, cattle, and furniture. : 
Major Byrd, on the approach of our canoes to the island, was huddled into a eart tn 
a very sick and low condition, it is said, and carried down to Cherry Powt, where he 
embarked. The second shot thie ener received, cut her boatswain in twe, and 
weunded two or three others ; and she had scarcely recovered from the shock, when a 
nine-pounder from the lower battery ente te her quarter, and beat in a large tinder, 
from the splinters of which Lord Dunmore got wounded in the legs, and had all his

valuable china smashed about his ears. It is said his lordship was exceedingly alarmed, 
and roared ont, & Good God. that ever I should come te this i” — 

We had our information from one of his people that oame ashore after the eneare- 
ment, and was taken by our scouts, He hkewise said, that many were killed ia the 


fleet, which had sustained some thousand pounds worth of damage. The Bowey andl 
Roebuck were the lewermost ships, besides’ which there were one "hundred and odd sail

celebrated botanist and physician, Joun Murrcaeit, who emigrated 
to this Ee ann from Enel land in the early y part of the last cen- 
tury, and distinguished himself by his philosophical and medical 
essays, and historical writings. 

The prevailing religious denomination of ihis county is the Bapiist: indeed, br the last 
sixty years, Virginia has been distinguished for containing a Jarger number of Baptists 
than any other state in the Union. "Tei is not known that any of the Griginal sctilers ef 
Virginia were of ihis denomination. The first church gathered-in the colony was at 
Burley, i in the county ef the Isle of Wight, about the year 1734, more than a century 
after the landing at Jamestown, which church is supposed to have cotitinued 40 or Su 
yeurs, When ta: ty ap its members removed to North Carolina, and soon tnereased greut- 
ly. They were al] General Baptists; but in a few years efter their reinoval they beran 
tv embrace tie Galeuists sentiments, he next appearance of the Baptists m this 
state wasin the counties of Berkele y, Rockingham, and Loudon, frorn the year (743 te 
1756. ‘Phis period dates the origin ef the Recular Baptists in Virvinia ; bat the y did 
not flourish to any considerable extent until 1700.“ Phetr first preag hers cat ne fro 


the north, and some few arose iu the south: all metw ah opposition from those in power. 


‘The ministers (saye Leland) were imprisoned, and the dis sciples, butleted’ This is bat 
toc true. No dissenters in Virginia experienced for a tine liursher treatment than did 
the Baptists. ‘They were beaten and imprisoned; and cruelty taxed its ingenuity te 
devise new modes of punishment and annoyance.” 

Outrageous mobs disturbed their congregations and preachers. A suake and a hor- 
nes nest were thrown wito their ieeuous, and even in one case Mre-arins Were browuht 
to disperse them. ‘“ When the Baptists first appeared in Virginia and North Carolina 
they were received by men in power as beneath their notice} and in soe places perse- 
cution ina legal shape was never resorted to. But in ma ny others, slammed by ther 
rapid increase, the raen in power strained every penal law in the Virginia code to oblaia 
Ways aud means to put down these disturbors af the public peace, as the vy were calicd. It 
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veems by no means ee bes any law in force in Virginia authorized the imprison- 
ment of any person fer preaching, ‘The law for the preservation of the peace was so in- 


terpreted as to answer this pspose and acc ce ly, whenever the preachers were ap- 
prehended it was dene by a peace-warrant; About thirty preachers were honored with 
a dungeon, and a few others besiege 

Aniony the if not the first jie preacher in this county, was John Waller, 
born in Spotts la in 17-41, and a descendant of the honorable family of that name

added: “ While I was. wick ed and ee you took ne notice of me; but since Ihave 


altered imy course of live. and endeavored to reforni my neighbors, you concern yourselves 
much about me. I shall take the spoling of my goods joyfully.” The meekness of 


spirit manifested by this man towards his persecutors, so touched the heart of Waller 
hat it finally resuited in bis conversion. In 1770 he was ordained pastor of a church 
‘stablished in his neighborheed. Accompanied by a companion he travelled into this 
Bonny preaching w herever he went. “ Hee name sounded far and wide. By the un- 
odiy le was considered as a bold. inexorable fanatic, that would do much mischief ua- 
less restrained. ‘he Baptisis and their adherents looked upon lim as sent for the de- 
fence of their cause, and with inuch confidence rallied around him as their leader. His 
persecutions in several counties were of the most painful character.’ JLe was confined 
in the jail of Urbanna, in this county, forty-six days. 

Mr. Waller continued laboring w ie ee at success in the cause. In 1773 he removed 
to South Carolina, where he dinds in 1802, at the age of 62. He had been “ a minister 
of God’s werd for about 35 years, and in that tine ‘had been in four different jails 113 
days, besides receiving reproachings, buffetings, stripes, oe Nor was his labor ny vain 
in the Lord. While in Virginia, he baptized more than 2,009 persons, assisted in the 
ordination of 27 ministers, and in the constitution of 18 churches.’4 

.“ The usual consequences followed ; persecution made friends for its victims ; and the 
men who were not permitted to speak in pablic, found willing au: Jitors in the sympa- 
thizing crowds who gathered around the prisons to bear them ‘preach from the grated 
wind ows. It is not dinprobable that tiis very opposition imparted strength im another 
ynode, inasmuch as it at Jeast furnished the Raptists with a common ground en which 
to make resistance; and such common ground was in a great degree “wanting in their 
creed; for, not to speak 0: their great division into Regulars and Separates, some ‘ held 
to predestination, others to universal provision ; some adhered to a confession of fait th, 
others wo uld have none but the Bible; some practised laying on of hands, others did 
not ;’ and in fact the only pa wticular in which there seems to have been unanimity, 
was in the faverite can ‘ive ae Moa of the sect, that none bui adult believers are fit sub- 
jects oF baptism, and that immersion is the only effectual or e athonaed nee ef admin- 
istering that sacrame ee 

At ine ; commencement of the American revolution, the Baptists had gained cansider-

abie influence and power ainoug the people. The dissenters, boik the ee aud 
Presbyserians, were generally republteans. The Baptists addressed the convention of 
the state, ‘and informed that } body,’ says Hawks, “that their religious tenets prose ented 
no obstacle to their tukis ig up aris and fi ehting for the country ; and they tendered the 
services of their pastars in promoting the enlistraent of the youth of their rctivious per- 
suasion.”? It was owing partly to the efforts of the Baptists that the established church 
was abolished in Virginia. In 1785, just previous to the passage of “the Act for 
establishing Rehgious Freedom,” Mr. Madison’s able remonstrance was presented to the 
General Assembly “against the general assessment,”’ pointing out the dangers to reli- 
gious liberty and to religion that lurked in the scheme. It was not until this time that 
the dissenting clergymen were allowed by law to perform marriage or funeral rites; 
although many, presuming on a future sanction of government, had, by thé advice of 
Patrick Llenry, done so, as being the best means of obtaining a law to that end, 
Many petitions had been and were presenied to the iegisiature, in many different forms.

The society of which Dr. Eckarly was a member, was rather cbnoxious to am: ijoriey 

f the frontier inhabitants. Wheir ‘intimaey with the Oidians, allhough cultivated with 
the most laudable motives, and for noble purposes, yet made them obiec ts at least of 
distrust to many. Laboring under these disadvantages, it was with difficulty that dr. 
Eckarly prevailed on the officer of ihe fort to release him; and when this was vet he 
was only permitted to go home uuder certain conditions—he was to be esvuorted by a 
guard of armed men, who were to carry him back if any discove ‘ry were made preju- 
didki} tohim. Upon their arrival at Cheat. the truth of inne statemrnent was aw fully Cone 
firmed. The first spectacte which presented itself to their view, when the party came 
in sight of where the cabin had been, was a heap of ashes. Oa a pproaching the ruins, 
the half-decaved and niitdated bodies of tue poor Dunk: ards Were Seen in tbe yard: the 
hoops on which their se alps had been dried were there, and the rathless hand of desola- 
lion had waved over therr hittle frelds, Dr. ckarly aided in burying the remains of his 
unfortunate brothers, and returned ta the. fort on the South Braneh. 
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In the fall ef 1758, Thomas Decker and some others commen ed a setticment cn the 
Monongahe ia River, at the inouth of what is now Decher’s ereek. In the ensuing spring 
it was entirely broken up by a party of Delawares and Mingoes, and the greates part of 
ifs inhabitants murdered. ;

ames Murda aug h’ ’ahouse. Before this movement, three well-mounted young Virginiang, 
as Riddick, Vhomas Granbur y, and Thomas Brittle, had been di ispatche d tg recon- 
noitre the enemy. They were surprised and made prisoners, ju: st be eee Hall’s mills, in 
Norfolk cour ty——conve ye to New York, where they remained for eghteen months ia @ 
siate of captivity. Phus hid the party under Col. Riddick continue in entire ignorance 
of oe nuinbers and inotions of the enemy. 

Yo a tavern, about a mite belaw the encanminment of the mulitia, C aptaias iKkKine and 
ea had repaired forthe night. in front of this tavern was a lane with draw- bars at 
its extremity. ‘These were sooa heard’to rattie ; alarmed at this noise, King and Davis 
seized their muskets, and flew io the door. King leaped v} t, and fired to vive the alarin. 
The British platoon discharged, and shet Davis through the heart. king, weil ac- 
quainted with the country, soou reavhed the Vi irginian ¢ 2D, and informed his comrades 
of approaching host ny The violence of the wind, blowing in an unfavorable diree 
tion, had prevented them from hearing the report even of the British musketry, discharged 
so near them. * Coal. Willis Riddick, not suspecting the approach of the foe, nad retired 
to his own house. The command, therefore, devolved upon Col. Ndward Ruddick. "Phe 
militia retraced their steps to SH Ak, which they reached before the dawn. Two of 
cers, mounted on ficet horses, were then dispatched to ascertain the situation and force 
of ihe enemy. Four miles below Suffolk they halted, and immediately atter sunrise, ta 
the entrance of a lane, about one quarter of a mile long, had a full vie w of the advane- 
ing fee, and distincily counted boy infantry, ‘They rode back 1 in full speed, and, upon 
calling the militia te arms, about one hundred only obe syed the call. “Phe others had dis 
persed. A retreat became unavoidable--every man was admonished to take cure of 
himeself. Mast of the inhabitants bad already bh their humes. Wew could seve thelr 
effects. Such asdelayed their flight, ia attempting to secure Uieit proerty, were taken 
prisoners. Rathless devastation attended the British, They set fre to the town, and 
nearly the whole was consutmed. Several hundred barrels of far, pitch, turpentine, and 
rum, fad been deposited on lots contiguous to the wharves. ‘Phe heads of the barrels 
bejng Kaocked out, and ther cuntents, orgies owed in a commuingied muss, Catching the 
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itiver inte the James, in the southern part « of the cot 
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Blaze, descended to tne river, like torrents of burning lava. Ag the wind blew from the 
wharves with great violence, these substances, with, ditt culty soluble in water, rapidly 
floated to the cppasite shore ina splendid state of cond agration, which they comnauri

It was im 1758 that Washington, attired in a military undress, and attended by abodty 
servant, tall and militaire as his chief, crossed the ferry called Williams's, over the ea 
munkey, « | brane! 1o6f the York River. On the boat touching the southern or New iene 
side, the seidier’s progress was arrested by one of those personages who give the bea 
idéal of the Virginia gentleman of the old régime, the very soul of kindoess and hospi- 
tality. It was in vain the soldicr vprged his business at Williamsburg, naportant ccin- 
munications to the governor, &c. Mr. Chamberlayne, en whose domain the milttaire 
had just landed, weuld hear of no excuse. Col. Washington was a name and churacter 
so dear toe all Virginians, that his passing by one of the castles of Virginia, without eall- 
foo and partaking of the hosputalities of the host, was cutirely out of the questicn. Sues 
colonel, however, did not surrender at discretion, but stoutly maintained bis grouad ia! 
Chamberlayne, bringing up his reserve, in the neadion that he would introdace ins 
friend {9 2 young and clariming r widow, then beneath bis roof, the soldier capitulated, o 
condition that he should dir e—only dine—and then, by pressing his charger and neal 
rowing of the night, he would reach Wilhamsburg before his excelle: icy CC ould shake off 
his morning slumbers, Orders were accordn igty - issued to Bishep, the cotonel’s body 
servant and faithful follower, who, together with the fine Buglish charger, had been ae “ 
queathed by the dying Graddeck te Major Washineten, on the famed and fa led nee 
Monongahela. Bist Me. bred | in the school of European discipline, raised his ha 2 to lis 
gap, a8 mucli as to say, “ Your orders shall be obeyed.” 

‘The colonel now proceeded to the inansion, and was introduced to vaneus guests, (for 
when was a Virginia dotmicil of the elden time without guests?) and, above all, to. the 
charming widow. ‘Tradition relates that they were mutually pleased, on this, their first 
jnterview—nor is it remarkable ; i they were of an age w hen iuipressions are strongest. 
The lady was fair to behold, e f fescinati ug imanners. and splendidly endowed wit 
worldly benefits. The hero was fresh from his early fields, redolent of fame, and with 
a form on which “every god did seem to set his seal, to give the world assurance of a 
man.” 

The morning passed pleasantly away. evening came, with Bishop, trae to his orders 
and firm at his post, holding the favorite charger with one hand, white the ether waa 
waiting to offer the ready stirrup. The sun sunk inthe horizon, and yet the colonel ap- 
peared. not. “Lwas strange, twas passing strange ;?? surely he was not wont-to ba 
single moment behiad his appoiataents—for he was the most punctual of all men. 

Meantime, the host enjoyed the scene of the veteran et the gate, while the colonel 
was so agreeably employed in the parlor; and proclaiming # that o9 visttor ever left his 
home at sunset, his mililary gaest was, without much ditieulty, persuaded to order 
Bishop to put. up the horses for the meht. "Phe sun rode high tu the heavens the ensuing 
day, when the enamored soldier pressed with his spur his charge rs side, and speeded on 
his way to the seat of government, where, having dispatched his publie business, he re- 
traced his steps, and, at the W nite flousc, the engagement took ipallive: with preparativns 
for inarriage. 

And mach hath the biographer heard of that marriage, from the gray-haired domes- 
tics who waited at the board where love made the feast and Washington the cuest. And 
rare and high was the revelry at that paimy period of Virginia’s festal age; tor many 
were gathered to that marriage, of the srood, the great, the gifted, and they, with joyous 
ae clamations, hae Gh itt V riata *3 youthiu he roa happy and prosp eros bridegrooia.

The precise dute of the marriage the biographer has been unable te disc cover, ge 
in vain searched among the records of the vestry of St. ek s church, New Kent, of 
which the Rev. Mr. Munson, a Cambridce se aie Was the rector, and Tae ihe 
ceremony, it is beleved, about 1759. A short time after ae marriage, Colonel and 


Mrs. Washington removed to Mount Vervon, op the Potomac, and permanently settle 
there. 

“This union,” says Sparks, “was in every respect felicitous. Jt continued forty 
years. ‘Fo her intimate acquaintances one to the n ation, the character of Mrs. Wash-

tween whom and himscif am inti macy of fmendship subsisted. which, indecd, continued 
without chanme, til severed by their opposite fortunes twenty years afterwards in the 
revolution. It happened that Miss Mary Philips, a sister of Mrs. Rubinson, and a 
young lady of rare accomplishments, was an inmate inthe fumuy. The charms of this 
lady made a deep impression upon the heart of the Virginia colonel. Le went to Boston, 
returned, and was aguin welcomed to the hospitality of Mr. Robinson. He lingered 


there fill duty called him away; but he was careful to intrust his secret to 4 confidential _ 


friend, whose letters kept him informed of every upportant event. In a few months in- 
telligsnce came, that a rival was in tbe field, and that the consequences could not bs 
answercd for, if he delayed to renew his visits to New York. Whether time, the bustle 
of a camp, or the scencs of war had moderated his admiration, or whether be despaired 
of success, is net known. Jie never saw the Jady again til she was married to that 
same rival, Captain Morris, his former associate in arms, and one of Braddock’s aids-de- 
camp. : . 
“ie had before felt the influence of the tender passion. At the age of seventeen, he 
was smitten by the graces of a fair one, whom he called a ‘lowland beauty,’ and 
whose praises he recorded in glowing strains, while wandering with his surveyor's com- 
pass among the eee ny mountains. On that eceasion he wrote d iesponding letters 
to a friend, and indited plaintive verses, but never ventured to reveal fis emotions to the 
lady who was unconsciously the cause of his pains.” 





On the eastern bank of Ware creek, a tributary of York River, 
ee the dividing line of New Kent and James City counties, is the 
“ Stone House,” as if is c adled, whieh is perhaps the most een 
relic of antiquity in V iresit ia. A writer--C. C. of Petersburg— 
in a late number of the Southern Literary Messenger, gives the 
following sketch : 

'The Stone House is distant from the mouth of Ware creek five miles, from Wihams- 
burg fifteen, and from Jamestown twenty-two. The walls and chimney, which reinain, 
are composed of sandstone. “The house is eighteen and a haif feet by iifteen in extent. 
Jt consists of a basement room under ground and a story above. On the west side is 
doorway six feet wide, giving entrance to both apartments. ‘There are loop-holes in the 
walls, measuring on the inside twenty by ten inches, on the outside tweaty by four. 
The walls are in the basement two feet thick, im the upper story eighteen inches thick 
The masonry bears marks of having been executed with great e are ang nicety. The 
heuse stands in an extensive weste of woads, ona ng Knoll or promont ory, aroune the 
foot of which winds Ware creck. The struciure fronts oa the ereck, beir g elevated one

Ancient Stone Siructure on Ware Creek. 


The singular pricey e of the old “ Stone House,” and its wild, seeluded, desolate site 
have naturally given rise e to several traditions and conjectures as to its origin and pur 
pose. Jt is said ie , there is a neighborhood tradition, that the house was erected as early 
as thirteen years after Ale pares at Jamestown—zsod that it was built by the famous 
pirate Blackbeard, as a depository of his plunder. ‘This hypothesis, } however, involyes a 
serious anachronism ; since rf is well established that Blackbeard did not figure in the 
waters of Virginia uatil about the year 1717—more than a century alter the ual 17 at 
Jamestown. 

Ancther fanciful conjecture is, that the ‘Stone House,” like the cave where Dido 
entertained dineas, was a sort of rendezvous meeting-place of Captain Sinith and 
Pocahontas! his is rather too romantic. 

Ancther conjecture. much more plausible than either of those above mentioned, is that 
the house was built by the adherents of Bacon in bis rebellion, who, after their leader’s 
death, still held out so "pertinaciously against (Clovernor B erkeley. This surmise, howe ver, 
would seem to be unfounded. Firsily, it is well kyown that those follawers of Bacon 
O6C! upied West Point at the head of York River, strong! y fortified it, and made it their 
place of arms. That post in their ee ands actually rs impregnable against repeated 
assaults of the governor’s forces under Tudwell. And > Wi iftie un Berkeley, at Jencth 
fatigued by their resolute defence, In hae to induce me UneGne “ry was oblie d to offer 
the rebels there a general pardon, which nothing less than the last necessity could bave 

extorted from him. ‘Phe position occupied by Bacon’s adherents at West Point b- ng 
so strong aud every way convenient, there could have been no motive to prompt theay 
to build ‘another fortification on Ware creck. 

Ju the next place, it is alloyether improbable that the vindictive vigilance of Berkeley 
would have sute ‘red Bacon's followers Lt sted to erect such a ie as the © Stone

House,” whose elaborate construction would seem rather to indie ste that it was built in 
the leisure ef peece, than in the auxions pretipitancy of a hard-pressed ai? bopetess 
redellion. 


Lastly, of Bacon's rebeliion there are several minute ciccumstantial accounts, and it 
1 wuprobable ibat Bev erly, iy M., and othe rs. W ould have omitted at fact so wit eresting 
ws the erection of a forlified werk va Ware creek, wien the ey were detailing so many 
Giher particulars of tess consequence.

wtream. ‘Upon a high commanding hill;” this answers exactly to the site of the 
“Stone House.” “ Very bard to be assaited and easie to be defended ;” all the deserip 
tions of the “Stone House” fully coutirm these particulars. “ But ere it was finished 
this defect caused a sty,” Sens ee Bint ths want of corne occasioned the end of 


ail our works,” &c. Now the “ Stone House” ts apparently ancompieie, and there is 
neither roof nor floor; this unfinished appearance seems to have puzzled some of i 
Visitors. Smiih’s statement, however, that it was left unfinished, may at once solve the 
enigma. 

From all these correborating circumstances, there seems to be good reason to con- 
clade that the ‘Stone House” is the fort mentioned by Smith. Tits antic quity, the asso- 
ciations connected with it, the superstitious fancies to which it has given rise, and its 
wild aad sequestered situation, al! couspire to render the old “ Stone House” au attrac- 
tive object to the tourist and the antiquar y, and, perhaps, not uninteresting even to the 
novelist and poct. 


NICHOLAS.

Norfolk has most the air of a town of any in Virginia. There were then near 20 
brigantines and sloops riding at the wharves, and oftentimes they have rmore. It has all 
the acvantages of situation requisi ite we trade and navivation... ‘Phe town is so near the 
sea that its vesscls may pal in and out in a few hours. Their trade is chiefly te the 
West Iudics, whither they. export abundance of beef, pork, flour, and lumber. ‘The worst 
of if is, ihey contribute much towards debauching the country by Importing abundance 
of rum, Ww ae hike gin in we 1t Britain, breaks the constitutions, vitiates the merais, 
and rains the industry of mosi of the poor people of this country. ‘This place is the mart 
for most of tie nod de! ela ied in the acjacent parts of North Carolina. They 
have a pretty deal of lurnber from the borderers en the Dismal, who make bold with the 
king’s land ‘thereabouts, without the least A They not only maintain their 
stocks npon it, but get board: shingles, and other lumber out of it in great abundance. 

The town is but It, on a fevel spot of ground upon Elizabeth River, the banks whereof 
are neither so hich as to make the landing of roods troublesome, nor so low as to be i 
danger of overflowing. ‘Phe streets are straight, and adorned with several good houses, 
which increase ev ery day. It is not a town of ordinaries and public houses, ike most 
others in this country, but the inhabitants consist of merebants, ship-carpenters, and 
ather useful arfisans. with siflocs enough to manace their navigation. With all thess 
conveniences, it lies under the two great disadvantages that most of the towns in Hol- 
jand do, by having neither geod air wor good water. The two cardinal virtues that 
wake a place thrive, mudustry and truge lity, are seen here in perfec tion: : and so long as 
they can banish fuxury anc idieners, the town will yemain in a happy and flourishing 
condition. 

The method of building wharves here is after the follow! ing manner. ‘“Phey lay down 
long pine logs, that re ach from the shore to the ed ve of the e hiehned, These are bound 
fust together by cross pieces nutehed into then, according to the architecture of the leg- 
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houses in North Caroling. A wharf built thus will stand several years, im spite of the 
worn, which bites here very much, but may be soon repaired in a place where so many

He soon left the shores of the state and sailed for Churleston, and shortly aiter 
jeined Cornwallis, When Aruold invaded Virginia in Jan uary, 1781, the waters of 
Elizabeth Kiver were again entered by the enemy. Portsmouth was for a time the 
head-quarters of the-traitor. Cornwatlis was also ai Portsmouth just previous to ia! Kooy 
post ai Yorktown.

"Phe sources 
of all these streaiss are hidden ta the swamp, and uo traces ef them appear above 
ground, xrom this it uppears that there inust be plentiful subterraneous fountains te 
supply these sireaims—-or the soul must be filled perpetually with the water drained frum 
the highe Pe saa aurround it. “Phe latter hypothesis ps most probable, because 
the ‘sou of the swamp is a complete quigmire, tremblinw under the feet, and filme ine 
mediately the impression ef Meee y step with water. It may be penetrated to a great 
distunee by trust ing down a@ stick, :, and whenever a fire is kindled upon it, after the layer 
of Jeay es and pubbish ts burned through, the coals sink dawn. and are extinguished.

This swamp js much more elevated than the 
surrounding country, and by means of the Dismal Swamp Canal, might it drained, 
and thus a vast body ef most fertile soil reclaimed 5 aud the canal might é ansfermed 
into a rail-read—and the j juniper soit, which is vegetable, might, pe rha used as 


peat.

Kefore the British could cares aN harbor of Norfolk and approach ae ah i wae 
necessary to take possession of mney island. On the morning of the! , they were 
discovered passing round the pot at ‘of Nansemond River r, and Iaudin g on Tae main land 
im a position w here ihe passage was fordable, wilh a view to pass over and attack the 
works on the west side of the island, while ai the same time a number of barges from 
the fleet attempted to land in front. Vhese were attacked before they reached the shore, 
from a battery on the beach, manned by the satlors and marines from the Constellation 
and the gun-boats. Three of the barges were sank, most of the men drowned, aud the 

rest compelled to retreat to their shipping. The party which landed at Nansemond, 
were met and repulsed by the Virginia militia, and driven back to their ships, with the 
Joss, including those in the barges, of upwards of two hundred in killed and: woanded. 
The city of Ner folk, and the nei shboring villages of Gosport and VPertstaeuth, owed their 
safety to this gallant ¢ defence of Crane y Island.

The most important event in the history of Wheeling, was the 
sinee of Fort dfenry, at the mouth ef Wheeling ercek, in Septem- 
ber, 1777. The bravery and perseverance of the little band who

Fort Henr y stood imimestiately on the left bank of the Chio, about a quarter of a m 

above Wheeling creex. i is said tu have been planned by Gen. George Rogers Clarke. 
and was cons superintendenve of Ebenezer Zane and John Caldwell. 
it was or sustle, and was a place of refuge for the settlers in

}lenry. ‘The fort was built on open ground, and covered a space of about three-quarters 
of anacre.

Within 
the enclosure were a storehouse, barrack-roois, garnson-well, and a number of an 
for the use ef families.

he fort and compiete their mone ef butchery, discharged their gus against the Pea 
aN gate, the logs of the block-houses, and every other cbject that scemed to shelter a 





white man. ‘Their fire was thus thrown away. At length sere a their me ae 
warriors ru she sd up close to the block-houses, and attempted to muke more sure w ork by 


firing through the logs; but these reckless savages received, from the well-directed rifles 
of ihe frontiersmen, the fearfal reward of their temerity. About ene o’clock the Indians 
discontinued their fire, and fell back against the base of the hill. 

The stock of gunpowder im the fort having been nearly exhausted, ii was determined 
to seize the Panoeable opportunity oilerea by the suspension of hostilities, to seud for a 
keg of powder which was known to bein the louse of Ebenezer Zane, about 69 yards 
from the gate of the fort. The person execut ing ihis service would necessariiy exposé 
himself to the dan: ger of being shot down by the Jndians, who were yet sufficiently near 
te observe every thing that transpired About ine werks. “tte colonel explained the mat-

ter fo fis men, and, unwilling {6 order one of then: to underteke such a desperate en- 
terprise, inquired whether any wan would volunteer fer the service. Three or four

the Ink diacs opened a fire upon the fert from all sides, except from that next to the river, 
whicn afforded no shelter to 2 besieging host. On the north and the east “the battle 
raged most fiercely ; Fie notwithstanding the strength of the assailants on the south, 
the unfavorableness of the ground pe vented them from preseerting wit " mach vigor the 
attack which they had commenced with such fury. 

The rifles used by the garriscn, towards evening became so much heated by contmued 
firing, ee they were rendered measurably useless ai recourse was then had to mus. 
kets, a i wil suppl y of ars NE as found in the storehouse. Aa darkness set in, the fire 
of the saya ges grew W eaker, duolieh 2t was not entirely discontinued unti! next morning. 
Shortly alter mebtfall, a considerable party of Indians advanced within 60 yards of the 
fort, ~ ning with them a hollow maple log, which they had converted into a feld-piece. 
by plugcing up one of its ends with a bleck of wood: To cive it additional sireneth. a 


quant ity of chains, taken from the blacksmith-shop, encotipassed it it Por! one end tot 
; 


other. it was heavily charged with powder, and then filled to the muzzle with pieces of 
stone, slugs of iron, and such other hard Raa as hae be fo: a, The cannen 
was graduaicd caretuily to discharge its contents agamst the gate of the fort. When 
the maich was applied 1t burst into many fraginents and althouch it ae no eft 

upon the fort, it killed and wounded seyera! of the Indians wha stood by to wit 
discharge. A loud yell succeeded the failure of this. experiment, and the crowd die. 
persed. By this time the Indians generally had withdrawn from the sieve, and fallen 
back against the hill to take rest and food. Numbers cf stragglers, however, lurked 
about the village all night, keeping up an irregular fire on the furi, and ne oe pant 
ever articles of furniture and household comfort they chanced to find in the cabins. 

Late in the evening, Francis Duke, a son-in-law of. Col. Shepherd, arrived from the 
Forks of Wheeling, and was shot down by the sedi fans hetore he could reach t ste oF 
the fort. Abovt 4 o'clock next morning, eet 28th.) Col. Swearingen, with 14 
men, arrived in a periogue from Cross creck, and was fortunate enough to fight his way 
into the fort without the Jess of a man. 

About day ybr eak, Major Samuel McCciloch, with 40 mounted men from Short ereck, 
came to the rebefof the little garrison. The gate was thrown open, and McCollech's 
men, thouch a ssely beset by the Indians, entered in safety ; but MeColloch himself 
was not pe rmitted to pass the gateway: the Indians crowded around him and separated 
him from his party. Afier several ineffectual alzempis to force his way to the gates 
whecled about and galloped with ihe swifiness of a deer in the direction of Whestin 
pull. 

The Indians might easily have killed bim. But they cherished towards him ar 
ehnast phrensied hatred ; ; for he bad parti cipated 12 SO many encounters that almost 
every warrior personally knew him. ‘To take him alive, and glut their full revenge by 
the most fiendish tortures, was their object; and they made almost superhuman exer- 
ticns to capture him. He put spars to his herse, but scon beewine completely hemmed 
im on three sides, and the fourth was an almest perpendicular ace ce of 150 feet de- 
scent, lh Wheeling creek at its base. Supporting his rife im his left hand, ana care- 
fuliy adjusting his reins with the other, hé urged his horse to the bri k of the bluff and 
then Pa the leap which decid a his fate. In the next mament the noble steed, still 
bearing Ins intrepid rider in satety, was at the foot ef the precipice. MeColloch imme. 
diately dashed across the creek, and was soon beyond the reach of the Indians. 

After the escape of Major MeColloch, the Indians concentrated at the foot of the 
hill, and seon ser set fire to all the houses and fences outside the fort, and killed abowt 

309 head of cattle belonging to the settlers They then raised the siege, and took up

During the investiture, not a man within the fort was killed, and only ene wounded, 
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and that aug was a slight one. But the loss sustained by the whites during the 
eneniy’s inroad was rem: wrkably severe. Of the 42 men who were in the fort on the 
morning of the 27th, ne less than 23 were killed ia the cornfield befere the Siege con

The defence of Port Henry, when we consider the extreme weakness of the garrison 
and the forty-fold superiority of the besieging hust, was admirably conducted.  Jurcmost 
on the list of these brave frontier soldicrs was Col. S! vepherd, the commandant of the 


fort, whose good conduct on this occasion gamed for bn : the appomtment ef county~ 
licutenant from Gov. Patrick Hent ry. ‘Phe brothers Silas and Ebenezer Zane, and John 

Caldwell, men of influence in the cotamunity, and the first settiers at ‘4 ‘heeling, are 
oe of as having contributed much te the success of the battle. Besides the names 
already nientioned, those of Abraham Rogers, John mo Joseph Bigg: 
Lemmon must not be omitted, as they were among the best oe on 
tier, and aided much in achieving the victory of the day. The f 
together with several other females in the fort, undismay ed by ne sanguinary strife 
was eGing Gu, employ: of themselves in running » bullets and preparing patches sie 
of the inen; and, by their presence at every 0} int where they could make t 
useful, and by their cheering words of encouragement, infused new life inte the soldiers, 
and sparred them on in the performance of their duty. ‘he neble act of Elizabeth 
Zane, Which has already been related, inspired the men with an enthusiasin which con- 
tributed not a little to turn the fortunes of the day. The aftair at Fort Henry was em- 
phatically one of the battles of the revolution.

Lewis Wetzel.—Lewis Wetzel was the son of John Wetzel, a German, who scitled 
on Big Wheeling, about fourteen miles irom the river. lie was among the first adven-

ees into that part of the country. Elis education, ie ihut of his cotemporaries, was 
that of the huyter 2nd ee When a hoy, lie adopted the practice of loading and 
firing his rile ashe ran. This was a means of making him so destructive io the lodians 
afterwards. 

When about thirteen years old, he was taken prisoner by the Indians, toe 
his brether Jacob, about eleven years old. Delors he was taken he receives 
wonud in the breast from a ballet, which carried off a small piece of his brea st-bone 
Nhe secoud night after they were taken. the Indians eneamped at the Big Lick, twenty 
niles from the river, on the waters of MéMahan’s ercek. ‘Phe boys were not confined, 
Afier the Indians had failen aslee p> Lewis whispered to his brether Jacob that he must 
pet up and go back home with hin.

It is said that Lewis Wetvel, in the course of the Indian wars in this part of t 
try, killed twenty-seven Indians, ioe a number more along the frontier settk 
of Kentucky. 

Adin Pee—-In the suramer of 1722, a party of seven Wrvandots made an ineursio 
inte a settlement some distance below Fort Pi itt, and several railes from the Ohio itiver. 
Mere finding an old man alone ina cabin, they een hins, packed up what plunder they 
eould find, and commenced oan retreat. Amongst their aa was a Celebrated W yan- 
dot chief, who, m addition to his fame as a warrior and counselor, wes, as to his size 
and strength, o real giant. 

Vhe news of the visit of the Indians soon spread through the neighborhood, and a pe 
of eight good riflemen was collected in a few hours for the purpose of pursuing the i 
dians. In this party were two brothers of the names of Adam and le Poe, \Lhey 
were both famous for courage, size, and activity. "Phis tittle party commenced the pur- 
gait of the Indians with a determination, if possible, not to sulier them to escape, as they 
usvally did on such occasions, by making a speedy flight to the river, crossing it, and 
lividing into srnall parties, to meet at a distant pot in a given time. Ve porsuit 
was continued the greater part of the night after the Indians had done the mischel. 
An the moruiny tre part y found theuiseives on the trad of tne Indians, which ied to the 
tiver, When arrived within a tie distance of the river, Adam Poe, fearing an ambus 
sade, left the party, who followed directly on the trail, to creep alone the brink of 
river bank, under cover of the weeds and bushes, to fall on the rear or the Indians, 
should he find them in arabuscade. He nad not gone far before be saw the Indian rafis 

at the water’s edes. Not seciae any Indians, tie stepped solily down tbe bank, with his 
rife cocked. When about halt Way down, be discayered she large Wyandot clhaef and 
v sinall Indian, Within @ few steps of bin.

Vhe dig Lodicn was magnanimous as well as brave. Ee, raore than any other indi. 
vidual, contributed, by bis example and influence, to the good character et the Wyan. 
dots for lenity towards their prisoners. He would not sutter then to be killed or Uk 
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treated. ‘This merey “ canines was an hor jorable distinetion in the character 
Wyandots, and was well understood by our first settlers, whe, in case of captivily

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The other natural curiosity to which reference has been made, is “the Bursted Reck,” 
which is not very far from the pinnacles, and forms a part of the frowning and subiime 
scenery which overhangs the Dan, ia its passage through the mountain. You approach 
it as you do the pinnacle along the level top ef the mountain, till suddenly your course 
is arrested by a perpendicular descent of many hundred jeet. ‘The face of the precipice 
ig asmoola rock. Far below every tiling appears in riins—-recks piled on rocks, the 
timber swept from the earth ; and every appearance indicates that a considerable potion 
of the mountain has been, by some great convulsion of nature, riven and torn frem tha 
rest, and precipitated inte the vallcy, or rather chasm below.

PENDLETON. 


Pexpieton was formed in 178%, frem Augusta, Hardy, and Rock- 


pimed 


ingham, and named from Edmund Pendleton, president of the Vir- 


ginia convention ef 1775. It is 45 miles long, with a mean width of 


22 miles. The country is extremely mountainous, and is watered 
by some of the head branches of the Potomac and the James: the 
level of arable land from whence flow these streams, it is estimated 
must exceed z.uuu Ieet above the ocean. Uver one ‘Hota thou- 


-sand pounds of maple sugar are annually produced. Pop. in 1840, 


whites 6.445, slaves 462, free colored 33; total, 6,940. 

Franklin, the eounty-seat, is 171 miles nw. of Richmond, near 
the centre of the county, on the south branch of the Potomac; and 
contains about 40 dwellings. 

Twelve miles northeast of Franklin, on the south fork of the 
south branch of the Potomac, siood Sevbert’s fori, in the early set- 
tlement of the country. 


Tn this fort, in the year 1758, (says Wirhers,) the inhabitants of what was then called 
the “ Upper Tract,” all scught shelter from the tempest of savage ferocity ; and at the 
time the Indians appeared before it, there were contained within its walls between thirty 
and forty persons of both sexes and of different ages. Among them was Mr. Dyer cr 
father of Ccl. Dyer, now of Pendleton) aud his fami Iv. Ou the m orning of the fatel day 
Coi. Dyer aia iis sister left the fort for ihe acvomplishme ‘ntof some ohtect, aad ali hough 
Fr) India ans had been seen there for some time, yet did they not procecd far, before they 
wame in view of a party of foriy or fifty Shawnees, gorig directly towarus the fort 
Ajarmed tor their own saiety, as well as for the saicty of their frie: ids, the brother and 
sister endeavored by a hasty flicht toreach the gate and gain adm:ittanes into the gar- 
msoa; but hefore taev could effe ‘ct this, they were a entanen and made captives. 

The Indians rushed immediately to the fort aud commenced a farives assault on it. 
Capt. Seybert prevailed (aut without much oppes it fon) on fhe besieged to forbear fuing 
untii he shevld endeavor to negotiate with, and Our of the enemy. With this view, 
end under the protection ef 1 flag, he went cut, and soon succeeded in making the

No soouss nad the money and other articles stipulated to be given, been hauded over

most crueily murdered almosi every White person in thie tort; some few, whom caprice 

or gome olper cxuse induce thear to spare, were carned into eaplivity, Suely articles 
na could be well caitied away were taken off by the Indians; the remainder was con- 
gummed, wita tae fort, by dro. 
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Valley.” we have obtained the follewing additional facts relating 
tu the attack on this fort: 

Vhe Indians were cominanded by the blood-thirsty chef Killbuck. Seybert’s son, « 
iad of about fifteen, eshibited great firmmess and bravery. He had shot two of the as- 
ssilauts, when their chic? edled out in Enelish, thet if they surrendered, their lives 
should be spared. At that instant young Seybert was in the act of aiming his rifle at 
Killbuck, when his futher scized it trem him, observing, “* We cannot defead the fort ; 
we mu-t surrender to save our lives!’ confiding in the faithless promises or Killbuck. 
The first salutation he received after surrendering, was a stroké in the mouth from the 
monster Killbuck with the pipe end of his tomahawk, dislocating the old man’s teeth ; 
humediately after which be was massacred with the other victims. Your ig Seybert was 
tukeu off wich the other prisoners. He told Killbuck that he had raised his guu, to will 
fron, out hus futher had wrested it from kim. Vhe savage laughed and replied, * You 
littl: eascal, if you had killed me you would have saved the fort ; for had I fallen, my 
warriors woud have uvimediately fled, and given up the siege in despair.” 


ie . PITTSYLVANIA. 


PrersyivaNnia was formed in i767, from maiifax. ii is 35 miles 
long and 26 broad. it is watered, by the Staunton on the n., the 
Dan on its s., and Banister River in the centre. Much of the 
soil is excellent, and produces annually over six millions of pounds 
of tobacco, besides heavy crops of grain. Pop. in 1840, whites 
14,283, slaves 11.558, free ( colored 557; total, 26,398. 

Competition. the seat of justice for the county, is situated on a 
branch of Banister River, 162 miles southwesterly from Rich- 
mond. The surreunding country is healthy and fertile, and the 
town lself contains a population of about 300. Danville is a 
large village on the Dan River, 5 miles from the North Carolina 
line, and 15 south of Competition. It was established by law 
in 1793, on the land of “John Barnett, adjoining Winn’s Falls.” 
By the provisions of ie act, Thomas Tanstale, Matthew Clay, 
William Harrison, Joha Wilson, Thoraas Fearne, George Adams. 
Thomas Vorsham, Robert Payne, James ee John Shatherland. 
John Call, and Thomas Smith, were a -ppointed trustees to lay off 
the town inte lots of half an acre each, with convenient streets. 
Danville contains 7 mereantile stores, 2 tobacco inehboes ous and 

warehouses, 4 tobacce iactories, 2 hanks, 1 male, 1 public, and } 
private female academy, 1 cil, 2 Hour, and 2 saw-mills, 2 iron 
foundries. | newspaper printing-oflice, 18 mechanic s shops, i Pres- 
byterian, 1 Baptist, | Episcopal, and 1 Methodist church, and a 
population of about 1506. The canal of the Roanoke Company, 
around the falls of the Dan liver, is about one mile leng. which 

aftords eligible sites for manulactories to almost any extent, with 
abundance of water-power at all Seasons, The river is navigabie 
for hatteaux carrying fram 7,000 to 76,600 pouns ds as farup as 
Macison, in haseak {arolina, 40 tniles distant. With some slight 
improvements, the river is suppesed tu be susceptible ef steambeat 
navigation to ‘he town.

POCAHONTAS. 


Pocayonras was formed in 1821, from Bath, Pendleton, and Ran. 
do!ph, and named from the indian princess: its mean length is 40 
and mean width 18 miles. Cheat, Gauley, and Greenbrier hivers 
rise in the county, which is one ar the most elevated in Virginia. 
The surface is very broken and mountaincus; the southern part is 
tolerably productive, but towards the northeast the land is cae 
barren. Pop. in 1840, whites as slaves 219, free colered } 


total, 2,922. 


Huntersviile, the county-seat, is 190 miles nw. of Pichon be- 
tween Greenbrier and Alleghany mountains, on Knapp’s creek. 6 
miles from its Junction with Greenbrier River, and at an elevation 
of over 1800 feet above the Atlantic. It contains an incorporated 
academy, 2 or 3 religious societies, and about 30 dwellings. 
“Fighteen miles from Huntersvilie, on Eik Ridge, a very high 
mountain, is acircular hole of about 70 feet diameter, hea is 
considered a curiosity, i waters being periectiy black and of a 
bituminous taste: it is called ‘the plnek hole.’ Iti is said if wooden 
poles are thrust in, they will sink to rise no more.” 


POWHATAN. 


Pownatran was formed in 1777, from Cumberland. Its greatest 
length is 25, and its greatest width 15 miles. The scil is various; 
much, however, is fertile. The James and Appomattox—bounding 
two sides of the county at fall length—with their numerous 
branches afford much fertile low ground. Clover and plaster have 
been much used in agriculture Within a few years. There are 
some coal-mines in the. county, but the distance to market has pre- 
youd their being worked advantageously. oe in 1840, whites 
2.43%, slaves 5,129, free colored 363; total, 7,924. Scottville, or 
Powhatan C. H., lies in the central part of the county, 32 mies 

of Richmond, and contains about 20 dwellings. It was named 
Hem Gen. Chas. Seott, a distinguished officer of the revolution, 
and afterwards governor of Kentucky. <A traveller who was here 
in 1781, says that it then consisted of gue two inean huts, one 
for the purpose of holding the sessions, the other by way of public 
house.” Smitasville and Jefferson contain each a few dweilings. 


Tn the Jower end of this county, about 3 miles from Manakia ‘Town Ferry, on James 


River, and 17 miles above Richmond, in a healthy and pleasant lccality, i Heward's 


Spring. The waters are somethirig of the character of those of the White Sulphur of 


Greenbrier, although not so thorouge ly impregnated. From its favorable locatioa, it is 
hosed coat this spring will erc ong be opened as a watering-piace ; Im which case, it 
will doubtless secure public favor. !t has long been fay orably knowin, aud visited with 
great benefit bv invalids of the sur rouncin: 4 country. 





This county, near Manakin tow a Ferry, was settied by Hugue- 
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hots, (after the revocation of the edict of Nantz in 1683,) many 
‘of whose descendants still remain in that section of Powharan. 
and the adjacent parts of Chesterfield; as the Subletis, the Mi- 
chauxs, the Bernards, the Martins, the FI lourneys, d&&c. Near Kes- 
wick, the seat of Major John Clarke, runs Bernard’s creek, which 
takes its name from the Huguenot family of Bernard, who settled 
near its banks. The Manakin tribe of Indians inhabited this 
county, and near, or on the land given to the Huguenots, they had 
atown. Mr. Edward Scott’s residence is said to be near the site 
of that town, and it is his terry across the James River that goes 
by the name of the Manakin Town Ferry. Beverly, in his History 
of Va., published in 1722, thus speaks of these early settlers : 


The French refugees, sent in thither by the charitable exhibition of his late majesty 
King William, are naturalized by a particular law for that purpose. fa ihe year 1695, 
there went over adout 3U0 of these. and the year following about 200 more, and so on, 
until there arrived in all between 700 and 800 men. women, and children, who had fled 
from France on account of their religion. Those who went over the first vear were 
advised to seat on a very rich piece of land about 20 miles above the falls of James 


. River, on the south side of the river; which lard was formeriy the seat of a great and 


wart!ke nation of indians called :onacans, none of which are now left in these parts ; 
but the land still retains their name, and is still called the Monacan Town. ‘The retu- 
gees that arrived the second year went also to the Monacan Town, but afterwards, upon 
some disazrecment, several dispersed themselves up and down the country ; and thove 
that have arrived since have follow a their exampie, except some few that hkewisc set- 
tled at Monacan Town. 

The Assembly was very bountiful to those that remained at this town, bestowing on 
them, large donations, money, and provisions for their Bupnor. They likewise freed 
them from every public tax for sever: d years to come, and addressed the governor to grant 
thein a brief, to entitle them to the charity of all well-disposed persons oe bout the 
COMDTY 5 which, tovether with the king’s benevolence, supported them very conifertably 
til! they could suiiciently supply th emselves with necessaries, which they now do indu- 
lerently well, and have stocks of cattle aud hogs. 

kn the year 1702, they began an essay of wine, which they made of the wild grapes 
gathered in the woods ; the effect of which was srotoeue died. claret, of good flavor. I 
heard a gentleman wha tasted it give it great commendation. Now if such may be 
made of the wild vine in the woods, without pruning, weeding, or removing it out of ee 
shade, what may be produced from a vineverd skilfully « cultivated? But I don ‘t hea 
that they have done any thing siace, being sil very pocr, needy, and negligent. 


Gen. Wu. H. Asuney, of St. Louis, was born in Powhatan county. About the year 
1810, being then a poor boy, he emigrated to Missouri, (then Upper Goulstuna.) and 
settled near the lead mines. In 1822, he projected the scheme of the “ mou Me 
expedition,” by uniting the Indian trade in the Rocky Mountains wiih the huntiag anc 
the trapping business. He enlisted about 300 haray inen in the business, and aller 
various successes and reverses, he and his associates realized handsome foriunes. te 
also rose te considerable po! litical distinction, and was the’ first lientena unt-governor of 
‘Lissouri atter its Aamveeelbin into the Union, and a M. C. in 1831-3. He died in 183, 
greaily respected for his ereat enterprise, taleuts, and worth of character. 

Dr. Branca T. Ancyer, president of the convention which formed the constitution of 
Texas, and late secretary of war in that (ees Was born 1 in Powhatan.

PRESTON, 


Parstox was formed in 18t8, from Mononcalia. and named frors 
James P. Preston, a merifarious officer in the late war with Gres 
Britam, and governor of Virginia trom 18t6 to 18t9. Tis mean 
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432 - PRINCE EDWARD COUNTY. 
length is 30 miles, and mean breadth 17 miles. Cheat River passes 
through the county. The generai face of the country is mountain- 
ous. interspersed, on the eastern and western sides, with lure 
natural meadows called “ glades,” which atford support for large 
herds of cattle in summer, and in winter also, when it is mown 
and cured for food. The glades are destitute of timber, but are 
covered in summer with grass and weeds, with frequent projecting 
points of timber, low bust 1€S, &ec. The bottom grounds are small 
but productive, and many of the hiil-sides are favorable to grain. 
Siate and limestone are common; the county is abundantly sup- 
plied with bituminous coal, and iroa ore is often found. Popula- 
tion in 1840, whites 6,743, slaves 91, free colored 30; total, 6,866. 
Kingwood, the county-seat, is 284 miles nsv. of Richmond, on a 
beautiful and healthy eminence, 2 miles west of Cheat River, 26 
from Morgantown, 43 from Clarksburg, and 60 from Beverly. It 
ecntains several stores, and about 30 dwellings. The German 
settlement is 18 miles southeasterly from Kingwood. 


PRINCE EDWARD. 

Prince Epwarp was formed in 1753, from Amelia. It is 35 
miles long, mean breadth 12 miles. The Appomattox runs on its 
northern boundary, and with its branches, waters the county. 
The soil is much like that in this section of the state, naturally 
good; but injured by continual culture, without any regard to sys- 
tem. Marl, coal, and copper ore, are found in the county. Pop. in 
i840, whites 4,923, slav ss 8,576, free colored 570; total, 14,069. 

Farmsville is situated 70 miles southwesterly from Richmend, 
on the northern border of the county, on the Appomattox. Jt was 
established by law in 1798, on the property of Judith Randolph ; 
and Charles Scott, Veter Johnsos, John Randolph, Jr., Philin Hol- 
comb, Jr., Mariin Smith, Blake 6. W. Woodson, and Creed Taylor, 
were appointed trustees to lay off the town into half acre lots. 
Farmsville is now a place of considerable commercial irport- 
ance; its trade is drawn from Halifax, Lunenbarg, Charlotte, 
Nottoway, and a part of Campbell. {t is at the head of batteau 
navigation on the Appomattox, although boats can go up much 
higher. It is the fourth tobacce market in Virginia; and the 
quality of its tobacco is nowhere surpassed. It contains 2 to- 
bacco warehouses, 10 tobacce#ectorics, 7 or 8 mercantile stores, 
@ branch cf the Farmers’ Bank, 1 newspaper printing-office, 1} 
Presbyterian, 1 Methodist. and 1 Baptist church, and a population 
of about 1400. The navigation ef the APP omattox is good at all 
seasons, and its navigation from this place to Petersburg gives 
employment te about 40) batteaux. carrying from 5 to 7 tons each, 
of the nroducts of the country. Prince “Edward C. H., Jamestown, 

and Sandy River Church, are small places in the county. 

“ Hamppen SYDNEY Boriees originated in an academy in 
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Prince Edward county, established by the presbytery of Hanover, 
which was afterwards incorporated as a college. The circum- 
stances leading to the establishment of the academy were these : 
As Virginia was first settled by members of the Church of Eng- 
iand, and the emigration of dissenters not encowraged, it was 
more than a hundred years ere they were found in any consider- 
able numbers. Some years previous to the revolutionary war, the 
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Hampden Sydney College. 


Rev. Samuel Davies, of Hanover county, in conjunction with 
‘others, formed the presbytery of Hanover. The principal mass 
of Presbyterians then in lower Virginia was in Prince Kdward 
and the neighboring counties. among whom were some French 
Huguenots. Ina few years, as they increased in numbers, they 
determined to establish a seminary, to be conducted on Presbvte- 
rian principles; William and Mary, the only college in the state. 
being fostered particularly by the Episcopalians. Tue academy 
Was accordingly established in Prince Edward, at a point conve- 
nient for the Presbyterians of Virginia and North Carolina.”* This 
institution was founded in 1774, and was called the Academy of 
Hampden Sydney. “It was chartered in 1783, and received its 
present name from those two martyrs of liberty, J. Hampden and 
A. Sydney. It was established, and has ever been supported, by 
the private munificence of public-spirited individuals. It has an 
‘elevated, healthy, aud pleasunt situation, one mile from the court- 
house, and 80 from Kichmond. Although the institution has had 
to encounter many dilicuiies fur want of funds, yet it has gen-- 
eraliy been in successful operation, and has educated upwards of 
2,000 young men; many ef whom have been of eminent useful- 
ness, and some of great abilities. More instractors have émana- 
ved from tuis insiitution than from any other in the southern 
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* Ruttner’s ms, History of Washington College. 
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country. Connected with the college is a literary and phiicsephi- 
eal society, and an institute of education. There are also sev- 
eral societies among the students, which are of great assistance 
to them in the prosecution of their studies. The legislative gov- 
ernment of the college is vested in 27 trustees, who fill up vacan- 
cies in their own body. By the census of 1840, this institution 
had 65 students, and 8000 volumes in its library.” 

The presidents of Llampden Sydney have ‘been—Rev. S. 8. 
Smith, 1774; Rev. J. B. Smith, 1779 to 1789; presidents pro tem. 
to 1797; Rev. A. Alexander, D. D., 1797 to 1806; Rev. M. Hoge, 
D. D., 1807 to 1820; J. P. Cushing, A. M., 1821 to 1835; Daniel 
Carroll, D. D., 1836; William Maxwell, LL. D.. 1839 to 1844. 

The Ustox Pie oerc ar Seminary is located in the immediate 
vicinity of Hampden Sydney College. “ The institution had 
its origin in eilorts made by the presbytery oi Hanover and 
the synod of Virginia, as early as 1812, to give their candidates 
for the ministry.a more complete theoiogical education. it did 
not, however, go into operation in a regular form until the year 
1824.” In 184142 it had 2 professors, 20 students, 175 gradu Takes,

and a carefully-selected library of about 4000 volumes. The 
Theological Seminary, end Hampden Sydney College, have spa- 
cious and showy brick buildings, suificient to accommodate a jarge 
number of students. 


The Rev. Moses Hocr, President of Hampden Sydney College, was one of the 
most able and venerable clergymeu of the Virginia church; and his memory is now 
cherisied with peculiar affeciiou by many in the south. During a long life of clerica} 
service, he maintained a character among the best and greatest meu in that country, 
for sagacity, theclogical learning, sound judgment, patriarchal simplicity. and unative ted - 
meckness and humility. Asa preacher, he was on eloquent, in ane usuel ucceptation 
of the werd ; that is, he was far from the artificial eleganvies of rhetoric ; but his fervor 
of cevotion and of argument often burst forth ina glow and flame which eukindled whele 
assemblies. Tis, together with the sanctity of his manners, made him a great faverite 
with John Randoijph, who often rode many miles to heer him, and oiten spent much time 
in conversing with him en religious eee The widow of Dr. Hoge is now living, at an 
advanced age,in Charlotte. ‘Three of his sons became mivisters. Of these, the eldest, 
the Rey. Juines Hoge, D. U., of Columbus, Ohio, is one of the most distinguish« “d mer 
in apes Presbyterian churen. Dr. Moses Hoge was universally respected by his See 
a counseilor and an example ; indeed, it would be difficult to name a man of his pro- 
Pa a who had attained to more remarkable mildness, uprightness 8s, or benevolence. 
He died in the city of Philadelphia, and his remains were burned in the church-yard of 
the Third Presbyterian Church, Pine-street. 

Arpong the. Presbyterian clergy of Virgiuia, an eminent place is due to the late Rey. 
Jeun Hout Rice, D.D. He was born in Bedford county, Nov. 28, 1777, and died in 
Prince Edward, Sept. 2, }e31l. He was graduated at Washington College, and was 
afterwards a tutor in Hampden Sydney, where he was the intimate friend of suzh men 

s Speece, Alexander, and Lyle. He was the founder of the Union Seminary, at the 
head of which he passed hig iast years. For a portion of his life he Jabored among the 
negro slaves ; and the fruits of this remain, in great numbers who not only. believe in 
Christ, but are well instructed in the reading of the Scriptures, and are in reguiar con- 
nection with the Presbyteriea church. Dr. Kice’s years of prime were spent as a past: 
ta Richmond. Here lie was Buccal in a high degree, both as a preacher and an 
author. The Evcngelical and Literer y M egazing was under his editoriai care,and ts 





" most valuable contents are from his peu. 


Dr. Rice was characterized by yreat inde ‘pendence of mmd. de abjared all humaa 
authority, and was bold in the expression of his views. Yet he was “swift to hear, 
slow to speak.’ » Fis thirst for knowie uge Was insatiable, and his learning was in pro- 
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portion ; but it was the wide range, rather than the minute accuracy of his erudition, 
which was remarkable. Asa writer, he greatly surpassed most of his coevals in 2ase, 

fertility, and force. By frequent journeys through the northern and vastern states, he 
liberalized his views, enjoying valuable intercourse with the first minds in New En: gland, 

especi2iiy with the ‘professors at Andover and New Haven; yet, from first to Jast, he 
was a thorough-paced, enthusiastic Virginia patriot. He was an American of the old 
stamp, leving and admi ring his country with the fervor of a youthful passion; and he 
transferred the same reyards {9 the church of which he was an ornament and a cham- 

pion. His letters to Mr. Madison, and his correspondence with Bishop Ravenscroft, 

may be adduced in proof. Asa pulptt orator, Dr. Rice was not graceful or melliflueus ; 
but he was more—he was luminous, instructive, pormipcne. persuasive, and elevating. 
His greatest discourses, like those of Robert Hall and John M. Muson, were unwritten. 
In these, as in his life, he evinced the truth, purity, upnghktness, and benevolence of the 
Gospel. Though naturally irascible, he became an example of meekness, and overcame 
evil with good. His favorite maxim was, Leve is Power. There are thousands in Vir- 

ginia to whom this meager notice will seem far below the.truth. Dr. Rice’s lite was 
written by Wm. Maxwell, LL.D. (Phil. 1835, one val. 12imo.) 


Whe Tarleton was in this county, in the revolution, he passed near the residence of 
Joshua Davison, a gallant dragocn of Lee's legion, who, having received a severe wound 
in the sword-arnz at the Guilford C. H., returned home to recruit. Davison resolved te 
have a look et the enemy, and, leading an old squirrel-gun, set out in search for them. 
He followed on their traiji a short distance, when he was perce: ived by a British dragoon,

rebe! rascal, or you die!” ‘ Not so fast, niy good friend,” replied Davison, “I aim not 
" prepared to yz ield 3” wile raising his squirrel-g un with his left hand, he shot him dead, 
aad seized and carried of his horse and plunder in triumph. Some time after, on being 
asked if he was satisfied with killing a single man, “* By no means,” he replied: “I re- 
loaded my piece and went in pursuit ; bat my firing had excited such alarm, and Tarle. 
ton fied with such expedition, that I never could have overtaken him, or I would have 
had another shot.”’* 


There died in this county, in 1819, a slave named Wonder Booker, belonging to George 
Rooxer, Esa., wko had reached his 126th year. ‘ He received his name trom the cir- 
cumstance that his mother was in her sth year at the time of his birth. He was of 
great strength or body, and his natural powers, which were far superior to those of peo- 
ple of coior in general, he retained in a surprising degree. He was a constant leborer 
10 his master’s garden until within eight or ten years of his death.”

Paixcess Anne was formed in 1691, from Norfolk county. It is 
30 miles long, with a mean breadth ae 12 miles: it has the Atlan- 
tie Ovean on the x., and Chesapeake Bay on the». Cape Henry 
forms its northeastern angle, and Back Bay, a branch ef Currituck 
sound, sets up in its youth ee The county is drained by North 
River and the east branch of the Elizabeth. Pop., white 23 3,996, 
slaves 3,087, free colored 202 ; total, 7,285. : 

Princess Anne C. H., situated near the centre of the county, 132 
miles se. of Richmond, contains about 20 dwellings. “gente ly 
1@ miles southeasterly from Norfolk, on the eastern branch of 
Ijlzabeth River, contains about 30 dwellings. Large quantities 
of lumber, navy timber, staves. wood, &e., ave sent from this place 
by water to Norfoik.

The record here given of the trial of Grace Sherwood for witch- 
craft, was presented by the late J. P. Cushing, president of Hamp- 
den Sydney College, to the Virginia Historical and Philésophi- 
ca] Society, and published in their collections. While it throws 
some light on the state of society of that time, it evinces that per- 
secution for witchcraft was not alone in our country confined to 
the Puritans of New England. There, it will be recollected, was 
shown a noble example of the strength of morai principle on the 
part oi the accused, for they bad only to declare themselves guilty 
and their lives were spared. Rather than do this, many suffered 
death. Grace Sherwocd met a milder fate. The place whére she 
was ducked is a beautifal inlet making up from Lynnhaven Bay, 
which to this day is called “Witeh’s Duck.”

In the war of the revolution this county, in common with the 
ecuntry around Norfolk, sutfered from the enemy. On the 16th of 
November, 1775. a skirmish took place between some militia of 
the county and the enemy, an account of which is subjoined from 
Girardin : 


Hezring that about 200 men of the Princess Anne militia were on their march to jein 
the troops destined for the protection of the lower country, Dunmore had proceeded from 
Norfoix at the head of a superior ferce, composed of regulars, fugitive slaves, and dis- 
affected inhabitants, with a view to intercept that patriotic band. ‘Phe latter, aware of 
no hostile design, advanced in ineautious secur ity to ine place of their destination. 
They were unexpectedly attacked, and compelled to engage under the double disadvan- 
tage of an unfavorable ground and inferior numbers. Supported, however, by inherent 
courage, and warmed by the justice of a noblewause, they tor sone time fought with 
great bravery and exeentiov. At last the combined disadvantages just meutioned com- 
pelled them to retreat, which they did in perfect order. John Ackiss, one of the minate.. 
men, was killed on tne spot. Col. Hutchings and a Mr. Williams, with seven others, 
were wounded and taken prisoners.t 


In the summer cf 1777, the counties of Princess Anne and Nor- 
folk became a prey to the depredations of Josiah Philips and his 
tory-bandiiti. When pursued, they sought shelter among the dis- 

affected, or fled into their secret eo in the Dial Swamp.

annexed are from Girardin: 


A certain Josiah Philips. luborer, of the parish of F synnhaven, in the county of niece 
Anne, a man of daring and ferocious disposition, associating with other individuals of 
simular cast. spread terror and desolation through the lower c: auntry, comuntting Aine. 
burning houses, wasting farms, and perpetrating. other enormities, at the bare mention 
of which humanity shudders. very effort to apprehend him had proved abortive. 
Strong in the number of his ruthan confederates, or, where force would probably fail, 
resorting to stratagem and ambush, striking the deadly blow, or applying the fatal torch 
at the midnight hour, and in those places which their insulated situation left alrnost 
unprotected. he retired with impunity to his secret haunts, reeking with blood, and leaded 
with plunder. The inhabitants of the counties which were the theatre of his crimes, 
never secure a moment by day or by night, in their fields or their beds, sent representa- 
tions cf, their cistresses to the governor, claiming the public preiection. He consulted 
with some members of the legislature then sitting, on the best method of proceeding 
against this atrecious offender. Too powerful to be arrested by the sheriff and ius posse 
comitatus, it was not doubted that an armed force might be sent to hunt and destroy 
him and his accomplices, in their morasses and fastnesses, wherever found; but the 
proceeding concluded to be most consonant with the forms and principles of iat govemn- 
ment was, to pass, during the present session, an act giving him a reasonable, but limited 
day to surrender himself to justice, ard to submit to a trizl by his peers according to the 
laws of the land} to ccensider a refusal as a confession of guilt, and divesting him, as an 
antlaw, af the chorccter of citizen, to pass on him the sentence prescribed by these laws ; 
and ihe public officer being defied, to make every one his deputy, especi tally those whtdee 
safety hourly depended on the destruction of the daring ruffian. ‘The case was laid 
before the iegislature. The proofs were ample: his outrages no less notorious than those 
of the public enemy, and well known to the members of both houses from the lower 
countries. Noone pretended then that the perpetrator of crimes, who could successfully 
resist the officers of justice, should be protected in the continuance of them by the privi- 
leges of his citizenship; and that, when he baffied ordinary pzocess, nothing extraor- 
dinary could be nghtfully adopted to protect the citizens against him. No one doubted 
that society has a “right to erase from the roll of its members apy one who renders his 
own existence inconsistent with theirs—to withdraw from him the protection of their 
laws, and to remove himt from among them by exile, er even by death, if necessary. An 
enemy in lawful war putting to « feath in cold blood the prisoner he has taken, authorizes 
retaliation, which would be inflicted with peculiar justice on the individual guilty of the 
deed were it to happen that he should be taken. And could the murders and robbery of 
a pirate or outlaw entitle him to more tenderness? The legislature passed the law, 
therefore, and without opposition. Philips did not come in before the day prescribed, 
continued his lawless outrages, was afterwards taken in arms, but delivered over to the 
ordinary justice of the country. - The attorney-general for the commonwealth, the im- 
mediate agent of the government, waiving ali appeal te the act of attainder, indicted 
him atthe common law as a murderer and robber. He was arraigned on that indict- 
ment in the usual forms, before a jury of his vicinage, and no use acta. made of the 
act of attainder in any part of the Broee edings. He pleaded that he was a British sub- 
ject, authorized to bear arms hy a commission froin Lord Dunmore ; that hee was, there. 
ee a mere prisoner of war, and moder the protection of the law of nations. The court 
being of opinion that a com: niission from an enemy eould mot protect a citizen in deeds 
of marder and TIBET, overruled his plea. He was found guilty by his jury, sentenced 
by! the court. and executed by the ordinary officer of justice ; and all “ according to the 
forms and rules of the common law.” 


PRINCE GEORGE. 


Prince Georce was formed in 1702, from Charles Cay. Its aver. 
age length is about 2i, and its breadth ahout 11 miles. The 


James forms its nn, and the Apsomattox its yw. boundary Pop. 
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in 1840, whites 2,692, slaves 4,064, free colored 469; total, 7,175. 
The C. H. is situated near the centre of the county, 28 miles 
southeasterly from Richmond. 

City Point is on the James, at the junction of the Appomattcx, 
and although a small village—containing 1 Episcopal and 1 Meth- 
odist church, and about 25 dwellings—is a place of considerable 
importance, being the outport of Richmond and Petersburg. At 
City Point are several wharves projecting into the James, within 
a short distance of which ships of the largest class can float. 
“ Not only is a large foreign shipping business done here, but the 
white sails of domestic commerce daily gladden the eye, as it 
passes and repasses this port, freighted, in its progress upwards, 
with the wealth, and productions, and exports ue every clime, while 
its return carries to every port of our happy Union the preduce of 
cur soil and our mines.” Besides the ordinary shipping, steam, 
freight, tow, and passage- -boats siop here on their way up and 
down the river. City Point is a much better site for a commercia! 
town than Richmond, and, it is said, would have been the seat of 
government, had not its owner, a Dutchman, refused to seli on 
any terms. A rail-road also connects this place with Petersburg. 
The Appomattox has latterly been discovered to be navigable for 
vessels of considerable size as far up as Waltham’s Landing, half 
way to Petersburg, at which place there is a short branch rail-road. 
lately constructed, connecting with the Petersburg and Richmond 
rail-road. 

John Randolph of Roanoke, there is good reason to BD EDSe, 
was born at Cawson’s, in this county, the family seat of his ma- 
ternal grandfather, Theodorick Bland, Sen. The years of nis bey: 
hood were passed at Matoax, near Petersburg. 


Gronce Keita Tayier was, we believe, a native of this county. He was a member 
of the legisiature in °98 and ’99, during the famous discussion of the alien ard sedition 
laws, ia the advocacy of which he bore a conspicucus part. He was a leader of the 
federa! party, and a confederate of John Marshail, whose sister he married. As an ed- 
vocate in criminal cases he was distizguished : his oratorical powers have been described 
as litle inferior to those of Patrick Henry ; ; and, like him, his manner on commencirg 
was anprepossessing. In Gilmer’s * ‘ Sketches and kissays’ there is a note which says 
that “ Mr. Taylor was one of the must eminent lawyers of his state—acute, profound, 
logical, and persuasive ; of fine wit, of eraidcitg humer, of brilliant fancy, and of the 
most amiable disposition.” 


Col. Tueanorick Buanc, Jon., a worthy patriot and statesman, and a2 descendant o. 
Pocahontas, was born in this county about the year 1742. In 1753, when about 11 years 
of age. he was sent to ties and to be educated, and in 1761 he repaired to Edinburgh te 
study medicine. He was among the first persons from Virginia that devoted themselves 
to the stu dy of en profession in that day but little cultivated in the eoleay. and 
im the iMipravenae iz t of whic ch, from his diligence, he is entitled to the merit of having 
been one ‘of jis earliest pioneers. After an absence of aboyt 12 years from Ameriea, be 
returned to Virginia, and entered upon the practice of his profession. But be was net 
an indifierent spectator cf the pelitical commoiions of the day. In December, 1774, in 
writing to a mercantile friend in England, he says, “1 : should have vested the small 
proceeds in goods, but lie present political disputes between these colonies end ihe 
taother country, whicn threaten us with a deprivation of our liberties, forbid such a step, 
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and induce us to exert every nerve io imitate the silkworm, and spin from our own 

bowels, although the wed should be our wind/pg-sheet.”” ‘The battle of Lexington wus 
the subject of a patrivtic poctical effusion by him. On the 24th of June, i775, Dr. 
Bland was one cf a party of 24 gentlemen who, shortly after the flight of Dunmore, 
yvemoved certain arms from the governor’s palace Bt Williamsburg. In the fotlowins 
December he wrote, appirenily for pu blication, cartain pitippies against Dannwre, in 
which the petitieal corruption and Banas proflizacy of ms lordship’s character are de- 
pietec in the blackest hues. In June, 1776, he was capiain of the first troup of Virginia 
cavalry. Tle was subsequently appointed Jientenaut-evlonel of horse, and in September, 
1777, joined the main army. |’rom a ietter. it would appear that towards the close ot 
this year he was a member of the senate ef Va. “ While in the army, he frequently 
sigualized himself by brilliant uctions.”* In November, 1778, he superintended the 
march of the British troops of couvention-inade prisoners at Saratoga, to Virgiuia; aud 
en thei? arrival, or shortly aiter, was appointed by Washingtoa to the command of the 


post at Charlottesville. From 1730 to ‘83, he was a member of Congress. In 1iei, 


. Farmingdale, his residence in Va., was plunde ‘red by the enemy. While in Congress he 


mnanifested his usual spirit aud industry tn the public cause, particularly in the financial 
department. [n 1735 he was appoimied, by Goy. Iienry, heutenant of ths county. He 
Was lu that minerity in the convention of Va., convened te consult upon the adoption 
of the federal constitution, that believed it repugnant to the interests of the country, 

and therefore voted against its ratification. On its adeption, however, he acquiesced in 
the will of the nisjority, and was elected to Stina his district in the first Congress 
held under the constituiion. Waile serving in that capacity, he died at New York, June 
Ist, 1790, aged 45. * In persou, Col. Bland was aie his latier days corpulent—aud 
Gta nobie countenance.

and intesrity of conduct. estimable for his private worth, and respectable for his pubis 
services. His career was distinguished rather by the usefulness of plain, practical quali- 
fications, than by aay extraordinary exhibitions of genius. Animated. irom his ehild- 
hood, by a pro: found love of country, with him patriotisin was not an impulse but a prin- 
ciple. In style, he is fluent ard correct, and if sometimes too forid or diffuse, he is at 
others wanting neither in energy of thought nor in eclevance of diction. Moderation 
and good temper pervade his correspondence, and it is nowhere sullied by profanity or 
indelicacy."t > 








Ricuarp Biano was another of the may prominent Virginians who acted on ne 
theatre of the revolution. Wirt, in speaking of him before thie War, Says he “was on 
of the mest enlightened men of the colony. He was a man of finished education, wad 
ef the most unbending habits of application. His perfect mastery of every fact con- 
nected with the setilernent and progress of the celony, had given him the name of the 
Vircinian antiguary. Ile was also a palieuiae of the first class; a profeund iogician, 
and was also considered as the first writer in the colony ;”’ bui he was a mest ungraceful 
epeeker in debate. ‘ He wrote the first pamphlet on the nature of the connection with 
ireat Britain, which had any pretension to accuracy of view on that subject; but it was 
a singular one: he would set out om sound prim ciples, pursue them logically, till he found 
them leading to the precipice which we had to leap ; ; start back, alarmed ; then resume 
his ground, go over it in another direction, be led again by the correctness of his reason- 
ing to the same place, and egain tack about ane try other processes to reconcile nent 
and «7 Tong 3 but left his reader and himself bewildered between the steady index of th 
compass in their hand, and the phantasm te which it seemed to point. Still there was 
more sound matter in this pampiiet, than in the celebrated Farmer’s Letters, which 
were really but an ignis jutuus, misleading us from true principle.’ Mr. Bland was a 
member of Congress from 1774 to 1776; he died in 1778.

PRINCE WILLIAM. 


Pemce Wittiam was formed in 1730, from Stafford and King 
George. It ts about 35 miles long, and 12 wide. The Potomac 
forms its eastern boundary. Pop. in 1840, whites 4,867, slaves 
2,767, free colored 5103 total, 8,144. 

Brenisville, the county-seat, is situated 101 miles from Richmond. 
and 332 n. of Fredericksburg, i in the heart of the county, at the head 
of Occoquan River. [fis asmali village, containing 3 stores and 
about 20 dwellings. The county buildings are handsomely situated 
on a public square, containing 3 acres. “Thoroughtare and Liberia 
are smal! places in the county, containing each a few dw ellings. 
Dumfries is situated on Quantico creek, nearthe Potomac. It was 
once the county-seat; but in 1822 the courts were removed to 
Brentsville. and the old court-house is converted into an Episcepal 
church. Dumtries is a very old town, and once had considerable 
commerce; but from a combination of canses it has gone rapidly 
to decay, and manv of the hanses have heen removed out of town. 

Occoquan, situated near the mouth of a river of the same name, 
was established by law in 1804. It contains a large cotton factory, 
An extensive flouring mili, several stores, and about 40 dwellings. 
A handseme bridge is erected over the river at this place. The 
Occoquan here has 4 fall of 72 feet 1a one and a half miles, afford- 
ing excellent sites for manufactories. This is the market for many 
of the most important shad and herring fisheries on the Potornac. 
The scenery around this village is uncommonly picturesque. 





Witt Grayson died at Dumfries, whither he had come on his way to Congress, 
March i2ih, 1790, and bis remains were deposited in the family vault, at the Rev. Mr. 
Speace Grayson’s. He was first appointed a member of Congress from Virginie, in 
1784, and continued a uuiber of years. ‘In June, 17538, he was a member of the uh ir. 
giaia convention which was called for the purpose of considering the present cansttu- 
tion of the United States. [nm this assembly, rendered wlustrious by men of the first 
talents, he was very conspicuous. His genius united with the eloqueace of Henry, in 
oppesing the adoption of the constitution. While he acknowledged the evils of the old 
government, ne was afraid that the proposed government would destroy the bey at 
the states. His prineipal objections to it were, that it took from the states the sole right 
of direct taxation, which was the highest act of sovereignty ; that the limits between 

ibe national and state authorities were not guricienty. defined ; that they might clash. in 
which case the general government would prevail; that there wag no provision against 
raising such a navy, as was more than sufficient to protect our trade, and thus would 
excite the jealousy or European powers, and lead to war; and that there were no ade- 
quate checks against the abuse of power, especial! ily by the president, who wag respouai- 
bie only to his counsellors and partners in crime, the members of the senate. After the 

constitution was adopted, Mr. Grayson was appeinted one of the senators from Vi inginia. 
in the year 1789 ; his colieague was Richard Henry Lee. His great abilities were united 
with unimpeached integrity.” 





Immediately after Duamore was driven from Gwyn’s Island, in July, i776, he seilea 
ap the Potomac te this section of the state. The reeentioa he met with from the in- 
habitants is thus related by Girardin: 


Ascending the Potomae, he lef oo on many parts of its banks, hideous traces of pirnti- 
eal and depredatory wartare. A little above ithe imouth of Aquia creek, Mr. Williara 
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Brent’s elegant brick house was burni to the ground. Tt ~iehboring “tnilitia, seized 
with causeless alarm, retired without opposing the ravac- ~Jesd freebocters, 
who, after the destruction of the house, were proceediiK .. ous ovaluable merchant 
mill, at a small distance, when 30 of the Prince William militia happily arrived. ad- 
vanced with feariess step, and drove them on board. ‘The spirit and bravery of the peo- 
ple of Stafford county in general, armply redeemed, on subsequent oceasions, the mo» 
mentary disgrace of that unacccuntable panic; but the circumstance is yet well 
remembered in the environs; and we have heard more than once, on the very ruins of 
the prostrated edifice, the ludicrous account which the semle garrulity of some among 
the surviving actors in that scene, was ever ready to give. It appears that the Stafiord 
militia mistook the detachment from Prince William for Englishmen, and exerted a]! the 
agility and ingenuity of which they were capabdie to avoid faliing into the hands. Dun- 
mere’s fleet, consisting of the Roebuck, Mercury, Otter, an Led ship, some gondolas, 
and several tenders, having taken in fresh water, fell down the river on the eusuing day. 
They had, i in this expedition, met with a severe gale of wind, which drove on shore 
several small vessels with the friends of the Rritish government on board. These were 
made prisoners, and sent to Williamsburg under an escort. The third regiment and other 
troons had been stationed along the banks of the Potomac, to watch the motions of the 
enemy, while the infant Virginian fleet, consisting of some anued brigs and row-galleys, 
was cruising for them in the bay. The Roebuck alone could protect Dunmore aud his 
wretched followers. The expected conflict was prevented Ly the flight of the foe. The 
excessive heat of the season, the putridity of the water, the scantiness and bad quality 
of the provisions on board, and the crowded and inconvenient situation of the people there, 
engendered complicated and malignant diseases, which hourly plunged into a watery 
tomb multitudes of the motley band. ‘hus, loaded with the execratioa of the country ; 
defeated in all his schemes of civil discord, and of servile and savage hostility ; hunted 
from station to station by the resentment of an injured people, naturally prone to loy alty, 
gratitude, and attachment ; pursued, as it were, by Heaven and the elements themselves, 
Dunmore, with a wounded. and humbled spint, sew himself reduced to Hee from these 
shores, where he had hoped triumphantly to plant the standard of despotism, and to sa- 
tiate his vindictive and haughty passions with the tears and abjection of the feeble, and 
the bieod of the brave. Afier burning such vessels as he was able to spare, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the Americans, he steered for Lynnhaven Bay with abont 
40 or 5U sail; and then parting with the miserable conrpanions of his disastrous fate, he 
sent some of them to St. Augustine, under convoy of the Otter, some to Bermuda, soin 

to the West Indies, and some to Europe. With the rest, he repaired to Sir P. Pavers 3 
fleet, and, on the i4th of August, reached Staten tana: where Genera! Howe had 
Jately been joined by his brother, and the fleets ander convoy of Commodore Hotham, . 
and the Repulse. Towards the close of this eventful year, he returned to England in 
the Fowey. 


PULASKI. 


Pucaski was formed in 1839, from Montgomery and Wythe, and 
i yene, 


named from Count Pulaski. It is 23 cee long, with & mean 


width of 18 miles. New River passes through the eastern part,

timore to ‘Nashv'" “lenn., 222 miles southwesterly from Rich- 
mond, 19 m.* “-sistiansburg, and 28 from Wy theville. It ix 
the only village in the county, 2 and one of considerable business 
for an inland town: its location is high and airy, giving a fine 
view of the neighboring vaileys and mountains. It contains 5 mer- 
cantile stores, | Presbyterian at 1 Methodist church, and a pope- 
lation of about 300. Peak Ixnob, 4 miles south of Newbern, is a 


‘prominent projection in Draper's mountain, rising about 1,009 teet, 


and presenting from its summit a delightful and extensive land- 
scape. Iron ore exists in abundance in this n mountain, and also 
coal of a good quality. In its eas are mineral springs, sup- 
posed to possess valuable medic nal qui vlities. Oa the north bank 
of New River, near Newbern, there is a bluif called the Glass Win- 
dows, consisting of vertical rocks, nearly 590 feet high. and forming 
the immediate bank of the stream for a distance of four mies. They 
are considered a great curiosi:y. The face of these rocks is per- 
forated by a vast number of cay ‘ities, which no doubt lead te eaves 
er cells within the mountain. Some of these cells have been ex- 
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cretions. 


RANDOLPH. 


Ranpotpu was formed in 1787, from Harrison. It is 85 miles 
jong, with a mean width of 25 miles. This county is made up of 
several parallel ranges of mountains, with their intervening val- 
leys: it is drained by the head-waters of Elk River, and the 
Monongahela. The mountains are covered with the finest timber, 
and abound in coal and iron ore. Much of the soil of the moun- 
tains is rich, and they abound in slate , treestone, 2 and limesione. 
In some parts are sinall caves having a kind ef coppera Ls, Which 
is used for a dye; and along some of the waier-courses, alum 
projects in icicle-like drops. Salt springs are numerous. Writhi 
the last twelve years, elk and beaver have been seen in sma 
numbers. Randolph is principally a stock-raising county, anc 
live stock of every description are annually exported te market. 
Popuiation in 1840, whites 5,709, slaves 216, free colored 193; 
total, 6,208. a 

Beverly, the county-seat, is 219 miles xw. of Richmond, 60 s. of 
Morgantown, and 45 se. of Clarksburg. It is sasha near Ty- 
gart’ s Valley fiver, on 4 hund dsome piain, and contains a population 
of abou te 200, 

An atterapt was made as early as ey to scitie this section of count TY, by David 
Tygart avd a Mr. Files. About this time, “these tyre men, w li their famiies, arrive d 
on the east. fork of the Monougahi . i. and, after-exuminizy the cour TV, SEK CLed pusi- 
tions for their future residence. Files chose a spot ein the river, et the m Guth ul & Creek 
waich stil bears his neme, where Beverly has siace been este blished. ‘Tvgart setiied a 
few miles further up, ard vl-o sa the myer Phe valley in which they had thus takes 
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up their abode, has since been pare Tygart’s Valley, § **e east fork of the Monoa. 
gzhela, Tygart’s Valley Kiver. 

“The dificulty of procuring bread-siafis for then -. isco, wu contiguity to an 
Indian village, and the fact that au Indian war-path passed near their dwellings, soon 
determined them to retrace their steps. Beicre they carried this determi Dahion inte 
effect, tke family ef Files bezame the victims ef savage craelty. At a time when al} 
the family were at their cabin, except an elder son, they were discovered by a party of 
Indians, supposed to be returning from the South Branch, who inhumanly butchered 
them all. Young Files borg net far from the house, a nd hearing the uproar, approac hed 
until be saw too distinetly the deeds of death which were doing; and feeling the utter 
impossibility of affording relief to his own, resolved, if he could, to effect the safety of 
Tygart’s family. This was dene, and the country abandoned by them.”# 





A writer in the American Pioneer, Mr. Felix Renick, has given 
some anecdotes cf “Big Joe Legston,” who lived somewhere in 
this region in the latter part ofthe last century. “ No Kentuckian,” 
says he, “could ever, with greater proprie ety than ke, have said, 
‘I can out-run, out-khep, out-jump. throw down, drag eut, and whip 
any man in the ceuntry.’” Big Joe removed from the vicinity of 
the source of the y. branch of the Potomac, to Kentue cy, about 
the year 1790. during the prevalence of the Indian wars. Mr. 
Renick gives the following account of a desperate fight which he 
had in that country with two Indians: 


Riding along a path which led into a fort, he came to @ fine vin e of grapes. He laid 
his gua across tlre pommel of his saddle, set his hat on it, and filled it wi ith grapes. Ee 
turned into the path, and rode carelessly along, eating his gra es ang | ne first intima-

tion he bad of danger, was the crack of two rifles, one frem each s of the read. One 
uf the balls passed threugh the paps ef his breast, waich, for a male, were remarkably 
prominent, ulmest as mech se as those of mary nurses. The ball = t grazed the skin 
between the Bee But did not injure the breast-bone. The other ball struck his herse 
behind the saddie, and he sunk in his tracks Thus was Jee ease Me his horse ina 


mavner mere rare thau welcome. Siitlhe was on his feet in an instant, with his mfle 
in bis hands, and might have taken to his heels: and I will venture. the opinion that 
ne Indian coald bave caught him. That, he said, was not his sort. He had never leit 


 battle-ground witheut leaving his mark. and he was resolved that that should not be 


the first. The reoment the guns fired, one very athletic Indian sprang towards him 

with tomahawk in hand. His eye was on him, and his gun to his eye, ready, as soon 

as lhe approached near enough io make a sure shot. to! et him have it. As soon as the 
Indie discovered this, he jumped behind two pretty large saplings, some smail disiauce 
apart, neither ef whick wes large eneugh to caver his body, and, to save himself cs 
well us he cond, he kept springing from one to the other | 

Joe, knowing ke Rad two enemies on the ground, kept a look-eut for the other bz a 
guick giance of the eye. He presently discovered him hehind a tree ioadiag his c- 
‘The tree was not quite large enough to hide him. When in the act of pushing dowa 
his bulict, he exposed pretty fairly his hips) Joe, in the twinkling of an ere, whee lod 
and let him fAuve his load in the part exposed. The lég Iudia: ~~ then, with a in izhty 
=8 Uch '? poashed towards himn with his raised tomahawk. Here w ere two warricrs Ses 
each determined te conquer er die--each the Goliath of his nation. The Iadian bad 
rather the adyantage in size of frame, dui Joe im weight and muscular strength. ‘The 
Indian med« a halt at the distance ef fiteen or twenty feet, and threw his to: naka 


with ail his force, but Joe had his eve on him and dodwed it. It dew quite ont of the 
reach of either of meth Joe then ciubbed his gan and made at ike Indiaa, thinkia z to 
knock bim down. ‘The Indian sprany iato some brush er-sayli ings, 19 avoid his blows. 


The Indian depended entirely ou dodging, witht the heip of ihe sa aplings. A scathe 
Joe, thinkiag he had a preity fair chi ans made a side blow with such force, that. mis. 
sing tne dodeing fnadiaa, the Fun, AS reduced to the naked barrel, vras draw n qi ite 
out of his haads, and flew eatir ely ae ofreach, The Indiaa now gave anviher exulting 
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* VWyithers' Border Warfare. 
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“Ugh!” and sprang at he 1 all the savage fury he was master of. Neither of thera 
had a weapon -r ‘.e Indian, see:zng Logston bleeding freely, thengh: be 
eould throw him 44 ts .,aeh him. In thishe was mistaken. ‘They seized each 


other, and a desperate scuffle ensued. Joe cculd throw him down, but could not hold him 
there. The Iadian beimg naked, with his hide oiled, had greatly the advantage in e 
ground scuffle, and would still slip out of Joe’s grasp and mse. <Atter throwing him 
five or six times, Joe found, that between loss of blood and violent e: xertions, his wind 
was leaving him, and that he must change the mode of warfure or jose his sculp, 
which he was not yet willing te spare. He threw the Indian again, and without at. 
tempting to hold him, jumped from him, and as he rose, aimed a hist blow at his head, 
which caused him to tall back, and as he would cise, Joe gave hiro several blows in 
succession, the Indian rising slower each time. He at last succeeded ia giving him a 
pretty fair blow inthe burr of the ear, with all his force, and he feil, 2s Joe though ty 
pretty near dead. Jce jumped on him, and thinking he could dispatch him by choking, 
grasped his neck with bis left hand, keeping his right one free for contingencies. Joe 
soon found the Indian was not so dead as be thought, and that he was inaking some 
use of his mght arm, which lay across his body, and, on casting bis eye eae dis. 
eevered the Judian was making an effort to uasheath a knife that was hanging at 
his belt. The knife was short, and so sunk in the sheath that it was necessary to 
force it up by pressing against the pomt. ‘This the Indian was trying to eileet, and 
with good success. Joe kept bis eye on it, and let the Indian work the handle out, 
when he suddenly grabbed it, jerked it out of the sheath, and suik 11 up to the handle 
into the Indian’s breast, whe gave a death groan and expired. 

Joe now thought of the other Indian, and not knowing how far he had succeeded in 
Killing or crippling bim. sprang to bis feet. He found the erppled ladian had crawled 
some distance toward: them, and had propped his broken back agaimst a log, and was 
trying to raise his gun to shoot him, but in attempting to do which he wouid fail for- 
ward, and had to push aguinst his gun to raise himself again. Joe, seeing that he 
was safe, concluded he had fought long enough for healthy exercise that day, and 0% 
liking to be killed by a crippled Indian, he made for the fore He got in about ni iwht~ 
fail, and a hard-looking case he was—blood and dirt from the crown of his bead to the 
soaiaof his foot, no horse, no hat, no gun—with an account of the buttle that some of 
his conirades could scarce believe to be much else than one of his big stories in which he 
would sometimes indulge. He told therm they must go and jndge for themselves. Nest 
morming a company was made up to go to Joe’s battle- cround. When they approsched 
it, Joe’s accusers became more confirmed, as there was no appearance af dead Indians, 
and nothing Joe had taiked of but the dead horse. hey, however, found a trail, as if 
something had been dragged away. On pursuing it they found the big Indian, ata 
little distance, beside a log, covered: up with leaves. Still pursuiug the trail, though uct 
so plain, some hundred yards further, they found the broken- backed Indian. lyiug on 
his back, with his own knife sticking up to the hilt in his body, just below the breast. 
bone, evidentiy to shew that he had Kilied himself, and that ne had uct come to his 
end by the hand of anenemy. They bad a long search before they found the knile 
with which Joe killed the big indian. They at last found it forced down inte the 
ground below the surface, apparently by the weight of a person’s heel. This had been 
done by the erppled Indian. The great efforts he must have made, alone, in that 
eendition, show, among thousands of other instances, what Indians are capable of 
under the greatest extremities. 

Some years after the above took piace, peace with the Indians was restored. That 
frantier, like many others, became infested with a gang ef outlaws, who commenced 
atealing horses and coinmitting various cepredations; to counteract which a company 
of reguiators, as they were calied, was raised. In a contest between these and the de- 
sda Bic Joe Logston lost his life, which wvould not be highly estecined in civil 

ciely. But in frontier settlements, which he aly ays secupicd, ea savages and 
stents were to be contested with for the noht of the soil, the use ef such a mans 
very conspicuous. Without such, the country could never have een cleared of lis 
watural rudeness, so as to admit of the more brilliant and ornamenta! exercises of arts, 
sciences, and civilization. 
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RAPPAHANNOCK. 


Rapratannock was formed in 1831, from Culpeper. It is named 
from the river which runs on its northern boundary. Its soil is fer- 
tile, and productive in wheat and corn. Length about 18, breadth 
17 miles. poe in 1840, whites 5,307, slaves 3,663, free colored 
287 ; total, 9,257 

Washington, a seat of justice, is 123 miles nw. of Richmond, 
and 75 from Washington city. It is a fine village, near the foot 
ef the Blue Ridge, in a fertile country, and upon one of the head 
eo of the Rappahannock. It contains a church, an acade- 
my, 2 stores, and about 60 dwellings. Sperryville, 6 miles s. of 
the C. H., Woodville, 10 miles from it, and Flint Hil!, contain 
each about 30 dwellings.

NL UDILL. 


Rrrenre was formed in 1843, from Harrison, Lewis, and Wood, 
and named in honor of Thomas Ritchie, Esq.: it is about 25 miles 
long, and 20 broad. The surface is generally hilly and broken, and 
the soil not fertile, except on the streams, where there is considera- 
ble champaign country. . 

Harrisville, the county-seat, lies about 37 miles east of Parkers- 
burg, and 4 miles s. of the nw. turnpike: it contains % stores, 1 tan- 
nery, 1 Baptist and 1 Methodist church, and about 15 dwellings. 
Estimated population of the county, 1,800. 





ROANOKE. 


Roanoxe was formed from Botetourt, in 1838. The name is 
probably derived from the indian word Moenoke, or Rawrenoke, sig- 

nifying the Indian shell-money. It is a smali county. with a mean 
leneth of about 20, and mean widthef 18 miles. The Bine Ridge 
forms its éastern beundary; the western parts are mountainous. 
Much of the soil of the county, particularly on the Roanoke River 
in the vicinity of Big Lick, is of almost unequalled fertility, and 
productive in hemp, wheat, and tobacco. Pop. in 1840, Whites 
3,843, slaves 1,53, free colored 101; total, 5,499. 

Salem, the Sie seat, is in the valley of Vi irginia, on the west 
bank of Roanoke Kiver, 178 miles westerly from Richmond, 25 
mile we. of Christiansburg, ate 23 from Fineastle. The naviga- 

tion bf the Roanoke. trom Weldon, N. C., to this place, 244 miles, 
is completed by canals, sluices, &e. Salem is a neat village, and 
contains 6 stores, 1 Presbyterian, 1 Baptist, aud 1 Methodist church, 
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and a population ef about 450. Big Lick, 7 miles £. of Salem, on 
the main stage-road, contains a Baptist church and a few dwell- 
ings. The skeleton of a mammoth was found a few years since 
in this vicinity. Burlington contains a few dwellings. 

The Botetourt Springs, in the northern part oi the county, 12 
miles from Fincastle, are quite popular, and the improvements are 
sufficient to accommodate a large nuniber of visitors. The spring 
centains sulphur, magnesia, carbonic acid gas, &c.

ROCKBRIDGE. 


Rocxsrioce derives its name from the celebrated naan bridge: 
it was formed in 1778, from Augusta and Botetourt. Its mean 
length is 31, mean breadth 22 miles. This county is principaily 
watered by North River—a branch of James River---and its tribu- 
taries. It flows diagonallv through the county, and joins the main 
branch of James River at the foot of the Blue Ridge, where their 
united waters force a passage through. Much of the soii is of a 
superior quality, and highly cultivated. It is one of the most 
wealthy agricultural counties in the state. Pop. in 1840, whites 
10,448, slaves 3,510, free colored 2: 26: total, 14,284, 

Brownsburg, 12 miles ne. of Lexington, on the road to Staunton, 
contains < pout 30 dwellings; near it is the old church, long cae n 
as the New Providence meeting-house. Fairtield, 13 miles Nx

778, and was originally composed almost exclusively of wooden 
buildinas, most of which were destroyed by fire in 1794. The 
town speedily recovered trom the effects of the catastrophe. It is 
now quite cormpact, many of the buildings are of brick, and some 
of the private mansions—among which is that of the .+~ gov: 
ernor of V3} ee James M Dow ell, Esq.—sre beautifully situated. 
A recent English traveller says, “The town, as a cetiemient nas 
maany attractions. It is surrounded by beauty, and stands at the 
head of a valley flowing with milk and heney. House-rent is iow, 
provisions are cheap, abundant, and of the hest g uality. Flowers 
snd gardens are more prized here than in most places.”

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Wasnincton Couises, ene of the oldest literary institutions south of the Potomac, 
was established as an academy. in the year 1776, under the name of Liberty Hall, by 
the Hanover Presbytery, (then embracing the whole of the Presbyterian civirch in Vir. 
ginia.) Its first rector was the Rev. W iliiam Graham, a native of Pennsylvania, and @ 
graduate of Nassau Hall, N. J. Mr. Graham was a man of extensive acquireiments, 
great criginality of thought, warm patriotism, and indomitable energy ; and to his exer- 
tions, more than to those of eiuy other ove man, the institution owes ‘tg establis shinent, and 
its coatinnance dumng the troublous times at our revolutionary stenygic, Liberty Hall 
received its charter fier tae siniv i he year 1782, stil! retaining the name of an 
academy, alihough its charter authorized dit “to confer literary degrees, to appoint Pal 
fessors, as well as masters and tutors,” and, in sliert, to perform all the acts which 
properly beiong to a college. In the year 1796, it received its first regular endowment, 
from the hands of the “ Father of his cou: atry. » The legislature of Virginia, “as a 
testimony of their gratitude for his services,” and “as a mark of their respect,” pre- 
sented to Gen. Washington a certain numberof chares in the cld James’ River im- 
provement, a work then in progress; this Washinvton, unwilling to accept fer his own 
private emoluiient, presented to Liberty Hall Academy. ‘fc perpetuate the memory 
of this noble act, the name ef the institution was, by the unauimous vote of the trus. 
tees, changed to Washington Academy ; and in the year 1812, by an act of the legis- 
lature, still further changed te Washington College. Subsequently, John Robinson, 
Esg., a soldier of Washington, emulating the exainple of his illustrious leader, bequeathed 
his whcle estate to the college ; : and still more recently, the Cincinnati Society of Va., 
alter having accomplished the patriotic purpose for which it was established, bequeathed 
the residue of its funds to the college, on condition that provision should be made for

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George A. Baxter, D. D., sucaeeded Mr. Graham. About the year 1827, he resigned 
the presidency, and was succeeded by Louis Marshal}, M. D2 of Kentucky. Mr. Henry 
Vethake succeeded him in Feb., 1835. His successor was the present president of the 
college, the Rev. Neary Reifner, D. D., who was inaugurated Feb. 22d, 1837,

Tae Virewnia Mizrrary Ixsriture,—This is a military academy, established tn eou- 
eae with Washington Cotlege by an act of the legislature, passed curing the session 

f 133839. Formerly, a guard of soldiers was miatutained at the expense of the state, 
for the Yes of affording protection lo the arms deposited in the Lexington arsenal, 
for the use of the militia of western Virginia, About the year 1836, scme zealous 
friends of education, amiong whom we may mention Gov. Jas. McDowell, thinking that 
se arsenal might be conve ted into an edueational institution, without any increase cf 

xpense to the state, ane affurding at the same limae equal security te the public arme, 
zppl ed to the iegislature to make the necessary change. After various delays, this ap- 
plication mesutted in the estabushiment of the Vurguua Muitary knsiitute, in the year

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1839. Thus far, its success has been such as to fulfil the wishes of its warmest frierds, 
and to render it a deservedly popular institution in the state. 

The course of instruction is a three years’ course, requinng for admission a good 
common schoo! education. It embraces the full course of mathematics and natura) 
seience taught in our colleges, with drawing, military tactics, and engineering, and 30 

auch of the French and Latin languages as “the student's other studies Jeaye him time 
to acquire during the first two years of his course. The corps of instraetors consists of 
Col. Francis H. Smith, A. M., prof. of mathematics ; Maj. John T. L. Preston, A. M., 
prof. of languages and English Hterature ; Capt. Thomas H. Williamson, instructor in 
tactics and drawing; Geo. D. Armstrong, A. M., prof. of cheinisiry, &c., assisted by 
such cadets as are detailed, from time to time, to assist in the business of instruction. 
The anoual expenses of a student at the institute are about the same as those of ene at 
Washington College. ‘The present number of students is 61, of whom 22 are main- 
tained at the expense of the state. :

The first settlements in this portion of the valley were made by 
the Sevtch irish, with a few original Scotch among thein. They 
settled in the neighborlioods around Martinsbure, in Berkeley 
co.. Winchester. and ajrnost the entire counties of Augusta and 


“Rockbridge. The same race went on into North Carolina, and 


settled in the counties of Orange and Guilford,—especially in the 
northern and middle parts of the latter county. Rockbridge and 
Augusta have always been the strongholds of Sectch Irish and 
Presbyterianism. From the introduction to the history of Wash- 
ington College,a manuscript volume written by President Ruffner, 
we have been allowed to introduce the followit ng graphic sketch 
of the settlement of the valley, and the characteristics of its early 
inhabitants ; some of the facts are elsewhere given in this volume.— 


a repetition we prefer to breaking the connection: 

From the year 1606, when Jamestown was first permanently settled, it required 
about one hundred years for the infant cslony of Virginia to extend itself upwards to the 
Blue Ridge. The settlements on the upper branches of the Rappahannock. and in the 
Northem Neck between this river and the Potomac, seem first to have approached the 
high mountain barrier, whose top, enveloped in a blue mist, had long since attracted the 
eyes of settlers in the distant plains below. Near the Potomac the. ridge 13 less regged 
and forbidding in its aspect than it is further towards the southwest. When it was sur- 
mounted by sian parties of white men, and displayed to their eyes the beauty and 
fertility of the vale of Shenande, and of the uplands beyond it, the temptation was irre- 
sistible, and Haat adventurers resolved to ae every danger tor the sake of a possession 
So aliuring. They first planted themselyes cn the rich low grounds of the Shcenando, 
but soon ventured upon the plcasant uplands beyond the river. Here, ina basin-shaped 
cavity, they founded the town cf Winchester, where fountains of water proved more 
attractive than fine prespects from the neighboring hills. his, the oldest town in the 
valley, continued to be a fronticr-post until the French were driven out of Canada. 

The eastern part of the vailey being conveniently situated foremigrants from Penn. 
sylvania, as well as from iower Virgiula, the population there came to be a mixture of 
English Virginians, and German and Scotch Irish Pennsylvanians. Some of the latter 
were recent emigrants from Europe, who had landed at Philadelphia, and thence made 
their way by land te the new setilements. 

The Genaan Peansylvanians, being passionate lovers of fat lands, no sooner heard 
of the rich vules of the Shenando and its branches, than they began to ie their coun- 
trymen from Europe tn peuring themselves forth over the country ; above Winchesier. 
Finding the main Shenando mostly preoccupied, they followed up the North and Souta 
Branches, on beth sides of the Massanuften, or Peeked Mountain, until they filled up ali 
the beautiful vales of the country for the Space of sixty miles. Sa completely did they 
occupy the couutry, that the few stray Baglish or Irish settlers among ther did not 
sensibly affect the homogeregusuess of the population. They long re tained, and ior the 
most part do stil retain, their German language, and the German sin iplicity of their 
manners, Of late years, indeed, 2 sensible transition has been going on about the bor- 
ders of their old settlements, and about the villages, where law and trade have caused a 
mixture of por ulation, and made isroads wpon the speech, manners, and dress imported 
from their fatherland. “Tints change has grieved their old people, who cannot give up 
the energetic lunguage of their sires, corruptly us they speak if, nor the plain homespun 
dress of old times, nor see thei it children give them up without sorrowing for the degen. 
eracy of their race. Not a few of these Germans cf the valley have become anylicised 
by dispersion, where they have been ied, by the temptation of good iarms, te plung ‘e inta 
the mass of their Scoteh Ycish neveibors. 

flew fur they might neve originally filled up the valley, if ihe way had been clear. 
we cannot conjecture ; but, ere they had reached the head-branc Be 3 of the Shenando, 
their immiyr: ant ecdonmins were met by another rar e, who soen filed G& up ane equal Space 
beyend them in this land of promise. 
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For the want of towns and roads, the first settlers in the valley were supplied with 
many needfui articles by pediers wlio went from house to house. Among these itinerant 
venders of smal! wares, was one John Marlin, who traded from Williamsburg to the 
country about Winchester. His visits to the inhabited parts of this romantic country 
inspired him with @ curiosity to explore the unknown parts towards the southwest. In 
W iiamsburg he gat Jona Saliing, a bold weaver, to join him in an exploring expedition. 
They proceeded through the valley in safety until they rea ehed the waters of the Roan. 
eke, where they were met by a roving party of Cherokees, and of course treated as 
spies upen the Indian territory. Marlin had the good fortune to escape frem the hands 
of the savages, but Salling was carried as prisoner to their towns upon the upper Ten- 
nessee. Mere he lived with his captors about three years, until he went with a party 
of them to the Salt Licks in Kentucky. to hunt the buffalo. Kentucky, lise the valley, 
was a middle ground of contention between the northern and southern tribes. This 
party of Cherokces was attacked and defeated by some Indians from Iilinois. .Salling 
was again captured, and carried to Kaskaskias, where an old squaw adopted him for a 
son. While thus domiciled in this remote region, he accompanied his new tribesmen on 
some distant expeditions—ence, even to the gulf of Mexico—aud saw many countries, 
and tribes of savapes, then wholly unknown in Virginia. But after two years, he was 
bought of his Indian mother by an exploring party of Spaniards, who wanted him for 
an interpreter. He was taken by them on their way northwards, until he reached 
Canada, where he was kindly redeemed by the French governor, and sent te New York ; 
whence he found his wey to Williaiusburg again, aiter six years of strange and eventful! 
wanderings. 

In Wilhamsburg, two strangers from Britain, John Lewis and John Mackey, heard 
Dailing 3 story wil, admiration. They weic paiticulaily suuth with his iow tiny 
description of the valley of Virginia, a broad space between parallel ridges of mountain ; 
its vales watered by clear streams, its soil fertile, its plains covered only with shrubbery 
and a rich herbage, grazed by herds of buffalo, and its hills crowned with forests; @ 
region of beauty as yet, for the most part, untouched by tne hand of man, and oifering 
undought | homes and oy subsistence to all who had thee enterprise to scale the mountain 
barrier, by which it had been so luag concealed from the colonists. Lewis and Mackey 
Joinee Salling in making an expe dition to this newly-discovered land, in order first te 
seo it, and then, if it fulfilled their expectations, of making a settlement there. They 
were not disappointed ; and having the whole land before them from which to choose, 
Lewis selected his residence near the Middle River, ou a creek which bears his name. 
Mackey went further up the Middle River, and settled near the Buffalo Gap; but Sal- 
ing, who in his captivity appears to have acquired a taste for wild solitude, went fifty 
miles apart from the others, and pitched his habiiation iu the forks of James River, 
where a beautiful bottom is overshadowed by mountains. 

Lewis, who was evidenily a man of energy and forethought, obtained authority io 
locate 100,9U0 acres of ad in separate parcels in the country around him. While he 


" was exploring the country te select good lands, his neighbor, Mackey, would frequently 


accompany him for the pleasure of hunting the buffaio. ‘The result w: as, that Mackey 
died as he had lived, a peor hunter; but Lewis provided for his family a rich inheritance 
ef lands. The pioneer-tribe of white hunters have generally followed the example of 
Mackey. 

In the spring of the year 1736, Lewis, on a visit to Williamsburg, met with Benjamin 
Barden}“who had lately come over as agent for Lord Fairfax, proprietor of the Northern 
Nezk. Burden accepted Lewis's invitation to accouspany hin to fis new home in tie 

valiey. He spent several months with bis friend, exploring the country and hunting the 
bustle, with Lewis and his sons, Samuel and Andrew. But he wag a imore provident 
hunter than Mackey. The party happened once to take a young beffalo-ealf, which 
Samuel and Andrew Lewis turned and gave to Burden, to take with him to Williams- 
burg. This sert of an animal was unknown in lower Virginia; the ealf would, there- 
fore, be an interesting cbject o: curtosity a? the seat of geverniment. Barden presented 
the shaggy young monster to Governor Gooch. ‘The governor was so delivhted with 
thus rare pet, and se pieased with the donor, that he promptly favored his views, by enter- 
ing an order in his offictal beck, authorizing Benjamin Burden to locate 500,005 acres of 
land, or any fess quar nitty, ou the Waters te the Shenando and James Rivers. co the 
conditions that he should net interfere with any previous grants, and that wvitb'a ten 
years he should setile at least one hundred families en the located Jands. Op these 
conditions, he should be freely eatitled ts 1,000 acres adjacent to every house, with tha 
mrivilege of entering as much more of the coai:guous lands at one shilling per are. 
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~~, 
. Burden returned forthwita to England for emigrants, and the next year, 1737, brought 
over upwards of one hundred families to settle upon the granted lands. At this tine 
the spirit of emigration was particularly mfe among the Presbyterians in the northern 


parts of Ireland, in Scotland, and in the adjacent parts of England. Most of Burden’s 


colonists were Irish Presbyteriaus, who, being of Scottish extraction, were often ealicd 
Scotch Irish. A few ef the pure Seoteh and northern English were mixed with the 
exrly settlers, but al], or nearly all, of the same Presbytenan stamp. Among the primi- 
tive emigrants to Burden’s grant we meet with the names of some who have left. a nu- 
merous posterity, now dispersed far aid wide from the Blue Ridge to the Mississippi— 
such as Ephraim M’ Dowell, Archibald Alexander, John Patton, Andrew Moore, Hugh 
Teiford, John Matthews, &c.* « 

‘Toe first party were soon joined by others, mostly of their connections and acquaint. 
ances in the mother country. ‘Vhese agaia drew others afier them; ana they all in. 


-Creased and im: a until, ere the first generation had passed away, the land was 


filled with them. hen they began to send forth colonies to new lands, southward and 
westward, until now there is scarce a county in the great valiey of the Mississippi where 
some of there descendants may not be found. 

Althoush some lands ou the un: pper branches of the Shenando mele not included in 
Barden’s “erat, yet from the German settlements upwards to the vale of James River, 
the pepulaiion was generally Presbyterian ; so that the whoie mass, for 60 miles or more 
along the valley, was scarcely less homogeneous and peculiar than the mass of Gerrans 
below them, Few of the old evionists of Virginia migrated to these parts of the valley. 
They lived by the enltivation of tobacco; tobacco was the sole staple of their trade : ‘ 
tohveca wrens their money. An Arcadian Lie among green pastures and herds of cattle, 
had no charms for them: tobacco was associated with all their ideas of pleasure and of 
profit. But how was a hogshead of tobacco to be rolled to market through the ragged 
defiles of the Blue Ridge? Not until roads and navigation offered new facilities for 
trade, and the Indian weed itself lost some of its importance, did the valley cease to 
repel settlers from the lowlands of Virginia. Hence the mixture of heterogeneous ele- 
ea in the population has never, until lately, been sufficient to vary the true-blue hue 

f their primitive Scotch and Insh Presbyterianism. When, in addition to the names 
recy mentioned, we give others of the more numerous farnilies long settled on Eur- 
den’s grant—the Prestons, the Paxtons, the Lyles, the Grigsbys, the Stuaris, the Craw- 
fords, ‘the Cumminses, the Browns, the Walluces, the Willsons, the Carutherses, tie 
Campbells, the M’Campbells, the M’Ciungs, the M'Cues, the M’Kees, the M’Covwns, 
&c. &c.—no one acquainted with the race who imbibed the indomitable spirit of John 
Knox, can fail te recognise the relationship. i 

One who is of a ditferent race, may be permitted to speak freely of their character- 
istics. 

They had no sooner found a home in the wilderness, than they betook themselves to 
elearing fields, buriding houses, and planting orchards, like men whe felt themselves now 
settled, : and were disposed to cultivate the arts of Civilized life. Few of them ever ran 
wild in the ferests, or joined the bands of white hunters who formed the connecting link 
between the savage aborizines and the civilized tillers of the soil. They showed less 
disposition than the English colonists to engage in trafiic and speculative enterprises. 
Without being dull or phlegr matic, they were sober and thoughtful, keeping their native 
energy of feeli: ag under restraint, and therefore capable, when exigencies arose, of eall. 
ing forth exertions as strenuous and as persevering as the occasion might demand. 

In their dévotien to eivil liberty, they ditfered not from the majority ‘of their fellow 
colonists. Their circumstances, in a new country planted by themseives, far remote 
from the at a government, fostered and strengthened their ancestral spirtt of 
freedom. As Presbyterians, veither they nor their forefathers would submit to an eccie- 
siastical hierarchy ; and their detestatien of eivil tyranny descended to them from the 
covenanters of Seotlund. Hence, in the dispute between the colonists and the mother 
country, the Presbyterians of the valley—indeed, of the whole country--—-were almost

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unanimously Whigs of the firmest and most unconquerable spizit. They were among 
- the bravest and most effective miltia, when called into the Geld. Gen. Washingior Sig- 
= his opinion of them when, in the darkest day of the revolutionary struggle, he 
expressed his confidence, that if all other resources should fail, he might yet 3 repair with 
a single standard to West Augusta, and there rally a band of patriots who w ould meet 
the enemy at the Blue Ridye, and there establish the boundary of a free empire in the 
west. This saying of the father of his country has been variously reported ; but we 
have no reason to doubt thet he did, in some form, declare his belief that, in the iast 
resort, he could yet gather a force in western Virginia whicn the victorious armies of 
Britain could not subdue. The spirit of these sires still reigas in their descendants, as 
the day of trial, come when it miay, will prove. 

Another characteristic of these people wos iheir rigid Calvinistic, or, as some would. 
eall it, Puritanica! morality. Founded on religious principle, this morality was sober, 
firm, and consistent, thonzh, in some of its aspects, too stern to be altogether Winning, 
and often unadorned by that refinement of manners which imparts a charm to the exer- 
cise of virtue in the common intercourse of life. But much of their austerity should be 
forgiven, in consideration of the precious substance of virtue within it. Their moral 
character was a rough diamond, but, nevertheless, a diamond which would brighten 

most under the hardest rubs. 

The root of their morality, as we have intimated, was religious principle, mee 
grounded by education, and hurtured by constant attendance on religious exercises. No 
sooner had they provided necessary food and shelter for their families, than they fee 
to provide for the recalor and decent service of God. They built churches and called 
pastors to the full extent of their ahility. While their settlements were sparse and fee- 
ble, their churches were necessarily few and far asunder. Consequently, soine families 
had to go an inconvenient distance to church. But they went, notwithstanding, male 
and female, old and young, on horses, some of them ten or twelye mules, to the: house 
of God regularly on the Lord’s d: ay. These were the right sort of people to found a 
commonwealth that should stand the wear and tear of a hundred ages, 

Some of the churches built by the first generation are yet standing, substantial monu- 
ments of their pivas zeal. They are built of the solid limestone of the va alley. Others 
have been replaced by larger and fairer structures of brick. In building some of the 
primitive stone churches, before roads, wagons, and saw-mills could facilitate the col- 
lection and prepuration of materials, they had to adopt some singular modes of convéy- 
ance. For example, the Providence congregation packed all the sand used in their 
church from a place six niles distant, sack by sack, on the backs of herses! and, what 
is almost incredible, the fair wives and daughters of the congregation ure Said to have 
undertaken this part of the work, while the men iabored at the sione and timber. Let 
net the great-grand-dauzhters of these women blush for them, however they would 
deeply blusn themselves to be found in such employment. For ourselves, we admire 
the conduct of these feniales : it was not only excusable, not ouly t praise worth y-~it was 
almost heroic. It takes Spartan mothers to rear Spartan men. ‘hese were among the 
women whase sons and grandsons sustained the conhdence ef Washington in the most 
disastrous period of the revolution. 

Their social intercourse was chietiy religious. When the Lord’s Supper was adminis- 
tered in a church, the service usually continued fourdays. <A. plurality ef ministers was 
present, and the people would Hock te the place from all the country around—tiose whic 
lived near giving hospitable entertainment to those from a greater distance.- It was cus 
tomary tc have two of these sacramental meetings annually in each of the dhareheeU: 
ene in the spring and one in the autumn. The meetings of the presbytery, which cirev- 
lnted through the princ:} ipal churches, drew together a larger. concourse, and were cele- 
bratea as the chief religious festivals of tne e country. 

But except these soiemn festivals, and the weekly mee tings at churehi, the families of 
the country had little social intercourse, except cecasionai visits and the occurrence of 
marriage feasts. Nothing was known of the gay amusements common among the 
lower Virginians. . . - Vhe cureful and religior us education of their children was 
one of the most important features ot their domestic policy. Common schools arose 

among them, therefore, aa soon as the state of the population admitted them. 





he first academy established in the valiey of Virginia was lo- 
eated on Timber Ridge. : near the present village on Fairfield, in 
this county. It is the one alluded to in the préceding historic 
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sketch of Washington College, and was founded in !776. Its first 
rector was the Rev. Wm. Graham.* ‘This institution, the germ 
< . > / : 1 “ 5 Rs | 
whence sprune Washington College, is thus described in the work 
of Dr. Ruffner: 
The schoolhouse was u log cabin. <A fine forest of oaks, which had given Timber 

tide its naine, cast a shade over it in the summer, and afforded convement fuel ia win- 
ter. A spring of pure water gushed from the rocks near the house. From amidst the 
trees the student had a fine view of the country below, and of the neighboring Bine Ridge. 
Ju shert, all the features of the place made it a fit habitation of the euodian id muse, aud 
the lull deserved its uame of Mount t Pleasant. lither about thirty youth of the moun- 
tulus repaired, ‘to taste the Pierian spring,” thirty-five years after ‘the first settlement 
ef Barden’s Grant. Of reading, writing, and ciphering, the boys of the country had 
before wcquired such kuowledge as primary schools could afford : but with a few late ex- 
ceptions, Latin, Greek, alyebra, geometry, and such like Ta ae mysteries, were things 
of which they bad heard—which they kuew perhaps to lie covered up in the learned 
heads of their pastors—but of the naiure and uses of which they had no conception 
whatever..... It was a jog hut of one apartment. ‘the students carricd their dinner 
with them from their boarding-schouls in the neighborhood. ‘They conned their lessons 
either in the school-room, where the recitations were heard, or under the shades of the 
forest, where breezes whispered and birds sang without disturbing their studies. A hern 
—perhaps a real cow's horn-—surmmoued the school from play. and the scattered classes 
to recitation. Instead of broadcloth coats, the students weneraily wore a tar more grace - 
inl garment, the buatiug-shirt, homespun, homewoven, and homemade, by the indvstri- 

ous wives aud diughters of the land. ‘Cheir arnuseincuts were not the less remote from 
the :nodern tastes of students—curds, backgammon, flutes, fiddles, and even marbles, 
were scarcely known amoug these honicbred mountain boys. Firing pistols and rang- 
ing the fields with shot. gaas to kill fittle birds for sport, they would have considered a 
waste of time and ammunition. As to fre quenting tippling-shops of any denomination, 
this was unpossible, because no such catchpenny lures ior students existed in the coun- 
try, or would have been tolerated. Ifad any hackster of liquors, knickknacks, and explo- 
sive crackers, hung out his sign in thee days, the old puritan morality of the land was 
yet vigerons enougi to abate the nuisance. The sports of the students were mostly gym- 
hastic, Doth manly and ueatthiul—such as leaping, running, wrest ling , pitching quvits, 
and piaying bull. In this rustic seminary a considerable number f young men began 
their education, who afterwards bore a distinguished part in the civil and ecclesiastical 
atfairs ef tie country.

tom crosses the Blue Ridge.) they found the mountain covered with riflemen, determined that no tosute 
fos should enter their borders with jinganitv.

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in this county, in a dwelling now occupied by the Rev. Hovatio 
Thompson, near Timber Rea ach church, six miles we. of Lexington. 
Eis father was a farmer in good circumstances, and of Scotch lrisn. 
descent. Samuel received an ordinary school education, and when 
a young man removed to Nashville, Term, and studied law. His 
energy and talents raised him to ‘the many prominent stations 
which he has neld. . 

The Rev. Arcureatp Atexanper, D. D., President of the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Princeton, N. J.. was a nativ e of this county, 
and married a daughter of the “ Blind Preacher,” (see p. 417.) 

The Hone Anoka Moors, of Rockbridge, was the only Virginian 
ever chosen a member of the United States Senate, west of the 
Blue Ks He wasa member during the administration of Jef- 
ferson. Inthe Falling Spring churc ch-yard, on the forks of James 
River, is the grave of Gov. M’Nurv, who died in 1811. He wasa 
lieutenant in the company of Capt. John Alex ander, (father of Dr, 
Archibald Alexander.) in the “Sandy creek voyage,” (see p. 352,) 
in 1757. Shertly atter, he was appointed governor of Nova Sco- 
tia, Where he remained until the commencement of the American 
revolu‘ien. In this centest he < es red to the cause of liberty, and 
joined his countrymen in arms under Gates, at Saratoga. Ue was 
afterwards known as a valuable officer in the brigade of Baron de 
Ialb in the south. 

The first road over the Blue Rid dge from Burden’s Grant, was 
pack-horse road through Rock Fish Gap. It was made by Ephraim 
AM’ Dowell, ancestor of Gov, Jarnes M’Dowell. There are Indian 
hionnments, formed by pues of sinall stones, on Salling’s mountain, 
oa the Blue Ridge, onthe North mountain, and on various other 
mountains a this section. Ali these occur at the gaps of the 
mountains, where the Indians were aceustomed to cross. There 
are various Indian monnds in the county. The largest is on Haze’s 
creek, about 1G miles northerly from Lexington. on the farm 
jately owned by Dr. Alfred Leyburn. It is about 4 feet high, and 
90 in diameter. It is almost white with bleached bones; stone 
pipes and other relics have there been found. 

The beauty of the scenery of the valley cf Virginia has often 
been commented upon; but we have not met with a more just de- 
scription than this from the work of a foreign traveiler. He had 
been tr: avelling from the 2 auawha country thret ugh the White Sul- 
phur Springs. a and when within about twenty miles of Lexingten, 
in crossing the North She 1in, saw the view described below 


The great point of sight is called the Grand Tum. It is an angular orpiection shore 
the side ef the mountain, and ts supplied with a low parapet of ioose siones, to protect - 
you frais the precipice below. ‘The old jagved pine of the forest, which has braved the 
tempes: aze atter ave, stands up ints clustered grandeur bebind you. The iene and 


‘ravenous vulture is wheeling over your head tm search ef prey. The broken rock-work 


falls away abruptly, some eighty eet lininediately Seucath your standing, and the rans 
down in softer Enes to the glens below. You look to the left, and there stand, in al! 
their majesty, the everlasting mr tountains, which vou have traversed one by one, and 
sketching on the blue sky one of the tinest outlines you ever beheld. You look’ to the 
fight, aud there hes expanded before you one of the richest and mest lovely valleys 
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THE NATURAL BRIDGE. 





This celebrated curiosity is in the valley of Vorginia, near the centre of the Sinte 
ene hundred and seventy-two miles west of Kichinond. Its mean height, from the 
stream below ta its upper surtace, is twe hundred and fifteen fect and «ix inches 
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which this vast country boasts. You leok opposite to you, and the great and prominent 
mountains just break away so as to form the foreground to a yet more distant prospect, 
which is bathed in sunlight and in mist, promising to be equal to any thing you see. 
Everywhere, above, around, beneath, was the great, the be autiful, the interminable 
forest. Neihing impressed ine so myvck as this. The forest had often surrounded and 
overwheimed me ; | had never before such command of tt. In a state so long settled, 
i had expected to see comparatively little of it; but there if was. spreading itself all 
around like a dark green ocean, and on which the spots that were cleared and cultivated 
enly stoed eut like sunny tslets which aderaed’its bosoai. 

On the whole, I had, as you will see, teen travelling for three days over most delight- 
fui country. For 160 miles you pass through a gallery of pictures, most exquisite, most 
varied, most beautiful. The ride wili not suffer in comparison with a run along the finest 
portions of the Rhine. or our own drive from Shrewsbury to Bangor. It is often. indeed, 
compared with Switzerland ; bet that is fooksh; the best scenery in that land is of an- 
other and a higher class. 2 was not at ati aware that I should be thus eratified; and 
therefore, perhaps, had the mere gratification. Fam thankful that I have seen it, and 
for the same reasens that I am thankful te have scen something o: the west; because 
they contribute greatly to ferm just conceptions of Ameriva. ¢ 


The Narorat Brincs is 14 miles southwesterly from Lexington, 
172 from Riciimond, and 213 trem Washington. The mean height 
f the bridge, frem the stream below to its upper surface, is 215 
teet 6 inches; its average width is 80 feet, its length 93 feet, and 
its thickness 50 feet. 

“The stupendous arch const tituting the bridge is of limestone rock, covered to the 
depth ef from 4 te 6 feet with alluvial “and clayey earth, and based upon huge zocks of 
the same geolegical caaracter, the summits of which are 90 feet, and their bases 50 fect 
asunder, and whose rugged sides form the wild and awful chasm spanned by the bridge. 
The bridge is cuaréed, us if by the design of nature, by a parapet of rocks, and by 
trees and ‘shrubbery, firraly embedded in the soil; so that a person travellin g tne stage 
road running ever ‘it. would, if not informed of the curiesity, pass it unnoticed. It is 
also wertby of remark, that the creation of a natural bridge at this place has contribnied, 
ina singular manner, to the convenience of man, inasmuch as the deep ravine over 
which it sweeps, and th: a which traverses the beautiful ‘ Cedar creek,’ is not other- 
Wise easily passed fer several intles, either above or below the bridge ; and, consequently, 
the read running from north to south with an accelivity of 3 5 degrees, } presents the same 


appearance in soil, grewth of trees, end general character, saith ‘that ef the neighboring 
scenery.” 


The Natural Behe is higher, by 55 feet, than the Falls of 
Niagara. It is, in the-opinion of at sie one who has seen both, 
@ greater curiosity, and more an object of wonder. That derives 
its chief interest from its magnitude, and is but, after all, a vast 


sheet of falling water :—by comparison with other cataracis only, 


wonderful. But the Naturai Bridge is nature like art, with the 
proportions of art; on the very spot where art would otherwise 
have been required for the construction of a bridge. it is unique. 
No siracture exists like it. As ©°a treak of nature” it is, perhaps, 
unparalleled, and therefore a greater natural curiosity and more 
wonderful than Niagara, alt hough not so sublime an object; and, 
therefore. one does not experience that overwhelming sense of in- 
significance as In contempl: ating the latter. 

“The subjoined eloquent des scription, originally published 
rope, will strike the intelligent visitor as containing impressions 
similar to those he received on frst viewing the Natural Bridge : 

This famous bridge 's on the head of a fine limestone ni, which has the appearance 
of having been reni asunder by sume terrible convulsion in nature. The fissure thus 
made is about ninety ieet; and over it the bridge runs, so neediul te the spot, and so 
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unlikely to have survived the great fracture, as to seem the work of man; gu simple, sa 
grand, so great, as to assure you that itis only the work of God. The span of the arch 
runs from 45 to 60 feet wide ; and its height, to the under line, is about 200 feet, and to 
the head about 240! The forth of the arch approaches to the elliptical; and it is car- 
ried over on a diagonal line, the very fine cf all others so difficult to dhe architect to 
realize ; and yet so calculated to enhance the piciuresque beauty of the object! 

There are chiefly three points of sight. You naturally make your way to the head 
of the bridye first ;. and-as it is a continuation of the common read, with its sides cov- 
ered with fine shrubs and trees, you may be on it before you are aware. But the mo- 
ment you approach through the foliage to the side, you are filled with apprehension. I 
has, indeed, a natural parapet ; but few persons can stand forward and look over. You 
instinctively seek tc reduce your height, that you may gaze on what you admire with 
security. Even then it agitates you with dizzy sensations. 

You then make your way some fifty feet down the bosom of the hill, and are sup- 
plied with some adinirable standings on the projecting rockwork. to see the bridge and 
all its meh accompaniments. There 19, 200 feet below you, the Cedar River, apparently 
motionless, except where it flashes with light as it cuts its way through the broken 
rocks. Mark the trees of every variety, but especially ihe fir, how they diminish as 
they stand on the margin of its bed; and how they ascend, step by step, on the noble 
rockwork, iill they overshadow you; still preserving such delicacy ef form and growth, 
as if they would not do an injury, while they iend a grace. Observe those hills, gather- 
ing ali around you in their fairest forms and richest verdure, as ii to do honer to a scene 
of surpassing excellence. Now look at the bridge itself, springing from this bed of ver- 
dant loveliness. distinet. one, complete! It is before yon in its most nictoresqne farm 
You just see through the arch, and the internal face of the further pier is perfeetly re- 
vealed. Did you ever see such a pier—such an arch? Is it not mast Hiusive! Look 
at that masonry. Is it not most like the perfection of art ; and yet what art could never 
reach? Took at that coloring. Does it not appear like the painter’s highest skill, and 
yet unspeakably transcend it? e 

This is exquisite. Still you have no just conception of this masterpiece until you get 
below. You go sore little distance for this p: Irpose, as in the vicinity of the bridge the 
rocks are far too precipitous. A hot and brilliant day is, of ali others. the time to enjoy 
this mel To escape from a sun which scorches you, into these verdant and cool bot- 
tems, is a luxary of itself, which disposes you to relish every thing else. When down, 
i ae very eareful of ihe first impression, and did not venture to look sie adily on the 

wbjects about me till I had selected my station. At length I placed myself about 100 
“feet from the bridge, on some messes of rock which were weshed by the renni: lg We- 
ters, and ornamented by the slender trees which were springing from its fissures. At 
my feet was the soothing melody of the rippling, gushing waters. Behind ine, and in 
the distance, the river and the hiils were expanding themselves to the light and splendor 
ef day. Before me, and all around, every thing was reposing in the most delightful 
shade, set oti by the streaming rays of the sun, which shot across the head of the pic- 
ture far ebeve you, and sweetene d the solitude below. On the nent and — the majes- 
tie recks arose, wiih the decision of a wall, bet without its uniformity, massive, broken, 


beautiful, and supplying a most admurable foreground ; and, ever peueacat e most deli- 
eaic siems Were pias ated in their ee and waving their heads in the “soft aces 
which eceasionally came over them. The eye now rar through the bridge, and was grati- 


fied with a lovely vista. The ee mountains stood out in the background; b beneath 
them, the ills and woods gathered together, so as to enclose the dell below; while the 
nver, whica was coursing away from them, seemed to have its weli-head hidden in their 
recesses. ‘Then there is the aren, distinct from every thing, and above every thing ! 

Massive as it is, it is light and beautiful by tts height, and ia! fine trees on its summit 
secm now only like a gariand of evergreens; and, “elevated as it 18, its apparent eleva- 
fien is wonderfuily increased by the narrowness of its piers, and by its outhne being 
araway on the blue sky, which appears beneath and above it! Ob. it is sublime—so 
strong, and yet so elegant—springmg irom earth, and bathing its head in heaven! But 
it is the sublime not allied to the tei vilic,as at Niagara ; it is the sublime associated with 
the pleasing. a sat, and gazed in wonder and astonishment, ‘That afternoon was the 
shortest ! ever Te embered. I had quickly, toe quickly, te leave the spot for ever; but 
the music of hos se waters, ihe juxury of those shades, tne form and cclors of thes 


weald. 


rocks, and that ee tia acl-—rising over all, and seeming to offer a passage to the 


-skies---C, they will never leave me! 


James Hi. Piper, Lusq., at present a member of the Virginia sen- 
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ate from Wythe county, when a young man climbed the Naturai 
Bridge. The spot where ne ascended is not shown in the eagra- 
ving. On looking ¢ at the place, it seems impossible that a human 


being could ascend, and oe the feat not been accomplished, it 


would be so considered. This, however, was the only instance, 


the particulars of which have been variously and erroneously 
stated. ‘The account below is trom the pen of Mr. William A. 
Caruthers, originally published in the New. York Knickerbocker 
under the caption of— 


CLIMBING THE NAVURAL BRIDGE } BY THe ONLY. SURVIVING WITNESS GE THAT EXTRAOERDI- 
NARY FEAT. 


. 

IT think it was in the summer of 1818, that James EH. Piper, Wiilam Reveley, William 
Wailace, and myse!!, being then students of Washington College, Virg nia, determined 
to make a jaunt to the Natural Bridge, fourteen miles off Having obtained permission 
of the president, we proceeded ou our way rejoicing. When we arrived at the bridge, 
nearly all of us commenced climbing up the precipitous sides in erder to immortalize 
our vames, as usval. 

We had not been long thus employed, before we were joined by Kobert Penn of Am- 
herst than a pnpil ef the Rav Samiiel Flnustan’s grammar-sebaol, in the immediate 
neighbor rhood of the bridge. Mr. Piper, the hero of the occasion, commenced climbing 

oa the opposite side of ‘the creek from the one by which the pathway ascends the ra- 
vine. He began down onthe banks of the brock so far, that we did net know where he 
had gone, one were ouly appiized of his whereabout by his shouting above cur heads. 
Ww hen we lIcoked up, he was standing apparently right under the arch, I suppose a 
hundred teet from the bettom, and that on the smooth side, which is generally considered 


i 


iwaccessible without 2 ladder. He was standing far above the spot where General 


- Washington is said to have inseribed his name when a youth. The ledge of the rock 


by whic ch he ascended to this perilous height, does not ee ar from below to oe three 
inches wide, and runs almost at right angles to the abutiment of the bridge; of course 
its termination is far down the cliifou that side. Many of the written and traditional! 
accouuts siate this to be the side of the bridge up wnich he climbed. Tf believe Miss 
Martinean so states; but it is altogether a A anietalee? as any one may see by casting an 
eye up the precipice on that side. ‘I'he story ao doubt originated from this preliminary 
Exploit. 

The ledge of rock on which he was standing appeared so narrow to us below, as te 
make us believe his position a very perilous one, and we earnesily entrected him te 
come dawn. He answered us with loud shouts of derision. At this stage of the busz- 
ness Mr. Penn and servant left us. He would not have done so, I suppose, had he 
known what was to fellow; bat up to this time not one of us had the slightest sus- 
picion that Mr. Piper intended the daring expioit which he afterwards accomplished. 
He seon alter descended from that side, crossed the brook, and cominenced climbing en 
the side by which al! visitors ascend the ravine. He first mounted the rocks on this 
side, az he had dene on the ether, jar down the abutment; but not so far a3 ep the op- 


posite side. ‘The projecting ledge may be distmetly seen by any visitor. It eommences 


four or five feet from the pathway on the lower side, and winds round, graduatiy ascend- 
ing, ent it meets the cleft of reck over which the celebrated codar-stump hangs. 
Following this ledge to its termination, it brought hira thirty or forty feet from the 
ground, and placed hum between twe deep fissures, one on each side of the giganiie 
column of rock on waich the aforementioned cedar-stuiap stands. ‘This column stands 
out from the bridge, as separate and distinct as if placed there by uature on purpose for 
an observatory to the worderful arch and ravine which it overlooks. A} nuge crack er 
assure extends from its base te the summit; indeed, it is cracked on both sides, but much 
more perceptibly on one side than the other. Both of these fissures are thickly over- 
grown with busiies, and numerous roots project inta them from trees growiug on the 
precipice. It was between these that the atorementioned ledge conducted him. Here 
he stopped, puiled oif his coat and shoes, and threw them down to me. And this, in my 
opinica, is a suiicicnt refutation of the story so often told, that he went up to iseribe 
lus name, and ascended so high tnut he found it mure dificul: te return thau io ge fi.

ward. He could have returned easily from the point where he disencumbered him. 
self; but the fact that he did thus prepare so early, and so near the ground, and 
atter he had ascended more than double that height on the other side, is clear 
proof, that to inscribe his name was not, and to climb the bridge is, his object. The 
had already inscribed his name above Washington himsel!, more than filty feet. 

Around the face of ths huge celumn, and between the clefts, he now moved, back- 
wards and forwards, stil ascending, as he found conventent fteotheld. When he had 
ascended about one hundred and seventy feet from the earth, and had reached the 
point where the pillar overhangs the ravine, his heart seemed to fail him. He stopped, 
and seemed to us to be balancing midway between heaven undearth. We were in dread 
suspense, expecting every moment to see him dashed im atoms at our feet. We bad 
already exhausted our powers of entreaty in persuading him to return, bat ali to no 
purpose. Now it was perilous even to speak to him, and very ditiicult to carry on 
conversation at ail, from the immense height to which ae had ascended, and the noise 
made by the bubbling of the little brook as it tumbled in tiny cascades over its recky 
bed at our feet. At length he seemed to discover that one of the clefts before men- 
tioned retreated backward frei the overhanying position of the nular. Into this be 
sprang at once, and was soon out of sight and eut cf danger. 

There is not a word of truth in ali that story about our hauling him up with 
ropes, and his fainting away so soon as he landed en the summit. ‘Those acquainted 
with the localities will at ouce perceive its absurdity ; for we were beneath the aren, 
and it is half a mile round to the top, and for the most part up a ragged mountain. In- 
stead of fainting away, Mr. Piper proceeded down the hill to meet us and obtain his hat 
and shoes. We met abont half way, and then ke lay down for a few moments to re- 
gover himself of his fatigue. . 





ROCKINGHAM. 


Rocnincuam was formed in 1778, from Augusta. It is 88 miles 
Jong, and 28 broad. The main Shenandoah runs through the east- 
ern portion; North River drains the southern part; north fork of 
Shenandoah runs through the y. and sw. portion; and Smith’s 
creek, a branch of the latter, the central portion. The western 
part is very mountainous, and the Peaked mountains lie between 
Harrisonburg and the Shenandoah. Miuch of the soil is extremely 
fertile, and the farming eeoncmical and judicious. <A large por- 
tion of the population is cf Gerrnan oe and many still speak 
that language. Pop. in 1840, whites 14,944, slaves 1,599, free cul- 
ered 501; total, 17.344. 

Harrisonburg, the county-seat, is 122 miles northwesterly from 
Richmond, 25 from ‘Staunton, and 40 from Chorlottesville. The 
fown was established in May, 1780, and named fram 7 them as Har-

This portion of the Shenandoah valley was eR exclusively 
settled by Germans from Pennsylvania, a few years previous to th 
French and Indian war. The manner ef living among the primitive 
settlers of the valley of Shenandoak, together with the peentiar 
customs of the German population, are thus given by Kercheval: 


The first houses erected by the primitive setilers were log-cabins, with covers of split 
clapboards, and weizht-peles te keep them in place. They were frequently seen with 
earthen floors; or if weoden floors were used, they were made of spitt punchieans, a 
little snreothed with the broadaxe. Vhese houses were pretty gene rally in use since 
the author's recollection. ‘There were, however, a few framed and stene buildings erect- 
ed previous to the war ef the revolution. As the country improved in populatien and 
wealth, tere was a corresponding improvement in the erection of buitdings. 

Wher this improvement commenced, the most general mode of buildtag was with 
hewn jogs, a shingle roof, and plank floor, the plank cut out with the waigsaw. Before 
the erection of saw-miulls, all the plank used in the construction ef henses was worked 
out in this way. As it ts probable seme of my young readers have never seen a whip- 
saw, a short description of it may not be uninteresting: lé was about the length of the 
common milsaw, with a handle at each end transversely fixed to it. The timber in- 
tended toe be sawed was first squared with the brcadexc, ard then raised an a scaffold 
SIX OP seven feet hah Tien ahleathondied mon then tonk hald af the So ane at: arn dliny -» “ 
ep the top oi the log ang the othee under it, and commenced SAWING. The labor waa 
excessively fativuing, aud about oue hundred feet of plank or scantling was considered 
a good days work ter the twe hands. ‘The introduction of saw-mills, however, soon 
superseded the ese of the whipsaw, but they were not emtirely laid aside until severaé 
years after the war of the revolution. 

‘The dress et the ean settlers was of the plaincst reaterials—generall ly of their own 
raanufacture; and if a modern ‘“helle’” or ‘beau’ were now to witness the extreme 
plaiiness apar sumplicity of their fashions, the ene weuld be slmest thrown intoa fit of the 
bysterics, and the other frightened at the odd and grotesque appearence of tneir progenitors. 

Previous to the war of the revolution, the married men yeneraily siaved their heads, 
and either wore wigs or white linea caps. When the war commenced, this fashion was 
iaid aside, partly irem patriotic considerations, aud paruly froma necessity. Owing to tne 
entire interruption of tke intercourse wita Eng! and, wigs could net easily be obtained, 
wor white linen for caps, 

The men’s coats were generally made with broad backs, and straisht short skirts, with 
pockets un the eutside huving large ee The waistcoats had skirts nearly half way 
down to the krees, aud very broad poeket flaps. ‘The breeches were so short as bar: ely te 
reach the knee, with a band surrounding the knee, fastened with either brass aor silver 
buckles. ‘Ihe stocking was drtwa up under the Knee-band, and tied with a garter 
(gene oot red or blue) below the knee, so as to be seen. ‘The shees were of coarse 


deather, wih SLnePe ts the quarters, and fusiened with either beass or silver buekles. 


The fie was eitherof wool ar fur, with a round crown uet exceeding three or four inches 
Bish, with a broad Erim.* The dress for the oeck was usnally a narrow egiler to the 
sbirt, with a white linen stock drawn teystier at the ends, on the beck of the neck, with 
a broad me ul buckle, The more wealthy and fashionable were sometimes soen with 
their sieck, knee, and shoe buckles, set either um coid or silver with brilliant stenes. The 
author cau recollect, when acid, if he hanpened to see eny of those finely ip lade 
“great folk’ as they were them termed, he felt awed in Lieir presence, and viewed then 
as ote thine miere than man. 

Phe tera: ale dress was generally the s cher in mei pelucoat, made of the pleinest 


materials. Vhe Germas women mostly were tignt calico cape on tl heir Reads, and i 

the summer scason one were generally seen with ho other clothing taaa a linen an 

and pelticoat—the feet, hands, and arms bare. Lo leay and harvest-diae they joined the

fuus,” by way ut disdngeishing tacm (tem olhet peepie 
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author’s recoilection, he has seen several female reapers whe were equal to the stoutest 
males in the harvest: fel d. It was no uncommon thing to see the female part of the 
family at the hoe or the plough; and some of our now wealthiest citizens frequentiy 
boast of their grandmothers, ay, mothers too, performing this kind of heayy labor. 

The natural result of this kind of rural life was, to produce a hardy and Vigorous rac 
ef people. It was this race of people who had to meet and breast the various Sndian 
wars, and the sterms of the revolution. 

The Dutchman's barn was usaaily the best Balaine on his fant He was sure to 
erect a fine large barn before he built any other dwelling-house than his rude log-cabiu. 
There were none of our primitive immigrants more uniform in the form of their build. 
ings than the Germans. Their dwelling-houses were seldom raised more than a sincle 
story in height, with a large cellar beneath ; the chimney in the middie, with a verv 
wide fireplace in one end for the kitchen, in the other end a stove-room. Their furni- 
ture was of the simplest and plainest kind; and there was always a long pine table 
fixed in one corner of the stove-rocm, with permanent benches on one side: On the 
upper floor, garners for holding grain were very common. Their beds were generally 
filled with straw or chaff, with a fine feather-bed for covering in tbe winter. The au- 
thor has several times slept im this kind of bed; and to a person unaccustomed to it, it 
is attended not unfrequently with danger to the healih. he thick covering of the 
feathers is pretty certain to produce a profuse perspiretion, which un exposure to cold, 
on rising in the morning, is apt to check suddenly, causing chilliness and obstinate 

cough. The author, a few years ago, caught in this way the most severe zold, which 


was : fcllewed by a long and distressing cough, he ever was afflicted with. 
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passes in their upper rooms. ‘Tt is made of sheet i iron, something in the shape of the 
military drum. 1t soon fills with heat irem the pipe, by wh: ‘ch the rooms become 
agreeably warm in the coldest weather. A piazza is a very common appendage to a 
Potehman’s dwelling-house, in which his saddies, oridles, and very frequently his wagon 
or plough harness, are hung up. 

The Germans erect stables for their domestic animais of every species: even their 
swine are housed in the wuiter season. Their burns and stables are well siered with 
provender, particularly fine hay: hence their quadrupeds of all kinds ere kent tlirough- 
eut the year in the finest possible order. ‘This practice of housing stock in the winter 
season is uaques ey great economy in husbandry. Much Jess food is recnired ie 
sustain them, and the animals come ont in the spring in fine health and condition. It is 
a rare occurrence to hear of a Dutchman's losing any part of his stock with poverty. 
"The practice ef housing stock im the winter is not less a German custom, buf is 
common to most of the northern people, and those descended from immigrants from the 
north. ‘The author recoilects once seeing the cow-Stalls adjoiming a farmer's dwelling. 

The German women, many of them, are remarkably neat housekeepers. ‘There are 
zome of them, however, extremely slovenly, and their ‘dwellings are kept i in the worst 
possible condition. "Uhe efiluy.ium arising from this want of cleanliness is in the highest 
degree disgusting and offensive te persons unaccustomed to such fare. "The same te- 
marks are applicable te the Irish ; nay, to some native Virginians. The Ger: ee ere 
remarkable for their fine bread, » ilk, und batter. They consume in their diet less an‘- 
mai Heeb, and of course more vegetables, milk, and butter, than most other people. 
Their ‘‘ sour krout'’* in the winter constitutes a considerable part of their Rving. They 
generally cc esasume less, and seil more of the product of their labor, than any other class 
of citizens. A Dutchman is proverbial for his patient perseverauce in his domestic ia- 
bors. ‘Lheir farms are geuerally small, and ely euitivated. In all his agricultural 
pursuits his meadows demand his greatest care and attention. His little farm ts laid cit 
10 licids not exceeding ten ortwelve acres each. It is rarely seen that a Dutchman will 
cultivate more than about ten or twelve acres in Indian eorn any one year. “They are 
of epimion that the corn crop is a great exhauster of the soil, and they make bai Ntile 


Use af cura for any other purpose than fecding and fattening their swine.

The use of it is becoming pretty 
general among aii classes of peopie in the valley. 
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ene to the war of the revolution, and for several years afizr, considerable quan- 
tities of tobacco were raised in the lower counties of the valley. The cultivation of this 
crop was first intruduced and pursued by immigrants from the eastern counties of Vir- 
ginia. From the newly cleared lunds, two crops of tobacco in succession were genera!- 
ly taken, and tt was then appropriated to the culture of other creps. he crop of tobac- 
co left the soil in the finest possible state for the production of other crops. Corn, wheat, 
rye, flax, cats, potatoes, ans every thing else, were almost certain to produce abundant 
crops, after the crop of ‘tobacco. 

In the year 1789 the French revolution broke out, when bread-stuffs of every kind 
suddenly became enormously high; in consequence of which, the farniers in the valley 
abandoned the cultivation of tobacco and tarned their attention to w oo which they 
raised in vast quantities for several years. It was no uncommon thing fer the farmer, 
for several years after the commencement of the French revolution, te sell his crops of 
wheat from one to twe, and sometimes at two and a half doilars per bushel, and his flour 
from ten to fourteen dollars per barrel in ony seaport towns. 


RICHMOND. 


Ricamonp was created in 1692, when the old county of Rappa- 
hannock was extinguished, and Hssex, with this county, made 
from it. It is 39 miies long, with an average breadth of 7 miles. 
The Rappahannock forms its southwestern boundary. Pop. in 
1840, whites 3,092, slaves 2,363, free colored 510; total 5,063. 

Richmond C. Ii. is centrally situated in the county, 58 miles ne. 
of Richmond. It is a small village containing only about a dozen 
dwellings. 


RUSSELL. 


Russe. was formed in 1786, from Washington county, and named 
from Gen. Wm. Russell. Its mean length is’ 40, mean breadth 84 
miles. It is drained by branches of ie Sandy, and by the Clinch 

River; the latter runs through i iis eastern portion. The principal 
portion of the population is included between Clinch mountain and 
a distance of 15 miléStrom its base. The northern, and a greater 
portion of its territory, is so mountainous, sterile, and difficult of 
access, that its inhabitants are few and far between. There are 
Some fF rich sections of land’ in Russ sell: andits mineral wes 0al, 
iron ore, marble, &c.—is considerable. About 100,000 pounds of 
maple sugar are annually produced in the county. Pop. in 1840, 
whites 7,152, slaves 700, free colored 26: 5 e@uals 7,378. 

Lebanen, the county-seat, is 3825 miies sw. of Ricnamond, and 130. 
miles from Iwnoxville, Tenn. Te is beautifully situntéd on a branch 
of Clinch Hiver, and edi a ds a fine view of mcuiitain sce nervy. 
it was founded in 1816, and altho ng a nm smal: village, it isthe ony 
one in the county.

SCOTT. 


Scorr was formed in 1814, from Lee, Washington, and Russell, 
and named from Gen. Winfield Scott: its mean length is 24, mean 
breadth 23 miles. It is drained by the north fork of Holston and 

Clinch Rivers, each of which affords the facilities of boat naviga- 
tion in times of freshets. Big and Little Moccasin and Sinking 
creeks, also water the county. ‘The face of the country is meun- 
tainous and uneven, and much of the soil is good. Iron, coal, 
marble, limestone, and freestone, are found within its limits. “About 
60,000 pounds of maple sugar are annually produced. Pep. in 1840, 
whites 6,911, slaves 344, free colored 48 ; total, 7,303. 

Histillville, the county-seat, is 314 miles sw. of Richmond, and 40 
from Abingdon. Jt contains 3 stores,a Methodist church, and about 
60 dwellings. The Helston Springs are on the north fork of Hols- 
ton, 4 miles from the C. H. The medicinal qualities of the water 
are excellent, and its growing reputation, together with the im- 
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water contains all the ingredients of the White Sulphur possessing 
any medical efficacy. The principal difference is the existence, in 
the latter, of sulphureted hydrogen.’ The uniform temperature of 
the water is 684°, which renders it a natural. medicated bath of 
the most agreeable degree of heat. 


The Naturat Tunnet is situated upon Stock creck, about 12 
miles westerly from Fstillville. That part of the description in 
fine type, is extracted from the communication of Lieut.-Col. Long, 
of the U. S. Army, published in the Monthly American Journal of 
Geology for Feb.. 1832 : 


To form an adequate idea of this remarkable and truly sublime object, we have only 
to iraagine the creck, to which it gives a passage, meandering ee a deep narrow 
valley, “here and there bounded on both sides by walls or rer€tements, rising to the neight 
of two or three hundred feet above the stream ; and that a portic n oF one of these 
chasms, instead of preset niing an open thorough cut from the summit to the base of the 
high grounds, is intercepted by a coutimusus unbroken ridge more than three handred 
feet high, extending entirely across the valley, aud perforated transversely at its base, 
after the manuer of an ertilicial tunnel, and thus atfording a spacious subterranean chan. 
nei for the passage of the stream. 

‘Vhe entrance to the nataral tunnel, ar the upper side of the ridge, is imposing and 
picturesque, in a high degree ; but on the lower side, the grandeur of the scene is greutiy 
heightened by the superior magnitude oi the clitts, cn exceed in loftiness, and which 
Siae perpendiculurly--and in some instances in au Impending manhner—more than three 
hundred feet; and by which the entrance on this sige is almost environed, as it were, by 
an amplith satre of rude aie frightful pre CIPLCES, 

The observer, standing op the brink of the stream, at the distance of about one hun-

shrubbery of various kinds. On his extreme night, is a gigantic cliff lifting itself up

he following passages are from Col. Long's private journal, 
eich he gives in addition to the above: 

The creek, Rupieht is about seven yards wide, and has a general course of about s. 

w., here passes through a hill elevated from two to three hundred feet above the surface 
of the stream, winding its way through a huge subterraneous cavern, or grotto, whose 
roof is vaulted in a peculiar manner, and rises frem seventy to eighty feet above its 
floor. The sides of this gigantic cavern rise perpendicularly in some places to the height 
of fifteen or twenty fect, and in ot hers, are formed by the springing of its vaulted Tou? 
lmme diately from its fioor. ‘Phe width of the tunnel varies froin fi! ‘ty to one hundred 
and fifty feet ; its course Is that of a continuous curve, resembling the letter S—first 
winding to the right as we enter on the upper side, then to the Jeft, again to the richs, 
and then again to the le it, Om arriving at the entrance on the lower side. Such is its 
“peculiar form, that an observer, stand: ig at a point about midway of its subterranean 
course, is completely ex¢luded frora a view of either entrance, and is left to grope in the 
dark through a distance of about tw enty yards, occupylig an intermediate portion of the 


‘tunnel. When the sun is near the meridian, and his rays fall upon both entrances, the 


light reilected iro: n buth extrermities of the tunnel contributes to mollify the darkness of

The extent ef the tannel froia its upper to its lower extremity, following its meanders, 


is about one hundred and fitty yards, in which distance the stream falls bout ten feet,.— 


emitting. in its passage over a rocky bed, an agreeable murmur, Which is rendered more 
grateful by its reverberations upon the roof and sides of the grotio. ‘The discharge of a 
mnusket produces a crasu-like report, succeeded by a roar in the tunnel, which has a deaf- 
ening effect upon the ear. ‘Phe hill through which this singular perforation leads, de- 
scends ina creat on from’east to west, across the line of the creek, and aifords a very 
convenient passage for a road which traverses it at this place, having a descent in the 
direction Just mentioned of about four degrees. 

Ir, the view of the lower entrance to the Natural Tunnel, there 
ig represented an occurrence which took place many years since 
At this point the deep gorge, through which the creek passes, is 
bounded on three sides by a perpendicular wall of rock over 300 
feet in height, the fourth side being open to allow the passage 
of the creek after leaving the mou th of the tunnel. The rocks at 
this place have several smal! caves, or fissures, in whicn the nitrous 
earth from which s saitpetre is extracted has been found. One or 
more of these are in the sides of the tunnel itself. A gentleman 
informed us that the first time he visited the tunnel, some persons 
were inside extracting ee and that the smoke belching forth 
from its mouth and curling up the gorge, enhanced the natural 
gloom and hideousness of the scene. In the late war, when salt- 
petre was very scarce, the smail fissure in the wall ef roc!—at. 
that place over 300 feet high—shown in the view, attracted at- 
tention, and it was determined to explore it. An adventurous in- 
dividual, by the name ot George Dotson, was accordingly lowered 
from the top by a rope running over a log; and held by severa} 


men. ‘Vhe rope not being suiliciently long, the last length, whicls 


was tied around his waist; was made of the bark of leatherweed. 

When down to the level of the tissure, he was siill 12 or i4 fees 

from it horizontally, being thrown so by the overhanging of the 

wall of rock. With a long pole, te which was attached a hook, 
30 
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he attempted to pull himself to the fissure. He had nearly sue- 
seeded, when the hook slipped, and he swung into the middle 
ceeded, when the hook slipped, and he swung out into the middle 
of the ravine, pendulum-like, on a rope cf perhaps 150 feet in 
length. Returning on his tearful vibration, he but managed to 
ward himself cif with his pole from being dashed against the rock. 





when away he swung again. One of his companions, stationed 
on the opposite side of the ravine to give directions, instinctively 
drew back, fer it appeared to him that he was slung’at him across 
the abyss. At length the vibrations ceased. At that juncture 
Dotson heard something crack ahove his head: he looked, and saw 
that a strand of his bark rope had parted. Grasping, with both 
hands, the rope iinmediateily above tue spot, he cried ont hastily, 
“Full! tor sake puli!” On reaching the top he fainted. On 
another occasion, tae bark rope being replaced by a hempen one, 
he went down again and explored the cave. His only reward 
was the satisiaction of his curiosity. The hole extended only a 
few feet. 
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SHENANDOAH. 


SHENANDOAH Was est: ablished in 1772, from Frederick, under the 
name of Dunmore; but in October, 1777, after Lord Diummere had. 
taken a decided stand against the colcuists, one of the delegates | 
from the county stated, * that his constituents no longer Wished ta 
live in, or he to represent, a county bearing the name of such a 
tory; he therefore moved to cali it Shenandoah, ufter the beautiful 
stream which passes through it;” and it was accordingly done. 
It is 32 miles Jong, wiih a mean width of 15 miles. The eastern 
and western Papaeios are mountainous. The central part of the 
county 1s Watered by the north fork of the Sienandoah, and the 
soil is extremely fer tile. Population in 1840, whites 10,320, slaves 
1,033, tree culored 265; total, 11,618 

W aes k, the county-seat, is 150 miles nw. of Richmond. and 
32 ssw. of Winchester, on the EN Gs and Winchester macada- 
mize oe and about a. mile from the x. fork of the Shesan- 
doeah. The town was established in March, 1761. It contains 
several mercantile stores, 1 newspaper printing-office, an academy, 
a masonic hall, ] German Reformed, 1 Lutheran; and J Methodist 
cca ,anda poputatio n of over 1.060. New Market was estab- 
lis! hed in 1784. itis situated on the main turnpike through the 

valley of Virginia, about 20 miles south of aint stock, and 18 » 
of Hart ‘isonburg: it contains six mereantile stores, 1 Luther euEls 
Baptist, and } Methodist eharch. an academy, anda population i 
about 760. The Massanutten Fall, a beauiitul cataract of nearly 
aU feet perpendicular descent, is situated on a mountain of the 
same name,about three miles east of this village. The north 
fork of the Sbhenandeah runs within a-mile on the west of the 
town, and is na viga ble, at high water, for large beats, to the Plain 
Mills. Srrasburs is on the main tarnpike, and on the w. 1 ranch 
of the Shenandoah, 12 miles x. of Woodstock: it contains 1 free, - 
ae i res! byterian, and t Lutheran church, and 85 dwellings. Edin- 
hurg, durmeriy cailed Stony Creek, is 5. miles ssw. of Woodstock : 
it is Hourishing, and contains about 30 dwellings. siony Creek, 
op which it is situated, is a bold stream. containing exe ‘ellent sites 
tor manufactorics. 

The Orkney or Yellow Sprtus ys, are ebout 18 miles southwest of Weodstock. “ The 
waters ore aa re of several live 'y springs,aud are strougly chalybeate. E ney thing 
ihe water passes throagh, or over, is beautitully Hued with a bright yellow fringe or 
moss. “Phe nee of this weter is fonid beneficial for the cure of several hte is ints. A 
free use of this water acis as a most powerful cathartic, as does also a small quantity of 
the fringe, or ness, puxed with comnion water.’ “Phere is, high up on Cedar erechulon

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frugal, and industrious people. Within the memory of those 
living, the German language was universally spoken among theta, 
and is now, te a considerable extent. A traveller in this section 
during the French and Indian war, draws a glowing description 
of their conditien. [le says: 


The low grounds wen the banks of the Shenandozh are very rich end 1 ettile. They 
are chicfly settled by Germans, who gain a sutiicient livelihoed by raising st ock for the 
troops, and sending butter down into ‘the lower parts of the country. i could not but 
reflect with pleasure on the situation of these people; and think, if thore 1s such a thing 
us happiness in this life, they enjoy it. Far frum the bustle of the world, they live in the 

most delightful climate and richest soil imaginable. They are everywhere surrounded 
with beautiful prospects and sylvan scenes—lofty mountains, trans sparent streams, falls 
of water, rich valleys, and majestic woods; the whole inters spersed with an infinite vani- 
ety of flowering shrubs, constitute the landseape surrounding them. They are subject 
te few diseases, are generaily robust, and live in perfect hi berty. They are ignorant of 
want, and ere ea ee with bat few vices. ‘Their inexperience of the elegances of 


_Tife, precludes any regret that they have not the means ‘of eajoying theni; but they 


pecsess what many princes would give half their dominions for—health, content, and 
tranquillity of mind

The Historian of the Valley has given the particulars of several 
macursions of the Indians into this region, fiom which we select the 
following: 


fn the year 1758, a party of about fifty Isdians and four Frenchmen penetrated inte 
the Mul Creek neighborhood, woout ame miles south of Woodstock, and comnaiited some 
zaurders, and carried of? torty-cight prisoners. Among them was a young lad of the 
name of Fisher, about thirteen years of age. 

After six days’ travel they reached theic villages west of the Alleghany rmonmiains, 
where they held a counc: ily and determined to sacrifice their helpiess prisoner, Jacoo 
Pisher. They frst ordered him to collect a quantity of dry wood. ‘The poor little fel- 
low shuddered, burst into tears, and tod his fathe r they intended to barn bia. His 
father replied, 1 nope not ;”’ and advised him to obey. When he had coilected a sui- 
ficient quantity ef wocd to answer them purpose, they cleared and smoothed a rng 
uroand a sapling, to which they tied him by one hand, then formed a trail of wood 
around the tree, and set jt cn fire. Whe poer boy was then compelled to run round in 
this ring of fre until his rope wound him up to the sapling , and then back, until he 
mame in coatact with the flume, while. his infernal Loninenions were drinking, singing, 
and dancing around him, with “hornd joy.” Vhis was continued for several Haus: 
during wich me the savage men became beastly drunk, aad as they fell prostrate to 
the sroand, the squews world Keep up the fire. W ith long sharp pels, pre pared for the 
purpose, Psy would pierce the body of thew vietiog w henever he flagged, until the peor 
and helpless boy teil, and ext red with the most excruciating torments, while ie father 
and brothers, who were also prisoncrs, were compelled to be witnesses of the beart-rend- 
ing tragedy. 

In 178 b, two men by the name of Sheetz and Tavior, had taken their wives and 
children in a wagon, and were on their Way to tne fort at Woodstock. At the Narrew 
Vassage, three miles south of Woodstock, five Indians attacked them. The two men 
were ited at the nrst onset, and the tmdians rushed to seize the women and children. 
The women, instead of swoonmg at the sight of their bleeding, expiring husbands, 
seized their axes, and with Ainuzonian fHromess, and sirength almost superhuman, de- 
fended thems elves and chvuren. tus of the fndmos had succeeded in geting hold ef 





one ot Sbes. Sheetz’s chitdren, and attempted-to drag it out of the w acon; ; but with the 
y 1 

qiuckness of ightning she caugut her ehiid in one band, and with the other made a blow 

ai the head of the fellow, week Causea aim to quit his bold to cuve his life. meverai 

ot jhe Indians received pretty sare wounds in this desperate eonflict, and all at jast ran 

oi, paring the twe women ith there children to pursue their Way tu ine fort.

Gen. Perer Moacensune was a native of Pennsylvania, and by profession a clergy- 


man of the Lutheran order. At_lthe breaking out of the revolution, he was a young 
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man about 30 years of age, and pastor of a Lutheran church at Woodstock. In 1776, 
he received the commission of colonel, and was requested to raise his regiment arnong 
the Germans of the valley. Having in his puipit inculcated the principles of liberty, he 
fourd uo difficulty in e rilis ting a regiment. tic entered the pulpit with his sword and 
cockade, preache ed his farewell sermon, and the next day marched at the head of his 
regiment to join the army. His regiment was the 8th Virginia, er,’as 1t was commonly 
called, the German re iment. ‘This corps behaved with honor throughout the war. 
They were at Brandywine, Monmouth, and Germantown, and in the southern car npalis 

In 177¥, Mr. Mublenburg was promoted to the rank of brigadier-ceneral. After the 
war he returned to Pennsylvaiia, and was eppayntes treasurer of that state, where pe 
ended bis days. Yn person, Gen. Muhlenburg was tall and well-properiioned, and in his 
address, remarkably courteous. He was @ fine disciplinarian, an excellent officer, and 
esteenred and beloved by bath efficers and soldiers. i

Human bones of extraordinary size—thigh bones three feet in length, and skeletons 
seven feet in length—have been discovered on Flint run, in this county, oa Hawksbill 
creek, Tuscarora creek, and in Hardy county. (See p. 300.) Capt. Smith's ‘‘ General! 
Historie,” vel. 1, p. 120, vires an account of a prodigious giant tribe of Indians, the 
Sasquesahanocks, whom he met with at the head of Chesapeake Bay. This relation has 
been rejected as incredible, and considered as on a fuoting with the stories of Baron 
Munchausen, er Sinbad the Sailor; but these evidences would seem to confirm it.* 


SMYTH. 


Suyra was formed in 182], from Washington and Wythe, and 
named from Gen. Alexander Smyth, an officer of the late war, and 
a M. C. from 1817 to 1825, and 1827 to 1830. It is 30 miles tong, 
with a mean width of 22 miles. It has three valleys; the north 
south, and middle ferks of tke Holston running parallel with each. 
The raountains are lofty, the bottom lands rich and productive. 
There are three quarries of gypsum, ot the best quality, on the x. 
fork of the Holsten, and several other quarries on Cove creek. It 
is now extensively and advantageously used in agriculture. Abont 
60,000 pounds of maple sugar are annually x produced: Pop., whites 
5,589, slaves 838, free colored 145; total, 6,522 

Marion, ie county-seat, is a recently established 1 itlage, near 
the centre of the count si 275 miles sw. of Richmond, a9. 
Abingdon, and 26 sw. of Wytheville, on the great tarnpil 
Baltimore to Nashville, Tenn. It is @ small, but neat town, con- 
taining $3 mercantile stores, and about 30 dwellings. The Chii- 
howee Sulphur Springs are on, or near the great turnpike, within 
18 miies of Raton The settlement called Saltville, derives its 
name from the justly celebrated salt-works of Preston and Ring, 
which are on the line of this and Washington counties, in a narrow 
piain between the Rich Valley and the north fork of the Holsten. 
There are two wells here, and the salt manufactured from them is 
of an excellent quality. About 160 persons are employed at these 
works. The only fossil salt yet discovered in the Union, is found 
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SOUTHAMPTON. 


SouTwAMPTON Was formed in 1746, frem Isle of Wight. Its length 
is 40, mean width 15 miles. The rail-road from Portsmouth to 
Welden, N. C., runs across. the county. It is watered by the 
Meherrin, Nottoway, and Blackwater Rivers. The Nottoway is 
navigable for vessels of 70 tons, as far as Monroe, from which 
place produce and lumber are shipped te Norfolk. The Black- 
water is navigable for large vessels to South Quay, in Nansemend. 
There were in 1840, whites 5,171, slaves 6,555, free colored 
1,799; total. 14,525. Jerusalem, the county-seat, is on Nottoway 
River, 70 miles sse. of Richmond, and contains about 30 dweilings. 

In this county are the relics of the once powerful tribe of Not- 
toway Indians. They have a reservation of good land, about 15 
miles square, on the Nottoway River, near Jerusalem. These, 
with the relics of the Pamunkey* tribe at Indian Town, in King 
William county, are the last remains of the Indians of eastern 
Virginia. Col. Byrd, in 1728, thus speaks of the Nottoways in his 
journal : 


In the morning we dispatched a runner to the Nottoway Town, to let the Indians 
know we intended then a visit that evening, and our honest jandlord was so kind as to 
be our pilot thither, being abeut four miles from his house. Accordinely, in the afternoon 
we marched in good order to the town, where the female scouts, stationed on an eminence 
for that purpose, had no sooner spied us, but they gave notice of our approach to their 
fellow-citizens by continual whoops and cries, which could not possibly Lave been mere 
dismal at the sight of their most implacable enemies. T's signal assembled all their great 
men, who rece:ved us in a body, and conducted us into the fort. ‘Unis fort was a square 
piece of ground, enclosed with substantial puncheons, or strong palisudes, abowt ten feet 
high, and Jeauing a little culwards, to make a sealade more difficulf. Each side of the 
square might be abont a hundred yarcs long, with loop-holes at proper distances, through 
which they might fre upon the enemy. Within this enclosure we found bark cabins suf. 
ficient to lodge all their people, in case they should be obliged to retire thuher. These 
eahins are no other but close arbors made uf seplings, arched at the top, and covered so 
well with bark es to be proof against all weather. The fire is made in the middle, 
according to the Libernian fashion, the smoke whereof finds no other vent but at the 
doer, and s¢ keeps the whole family warm, at the expense both of their eyes and com- 
plexion. The Indians have bo standing furniture im their cabins but hurdles to repose 
their persons upon, which they cover with mata and deer-skins. We were conducted to 
the best apartments in the fort, which just before had been made ready for our reception, 
and adorned with new mats that were very sweet and clean. The young men had 
painted tneinselves in a hideous manner, not so much tor crnament as terror. In ihat 
frighiful eyaipage they entertained us with sundry war-dances, wherein they endeavored

* Smee the account of the Pamunkey Indtans was printed (see p. 349) we have acei- 
dentally met, in the Fannly Magazine for 1838, a description of an Indian ornament, 
eccompanied by an engraved representation. Alt he description, signed 66 5; NM,” and dated 
at redericksburg, here follows: 


“There is now before me a silver frontlet, obviousiy, L think, part of a crown. The engrevine apen it 
ts, first. the crest, a crown surmounted by a lion possant, The escuteheon, ss delineated, field antent. 
Beneath this ts a seroll containing the words, ‘THE QUERNE OF PAMUNKEY. Those nondeserint 
things in the dexter, chief, ond sinister bate quarters are jions passant, and the whole is bordered with 4 
wreath, Just within the wreath you will see inscribed, *CuaRLes THz sEcoNR, KiNG of ENoLasy, 
ScoTLand, FRANCE, TRELAND, AND ViRGINtd. and Within that che words, ‘HONL SOIT QVI MAL ¥ 
PENSE, fEViL TO AUT WHO EVIL THINKS! The ornament was purchased cf some Indians many 
years ego by Alexander Morson, of Pelmrouth, the gendtather of the present proprietor 

“You know that the Pamunhey tribe sult oceupies its oid ground in King William county, exescising 
fo a certain oxtent is own laws, au‘ taperium in imperio.’ ”’ 
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to look as formidable as possible. The instrument they danced to was an Jndian dram, 
that is, a large gourd with a skin braced tight over the mouth of it. The dancers alt 
sang to the music, keeping exact time with ‘their feet, while their heads and arms were 
screwed into a thousand menacing postures. Upon this occasion the ladies had arrayed 
themselves in all their finery. They were wrapped in their red and blue match coats, 
thrown so negligently about them thet their maho; gany skins appeared in several parts, 
like the Lacedwmonian daisels of old. Their hair was braided with while and blue 
peak, and hung gracefully i in a large roil upon their shoulders. 

This peak consists of small cylinders cut out ef a conch-sheil, drilled through, and 
strung like beads. It serves them both for money end jewels, the blue being of much 
greater % value than the white, for the same reason that Ethiopian mistresses in France 
ure dearer than French, because they are more scarce. ‘The women wear necklaces and 
bracelets of these precious materials, when they have a mind to appear lovely. ‘hough 
their complexions be a little sad-colored, yet their shapes are very straight anct well- 
proportioned. ‘Their faces zre seldom handsome, yet they have an air of innocence and 
bashfulness, that, with a little less dirt, would not fail to make them desirabie. Such 
charms might have had their full effect upeni men who had been so act deprived of 
female conversation, but that the whole winter’s sei! was so crusted en the skins of those 
dark angels, that it required a very strong appetiie te approach them. The bear's oil, 
with w whieh they anoint their persons all over, mmakes their skins soft, and at the same 
time protects them from every species of vermin that use to be troublesome to viher 
uncleanly people. 

The little work that is done among the Indians is done by the poor women, while the 
men are quite idle, or at most employed only im the gentlemanly diversions of hunting 
and fishing. Jn this, as weil as in their wars, they use nothing but fre-arms, which 
they purchase of the Mnghish for skins. Bows and arrows are grown into disuse, except 
only amongst their boys. Nor is it ill policy, but on the contrary very prudent, thus to 
furaish the Indians with fire-arms, because it makes them depend entirely upon the Eng. 
lish, not only tor their trade, but even for their subsistence. Besides, they were really 
able to do more mischief while they made use of arrows, of which they would let silently fly 
several in a minute with wonderful dexterity ; whereas now they hardly ever discharge 
their firelocks more than once, which they insidiously do from behind a tree, and then 
retire as nimbly as the Dutch horse used to do now and then formerly in Flanders. We i 
the Indiaus to ne expense, but only of a little corn for our horses, for which in Penne 
we cheered ineir hearts with what rum we had leit, which they love better than they do 
their wives and children. ‘Though these Indians dwell among the Engiish, and see ia 
what plenty a little industry enables them to live, yet eeey eligose to continue in their 
stupid idleness, and to suffer all the inconveniences of dirt, cold, and want, rather than 
to disturb their heads with care, or defile therr hands with labor. 

- The whole number of people belonging to the Nate eee if you include women 
antl children, amount to about twe hundred. These are the oaly Indians of any conse- 
quence now remaining within the eS of Virginia. The rest are either removed, or 
dwindied to a very inconsiderable number, either by destroying one another, or elise by 
the smalipox and other diseases. Though nothing has been so fatal to them as their 


‘ungovernable passion for rum, with which, I am sorry te say it, they have been but toe 


liberaliy supplied by the English that live near them. 





In August, 1831, a body of 60 cr 70 slaves arose upon the white 
inhabitants of this county, and massacred 55 men, women, and 
children. The subjoined Aecount of this event, known as the 
“Southampton Insurrection,” was published at the time 


The leader of this insurrection and massacre was a slave by the name of Nat Turner, 
about thirty-one years of age, born the slave of Mr. Be njamin Turner, of Sonthampron 
county. From a child, Nat appears to have been the victina of superstition and fanati- 
cism. fle stimulated his comrades to join him in the massacre, by decloring to them 
that ne had been conmissioned vy Jesus Christ, and thai he was acting under iuspived 
direction in what he was going to accomplish. - 

Jn the Gunfession which he voluntan ty made to Mr. Grey, w hile in prison, hs sags: 
“That mn his childhood @ circuinstance occurred which made an indelibie irapregston on 
his mind, and Jaid the vroundwork of the enthusiasm which terminaied so fatally to 
yeny, Being ai play with other children, when three or four years old, L told them 
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something, which my mother overhearing, said it happened before E vas born. I stuck 
te my story, however, and related some things which went, in her opimio: 1 to confirm: it ; 
others being called on were greatly astonished, knowing these things had happened, aac 
eeused them te say in my hearing, I surely wou Id be a “prophet, as the Lord had showed 
me things which happe ned before x my birt h.” His parents strengthened hom in this be- 
lief, and said in his presence, that he was intended for seme creat purpose, which they 
hac always thought from certain marks on his head and breast. Nat, as he gtew up, 
was fully. persuaded he was destined to accomplish some great purpose ; his powers 
of mind appeared much superior to his fellow slaves; they looked up to him as 2 person 
guided by divine inspiration, which belief he ever inculcated by his austerity of Jive and 
manners. 

After a variety of revelations from the spiritual world, Nat says, m_ his confession, 
that, “ On the 12th of May, 1828, I beard a loud noise in the heaveas, and the Spirit 
instanily appeared to me, and said the serpent was loosened, and Christ had laid down 
the ycke he had borne for the sins of men; and that ¥ should take it on and fight 
against tne serpent, for the time was fast approaching when the first should be last and 
the last should be first—and by signs in ihe heavens that it would make known to me 
when { should commence the great work—and until the first sign pence I should 
eonceal it from the knowledge of men. And on the appearance of the sign, (the eclipse 
of the sun jast February, 1531,) I should arise and prepare myself, and slay my enemies 

with their own weapons. And immediately on the sign appearing in the heavens, the 
eal was removed from my lips, and I communicated the great work laid out for me to 
do, to four, in whom I had the greatest confidence, (Henry, Hark, Nelson, and Sam.) 
It was intended by us to have begun the work of death on the 4th July last. Many 
were the plans formed and rejected by us; and it affected my mind to such a degree, 
that I fell sick, and the time passed without our coming to any determination how to 
commence—still forming new schemes and rejecting them, when the sign appeared 

again, which determined me not to wait longer.” 

Nat commenced the massacre by the murder of his master and family. He says: 
“ Since the commencement cf 1830, I had been living with Mr. Joseph Travis, whe was 
to me 2 kind master, and placed the greatest confidence in me. in fact, I had neo cause 
to complain of his treatment to me. On Saturday evening, the 20th of Augnst, it was 
agreed between Henry, Hark, and myself, te prepare a dinner the next day for the men 
we expected, and then to concert a plan, as we had not yet determined on any. Hark, 
on the following merning, brought a pig, and Henry, brandy ; and being joined | by Sam, 
Nelson, Will, and Jack, they prepared 1 m the weods a dinner, where, Epos three e’clock, 
I joined them. I saiuted them cn coming up, and asked Will how came he there ; he 
answered, his life was worth no more than hae and his liberty as dear to hin I 
asked him if he thought tc obtain it? He said he would, or lose his life. This was 
enough to put him in “full confidence. Jack, I knew, was only a tool in th: hands of 
Hark. It was quickly agreed we should commence at home, (Mr. J. Travis ,) on that 
aight; and, until we had armed and equipped ourselves, and gathered sutheaent force, 
neither age nor sex was to be spared, (whieh was invariably adhered to.) We remained 
at the feast uatil about two hours in the night, when we went to the house and found 
Austin ; they all went to the cider press and drank, except myself. On returning to the 
house, Hark went to the door with an axe for the purpose of breaking it open, as we 
knew we were strong enough to murder the family, if they were awakened by the noise 5 
but reflecting that it might create an alarm in the neighborhood, we e determined to enter 
the house seeretly, and murder them while s sleeping. Hark get a ladder and set it 
sgainst the chimney, on whieh FT ascended, and hoisting a window, entered and came 
down stairs, unbarred the door, and removed the guns from their places dt was then 

ui ee that I aust spill the frst blood. On which, armed with a hatchet, and accom- 
ied by Will, I entered my master’s chamber; it being dark, I could aot give a 
death blow ; the hatchet glanced from his head, he sprang from the bed and ealled his 
wife: st was his last word, Will laid him dead with » blow cf his axe, and Mrs. 
‘Travis shared the same fate as she lay in bed. The murder of this family, five in 
mumiber, was the work of a moment, not one of them awoke; there was a little infans 
sleeping in a cradie, that was forgotten until we had Jeft the house and gone some dis- 
tanee, when Henry and Will re turned and killed it: we got here four guns that would 
shoot, and several old rauskets, with a pound or two of powder, We remeimed some 
time at the barn, where we paraded ; I formed inem in a line as soldiers, and afler cer 
Frying them through alk the manceuvres I wag master af, marched them off to Mr. Sala. 
thiei F rancis’, about six hundred yards distant.” 
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Losi proceeded in this manner from house to house, murdering all the whites they 
uid find, their force augmenting as they proceeded, till they amounted to fifty or sixty 
in jn aetiber all mounted, armed with guns, axes, swords, and clubs. They then started 
for Jerusalem, and proceeded a few ‘miles, when they were met by a party of white 
men who fired upon them, and forced them to retreat. ‘Qn my way back, (says Nat,) 
I called at Mrs. Thomas’s, Mrs. Spencer's, and several other places ; the white families 
having fled, we found no mare victims to gratify our thirst for blood. We stopped at 
Major. Ridiey’s quarter for the night, and being joined by four of his men, with the re- 
eruits made since my defeat, we ausiered now about forty strong. 

After placing out sentinels, I lay down to sleep, but was quickly roused by a great 
racket ; starting up, I found some mounted, and others in great contusion. One of the 
canuels having ¢ riven the alarm that we were about to be steak ced. Lordered some to ride 
round and recor moitze ; and on their return the others being more alarmed, not knowing 
who they were, Hed in different ways, so that I was reduced tu about twenty again ; 
with this I determined to attempt to recruit, and proceeded on to rally in the neighbor- 
hood I had left. Dr. Blunt’s was the nearest house, which we reached just before day ; 
on riding up the yard, Hark fired a gun. We expected Dr. Bluat and his family were 
at } Major Ridley’s, as I knew there was a company of men there; the gun was fired to 
ascertain it any of the family were at home; we were immediately fred upon and re- 


treated, leaving several of my men. I do not know what became of them, as [ never. 


saw them afterwards Pursuing our course back, and coming in sight of Capt. Harris's, 
where we had been the day before, we discovered a party of white men at the house, 
vn which all deserted me but twe, (Jacob and Nat.) We concealed ourselves in the 
woods untif near night, when [ sent them in search of Henry, Sam, Nelson, and Hark : 
and directed them to rally all they could, at the place we had had our dinner the Sun- 
day before, where they would find me; and £ accordingiy returnea there as soon as it 


“was dark, and remained untt) Weduesdey evening, when, discovering white men riding 


around the places as though they were looking for seme one, and, none of my men joiu- 
ing me, I concluded Jacob and Nat had been taken, and coimpelled to betray me. On 
this I gave up ail hope for the present, and on Thursday night, after having supplied 
my self with provisions from Mr. Travis’, I scratched a hole under a pite of fence-rails 
in a field, where I concealed myself for six weeks, never leaving my hiding-place but 
fer a few minutes in the dead of the night to get water, which was very near; thinking 
by this time I conld venture out, L began to vo about in the night, and evesdrop the 
ouses in the neighborhood 5 pursuing this course for about a fort iiane and gathering 
little or no inteliigence, fio of speaking to any humezn being, and returning every 
Rworning te my cave before the dawn of day. I know net how jong I might have led 
this life, if aecident had not betrayed me. A dog in the neighhorhood, passing by my 
hiding-place ome night while I was out, was atiracted by some meat I had 3 Ii my cave, 
end crawled in and stole it, and was coming out just as [ returned. A few nights after, 
two negrees having started to go hunting with the saine dog, and passed that way, the 
deg came again. xa the place, ane heving just gone out to waik ebout, discovered me and 
barked, on which, thinking myself discovered, I spoke to them to beg concealment. 
Qn making myself Anown they fied from me. Knowing then they would be ‘tray me, £ 
immediately lett Iny hi ding- place, and was pursued almost incess santly, enti [ was 

tuken a fortnight ait ena: by Mr. Benjamin Phipps, in a hittle hole I had dug out 
wiih my sword, for tae purpose of concealment, under the top of a fallen tree. On Mr. 
Phipps’ discovering the glace of my concealment, he cocked his gun and aimed at me. 
I requested hin not to soot, and I ee eve up, upon witch he demanded my sword. 
I delivered it to him and he breught me to prison.” 

Nat was executed according to his sentence, at Jerusulein, Novy. Pith, 185 she 
fellowing is a hist of the persons murdered in the iusurrection, on the 21st and 22d of 
August, 1824

SPOTTSYLVANIA. 


SporTrsyLVANiA Was formed in 1720, from Essex, King William 
and King and Queen, and named from Alexander Spotsw ood, then 
governor of Virgima. It is 28 miles long, and 17 wide. It is 
drained by head branches of the North Anna and Mattapony, and 
the Rappahannock forms its northern boundary. The Sil on the 
streams is fine; but on the ridges, the land. originally thin, has 
much deteriorated by the wretched system of agriculture intro- 
duced by the first settlers, and long persisted in by their descend- 
ants. Gold has been found in rae county, and at present it is ob- 
tained in considerable quantities. Pop. in 1840, whites 6,787, 
slaves 7,590; total, 15,161. There are several smal! places in the 
county, though none of much note, except the city of Fredericks- 
burg... The Ce Bess situated about the centre of the connty, on 


the river Po. 


The subjoined historical sketch of Spettsylvania, was published 
in the year 1836: 


The earliest authentic information we have of that portion of our state now called 
Spottsylvania, is found in an act passed “ at a grand assemblie held at James cittie,” be- 
teen the 20th September, 1674, and the 17th March, 1675, in which war 1s deciared 
against the Indians; and among other provisions for carrying it on, it is ordered ee. 
«one hundred and eleven men out of Gloucester counhy be garrisoned at one ‘ fort,’ 
place of defence, at or neare the flalls of Rapahanack River, of which flort Major ae 
rence Smith to be captain or chiefe commander ;” and that this ‘ffert’ be furnished 

with “ ffour hundred and eighty pounds of powder, ffourteen hundred and forty-three 
pounds of shott. * “Phis “ Hort’? was built in 1676, as appears by tne preamble of a su- 
sequent act, 

fn the year 1679, Major Lawrence Smith, upon his own anak was omipowered, 
provided he would settle or seate downe at or neare said fort, by the last day of March, 
1681, and have in readiness upon all occasions on beat of drum, fifty able men, well 


ce with sufficient ammunitions, &c., and two handred men more within the space 


of a mile along the river, and a quarter of a mile back from the river, prepared alway3 
te march twenty miles in any direction from the fort; er should they be obliged to go 
more than such distance, to be paid for their time thus empioyes at the rate of otucr 
“sonldiers 3? “to execute martial! disciphne”’ among the said filty “ 'seuldiers auc others 

% pit im arms,’’ beth in times of Nee and peace; and said Smith, with twe others of 
szid privileged ploce, to heur and determine all causes, civil and criminal, that inay arise 
Within said limits. as a county court might do, and to make by-laws for the same. 
These rnilifary settlers were privileged from arrest for any debts save those dus to the 
king, and those contracted aniong themselyes—and were free from taxes and levies save 
those Jaid within their own limits. 

The exact situation of this forf cannot new be determined with absolute certainty ; ; 
but as it is known that there was once a military post at Germunna, some rains of which 
are still occasionally turned up by the plough, it is probable that this is the spe: selecied 
by Col. Smith for his colony. 

The earliest notice we have of Spottsyivania county, as such, is found in ith Geo. 1 
17290, passed at Williamsburg, of which the pre amble ‘deetares , by way of inducement, 


‘that the frontiers towards the high mouitains are exposed to danger from the Indians. 


and the Iate settiements of the French to the westward of the said mountaias. There- 
fore it is enacted, that Spotisylvaata county bounds upon Snow ereck up ta the mill, 


thence by a sw. line to the North Anna, thence up the sah river as fur as coapentent, anst 
thence by @ a jdine to be ran over the Iieh mountains te the river on the Nw, side thereos, 
go as tc inclnde the northern passage through the suid mountains, theaee down the said 
river until it cores against the head of Rappahannock, thence by 2 ime te the head a7 
Rappahannock River and down that river to ihe mouth of Suow creek, which traci of 
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t 
lands from the Ist of May, 1721, shall become a county by the name of Spottsylvani: 
county.” 

‘The act goes on to direct that “fifteen hundred pounds, current man EY of Vizginia, 
shall be paid by the treasurer to the governor, tor these uses, to wit : £500 to be ex- 
pended in a church, court-house, prison, pillory, and stocks, in said county: £1,000 to 
be laid out in arms, aminunition, &c., of whieh each ¢ Christian tytheable’ is to have 
‘one tirelock, musket, cue socket, bayonet tived hereto, one cartouch-box, eight pounds 
bullet, and two pounds powder.’ 7 ‘ibe infabitants were made free of pubiic levies for 
tea years, and the whole county made one paris by, iy by the name of St. George. 

Froin the fullowing clause of the same act, it is presumed that this new county had 
been cut off from Esse xX, axing and Queen, and King William ; tor the act On slares that 
* until the governor shall settle a court in Spottsylyania,’ ’ the justices of these couniies 
“shall take power over them by their warrants, and the clerks of said courts by iheir 
process returnabie to their said courts, in the same BTL as before the said counly was 


censiiiuted,” &c. . 


In tire year 1730 an act was passed directing that the Burgesses jor this county should 
be allowed for four days journey in passing to W ifliansburg, ons the same returning. 
In the same year, St. George’s parish was divided by a line running from the mouth of 
Rappuhannock to the Pam: ankey 3 sthe upper portion to be called St. Mark’s s parish ; the: 
luwer part to retain the name of St. George’s parish. Four years after this the county 
was thus divided: St. George’s patish to be still called “pottsylv ania 3 5 aud st. Mark’s 
parish to be called Orange, and all settlers beyond the “ Sherrando” river to be exempt 
fer three years from the ** paiment” of public end parish dues. 

The governor fixed the seat of justice at Germanna, where the first court sat on the 
Ist day of August, 1722, when Augustine Smith, Richard Booker, Joan Tahaferro, Wim. 
Hunstord, Richard Johnson, and Wim. biedsoc, were sworn as justices, Join Waller as 
clerk, and Win. Bledsae as sheriff; this place being found “ inconvenient to the peopie, ’ 
it was directed by law that from and after the Ist of August, 1732, the court should be 
held at Fredericksburg, which law was repealed seventeen: years afterwards, because it 
was ‘‘ deroga tory io his majesty’s Os re to take from the governor or commander- 
in-chief of this colony his power and uuthority of removing or “adjourning the couris ;" 
and because eae might } be inconvenient in a case of smalipox or other coptagious dis- 
temper.’ 

In 1769 the county, which had theretofore been one parish, was thus divided: all that 
part iying between the Acts Kappahannock and Po retained the name of St. George's 
parish—the rest of the county was erevted into a new parish called Berkeley. In 1773 an 
act was : passed Be nanging the justices to build a court-house at seme point near the 
centre of the county, to which the court should be removed, phovie ded a majority of the 
justices should concur in deeming it advisabie. It appears that the justices determined 
to avail themselves of this privilege, for an act of L7s0, passed, as is therein stated, in 
consequence of a representation that the court-hovse in Fredericksburg was * unfit to 
hold courts in,” authorizes the county court to be held at the house of John Holiday, 
“ uniil the new court-house now build ing in the said co anty shali be completed.” 

The first regular stage coaches that passed through this county were ‘established by 
Nathaniel Twining. by virtue of an exclusive privilege granted him in 1784, for the term 


> 


of three vears, to be paid at the rate of five penee per r mile ! by each passenger. 

In the foregoing sketch mention is made of the ancient tewn af 
Germanna, foun: ded! by Governor Spotswood, and the orig ginal seat 
of justice for the county. There was a massacre of the inhabitants 
of this town oly atier its establishment, “ perpetrated Dy the 
Indians, and sternly reverged by the w hites-—an event now learned 
ouly from the wea skest and most feeble of’ all iraditions, at nae 
Jones, in his ‘*‘ Present Ponder of Virginia,’ published about 
i724. thus describes Germanna: 


Beyond Col. Spotswood’s furnace, above the Fallsof Rappahannock River, withie view

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af the vast mountains, he has founded a town called Germanna, from some Gernian: 
sent over by Queen Anne, wiio are now removed up further. Here he has servants, and 
workmen of most handicraft trades; and he is buildinz a church, court-house, and 
dwelling-house for himself; and with his servants and negroes, he has cleared plauia- 
tions about it, proposing great encouragement for people to come and settle in that w- 
inhabited part of tho worid, lately divided into a conntys 

Beyond this ts seated the colony of Germang of VPalatines, with allowance of good 
quantity of rich laud, who thrive very well aad live bapply, and entertain generously 
These are encouraged to make wines; which by the experience (particularly) of the 
late Robert Beverly, who wrote the History of Virginia, was done easily, and in large 
quantities in those parts; not only from the cultivation of the wild grapes, which grow 
plentifully and naturaliy in all the lands thereabouts, and in the other parts of the coun- 
try ; but also from the Spanish, French, Italian, and German wines. 


Col. Byrd, in his “Progress to the Mines,” in 1732, gives th 
following notice of Germanna, and “the accomplished Governor 


Spotswood,” and family. The governor had, nine years previously, 
vacated the gubernatorial chair, and was at this time extensively 
engaged in the iren-mining business: 


This famous town [Germarna] consists of Col. Spotsweod’s enchanted castle on ons 
side of the street, and a baker’s dozen of ruinous tenements on the other, where se many 
German famuies had dwelt some years ago; but are now removed ten miles higher, in 
the fork of Rappahannock, to land of their own. There had also been a chapel about a 
bowshot from the calenel’s hance at the end of an avenne of cherry-trees, but some 
pious people had lately burnt it down, with intent to. get another built nearer to their 
own homes. Here I arrived about three o’clock, and found only Mrs. Spctswood at 
home, who received her old acquaintance with many a gracious smile. I was carried 
ito a room elegantly set off with pier-glasses, the largest of which came soon after to 
an odd misfortune. Among other favorite animals that cheered this lady’s solitude, a- 
vrace of tame deer ran faiiliarly about the house, and one of thei came to stare at me 
es astranger. But unluckily spying h's own Sgure in the glass, he made a spring over 
the tea-table that stood under it, and shattered the glass to pieces, and falling back upon 
the tea-table, made a termble fracas aniong thechina. This exploit was so sudden, and 
accompanied with such a noise, that it surprised me, and perfectly frightened Mrs. 
Spotswood. But it was worth all the damage, to show the moderation and good humor 
with which she bore this disaster. In the evening, the noble colonel came home from 
his mines, who saluted me very civilly, and Mrs. Spetswood’s sister, Miss Theky, whe 
had been to meet him en cavalier, was so kind teo as to bid me welcome. We taiked 
over a legend of old stories, supped about nine, and then prattled with the ladies, ‘ill it 
was tune for a traveller to retire. In the mean time I observed my old frierd to ne 
very uxorious, and exceedingly fond of his children. ‘his was so opposite to the maxims 
he used to preach up. before he was married, that I could sot forbear rubbing up t} 
meinory of them. But he gave a very good-natured turn to his change of sentirnent 
by alleging that whoever brings a peor gentlewoman into so solitary a place, from ef 
her intends and acquaintance, would be ungrateful pot to use her and all that belongs io 
her with all possible tenderness. | 

We all kept snug in our several apartments till nine, except Miss Theky, who was. 
the housewife of the family. At that hour we met over a pot ef coffee, which was sot 
quite strong enough to give us tne palsy. After breakfast, the colonel and i leit ihe 
ladies to their domestic affairs, and took a turn in the garden, which has nothing beanti- 
ful bet three terrace-walks that fall in slopes cne below another. FI let him understand, 
that besides the pleasure of paying him a visit, [ came to be instructed by so great a 
master in the mystery of making iron, wherein he tad led the way, and was the Tubai 
Cain of Virginia. He corrected me a little there, by assuring me he wes not only the 
first in this country, but the first in North America, who had erected a regular furnace 





The city of Fredericksburg is in a handsome ralley ou the south 
side of the Rappahannock River, 56 miles trem Washington City, 
aad 62 miles from Riclimond, on the line of the great southern 


rail-eroad. Ii is at the head of tide on the river, about 150 miles 
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from its mouth. The Rappahannock is navigable for vessels of 
140 tons, to the Falisof the Rappahannock, « short distance above 
the town. 


Fredericksburg was founded by law in 1727, and named from Prines Frederick, 


father of George lil, Tae ucighboring village of Falmouth was founded at the same 
time. ‘The preamb.e of the act establishing Fredericksburg says: 

“Wherexs great numbers of people hive of late seited themsetves and their families apan and peer 
the river Rapp rhannock, and the branches thereofabove the tall. ; «nd great quantities of tobiceo ane 
other commoadifies are every year brousht down to the upper landings Qpon ihe said rivez, to be shipped 
efanrd trrnsporied to other parts ofthe country; and itis necessnry that the poorer part of =: ad tah: ae 
tants shonia be supplied trom thence, with goods and merchandise in revirn for their commodities : hit 
for want ot same convenient plvec., where traders ni ay cohabit and bring their outs to, such supplies 

are not to be had, withont vreot dissdvantuges: and good houses ave greitly wanted Gpon some navi- 
gable part of said river, near the fuls, fur the rece ption and sete keeping of such commodities as are 
brought thither; and for the enteriaininent cunt susteaance of those who repiir thither from remote 
pinees With earmages drawn by horses or azen. And forasmnch as the inhabitints of the county oF 
Spottsylvania have made humble suppliention to this Genera) Assembly, thita town may be tid out in 
some convenient Place mear the fills of the said river, for the echibitution of such as are minded to re 
side there for the purposes aforesaid, whereby the peopling that re Inete part of the country will be en 
couraged, and trade and navigation may be increased. Be it enacted.” &e. 


The tawn origmally comprehended fifty acres, and was laid out on what was then 
called “the lease land.’ In 1742 and in 1759, its boundaries were enlarged. In 1732, 
a law was passed directing that “ fairs should be held in Fredericksburg twice a year, 
for the sule of cattle, provisions, goods, wares, and all kinds of merchandise whatsoever.” 
All persons at such fairs, going to or from ane were privileged froin arrest and exe. 
cation during the fairs, and for two days before and twe days after them, except for 
capital ot+nces, breaches of the peace, or for any controversies, suits, und quarrels, that 
might arise during the time. ‘lhe fairs were continued, from time to time, by various 
acts, until 1769, when the right of holding them was made perpetual. 


When Fredericksburg was incorporated, there was a warehouse 
on its site. The act appointed John Robinson, Henry Willis, Au- 
gustine Smith, John Taliaferro, Harry Beverly, Jolin Waller, and 
Jeremiah Clowder, trustees. The first church was built on the 
site of the present Episcopal church. Col. Byrd. in 1782, five years 
after the town was established, notices it as follows: 


I was obliged to rise early here, that I might not starve my landlord, whose con- 
stiuiion Tequires him to swallow a beefsteak before the sun blesses the world with 
its genial rays. However, he was so complaisant as to bear the gnawing of his stom- 
ech till eicht oe re k, for my sake. Col. Waller, after a score of loud hems to clear 
his thron:, broke his fast alung wita us. When this necessary affuir was dispatched, 
Col. Willis ate me about his town of Fredericksburg. it is pleasantly situated 
ar the south shore of Rappahannock River, about a mile below ihe falis. Sfoeps 
may come up and he close to the wharf, within thirty yards of the public ware- 
houses, which are built in the Bure of a cross. Just by the wharf isa quarry of white | 
stone that is very soft in the ground,and hardens tn the aur, appearing to be as fair 


and fine-grained as that of Portland. Besides that, there are several other quarries 


m the river bank, slide the Innuts of the town, sufficient to bwiid a Jarge eiiv. ‘The 
anlv edifice of stone yet built. is the prison; the walls of whieh are strong enough 
to hold Suck Sheppard, i if he had been transported thither. Though this be a eam- 
modisus and beautiful situation for a town, with the advantages of a navigable river, 
and wholesame air, yet the inhabitants are very few. Besides Col. Wiilis, whe is the 
top man of the place, there are only one merchant, a tailor, a smith, and an ordinary 
keeper; though T must not ferget Mrs. Levistone, whe acts here in the double ea- 
pacity of « doctress and coffee woman. And were this a populous city, she is qual- 
Hed to exercise two other callings. It is suid the court-house and the church are 
gowg to be built bere, and then beth religion and justice will heip to enlarge the piace 
Fredericksburg 1s diy tach taid ont, and compactly hui}

of its buildings are of brick. The. principal public buildings are 
a court-house, clerk’s office, and jail, a market-house, an orphan 
asylum, 1 iipiscopal, | Presbyterian, 1 Methodist, 1 Baptist, and ! 


many 
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Reformed Baptist church. The orphan asylum and a charity 
school are for fernales. The town also contains 2 banks, and 1 
male and 1 female seminary of the higher class. It is supplie cf 
with waier from the river, by subterraneous pipes; and is governed 
by 4 mayor and common ¢ council. A canal, extending from the town 
to €ox’s Mill, a point on the R sppahannock 35 miles above, has 
been commenced and partly completed, Fredericksburg enjoys 
considerable trade, chiefly in grain, flour, tobacco, maize, &e.. and 
considerable Fnniiiics of gold are exported. Its exports have been 
computed at over $4.000,000 annnally. The Falls of the Rappa- 
hannock in the vicinity eo good water-power. ‘There were in 
1840, by the U. BS. stutistics, 73 stores, cap. $367,561; 2 tanneries, 
paints, drugs, &c., cap. $37.000; 1 grist- -mill, 2 printing-otfices, 4 
semi-w eekly newspapers: cap. in manufactures, $141,200; 5 acad- 
emies, 256 students; 7 schools. 156 scholars. Population in 1830, 
whites 1,797, slaves 1,124, free blacks 3873 total, 3,308. Popu- 
lation in 1840, 3.974. . 

Gen. Hugh Mercer and Gen. George Weedon, both of the army 
of the revolution, resided here before the war. Gen. Mercer was 
then a physician. His kh Pe in which was kis apothecary-shop, 
stood on the sw. corner of Princess Ann and Amelia sts.: it was. 
a long frame building, of antique architecture, and a story and a 
half in height. Gen. Weedon was an inn-keeper. An English 
traveller, Dr. J. F. D. Smyth. in his teur published in London in 
1784, says ef these gentlemen: 


1 arrived at Fredericksburg, ard put up at the inn kept by one Weedon, who is now a 
renera! ofacer in the American army, and was then Bey active and Dealous in blowing 
the flames OF SEdiELOT ea FN Yn Fre sdericksburg [ called upon a w rorthy and intimate 
friend, Dr. Hugh Mercer. a physician of great merit ud eminence, and, as a man, pos- 
sessed of almost every virtie and accomplishment. . . . Dy. Mercer was afterwards 
a brigadier-general in the American army, to accept of which appointm ent I have reason 
to believe be was greatly influenced by Gay W aehinotent with whom he had been long 
in intimaey and bonds of friendship. For Dr. Mercer was generally of a just and a 
moderate w ay of thinking. and possessed liberal sentiments, and a generosity of princi- 
ple very uncommon zimong those with whom he embarked. 


The interesting memoir subjoined, of Gen. Huce Mercer, is 
principaliv abridged from the Southern Literary Messenger for 
April, 1838 : : 

Gen. Hcan Mercer was a native ef Scotland, and graduated at an e: arly age in the 
rcienee of medicine. At the memorable battle of Culloden, he acted as un ussistant sur- 
geon, and, with a multitude of the vanquished, sought a home of fre -edom in the wilder 
ness of pete He iunded in Pennsylvania, where he remained but a short time. 
From thence he removed to Fredericks ‘bure, Ww ae he married, aud became disita: ruishe ‘ 
for his skill in medicine. In the Indian war of 1755, he served as a eaptain unde 
Wasuingion, In one of the engagements with this wily foe, he was wounded in i 
right wrist by a musket ball; and in the irregular warfare then practised, his company 4 
scattered and became separated from him. Faint from loss ef blood, and exhausted by 
fatizue, he was elosety pursued by the savaoe foe, their thrilling war-whoop ringing 
Wanean the forest. and stimulating to redoubled energy the footsteps of their devoted 


ween, Fortunately the hollow trunk of a large tree presented itself. - a moment a 
eonccoaled bhimself.in it, and thouch hia pursuers reached the svot and seated themselve 
arownd hen, be yet miraculously escaped! Lei AVN, y his place of ie he soncht ‘val 


abedes of civilization, through a trackless wild ef more than one hundred miles in extent: 
and after supporting life on roots and the bedy of a raitiesaeke, which he encountered 
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and killed, he finally reached Fort Cumberland in safety. For his gallantry and mili. 
tary skill in this war—-proved, in a distinguished degree, by the destruction of the Indian 
scitlement at Kiftaning, Pennsyivania—the corporation of Philadelphia presented to him 
an honorabie and appropriate medal. 

The commenceme nt of the American revolution found him in the midst of an exten. 
sive medicel practice, surrounded by affectionate friends, and enjoying in the bosom of 
a happy fray all the comforts of social life. Stimulated to action by a lofty spirit: of 
patrictism, he broke from the endearments of domestic life, and gave to his country, in 
that trying hour, the encrgy and resources ¢f a practised and accomplished soldier. In 
1775, he was in command of three regiments of minute-men; avd early in 1776 we 
find him zealously engaged, as a colonel of the ariny of Virginia, in drilling and organ- 
izing the raw and ill-formed masses of men w ho, under the varied vames of sons of jib- 
erty, minute-men, voluntcers, and levies, presented the bulk without the order—;the mob 
without the discipline of an army. To produce obedience and subordination amon 
men who considered military discipline as a restraint on personal liberty, and who tad 
eutered toto the war unpaid and unrestricted by command, was a severe and invidious 
task. The courage, the fortitude, the self-possession of Col. Mercer quailed not at these 
adverse circumstances ; and, by the judicious exercise of mingled severity and kindness, 
he soon succeeded in reducing a mutinous soldiery to complete submission. Tradition 
has preserved the foliowing anecdote, ilusirating, in a striking manner, his character- 
istic promptitude and bravery : 

Among the troops which arrived at Williamsburg, then the metropolis of Virginia, 
was a company of rifemen from beyond the mountains, commanded by Capt. Gibson. 
A reckless insubordination, and a violent opposition to military restraint, bad vained for 
this cerps the sarcastic name of ‘*Gibson’s Lambs.” They had not been long in camp 
before a mutiny arose among them, producing mucn excitement im the army, and alarm. 
ing the inhabitants of the esty. Freed from all command, they roamed through the 
eamp, threatening with instant death any officer who shouid presume to exercise au- 
thority over them. In the height of the rebellion, an officer was dispatched with the 
alarming tidings to the quarters of Col. Mercer. The citizens of the town vainly im- 
plored him not to risk his life and person amid this infuriated mob. Reckless of personal 
safety, he insiantly repaired to the barracks of the mutinous baad, and directing a gene- 
tal parade of the troops, he ordered Gibson’s company to be drawa up as offenders and 
violators of law, and to be disarmed in his presence. ‘The ringleaders were placed under 
_a strong guard, and, in the presence of the whole army, he addressed the oifenders in an 

eloquent and fecling manner, impressing on them their duties as citizen-soldiers, and the 
certainty of deathif they continued to disobey their officers, and remained in that muti- 
nous spirit, equally disgraceful to them and hazardous to the sacred interests they had 
iarehed to defend. Disorder was instantly checked, and, after a short confinement, 
med under umnprisonment were released 3 and the whole company were ever after as 
exemplary in their deporiment and conduct as any troops in the army. 

Col. Mercer new joined the continental army, Congress having conferred upon him 
the rank of brieadier-general ; and throughout ‘the whole of the stormy and disastrous 

campaign yy 1776, he twas a bold, fearless, and efficient officer. At the battle of Prince- 
nicole Mereer was mo: ‘taliy wounded. ‘The circumstances were these :--in the 
ete ae Sronton to Princcion, Gen. Mercer led the vanguard of Washingten’s army. 
Reaching Princeton about sunrise, Gen. Mercer encountered three British regiments, 
who had encamped there on the previous night, and who were leaving the tewn to joia 
the rear of their troops at Maidenhead. A tierce and des sperate contlict immediately 
ensued. The American aulitia » Constituling the front, hesitated, becarne confused, and 
soon gave way, while the few regulars in the rear could not check the dastardly retreat. 
Ere the fortune of the day was changed, ana ere victory perched on the patriot standard, 
the heroic Mercer fell. Rushing forward to rally his’ broken troops, and stimulating 
them by his voice and example, his horse was sliot from under him, aad he fell y danwere 
cusly wounded, among the coli unns of the advaneing enemy. Being thus dismounted, 
he twas listantly surrounded by a party of British soldiers, with whom. when they re- 
fused him quarter. he fought di sperately with his drawn eae until he was completely 
everpowered Excited te brutality by the gallantry of his resistance, they stabbed hina 
with their bayonets in seven diferent parts of his body, indicted many blows on his head 
with the putt-ends of their muskets, and did not cease their br stehery until they beleved 
him to be a crushed and mangled corpse. Nine d: iys alter the battle, he died in the 
arms of Major Geo. Lewis of the army, the nephe woof Gren, Washington, whom the 
unele had commissioned te watch over the oe wioments of his expiring friend. His 
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Jatter hours were soothed by the skilful and uifectionate attendance of the distinguished 
Dr. Rusn. 

In a Small house, a few yards distant from that blood- red plain of carnare and of 
death, far away from the scothing consolations of domestic affection, this distinguished 
martyr of liberty breathed his tast. The victorious flag of his 20: imtry proudly floated 
over a field of triumph, and without a murmur he sank into a soldier’s grave, finding a 
hallowed sepulchre in the hearts of his countrymen, and a fadeiess epi itaph in their insti- 
tutions. f i 

» The remains of this gifted and ac Cermpiicned soldier now sleep in Christ church, Fhila- 
celphia, under a plain marble slab, bearing the simple yet expressive inscription—* in 
memory of Gen. Hugh Mercer, who fell at Princeton, Jan. 3d, 1777.” 

The valor of Gen, Mercer was only equalled by his modesty. When Virginia organ- 
ized the third regiment, there were numerous applications for commissions. but scarcely 
one for less than the rank of a ticld-officer. .“ During the sitting of the House of Bur- 
gesses upon the question, a plain but soldierly- looking individual handed up to the 
speaker's chair a scrap of paper, on which was written, ‘Hugh Mercer wiil serve his 
adopted country, and the cause of liberty, m any rank or station to which he may be 
appointed.’ his from a veteran soldier bred in Eurcpean camps-—the associate of 
Washington in the war of 1755, and known to stand hich in his confidence aud esteem, 
was all-suficient for a body of patriots and statesmen such as composed the Virginia 
House of Burgesses in the revolution. The appointinent of Mercer to the cormmand of 
the 3d Virginia reziment was carried instanter.” 

In W ilkineon? s Me moirs, several interesting particulars of the life and services of Gen, 
Moerecor ere related, end, in aUnding ta his Henan! that wmter remarks: In Gen. Mer- 
eer we lost, at Princeton, a chief who, for education, talents, disposition, integrity, and 
patrictism, was second to no man but the commander-in-chief, and was quol:hed to fil 
the highest trusts of the country.” The same author remarks, that an evening or twe 
before the battle of Princeton, Gen. Mercer being ia the tent of Gen. St. Clair with sev- 
eral officers, the conversation turned on some promotions then just made in the army. 
Gen. Mercer remarked, “they were not engaged in 2 war of ambition, or that he should 
net have been there ; and thet every man should be content to serve in that station in 
which he could be most usefui; that for his part he had but one object in view, and that 

was the success of the cause, and that God could witness how cheerfuily he would lay 
down his life io secure tt.” Little, adds the writer, did he or any of the company then 
think that a few fleeting hours would seal the compact. 





Con. Frenpinc Lewis, who married Elizabeth, a sister of Washington, resided in 
Fredericksburg on the farm where hes buried Mary, the mother ef Washington. He 
Was proprietor “of half the town, and of an extensive territory adjoining. He was an 
ardent patriot of the revolutionary war, and superintended the great manufactory of 
aris in this neighborhood at that time. He was ajso a tnagistrate, and represented the 

county in the legis slature. He died in Dec., 1781, aged 55, universally - respected and 
esicemed. [fis valunble estate was divided equaliy among his sons. His children were 
Capt. Fieldnge Lewis; Capt. George Lewis, a captain of Washington’s hfe guard; 
Elizabeth Mee who married Charles Carter, Esq.; Maj. Lawrence Lewis, who was 
aid to Gen. Morgan in suppressing the Whiskey: Insurrection; and Capt. Robert Lewis, 
who was one of Washington’s private secretaries.

pposite Fredericksburg, on the east side of the Rappahannock, below ne rail-road 
bridge, and within the Junits of Stutford county, is * Tur Wasiiveton Fars,’ at present 
the property of the Rev. ‘Thomas Teasdale. A few years after the birth of W schanweou: 
nis father, Augustine Washinton, removed with his famiiy to this place, where he re- 
sided until his death, April i2th, 1743, at the age of 49. The bouse in which he re- 
sided has long since been gone: it stood near the present residence of Mr. King, trom 
which snot the view of Fredericksourge in this volume was taken. tere 1t was that 
Washington spent his carly yeuth; and here, says tradition, is the place where, when 2 
young maa, he threw a stone across the Rappzhannock,—a feat that no one, 2t ig said, 
jaag since gucceeded in ee mmplishing. 
« Sparks, in his life of Washington, says that his father was buried at Bridge’s Creek, 
Westmoreland county, in the tomb ef his encestors. “ Little is known,” says the seme 
ruthor, “of iis character or misadis. Tt appears by his will, howeve , that ite possessed 
a Lae valuable property in lands; and as this had beew acquired chie tly by bis own 
industry and enterprise, it may be inferred that in the concerns of business he was 
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methodical, skilful, howorable, and energetic. His occupation was that ef a planter, 
which, from the frst settlement of the country, had been the pursuit of nearly all the 
principal gentlemen of Virginia. 

« Each of his sons inherited from him a separate plantation. To the eldest, Law- 
rence, lie be queatbed an estate near Hunting creek, ¢ afterwards Mount Vernon. which 
then consisted of 2,000 acres; and also other lands, and shares in iron works situated i2 
Maryle ud and Virginia, which were productive. ‘he second son had fur his part an 
estate in Westmoreland. ‘lo George were left the lands where his father lived at the 
time of bis decease; and to each of the other sons, an estate of six or seven hundred 

acres. ‘The youngest daughter died when an infant, aud for the only remaining one a 
suitable provision was mede in the will, It is thus scen that Augustine W ashington, 
although suddenly cui off in the vigor ef manhood, left ail his children in a state of 
coulparative indepenaence. C onfiding i in the prudence of the mother, he directed that 
ali the proceeds of the property of her children should be at her disposal, ull they should 
respectively come of age. 

* This weighty charge of five cliildren, the eldest of whom was eleven years old, the 
superintendence of their education, and the management of complicated affairs, de- 
manded no cenynon share of resolution, resource of mind, and strength of character. 
In these importeut duties Mrs. Washington acquitted herself with great fidelity to ber 
trust, and with entire success. Her gocd sense, assiduity, tenderness, and vigilance, 
overcaine every obstacle; and as the richest reward of a mother’s solicitude and toil, 
she had the happiness to see all her children conie forward with a fair promise inta life, 
filling the splere allotted to them in a manner equally honorable to themselves and to 
the parent who had been the only guide of their principles, conduct, and habits. She 
lived to witness the noble career of her illustrious son, till, by his own rare merits, he was 
raised to the head of a nation, and applauced and revered by the whole world. It has 
been said, that there never was a great man, the elements of whose greatness might 
not be traced to the original characteristics or early influence of his mother. If this 
be true, how much do mankind owe to the mether of Washington.” 

The maiden name ef the mother of Washington was Mary Bat, and she was the 
second wife of her husband. Her father, Col. Ball, aoedn in Lancaster county. Vhe 
dwelling alinded to in the succeeding extract from Alden’s Coilection is now sianding 
in Fredericksbarg, on the ss. corner of Charles and Lewis streets, and is at present the 
residence of Riehard Sterling, Esq. It is a plain, substantial two-story dwelling, of the 
ordinary architecture, and painted white. 

She died in this house, in the autumn of 1759, at the age of 85 years. She was 
buried on a beautiful swell of land which belonged to her son-in-law, Col. Fieiding Lewis, 
on a spot which she had selected for her grave. ‘* Within a few steps from the place 
where she lics interred is a romantic ledge of rocks, to which she used often to resort 
for private meditation and devotion. She was a lady of uncommon excellence, and was 
greatly endeared to ell who had the happiness of her acquaintance. She was traly es- 
timabie in all the relacioas of life; but among the distinguished traits of her character, 
pone was more remariabie than her censtant and gencrous attentions to the necessities 
of the peor. She ier years was expecting the < approach of death froin a deep-rooted 
eoncer in her preast 5 nd was lovg desirous to lay aside her clayey tabernacte to depart 
and be with Christi, in whom was all her hope; yet she was en: abled to exe: ‘cise a be- 
coming Pesinastion to the will of God iieder all the sufferings she endured trem her ex- 
eruciating disorder.” ‘Phere is wow ever her grave « beautiful, theugh unfinished monu- 
ment. — - 


in the grave-yard at Fredericksburg lie the remains et Lewis Litriepace, who was 
bor in Hanover co., Dec. 19, 176, and died in this place, July 19, 1802, in the 40th 
yearof hisuge. He lost his futher when young. At the request of bis uncle, Benja- 
miu Lewis, Mr. day, menister at Madrid, was induced to patronise tim, and received hun 
into his jamilv. He volunteered in the expedition against Minorca, under the Duke de 
Culion, ia i7=!3 and afterwards accompanied the Count Nussau tu the siege of Gibral- 
tar, aud theres to Constantinople and Warsaw. He was ‘ honored tor muny years 
with the esteem wend confidence of the unfortusate Stanislaus Augustus, MADE of Poland 
he Revd under that MOnarsis, ata he | lost hes throe. the mist distinyuishe d othaes S$, inonye 
which was that cf ambassacor to Russia. Efe was by him created Kuight of the Order 
af St. Stanisiane, chamberlain avd confidential secretary in his cobinet, and acted ag 
his special envoy among the most important negotiations.

Joun Foxsyru of Georgia, “a man of talents and eloquence, who had been long dis- 
tinguished in public life, and held many important ojfices, was born at Fredericksburg, 
in 1781. He was graduated at New Jersey Colloge in 1739 5 was member of Congress 
from Georgia in 1813-18, and in 1827-29 ; United States senator in 1818-19, and in 
1829-35 ; governor of Georgia in 1827-29 ; minister to Spain 1819-22; and’was ap- 
peinted secretary of state by Gen. Jacksoa in 1835, whieh office he held till the end of 
Mr. Van Buren’s administration. ‘The high offices which, during a great portion of 
nis fife, he successfully filled, both in his own particular state and the general govern- 
ment, aitest at once the superiority of his abilitics and the public estimation of them. To 
the high advantage of superior talents, he added, also, that of elegauce and dignity of 
manners, which shed a grace on the exalted stations which he filled.” He died at 
Washingion city, Oct. 22, 1841, at the age of 61 years. 
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Srarrorp was formed in 1675, from Westmoreland. Its length 
is 20, mean width 12 miles.

It con- 
tains 1 free chur¢éh, 6 or 7 mercantiie stores, 2 extensive flouring 
mits, and 1 se ee cotton factory, and a population of about 500. 

Stafford C. H. lies near the centre of the county, and contains 
about 2. aeoan dwellings. The following biographical sketch of 
Col. Washington, is from the pen of his brother officer, Col. Henry 
Lee, or, as he was commonly called, “ Legion Harry :”’ 


Winitaw Wasnineron, lieutenant-culonel commandant of a continental regiment of 


dragoons during the revolutionary war, was the eldest son of Baily Washington, Esq., 
uf Stafford counts y, mm the state of Virginia. 

First among the youth ot Virginia who hastened to the standard of his country, on 
the rupture between & at, Britain and her colonies, he was appointed to the command 
of a compacy of infantry in the third ht Ay of the Virginia line, commanded by 
colonel, afterwards bri cele uerai, Mercer. In no corps in ovr service was the sub- 
stantial knowledge of the protescion of arms more like ly ta bé acquired.

regiment at York istand, and on toe retreat through New Jecssey, sharhig with distin- 
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guished applause in that disastrous period, its difficulties, its dangers, and its glory, 
When afterwards the commander-in-chief struck at Colonel Ralle, stationed with a body 
of Hessians in Trenton, Capt. Washington was attached to the van of one of the assaii- 
ing columns, and in that daring and weil-executed erterprise, received a musket-bell 
pipes his hand, bravely jeading on his company against the arraying enemy. 

e commande:-in-chief haying experienced the extreme difficulties to which he had 
been exposed during tite preceding campaign, by his want of cavalry, was, shortly after 
this period, in consequence of his suggestion to Congress, authorized to raise three TES 
ments of bent dragoons. ‘Te the command of one of these he appointed Lieut.-Cel. 
Baylor, one of his aid-de-c camps. ‘'T’o this regiment Captain Washington was transfer- 
red, with the rank of major, and returned to Virginia for the purpose of assisting in re- 
cruiting the regiment. 

As soon as the corps was completed, Baylor joined the main army ; his regiment was, 
in 1778, surprised-by a detachment of the British, led by Major-Gen. Gray, and suffered 
extremely. Washington fortunately escaped ; and in the course of the succerding year, 
or early in 178U, he was detached, with the remains of bland’s, Baylor's, and Moylan’s 
regiments of oe to the army & Major-Gen. Linccln, in South Carolina, where he 
was constantly employed with the light iroops, and experienced, with some Aaches of 
fortune, twe severe blows; first at Monk's Corner, where he commanded our horse, and 
last at Leneau’s ferry, when he was second to Lieut.-Col. White, of Moylan’s Ss regiment. 
These repeated disasters so reduced cur cavalry, that White and Washington retired 
from the field, and repaired to the northern confines of North Carolina for the purpose 
of repairing their heavy losses. It was here that they applied to Gen. Gates for the aid 
of his name and authority to expedite the restoration and equipment of their regiments, 
iuai taey might be ready to iake the field under his orders. ‘(his salutary and proper 
request was, as has been mentioned, injudiciously disregarded ; from which oimussien 
Very injurious conse quences scem to have resulted in the panels

Lieut.-Col. Washington, with his cavairy, now accompanied him, and formed a part 
of the ight corps placed by Gates under the direction of Brigadier Morgan. He re- 
sumed nis Acana ae active and vigorous service, and was highly useful in the execu- 
tion of the trust confided to Morgan. 

‘One of his partisan exploits was the result of a well-conceived stratagem. Having 
learned, during a scouting excursion, that a large party of loyalists, comimand:d by Col. 
Rudgley, was posted at Rudgley’s mill, 12 miles from Camden, he determined on at- 
tacking them. Approaching the enemy, he found them so secured im a large log-barn, 
surrounded by abattis, us to be perfectly safe from the operations of cavalry. Forbidden, 
thus, to aoe his object by direct attack, his usual and favorite mode of warfare, he 
determined, for ones, to have recourse to policy. Shaping, therefore, a pine log in imi- 
tahion cf a ficld-picce, mounting it on wheels, and staining it with mud, to make it 
look like iron, he brought it up in military style, end affected to make arrangements to 
batter down the barn. To give to the stratagem solemnity and effect, he dispatched a 
flag, warning the garrison of the impending ae estruction, and to prevent bloods hed, suim- 
moned them to submission. Not prepared to resist artillery, Col. Rudgley obeyed tae 
sutamons, and with a garrison of 103 rank and file, surrendered at discretion. 

Greene now sneseeded Gates, when Brigadier Morgan, with the light corps. Was de- 
tached to hang upon the enewy’s left flank, and te threaten Ninety-six. 

‘The battle of the Cowpens ensued, in whica Washington, et the head of cur horse, 
acquired fresh laurels. fe continued with the light troops. performing with courage and 
precision the duties assicned nim, until the Junction of the two divisions of the American 
army at Guilferd Court- ‘louse. Soon alter ihis event a more powertul body of horse 
und foot was selected by Gen. Greene, and placed under Col. Williams, of which Wash- 
ingion and his cavalry were a consti/uent part. 

in the eventful and trying retreat which ensued, Lieut.Cel. Washington contributed 
his full share to the maintenance of the measures of Williams, which terminated so pro- 
pittously to our arnis, and so honorably to the light troops and their commander, After 
our repassage of the Dan, Washington and his horse were a again placed in the van, and 
with fee and Lee, led by Willams, played that arduons game of marches, counter. 
marches, and mancwuvess, which greaily coniributsd to baile the skilful display of ta- 
lents and enterprise exhibited by lord Cornwallis, in his perseveriag aitenipt to fores 
Greene, at the head of an muern & ariny, to batile, or to cut him off irom his approach 


ing reinforcements and supplies, : 
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We have seen the distinguished part this ofiicer successively bore in the batiles of 
Guilford, Hobkick’s Hill, and Eutaw ; and we have found him, throughout the arduous 
eampaign of 1731, always at his post, decided, firm, and brave, courting danger, and 
eontemuing diffic alty. His eminent serviecs were lost to the army from the battle of 
Eutaw ; where, to tis ¢ great regret, he was made prisol.er; nor did he afterwards take 
anv part in the war, as from the period of his exchange nothing material occurred, the 
respective armies being « coufined to minor operations, produced by the prospect of peace. 
While a prisoner in Ch arleston, Washington became acquainted with Miss Elliot, a 
young lady in whom concentred the unite d attractions of respectable descent, opulence, 
polish, and beauty. The gallant soldier soon became enamored with his amiable ac- 
guaintance, and afterwards aes her. 

This happened in the spring ef 1732; and he established himself in South Carolina, 
at Sandy Hill, the ancestral seat of his wife. 

Washington seeins to have devoted his subsequent years to domestic duties, rarely 
breaking in upon them by attention to public affairs ; ; and then only as a member of the 
state jegislature. 

He possessed a stout frame, being six feet in height, broad, strong, and corpulent. His 
occupations and his amusements applied to the body, rather than to the mind ; to the 
cultivation of which he did not bestow much time or application, nor was his educa tion 
of the sort to excite such habits, being only calculated to fit a man for the common 
business of life. In temper he was good- humored, i in eiep etion amiable, in heart up- 
right, generous, 2nd friendly, in manners lively, innocent, and agreeable. 

“His military exploits announce his grade and character in arms. Bold, collected, and 
perseverinc. he preferred the heat of action to the collection and sifting of intelligence, 
to the calculations and combinations of means and measures, and was better ntted tor 
the field of batile, than for the drudgery of camp and the watchfulness of preparation, 
Kind to his soldiers, his system of discipline was rather lax, and sometimes subjected 
him to injurious consequences, when close to a Bieaeacious and vigilant adversary. 

The W ashington fanuly emigrated from England, and settle din Vi irginia, always re. 
spectable and respected. The consanguinity of its numerous ramifications is involved 
in doubt ; but it is generally beheved that they spru ng from the same source. 

Lieut.-Col. Washington was selected by his ilustrioes relaticn when he accepted the 
command of the army, during the presidency of Mr. Adams, as one of his staff, with 
the rank of brigadier-general, a decided proof of the highk value attached by the best 
judge in America to his mil litary talents. 

Leading a life of honor, of benevolence, and hospitality, i in the bosom of his family 
and eines. dunng which, until its last two years, he enjoyed high health, this gallant 
soldier died, after a tedious indisposition, leaving a widow, and a son and a daughter, 
the only issue of his marriage. 
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SURRY. 


Screry was formed in 1652: it measures each way about Ts 
miles. The James runs on its qoutes and the Blackwater River 
on a portion of its: southern line. Pop. in 1840, whites 2,557, 
slaves 2,853, free colored 1,070 ; total, 6,480. : 

The C. H. is situated 5 miles s. of James River, and 55 south- 
easterly from Richmond. There is in this county, on or near the 
James, ant antique mansion, called “ Bacoy’s Casvis,” sup posed by 
some to i145 eo on ‘en onee iortified by Nathaniel Bacon, the leader of 
*the poe is ion” in 1676. On what ground this supposition rests, 
we have been faanaBie to ascertain. 
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SUSSEX. 


Sussex was formed in 1754, from Surry: it is abont 52 miles 
long, and iS wide. The rail-road from Petersburg to Weidon, N. 
C., runs through a portion of it on the west. The Nottoway runs 
central y through it, and the Blackwater forms a part of its nr. 
boundary. About 500,000 pounds of cotton are annually produced 
in the county. Pop. in i840, whites 3,594, slaves 6,384, free col- 
ered (S?1 5 total, 11,229: 

The C. H. is situated near the centre of the county, 48 miles ssxr. 
of Richmond. | 





TAYLOR. 


Taytor was formed Jan. 19th, 1844, from Harrison, Barbour, 
and Marion, and named from John Taylor of Caroline. Williams- 
port. sometimes called Prunty Town, is the county-seat. It is situ- 
aied near the ferry across Tygart’s Valley River, 209 miles north- 
westerly from Richmond, and 18 ne. by zs. from Clarksburg. It 
contains 3 stores, 1 Methodist and ! Baptist church, and about 30 
dwellings. - Rector College, an institution founded in 1839, is lo- 
cated her e; it had, by the census of 1840, 110 students. 

As this county has been sa recently formed, we are unable to 
give its statistics or geographical boundaries, and the eounties from 
which it has been formed have, in those particulars, been described 
in this volume as though it had no existence. 


TAZEWELL. 


Tazewett was formed in 1799, from Russell and Wythe, and 
named from Henry Tazewell, a member of the U.S. Senate, from 
1794 to 1799. It is 60 miles long, with a mean widt het) (25 
miles. The Tug Fork of Big Sandy runs on part of the northern 
berder; the Clinch River rises near Jeffersonville, and the Great 
Kanawha receives many branches from the eastern section of the 
county. If is traversed by mountains, some of which rise to an 
immense height; the chief are, Clinch, Rich, Hast River, and Paint 
Lick. Between some of them are beautilul valleys, of a black, 
deep soil, very fertile. Abb’s Valley, a delightful tract, 10 miles 
long, and about 40 reds w ides with no stream runbing through it, 
laine pounded by ioity mountains, passes eg a soil of extrs aordinary 
Teniiy. | lt derives its name from Absalom Looney, a hunter, who 
is supposed to have been the first white person ever in it. Inex- 
haustible quarries of Limestone exist in ike county, and’ extensive 
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beds of excellent coal. The principal staples are cattle, horses, 
hogs, feathers, tow and flax linen, beeswax, ginseng, seneca snake- 
root, &c., &e. The mean height of the arable soil is about 2,200 
feet above the leve! of the ocean. Pop. in 1849, whites 5,466, 
slaves 788. colored 38; total, 6,290. 


















































Mountain Scenery. 


Jeffersonville, the county-seat, is 284 miles southwesterly from 
Richmond, and 20 west of Wythe C. H. It is situated on the south 
side of Clinch River. one mile from its bank, and contains I church, 
3 stores, and about 25 dwellings. Burke’s Garden, 10 miles z. of 
- Jeffersonville, is a remarkable spot. H is completely snrrounded 
by Clinch mountain, except & narrow pass, through which. dows 
Wolf ercek. It is fi roles long, and 5 wide, and_is a bheautitut 
and perfect level; the soil is naturally fertile. A post-oifice is in 
it, and the settlement contains a ehurch and about 500 inhabitants. 

¢ was late ina November evening that we ascended the loity 
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Clinch mountain. after leaving Tazewell C. H. for Abingdon, and 
put up for the night at a miserable hut on its summit. The next 
morning the sun shone bright and clear as we buckled en our knap- 
sack and resumed our journey through a light snow whielr cov- 
ered the monntain-road that winds with great steepness down the 
dechivity. In about bal au ile was preser ‘ted a scene of which none 
but a painting in the highest style of art can convey an adequate 
impression. ‘The whole e oe a vast landscape was filled with a séa 
of mountains beyond mountains, in an apparently interminable 
continuity. Near, were huge mountains, dark and frowning, in 
the desolation of winter. Be yond, they assumed a ees bliae dolar 
and then grew fainter and fainter. until far away in the horizon— 
fitty or sixty miles—their jagged outlines were softencd by distance, 
and sky and mountain met and mingled in the same light ceru- 
Jean hue. Net a clearing was 3 be seen—not even a solitary 
smoke from some cabin curled up the intervening valleys to indicate 
the presence of man. It was— : 


** A wild and lonely region, where, retired + 
irom little scenes of art, great Nature dwelt 
In awful solitude.”

From « worthy pastor of a church in the Shenandoah vailey, 


e have received the following account of the captivity and de- 


ay ele of the Moore family, by the Indians, a few years after the 
close of the revolution : 


James Moors, Jr., was a lineal descendant of the Rev. Samuel Rutherford, of Scot- 
Jand; the laiter being a descendant of the Rey. Joseph Allein, the author of the 
& Alarng to the Un converted.”” Mr. Mloore’s parents were among those who, during the 
persecutions under Charles I., emigrated from Scotland to the north of Ireland, the 
descendants of w hom, in tris country, come hades the general name of * Seotch Irish.” 
From Ireland he emisrated to Virginia, and settied in what is now Rockbridge county, 
on Walker’s creek. ‘There he married uf ine Walker, and there James Moore, the subject 
ef this sketeh, was born. Whien the latter grew ap he married Martha Podge, of the 
same emunty, and settled near the Natural Brid: se, at a place long known as * Newe!’a 
Tavern.’ There his three oldest childzen, John, James, and Joseph, were OE About it 
the year 1775, he remover! ta what is now Tazewell eeanty and settled in Abo’s valle 
oa the waters of Blue Stone, a branch of New River. He was induced to e; ign Bis ax 
that country on account of the hh ey of the suil, and its adaptedness to rais! ng stock, 
There, with ‘the aid of an old Epetisiiman whose name was John Simpson, he erected 
his cabin ; ; and with his picus Wile, both bemy members of the Presbyterian church, i 
erected his altar te God. cleared a pierce of eround, and. there resided with bis fami 
uniil they were destroved ; dreque nily going inte a fort, which was almost every suminer. 
The frst ef his famuy w hp was captures was James, his second son, a lad’ in the llth 
year of ins age. This oceurr cous September r ith, 1754. Mr. Moore, the captive, who is 
etiil living, oy eg thys gecok ae aft nat eve 

Mv father had s sent me to & waste fLavtation about 24 miles distant, to eateh a horse 


Dn which : night wo tomell. As we dived about 12 miles from the mill, and the road 
for the wha, bd stance thither jeaduig thraugh a dreary wilderness, Ih: ‘d frequen tly to 
come aie a ronsiderable purt vt othe wi ivoufter night, when it was very dark.. Beiay 
accustomed to this, 1 set owl for se horse without the least intimidation, ve apprenension 
ef danger. Bat notwitestacdiie dns, Thad nat proceeded miore than hail the distance 
to the field, before a sudden crea iL of Paine, Came on me. The appearance of the indian 
svho took mie Was presented te my nund, althearh at the time I did net think of an 
Indian, but rainer thut soe wid audaal in bunayan shape would deveur awe Such was

MY aiarut that Lwentow trembling, trequaeatt: looking back, expecting wu ser it. indeed 
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I would have returned home. but for the fear that with such an excuse my father would 
be displeased, and perhaps send me back. I therefore proceeded on until I came near 
the field, when suddeily three Indians sprang from behind a log, ene of whom laid hold 
of me. Being much alarmed at the time with the apprehension of being devoured, and 
believing this to be the animal I had dreaded, I screamed with all my might. The In- 
dian who bad hold of me laid he hand on my head, and, in the Indian language, told 
mé to hush, Looking him in the fuce, and perceiving that it was an Indian, I felt greatly 
relieved, and spoke out aloud, “ It is an Indian, why need I fear;” and thought to my- 
seli, ‘All that is in it is, I will have to go to the Shawnee towns.” In this company 
there were only three Indians. a futher and son, and one other ; ‘he former bearing the 
name of the “ Black Wolf,” a middle-aged man, of the most stern counteaance I ever 
beheld, about six feet high, Hayate a black beard. ‘The others I suppose were about 13 
years of age, and ali of the Shawnee tribe. I belonged to the Black Wolf, whe had 
captured me. We immediately proceeded to an old cabin, near to which were ihe horses. 
Here we made a halt, and the old Wolf told me to catch the horses, and gave me some 
salt for that purpose. My object was to catch one and mount, and make my escupe 3 
but suspecting my intention, as often as I wonld get hold of a horse they would come 
running up, and thus scare him away. Finding that I could not get a horse for myself, 
i had no wish, aud did not try to catch one for them, and so, after a few efforts, aban- 
dened the attempt. This [ suppose was about one o’eleck in the afternoon. "The Indians 
then went into a thicket where were concealed their kettle and blankets, after which we 
immediately proceeded on our journey. In consequence of the high weeds. green briers, 
logs, aud the steep and mountainous character of the country, the waiking was very 
laborious, and we travelled that evening only about & miles. The two younger indians 
went pelore, myseil neXt, With the vid Wot ta che rear. Li marks woe iaucy he woud 
carefully remove them wiitt his tomahawk. I frequently broke bushes, which he discov- 
ered, and shook his tomahawk over my head to Jet me know the po necane nce: it L did 
net desist. I would then scratch the ground with my feet. This he also discovered, 
and made me desist, showing me how to set my feet Hat, so as not te leave any rari 
It then became necessary tu cease my efforts to ‘make a trail for others, as they were all 
inunediately detected. In the evening, about sundown, the old Wolf gave a tremendous 
war-whoop, and another the ne xt morning at sunrise. eRe were repeated evening and 
morning during our whole journey. It was long, loud, and shrill, and ‘intended to signify 
that they had one prisoner. ‘Their custom is to repeat it as frequent as the number of 
prisoners. It is ditterent from their whoop when they have scalp 8, & and in this way it can 
be known_as tar as the whoep is hevrd, whe ether they have prisoners or scalps, and alse 
the number. But to return, the mght was rainy. We lay down in a laurel thickex, 
without food or fire. Previous to this, the cld Wolf had searched me carefully, to see 
whether I had aknife. After this he tied one end of a leading-halter very tightly around 
my neck, and wrapped the other end around his hand, so as to make it secure, as weil 
as very difficult for me to get away without waking him. Notwithstanding my situation 
was thus dreary, gloomy, and distressing, Iwas” not altogether prey vented from ste ep. 
Indeed, 1 suppose iew prisoners were ever more resigned to their fate. ‘The nest inorn- 
ing we resumed our journey about daybreak, and continued down ‘Tug creck woot iyo 
miles, until we reached the main ridge of ‘Tug mountain, along which we descended 
wnutil we came to Maxwell’s Gup.* At this place the old W olf. went, olf aud bremwrit 
in a middie-sized Dutch-oven, which had been secreted on their fornier expedition. “Lhe 
carriage of this was assigned to me. Af first it was fastened to my bac«, but after suf 
fering much I threw it down, saying I would carry it no more. Upon this the old. We! 
placed dows his bundle and told me to carry it, but on finding that I could not hit in 
became more reconciled, took up the oven again, and aiter some days filled itw iv leaves, 
and carried it with more ease. We conti inued on the same ridge the whole of that Gays 
and encamped on it ut night. ‘In the eve ning there caine on a rain, and the son of the 
gs Viclf pulled off my hat. ‘This [ re ‘sented, struck him, and took it from him. He 
isn showed me by signs that with it he wished. to protect his gunlock from the rain. 
T then per rmitted him te have it, add afier the rain he returned it. For three days we 
traveled without sustenance of any kind, save sonie water in which poplar bark had been 
Stweie ad. On-the 4th Uuy we killed abi tka! %, took out the Panach, cut it open, rinsed it 
aditile in the water, cut it ap, aud put it into the kettle with seime pieces of the flesh, 
ane rade aie ur this Wwe gee eae without, cating aay of the ineat. Alter 
* Phis cop wok fu name from a man a the maine.of Me erat Who was there killed by ENG indaas 
while fa pursuitoft the wite of Thomas Baglish, of Burke’s Garden, who bud beer hea by a party ad 
indians, ac tee head of which was %his sume Wolf, 4 
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night we made ancther kettle of broth, but ete no meat. This is Indian policy after 
fasting. 

I travelled the whole route barefooted; the consequence was that I had three stone- 
braises on each foot, and at this time my sufferings were very great. Frequently i 
would walk over ravelesnaten! but was not permiited to kill any, the Indians considering 
them their friends. j 


Some few days after this, we killed a buitalo that was very fat. and dried as much of 
the meat as lasted us for several days. After this we killed deer and buffiloes as our 


wants required, antil we reached their towns, near what is now called Chillicothe, in 
Ohio, iust 20 days from the time we set out. We crossed the Ohio between the mouth 

of Guyandot and Bi 1g Sandy, on a raft made of dry logs, and tied together with grape- 
vines. On the banks of the Scioto we remained one day. Here they made pictures to rep- 
resent three Indians, and me thetr prisoner. Near this place the eld Wolf went off and 
procured some bullets which he had secreted. 

When we came near the towns the Indians painted themselves black, but did not 
paint me. This was an omen of my safety. I was not taken directly into the town, 
but to the residence of Wolf's half-sister, to whom IL was soid for an old horse. ‘The 
reason why I was not taken directly to the town, was, I suppose, Ist, because ne was a 
time of peace ; Zdly, that ik right be saved from runni ing the gauntlet, which was the 
case with prisoners taken in war. Shortly after J was sold, my mistress left me ee 
alone for several days in her wigwam, leaving a kettle of hommony for me to cat. In this 
solitary situation I frst beran tc pray, and call upon God for mercy and deliverance, 
and found great relief. Hav ying cast my burdens on the Lerd, I would arise frem my 
knees and go off cheerfully. vy inad Neen tac ght to pray... May, father prayed in nis 
family ; and I now found the benefit of the reli gious instruction and exampie 1 hed 
enjoy ‘ed. 

On. one occasion while on our journey, I was sent some distance for water. Suppo- 
sing that I was entirely out of view, I gave vent to my feelings, and wept abundantly. 
The old Indian, however, had eneched! me, and noticing the marks of tears on my 
cheeks, he shook his tomahawk over my head to let me ‘know 1 must not do so again. 
Their object in sending me off, was, I suppose, to see whether : wenld attempt to escape, 
as the situation appeared favorable for that purpose. After this I was ne louyer fastened 
with a halter. 

In about two weeks after I was sold, my mistress sent me, with oilers, on a hunting 
excursion. In this we were very unsuccessful. ‘lhe snow being knee-deep, my blanket 
too short to cover me, and having very little other clothing, my “suferings from hunger 
and cald were intense. Often after having lain down, ane Grawn up my feet to yet 
them under the blanket, I became. so benumbed that it was with difficuity I could 
straighten myself again. Early in the morning the old Indian would build up a large fire, 
and make me and the young Indians plunge all over in cold water. This, I think, was 
ef great benefit, as it prevented us from taking cold. ‘ 

When we returned trom hunting in the spring, the old man gave me up to Capt 
Kliiot, a trader from Detreit. But my mistress, on learning this, became very angry, 
threatened Eliot, and get me back. 

Some time in Aoril, there was a dance at a town about two miles from where I resided. 
This T attended, m company with the Indian to whom I belonged. Meetizg with a 
French trader froin Detroit, by the name of Batest Ariome, who Bele a fancy to me on 
ancount of my resemblance to one of his sons, he bought me for 50 doliars in Indian 
mu foe ol Before lcaving the dance { reet with a Mr. Sherlock, a trader from hy., 
who fad formerly been a prisoner to this same tribe of Indians, and whe had resened a 
lad by the name of Motht, whe had been captured by the Indians on the head of the 
Cinch, and whose futher was an intimate and particular friend of my fathers.t I re- 
quested Mr. Sherfock to write to my father, through Mr. Moffit, informing him of my 
captivity, and that 1 had been purchused by a French trader, and was gone io Detroit. 
‘his Jetter, I have reason to felieve, father reeeived, and that it gave him the first infor- 
mution of what had become of me. f 3 

But we must pause in this narrative, fo notice the destruction and captivity of the 
remaining part of Mr. Moore's tamily. 

Theré being only a few fumittes in the part of Va. where Mr. Moore resided, the 
Jadiags from the Shawanee towis itiade irequent incursions upon them, Consequently

most of the families returned to the more thickly settled parts of what i: now Mont. 
gomery co., d&c., but Mr. Moore still remained. Such was the fertility cf the soil, and 
the adaptedness of the country to grazing, that Mr. M. kept about 100 head of hones, 
and a good steck of cattle, which principally wintered themselves. On the 4th of 
July, 1786, eariy in the morning, a gang of horses had come in from the rane to the 
lick-blocks, about 19 yards froin the house, and Mr. Moore had gone out to suit them. 
‘Two men also, who were living with him, had gone out, and were reaping wheat. .'The 
Indians, about 30 ia nuaber, who were lying in ambush, watching the house, Supposing’ 
that all the men were absent, availed themselves of the opportanity and rushed iorward 
witb ail speed. As they adva anced they commenced firing, ‘and killed two of the children, 
viz. Wiiliam and Rebex ca, Who were returning from the spring, and Alexander in ths 
yard. Mr. Moore attempted to get to the house, but finding it surrounded, ran past it 
through a small pasture ti which the house stood. When he reached the tence he nade 
a halt, and was shot throaeh with seven bullets. The Indians said he might have 
escaped if be hud not stopped on the fence. After he was shot he ran about 40 yards, 
and fell. He was then scalped by the a and afterwards buried by the whites at 
the place where the body lay, and where his grave may yet be seen. It was thought 
that when he saw his ‘ainily about to be massacred, without the possibility of readeriag 
them assisiance, he chose to share a like tate. ‘There were two fierce dogs, which 
fought like heroes until the fiercest one wus kiiled. The two men who were reaping, 
hearing the alarm, and seeing the house surrounded, fied, and alarmed the settlement. 
At th rs time the nearest family wus distant 6 miles. As soon as the aiaria wes given, 
Mrs. Moore and Martha Ivins* barred the door, but this was of no avail ‘Phere was 
no man in the house at the-time except John Simpson, the old Englishman already 
alluded to, and he was on the loft sick, and in bed. ‘Lhere were five or s!x guns mm the 
house, bat having been shot off the evening before, they were then empty. It was in. 
tended to have loaded them after breakfast. Martha Ivins took two of them and went 
up stairs where Simpson was, and handing them to him, told kim to sheet. He looked 
up, but had been shot in the head througin a crack, and was them near ois end. The 
Indians then proceeded to cat down the deor, which th ey soon effected. During this tine 
Martha Ivins went to the far end of the house, lifted up a loose plank, and went under 
the floor, and requested Polly Moore, (then eight years of age,) who had the youngest 
child, called Maryaret, im her arms, (which was erying,) tu set the child down anc 
come under. Polly looked at the child, clasped it to her breest, and deterinined to share 
its fate. ‘The Indians havi: ng broken into +82 house, took Mrs. Moore and her children, 
viz.: John, Jane, Poily, and PPewsy, prisoners, and having taken every thing that suite ck 
them, they set it and the other buildings on fire, and then went away. Nar ha ivias 
remained under the floer a short time, and then came out and hid herself under a log 
that lay across a branch not far from the house. he Indians having tarried a short 
time with the view of catching horses, one of them walked aczoss this log, sat down on 
the end of it, and began to fix his cun-lock. Miss Ivins lates that she was discovered, 
an that he was prepariug to shoot her, came out and gave herself-up. At this he 

eemed much es ‘hey then set out for their towns. Perceiving thai Jon Moore 
Was @ boy weak in body and mind, and unable to travel, they killed iow Aer fest day. 
The babe they took two or three days, but it being fretful,on account of a wound it had 
received, they dashed its brains out against a tree. They then mov ed on with Haste to 
their towns. For some time it was usual to tie very securely each of the prisoners at 
night, and for a warrior to lic beside cach of them with tomahawk in ene so that in 
case of pursuit the prisoners might be speedily dispatched. ‘Their manner of traveiliag 
was very much like that described by James Moare,. Not unirequently they were 
‘several days witheut food, and when they killed came, their habit was to make 
broth as deseribed by him. When they came to the banks ef the Scioto, they care‘ully 
pointed out to Mrs. Moore and the prisoners, the hieroglyphics mentioned in the narra- 
tive of James Moore. When they reached their town, (which. was the one to which James 
Moore had been taken,) they were soon assembled in council, when an old man made 
a long speech to then dissuading them trom war; but at the close of it the warnars 
shook their heads, and retired. ‘his old man afterw ee) took Polly Moore into his 
family, where he and his wile secmed greatly to commiiserate her situation, and showed 
all possible kindness, 

Shortly after they reached the towns, Mrs. Moore and her daughter Jane were put te 
death, being burned and tortured at-the stuke. his lasted some time, during which 
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* Bliss ivias was living in the firaily et the time, helping, them to spin; Joseph Muore, anuther sou 
was.in Rockbridge co., going to suhuer 
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she manifested the utmost Christian fortitude, and bore it without 2 murmar—at inter. 
vals conversing with her daughter Polly and Martha Ivins, and expressing great anxiety 
for the moment to arrive when her soul should wing iis. way to the bosom ot ner 
Saviour. At length an old squaw, more humane thau the rest, dispatched her with a 
toyaah2 wk.* 

This tribe of Indians proving very troublesome to the whites, it was repeatedly con. 
templated to send an ecaeaiiion against their town. This it is probable Martha Ivins in 
some measure postponed, by sending Eommements ons through the traders, urging the 
probable fate of the prisoners, if it were done immediately. In November, two years 
afterwards, however, such an expedition did go out. he Indians were aware of it 
from about the time it started, and when it drew near they concealed what they could 
not carry off, and with the prisoners, deserted their towns. About this time Polly Moore 
had serious thoughts of concealing herseli until the arrival of the whites; but fearing 
the consequences of a greater delay in thetr arrival than she mignt anticipate,. she 
did net attempt it. 

Late in November, however, the expedition did arrive, and ities having burned their 
towns, destroyed their corn, &c., returned home. After this the Indians returned to 
their towas; but winier haviig set in, and finding themselves without houses or food, 
ihey were greatly dispirited, and went to. Detroit, where, giving themselves up to great ex- 
cess in drinking, they sold Puliy Moore to a man wao lived-in or near 4 little vill: age by 
the name of French Town, near the western end of Lake Erie, for half a galion of rum. 
Though at this time the + winter was very severe, the released captive had ni othing to 
protect her feet but a pair of deerskin meceasins, and the state of her other ciething wul 
presently appear. But it is now time’ to resume ‘the narrative of James Jioore. 

‘Wir. and Mrs. Ariome were to me parents indeed. ‘bey treated mie iixe one of their 
own sons. Tate at their tabie, and slept with their sons in a cood atheeheL Tney 
always gave me good counsel. and advised me, (particulariy Mrs. Ariome,) net to abandon 
the idea of returning to my triends. I[ worked on the farm with his sons, and occasion- 
a'ly assisted him in his trading expeditic ns. We traded at different places, and some- 
times went a considerable distance into the ecuntry. On ene of these eecasions, fou 
young Indians began to bowst of their bravery, and among other tiings said that one 
Indian could whip four white men. This provoked me, and i told them that 1 could 
whip all four of them. ‘They immediately atincked me; but Mr. Ariome hearing the 
noise, came and took me away. This I consider a kind Providence ; for the Indiaas are 
very unskufal in boxing, and ia this manner of fighting, I could easily have wiipped 
all of them; but when they becan to fina themse Ives worsted, T expec cied them to ae 
tack me with clubs, er some ciher weapon, and if so, had laid my piaus to kil them all 
with a knife which t had concealed in my helt, mount a feet horse which was ciose at 
hand, and escape to Detroit. 

‘Tt was on one of these trauing expeditions that I first heard of the destruction of 
father’s family. This I learned through a Shawnee Indian with whem I had been ac- 
quainted when T lived with them, and who was one of the partyen that oceasion. I ze- 
ceived this informatie seme Bere in the same suramer after 1t occurred. In the follow- 
ing winter J learned that rey sister folly had been purchased by a Mr. Stogwei!, an 
American by birth, but watriendiy to the American cause. He was a man of bad char-~ 
acter—-an unfeeling wreten—and treated my sister with great unkindness. At that time 

che resided 2 censidcerable uistance ironi me. When I heard of my sister, I inumediately 
prepared to go and see her: but as it was then in the dead of winter, and the journey 

would have been atlended with great diflicnities, on being told by My. Ss. taai he intenced 
g remove to the netwhiorhood where 1 resi ‘ded in the following sprit ug, | dechved it. 
When I heard that Mr. Stugwell had removed, as was e contemplated, T innr iad went 
to see her. I found her in the must alveet condition, almost naked, being clothed with 
nly a few dirty and tattered rags, exhibiting to my mind an vbject of pity indeed. It 
is impossible to describe iny feetings on That occasion ; sorrow and: joy were both com. 

_tiaed 5 aad I have no doubt. the bs lings of my sister were simular to my own. On be- 
ing advised, 1 applied to the voriuian ding ollicer at Detroit, informing bim of her treat. 
ment, with the hope of effvcling her reivase. I went with Mr. Simon Girty to Col. 
McKee, the superintendent for the Indians, whe had Mr. Stogwell brought to trial te 
enswer to the com ee al against him, ut i dailed to procure ker release. It was de-

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eided, however, that when an opportunity should occur for sur returning to: our frieadi oe 
she should be released without remuneration. This was punctually periormed on -app 
cation of Mr. Thoms Ivins, who had conie in search of his sister Martha, already aL 
luded to, who had been eee from tie Indians by some family in the neighborhood, 
and was at that time livine with a Mr. Donal dson, a worthy and wealthy English far. 
mer, and working for herself, 

» “ Ail being now at liberty, we made preparations for our journey to our distant friends, 
aud set out, I tnink, scme time inthe month of October, 1789, it being Iittle more then 
five years fr ‘orm the time of my captivity, and a little more than three years from the tin 

of the captivity of my sister and Martha Ivins.* A trading boat coring down a 
lakes, we obtained a passage for myself and sister to the Moravian towns, a ‘distance oi 
abont 200 miles, and on our route to Pittsburg. There, according to appointment, we met 
with Mr. Ivins and his sister, the day after our arrival. He had j in the mean time pro 
cured three horses, and we immediately set out for Pittsburg. Fortunately for us, a 
party of friendly indian, from these towns, were about starting on a a hunting excursion, 
and accompanied us for a considerable distance on our route, eh was through a wil- 
derness, and the hunting-ground of an unfriendly tribe. On one of the ni: chis daring 
our journey, we encamped near a large Party of these hostile Indians. The next ino 
ing four or five of their warriors, pati ited red, came into our camp. This much alarme 
us. They made many inquiries, but did not molest us, which might not have been the 
case if we had not besa in company with other Indians. After this nothi: ng occurred 
worthy of notice until we reached Pittsburg. Probably we would have reached Rock- 
bridge that fall if Mr. ivins had not unfortunately got his shoulder dislocated. In con- 
sequence of this, we remained until spring with an uncle of his in the vicinity of Pitts- 
burg. ilaviug eapeuded neariy ali his money in travelling, and with the physician, he 
left his sister, “and proceeded on with sister Polly and myself to the house of onr uncle, 
Wm. McPhcetus, about 10 miles southwest of Staunton, near the Middle River.t 2 
received from uncle Joseph Moore, the administrator of father’s estate, compensation for 
his services, and aiterwards returned and brought in his sister.” 

Here the narrative of Mr. Moore closes. He remained several years with his friends 
in Rockbridge county, but s: ibsequently returned to the plantation of bis father, where 
he still resides, having raised a large family: himself a highly respectable member of the 
Methodist church; in connectiva with which, also, are many of his children, and his 
brother Joseph, who is a resident of the same county. Martha Ivins married a man by

the name of Hummer, emigrated to Indiana, and reared a farnily of children. Two of 
her song are ministers in the Presbyterian charch—one i in the presbytery ef Crawfords- 
ville, and the other in the presbytery of Iowa. 

An incident in the capilv ity of Polly Moore has been omitted, too interesting to be 
passed over without notice. 

At the time she became a prisoner, notwithstanding her father, two brothers, and a 
sister had just been murdered, herself and the resi captured, and the house set on fire, 
she took up two New Testaments, one of which she kept the whole time of her ca iptivity ; 
ang toat too when she was but eight years of age.t She did net jong continue wito XEtr. 
MePhoetus, but lived with ner macle Joseph Walker, on Buffilo break. about six aes 
south of Lexington, i in Rockbridge county4 At the age of twelve she was baptized, and 
admitted into fall communion with the Presbyterian church. When she Brew up, she 
marrieg the Rev. Samue! Brown, a distinguished Presbyterian clergyman of the same 
county, and pastor of New Providence congregation. She beeame the mother of eleven 
children. Of these, one died in infancy, another while quite young, and of the others, 
one is ruling elder in the church, anctaer married a AibHE physician, another a clerg:- 
man, five are Presbyterian ministers in Virginia, and the remaining one is a ‘pone 
eant in the church. Her last legacy was a bible toeach of her children. 

At the north end of ihe grave-y: ard near New Providence church, 14 miles north of 
Lexington, is the grave of Mary Moore.

; His wile they led captive aiong; with murmuring voice she did say, 
Fareweil! ye soft bowers so green, Plt traverse these vallevs no mere, 
Beside yon murmuring stream lies bieeding the man Ladore, 
And wiih him my sweet innocent babes, these barbarous Indians have slain, 
Were I but in one of their graves, then I would be tree from my pain.

“Thou Saviour that for me wast slain and bathed ina bloedy gore, 
Have mercy now on me in death, and Heaven will sing forth thy praise

Then to her destruction proceeds each cruel biood-thirsty hell-hound ; 
With lightwood they cause her to bleed, streaming trom every wound, 
The swoke from her body doth rise; she begs for their pity in vain: 
These cavaves hear her eries and with dancing laneh at her nain 
‘Three days in this manner she lay, tormented and bleeding the while, 
But God kis merey displayed, and on her with pity did smile, 
Growing angry at their cruel rage her soul would no longer confine, 
Her torments he soon assuaged, and in praise she her breath did resign. 
Leveach noble, valorous youth, pity her deplorabie end, 
Awhile from your true loves part: join rae each brother and friend, 
For I have been where cannons roared and bullets did rapidly fly, 
And yet I would venture once more, the Shawnees to conquer or die.

Tyrer was formed in 1814, from Ohio, and named frem John 
Tvler, gov. of Va. from 1808 to 1811, and father of the iaie Presi- 
dent of the U. 8S. It is 4@ miles long, with a mean breadth of 18- 
miles.. “Phis county declines io the west towards the Chio, and is 
drained by Middle Island and Fishing creeks, both running through 
the county and emptying into the Ohio. The surface is exceed

ingly hilly and broken, but the soil is of a fair quality, and on the 
creek and river bottoms, excellent. About 50,000 pounds of maple 
sugar are annually produced. Pop. in 1840, whites 6,554, slaves 
8&5, free colored 5; total, 6,954. 

Niddlebourn, the county-seat, is 807 miles northwesterly from 
Richmond, 52 miles s. of W heeling. near the cenire of the county, 
on Middle Island creek. It contains 3 mercantile stores, a Methodist 
church, and about 50 dwellings. Sistersville, 48 miles below 
Wheeling, is one of the best landings on the Ohio. This tewn 
was laid out in 1814 as the county-seat; but in 1816 it was re- 
moved to Middlebourn, 9 miles east of here. It is a flourishing 
village, containing 4 mercantile stores and about 80 dwellings. 
Martinsville, at the mouth of Fishing creek, 40 miles below W eek: 
ing, contains 1 store and about 40 dwelli ings. Centreville. situated 
on the west bank of Middle Island creek, 7 miles 5. of the C. H., 
contains from 30 to 46 dweilings. 

This county, being upon the Ohie River, has, in common with 
those cot unties situated upon t this great artery, a facility i in trans- 
Fru its produce. 1 to imaiket UL possessed Dy LILe country fur- 
ther inland. he introduction of steamboats has greatly increased 
these facilities. In the infancy of the country every species of 
water-crait was employ ed in navigating this beautiful river; and 
that unique and hardy race that once spent their lives upon its 
waters have vanished. The graphic and lively picture given 
below from Flint’s Recollections of the lives of the boatmen, isnow 
a part of the history cf our country: 


The way of life which the boatmen lead, is in turn extremely indolent and extremely 
labcrious; for days together requiring little or no effort, and attenced eh ay Goyer, 
and tben, on a sudden, laborious and hazardous beyond Atlantic navigation. ‘The boats 
float by the dwetiings of the inhabitants on beautiful sprig mornings. when the verdant 
forests, the mild and delicious temperature of the air, the delightful azure of ihe sky,ihe 
fine bottom on one hand and the ramantic bluff on the other, the broad and smooitt stream 
rolling calmly down the forest and floating the boat gently onwurd—ail combine to in- 
spire ithe youthful imagination. The boatmen 2 are dancing to the violin on the deck of 
their beat. ‘They scatier their wit among the girls on the shore, Who ¢oame down to the 
water's edge lo see the pageant pass, ‘Tue boat glides on until it disappears hehind a 
point of weod. At this moment, perhaps, the bugle, with which ait the beats are pre- 
vided, strikes up its noies in the distence over the water. ‘hese scenes and these 
notes, echoing from the bluffs ef the beautiful Ohio, have a charm for the imagina- 
tion, which, although I have heard a thousand times repeated, and at all howss, is, 
even to me, always new and always de Lehtful,

WARREN. 


Warren was formed in 1836, from Frederick and Shenandoah: 
it is 20 miles long and 12 wide. Whe Shenandoah River runs 
through it at the base of the Bine Ridge. and rece ives in its pas- 
sage the waters of jis North Pork, which enters it from the west. 
There is considerable mountain iund in the sw. Baro of the county, 
wed the suriace is generally hilly, yes there is much excellent sail. 
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Pop. in 1840, whites 3,851, slaves 1,434, pee colored 342; total, 
5,627. 

Front Royal, the county-seat, is 139 miles nw. of Richmond and 
29 sz. of Winchester, between the Shenandoah and the Blue Ridge, 
about a mile from the former. It was established in 1788, on 50 
acres of land, the pr operty of Soiomon Vanmeter, James Moore, 

Robert Haines, W illiam Cunningham, Peter Halley, John Smith, 
Allen Wiley, Original Wroe, George Chick, Wiiliam Morris, and 
Henry Trout; was laid into lots and streets, and Thomas Allen, 
Robert Russell, William Headly; William Jennings, John Hick- 
man, Thomas Hand, and Thomas Buck, appointed trustees. - The 
town is neatly built, and is surrounded by beautiful scenery. It 
contains 1 Presbyterian, 1 Baptist, and 1 Episcopal oe 5 mer- 
cantiie stores, and about 400 inhabitants. About 7 miles south of 
this village is a copper-mine, which has recently been Be, It 
is conducted with spirit, and promises to be valuable. 

About three miles southwest of Front Royal is Allen’s Cave. In 
beauty and magnificence it is said to equal Weyer’s Cave.. It ex- 
oe: about ae feet.u\bhe sparry inerustatians and enneretions

WARWICK. 


- Warwick was one of the eight original shires into which Vir- 
ginia was divided in 1634: its extreme length is 20, and greatest 
breadth 5 miles. It occupies a portion of the narrow peninsula 
between York and James Rivers, the latter of which forms its 
southwestern boundary. Pop. in 1840, whites 604, slaves 831, free 
colored 21; total, 1,456. 

The C. H. lies about 8 miles n. of the James, and 77 miles souih- 
easterly from Richmond. 





WASHINGTON. 
W asnincron was formed in 1778, from Fincastle county: itis 40 — 
miles long, and 18 broad. This county occupies part of the valley 
between the Blue Ridge and Clinch mountains, and is-watered by 
the Nonth, Middle, aud South Forks of Helston, which rise in- 
Wythe and flow through this county, dividing it into three fertile 
valle WS. Gypsum of .a a erlor quality abounds, and over 60, 060 
sounds of wnat sugar are annual y aS Pop. in 1840, 
whites 11,731, slaves 2,058, free walored nd 12; total, £3,601. 
nthe bank of the Middle Ferk of em nee about 15 miles sz 
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of Abingdon, is an ebbing and flowing spring. At irregular intes- 
vals of from 3 to 4 hours, this spring. with a rushing noise, sends 
forth a volume of water intwo or three successive waves, when it 
suddenly subsides until again agitated by this irregular tide. 

W esterly from Abingdon, betwee 1 Three Springs and the North 
Fork of Peon on Abram’s ener hla Narrow. gloomy ravine, 
bounded by a high perpendicular ledge, is a waterfall, which in one 
single leap descends perpendicularly 60 feet, and then falls about 
40 feet more ere it reaches the bottom; the stream is about 26 feet 
wide. 
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Emory and Henry Cellege. 


Emory and Henry College is 10 miles from Abingdon, in a beau- 
tiful and secluded situation. It was founded in 1838, under the 
atronage of the Holston Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal chureh. It is yet in its infancy, but is efficiently organ- 
ized, and is already exerting a salutary influence un the cause 
of education in sw. Virginia. The faculty consists of a Pens 
Rev. Charles Collins, A. M., who ts the professor of moral ard 
mental science, two other professors, and a tutor ; number of nm 
pils about 125, including ‘those in the preparatory department. 
The name, Emory and Uenry, was given in honor of Patrick 
Henry, and the Rev. Bishop Emory of the M. E. church. The 
post-office ef the college is Glade Spring. | 
Abingdon, the county-seat, is 304 mites sw. of Richmond, 8 y. of 
the Tennessee line. 56 from Wytheville, and 130 from Knoxville. 


Tenn, This, by far the most considerable and flourishing town in 


sw. Virginia, was established by law in Oct. 17 78, on 120 acres of

country. It contains several large mercantile stores, 2 newspaper 
printing offices, 1 Presbyterian, 2 Methodist, and 1 <a edenborgian 
ehurch, a variety of eehaneal and manufacturing establishments, 
and a population of over 1000. 


In regard to the early settlement of the tract of Virginia west of New Kiver, it is 
said, that in 1754, six families only were residing on it—two on Back creck, in (new) 
Pulaski county ; two on Cripple eee in Wythe county; one at the Town house, naw 
in Smyth county; and Burke’s family, in Burke’s Garden, Tazewell county. On the 
breaking out of the French war, the Indians in alliance with the French made an ir- 
ruption into this valley, and massacred Burke and his family. The other famlies, find- 
ing their situation too perilous to be maintained, returned to the eastern side of NV om River. 
The renewal of the attempt to settte this part of the country was nos made until after the 
elose of that war. A smull fort, called Black’s Fort, was erected when the country 
around Abingdon was settled, at a point about 100 yards south of that village, en the 
westera bank of a srmail creek. It was one of those rude structures which the pioneer rs 
were aceusiomed to make for defence againat the Indians, consisting of a few log cabins 
surrounded by a stockade, to which they always fled whenever Indian signs appeared. 

Southwestern Virginia, at that day, had ceased to be the permanent residence of the 
aborigines. but was the thoroughfare through which those tribes iahabiting the Rock- 
eastle hills, ia the wilderness of Kentue ‘ky, passed to the old settlements o1 Virginia. 
About two and a aii miles northwest of tre village, an oid gentleman, by the nume ot 
Cummings-——familiarly known as Parson Cammings—resided. It frequently happened, 
during thines of Etec rept, whea the whole population had repaired. to the fort, that 
provisions grew scarce, and it became necessary for some of the most fearless and, ath- 
letic te go out to the efearines and briny ii supphes. On one oceasion, several started 
with a wagen te the clearing oF Parson Cumniings, and among the rest, the parson ac- 


companied them. About hall a mile from the fort, upon what is called Piper’ s hull, 
the company was surprised by a party of Todians, and ove at their number killed. The 
others, un npr spared tor such a reception, took to the bust The parson being soime- 


what portly, anid wearing one of those large powdered Wits oe an essential accom- 
paniment of the gown in those days, rendered hin conspicuous, and, of course, an objecy 
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of more particular pursuit. Accordingly, in bis precipitate retreat, he was closely fol. 
lowed by an active savage, with upraised tomahawk. The parson, in ene under 
the undergrowth, left the aioresaid wig suspended upon a bramble, seeing w which, the in. 
dian. taking it for the parson’s head, ‘made a bound or two and grasped if, but, on find. 
ing the head was not there, with a violent gesture, and ailthe lin eameants of dis: eo 
ment drawn upon his face, he threw it upon the ground, exclaiming, “ d biigiane? 
and doggedly gave up tne chase. The parson, in the mean time, was caneeuna in. the 
bushes, within afew feet of the spot. ‘The man who was killed was buried at a place 
Since comprising the village burial- place, and the spot where his ashes repose, is rnarked 
with a rude, unhewn stone, with the inscription, ** William Cresweil, July 4, 7 Ws? 








As an evidence of the superstition even now occasionally existing among the lower 
class of the conntry, there resided, in 1838, in the hills, a ‘few miles from Abingdon, a 
man by the name of Marsh, who was deemed by his neighbors not only honest and in- 
dustrious, but possessed of es much intelligence as most people In the lower walks of 
live. This man was severely atiicted with scrofula, and iraagined his disease to be the 
effects of a spell, or pow-woww, practised upon him by a conjurer, or wizard, in the 
neighborhood, by the name of Yates. This impression taking firm hold of Marsh’s 
mind, he was thoroughly convinced that Yates could, if he chose, remove the malady. 
The latter, being termed an Indian deeto xr, Was sent for, 2ud administered his nostrams. 
The patient, growing worse, determined to try another remedy, which was to take the 
ife of Ya AG ‘lo accomplish this, he sketched a rude likeness of Yates upen a tree 
and shot a it repeatedly with bullets containing a portion of silver. Yates, contrary to 
his oxpectati 
ginal, and, gene aly, charged an old niusket with two balls, an admixture of silver 
and lead, watched an opportunity, and shot tis victim as he was quietly passing along 
the road, beth balls entering the back ef the neck. Yates, however, survived, and 
Marsh was sent to the penitentiary. 
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The annexed historical sketch of W ashington county is abridged 
from the ms. memoirs of Southwestern Virginia by Col. John 
Campbell. Esq. Treasurer of the United States in the adminis- 
tration of President Jackson: 


About one hundred years ago—viz., in 1738—the counties of Frederick and Augusta 
were formed out of Orange ‘These two western counties then embraced within their 
jurisdiction the whole colony of Virginia west of the Blue Ridge. With the exception 
of the few first settlers of Augusta and Fre lerick, it was all a howling and savage wil- 
derness. . . . As late as the year 1756, eighteen years after Frederick and A: augusta, 
“were formed into counties, the Blue Ridge Was regarded, as Judge Marshall s AVS, a3 the 
northwestern frontier of Virginia! and she found an immense diticulty ta completing a 
single regimen? to protect the inhabitants from the horrors of the scalping- knife, and the 
gill greater horrors ot being led into captivity by those who added terrors to death by tne 
manner of inf cting it. Carisie in Pennsylvania, Frederick in Maryland, and Win- 
ehester in Virginia, were then frontier posts. 

‘This divisien of the territory west of the Blue Ridge into counties, continued for 31 
years, up to the year 1769, when the county of Botetourt was formed out of Augusta. 
Botetourt then embzaced all southwestern Virginia, south and west of Augusta. ‘Three 
years atterwards—viz., in 1772-—-the county of Fincastle was formed out of Botetourt. 
The county of Fincastle then embraced ali sw. Va. south and we ‘ah of the Botetourt 
fine, which was near New River. In 1776, four years afterwards, the eounty of bin- 
castic was d:vided into three counties, and called Kentucky, Washi pea and Mont- 
gomery Cour ities, and the nume of Fincastle became extinct. hi 

Washington county, during the whole of the revolution and up to 17356, embraced 
within its limits all Pe sthwestern Va., sw. of the M: omntgomery line. It ine lidad parts of | 
Grayson, Wythe, and Tazewell, all of Smyth, Seott, Russell, and Lee, with its present | 


, limits. 


Phe act estaLlishing the county ef Washington passed in October, 1776, but it was 
not to go ints operation unt January, i777. It received itg mili tary and civil organi- 
sation on the 28th of Janoary, 1777. It is the oldest couiity of W, ushington in the @, 

&, being the first that was called after the father of his country. - The act establishing 
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the county passed in the first year of the commonwealth, and the county was organized 
the first mouth of the new jear. 

The following are the first records made, in which the county received its civil and 
ly ary organization: : 


‘January 28th, in the first year of the commonwealth of Virginia, and in the year of our Lord- Christ

1777, being the day appointex | by act of the eral Assembly of the commonwealth of Virginia, for 
holding the first court Gt the cousty of *Vashington at ‘Pinek’s Fort.’ : comunuission of the Pence and 
DPedimas for this county, directed to Arthur Campbell, Ww iliiamm Campbell, Evan Shelby, Daniel Smith, 
William Edieinston, Joha Caropbeil, Jose ph Martin, Alexander Buchanan, James Dysart. John Kineaid, 
John Anderson, James Moatgomery, John Goaller, John Suody, George Blackburn, and Moses Masten 
gentlemen, bearing date the 2Ist day of Deceinber, 1776, were produced and read. Thereupon, pursuant 
to the Dedimus, Wiliam: Campbell ané Joseph Martin, two of the atoresaid justices, administered the 
oath of a justice of the peace, and of a justice ef the eounty court of chancery. to Arthur Campbell, the 
first justice named in said commission, and he afterwards administered the atoresaid oaths te William 
Campbell, Williain Edminston, and others named as eforesaid in the said commission.” . . The records 
also state that James Dysart produced a commission as county sneriff from Gov. Patrick Henry, and secu- 
rities being given, he tcok the oath. 

The sherii! having opened the court in the name of the commonwealth of Vi irginia, David Campbell, 

afterwards Judge Canipbell of ‘lennessee, was inducted into the office of county clerk. 

The same records exhibit the following as the military organization of the County in 
ibis the first year of the coimmonw ealth,. and morning of the American revolution 
Arthur Campbell , county leutenant or colonel-commandant ; Evan Shelby, calsuene 
William Campbell, liewteuant-colonel : ; William Edmuinston aid Daniel Smith, Majors 5 
Captains, John Campbell, Joseph Martin, Joha She iby, Sen., James Montgomery, Robert 
Buchanan, Aaron Lewis, John Dunean, Gilbert Christian, James Shelby, James Dysart, 
Thomas Masten, John Kinkead, Join Anderson, William Bowen, George Adams, Robert 
Craig, Andrew Colvill, and James Robertson. Some time after this arcanization, Col. 
Iivon Shelby resigned bis commission, aud William -Campbell was appointed in his 
place. 

Among the records illustrating the times, is this: 

“John Findlay making it appear to the satisfaction of the court of Washington county, that he, upen 
the 20th day ef July, 1776, received a Wound in the thigh in the battle fought with the Cherokees, near 
the Great [siand.* and it new appexrs to the sail court that he, in consequence of the said wound, is 
unable to gain a living by his labor as formeriy ; therefore his ease is recommended to the consideration 
of the General Assembly of the conmmonw eaith of Virginia.” 

The Cherokee Indians were defeated in this action, a and massacre prevented upon the 
frontier settlements. ‘The savages were led on, it is said, by a bold chieieain, called 
* Dravon Canoe.” He ied his men, in some places, within thirty or ae paces of the 

pposi ng party; and although he fought with the courage and skill ef Tecumseh or 

Weevia, he was completely beaten in his own mode of warfare. Both parties s fought be. 

hind trees, with rifles, and both were girded with temahawks, as weapons of self-detencs 
with the white, when in close personal conflict with hiz savage foe, and of massacre on 
the part of the Indian, when his wounded enemy had fa!len into his power. There was 
no American officer in this well-fought action, of a higher rank than ca aptain. Three 
of that grade commanded volunteer companies from Washington county, Va., viz.: 
John Campbell, Jaines Shelby, and James Thompson. William Cocke commanded a 
company from Tennessee, then the territory of North Carolina. There were other 
captains out of Va., whose naines are unknown to the writer. 

The condition of the country ts further disclosed by these annexed extracts: 

dan. 29th, 1777.  “ Ordered, that Willlam Carapbell, Wm. Edminston, John Anderson, and George 

lackburn, be appointed commissioners to hire wagons tobring up the couxty salt, allotted by the gorernor 
and couxcil. and to receive and distribute the same agreeably to said order of council.’ °° Ordered, that 
Capt. Robert Craig and Capt. John Shelby be added to the conimissioners appointed to receive and dis-. 
tribute the flour contributed in Jurusta, or elsewhere, fer the distressed inhabitants of the county. 

Withouts- Hour, and without salt, these brave pioneers of a new county, cheerful ane 
gay, sucial and kind to each other, and linked together like a band of brothers, though 
of nothing but the subline objects of the American revolution—the mreat cause of ee 
ean libe rtv. Avarice had not won its way to their patriotic souls. They fought for 
freeom, and with their own weapons and war-steeds they volunteered and marehed in 


every direction, at their own expense, in which the cries of sutfering human rity reached 


them. These gaifant Hichlanders volunteered on the expedition against the Shawnees 
at Pr. Piven it, HRANST the Cherokees at Long Island, and against the Britisu at King’s 
Bieuntain and Guilterd; acuinst the Cherokees, under Col. g hristi any and aiterw ards 
under Cal. Arthur Campbell in 1781. Col. Campbell, on this exped ition, commanded 
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of attacking Indians with mounted riflemen, a mode of fighting on this occasion proving 
completely successful.* He destroyed in this expedition 14 Indian towns, and burnt 
50,000 bushels of corn. The cruel necessity also devolved upon him of destroyiag seve- 
ral scattered settlements, and a large quantity of provisions, after supplying his own 
army jor their return. 

Mr. Jefferson, then governor of Virginia, in a letter dated the 17th of Feb., 1781, 
the Continental! Congress, enclosing the account of this expedition, remarks : 

“Our preposition to the Che rokee chiefs to visit Congress, for the purpose of prevent- 
ing or delaying a rupture with that nation, was too late. The storm had gathered to a 
head when Major Martin (the agent) had got back. It was determined, therefore, tc 
carry the war into their country, “rather than wait it in ours ; and I have it in my pow er 
to inform you that, thus disagreeably circunstanced, the issue has been success! a i 
enclose the particulars as reported to me.” Col. Arthur Campbell’s report to Mr. Jet¥er. 
son is dated Washington county, Jan. 15,1781. ‘The miliae (he says) of this Hey th 
two western North Carclina counties (now Tennessee) have been fortunate enough o 
frustrate the designs of the Cherokees. On my reaching the frontiers, I found the In- 
dians meant to annoy us by small parties. To resist them etfectuaily, the apparenily 
best measure was to transfer the war without delay into thetr own borders. 

“To raise a jorce sufiicient, and provide them with provisions and other necessaries, 
was a work of dime, that would be accompanied with uncommon difficulties, especiaily 
in the winter season. Our Situation was critical, and nothing but an extraordinary 
effort could save us, and disappoint the views of the enemy. All the calamities of 1776 
eame fresh in remembrance, and to avoid a like seene, men flew to their arros and 
marched to the field.” 

The following message was sent to the Indian chiefs and warriors wriee this expedition 
was completed: 

“ Chiefs and Warriors—Ve came into your cou ntry to fight your young men. We 
have killed m: any of them, and destroyed your towns. You know you began the war, 
by listening to the bad counsels of the King of England, and the faischoods told you by 
his agents. We are now atist fied with what is done, as it may convince your nation 
that we can distress you much at any time when you are so foolish as to engage in war 
against us. If you de esire peace, as we understand you do, we, out of pity to your women 
and children, are 2d: sposed to treat with you on that snbject. 

* We therefore send this by one of your young men, w ho is our prisoner, to tell you if 
you are disposed to make peace, six of your head men must come to our agent, Mac aby 
Martin, at the Creat fland, within two moons, so as to give him time to meet them 
with a flag gu: ard on Hiolston river, at the boundary line. To the wives and children of 
these men ef your nation who protested against the war, if they are willing to take 
refuge ai the Great Island until peace is restored, we will give a supply of provisions to 
keep them alive. 

* Warriors, listen attentively : 

“Tf we reccive no answer to this message artil the time already mentioned expires, we 
shall then Crates that you intend to pane to be our eneimes. We will thea be 
compelled to send another strong force into your country, that wil come prepared ta 
remain in it. to take possession of it as a conquered country, without making you any 
compensation for it, Signed at Kai- a-tee, the 4th of Jan., 178) » by

A few days after ihe retarn of the army across the Dan, Gen. Greene reecived a cont. 
muaication from Col. Arthur Campbell, announcing the fortunate result of the aa 
tion, and sta sting that the ae 1aNS Were desirous of subinitting, and negotiating a treut 


wilh the proper auinoriiie it being at that early day doubtful in whom sueh a power 
rested. Gen. Greene ne the necessity of the case sanetioned Aim in nominating 
commissioners for that purpose. On the 30th of F ebruary, 1733, he issued a commission 


to Wm. Christian, Wie. Preston, Arthur ve upbell, aud Joseph Martin, of Virgimla, ana 
to Moher Sevier, Livan Shelby, Joseph Wiharos, and Jobn Sevier, of North C Oe ey 
to enter into a treaty for restormy peace, ihe estuhlish the limits between the two stetes 
and the Tadian tribes; but with the wary precaution of Hipitioy their powers by the 
laws of those states, and the duration of the comnnission by the will of Congress er the

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commander-in-chief. Under this commission was concluded that. treaty which tock 
place the ensuing year. ' 

During the summer of 1780, the muitia of southwestern Virginia were kept con- 
Sears on the alert, in consequence of the movements of the British army im South Car. 
olina. In August and September, 150 men from Washington coun ty were im service 
on eee River, about the lead mines, and over the mountains in North Caroli na, under 
Col. Campbell, to prevent and suppress insurrections among the tories in those Ceiarters, 
In the fall of this year the regiment of Col. Wiiliam Campbell was in the battle of King’s 
Mountain, and behaved with great bravery. The signal defeat which the enemy expe- 
rienced on that oecasion er: iened the hopes of the tories, and did much towards viving a 
favorable turn to the tide of war in th 1e southern states.* 


The annexed biographical sketches of Col. Arthur Camphell. and 

of Gen. William Campbell, are from the ms. history of Washing- 

ton county. The notice of the latter was written by the former, 
who was both a cousin and a brother-in-law: 


Arruor Casrspe.u was born i in 1742, in Augusta county. When about fifteen years 
old he volunteered as a militiarman, to perfer:a a tour of daty i in protecting the frontier 
settlements against the incursions of the Indians, end was stationed in a fort whieh had 
been erected about that period, near where the road leadicg from Staunton toe the Warm 
Springs at this time crosses the stream called the Cow Pasture. While engaged in this 
service, a party of men from the fort, of which he was one, went some distance to a 
pium taickei, m quese or pi ums. Lhe Lirdjans, ey iiy it aiuusit, nrea upeu inem, aud 
one of their balls grazed the knee of Arthur, then in one of the plum-trees. He sprang 
to the ground, and the shock, together with the injury from the wound, although slight, 
eaused him te fall, and he as captured ere he could: recover himself, The others 
inade their escape without injury. 

This youth, a mere stripling, was loaded with Indian packs, and made to carry Here 
for seven days. Vhe Indians, who were of one of the tribes in the vicinity of Lake 
Erie and Michigan, immediately set out for their country. He was soon poten 
uuable to travel, and was treated with great severity. The aged chief in command in- 
teriered. took him from the others, and protected him frem further j injury ; and when 
the party reached the Indian towns, this chief adopted him, and he remained in his 
famuy during bis captivity. 

The young nan now turned his attention to studying the Indian character, learn ing 

their language and customs; and soon acquit ring the confidence of his ehief, became his 
companion in ali his hunting excursions, in w hich they rambled over the w hole country 
now forming Michigan, and the northern pertions of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. In 
1759, some pertion of the British army was marched towards the wy pper lakes and the 
country bordering en Lake Ene, with a view of bringing the Indian tribes to submis- 


- sion.- In what particular direction the force inarched, the writer hereof has not now the 


means of ascertaining. it was moving towards the borders of Lake Erie whea runners 
and traders made known to the Indians tual such a force was m: uechimg towards their 
country. Camp bell knew that althouga they were several hundred miles distant, the 
indians would watch his every movement with the greatest SUSPICION ; he, however, 
formed the bold resolution of escaping to them. To accon Dplish it required skiil and 
2oul deterniination, and the result showed he possessed both in a high degree, A huat- 
Ing excursion Was soon projec ted, in which he joined; and after several days mareh in 
al eppes site direction somew! hat from the army, the party left their car np one moruing, 
each separating fer the day’s hint. C: ampbell took what he judged: io be the proper 
course, aid in two weeks reached the Bnitish army. In this journey of several hundreé 
miles, partly through an unknown country, great peril was encountered in ay roiding 
Endian Bont ting parties; bit he escaped all, furnishing himself meat with his rife. On 
reaching the euiposts, he reqite sted to ne coudueted to the commander. The ofticer was 
deeply inte rested in his narrative, and being struck with the intelligence of the young

During his three years of captivity, his friends had not heard of his destiny, and time 
in soma measure had healed the wounds inflicted by his supposed horrible fate. In 
theix imaginations his name had long been number ed with the dead, and to sooth the 
feelings of his plous parents, it had been ceased to be mentioned in the midst of a numer- 
ous family of brothers and sisters. A letter is une xpectedly received from him, dated 
af Pittsburg, announctog his safety, and that in a few days he would have the pleasure 
of meeting them at the parenta! hearth. The parents and children are overwhelined 
with joy at the prospect of once beholding and embracing their long-lost son and brother. 
The eldest son starts immediately to meet him, and they meet in the road alone. The 
captive boy has grown a tall youth, with the erect, manly step, and lofty air of the red 
man. He reaches home, the neighbors Hock to see him. fle has acquired the taciturnity 
of the Indian, and the thousand inquisitive interrogatories annoy him. Soon-as he be- 
comes settled, instead of devcting his leisure to social amusements, he is acquiring a 
knowledge trom books that places him above his coteraporaries, and to the astonishment 
of all, writes an elégant epistle to the governor of the state, detailing his captivity, 
escape, ald services “rendered to the army as aguide; upon which the government then 
allows him a thousand acres, near Louisville, Kia sntueky. 

. Abeut four years before the commeucement of the revolution, David Campbell (hi 
father) and family, (Arthur and one sister having emigrated two years previous,) moved, 
and settled at a place calied “the Royal Ouk,” on Holston River, then a wilderness and 
an Indian hunting-ground. Arthur was soon appointed a major in the Fincastle county 
militia, and in the spring of 1776 was elected to the Virginia assembly, and was a mem- 
ber of the convention forming the constitution. In this convention he took a decided 
stend against au established church, and aithough not a public speaker, influenced some 
of the first members of the convention. While a member of the Assembiy, he became 
intimately acquainted with Edmiuind Pendleton, Richard Henry Lee, and George Mason, 
and afterwards with Jetierson and Madison, with all of whom hé corresponded. Previous 
to this, he married the ifird sister of Gen. Wilham Campbell, a lady of beauty, spright- 
liness, and intelligence. When Washington county was formed, he was appointed 
county lieutenant, or colonel- commandant. At this period there was a general ey 
spirit, and no officers resigned thei: commissions. ol. Campbell | retained command of 
this regiment (the 79th) for nearly thirty years; and there were in his corps several 
captains with heads perfectly white with age. Before Col. Campbell reached the com- 
mand of a regiment, be was engaged in and commanded several ae expeditions, as 
well as after. The public documents at Richmond giving authentic accounts of pnabdlic 
affairs, were destroyed (it ig suppcsed) by Arnold, end therefore previous | to the date ef 
his colonelship, little can be learned about his public services. Vhe crowning act of his 
life, his brilliant services against the Cherokees, are elsewhcre detailed. 

Col. Campbell resided on the farm he first settled after coming to Holston, abcut 
thirty-five years. He then removec to Yellow Creek, Knox county, Kentucky, where 
Be died of a caacer in the face,in the 74th year of lis age. Col. Campbell was tall, of 

a dignified eir, a inan of extensive reading, and fine conversational talents. With the 
mass of seciety he was unpopular, although respected, owing mainly to his not relaxing 
i his manner to suit it. His temper being ha ast y and overbearing, occasioned violent 
quarrels and bitter enemies He was a zealeus whig, and in the gioomiest hour had 
not a doubt of an auspicious result to the cor test. 

Col. Arthur Campbeil had two sons, who cied in the army during the laie war. Capt. 
James Campbeli died at Mobile, and Cot, John B. Campbell fell at Chippewa, where 
he commanded the myht wing of the army under Gen. Winficld Seoit. Hie was a wre is 
lent and a humane ctheer, and tn the winter of £813, eemmanded aa expedition ag 
the Indians on the Wabash, and hud a bloody battle with them at Mississinewa, mc 
finally destroy ec their towns. ; 

Gen. Wriiies Canesenr, the subject ef this memoir, was a native of Augusta, in the 
state of Virginia, of the true C aledovian race by ibe maternal line, as well as that b sy the 
father, Berag aii only son, he received a liberal edueatioa under the best teachers of 
these times. [He had ai ardent iid, very susce ptible of literary improversent, and 
ph ease ia: arly in life a correc t knowledge of the Eoglish langnage, of ancient and mod- 
ern history, ond of severat branches of the mathematics. Nature had formed him for a 
De enander in military capacity. His personal appearance was grave and masculine, 
belog gometining a about six ieet high, and well propertioned; in conversation rather 
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reserved and thoughtful 5 in his written communications expressive and elegant. His 
patriotism was not of a timid cast. He never balanced between his military duty end 
prudential maxuns. When his ire was excited, he showed in his countenance tne fur 
of an Achilles. The trusty Andreferrara, ait sword he wore on the day of battle, was 
once the property a his grandfather from Seotlund, and he had an arm and a spirit 
thet could wield i: with eilect. In the year 1779, he was of the first regular troops 
raised in Virginia’ | being honored with a captate n’s commission in the first regiment. 
Tlere he acquired a practical knowledge of tactics anid tie disc ipline of an army. In 
the latter part of the year 1770, he resigned his commission on account of the Indian 
war breakiile out, by which his family “and friends were Peal ae to inmmediate danger. 
Soon afier he was promoted te be heut.-colenel of the militt: rof Wa ishington county, and 
the next year, on the resignation of Evan Shelby, sen., to that of colonel of the regiment. 
In this rank he remained until after the battle of ines Mountain, and of Guilf ford, 
when he We s appomted by a vote of the iegislature of Vir ‘ginia, to rank as a brigadier- 
general, and was ordered to Jon the Marquis Lafayette, to oppose the invasion of the 
enemy in 1781. After the defeat of Ferguson, the British general, Cornwallis, imbibed 
a personal resentment, and had the teinerity to threaten if Gen, Campbell fell into his 
hands, he would have iustan‘ly been put to death for his rigor egies the teries. ‘This, 
instead of intimidating, had the contrary effect, and in turn the American ya re- 
solved, if the fortune of war should place Cornwallis ia his power, he should : et the 
fate of Ferruson. This soon after, at the battle of Guilford, had nearly been ¢ i case, 
for had all the militiz behaved with the sume firmness and courage as on the wing 
where Gen. Campbcil commanded, the British arnny must have met with « total defeat. 
Qn forming the army in Virginia, under the Marquis Lafayette, in 1781, Gen. Camp- 
bell became a favorite of that gallant nobleman, who gave him the command of the 
brigade of light infantry and riflemen. A few weeks before the siege of Yorktown, be 
took sick of a complaint in his breast, which obliged him to retire irom the army toa 
friend’s house in the country, and there, after a ishout sickness, to end his duys in the 
thirty-sixth year of his ege, mu :ch lameuted by the friends of liberty who knew him. 
Of his ialilary character we have given a short sketch. His moral sentiments ep ae 
social demeanor in civil life were excmplary. Although an enly son, and an heir 
a considerable property, he never gave way to the fashionable follies of young men 
of aoe He well knew that vice, at any timeof life, or in any shape, darkens the 
understanding, perverts the will, and thus 1 Injures sdcial eedess in every grade of society.

WAYNE. 

Wavyvye is a new county, formed in 1842 from the southwestern 
part of Cabell. It is about 85 miles long, with a mean breadth of 
10 miles. The Ohio forms its xw. Houndary, the Tug Fork of Big 
sandy divides it trom Kentucky, and ‘welve Pole creek rises in 
Logan and runs through it ¢ entraily. The surface of the county 
is conside rably broken, and it is sparsely inhabited. The court- 
honse is at Trout’s Hill. 

The follow! ing description of this section of country is extracted 
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1805, and communicated to the American Pioneer, by Devs P. 
Hildreth -

At the mouth of the Big Sandy, the dividing line between Vi irginia and Kentucky, the 
Ohio makes its extreme southern bend, and approaches nearer to the climate of the cane, 
(erundinaria macrasperma,) than at any other point between Pittsburg and Ciscivnsti. 
At this Reng p it grew in considerable quantities near the falls, 30 miles from: the mouth, 
ig had been visited in 180L by TI lonlas Aleock, of Marietta, for the purpose of coilect- 
ing its stems to manufacture weavers’ reeds. It was the highest point, near the Ohio, 
where this ve alvab le pla ut was known to grow, and has long since been destroyed by the 
domestic cattle of the inhabitants. In ‘Tennessee and Kentucky it furnished the wiuter 
food for their cattle and horses many years after their settlement. The head waters of 
the Sandy and Guvandotte interlock with those of the Clinch and the Holston, amid tae 
spurs of the Cumberland mountains. In their passage to the Ohio, they traverse the 

a wild and picture aque me gion to be found in western Virginia ; abounding bp. ue. 


maense hills of saud rocks, cut inlo deep ravines by the water-courses, containing caverns 

of 7 yarious sizes and exteat. At this period it was the most famous hunting-ground for 
baars in all the country. In the years 1305-6 and 7, eight thousand skins were cole 
lected oy the hunters from the district traversed by these rivers and a few ad jac ent 
streams. li wes the paracise of bears; eilording their imost fay orite fod in exhaust.

WesrmoreLany lies on the Potomac, in the ne. section of the 
state. It is about 30 miles long, with a width of from 8 to 10 
miles. The first mention which has been found of this county, is 
in an act of the “Grand Assembly” of July. 1653, by which * It is 
ordered that the bounds of the county of Westmoreland be as {ol- 
loweth, (viz.,) trom Machoactoke River, where Mr. Cole lives, and 
so upwards to the falls ef the great river Pawtomake, above the 
Nescostin’s towne.” Irom this, it weuld seem the county "was 
previously in existence, but it is not ascertained at what time it 
was taken from the older colony of sa aaa (at first called 
Chicawane or Crickown.) which was established in 1648, and 
declared Pe an.act of that year to ies seh the “neck of land 
between Zappah nannock River and Petomack River.” ° Its surface 
is indented with numerous tributaries of the Potomac, the waters 
of which generally abound with the finest fish, oysters, and wild- 
towl.. The tace of the conntry is diversified by hills and flatland., 
The soil on the streams is fertile, and the middle or forest-lands 
are covered with a thick growth of pine and cedar, and exhibit al 
the symptoms of early exhaustion trom the successive culiure of 
tobacco. They are not, however, irreclaimable, and in many 
instances. by a proper system of agriculture, give abundant crops. 
Large quantities of pea are exporter d to the Baltimore

AMON the se may be mentioned WASHING- 
TON, eae Henry fee, and his three bro Pen , thomas, Francis, 
and Arthur, Gen. Het ory Lee, . lonroe, and the late Judge Bashrod 
Washington.

it coramiands a view of the Maryland shore; of the Potomac, one of the most majesiie 
of rivezs, and of its course for mi any miles towards Chesapeake Day. ‘Coe house was a 
lew -puiched, single-sio ried, frame building, with four roums ob the fist Noor, and an 
enormous chimuey at each end on is outside. ‘This was the style or the venter sort of 
hoases in these days, and they are still occasionally seen in the old settlemeuts of Var. 
ginia.” 
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The fac-simile in the engraving, of the record of the birth of 


‘Washington, is from the family re Benen inthe Bible which belonged 


to his mother. The original entry is supposed to have been made 
by her. This old family Bible is in the possession of George WV. 
Bassett, Esq., of Farmington, Hanover co., who married a grand- 
niece of Washington. It is in the quarto form, much dilapidated 
by age, and wiih the title-page missing. It is covered by the 
strined Virginia cloth, anciently much used. 

The portrait of W ashington which we give. is engrav aed from the 
original painting by his aid, Col. John Trumbull. When Lafayette 


‘was on his visit to this country, he proneunced it the best likeness 


of Washington he had seen. It was taken at the time of life when 
they were both together in the army of the revolutien. 

It is unnecessary here to give a biographical sketch of Wash- 
ington, as it 1s to be presumed that the reader is already familiar 
with the events of his life. Bat we insert the tribute paid ne his 
character by Lord Brougham, where he contrasts him with Napo- 
leon:

when, turning from the contemplation of such a ehar acter, his eve rests upon the great- 
est man of our own o¢ any other ave. ... In Washington we truly behold a marvellous 
contrast toa almost every one of the Pe davennanite and the vices whieh we have been 
contempiating ; and which ere se well fitted to excite amiungled admiration, and sorrow, 
and ie nee. With none of that brilliant genius which dazzles ordinary minds ; 
with not even any remarkable gaickness of apprehension; with knowledge less than 
almost all persons in the middle ranks, and many well educated of the hurabler class 
pessess ; this eminent person is preseated to our observation clothed with otiributes as 
modest, as anpl Bente: es little ealculateu to strike or astonish, as if he had passed 
through some secluded region of private life. But he had a judgment sure and sound ; 
a steadiness of mind which never sutlered any passion, or even any feeling to ruftie its 
ealni; a strength of understuadiny worked, rather than forced its w ay threneh ail ob. 
stacles—removing or avoiding, rather than ov erleaping ther His courage, whether in 
battle or in council, was as perfect as might be expected from this pure and steady tem- 
per of soul. A perfectly just man, with a thoroughly firm resolution never to be spies a 
by others, any mts than by others fo be oyerawed; never to be sedaced, or betrays 
or burned away by his o a weakness, or self-delusions, any more than by other meu’s 
arts; nor even to be _ heartened by the most complicated diificulties, any more than 
be spoilt on the giddy heights of fortune—such was this great man-—whether we regare 
him alone sustaining the whole weight of campaigns, all but desperate, or aloriously 
termi wah a fast warfare by his resources and his courage 3 presidicg over the jarrn is 
elements cf lis political council, alike deaf to the storms ef all extremes—ot aiecel ne 
thie formation of a new government for a great people, ihe first time so vast an expert. 
tk bad been tried by man; or finally retiring from the supreme power to which his 
irtue had raised him over the nation he had created, and whose destinies he had guided 
AB long as his aid was required—-retired with the veneration of all parties, of all nations 
of ait | mankind, in order that the mghts of men might be preserved, and that his example 
rieht never be appealed ta by vulgar tyrants. 

This is the consummate glory of the great American; a triumphant warrior, where 
the most sanguine had a right to desnnir, a suecessiul ruler im all the dithculties of a 
eourse ovholly untried; but a warrior whose sword only left its sheath when the first law 
of ourneiure commanded it to be drawn; and a ruler who, having tasted of supreme 
power, gently and unostentatiously desired that the cu ie might pass from him, nor wonld 
suffer more to wet bis ips than the most solemn and sacred duty to his eountry and 
bis God required! *

We now insert notices drawn from various public sources, of 
seme of the other distinguished men of Westmoreland: 


Ricuarp Henay Lee, a signer of the Declaration of Independence, was born at Strat- 
ford, Jan. 20th, 1732. He spent severat years in an academy in Eng! one from which 
he returned to his ative country in his 15th year. His fortune being ample, he deveted 
his time principally to the elegant pursuits of literature. In 1755 he ‘offered | lus Services 
as a captain of provincials to Braddock; bet he refused to accept avy more assisiance 
from the provincials than he was obliged to. Im his 25th year, Lee was appointed a 
justice of the peace, and was shortly after first chosen a delegate to the House of Bur- 
gesses, Where he soon acquired distinction in debate, and his voice was always raised in 
support of republican principles. In all the questions of controversy that came up be- 
{ween the mother country and her colonies, Mr. Lee took an active part. He was ap- 
pointed on the mosi important committees of the House of Burgesses, and drew up some 


‘of the most important papers, which “ contained the genuine principles of the revolution, 


and abounded in the firm and eloquent sentiments of freemen.” 


Tt we stated that the ealehratod n|: an of ear respondine Porn mittees hetwaan the Aifforent 
colonies, adopted in 1773 by the House of Burgesses, eee with Mr. Lee. ‘The 
same idea had. about the same time, been conceived by Mr. Samuel Adams of Massa- 
ehusetts, which circumstance has eccasioned much dis pute. Mr. Lee doubtless follow- 
ed the suggestions of his own inind, as he had, five years previously, requested Mr. 
Dickinson of Pennsylvania, in a letter, to bestow his coasideration upon the advantage 
of plans which he communicated tu hin of the same purport. * 

Wout, in describing him at this time, says: “ Rich: ak ffenry Lee was the Cicero of the 
house. His face vtself was on the Ronian model; his nose Crsarean; the port and 
catriage of ae head, leaning persuasively and gracefully forward; and the whole con- 
tour noble aud fine. Mr. Lee was by far the most elegant scholar in the pee He 
had ped ihe classics in the true spirit of criticism. Tlis taste had that deticate 
touch which seized with intuitive certainty every beauty ef au author, and his genins 
that ne tive aflinity which combined them without an effort. Into every walk of iitera- 
ture and science he had carried this mind of exauisite selection, and brought it back to 

the business of life, crowned with every tight of learning, and decked with every wreath 
that all the Muses and all the Graces could entwine. Nor did those abe Pees 
constitute the whole we ef its freight. He possessed a rich stere of historical and 
political knowledg ge, with an activity of observation, and a certainty of judgment that 
turned that Knowledge to the very best account. We was not a lawyer by sais but 
hie arcjerstood thee whiy the constitution both of the mother country and of her 2olo- 
nies, and the elemen ts aiso. of the civil and municipal law. Vhos, while his ie a 
was free from those sti’ and technical restraints which the habits of forensic speaking 
are so. apt to generate, he had ail the egal learning which is necessary to a statesuran. 
He reasoned well, and declaimed freely and sple mididly. ‘The note of his voice was 
deoper and mare melodious than that of Mr. Pendleton. It was the eauorous voice of 
fteero. He had lost the use of one of bis bands, which he kept constantly covered with 
a black silk bandage neatly titted to the pain of tus band, ihe leaving his thumb free s 
yet, notwithstandiag this disadvantaze, his gesture was so graceful and so highly finished, 
"het it was said he had acquired it by practising before a muror. Such was his prompt. 
ttuae that he required no preparation for debate. He was re ady for any subject as soun 
BS ii wes announced ; vad itis speech was so copious, so rich, so mellitluous, set of 
‘with euch bewitching cadence of voce, and such captivating grace of action, that 
While you lsteued to bim you desired to hear nothing supe Tur, and indeed niente baum 
perfect. He hud a quick sensibility and a tervid imagination, whieh Mir. Pendleten 
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wanted. dience kis orations were warmer and more delightfully interesting; yet still. 
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strong or tender passions. His defect was, that he was too smooth and too sweet. His 
style ‘bore a striking resemblance to that of Heredotus, as described by the Roman ora- 
tor: ‘he flowed on, like a quiet and placid river, without a ripple. He flowed, too, 
through banks covered with all the fresh verdure and variegated bloom of the spring ; 
but his course was too subdued, and too bewutifully reg ular. A cataract, like that of 
Niagara, crowne d with overhanging rocks and mountains, in all the rade and awfal 
grandeur of nature, would have brought him nearer to the standard of Bemer and of 
Henry.” 

In 1774, he was a member of the first general Congress, where he at once took a 
prominent stand, and was on al} the leading committees. From his pen proceeded the 
memorial of Congress to the people of British America. In the succeeding C: HGTeSS, 
Washington was appointed commander-in-chiet of the army, and his commission anid 
instructions were furnished by Mr. Lee, as chairman of the committtce appointed for that 
purpose. ‘The second address of Cougress to the people of Great Britain—a composition 
unsurpassed by any of the state papers of the time—was written by him this session. 
But the most important of his services in this term was his motion, June 7. 1776, 
declare independence, His speech on introducing this bald and glorious ee was 
ene of the most brilliant displays of eloquence ever heard on the floor. After a protract- 
ed debate, it was determined, June 10, to postpone the consideration of this resolution 
until the first Monday of the July followiag ; bat a committee was appomted to prepare 
a declaration of independence. Of this committee he would have been chairman, ac- 
cording to parhamentary rales, had not the illness of some of his family called him 
home.’ Mr. Jetierson was substituted for him, and drew up the ceclaration. Fle shortly 
resiimed his sent. in which he continued until Jane, 1777, when he solicned ieuve of 
absence on account of ill health, and to clear up same stains which malice or over- 
heated zeal had thrown upon his reputation in Virginta. He demanded an investigation 
from the Assembly, which resulted in a most triumphant and flattering acquittal, by a 
vote of thanks for his patriotic services. 

In consequence of Mr. Lee's great and Per evening exertions to procure the independ. 
ence of his country, and to promote the cause of hberty, the ey made ake exer- 
tiens to secure his person. ‘Pwice he narrowly ceuaued being taken. Onee his preserve- 
tion was-owlag to the fidelity of his siaves, and on the other eccasion his sale : was 
ewing to his own dexterity and presence of mind. 

(py August, 177e, he was again elected to Congress, but declining health foreed him 
to withdraw, in a great degree, from the arduous tabors to which he had nitherto devoted 
himself. In 1780 he retired from his seat, and declined returning to it until 1724. In 
the interval he served in the Assembly of Virginia, and, at the head of the militia of his 
eounty, protected it from the incursions of the enemy. In 1784, he was unani mously 
chesen etsy: of Congress, but retired at the end of the vear, and in 1786 was again 
a member of the Virvinia Assembly. He was a member of the convention w hich 
acopted the federal coustitution, and aitheuch personally hostile to it, he joined in the 
vote tosubmiit it to the preps. fle was subsequently, with Mr. Grays son, chosen the first 
gsenaters from ¥3 ru na under it, and in that ex apacity moved and carried tt 1roUg h several 
amendments. i[n i792, he was fureed by ill health’ to retire frem public life, when he 
was again honored by a vote of public thanks from the legislature of Virgiuta. He died 
June 19, 1794. 

Francis Licautroot Lus, a signer of the Declaration of I: ndependence, was born Oct, 
10, 1734. His education was directed by a private ae and he inherited a fortune. In 
3765 he became a meniber of the House of Burgesses, and continued in that body unti 
4775, when the convention of Virginia chose him a member of the Continental Con- 
gress, in which he remeined uatil 1779, when he entered the legislature of Va. He died 
in Richmond in 2707. 

Hee Lee, a guverior ef Va. and a distinguished officer of the revolution, was born 
Jan. 29, 1756. His family was one of high respectability and distinction. At 18 years 
of age ! re eg raduated at Princeton Colle: re: ta 7 76, when but 20 years of are, he was 
appoitited captain of one of the six companies of cavalry eon-posing the regiment of 
Col, THesdunek Bland. In Sept., 1777, Capt. Lee, with his company, jolued the main 
army. He introduced excelent discipline into his corps, and rendered rnost etfoctual 
service, in attacking lignt parties of the enemy, in procurimy infermation, and in foraging. 

As Cant. Lee, in generat, lay near the British lines, a plan was formed in the latter 
part of January, 1773, to cut off both bim and bis troop. A bedy ef 200 cay: ie made 
an extensive cireuit, and se izing four of his palrois, came unexpectedly upon dim i his 
quarters, a stone house. e find then with him only ten men; yet t with these he made 
go desperate a defence, that mn enemy were beaten off with a loss of 4 killed, and aa 
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officer and 3 privates wounded. His heroism in this affair drew forth from Washington 
a complimentary letter, and he was scon after raised to the rank of a major, with the 
command of an independent pannene corps of two companies of horse, ee after- 
wards was enlarged to three, and a bedy of infantry. On the 19th of July, 9, Major 
Les, at the head of about 300 men. comple tely surprised the British bat a 'powles? 

Hovok--now Jersey City—-and after taking 160 prisoners, retreated with the loss of but 
2 men killed, and 3 wounded. Fer his “ prudence, 2 address, and bravery,’’ in this aifeir, 
Congress voted him a gold medal. 

In the commencement of the year 1780, he joined, with his iegion, the army of the 
south, having been previously promoted to the rank of lieutenant-colomel. In the cele. 
brated retreat of Greene before Cornwallis, Lee’s legion formed the rear-guard of the 
Ye So hot was the pursuit, that Col. Lee at one time came in contact with Tarle- 
ton’s corps, and, in a successful charge, killed 18 of them, and made a captain and seve- 
ral privates prisoners. Shortly after, Lee with his legion, and Col. Pickens Ne ith some 
Mmiiitia, attacked a party of 400 loyalist militia under Col. Pyle, killed 99, and wounde 
many others. At the battle of Guilford, Lee’s legion distinguished itself; previous A 
the action, it drove back Tarleton’s dragoons witls loss, and afterwards maintained a 
sharp and separate confict until the retreat of the main army. After this, Greene, in 
pursuance of the advice of Lee, determined to advance at once into South Carolina, 
and endeavor to reannex to the Union that and iis sister state of Georgia, instead ef 
watching the motions of Cornwa'lis. The results were as fortunate as the design was 
beld and judicious. dn pursuance of this plan, Greene advanced southward, having pre- 
viously detached Lee, with the legion, to join the militia under Marion, and, in cc- 
Operation with wim, io aliempt the minor posts of the enemy. Py a series of hold and 
vigorous operations, Forts W atson, Motte, and Granby, speedily surrendered; after 
which, the legion was ordered to join Gen. Pickens, and attempt to gain possession of 
Augusta. On the w ay, Lee surprised and took Fort Galphin. The defences of Au- 

gusta consisted in two forts—Fort Cornwallis and Fort Grierson ; ; the latter was taken 
by assault, the former after a siege of 16 days. In the unfortunate assault upon Ninety- 
. Six, Lee was completely successful in the part of the attack intrusted to his care. In 
the battle at Eutaw Springs, his exertions contributed much to the successful issue of 
the day. After the surreuder of Yorktown, Lee retired from the army, carrying cay 
him, however, the esteem and affection of Greene, and the acknovwledgi cient that his sere 
vices had been greater than those of any one pian attached to tae southern army. 

Soon after his return to Virginia, he married a daughter of Philip Ludwell ae and 

eitled at Stratford in this county. In 1736, he was a delegate to Congress; in os 2 
member of the Virginia convention to ratify the constitutioa, im defence cf whic 
greatly distinguished himself. From 1792 to 1795, he was governor of Virginia. | On 
the breaking out of the Whiskey Insurrection, in 1755, he was appointed by Washing- 
fen to the command of the forces ordered against the insurgents, and received great 
oredit for kis conduct. In 1799 he was again a delegaie 1a Congress, and upon the 
death of Washington, he was appointed to proncunce his eulogium. It was upon this 
sceasion he originated the celebrated sentence: “ First in war, first In peace, and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen.” On the election of Jefferson he retired to private life. 

He last years were clouded by pecuniary troubles. The en able and profuse style 
of living so eommon in Virgina, ‘ruined his estate, and even abridged his personal liberty. 
It was in 1809, wintie contined for debt, taat he composed his elegantly written Meioirs 
of the Southern © 7aT ps aig. 

General Lee waz in Baltimore in 1312, at the time of the riot occasioned by the publica. 
tion of some strictures on the war inthe Federal Republican, an anti-war paper. After the 
destruction of tae printing-ollice, an attack on the dwelling of the editor was apprehended. 
Jee, from motives of persona } friendship to the editor, with a number ef others, assem 
bled for the purpose of preiecting it ‘0 in being attacked, two oi the assailants were 
killed, and # namber we ounded. ‘The nilitary arriving soot aiter, effected a compromise 
with the oon and conveyed tre wunates of the house to the city-janl for their greater 
safety. In the night the tnob reassembied Mn eye: ier force, broke open the jail, killed, and 
mangled its inmates in a shocking manner, rom injuries then received, Lee never 
recovered. He went to the West Indies for hig health, His hepes proved futile. He 
returned in 1818 to Georgia, where he died. 

Gea, Lee was about hve feet nine inches, well- -proportioned, of an open, pleasant 
eountenance, and a dark complexion. itis im: anners were frank and engaging } his dis- 
position geacrous and -huspilaiie. My bis first wife, he had a son and a daugh iter 5 by 
his second, (a daughter of Charles, Carter, of Shiriey,) he had three socs and twe 
daughters, 
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Arrnur Les, M. D., minister of the United States to the court of Versailles, was a 
native of Virginia, and the brother of Richard Henry Lee. He was educated at the 
University of Edinburg, where lie aiso pursued for some time the st udy of medicine. On his 
return to this country, he practised physic four or five years in Williamsburg. He then went 
to London, and commenced the study of the law in the Temple. During | nis residence in 
England he kept his eye on the measures of government, and rendered the most important 
services to his country, by senamg to America the eailiest iatelligence of the plans of 
the ministry. When the instractio’s te Goy. Bernard were sent over, he at the same 
time communicated information to the town of Boston respecting the nature of thein. 
He returned, it is believed, before 1769, for in that year he published the Monitor’s 
Letters, in vindication of the colonial rights. Ja 1775 he was in London, as the agent 
of Virginia ; and le presented, in August, the second petition of Congress to the kin 
All his doe canoes were now directed to the good of his country, W hen Mr. Tian 
declined the appointment of a minister to France, Dr. Lee was appointed to bis place, 

= he ined his colleagues, Dr. Franklin and Mr. Deane, at Paris, in Decembez, 

76. He assisted in negotiating the treaty with France. In the year 1779, he and 
Mn Adams, who had taken .the place of Deane, were recalled, and Dr. Franklin was 
appointed sole minister to France. His return had been rendered necessary by the mali- 
cious accusations with which Deane had assailed his puble condect. 

In the preceding year Deane had left Paris, agreeabiy to an order of Conzress, and 
came to this country in the same ship with the ‘French minister Gerard. On his arrival, 
as many suspicions hovered around him, he thought it necessary to repel them by 
attacking the character of his coileague, Dr. Lee. In an inflammatory address to the 
puete he vilified him in the grossest terms, charging him with obstructing the alliance 
with Piauce, aud disclosiug the secrets of Congress to British noblemen. He at the 
sane time impeached the conduct of his brother, William Lee, Esq., ageni for Congress 
at the courts of Vienna and Berlin. Dr. Lee, also, was not en very good terms with Dr. 
Franklin, whom he believed to be too much under the influence of the French court. 
Firm in his attachment to the interest of his country, honest, al he was inclined 
to question the correctness of all the commercial transactions in which the philosopher 
had been engaged. ‘These dissensions among the ministers ney corresponding 
divisions in Co: vgress ; and Monsieur Gerard had so little respect for the digiuty of an 
ambassador, 2s to bee ome @ zealous partisan of Deane. Dr. ne had many friends in 
Congress, but Dr. Franklin more. When the former ictenned to America in the year 
1780, such was his integrity, that he did not find it difficult to reinstate himself fully in 
the good opinion of the pub slic. In 1784 he was appointed one of the commiss'cners for 
holding a treaty with the lindiane of the Six Nations. He accordingly went to Fort 
Schuyler, and executed this trust ina manner which did him much honor. In Fe ebruary, 


1790, he was admitted a counsellor of the supreme court of the United States, by a 
Special arder. After a short Earnie be died, December 14th, 1792, at Urbanna, in Mid- 





dlesex county, Virginia. He was a man cf uniform patriotism, of a sound understand- 
ing, of great probi ty, of plain manners, and strong passions. 
Dane his residence for a aumber of years in “England, he was indefatigable in bis 
exertions to promote the interests of his country. ‘Lo the abilities of a statesman he 
united ihe acquisitions of a scholar. He was a member of the American Philosophical 
Society. Besides the Monitor’s Letters, written in the year 1759, which have been 
mentioned, ke published “ Extracts from a Letter to Congress, in unswer to a Libel is 
Silas Deane,” 1780; and “Observations on certain Commercial Transactions in France 
laid before Coagress Liat. 





Busnrop WashinGron was born in this county, and educated at W en and pe 
He studied law in Philadelphid, and commenced its practice with great success in thi 
county. He was a member of the House of Delegates in 1781. He afterwards remov ed 
to Avexandma, and thence to Richmond, waere he published two volumes of the deci- 
sions of tho supreme court of Virginia. tle was appeinted, in 1798, an essociate chain 
of the supreme court of the United States, aud continued to hold this situation watt his 
death, in Noversber, 1829. He was the favorite pena of Gen. Washington, and was 
the devisee of Mount Vernon. He was voted for scund judgment, rigid integrity, aud 
anpretesding manners.

George Wythe, an eminent jurist, and a signer of the Declara 
of Independence ; ; it is 24 miles iong and 20 wide. The greater 
part of the county is a mountain valle y, included bet eeu Walk 
er’s mountain on tlie nw. and Iron mountain on the se.

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gomery, and there is now standing a log tenement that was used 
for a jail. Tradition points to a stump at this place, as being the 
remains of the identical tree to which Daniel Morgan was tied 
and whipped for beating a British officer. We doubt the authen- 
ticity of the tradition. This occurrence, we believe, took as 
several hundred miles further north. The circumstances |i: 
been variously stated. We here give them as we received thi em 
from the lips of an officer of the revolution, who served under 
Morgan. 

Morgan at that time had charge of wagons transporting bag- 
gave. An oflicer on this occasion came out and asked him why 
the wagons were not ready for the march. He replied that he had 
been delayed, but would oe them ready as soon as possibie. 
The other insultingly replied, if he did not hurry he would run him 
through with his sword. Morgan gave him a tart repiy. The 
officer thereupon jell inte a passion, and made a lunge at him with 
his sword. The latter parried the blow with a heavy wagon 
whip, broke his sword, and gave him a severe drubbing. A court- 
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of them, Morgan fainted. He was then allowed to go tree, as it 
was feared the complement would kill him. The officer aiter- 
wards becoming convinced of his error, asked Morgan’s pardon. 


The LEAD MiNEs of Wythe are about 13 miles easterly from the C. H., on New River, 
opposite the mouth of Cripp nie creek. Formerly they were worked with ¢ great profit ; 
but the discevery of lead in ne far west has operated disadvantageously os the interest 
of the pro} prietors ef these works, situated, as they are, so far inland. and aw av from 
easy means of transportation. ‘hese mines were discovered very early, and were ex- 
te paery ely worked in the revolution. The ies proprietor was Col. Chiswell, an Engiish 
gentleman, who built a frame house—the first tramie house erected in this section of the 
eountry—which is now standing, in a dilapidated condition, near the mouth of Mi 
creek. The Col. attempted unsuccessfully to extract silver from the ore. He killed a 
Man ina @ quarrel, aud died in prison. Col. Lynch then eame in possession, and aiter 
him, Moses and Stephen Austin,* who worked the mines for several fcass unt) 1796. 
> Since, the mines huve passed through a » hands of several proprietors. They are nov ~ 
owned by the hers of Col. Jumes Vhite, David Pierce, and Thomas Jackson, 
Formerly, shafts were sunk uae rly at the top of the hiil, from 50 to 1o0 tect, 
until the ore was struck, when the excavations were nearly horizontal - From the 
bottem of the shafts the ore was raised by windlasses.

Parkersburg, the county-seat, is a neat village, beautifully situ- 
ated on the Ohic at the mouth of the Little Kanawha, 335 miles

northwesterly from Richmond, 94 below Wheeling, 12 below Ma- 
rietta, and 264 miles above Cincinnati. It is the most flourishing 
river ne in the state, below Wheeling; it contains 9 mercan- 
— stores, a bank, 1 newspaper printing office, 2 steam ery and 

2 steam 5 ae mills, 1 steam carding factory, 1 iron foundry, 2 ex- 
tensive tanneries, 1 Presbyterian, 1 Baptist. 1 Lipiscopalian, and 1 
Methodist ¢ hurch, and a population of about 1,100. . A turnpike, 
about 289 miies in length, has lately been finished from Winches- 
ter to Parkersburg; and it is contemplated to continue the Baiti- 
more and Ghio rail-road to this place. 

Elizabeth is on the Little Kanawha, and has one Methodist and 
1 Baptist church, a store, some mills, and abeut 25 dwellings. 
Belville, about 18 miles below the C. IL, is a small village, on # 
beautifui and fertile bottom of the Chio. The settlement at Bel- 
ville was commenced in the year 1786, by a mercantile house at 
Philadelphia. This spot was the site of a strong garrison during 
the ide n war, and many tragic events transpired around it, an 
interesting account of which is given in Dr. Hildreth’s histery of 
Belvillk 

About two miles below Parkersburg, in the Ohio River, is Blan- 
nerhasset’s Island, a beantitully wooded tract. Ns original oswner 
was Col. P. Devoll, of Virginia. Ee sold it te Mr. Elijah i vckus 
about the period of the settlement of the Ohio eormn: ny. li 179s 
he disposed of the upper half of it to Mr. Blannerhasset, who 
shortly after commeneed improving it. An English traveller, by 
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the name of Ashe, who was here in 1806, thus describes the island 
and its accomplished occupants : 


The island hove in sight to great advantage from the middle of the river, from which 
point of view littie more ap; eared than the simple decorations of nature; trees, shrubs, 
flowers, of every pene and kind. ‘The next point of view on running with the cur- 
rent, on the right hand side, varied toa scene of euchautment. A lawn, in the form of 
a fan ieverted, presented itself, the nut forming the centre and summit of the island, 
and the broad segment the borders of the water. ‘The lawn contuined one hundred 
acres of the best pasture, eis ‘rsed with flowering shrubs and clumps of trees, m a 
manner that conveyed a streng conviction of the taste and judgment of the proprietor. 
The house came into view at the instant I was signifying a wish that such a jawa had 
a mansion. It stands on the immediate suinmit of the island, whose ascent is very 
ered ; is snow white; three stories high, and furnished with wings which interlock 
the adjoining trees, confine the prospect, and intercept the sight of barns, stubies, and 
out-ofhices, which are so often suilered to destroy the effect of the noblest views im 
Eneland. 

‘The fall front of the house being the signal for pulling in for the island, we did so 
Sonne and fell Below a small wharf that covered an eddy and made the ja nding 
both easy and secure. There was no re sisting the frieadly unportunity ts my fellow 
a no excuse would be taken; to stop the night at least, was insisted punt 
and with a convincing expression thet showed the desire flowed from neat ts desirous © 
to be refused. There is something so irresistible in invitations of sucu 4 nature Ht 
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arm, we walked up the beautiful Jawn, through which a winding path led to the house. 
It was tea-time. That refreshinent wus served and conducted with a propriety and 
elegance I never witnessed out of Britain. The conversation was chaste and general, 
and the manners of the lady and gentleman were refined, without being frigid ; dis- 
tinguished, without being selene neue and familiar, without beimg vulgar, importunate, 
or absurd. 

Before the decline of day we walked into the gardens, which were elegantly laid ont 
in your country’s style ; peodaced remarkably fine vegetables, and had a very favorable 
show of standard peaches, and other fruit. "Che island abounds with vines, which grow to 
great height and strength, but never produce to any Te The path we hud taken led 
to the water, the border of which brought us to the boat, where it seems all the servants 
of the family had assembled te hear what news my people might have brought ito ther 
litile world. We found them seated on the green around Mindreth, who, proud to be 
their historian, related tales of such peril and aifright, that they gazed on him with sen- 
setions of wander and astonishment, The poor Mandanean, excluded by bis color and 
aspect frei pariicipating in the social pleasures of the w hites, had built hiruself a good 
fire, made himself the section of a tent, and was plepa ing his rod and line te catch 
so ae fish for supper. i saw the lady so pleased with this scene, and so cebientcg with 
Cuif's truly rurai establishment, that 1 proposed supping on the shore, and by displaying 
a specimen of my evenings on the river, give some idea of former tines, and the innocent 
enjoyments of pamitive life: ‘The night being perfectiy tine, and the mveu out, and 
seme hight clouds hindering the dew from falling, my proposition was joyfully acceded 
to, ard instructions were given accordingly. 

This determination gave life und interest to a scene that before was calm and Be 
Ail was action and bustle. ‘Phe historian no more attended. very one assumed an 
occupation, and Cull saw nis tent surrounded by twenty willing assistants. The ee 
being busy instructing die servants; and sending therm: ta the house for a few necessa: Vv 
articles. [ pipnosee to the gentlemen to take the cunve across the current, and usder the 
shade af the trees of the bank, with a li: shted terch, attract the fish to the surtace, and 
spear ther ad gazing at the blaze. We crossed over, and met with the success of 
striking seven large cat and suntishes, in less than half an pour. We returned with che

After 
chatting some time on subjects ummediately arising out of occurring incidents, and 
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admiring the versatility of mind which one time finds felicity in towns and midnizi: 
masquerades, and at another acknowledges happiness on the contrasied theatre of ¢ 

rivers and wilderness, we sat down to our repast, and in a short time paid the encomiyin 
of a satiated appetite. After which we returned to the house, where, over a bottle of 
wine, one hour tang ‘yr we conversed on the pleasures of our rural sports, and retired ts 


rest with that heartfelt ease which fellews an Innocent and well-s; pent day. Next morn. 


-ing, after breakfast, I with diffic alty tore myself from this Teresi x family. You will 


excuse me for omitting the names of this amiable couple. ‘They w ere from Ireland. 


Such is the description which tiis traveller gives Sere the island 
nme the scene of those events which attracted the attention 
of the whole country. Ti was at this time in the zenith of its 
beauty > and answered fu lly the glowing des scription of Wirt in the 
trial of Burr at Richmond, in the year succeeding. Much mys- 
tery has hang over the history of Bisnpenlacce and his connection 
with Burr. From a lecture given upon the subject, in New Y ork,

in February, 1845, by William Wallace, Esq.,the following is prin- 
cipally derived. The lecturer had in his possession the panens 6 of

the Blannerhasset family, and other authentic sources of informa- 
tion: 

Herman Blannernasset was trom a distinguishea and weaithy irish iamily, and was 
born in England while his mother was there en a visit. He received part of his educa- 
tion in England, and afterwards graduated at the Umiversity of Dublin, and acquired 
the profession of the law. He married Miss Adeline Agne w, a grand-daughter of the 
en. Agnew who was with Wolfe at Quebec. Being in principle a republican, he sold 
his ea and coming to this country, landed at New York, where he was hospitably 
received by the first families. About ‘the year 1798, he commenced his umprovements 
on the island. His workmen were principally from Philadelphia. While his howse was 
building, himself and family resided at Manetta. One who knew Mirs. Blannerhasset in- 
formed the writer that she was the most beautiful and aecempiished lady sae ever knew. 
She was gay an 1 dressy, and an elegant dancer. She was fond of s vaiking and riding, 
and on one oecasion walked up to Marietta, a distance of ten or twelve miles. She was 
also @ splendid equestrian, and was accustomed to ride attired in a scarlet riding-dress, 
and made her horse leap fences and ditches with ease. While at the island, Mr. Blan- 
nerhasset ‘‘ possessed a voluminous library of choice and valuable books; a full set of 
chemical apparatus) and philosopincal instruments. to the accommodation of which one 
wing of the dweliing-house was appropnated. He was a fine schclar, well versed in 
the languages, and refined i in taste and manners. So tenacious was his memory, that 
he could repeat the whole of Honea ss Iliad in the original Greek. With an ample for- 
tune to supply every want, a beautiful and highiy accomplished wife, and children just 
buddiug inte lite, he seemed surrounded with every thing which cau make existence 
desirable and happy. ‘The adjacent settlements of Belprie and Mariette, althoayin se- 
cluded in the wilderness, contained many men of cultivated minds and retined manners, 
with whom he held constant and familiar intercourse; se that he lacked nore of thi 
benefits of society which bis remote and insular situation would seem io indicate. Mey 
were the cheerful and merry gatherings of the younz people of these two t towas beneath 
his hospitable roof, while tie soug aad the dance echoed through tiie hails.” 

In 1805, Aaron Burr, then sailing down the Ohio, landed uninvited on the islane, 
where he was received with frank hospitality by the family. He remained but three 
days; but afterwards frequentiy visited the island, and final! ly enticed Blanne Thasset 
into his pluns. ‘Yhese were to settle an armed force on the Washita, for the purpose of 
colonizing that region, and, in case of war between Spain and the United States—at that 
time threatened—to subjugate Mexico. ft was ch: urged against Birr at his trtal, that 
he meditated the severiug of the easiern irom the western states; but the folly of such 


2 seneme was tog absurd for the si aat ity OF f this artfu! man. And he soleynpiv declared 
en his deathbed thet he never meditated treason neeinst the United State li he did, 
Blannertusset was not aware of the fuct, as the letters of himself au a hte eyine?. 


Burr did not, however, unpart to him all his plans. He only wished to excite the cu- 
: i y

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pidity of Blannerhasset with the prospect of great gains from his land speculations on 
the Washita, so as to gai access to his purse. Burr gave security for inoneys advanced, 
on his son-in-law, Mr. “Allston, of Seuth Carolina; and while their plans were consum- 
mating, the accomplished dauchter of Burr, Mrs. Allston, was a guest of Mrs. Biarmer- 
hasset. Inthe mean time Mr. Blannerhasset had constructed a ilotilla of about tweuly 
barges, in the vicinity of Marietta, for the expedition. ‘The peculiar form of these 

boats excited curiosity and apprehension. In December, 1806, he went down the Ohio 
with them, having en board about thirty men, and loaded with parched corn meat. In 
the mean time an order was received by Col. Phelps, the commandant of the militia of 
Wood county, for his. arrest, with his associates. Mrs. Blannerhasset met the military 
with unbianched cheeks, and forbade their touching any thing not mentioned in the 
warrant; but “the mob spirit of tne militia ran riot, ‘the well-stored cellars of the man- 


‘sion were assailed, fences were destroyed to feed the sentinel s fres, the saraubbery was 


BEER under foot, and for amusement, balls fired into the meh giided cethue of the 
wall.” “ By the aid of some of her kind neighbors in Belprie, who were friendiy to her 
fius ee and greatly pitied ber unpleasant conde: 1, Sue was enabled to eimbatrk a few 
days alter, w ith her two httle sons, the most valuuble of her effects, and bluck servants, 
in a boat; but did not rejoin Mr. Blannerhasset until he reached Lowsvilie. Weil 
might they lock back in afier years with fond regret, to the fair Eden from which they 
had been expelled hy their own tdi sche tlon) and the deceptive blandishments of Aaron 
Burr. In the year (312, the dwelling-house and offices were destroved by an accidental 
fire. The garden, with ail its beaaticul shrubbery, was converted into a corn-lield, the 
ornamental cateway which graced the gravelled avenue from the river to the house, was 
thrown down; and for many years not a vestige has been ieft of the splendid and happy 
home of Herman Biannerbasset but the name. Nearly forty years have elapsed since 
some of ihesé events were transacted, and the thousands of passengers W ho annually 
travel up and down the Ohio in steamboats, still eagerly inquire after, and gaze upon 
the ‘island of Blannerbasset? with wonder and deheht.”* 

At the time of the trial of Burr at Richmend, Biannerhasset had been arrested, and 
was placed in the penitentiary at Richmond. His description of the trial, as preserved 
in_ his correspondence, the graphic picture of Judge Marshall, of Wirt, and the cele- 
brated Luther M artin, is drawn with the skill of a master. 

As the jury failed to couvict Burr, the principal, his accomplice Blannerhasset waa 


hot brought to trial, and was set at liberty. He was, however, about ruined. ‘ihe se-~ 


eurity which Purr gave for nioneys advanced failed, and Blannerhasset, from being « 
very “wealthy nan, was reduced to indigence. He had gone through this, fiery ordeal 
with a character u nimpeac hed, although subjected to the severest calumnics. This is 
evinced by his continuing to enjoy the nae aes of that worthy patriot Thomas Addis 
Emmet, and cf many other men of standit 

Mr. Blannerkasset after this settled on a cotton planta tation in Mississippi. At the 
close of the war he came on to the north to educate ae children, from whence he re- 
moved to Canada, where he practised nis profession as a lawyer. In 1522 he went to 
England with his family ; and finally died on the island of Guemsey, at the age of 
sixty-three years. He left his ae and three children. Mrs. Blannerhiasset came to 
America. and preferred claims against the United States, but without suceess. She 
died in New York city, in 15.2, w ae re one of her sons is now residing.

York was one of the eight original counties into which Virginia 
was divide ‘din 1634 Ches sapeake ene bounds it on the east, and 


York River on the ne. It is 30 miles long , With a mean width of 
5 roiles. Population i in 1840,,4,72 20. 

“orktown, the seat of meee son: York River, 1 mee from 
its mouth. 33 from Nori: Aik and =) atts Richmond. . li was estabd- 
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lished by law in i705, and was once a flourishing sr and nad 
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considerable commerce. There are now only about 40 dwellings, 
many of which are dilapidated and fast going to decay. The 
Swan tavern. in this town, is said to be the oldest in Vi irginia. 

The water scenery at York is fine. The river, full a mile wide 
is seen stretching far av vay until it merges into Chesapeake Bay 
an oblect of beauty when rolli ing in the morning light, its ripples 
sparkling in the sun, or when its broad bosom is tinged with the

cioud-refiected hues of an autumnal sunset. On its banks stand 
the ruins of the old church. Silence reigns within its walls, and 
the ashes of the illustrious dead repose at its base. 

This church was built about 150 years ago: it was destroyed by 
the great fire in 1814. The old bell, now ie Sy ed, bears the in- 
seription, “ County of York, Virginia, P7252)" The Hon. Prancis 
Nicholson contributed 20 pounds sterling to its cost, as appears by 
the following paper that appeared some time since inthe tiichmend 
Inquirer, being a literal copy from the records of York county 
court : 

** York county October ye 26th, 1695. . I promise to give five pounds sterling towards 
building the cott. house at Yorké ‘Town, aa twenty pounds sterl’y if within two vears 
tney build a brick church alt the same towne. As witness my hand ye day and year 
above written. ees 

“FFRA: NICHOLSON. 
“ Stiphea ffoward. 
« Robt. Bill; November ye 24th: 1696. 

“Tre above writing pented in cott: and according io order is committed-to Reanrd.

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In the above view the ruins of the church are partly shown on 
the left; in front the tomb of Gov. Nelson, and monuments of the - 
Nelson family; and in the distance York River, stretching away 
towards the ocean. We annex two inscriptions irom tombstones 
beautifully se sulptured. The first is mae a quadrangular monu- 
ment, about 4 feet high, 8 wide, and > long. It is the werk 
of “ Mr. Saunders, Cannon-street, Hoi Upon one end 
sculptured two angel’s faces; one of which is breaking out from 
a cloud, on which is written, “ All glory be to God.” The other 
face below, with trumpet in mouth, i is heralding the above inscrip- 
tion. Upon the other end are also two angel’s heads: one is abont 
receiving @ crown from.the hand’of an invisible bedy hidden be- 
hind the clouds. This monument is that of the progenitor of the 
Nelson family in Virginia, and the grandfather of Gov. Nelson. 
ife emigrated from Penrith, Cumberland county, England, which 
county had been transferred by Henry HI. to the crown of Scot- 
land, and u upon | failure of male oe reverted as a base tee to Eng- 
land; he was irom this circumstance called Scotch Tom. On top 
is the Nelson coat-of-arms, then follows the inscription: 

‘* Hic jacet, spe certa resurgendiin Christi, Thomas Nexson, generesus, Filius Hugonis 


et Sarie Nelson de Penrith, in Comitatu Cambrie, natus 30mo dic Februarii Anno

** Here lies, in certain hope of a resurrection in Christ, THomas Nexson, gentleman, 
son of Hugo and Sarah Nelson, of Penrith, 1 in the county of Cumberland: born Feb- 
ruary 20, Ap.

The other monument, that of Gov. Nelson’s father, is also beau- 
tifully ornamented by carved work. Below is the inscription: 

Here hes the body of the Hon. William Neison, late president of his Maiesty’s coun- 
cil in this Dominion, in whom the love of man and the love of God so restraincd and en- 
forced each other, and so invigorated the mental powers in general, as not only to defend 
him from the vices and follies of his age and country, but also to render it a matter of 
dificult decision in what eae of laudable conduct he most excelled; whether in the ten- 
der and endearing accomplishments of domestic life, or in the more arduons duties ofa 
wider cireuit 3 w hether as a neighbor, gentleman, or a magistrate ; whether in the graces 

of hospitality, charity, or picty. Reader, if you. feel the spirit of that exuited ardor 
which aspires to the felicity of conscious virtue, animated by those stimulating and di- 
vine admonitions, perform the task and expect the distinction of the righteous man. 
Obit. 19th ef Nov., Anno Domini 1772, etatis 61. 

The Nelson mansion is a large two-story brick building, front- 
ing te river, on the main street of the town. ITtis built on the old 
Iinglish model. It is now the residence of William Nelson, Esq, 
and in the war of the revolution was that of Gov. ihomas Nelson, 
by whose father, the Hon. William Nelson, it was erected, Por. 
traits of this last-named gentleman and wife. whieh were 
mutilated by the British at UL inovyer, Where they were sent for 
safety, adorn its walls. A view of this building is shown in rik 
background to the Lois ie ae this volume. During the siege 

York, the house was bombarded by the American army, Bnd 
now bears marks of cannon set. Gov. Nelson, then in Washing- 
ioa’s army, bud command of the iirat battery which opened upon 
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the town. Rightly supposing it was occupied by sore of the 
British olficers, “he pened the first gun against his own dwelling, 
and offered a reward to the soldiers of five guineas for every 
bomb-shell that should be fired into it. The following is a brief 
sketch of this genuine patriot: : 


THomas NEL = jun. ..a sioner of the Declaration of Independence, was born at York, 
Dec. 26, 1738. When ia his Afteenth year, according to the prevailing fashion among 
gentlemen of affluence at the soath, he was sent to England to receive his education. 
His first appearance in public life was in 1774, as a member of the House of Burgesses. 
He was a member of the conventions of 1774 and 17753; and evinced such a boldness 
and promptitude in opposing British Rela as to alarm some of his personal friends, 
eo sy when ke proposed the organization of a military force among the colonists. 
In the military organization of Virwi nia he was appointed to the command of a regi- 
ment. in September, 1775, he first took his seat in the general Congress, to which he 
was reappointed the following vear. Inthe surmmmer of 1777, ill health compelled him 
te resign hisseat and return to Virginia. The state was at that time threatened with in- 
vasion, and Mr. Nelson wasa ppointed, bricadier-cenerai nnd comma hs to-chief of allits 
military forces, His popularity was unbounded, and his appointment gave universal satis- 
faction. About this time a motion was made to sequester the de -bts due in this state to 
English merchants. His inflexible and zealous opposition to the pro oe ae in the legis- 
lature redounded to his honor, and evinced the lefty integrity of his character. At 
this period the American cause was tHreatened with annihilation, and C oneress made an 
appoa! to the patrictism of the young men of property and standing, W hen the annert 
was published, Gen. Nelson embarked in the cause with his characteristic ardor. He 
published an animating address, and succeeded in enlisting about seventy young Vir- 
ginians ma volunteer corps, and furnished a number of them with the means of defray- 
ing their expenses, | from his own parse. At the head of this Spartan band he marched 
to the north; but a change.of circumstances occurring, their services were not required. 
In this enterprise Gen. Nelson expended large sums of money, which were never repaid. 

Barly in 1779, he was again a short time in Congress, but il health again compelled 
him to return to Virginia. In 1750, when the state undertook (to borrow two millions of 
dollars for the aid of Congress, Gen. Nelson opened a subscription. Calling on several 
frionds, they declared that they would not lend him a. shillir 1g on the security of the * 
commonwealth, but they we ula tend him all they could possibly raise: upon which he 
added his own personal | security to that of the state, and succeeded in raising a large pro- 
portion of the sum required, By this and similar patriotie exertions, he suizered severe 
Pequniany, losses, but never retaxed his exertions. He had at the be ginning anticipated 


guiferings and sacrifices in etieciiag the independence of his country, aid prepared 
his mind te meet and sustain them. In 1761, when the storm of war burst upou Vir- 


ginia, Gen. Nelson was actively employed im eflecting plans to cppose the enemy: and, 
Sues on Me Jetlerson as governor, he was compelled to unite in himself 
offices of zo or and commander of the military forces. By great exertions Gov. Nel- 
son kept i his oe s together untit the capture of Cornwa nee ‘Vo de this, he exerted his 
personal influence, bis oficial authority, avd his private foriuce, te the vtmost extents. 
After the surrender, Washington, in lus aesount of li, made a verv honorable nt tice 
ledgme ut of the valuable services of Gov. Nelson, and the militia under bis commaud, 
dunng the siege, in securing its upportant issue. 

Ina mouth aiter, iil- heatth corm) pelle -d Gey, Neilson to retire again to priv: ate life, 
where malice and envy preferred base accusations against hia for mal-a administration 
of iis office. But he was most honorably excuipated by the legislature. He never 
again eniered public Lie, His tune was passed in retirement at his plantation in Han- 
ever, and at York. [lis health gradually declining, he died in Hanover, Jan. 4th, 1789, 
aged fifty years.

Yorktown is memorable in American history as being the spot 
where, on the 19th of October, 1781, the army of Cornwallis sur- 
rendered to the eombined armies bf America and France. Dr. 
Thatcher, a surgeon in Washington’s army, has given in his jour- 
na! a full account of the siege and surrender, which gives its inei- 
dents as they transpires d from Me today. F rom this lucid narra- 
tion we subioin the following 


Vith Sipe Ws e arrived at Y Sur ements from Jamestown, and have encamped 
Within one mie of the enemys ine of redouvis. 

88th.—TPhe Freach troops ‘have arrived, and enea mped on our fe hi Yorktown is situ- 
ated on the south bank of the river, about fifteen miles from itsentranee into Chesapeake 
Bay. In this little village, Lord Cornwalis, with about seven tho Sa troops. has taken 
his station, end is endeavoring to fortify himself against the impending danger of our 
combined operations. His communication by water is entirely cut off by the French 
ships of war stationed at the mouth of the river, preventing both his escape and receiv» 
ing succor from Sir Henry Clinton at New York. he allied a ‘my is about tweive 
thousand strone. exclusive of the militia under Goy. Nelson. The Atnericans form the 
rivht, and the French the lert wing of the combined forces, each extending to the border 
ef the river, by which the besicgers form a half circle round the town. His Exechene ey 
General Washington commands in person, and is assisted by Major-General Lincola, 
Baron Steuben, the Marquis de Lafayette, General Knox, &e. The French troops are 
commanded by General the Count Rochambeau, a brave and experienced officer, hav Ing 

-under him a number of oliicers of distinguished character. Unbounded Confidentee is 
reposed in our illustrious commanders, the spirit of emulation and military ardor univer- 
sally prevail, and we are sanguine in our expectathons that a surrender of the royal army 
niust be his lordship’s fate. 

A cannonazde commenced yesterday from the tewn, by whick one man received a 
wound, and # assisted in amputating his leg. 3U0th—-We were agreeably surprised i 
morning, to find tirat the ene my had, during ¢ the preceaing night, ebandoned three or four 
of their redoubts, and retired within the town, Ic eaving a consk lerable extent of command- 
ing ground which might aware cost us much labor and many lives to obtain by foree. 
Our li¢ht infantry and a party of reach were ordered to u¢vance and take possession 
of the ebandoned ground, and to serve as a covering party to our troops, who are em- 
ployed in throwing up breastworks. Considerable cannonading from the besieged in the 
course of the day, and four milittumen were wounded by a single shot, one of whoin 
died soon after. An occurrence has just been announced which fills our hearts with 
griet and sorrow. Col. Alexander Scammel being olficer of the day, while recornai- 
tring the ground which the enemy had abandoned, was surprised by a party of their horse, 
and after having surrendered, they had the baseness to inilict a wound which we fear 
will prove mortal ; a y have carried him into Yorktown. 

Cetober Ist and 2d.—Our troops have been enguged in threwing up two redoubts in 
the night-time 5 or discovery, the enemy commenc ed a furious cannonade, but it dees 
not deter our mea from going on vigorously with their work. Heavy cannon and mortars 
are continually arnving, and the greatest preparations are made to prosecute ihe sieve in 
the miosi effectual manner 

3d and 4th.—A considerable cannowading from the enemy, one shot killed three men, 
and mortally wounded auother. While the Rev. Mr. Evans,our cliaplain, was standing 
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near the commander-in-chief, a shot struck the ground so near as to cover hia hat with 
sand; being much agitated, he took off his hat “and said, ‘‘See here, general.” “ Mr, 
BEysnsy? repli ted his Excellency, 1 with his usual composure, “ you had_ better carry that 
homie and show it to your wife and children.” Two soldiers from the French, and one 
from us, deserted to the enemy, and two British soldiers deserted to our cainp the same 
night. ‘The enemy, trom the want of forage, are killing oif their horses ia great numbers: 
six or seven hundred of these valuable animals have been kil ted, and their carcass: eh are 
aber continually floating down the river. ‘The British are in possession of a place 

allied Gloucester, on the north side of the river, nearly opposite Yorktown; their nee 
soideises of one British regiment, and Col. Tarlcton’s legion ef horse and infantry. Ia 
opposition to this force the French legion, under the command of the Dake de Luze mie, 
and a detachment of French infantry and militia, are posted in that vicinity. Tarleton 
is a bold and impetuous leader, and has spread terror through the Carolinas and Virginia 
for some time past. In making a sally from Gloucester yesterday, they were attacked 
by the French, and defeated, with the loss of the commanding officer of their infantry, 
and about iilty men killed and wounded ; among the latter1is T arletorn himself. The duke 
Jost three men kuled, and two officers and eleven men wounded. It is with much con- 
cern we lea am that Col. Scammel died ut Williaiasburg, of the wound which he received 
afew days since, ste he was taken prisoner; the wound was intlicted after he had 
surrendered. At the request of Gen. Washington, Lord Cornwallis allowed him te be 
carried to Williamsburg, where he died this day, universally lamerted, as he was while 
living universally respected and esteemed. he commander-in-chief was well apprized 
ef his merit, and bestowed on him marks of his friendly regard and confidence. Fer 
some time he sustaiied the office of adjutant-geueral to our army, but preferring a more 
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infantry for this enterprising campzign. The British have sent from Yorktown a lar: xe 
number of negroes sick with the sinal}pox, probably fer the purpose of communicating 

the infection to our army; thus our inhuman enemies resort to every method in their 
power, however barbarous or cruel, to Injure and distress, and thus te gain an advantage 

over their opposers. 

Tth—A large detachment of the allied army, under command of Major-General Lin- 
coln, were ordered out last evening, for the purpose of opening hitrenchments near the 
euemy’s lines. This business was conducted with gr reat silence and secre ee: and we 
were favored by Providence with a night of extreme darkness, and were not. discovered 
before daylight. The working party carried on ried shoulders fascines and intrenching 
tools, White a large part of the detachment was armed with a impiements of death 
Horses, drawing cannon and ordnance, and wagons loaded with bags filled with saud 
for constructing breastworks, followed in the rear. Thus ated: every officer and 
soldier knowing his particular station, orders were given to advance in perfect silence, 
the distance about one mile. My station on this occasien was, with Dr. Munson, my 
mate, in the rear of the troops, and as the music was not io be employed, about twenty 
drummers and difers were put under my charge to assist me in case of having wounded 
men to attena. Gur troops were indefatigable in their labors during the night, and be- 
fore daylight they had nearly compieted the first parallel line of uearl y two “railes in ex- 
tent, besides laying a foundation for two redoubts, within about six hundred vards 
of ihe enemy's lines. At daylight, the enemy having discovered eur works, com- 
menced a severe cannonade; but our men being under cover received no injury. A. 
French seldier descrted to the enemy, afler which there was a constunt Bed x against the 
French lines. ala one officer was killed, and eae men were killed cr wounded. In 
the latter pact of the night 1t rained severely, and being in the open field, ‘col d, and un- 
ecemfortable, b entered 2 small hut made of ae which the enemy had abandoned ; 
soon after, arsan came to the door, aud secing me standing in the centre, Anil) drew 
his sword, and put himself in an attitude to plunge it into me. I called out friend, 
friend, and he us speed. ily to my great Joy responded, “ Ah Monsieur, friend,” and re- 
turning his sward to its place he de parted. I think he was a French soldicr, and it is 
doubiful whether he or inyself was the most frightened. 

8th and 9/A—The duty of cur troops has been for several days ie emely severe 3 
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our regiment labors in the trenches every other duy and night, w here 1 find it difficult 
tox roid suiering by the cald, having ne other coverug than a sinvle bland cet inthe epen 
field, We erected a Boure ry last night in front of our first-purallel, without any annoy 
ance from the enemy. ‘!wo or three of our batteries being now prepared to open ox the 
towa, his Excellency Gen. Was ington put the match to the first gun, and a furious dis 
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charge of cannon and mortars immediate ly followed, and Eari Cornwallis has received 
his first salutation. 

From the 10th to the 15th, a tremendous and incessant firing from the American and 
French batteries is kept up, and the enemy return the fire, but with ie effect. A red 
hot shell from the French battery set fire to the Charon, a British 44 gun ship, and twe 
or three smolter vessels at anchor in the river, which were consumed in “the nik oht. Boe 
the bank of the river, | had a tine view of this splendid conflagration. . The stps were 
wrapped in a torrent of nre, which, s spreading with vivid brightness among the coni- 
bastible neging, and running with amazing rapidity to the tops of the several niasts, 
while all aroha Was thunder and lightning from our numerous Cannons and mortars, and 
in the darkness of night, presented one of the most sublime and magnificent spectacles 
which can be imagined. Some of our shelis, overreaching the town, are seen te fall in- 
.to the river, and bursting, throw up columns of water like the =poaing of the monsters 
of the deep. We have now made further approaches to the town, dy throwing up a 
second parallel line, and batteries within about three hundred yards - this was effected in 
tire night, and a¢ daylight the enemy were roused to the greatest. exertions—-the engines 
of war have raged with redoubled fury and destruction on both sides, no cessation day 
or mgit. The French had two officers wounde: 1, and fifteen nien killed or wounded, and 
among the Americans two or three were wounded: T assisted in ampatating a man’s 
thich. The siege is daily becoming more and more formidable and lanham and his 
lords hip must view his situation as extremely eritical, if not desperate. Being in the 
trenches every other night and day, I have a fine opportunity of wi ior ene the sublime 
and stupendous scene which is continually exhibiting. The bomb-shells from the be- 
siegers and the besieged are incessantly crossing each other's s path ia He air. They are 
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fiery meteor with a blazing tail, most beautifully brilliant, ascending m: je stically from 
the niortarto a certain altite de, and gracually de scending to the spot where they are 
destined to execute their work of destruction. Tt is astonishing with what ac euracy an 
experienced gunner will make his calculations, that a shell shall fall within a few feet of 
@ given point, and burst at the precise time, though at a great distance. When a shell 
falls, it whirls round, burrows, aud excavates the earth to a considerable extent, and 
bursting, m as dreadful havoc around. I have more than once witnessed fraginents of 
tne mangled bodies and limbs of the British soldiers thrown into the air by the bursting 
cf cur shells ,and by one from the enemy, Capt. Winte, of the seventh M camel tts regi- 
ment, and cne soldier were killed, and another wounded near where 1 was standing. About 
twelve or fourteen men have been killed or wounded within twenty-four hours; I at- 
tended at the hospital, amp vutated a man’s arm, and assisted in dressing a number of 
wounds. ‘The enemy having two redoubts, about three hundred yards in front of their 
principal works. w hich entiladed our intrenchment and impeded our approaches, it was 
resolved to take possession of them both by assault. The one on the left of the British 
garrison, bordering on the banks of the river, was assigned to our brigade of light infant- 
ry, under the command of the Marquis de Lafayette. The advanced cerps wus led on 
by the inteepid Col. Hamilton, who had cominanded a regiment of ight infantr y daring 


tow} 


the campaign, and assisted by Col. Gimat. ‘!he assault commenced at eight o'clock in 
ihe evening, and the aszailauts bravely entered the fort with the point of the bayonet 
without firing asingle gun. We suftered the loss of ei ght met killed, and about thirty 
wounded, among w hora "Col. Gimat received 2 slight wound in his foot, and Major oS 
of his Exceilency’s guard, and two other officers, were slightly wounded. Major Camp- 
beil, who‘ecommandcd in the furt, was wouuded and taken prisoner, wit ee thirty 
soidiers; the aos made their escape. I was desired to visit the wounde 
fort, even before the balls had ceased whistling about ny ears, und saw a sergeant and 

eight men dead inthe ditch. A captain of our infantry, belonging te New Hampshire, 
threatened to take the life of Mi ajor C am pbell, to avenre the death of Hie favorite, Col, 
Seammmel, put Col. Hamilton interposed, and not a man was killed after he ceased io 
resist. During the asgauit, the Pritish kept ap an incessant firing of cannen and mns- 
ketry from their whole line. Eis Excellene y Gen. Washingtou, Gonerals Lincoln and 
inex, with their aids, having dismounte d. were standing in an exposed situation waiting 
the result. Col. Cobb, one of Gen. Washineton’s aids, ‘golicitous for his safety, said to 
tus Excellency, “ Sir, you are too much exposed here, had you not better step a little 
back? = Col. Cobb,” repiicd his Exceileney, “if you are afraid, you have liberty to 
step back.” he other redoubt, on the right of the British lines, was assaulted at the 
same ‘nie by a detachment of the French, commanded by the galiant Baron de Viown- 
gel, Such was the ardor dispiuyed by the avvailants, that al! resistance was sooa over+ 
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come, though at the expense of nearly one hundred men killed and wounded.* Of 
the defenders of the redoubt, eighteen were killed, and one captain and two subaltern 
officers and forty-two rank and file captured.t Our second parallel line was inimedi. 
ately connected with the two redoubts now taken from the enemy, and some new bat-~ 
teries were thrown up in front of our second parallel line, with a covert way, and angling 
work appreaching to less than three hundred yards of their principal forts. These wil! 
soon be mantled with cannon and mortars, and when their horrid thundering co bInMences, 
it must convince his lordshi ip that his post is net invincible, end that submission must 
soou be his only alternative. Our artillerymen, by the exactness of their aun, make 
every discharge take effect, so that many of the enemy's guns are entirely sileaced, and 
their works are almost in ruins 

16¢4.—A party of the enemy, consisting of about four hundred men, commanded by 
Col. Abercrombie, about four in the morning, made a vigorous sortie against two untin- 
ished redoubts occupied by the French ; they spiked d up seven or eight pieces of cannen, 


-and killed several soldiers, but the French advanced and dreve them fron the redovbts, 


leaving several killed and wounded. Our New England troops have now become very 
sickly ; the prevalent diseases are intermittent and remittent fevers, which are very prev- 
alent in this climate during the autumnal months, 

iit#— The whole of ow: works are now mounted with cannon and mortars, not less 
than one hundred pieces of heavy ordnance have been in continual operation dari ng the 
last twenty- four hours. The whole peuinsula trembles under the incessant thunde rings 
of our iniernal machines 3 we have levelled some of theic works in ruins and silenced 
their guns; they have almost ceased firing. We are so near as to have a distinct view 
of the dreadful havoc and destruction of their works, and even see the men in their lines

of sending ont a flay, requesting a cessation of hostilities for tw enty-four “hours, that 
commissioners muy be a appoluted to prepare and adjust the terms of capitulation. ‘Two 
or three flags passed in the course of the day, and Gen. W ashingtou consented to a ces- 
sation of hostilities for two hours only, that his lords ae may suggest Be na as 3 
basis for a treaty, which being in part accepted, as uspension of hostilities will be con- 
tinued till to-morrow. 

cih.—Hi is now ascertained that Lord Cornwallis, to avoid the necessit ty of a surren- 
der, had determined on the bold atieimpt to make his escape in the night of the 16th, 
with a part of his army, into the country. Huis plan was to leave sick and baggave be- 
hind, and to cross with his effective force over to Gloucester Point, there to de stroy the 
French legion and other troops, and to mount his infantry on their horses and such oth- 
ers as might be procured, ng thus push their way to New York by land. A more pre- 
posterous and desperate attempt can scarcely be imagined. Boats were secreily pre-

pared, arraugements made, and a large proportion of his troops actually embarked and 
landed on (doucester Point, when from a moderate and calm evening, a most violent 
storm of wind and rain ensued. ‘The boats with the Temaining troc ops Were all driven 
down the river, au it was not till the next day that his troops could be returned te the 
garrison ai York. At an early bour this forenoon, Gen. Washington comrouauicated te

of Lord ohate rallis, the terms of capitulation are settled, and being confirmed by the 
commanders of both armies, the royal troops are to march out to-morrow and surrender 
thetr arms. It isa CHOATE deserving of remark, that Col. Laurens, who ts stipu- 
lating for the surrender of a British nobleman, at the head of a royal army, is the son of 
Mr. Henr y Laurens, our et assador to Holland, who being captured on his voyage, is 
now in ¢lsse continement in the tower of Londen. 

19¢#.—This is to us a most glorious day, but to the English one of bitter chagrin and 
disappointinent. Preparations are now making to receive as captives, that vindictive, 
haughty commander, and that victorious army, who by their gate vies and murders have 
so long been a scourge to our brethren of the southern states. Being on horseback, I 
anticipate a full share of satisfaction in viewing ihe various movements in the interesting 
seene. The stipulated terms of capitulation are similar to those granted to Gen. Linc oln 
at Charlesten the last year. ‘The captive troops are to march out with shouldered arms, 
colors cased, and drums beating a British or German march, and to ground their arms 
at a place assigned for the purpose. The officers are allowed their side-arms and private 
property, and the cenerals and such officers as desire it, are to go on parole to England 
or New York. The marines and seamen of a e king’s sips are prisoners of war to the 
navy of France, and the Jand forces to the Umited States. All military and artillery 
stores to be delivered up unimpaired. The royal prisorers to be sent into the interior of 
Virginia, Maryland, and Vennsylvania, in regiments, to have rations allowed them equal 
to the Americin soldiers, and to have their cflicers near them. Lord Cornwallis to rman 
and dispatch the Bonetta sloop of war with dispatches to Sir Henry Clinton at New 
Vork, without beina searched ; the vessel to be returned, and the hands accounted for. 
pe about twelve o'clock, the combincd army Was arranged and drawn up in two iines 

SE more than a mile i in length. The Americans were drawn up in a line on the 
ane side of the read, and the French occupied the left. At the head of the former the 
great American commander, mounted on his noble courser, took his station, attended by 
his aids. At the head of the latter was posted the excellent Count Rochambean < and 
his suite. The French troops, in complete uniform, displayed a martial and noble ap- 
pearance ; their band of music, of which tbe timbrel formed a part. is a delightful nov- 
elty, and produced, while marching to the ground, a most enchanting effect. ‘The AES 
cans, though not al! in uniform, nor their dress so neat, yet exhibited an erect soldierly 
air, and every countenance beamed with satistaction and. joy. The concourse of a. 
tors from the country was prodigious, in point of numbers probably equal to the military 
but universal! silence and order prevailed. It was about two o’ “clock when the aie 
army advanced through the line formed for their reception. Every eye was prepared to 
gaze on Lord Cormwillis, the object of peculiar interest and solicitude; but he disap- 
pointed our anxious este pretending indisposition, he made Gen. O'Hara bis 
substitute as the leader of his army. ‘This officer was followed by the conuuered troops 
in a slow and solemn step, with shouldered arms, colors cased, and drums beating a 
British march. Having arrived at the head of the line, Gen. O'Hara, elegantly 
mounted, advanced to his Excelleney the commander-in-chief, taking of his hat, and 
apologized for the non-appearance of Earl Corawallis. With i usual dignity and pe- 
liteness, his Exceliency polutc -d to Major-General Lineoin for directions, by whom the 
British army was con Jucted into a spacious field where it was ut aN sd they should 
ground their arms. ‘The royal troops, while raarching through the me formed by the 
aitied army, €: chibited a decent aay neat appearance, as respects arms and clothins, for 
their omiander opened his store and directed every soldier to be furnished with a new 
suit complete, prior to the capitulation. But in their line of march we remarked a dis- 
orderly and un: sole erly canine *t; thetr step was irregular, and their ranks frequently bro- 
ken. But it was in the field, whe mn they caine to the last act ef the drama, that the 
spint and pride of the British soldier were put to the severest test—here their mortiheas

ments, the captive troops were conducted back to Yorktown, and guarded by our r troons 
till they could be removed to the place of their destination. The British troops that were 
stutioned at Gloucester surrendered at the same time, and in the same manner, to the 
command of the Duke de Luzerne. Phis must be a very interesting and gratifying 
traasactien to Gen. Lincoln, who having himself been obliged to surrender an army to 
a haughty foe the last year, has now assigned hire the pleasing duty of giving laws to 
a conquered army in return, and of reflecti ing that the terms which were imposed on him 
are adopted as a basis of ihe surrender in the present instance: It is a very gratifying 
Circumstance that every degree a harmony, confidence, and friendly intercourse sub- 
sisted between the American and French troops during the campaign 5 no contest except 
an emulous spirit to excel in exploits and ente rprise against the common eneiny, and a 
desire to be celebrated in the annals of history for an ardent love of great and hercic 
actions. We are not to be surprised that the pride of the British officers is humbled on 
this occasion, as they have always entertained an exalted opinion of their own military 
prowess, and affected to view the Americans as a contemptible, undisciplined ak 
But there is no display of Inaghanimity when a great commander sbrinks from the in- 
evitable misiortunes of war; and when it is considered that Lord Cornwailis has ie 
quenily appeared in splendid triumph at the head of his army, by which he is alniost 
adored, we conceive it picumbent on him cheerfully to participate in their misfortunes 
and degradations, however humilating ; but it is said he gives himself up entirely to 
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approbation, and his warmesi thanks to the French and net othcers and soldiers 
of all descriptions, for the brave and honorable part which they have acted during th 
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siege. He congratulates the combined army on the mome ntous event which closes the 
campaign, and which crowns their heads with unfading laurels, and entitles them is thie 
applause and gratitude of their country. Among the general othcers whom his Excei- 
lency particularly noticed, for the important services which they rendered during the 
siege, are Generals Lincoln, de Lafayette, Steuben, Knox, and Da Portail, his Exce’ leney 
Count Rochambeau, and several other distinguished Freneh officers. To Gov. Nelson, 
i Virginia, ke returned his grateful and sincere acknowledgments fn the essential suc- 
ars aiforded by him and the militia under bis command. The commander-ia-chicf, 
wishing that every heart should partici pate in the Joy of tais memerable day, crcered 
that all those whe are under meet or centinement should be immediately pardcned aud 
set at liberty, a circumstance which [ beheve has never before occurred in oar army. 
He closed by ordering that divine service shal! be performed 1 in the several brigades io- 
morrow, and recominends that the troops attend with a serious deportment, ard with 
that sensibility of heart which the recollection of the surprising aud particular interposi- 
tion of Providence in our favor claims. :

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for elegance and noble eppearance, while riding in company with several French officers 
with whom he was to dine, was met bya pentleman, who instantly recegnised the ani- 
mal as his own property. Tarleton was stopped, and the horse peremptocily demanded 3 
observing a little hesitation, the British Genera! O'Hara, who was present, said, “ Yeu 
had better give kim his horse, Tarleton,” on which the colonel dismounted and delivered 
the horse to the original proprietor; atter which, being remeunted on a very teiserabie 
anima!, he rejoined his company, and the French oilicers were greatly surprised that he 
should be so shia monnted. The British prisoners w ere all sent off yesterday, con- 
ducted by a party of militia on their way to the interiorof Virginia and Maryland. [ 
have this day visited the town of York, to witness the destructive effects of the siege. 
It contains about sixty houses, some of them are elegant ; many ef them are greatly darn- 
aged, and some totally ruined, being shet through in a thousand places, and honey- 
combed ready to crumble to pieces. Rich furniture and books were scattered over the 
ground, and the carcasses of men and horses half covered with earth, exhibited a scene 
of ruin and horror beyond descripticn. The earth in many places is thrown up iate 
mounds by the force of ovr shells, and it is difficult to point to a spot where a man could 
have resorted for safety. 

‘The loss on the part of the French during the siege. was fifty killed and one hundred 
andtwenty-seven wounded. Americans twenty- seven Killed and seventy-three wounded, 
officers included. Cornwallis’ account of his Joss duriug the siege is one hundred and 
fifty-six, three hundred and twenty-six wounded, and seventy missing, probably de- 
serted, total fve hundred and fifty- -two. ‘The whole number surrendered | by eae lation, 
seyen thousand twe hundred and forty- seven.* The amount of artillery ana mulitary 
stores, provisions, &c., is very considerable ; ; seventy-five brass and one hundred and 
eivtr nine tron eannon, seven thousand seven hundred and nine ty-four muskets ; regi- 
mental standards, German eighteen, British ten. From the military chest we received 
iwe thousand one hundred and thirteen pounds six shillings sterling.

Col, Scamme! was the high nest officer in rank in the American army, killed at the 
“ siege. He was shot after he had surrendered, by two Hessian horsemen, and was 
buried at Williamsburg. ‘The annexed lines, forming part of his epitaph, were written 
by Cel. Humphreys : 
What tho’ no friend cov!d ward thine early fall, 
Nor eu urdian angels turn the treacherous hall, 
Blezs’d shade, be sooth'd! thy virtues all are known,

Daring the siege almost all the Armericans had the fever and ague. The dews were 
very heavy, ang wet through the tents. The soldiers were divided into two divisions, 
and on aliernate nights slept in the trenches in the open air. 

On the attack of the two advanced redoubts of the British, on the night of the 15th, 
in a great measure cepended the resuit of the siege. W ashingt: on, surrounded by BN 
greup of omicers, among whom was our informant, stood in the grand battery looking 
throughs the embrasures, while, the iwo divisions of the attacking party advanced to the 
nasault. Col. Alexander Hamilton led on the Americans, with empty muskets and fixed 
bayonets. When he arrived at the right redoubt, which he was to attack, he ma ao # 

short but eloquent address, which was distinctly heard by the sileut but deeply-interested 
witnesses in the grand battery, “ Did you ever hear such a speech?” remarked Tieat.

The word “charge” was drawled out with so much deliberation, and with such im- 
perfect pronunciation, as to excite hearty laughter from the witnesses in the grand bat- 
tery. The clash of bayonets succeeded, and the next morming the trench was seen filled 
five or six feet deep with the bodies of the gallant Fre nchmen. 

While the attack was progressing, a musk et-ball rolied along a cannon, and feli at 
the feet of Washington. Gen. Knox seized him by the arm, and exclaimed, * My dear 
general, we can’t spare you yet’.

Fiity or r sixty yards from this dwelling, on the hill- 
side at the lower end of the redoubi, he had a cave excavated in 
the earth. It was hung with green baize, and used solely for 
holding councils of war. There is a cave in the solid mass of 
stone mar! which forms the river bank, improperly called Corn- 
wallis’s cave. ‘iis was used for a sutlery ; it 1S pow a piggers. 
The Moore House, on Fem ple Farm, is yet Standing on the banks 
of the riv er, about a mile below Yorktown. It is memorable as 
being the dwelling where the a of nl Peano were signed 
by Lord Cornwallis: it was then th 12 property of a widow Moore. 
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The place cf surrender was about haifa mile from the «. limits 
of the town, on the s. side of the road to Hampton. 

The frontispiece to this volume, enn the Surrender of 
Cernwailis at Yorktown, is copied from the painting of Col. John 
Trumbalil. Jt is a faithtul copy of the original, and the pertraits 
and minor details are imitated with accuracy. Col. Trumbull, 
who died in 1843, was the son of Gov. Trumbull ef Connecticut, 
and one of Washington’s aid-de-camps in 1775, and in 1776 the 
deputy adjutant-general of the northern department, under the 
command of Major-Gen. Gates. He retired from the service in . 
1777, and afterwards became the great historical painter of the 
revolution. This was one of his series of pictures in commemora- 
tion of the principal events of the revolution, in which series he 
preserved, as far as possible, faithful portraits of its conspicuous 
actors, with accurate details of dress, manners, arms, &c., of the 
times. In the prosecution of his pian he was encouraged by John 
Adams and Thomas Jefierson, whose friendship he enjoyed. Th 
portraits, of the French officers he painted in 1787, at the house 
of Mr. Jefferson, in Paris. In 1791 he visited Yorktown, and 
made the drawing of the place of surrender. 

Livplanation of the Engraving.—The scene represents the mo- 
ment when the principal officers of the British army, conducted 
by Gen. Lincoln, are passing the two groups of American and 
French officers, and entering between the two lines of victors. 
By this means the principal oflicers of the three nations are brought 
near together, so asto admit of distinct portraits. In the centre of 
the view, in the distance, is seen the entrance of the tcwn, with 
the captured troops marching out, following their officers; and 
also a distant giimpse of York River, and the entrance oi the 
Chesapeake Bay, as seen irom the spot. 

The preminent figure on herseback in the ceuire is Gen. Lin- - 
coin, by whose side stands the British general, O’Hara. Wash- 
ington, on horseback, is a little in the rear and on the left of Gen. 
Lincoln. Count Rochambeau, the French general, is on horseback 
at the end of the line of French officers, and on the right and 
back of Gen. O'Hara. On the reader's right, the four American 
officers on foct are, respectively—-commencing with the cnc near- 
est the margin——Col. Nicholas Fish, New York; Col. Walter Stu- 
art, Phila.; Col. John Laurens, S. nee ek and Col. Alexander 
Hamilton, commander of light-infantry. On the reader’s right, 
these on herseback-—commencing with the foe nearest the mar- 
gin—are, respectively, Col. Timothy E ickering, Lieut.-C -Col. E. Hunt- 
ington, aid to Lincoln; Maj. Gen. Knox, commander of artillery ; 
Gen. Peter Muhlenburg, Virginia; Gen. Hand, edjatant-general, 
Pennsylvania ; oe Anthony. W ayne, Maryland ; Gen. Gist, Mary- 
land; Major-Gen. James Clinton, New York ; Gol, Tromouth, see 
retary to Washingion; Col. Cobb, aid te Washington: iaron 
Steuben ; Telaveie and (ev. Neilsen, of -Virginia. in the dis- 
tance, the sail figure on horsepack, beyend some of the cannon, 
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is Col. Ebenezer Stevens, of the American artillery. Those drawn 
up on the left side of the reader, are the French officers. he 
three first on foot—commencing Me ith the one nearest the margin-— 
are Count Deuxponts, colonel of French infantry ; Duke de Laval 
Montmorency, colone] of do. ; ei Count Custine, colonel of do.

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HISTORICAL AND DESCRIPTIVE SKETCH 
OF TIE 
DISPRICT“OF COLUMBIA. 


Tue Disrricr or Conumpra*® was ceded to the United States in 
1790, by the states of Virginia and Maryland, and in 1800 the seat 
of government was removed here from Philadelphia, Its sife was 
selected by Grorce Wasuincroy, by authority from Congress, after 
great research and observation, to become the metropolis of this 
republic. it ferms an exact square of 10 miles on a side, lying . 
upon both banks of the Potomac. The location being determined 
upen, the first stone to mark its boundary was set in Jones’s Point, 
. the uppermest cape of Hunting creek, April 18, 1791, in the pres- 
ence of a large concourse of spectators. 

The District is divided into two counties. Washington county 
is on the n. side of the Potomac, and includes Washington city and 
Georgetown. Alexandria county is on the s. side of the Potomac, 
and has the city of Alexandria. In the iormer, the laws of Mary- 
land continue in force; in the latter, those cf Virginia. The 
District has never been represented in the Congress of the United 
States. Congress, however, makes what iaws it pleases for both, 
which meeis annually on the first Monday of December, unless 

otherwise provided by law. 

The surface of the District is gently undulating, furnishing fine 
sites for cities. The soil ist nat ea sterile, but it possesses a fine, 
healthy climate. This District has becoine the centre ef a sonsid: 

erable and active commerce, Nees it cannot at all compete with 
Baltimore, in its vicin IEMs Ves ssels of the largest class coine up to 
Atexandria, 6 miles below W sashington, where the Potemue is a 
mile wide, and from 30 to 5€ feet deep ; and vessels of a large 
size come up to the U.S. Navy Yard, at the junction of the Bast 
Branch with the Potomac, at Washington. A very considerable 
qua ntity of flour, and cther produce, comes down the Potomac, 
and centres chiefly at Alexandria, and some at Georgetown. The 
chief business of Washington cily bas relation to the accommo- 
dation of the national legislature, and of ike oliicers*ol the general 
government. In 1800, the population wes 14,003; in 1810, 24,022; 
in 1820, 33,039; in 1820, 39,858 ; in 1840, 43,712, of whick 30.057 
were whites, 8,861 were tree colored persons, and 4,094 were siaves.

Greenlief’s Point was the principal camp, and the residence of 
their chiefs, where councils were held among the various tribes 
thus gathered there. ‘he coincidence of the location of the 
national legislatures so near the counci!-house of an Indian nation, 
cannot fail to excite interesting refiections in intelligent minds. 
It is highly probable that Washington was acquainted with this 
tradition. 

Washington City, the capital of the United States, is situated on 


. the FE. side ‘of the Potomac, 295 miles from the ecean, by the course 


of the river and bay. It is 38 miles sw. from Baltimore; 136 from 
Philadelphia ; opi from New York ; nals from Boston ; 856 from 
_ Louis; 544 from Charleston, 8. C.; 662 from Savannah, Ga.; 

2293 from New Orleans. The population in 1800, was 3,210; 
a 1810, 8,208; in 1820, 13,247 ; ; in 1830, 18,827; in 1840, 23,364; 
in 1844, 30,429. Employe od in commerce, 103; in manufactures 
and trades, 586; navigating the ocean, 45: do. rivers and canals, 
25; learned professions, 83. 

The city stands on a point of land between the Potomac and the 
Anacostia or Kastern branch. It contains a little over 8 square 
miles, and upwards of 5,000 acres. The greund is, in general, 
about 40 feet above the level of the river, and there are some 
moderate elevations, on two of which stand the Capitol and the 
President’s house. The city is regularly laid out in streets running 
north and south, and crossed by others at right angles, running 
east and west. But the different parts of the city are connected 
by broad avenues, which traverse the rectangular divisions diagon- 
ally. Where the intersection of these avenues with each other 
and with the streets would form many acute angles, considerable 
rectangular or circular open grounds are left, which, when the city 
shall be built up, will give it an epen appearance. The avennes 
and streets leading to public places are trom 120 to 160 feet wide, 
and the other streets are from 70 to 110 feet wide. The avenues 
are named after the states of the Union, and the other ace 
beginning at the capitol, are denoted by the letters of the alphabet, 
as A.nerth and A. south, B. north and B. south, &c.; and east and 
west, they are designated by numbers, as Ist east, Ist west, &c. 
Pennsylvania avenve, between the capitel and the presideni’s 
house, contains the most pe population, and is much the finest 
street in the city. Five of the avenues radiate from the capitol, 
and five others from the mien house, giving these promi- 
nent places the most re eady communication with all parts of 
the city. The buildings of Washington consist of scattered clus- 
ters; noris it probable that the magnificent plan of the city will 
scon be built up, although it has greatly increased within the iast 
few years. Three thi ings are requisite to sustain a large city, one 
of which, it is to he hoped, wil) never be found in the United States, 
There must be extensive cominerce, or manufactures, or an expen 
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sive and luxurious court, with the multitudes which a luxuriors 
court draws around it, toexpend their money. This last constitutes 
a great item in the SUBD ORS of some European cities. Washington 
cannct be expected to become a very great commercial or manu- 
facturing place; and though tie chief men of the government, 
and the national legislature, and the multitudes whorn they draw 
around them, do much towards the prosperity of Washington, the 
money thus expended is too small in amount to constitute a main 
reliance of a large city. Baltimore, in the vicinity, will be hkely 
to surpass Washington i in commerce and manufactures, oe a long 
time to come. The growth cf Washington, however, has been 
considerably extensive, and it is continually increasing ; and 
probably the bustle of a large city would not much improve it as 
a seat for the national congress. It enjoys the two important 
requisites for health, pure air and good water; and there ‘Is much 
elegant and refined society, rendering it a pleasant place of resi- 
dence. 








Zhe Capitol at Washington. 


The public buildings of Washington hav e a splendor becoming 
a@ great nation. The Capitol is is probably the finest senate-house in 
the worid, and it is fit that hey most august iegisiative assembly 
on earth should be thus accommedated. The ground on which 
the capitol stands is elevated 73 feet above the level of the tide, 
and affords a commanding view of the different parts of the city. 
and of the surrounding country. The building, wien is of free- 
stone, covers an area of more than an acre and a half; the length 
of the front is 352 feet, including the wings; the depth of the 
wings is 121 feet. The centre building is surmounted by a lofty 
dome; and there are 2 less elevated domes, one towards each end. 
A projection on the east or main front, inclading the steps, is 65 
feet wide ; ard anottier on the west front, with the steps, is 88 feet 
wide. In the projection on the east front, there is a neble portico 
of 22 lofty Corinthian columns; and in the west front Lia isa 
he building to 
the top of the dome.is.120 foet. Under the dome in the middie of 
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the building is the rotunda, a circular room 95 feet in diameter 
and of the same height, adorned with sculptures, representing in 
relief Smith delivered by Pocahontas, the Pilgrims landing at Ply- 
mouth, Penn treating with the natives, and a iight of Boones with 
the Indians ; and 4 magnificent paintings by T rumbuli, with figures 
as large as life, representing the presentation to Congress of the 
Declaration of Independence. the capture of Burgoyne, the sarren- 
der of Cornwallis, and Washington resigning his commissien to 
Congress. Another painting, the baptism of Pecahonitas, Dy 
Chapman, has recently been added. The rotunda has recently 
received a splendid additional ornament in Greenough’s statue of 
Washington, a colossal figure in a sitting posture, twice as large 
as life. On the west of the rotunda is the library-room cf Con- 
gress, 92 feet by 34, and is 36 feet in height, containing, in arched 
alcoves, 20,000 volumes. In the second story of the “south wing 
of the capitol. is the hall of the House of Representatives, of a 
semicircular form, 96 feet long and 60 high, with a dome sup- 
norted hy 24 beantiful Colne of variegated marble from the 
Potomac. with capitals of Italian marble, of the Corinthian order. 
The circular wall is surrounded by a gallery for ne and the 
chord ef ihe arc, back of the speaker's chair, has a gallery for the 
ladies. The room is ornamented with some fine s Statuary < and paint- 
ings, and the whole furniture of it is elegant. The Senate cham- 
ber is in the second story of the north wing of the capito!, and is 
semicircular like that of the Represents hive es, but sm aller, being 
75 feet long and 45 feet high. The vice-president’s chair is cana- 
pied by a rich crimson drapery, held by the talons of a hovering 
eagle. A gallery of light bronze running round the arc in front 
of the vice-president’s chair, is mainly appropriated to ladies. 
There is another gallery above and behind the chair, supp ported by 
fine Ionic columns of variegated rmarble. A magnificent chande- 
Mer hangs in the centre of the room, and the whole appearance 

and furniture of the recm are splendid. Below the Senate cham. 
bee and of nearly the same form and dimensions, but much less 
elegant, is ine room of the Supreme Court of the United States; 
and there are in the building 70 rcoms for the accommodation of 
committees and officers of Congress. The grounds arcund the 
eapitol are spacious, containing 22 acres, highly ornamented with 
gravelled walks, shrubbery, and trees, a naval monument orna- 
mented with st: tuary. and fountains, and the whole is enclosed by 

a handsome iron railing. The whole cost of the building has 
exceeded 33,000, we 

The President's ; house, a mile and a half nw. from the Capitol, 
is an elegant edifice of freestone, 2 stories high, with a lefty base: 
ment. and is 170 teet long, and 86 Ata the N. front of wi teh iy 
ornamented with a fine portico ot 4 i ity lonie columns, projects ng 
with 3 columns. The outer intercolumnixtion is tor carriages ta 
drive unde er, to place company under shelter.

be upwards of 400 feet in leneth. It is considered one of the most 
splendid rooms in America, and is devoted to the grand and tn- 
creasing collections of the national institution. Tre portico of 
this building is of the same extent as that of the Parthenon, at 
Athens, consisting of 16 columns, in double rows, 50 feet high. In 
the war-office was formerly kept the fine collection of Indian por- 
traits, painted from the original heads by Wing. These valuable 
pictures are row in the custody, and adorn the collections of the 
national institution, in the patent-ofitce. 

The Navy Yard is onthe Eastern branch, about three-fourths of 
a mile se. of the Capitol, and contains 27 acres. It has houses for 
the officers, and shops and warehouses, and 2 large ship-houses, a, 
neat. armory, and every kind of navai stores. Several ships of 
war, some of which were of the largest class, have been built at 
this yard. There are also in the city an Arsenal, a City iiaui, an 
Hospital, a Penitentiary, a Theatre, &ec. 

Washington is separated from Georgetown by Rock creek, over 
which are 2 bridges. A substantial pile bridge, ever a mile in 
length, crosses the Pctomac, and leads to Alexandria. There isa

This city was fixed on as the future seat of the covernment in 
accordance with the suggestion of the great man whose name it 
bears, and the ground on which it stands was ceded to the United 
States in December , 1788. ‘The owners of the land gave one half 
of it, after deducting streets and public squares, to the United 
States to defray the expenses of the public buildings. Such 
grounds as should be wanted by the United States was to be paid 
for, at the rate of $06 66 ceuis per acre. Jt was laid-ont by 2 
commissioners, in 1791, and surveyed under the direction of An- 
drew Hilicot. The seat of the federal government was removed 
to this place in 1800. The north wing of the Capitol was com- 
menced in 1793, and finished in 1800, at an expense of $480,202. 
The south wine was commenced in 1808, and finished in 1508, at 
au expense of $358,808. The centre building was commenced in 
1818, and finished iu 1827, at an expense of $957,647. In August, 
1814, Washington was captured by the British, under Gen. Ross, 
who set fire to the Capitol, the President’s house, and the public 
ollices, With the exception of the patent-office, which was saved 
2 the solicitation of its superintendent. The library of Congress 

as burned, and was afterwards replaced by the purchase of “that 
of Mr. Jefferson, consisting of 7,000 ES for $23,000, in 
YS15. 

The congressional burial- ground is in the eastern section of 
Washington, about a mile and a half from the Capitol, and con- 
tains about 10 acres of ground, near the ae Gs braneh. ‘Phe 
grounds are tastefully laid out and neatly kept. It has already 
received a number of distinguished men, and has some fine raonn- 
ments, and a vault in which “bodies are placed that are awaiiing a 
removal.
